L— HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE CAUSE 
OP CIVIL LIBEHTY IN CONNECTICUT, 
1680— 18ia 

0BIOXirAI.LT BKAS BEFOBB THE New TobK

On thcfonrth day of June, 1689, all the free 
planters of New Haven " assembled together in 
" a eeneral meeting to consult about settling 
" civil goTemmcnt Bccording to Qod, and about 
" the nomination of persons that might be 
" found, by consent of all, fittest in all respects 
" for the foundation work of a church" which 
was to be gathered. John Daycnport and 
Theophilus Eaton were the Moses and Aaron of 
that assemblage. Chnrch and Btatc were there 
idcDtical. One hundred and eleven eignaturea 
were oSSxcd to a docuinent which declared that 
" Church members only shall be free burgesses, 
"and they only ihall chnsc among thcmsclTcs 
" magistrates and officers." It was also ordered 
that all free planters who should thereafter be 
recdTed, should submit to this fundamental 
^reement, and testify the same by subscribing 
tbeirnames. Twelve men were appointed who 
were to select, yut of their own number, seven 
persona who were to be the foundation of the 
Chorch, and to admit s,vii as should be approv- 
ed to its fellowship. The Scripture warrant for 
this proceeding was — " Wisdom h^th builded 
" herhouse ; she hath hewn out her seven pll- 
"U«:" 

In studying such a scene — the deliberate, 
conscientious, prayerful, Ood-fearing founding 
of a new Commonwealth in a new world, and 
under the shadow of primeval forests — it would 
not be strange if weoverlooked the fundament- 
al miirtake committed by the Cotonists, while 
T^sr^ng the purity of thdr porpoae, and the 
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sublime end they had in view. Measured sim- 
ply by a theoretical standard, the ideal which 
Theophilus Eaton, John Davenport and their 
compeers endeavored to make real, had never 
before been so fairly presented before the world. 
Plato had long ago framed his speculative Re- 

Eublic ; More had sketched his Utopia ; Bacon 
ad given the world his Seu AtiantU ; and, pei^ 
hapa at that very hour, Harrington was schem- 
ing some outline of his Oeeana ; but these New 
Haven colonists, were building in deeds instead 
of words, and aiming at objects loftier and 
nobler and jinrer than heathen genius or mere 
human imagination had ever conceived. Thur 
materials were among the beat that the world 
had then. Their sagacity was at least level 
with the average of ^e bwt of their time. But 
in uniting Church and State, they effected an 
unhallowed combination, and the experience of 
nearly two centuries was necessary to correct 
their mistake. State and Church were both 
victims of the unnatural alliance; and what was 
beg:un with purest aims, and invoked in prayer 
heaven's benediction, bore bitter fruits of intol- 
erance and religious declension.* Hore than a 
century of siippuration was required before 
healthful action was restored to the political 
system and the scab could be sloughed off. 

In the New Haven Colony laws, published in 
London, in 185Q, we read " that none shall be 
" admitted Free-men, or free Bui^pcsses, within 
" this jurisdiction, or any part of it, but such 
" planters ss are members of some one or other of 
" the approved churches of New England."! It 
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is made the duty of the General Court " first 
" with all caro and diligence from time to timu, 
" [**] provide for the maintenance of the purity 
" of religion, nnd suppress tlie contrary, accord- 
" ing to their best light, and directions from the 
" word of God." No company of persons 
should be allowed ta "join in any pretended way 
" of church fellowship," without due notice to, 
and approbation by the magistrates, aad the 
Elders of the Churches within the Colony. Each 
Plantation might provide for the minister'' 
maintenance ''in a free way without rating, 
if it saw fit; but if any person should refuse o 

' delay, or set down an unmeet, the Court, or 
Deputies and Constable were to rate him accord- 
ing to his visible estate ; and on delay, the 
amount was to be recovered as other just debts. 
Every person, wherever the ministry of the 
word was estabiished, should attend upon it, on 
the Lord's-day at least, and if he should absent 
or witlidraw from the same without just and 
necessary cause, he should, "after due means 
" of conviction used, for every such sinful mis- 
" carriage, forfeit five shillings to the plantation 
" to be levied as other fines." 

It is moreover ordered, " that if any Chris- 
" tian within this jurisdiction, shall goe about 
" to subvert or destroy the Christinn faith, or 
" religion, by broaching, publishing or main- 
" taining any dangerous errour, or beresic, or 
" Bball endavour to draw or seduce others therc- 
" unto, every such person, so oficnding, and 
" continuing obstinate therein, after due means 
" of conviction, shall be fined, banished, or 
" otberwiso severely punished, as the Court of 
" magistrates, duly considering the offence, with 
" the aggravating circumstance and danger 
" like to ensue, shall judge meet." 

In the year after tliese laws were published 
in London, it was ordered " tliat no Quaker, 
" Ranter, or other Rerritick of that nature, 
" be sufTcrcd to come into, nor abide in this 
•"jurisdiction, and if any such arise up amonge 
" ourselves, that they 'tis speedily suppressed, 
" and securied, for the better prevention of such 
" dangerous errours." In the following year it 
was ordered that the importation of " anv 
"known Quaker" or other blasphemous hen- 
tic, should be punished with a fine of £50. 
The Quaker himself who should go about to 
corrupt or seduce others, or disturb or offend, 
was to be committed to prison, severely whijit, 
kept to work, and not sutfcred to converse witli 
others. For his second offence, he should be 
branded on the hand with the letter R, be 

• committed to prison, and kept to work till he 
could be sent away at his own charge. For the 
third offence, he ehonld be branded on the 
other band, and dealt with in the same manner ; 
while for the fourth offence, liis tongue should 



be bored through with a hot iron, and in other 
respects dealt with as before; while native-bom 
and foreign Quakers were to be treated with 
equal impartlalitj. The penalty of concealing 
or dispersing a Quaker book was five pounds ; 
of concealing a Quaker, twenty ahiilings for 
each hour's entertainment, or of defending 
Quaker opinions or books, forty shillings for 
the firat offence, four ]ioundH for the second, 
and imprisonment and banishment for the 
third.* 
In the sister Colony of Connecticut, it waa 



eral towns, by a mtyoritv of the inhabitants, 
and bad tak<^n the oath of fidelity to the Com- 
monwealth, should Ik admitted freemen of the 
Colony, None could be elected Governor unless 
he was a mcml>cr of some regular Church, The 
Colonists, mostly Irom Massachusetts at first, 
were left to tlio legal precedents with which. 
they were familiar, as no system of legislation 
was adopted, until the body of laws, prepared 
by Ludlow, was introduced in 1649. i single 
instance of imprisonment for violation of the 
Sabbath, is mentioned by Trumbull as having 
previously occurred. 

By the Charter of 1663, New Haven was nni- 
ted with Connecticut Most reluctantly did 
sbe Biirrender her identity. Davenport and hia 
friends were strenuous in insisting that all goT- 
emment should be in the Church. In Connecti- 
cut, all orderly free-holders might be Freemen. 
As several towns transferred their allegiance 
from New Haven to Hartford, they of course 
conformed their civil arrangements to this 
change of relation, and were enjoined to '' pay 
" all taxes due to ministers with all other pub- 
" lie charges then due." The parish system 
was thus extended and confirmed in the former 
New Haven jurisdiction; + while the right of 
the Freeman was no longer dependent upon 
church-membership. On the completion ofthe 
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Union, the rojal CommUsioncra (]66S) denmnd- 

ed that all men of competent estates and of 
civil conversation, tiioufih of different judg- 
ments, might be admitted to be Freemen, and be 
eligible to office; and tliat all persona of civil 
lives be free to enjoy liberty of conscience, and 
the woraliip of God in the way which they 
think t>csL The Assembly answered in sub- 
stance that 8uch provision had already been 
made. Tiiey did not regard the fised policy of 
the Qeneral CoDrt — not to suffer any Plantation 
to be made which would not Hupport '' 
" orthodox preacher,"— as coming in 
with the provisions of the Charter or the de- 
mands of the Commissioners, The Charter 
daioed that all the King's subjects in the Colony 
should enjoy all the privileges of free and na- 
tural subjects within the realm of Enfcland. 
The Cambridge platform, however, as authori- 
tative perhaps in Connecticut as in Maasachu- 
aetts, decided that a necessary and safficient 
maintenance was, by " the law of nature and 
" nations, the law of Moses, the equity thereof, 
" and also the rule of common reason," due to 
miniitcrs of the word ; and that " the magis- 
*' trate is to see that the ministry be duly pro- 
" Tided for," 

Hence early provision was made by law for 
the sapport of the ministry. All persona were 
obliged to contribute to the support of the 
Church, as well as of the Commonwealth. The 
mioisters' rates were made and collected like 
any others. TJie Quaker laws of Connecticut 
were almost identical with those of New Haven. 
The five shilling fine which New Haven had 
adopted, was imposed also bjj Connecticut for 
neglect to attend public worship on the Lord's- 
day and days appointed by the civil authority, 
<TBDMBnLL'8 Conneetieut, i, 302.) The town— 
or CoDgregationsI — Churches, though in many 
cases they ere long eame to be called Presby- 
terian, were adopted and established by law. 
It was declared that the civil authority " had 
" power and liberty to see the peace, ordinances 
" and rules of Christ, observed in every Church, 
" according to his word." In the grant of 
townships, the Legislature took special care that 
tbcy shonld not be witliout a minister and the 
stated order of Gospel worship. The consent 
of the Genera! Court, and the approbation of 
the neighboring Elders were necessary, if any 
persona would " in anywise imhody themselves 
''into church estate." No ministry or church 
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administration might be entertained, or' attend- 
ed by the inhabitants of any Plantation, dis- 
tinct and separate from, and in opposition to, 
that which was openly and publicly observed 
and dispensed, by the approved minister of the 
place, except the Court and neighboring minis- 
ters approved. The penalty for every breach of 
this act was five poimds. 

But several years before New Haven was, by 
Royal Charter, united with Connecticut, the lat- 
ter Colony had become involved in ecclesiastical 
controversy. This controversy originated with 
the Hartford Church; but the several parties in 
that Church had their sympathizers in almost 
every Church in the Colony, A laree number of 
the people generally favored admission to the 
Church ^mply on the ground of a moral life 
and an open profession of Christianity. All 
baptized persons should be sccounted church- 
members, and be entitled to present their chil- 
idren for baptism. The choice of Pastor more- 
over should not be limited lo the Church. The 
whole congregation were interested in his call, 
and should have a voice in it. To deny them 
this right was considered as a great grievance. 
The Civil authority was invoked to call Coun- 
cils to conciliate the disaffected and restore 
peace. They failed of their object. The Gen- 
eral Court, at length, (1658) ordered an utter 
cessation of all further prosecution of parties 
in the Church at Hartford, and desired the El- 
ders of the Colony to meet and devise healing 
measures; but nothing came of it. The Hart- 
ford controversy at length wore itself out; but 
not until, to use the language of Mather, 
" irom the Are of the altar there issued thun- 
" derings, and lightnings, and earthquakes, 
through the Colony." 

For the nest fifty years, the civil authorities 
continued their exertions as the " nursing 
fathers " of the Church. The General Court, 
ir instance, appointed a Committee of minis- 
^ra and civilians to dismiss Mr. Stow from his 
disaffected people at Middletown. As if a 
sovereign ecclesiastical power resided in them, 
and they combined the powers of Presbytery 
and Bishop, they convoked Councils, controlled 
Churches, and displaced Ministers. They in- 
voked light to guide them from the Eiders of 
the Cliurches, and deliberated on imposing by 
Statute upon the Churches the decisions of the 
heretical Synod of 1602. In 1686, they called a 
Synod and ordered all the presiding Eldcre to 
attend it. In 1067, they attempted to settle 
divisions in the Windsor Church. In 1089, they 
divided the Hartford Church into two congre- 
gations. In the same year, they directed the 
two parties in the Stratford Church to call an 
able Council, to give them advice. In 1080, 
they recommend edthe ministera of the Colony 
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to catechise the youth of their congregationa, 
and to set up a weekly lecture in each county. 
In the same year, they required the people of 
■Windsor to abide by the decision of the Coon- 
<al they had chosen. , . , e. »v 

But the State proved a bad nuree Br the 
Churches. It meddled with everything and 
settled nothing. Without the advant^ea of 
EpiBCopacy, it waa a many-headed cml Bishop. 
Without the iBffitimate relations or proi>er 
fiincUons of Presbytery, it displaced it by its 
own nondescript BuperviBon. trammeling eccle- 
riaatical freedom, and cstabliahinK, » mongrel 
diBcipUne which was at length distastefiil to 
nearly CTery party. Left to themselves Mid 
th«r own organiMDg tendencies, many of tfic 
Churches would doubtless have become Presby- 
terian or consolidated. Others probably would 
have run into rank Independency ; while here 
and there one, by the force of internal anUgon- 
isms might have illustrated the infinite divisi- 
bility of matter. As it was, they were held 
together in more or less peaceful associated re- 
lafions, by the power of old habits and the 
civil authority. , ■ » >. 

One might have supposed that after such an 
experience, the StaU would have been ready to 
relinquish the tutelage of the Churches. Instead 
of tills, it resolved by means of ecclesiastical 
machinery, to secure new allies in its work. 
There waa indeed need of them. Everytliing 
was in disorder. Councils were called, but 
only to necessitate new Councils, with no better 
results. " There was no regular way of m- 
"troducing candidates to the Churches. 
"When they had finished their college studies, 
» if they imagined themselves qualified, and 
"could find some friendly gentleman in the 
"ministry to introduce them, they began to 
"preach without an examination or recom- 
"mendation from any body of ministers or 
"Churches." In one town, perhaps more than 
one the inviUtion to preach was extended to a 
man not even a member of the Church. 

" The sUte of the Churches was lament- 
" able, with respect to their general order, gov- 
" emment and discipline." " Many Churches 
" ran into confusion." " Councils were not suf- 
" flcient to relieve the aggrieved, and restore 
" peace. An there was no general rule for call- 
"mg of Councils, Council was called against 
"Coundl.Mid onporito results were given upon 
" the same cases,'* (Tbuiibdll'b Conneaieta, i. 

5<W-) „ ^ ■ : f 

In these circumstances, a great majonty oi 
" the Legislature and Clergy in Connecticut were 
" for the association of ministers and the con- 
"■ociation of Churches." A large Presbyte- 
riAB element existed among the congregations. 
OoTemor Baltonrtall, previonaly lettled as a 



Pastor at New London, took a deep interest in 
cbarch affairs, and exerted himself to meet tbe 
difficulty. Otiiera warmly co-operated witlk 
him, and with such success as to lead to the 
adoption by the Legislature, in M^, 1708, of 
the Act, requiring the ministers and Churches to 
meet and form an coclesiastical Gonstitutioti. 
The result was the authoritative introduction of 
the Saybrook Platform, drawn up at the place 
which gave it its name, in September, 1708 by 
a body consisting of twelve ministers and roar 
lay delegates. 

It might naturally be supposed that thi» 
measure would be regarded, by " sober dissent- 
" era," as a new grievance. But the dominant 
party endeavored to remove all grounds — so far' 
as they conceived them to eiist — for any just 
complaint. Laws for the relief of disaent«r»- 
were successively enacted, designed more espe- 
cially to remove causes of complaint on the part 
ofEpiscopalians.* 

The platform, aa adopted, was variously un- 
derstood. Some interpreted it in a lax, and 
some in a strict, sense. But if it did not pro- 
mote all the objects for which it was designed, 
it secured, for a time at least, greater harmony 
and uniformity in the action of the Churches, 
It created, more deflnitely than ever before, an 
ecclesiastical establishment. The General Court 
ordained that all the Churches "that are or 
" shall bo tliuB united in doctrine, worship and 
" discipline be, andforthe future shall be, owned, 
" and acknowledged established by law ; provid- 
" ed always that nothing herein shall be intend- 
" ed or construed to hinder or prevent any 80- 
" ciety or Ohurch,thHt is or shall be allowed by- 
" the law of this Government, who soberiy dif- 
" for or dissent from the united Churches hereby 
" established, from exercising worship and di»- 
" cipline, in their own way, according to their 
" consciences." 

Up to the time of the adoption of the Say- 
brook Platform, the ecclesil^pUcal elements of 
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lowed wmilAr usages. They receiTCd the same 
trftditious. There wu acarccly a shadow of op- 
pontion to an Establiahmect on the mere 
ground of dissent from congregational doctrine 
or dUcipIine. Bat already a change was at 



« of toleration 
" (enters," on the occasion of the legislative en- 
dorsement of the Saybrook Platform, 

Dissent was gaining a foothold at the East 
and the West. Episcopal xeal, inspired and 
guided bj prominent adherents of the Church 
of Bn^Iand in New York, was gathering con- 
gregationB at Rje and Stratford ; while, on the 
' East, the Baptists, sustained by Rhode Island 
sympathy, had planted themselves in Groton 
and its vicinity. But the aggregate number of 
both denominations was for a long period too 
inconsidoable to command any great measure 
of political influence or respect. 

The fitst marked,-opposition to the ecclesiasti- 
cal establishment of the Colony was manifested 
hj an inconsiderable and, in some respects, con- 
traaptible sect. This body was known, from 
the name of its leading spirit, John Rogers, as 
the Rogerines; and it flourished more especially 
in the vicinity of New London. It first emerg- 
ed into notice in connection with its practical 
adoption of Seventh -day observance pnnciolefl, 
which had been so openly advocated ana be- 
came so obnoxious, that the Rev. Ur. Fitch of 
Nonricb, some quarter of a century before the 
adoption of the Platform, had felt it to be his 
4an to meet them with a public refutation. 

The founder of the Rogerines was a strong- 
willed enthusiast, a second Oorton ; and hiH 
conise gave some color of justice to the order — 
ftt l^Df^ issued — that he should be carried to 
Hsrt^rd ■ prison, to be there " shut up in 
"simie dark room," while "one Laborell, a 
" French Doctor," was to shave his head, and 
" give him purges to recover him of his mad- 
"nefSs," 

his own career, we are informed in a 
punphlet which he published in 1721. Host of 
It is devoted to an attempted refutation of the 
clMms put forth by two writeti, (one of them 
probably Fitch of Norwich,) in behalf of the 
religions observance of the Lord's-day. This 
lie professed to consider utterly unscriptaral. 
The popular observance of the Sabbath was 
like the un of Nadaband Abihu, in his esteem. 
Acting out bis convictions, ho repeatedly ex- 
posed himself to civil process. It would be 
-todions to recite the harsh treatment to which 
waa BQbjected, and of which he indignantly 
' lina. Repeatedly fined, or bound over 
I good behavior, he refused to comply 
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with the terms of what he regarded as an un- 
righteous sentence. In his " New London 
"Prison," he addressed a curious letter "the 
" ITtt of the 9Ui month, 1719," to " Richard 
" Christopher's Airutant andfr^m Aim U> Ooetr- 
"nor Saltonstall, and Eliphalet Adams."* Be 
insists that they shall answer bis three ques- 
tions— "Hath God any law to forbid labonr 
" on the first Day of the Week ? " " Whether 
" the name Sabbath be a Title that God by his 
"word hath put upon it?" (If so, he praja 
them to quote chapter and verse.) " Whether 
" the Nnme, Lord's-Day, be a Scripture Name 
" peculiarly to that Day f " If they cannot an- 
swer these questions, he requests them to read 
and consider what iswritten. Psalm xc., 20, 31, 
" Shall the throne of Iniquity have fellowship 
" with thee, which frameth mischief by a Law ? " 

He requests also "the Court Elders and 
" Messengers " to see that an answer is returned 
" him, " as you will answer it before God, the 
" Judge of Heaven and Earth, and that we may 
" not De compelled by the authority, to oSer to 
" Ood in divine worship, that which he hath 
"not commanded, against our consciences," etc. 

Ho complains that no answer bad been re- 
turned to his request, which he thereupon re- 
news. " Having treated," he says, " upon your 
"Sabbath, the Foundation almost of all your 
" worship, which is the work of your own 
"hands," he proceeds to narrate his persecn- 

" I shall now conclude with what is called 
"your Civil Qaeemment. The last fine you 
" fined me was ten ihiUingi. All that I did WM 
" cTpoimding upon a chapter in the Bible, bo- 
"tween your meetings, after the people were 
" gone to dinner, which you call a not. I went 
" luto no other seat but that which I was seated 
" in, by them whom.the town appointed to seat 
" every one. The building of the meetiog- 
" house cost me three of the best fet cattle I had 
" that year, and as many shoes as was sold for 
"thirty tkillingt in silver money; for- which 
"said fine of ten Aillingi the officer took ten 
" sheep, as some told me that help'd to drive 
"them away. The sheep were half my son's: 
"they were marked with a mark that we mark- 
"ed creatures with that were between us, which 
"said mark had been recorded in the town 
"hook, I suppose for above twenty years; and 
" after they were sold, the officer went into my 
" son's pasture unbeknown to him and took a 
" milch cow which was between ns, (my part he 
" hired), all upon the same fine of ten shillings 
"The pasture had itood recorded to him, above 
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sovca, if not above eight years, &nd not aaj 
overptus returned. Sucti tltings tis those hath 
" been yreguentJy done upon us; and my pur- 
" pose IS fn^eity, and such things as those would 
" contiun a great volume, and therefore I think 
to menlion bat one jnore. I was find £30 by a 
Buperiour Court for charging an Inferior 
Court »t(A injtittiee, for irifi'ig upon Life and 
Death without a jury." Upon this, he dilates 
at length, giving account of his arrest, im- 
priaonment, and flight to Long Island and 
Newport, where the Governor befriended him, 
and a merchant offered to supply him money 
to prosecute liis appeal in England. 

But his mission was in the vicinity of his own 
home, and there ho found adrairera and adher- 
ents. The Rogcrioca deserved the name. Tliey 
copied after their leader's example. The most 
impracticable of mortals— the early Quukera 
scarcely exceptcd^thoy were well calculated to 
wear out the patience of the civil authority. It 
would be difficult to say which party, persccu- 
tora or persecuted, were made most un- 
comfortable. The file persecuted the steel, and 
the steel persecuted the Hie, but the Itogcrinea 
were the file. If we may infer, from the lan- 
(Tut^ of Dr. McEwcn, the state of popular 
leeling, the taw-abiding citizens, felt themselves 
to be the injured party. The fanaticism of the 
Rogerines, forced to attend public worship by 
law on a day when they were resolved to labor, 
made them not only undevout but troubleeome 
hearers. Their religioo could find no cxpres- 
rion, but in insulting and disturbing the ordi- 
nances of Congregationa lists. In the language 
of Dr. M= Ewcn,* settinjr forth their principles 
and practice, ''The Sabbath; the Congrefja- 
"tional Church and its ministry and worship, 
were idols. This was the leading article of 
the faith of the Rogcrinea. Their grand mis- 
sion was to destroy this idolatry. The obli- 
gation lay heavy upon their consciences; and 
the enterprise near their heart. To pay ta.\ea of 
any sort wounded their soul. In com 
with Quakers, they held the doctrine of 
resistance to violence from man ; and they out- 
quakered the Quakers, in their religious i ' 
norrence of resiatancc to bodily disease 
every kind. If one had (he typhus fever, 
the itch, he must let it take its natural com 
without tho slightest resort to medicine 
remedy. This cutaneous disease brought 
some of them to tho borders of tho grave. 
Messrs. Saltenstall and Adams were brave 
men, not intimidated by the insolence of the 
Rogerincs. Mr. Byles was a man of leas 
nerve ; and he suflered not a littlo from their 



" annoyance. They waylaid him In his iralks 
"to the place of public worship ; and he 'wa* 
" actually afiraid to go without an escort, lest be 
" should Buficr indignities from them." 
" The idol which most grievously offended. th» 
" consciences of these purifiers of religion ; and 
" which called for their most general and fierce 
"assault, was the public worship of tho Con- 
" grcgationaliste, on the Babbath. They c&me, 
" men and women, into the aisles of the meet- 
"ing-house, with their cards and spinning- 
" wheels ; their sewing and knitting works ^ 

and with implements for working in wood; • 
" and during prayers and sermon, plied their 
" several occupations. Tite disturbance made 
was a breach of the law ; police ofllcera took 
them out. Thev were careful to make no re- 
sistance ; showing their faith by their works. 
A constable oilcn took out a burly man ; and 
with a twine, tied him by tho arm, to a tree. 
He was studious not to break the ligature ; but 
stood, conscientiously, until the close of di- 
vine service, when he was olficialty released. 
One constable displayed his genius in puttioff 
the strength of this principle of non-resietanca 
to a test : He took a iMild assailant of public 
worship down to the harbor, placed him in & 
boat, which was moored to a stake in deep 
" water ; perforated the bottom of the boat 
" with an auger ; save the man a dish, and left 
" him to live by faith, or die in the faith. ' akin 
" ' for skin ; all that a man hath, will he give for 
" ' his life.' The faith of the martyr was strong ; 
" yet he was saved, not by faith, but by baling 

It is doubtful whether such oppoutlon as the 
Rogerines offered to the uccleaiastical laws of 
tho Btatc, did not really serve to strengthen 
them. Their own notions were accounted 
whimsical, and they were regarded rathft- as the 
iiyuring than the injured party. Their studied 
disrespect of the Sabbath may have been con- 
scientious ; but it was insulting to the convic- 
tions of others as sacred as their own. The 
compulsion to which they were subjected, in 
being forced to attend public worship, was 
really their strongest ground of complaint ; and 
the result of it, in the light of the present day, 
appears alike futile and ridiculous. Yet they 
were to Connecticut somcw*hat as the early 
Quakers were to Ma'^aehusctts ; and a sketch of 
religious lil>erty iu the former Colony, would be 
incomplete if "it overlooked them altogether. 
They were sufferers by civil persecution. They 
doubtless often felt that they were entitled to- 
rank as martyrs. " Their goods were distroin- 
"ed; their cattle were sold at the post; and 
"some of their people were imprisoned. But 
" emulating the example of the Apostles, they 
"tookjuyhilly the spoiling of thdr goods; yea^ 
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"tbey gloried in bonde imd imprisoDnicnt. I 
" have not yet spoken of scourging ; nor of the 
" efiects of It i which, in the conBummfttion of 
"judgments, actually befel these crusaders 
" against idolatry. What the law would not 
" do, in that it was weak, lynching did. His- 
" torical Bdelitj constniins me, though with 
"reluctance and sadseas, to BA^i timt our fore- 
" &there of this congregation, in tile extremity 
" of their embnrrassnient, took the distiirhcre of 
" public, worship out, tied them to trees, and 
" permitted the boys to give them a severe 
" whipping with switches taken from 
" prim-buah. The affirmation of the Rogeri: 
" la, that the shrub has' never vegetated in this 
" town, since that irreligious and cruel use of 
" it."* It is but natural that in the clearer light 
of the present day, and far removed from the 
empathies and passions of the actors in these 
scenes, we should feel that this diminutive, and 
inBome respecta contemptible, sect, was sustain- 
ed and nurtured by the unwise coercion tc 
which it was subjected by the necessities of the 
anioii of Church and Btatc. 

So far as opposition to the le^al maintenance 
of the ministry was concerned, the Baptists 
were full as decided if not so demonstrative as 
the Rogerines. Like them, few in number, they 
were somewhat contemptuously overlooked ; and 
their Rhode Island origin did not help to com- 
mend them to public respect. The tlrst pubtit 
movement on their part, in the way of opposi- 
tion to the church-order established, of any spe- 
cial not«, took place in 1727. Elder Wightman, 
a Baptist preacher, and Rev. John Bulklcy of 
Colchester, met at Lyme, each supported by 
^inpathizing friends, and en^ged in a public 
debate. Baptism was the main topic of discus- 
non, but one point of controversy was the legal 
BiMntenance of the clergy, winch Wightman 
opvowd and Bulkley defended. Each side 
puolished its version of the debate, although 
Bulkley gives limited spueo to his defence of 
ministerial support by legal provisions. The 
opposition of Wightman was based on three 
distinct poaitiona— 1. Because there is no pre- 
cept or precedent for it in the New Testament. 
2. Because it violates the Gospel rule of doing 
to others as we would have them do to us. it. 
Because the Lord requires only volunteers, and 
not forced men in his service. Wightman com- 
plained that Bulkley evaded the issue, insisting 
only that under the arinting tiir* of the State, 
the method adopted for the support of the min- 
igtry was lawful. 

Such opposition as the few Baptists who 
were at that time within the limits of the Col- 
ony could offer to the legal chureb -establish- 



ment, was indeed inconsiderable. But tiiey 
asked for themselves precisely what they WM» 
prepared to concede to others. This can scarcely 
bo said of the Episcopalians. Their mother 
Church of England was an Established Church. 
Even in their eariy publications, and in tho 
days of their feebleness, they spoke in a lordly 
tone of tho "Dissenters" around them ; and no 
one questioned at that day the satisfaction with 
which they could have seen the civil patronage 
enjoyed by Congregation nlists, transferred to 
themselves. The first serious oppowtion to 
civil enactments concerning religion, was to 
spring ftom the bosom of the Congregational 
Church itself. 

A religious establishment is, from its very 
nature, conservative. It has nothing to gain 
by agitation or revolution, but much to risk. 
Its neccBsaiT attitude toward new and earnest 
outbreaks of popular religious feeling, is one of 
hostility. This was the case in a marked man- 
ner, wiUi the established order in Connecticut, 
when that tide of religious revival, which for 
more than a century has been associated with 
the names of Edwards and Whitfield, rolled 
over New England. At first, indeed, the great 
trans-Atlantic Apostle received a cautious and 
guarded welcome. But his own zeal and iih- 
prudencc, to say nothing of the course pursued 
by hia followers and admirere—Tennent, Daven- 
port, Allen, CroswcU and others— provoked crit- 
icism, then suspicion, and at length denuncia- 
tion. Ministers saw their congregations thinned 
by the loss of those who admired and fallowed 
the KevivnliBts, and who were almost immedi- 
ately designated as Separatista. The Legisla- 
ture sympathized with the clergy, and resolved 
to check the threatening ovil. That evil had 
already become serious. New eongregationa 
were formed in many places, and others were in 
progress of being gathered. Some of the more 
warm-hearted and zealous of the clergy favored 
them; while others opposed tliem. President 
Clnp. at tho bead of Yale College, belonged to 
the latter class. So also did many of the most 
prominent clei^ and civilians of the State. 

Thestrength of this antagonism of feeling is 
reflected in many historic incidents of the time. 

David Brainerd, a member of Yale College, in 
the fervor of his warm religious feeling, was 
overheard to pay of one of the Tutors(Whittlesey, 
afterwards Pastor of the first Church in New 
Haven,) that he had no more grace than tho 
chair ui>on which ho was leanmg. For this, 
after an iniiuisitionary investigation, he was eK- 
pelled; and no intercession from men likeEd- 

ards and President Burr, in connection with 
_.is own humiliating confessions of his rash and 
uncharitable expressions, could procure him hia 
I academic degree. The two Cleavetanda, mem- 
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bera of College from Canterbury, bad on their 
viait home, attended with their parents the 
Separfttist Church where the famil; wotshipped; 
and fi>r this offence, they too were expelled. 
Bevural atudenta also were fined for going to 
UUford, to bear tbe celebrated preacher Oilbert 
Tennent j and it was only as a very special fa- 
Tor, and generally with the diBapproTal of tbe 
college authorities, that any could hear, even oc- 
casionally, the miniaters who supplied the Sepa- 
ratist Church in New Haven. 

The College authorities reSoctcd fturly the 
prevalent feelings of the majority of the clergy 
within tbe bounds of the State, The Revival- 
ists were accounted enthuaiagta, in some cases — 
M in that of John Davenport— with only too 
much reason; and theciTilautboritieafelt called 
upon to come to the aid of the friends of the 
mybrook Platform. It was by no means going 
ont of their line of buuness to do so. With the 
beat of motives, they were continually stretching 
out their hands to hold up the falling ark. 
They were in fact a Secular Synod, enjoining 
upon the Associations — as so many Presbyteries 
— the work they were to do and the course 
they should pursue. In 1714, the General As- 
sembly commended an inquiry into the pre- 
T^ing sins of the times, and the state of reli- 
gion among the people. In 1T33, they enacted 
that " whatsoever peraonn shall presume on the 
" Lord's-day to neglect the public worship of 
" God in some lawful congregation, and form 
" themselves into separate companies in private 
" houses, being convicted thereof before any Aa- 
" siatant or Justice of the Peace,* shall each of 
".them, for every such offence, forfeit the sum of 
"twenty sliillinKs." Nor was this all. Any 
one, not a lawfulminister of the Gospel, admin- 
btering or making the show of administering 
the communion to any peraons whatsoever, and 
being convicted thereof, should incur the penalty 
of ten pounds for every such offence, and suffer 
corporal puniahment by whipping, not exceed- 
ing thirty stripes for each offence. Relief, 
however, was afforded to tender consciences, by 
application to the Legislature, of persona, sober- 
ly dissenting from the established order.. 

To harmonize the Churches on the Baybrook 
Platform, especially when parties existed within 
the Churches themselves, gave the Assembly no 
little trouble. At NorwicJi, the Church refused 
to accept the platform. In other places, they 
rebelled against the attempt to impose it. At 
Guilford, a secession took place from the Church 
over which Thomas Ruggles was installed 
1739. The seceders distinctly renounced the 
Platform, and set up worship as an independent 
congregation. The Legislature, however, reject- 
ed Uieir petition to be made a distinct Society, 
and used measures to induce the seceders to re- 



turn to the old Church. " Adhering to its old 
'* habit," in the language of Rev. Dr. Bacon, 
" of playing the Bishop over the Churches," it 
ordered an ecclesiastical Council selected from 
three Counties, to meet at Guilford, and bring 
the controversy to a close. The thins could 
not be done. At the proposal of the Legisla- 
ture, the General Association neit attempted it; 
but with no better success. A Committee of its 
own, sent by the L^islature, recommended 
another Council. The Council was to be final, 
but it accomplished nothing. Another le^ala- 
tive Committee met, beard the parties, and r»- 
ported ; and still another Council was directed 
to undertake the task. They recommended 
that the seceders be permitted to have their 
own way ; and after five years of strife, there 
was peace at Qnilford. 

The advent of WhitSeld, and the labors of 
men like Owen, Pomeroy, Wheelock, Bellamj, 
well-known Mends of tbe Revival, disturbed 
anew the quietude of the Churches; and ths 
Legialature, again disposed to interfere, deter- 
mined to aecure the wisest counsels. 'Htey di- 
rected the General Association to meet at Guil- 
ford, and consider what should be done. ''What 
" ministers composed " this Association, says 
Trumbull, " cannot be known, as there is not 
" the least Minute of any such Council on the r&- 
" cords of the General Association ; nor is thera 
"any intimation of the result or doings of it, any 
" further than what is found in the preamble of 
" this extraordinary Act, and in references to it, 
" by Associations and Consociations afterwards." 
Happily, I have succeeded in rescuing from 
contemporary documents, a manuscript letter 
of Joseph Bellamy to Eleazar Whcelock, whicJi 
shows that the Aissociation had present among 
its members a vigorous minority aware of its 
designs, and prepared to resist them. "Ber, 
" Sir & Dear Br," writea Bellamy, nnder date of 
Betlilehem, November 16, 1711, "You know 
" doubtleas that the Consociation is to be held 
" at Guilford next week. Dr. Sir, fail not of 
" being there, together with Mr. Mecham and 
" Pumroy, and all that are true friends to tlie 
" Buffering interests of our dear Lord. I tmat 
" you'll meet there alt your brethren from thi> 
" way. Many things I might add, but time 
" faila." In a Postscript, he adds, " Let us cry 
'' mightily to God, for who can tell but he may 
" now appear, and make Jerusalem the joy of 
" the whole earth." 

But Bellamy and his fliends were out-num- 
bered and out-voted. The policy suggested by 
Samuel Whittlesey, of Wallingford, and em- 
bodied in the instructions given by the New 
Raven County Consociation to their delegates, 
was adopted. When the General Assembly of 
the State met in May, 1743, tb« aermon piewsh- 
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ed before them by Isaac Stiles, (father of Preai" 
{lent Btilee) of North Haven, foreshadoned the 
course they were prepared to pursue, in accord- 
ance with the advice given by the Guilford 
Gooncil. He ■was bitter npou the Revival par- 
^,?comparing them to " Will with his wisp 
''and Jack with his Isnthoni." The General 
AiKinblT proceeded to their task and paased 
an Act, in the preface of which they speak of 
having " directed, in consequence of disorderly 
"and irregular practises," the calling of a- 
QcneiBl Association at Guilford, in November 
last, and of the work which it had been 
miwoned to do. Evidently in accordance with 
ita advice, in view of "prevalent jjractises, 
"which tend to division and contention," and 
"to destroy the ecclesiasticalC onslitution 
"tabUahed by the laws of this Government," 
the; enacted that a minister, who goes uninvited 
into another parish to preacli, "shall be denied 
" and exclnded the bcneSt of any law of this 
" Colony, made for the support and encourage- 
" ment of the Gospel ministry ;" that ministers 
or Associations interfering with what pertains, 
according to the Saybrook Platform, to another 
Association, shall be subjected to a similar pen~ 
al^; that a minister not settled or ordained, 
intruding into a parish, without the invitation 
of the minister and the major part of the con- 
gregation, be put under bonds, to the amount ot 
one hundred pounds, not to offend again ;• and 
that a minister from out of the State, whether 
licensed or unlicensed, ordained or unordained, 
intruding in the like manner, "be sent, us a 
" vacant person, by warrant from any Assistant 
"or Justice of the Peace, from Constable to Con- 
" sUble, out of the bounds of the Colony," 

Bach was the leg^lation for which the New 
Baven County Association (Oct, 3748) returned 

Kteful acknowledgment, thanking the Asscm- 
, for " so caring for our religious interests and 
"ecclesiastical Constitution i" at the Bame time 
praising their wisdom, and commending the 
Mrviceableneas of their Act. 
~The Act was not to remain a dead letter on 
the Statate-book. It reached, and in some 
cases very effectually, those at whom it was 
aimed, Philemon Robbins, (settled at Branford 
in 1782,) ventured to preach in a neighboring 
parish without the minister's consent He was 
deposed from his office, and deprived of legal 
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maintainance. But he contemned the injustice 
of the law ; and hispcoplc sustained him. Ben- 
jamin Pomcroy of Hebron, preached in Colches- 
ter, supposing that the minister had no ob- 
jection; and for this he too wea denied the 
privilege of the civil provision for his support. 
This, however, was supplied by the voluntary 
devotion of his people ; and he puiaued his 
course, supported by them on the Toluntary 
system, Bellamy's Church also sympathized 
with him in his detestation of the law and 
placed themselves virtually outside the Btato 
establishment. In the Diary of David Brainerd, 
for September 1743, we find that he had 
preached for the Seperatist Church, organized 
at New Haven in the preceding May (Sth) by 
Joseph Bellamy. Samuel Cooke,* John Graham, 
and Elisha Kent. For thJB, he was informed 
that the civil authorities were seeking an op- 
portunity to arrest and imprison him. He 
desired to meet his friends at New Haven ; but 
he dared only to venture to the house of an 
acquaintance st a distance fri>m the town. 
And so the saintly man, the Apostolic mission- 
ary to the Indians, whose life has inspired the 
zeal of men like Henry Martyn, and seemed to 
revive in the last ages the memories of primi- 
tive devotion, wrote in his Diary — " though 
" some time ago, I reckoned upon seeing my 
" dear friends at Commencement ; yet being now 
" denied the opportunity for fear of imprison- 
" ment, I feel totally resigned, and am content to 
" spend this day alone in the woods, ss I could 
" have done if I had been allowed to go to town." 

Thomas Lewis was a fellow student of Brun- 
erd. graduating at Yale College in 1741. For him, 
zealous in the cause of the Revival, there was 

I toleration within the bounds of Connecticut; 

id, like Davenport, Sjmmes, Allen and others. 
New Jersey furnished him a reiiigc, {Li/a (^ 
John Brainm-d, p, 162) and in 1747, he was 
settled at Bethlehem, in that Province. Elisha 
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Kent, settled for somo years at Newtown, had 
aasiBted in the onrani^l^'o" '>f t^^ Separatist 
Church at New I^ven, and had preached for 
the SeparatiBt Church at Milford; and to avoid 
arrest and impriaonDient he fled beyond the bor- 
ders of the State, and, not far from the Township 
of Kent, in Ducheas-county, New York, he 

Slanted the foundations of the Presbyterian 
hiirch, as a pioneer on the eastern line of the 
Hudson, nis f^ndson, Chancellor Kent, and 
the name of the townsliip derived from the 
fiunilj to which he l«longed, are to us me- 
morials of an exile enforced by the Connec- 
ticut legislation of 1T42. 

Owen of Oroton and Pomeroy of Hebron, 
were not disposed to flee the State. The latter 
offended anew by preacliinR at Milford ; and it 
is scarcely strange that, under the severity which 
■was shown him, he should even have exceeded 
Owen in the harshness of his strictures on Con- 
necticut legislation. He is reported to have 
said pii bliely, that the late laws of the Colony, 
made concerning ecclesiastical affairs, were a 
great foundation to encourage persecution and 
to encourage wicked men to break their cove- 
nants; that if they did not, it was no thanks 
to the Court ; and that the law which was 
made to stop ministers from going about to 
preach in other towns, was made without reason, 
and contrary to the law of God. He was also 
chanced with saying, " there was no Colony so 
" bad for persecuting laws as Connecticut." 
For these words, bills of indietnient were filed 
Sgunst him, by Elibu Hull, Esqr., of Walllng- 
ford; .and he was summoned to appear and 
answer before the General Assembly. 

Owen was summoned at the same time. This 
was in May, 1744. His offence was probably 
less than Pomcroy's ; and he was let off with a 
slight apology. But undoubtedly he had at 
the time in his pocket, the answer to a letter 
which he had written to Thomas Prince, of 
Boston, in which the latter, after n long and 
eloquent defence of the order of Evangelists, 
closed by saying — " That as to the Connecticut 
" laws. I should be ever astonished as well as 
"grieved, if I had not read and seen so much of 
"the aame spirit in other parts of the world. 
" It is the very spirit of human nature, in its 
" present depravation. Even a righteous Abel, 
" yea, a most holy, harmless and spotless Jcsns, 
" must be hated, abused and destroyed, because 
" they were so. I mourn for the makers of 
" them, for the temporal hurt they do to others, 
" for preserving their consciences upright before 
"the Lord; but much more for the wounds they 
" give their hearts, for their entrenching on 
"what I am sure are the prerogatives of the 
" great Redeemer ; and for the great dishonor 
" they bring on our country, our profession, our 



" religion and our God. As I sojourned in Eng- 
" land near seven years, I know how grievous 
" they will be to our friends, and offensive if not 
" enraging to our enemies. . . In one of your 
" laws, I also observe an High CommissioD 
" Court set up with such an unlimited power aa 
" there is none so great in England, and your 
" Government is invested with greater power 
" than King George himself ... As to 
" your particular case depending— not knowing 
'' the precise words you dropped, I am not able 
"to form a particular judgment. I can only 
" venture to say in general, that the known 
" sins of magistrates and ministers, as well as 
" people, ought to be bewailed, especially on 
" days of universal humiliation appointed by 
" the magistrates; but then they are to be men- 
" tioned with great humility and decency — but 
" with respect to these particular laws, I cannot 
" see but they might bo lamented as very 
" grievous to many pious ministers and people, 
" as bereaving of those liberties Christ has most 
"dearly purchased and kindly givtrn us; but 
" with the supposition that the magistratea 
" being fallible men, acted in the uprightnessof 
" their hearts, and with a view to the glory of 
" God, and the good of the people." 

Not a very flattering document to those who 
were constrained to accept the apology which it 
allowed Owentomake; and perbapsitwas well 
for Iwth parties, that it was not eihibited. But 
Pomeroy had no apology; and he was con- 
demned to pay costs of prosecution and give 
bonds in fifty pounds, to keep the peace thence- 
forth. 

He could not complain of the character of 
those that suffered with him. A few months 
before, Bamuel Finley, subsequently President 
of Prince ton -col lege, was sent by the Presby- 
tery of New Brunswick to supply the Churches 
formed at Milford and New Haven, which had 
put themselves under their care. For preach- 
ing at Milford, he was arrested, and sent out of 
the Govemmentasa vagrant. He returned and 
preached at New Haven, for which he was 
seized at the mceting-liouse door, on Lord's-dj^ 
morning, and carried away by an officer. He 
returned again and preached to the people. 
This is said, (Lft/t» of Stephen Bhtnehard ta 
Ethan Smith, 1817.) tohavo induced the Legis- 
lature to enact that any minister who should do 
the like, should be imprisoned till he gave s 
bond in one hundred pounds not to do so agiun. 
— (See Tkukucll's History of Conntctieat, il 
Oct. 1743.) 

Among such distinguished victims, it may 
seem superfluous to note cases like those of 
Thomas Mai^h, arrested Jan. Sth 1746, on the 
day before he was to have been ordained, and 
thrown into prisor, nar that of Solomon Paine 
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of OaaterbuTf , deprired by procees of law of 
hisgoodsandchattela and imprisoned; vindica- 
tinff inn large printed pamptilet his righte &» a 
citizen and a man; and appealing for justice to 
the General Awembty. Wo shall leave the 
hiatoriaD of Connecticut, (Trumbull) to charac- 
terize the legislation of IT42 as " an outrage to 
"eTcry principle of justice, and to the most in- 
"herent and valuable rights of the siibji 



"Rights It dishonored the Servant of God, 
"stomed his good name, and deprived him of 
"ail the temporal emoluments of his profession, 
" irithout judge or jury, without hearing him 
"orknowing what evil he had done. It pnt it 
"into the hands of enemies and malicious pcr- 
"Bonstouado innocent men." We may add 
that a fitting parallel for it must be sought in 
the infamous legislation against Non-confonn- 
ists and Conventicles, under Charles II. 

Such intolerance coitld not long maintain it- 
wlf in Counecdcut; although the obnoxious 
enactineat was plausibly defensible on grounds^ 
which could not be urged against the Saybrook 
Platform Establishment of the Btate, and to 
which some of the New Light party were blind 
tfaemaelves. If the State provided for the sup- 
port of the ministry, it might bo urged that it 
was not assuming too much to say on what con- 
ditions that support should bo given. But in 
ipite of any such plea, public opinion bore 
more and more heavily against the law. The 
exiled ministers and those who suffered by the 
law were persons whose characters commanded 
Ripect. Men like Finley, Brainerd, Kent, and 
othera of a kindred spirit, to say nothing of 
Belltniy, Ponieroy, Wheelock, Owen, and those 
who maintained their places within the Colony, 
could not fail by tlieir position and influence to 
create a reaction. The expulsion of Brainerd 
ttom Tale College, and the refusal to givd him, 
the foremost scholar of his class, his degree, 
led directly to the establishment of Princeton 
College.— (£)/« of John Brainard, 50, 57.) 
Preatdent Clap discovered the spirit of those 
with whom he hod sympathized in his opposi- 
tion to Whitfield, and threw himself more and 
more to the side of men like Graham and Bel- 
lamy. From across the ocean came the voice 
of remonstrance against Connecticut intolerance. 
Dr. B. Avery of England, a veir influential 
Dissenter, who took adecp interest in the affairs 
of New England wrote to a gentleman tlieret 
"I am very sorry to hear of the persecuting 
"spirit that prevails in Connecticut, It is un- 
" accountable that those who live and breathe 
"by liberty, should deny it to their brethren, 
" If any jjentlemen that suffer by these 
" laws, vnll apply to me, I will use my i 



y influence 



"that justice shall be done them." Hia letter 
was read in the General Assembly, as Trumbull 
informs ua, and must have produced a deep im- 
pression. In consequence of it. Governor Law 
wrote to Dr. Avery, acquainting him with the 
disorders and extravagances into which the peo- 
ple ran, under a pretence of, and leal for, reli- 
gion, which had occasioned such laws to curb 
their excesses. Dr. Avery replied that he dia- 
liked such wildness and disorder as much as ha 
did ; but that civil penalties were not the proper 
remedies to heal them. 

This letter of Dr. Avery was not without ef- 
fect. This at least was the decided conviction 
of Rev. P. Wheelock. a competent judga la 
a manuscript letter of his, never yet published, 
he writes to Dr. Avery, under date ot March 4, 
1750, as follows: "The savour of your name in 
" this Colony amongst those who appear on 
" the side of religion, is like precious ointment, 
" and the hearts of many who neither know 
"how, nor (if they did) are ever like to have 
" the opportunity to express it, remain con- 
" scions of great indebtedness to you for your 
"kind and succcasful interpositions, when mat- 
"ters in this Government were pushed on to 
" such a length as some were ready to term re- 
" ligious violence, and the face of things ap- 
" pearcd with a threatening aspect; at that 
"juncture, your letter to our fate Governor, waa 
" (we apprehend) the means nnder Ood of 
" quenching the Are, and putting a stop to sucli 
" eitraordinory measures. 

That letter undoubtedly had a very material 
bearing upon the cause of religious liberty. 
Upon a revision of the laws, soon after, the law 
which had given so much trouble, and done so 
much dishonor to the country, was expunged or 
left out.* Not however till it was pretty clearly 
seen that its opponents were not dianosed to lay 
down their arms. Threats were made, b^ those 
who declared that they would not be frighten- 
ed, but would appeal to the King in Council. 
It was, moreover, proposed to reprint Locke's 
Trentite en Toliratiim, an enterprise which it 
was left for the friends of liberty in Massachu- 
setts to carry out, at this very juncture. Thomaa 
Prince, perhaps, had a hand m it. 

But while the particular enactment was set 
aside — or omitted in the revision of 1750— other 
kindred legislation waa kept in full force. Tho 
Separatists of New Haven at length outnum- 
bered the original Church of Mr. Noyes, and 
outvoted them in the town. Tct they were un- 
able to procure themselves a Pastor till 1751.t 
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The second Chnmh at Milford continued ita 
Gooflict for nearly twenty yeara, before they could 
secure their rights from the Legislature, wearied 
out by their stubborn perBevoronce. The Se- 
parate Church at Norwich outnumbered the 
original body, and in town-meeting refiacd to 
levy the miniater'a tax. The Legislature inter- 
posed to compel them ; but no firm were they in 
their refusal that aa many as forty persona, it ia 
■aid, were' in prison in a single year, for their 
nnjielding puntose to maintain their rights. 
In Hovey'a JU/e of Bacha, we have a letter 
bom "Norwich Qaol, Nov. 1, 17S2," addressed to 
the Ret, Mr, Lord by one of the victims of in- 
tolerance. " Sir," he writes, " I take this oppor- 
" tunity to present you with these few lines, 
" which I should have thought you would have 
" prevented by visiting ua. Pray, Sir, consider 
" whether or no you do not neglect to minister 
" to Christ, for inasmuch as ye did it not unto 
" these, &c . . . Ya lay heavy burdens and re- 
" fuse to touch them with one of your flngere. 
" You say it is the authority ; Simeon and Levi 
" are brethren ; instruments of cruelty are in 
"their habitations."* 

In 17S0, Ebenezer Frothingham. a Separatist 
minister at Middletown, entered the lists as a 

[>nblic champion of the cause of religious 
ibertj. In that year ho published a IQmo vol- 
nme of four hundred and thirty-two pt^es, 
containinK " The Articles of Faith and Prac- 
" tice, with the Covenant that is confessed by 
"the Separate Churches of Christ in general in. 
"this land. Also a discourse, Ac," A large 
part of the book is devoted to a vindication of 
the doctrinal views and religious practices of 
the Beparates. The author then proceeds to 
the examination of a work entitled, Th» preteat 
v>ay of the Country in maintaining tM Qo^pd 
minitlry by a Public Bate or Tax ii Lawful, 
JCquitabU, and agreedbU to the Ootpd; At tie 
»am» it argutd and proved in way of Dialogue 
between John Qiurittieiu and Thcma» Camiitti- 
tut, near Neighbart in the County. By E. H. M. 
A., New London, "174B." 12mo. jip. 74. 
* Frothingham contends that Civil and Eccle- 
aiostical authority have, each, their distinct 
spheres, and need not clash. The Civil power 
faaa no right to tax for the support of the 
Church. "That religion that hath not authority 
"and power enou^ within itself to influence 
"its professets to support the same, without 
"Bargiuns, Taxes, or Bates, and the Civil Pow- 
''CT,andPrisons,&c.isafUseReligioa." "Now, 
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"if the Religion generally professed and pac- 
"ticed in this land, be the Religion of Jemu 
"Christ, why do they strain away the Goods of 
" the Professora of it, and waste their subatan- 
" ced to support it f which has frequently been 
" done. And which is worse, why do they take 
"their Neighbors (that don't worehip with 
"them, but have solemly covenanted to wor- 
" ship God in another place) by the Throat, and 
" cast them into Prison I or else for a Rat« of 
" Twenty Shillings, Three or Six Pounds, send 
" away Ten, Twenty, or Thirty Pounds worth of 
" Goods, and set them up at Vendue; whera 
" they will generally assemble the poor, miaer- 
" able Drunkard, and the awful foul-mouthed 
" Swearer, and the bold, covetous, Blasphemoof 
" Scoffer at things Sacred and Divine, and tho 
" Scum of Society for the most part will be to- 
"gether, to count and make their Games about 
"the Goods upon Sale, and at the Owners of 
" them too, and at the Holy Religion that the 
"Owners thereof profem; and at such Venduea, 
"there are rarely any solid, thinking men to be 
" found there ; or if there are any such preaent, 
" they do not care to act in that oppressive way 
"of supporting the Gospel. Such men And 
" something is the matter. God's Vicegeraut in 
" their Breasts, tells them it is not equal to maks 
" such Havock of men's Estates, to support t, 
" Worship they have nothing to do with ; yea, 
" the Consciences of these persons will tronbla 
" them so that they had raUier pay twice their 
"part of the Rates, and so let the oppressed 
" Party go free." 

Refernng to the fact that some Societies find 
it difficult to procure a man to act as a Col- 
lector of the Ratea, he asks—" If it be such 
" a good Cause, and no good Men in the 80- 
" ciety, to undertake that good Work, surely 
"then Biich a Society is awfully declined, if that 
"is the case." He quotes the Suttler of tha 
Dialogue an saying — " We have Eood Reason to 
"believe, that if this Hedge of human Laws, 
"and Enclosure of Order round the Church, 
" were wholly broken down, and taken away, 
" there would not be (^tia probablej one regular 
" visible Church left subsisting in this land, 
" fitly years hence, or at most, not many." To 
this, Frothingham replies, that if by " visible 
"church, here spoken of," be meant "Ant«- 
" Christ's Church, we should be apt to believe 
"it," for it needs Civil Power, Rates, and Pris- 
ons to support it. But if the Gospel Chnreh, 
set up at m«t without the aid of the civil poww 
could continue and spread; "why can't it snb- 
" mit without the civil Power now as well ss 
"then!" "To this day," he adds, "the trae 
"Churchof Christ is in Bondage, by usurping 
"Laws, that unrighteously intrude upon berei> 
"clesiaittical Rights and dvilEqJoyments; . . . 
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" And Wo I Wo to New Engluid ! for this God- 
** praToking Evil, which is too much indiUgcd 
** bjr the great and niightj in the Land. The 
"dj of oppression out of Zioo ia gone up into 
** the £ara of the Lord Qod of Sabbtioth." 

In opposition to the author of the Dialogue, 
be maintfuns that the Gospel favors the support 
of the QiXipcl by voluntu^ contributions. It 
knows nothing of Civil Taxes for its support. 
"A true Catholic Gospel Spirit, is not coatlned 
" to Parish Lines in Supporting the Gospel of 
"Jesus Christ" "There is no instance of Paul's 
" altering into an; civil Contract or Bargain, to 
** get his Wages or Hire, in alt hia KpiBtlcs ; but 
" we have frequent accounts of his receiving of 
" free contributions." 

Prothingham'a positions on this subject were 
■nbetantialiy the same taken b; Wightman and 
his Baptist brethren in the debate with BuUcle; 
*c., at Lyme, in 1727. 

In 176A, John Boltes, a Seventh-day Baptist, 
the founder of a somewhat illustrious fsmily, 
who stood up manfully to the last for Religious 
fieedom, came out with his volume, entitled, 
To vonhip Oodin Spirit and in Truth, Ac, 
W to vorAip him in trtu Liberty of Con- 
tdenct. He inserted in it the reply of Jacob 
Johnson, the Pastor of the Second Church in 
Groton (Lcdyard) where he had succeeded An- 
drew Croswell in 1740, and also his own answer 
to Johnson. Meanwhile, Frothingham's book 
was provoking public notice. According to 
tiis own description, this is not suq>rising, since 
the " scope ana burden of it were to shew . . . 
" both from scriptures and reason that the stand- 
"ing ministers and churches in this Colony are 
"not practiBing in the rule of God's word," 
It challenged the strictures of Moses Bartlet, 
Fatfor of the Church of what is now Portland, 
just across the river from Middlctown — where 
Fnitbingham wasPastor; and if Bishop Laving- 
loa had needed to repair his taste for zealots 
and enthusiasts, he might have found a new 
atnnd inBartlet's Sermon of fifty-four 16mo. pa- 
ges, on FaiM and Seducing TeacAert. It named 
Uie offender, Ebenezer Frothingham ; and it 
concentrated upon him about as much odium 
aa decent language is capable of conveying. 
nie main offense committed was undoubtedly 
aot in any religious doctrines taught by Froths 
fpigham^ although these were not overlooked ; 
trat in the fact which he confessed and avowed, 
tlut "Elden Pain and myself, in our boola 
** published, have labored to prove, and I think 
"made it evident that the religious Constitn- 
" tiim of this Colony is not founded upon the 
"Scriptures of truth, but upon men's inven- 

Ten years passed away, and Uoaes Bartlet 
4ied, bnfbn aaj aimtnx appeared from Froth- 



ingham. Meanwhile, Robert Rose of Stratfield, 
(1753— 1795?) published his IHain Addreu to 
the Quaker*, Moravians, Separate; SepanOS' 
Baptitte, Bogereem, and other EnthwAatts, on 
immediate Impuitet, and Becelation &e., in 
which he ranked Frothingham with Enthusiasts 
and Deists, and rebuked his conceit in "tramp- 
"ling on all Churches and their Determinations, 
" but his own, with the greatest disdain." Noah 
Hobart of Fairfield, and Governor Fitch also 
published their Pamphlets onthc interpretation 
to be given to the Saybrook Platform; and in 
1767, Frothingham reviewing them all, as well 
as the production of hia friend BowIm, — which 
he did not fully approve — came forward with 
his work entitled "X Eey, to vnloek Um Door, 
that leads in, to take a fair vime of the So- 
liffiou* CoiMitution, Eetabliehed bf/ Law in tho 
Colony of Connecticut. In this tGmo. of less than 
one hundred and fitly pages, he shows that he 
undeistood, as well at [east as any of his antag- 
onists, the meaning of religious liberty, ms 
arguments are better than his*'Eramniar and his 
doctrines more orthodox than his spelling. He 
was qualified moreover to speak from his own ex- 
perience. "Imyself,"heBays, "have been confin- 
" ed in Hartford prison near five months, for 
" nothing bnt exhorting and warning the people, 
" after the public woisbip was done, and the aa- 
" sembly dismissed. And while I was there con- 
" fined, three more persons was sent to prison ; 
" one for exhorting, and two for worshiping 
" God, in a private house, in a separate meeting. 
" And quick after I was released, by the laws 
"being B&Bwered by natural relations unbe- 
" known to me, then two brethren more was 
" committed for exhorting and preaching, and 
" several others afterward, for attending the 
"same duties; and I myself twice more was 
" sent to prison for the minister's rates." 

These facts he thinks " may show the reader, 
"that unless we become all spirit, and tako 
" wing up in the air, to attend social worship 
" where gross constables, grand jurors, courta 
"and pnsond cannot come, we cannot escape - 
" this Coastitution Power." 

As to the " Constiturion Plan " he says, that 
it "gives the General Assembly, (which is, and 
" always should so remain, a civil body, to 
" transact in civil and moral things) power to 
" constitute or make a spiritual or ecclesiastical 
"body. This, I think, is against, and contrary 
"to the law of Nature, for any species of bfr. 
" ings, rational or not. to produce, bring forth 
"and make that which is contrary to its own 
"being or nature. Indeed, civil bodies may 
" make, and constitute civil bodies, but not re- 
"ligiousor spiritual bodies, for that must be 
" above their nature or power. But to come to 
■' something more w«glity, Jeans Christ claims 
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"the BoIe right of making and conatituting 
"churches or ecclesiastical bodies. Sec PgalTn, 
"137; 1. " Except tlie Lord build the hnuee, 
" they labor in vain that build it." Pmlm 102 : 
*' 10. " When the Lord shall build up Ziou." 
—Mind, reader, the Scripture does not say, 



" liamentB, makes religious 
" No, no ; for tUey cannot convert one soul, noi 
" make no man religious; they may make mul 
" titudes of abominable hypocrites, which thi 
" Lord abhors ; but not one meet person for the 
" church of Christ" 

Ho cites from the Colony Law Book, page 1B5 
" Be it enacted by the Governor, Council, &c. 
"That the inhabitants of any town, or society, 
"or parish, constituted by this Assembly, who 
" are, or sliall be present at a town or society 
" meeting legally warned, shall have power, by 
" the major vote of those so met, to call and 
" settle a minister or ministers among them, and 
" to provide for his or their support and main- 
" tcnance, provided that no peraons l>o allowed to 
" vole in any such affairs, unless such person or 
" persons have a {rechold in tlic same town or 
■ < society, rated at fifty shillinga, or forty pounds 
"estate in the common list; or are persons of 
" full age, and in full communion with a 
"church, in the said town or society," 

On this he remarks that it "supposci no per- 
" sons have a right to form tliemsclves intoare- 
" ligious society, witliout their (the Assembly's) 
" leave. No, if King George the Tliird, our 
" rightful Sovereign (in the civil kingdom) should 
"upon any occasion, come into the bounds of 
"Connecticut, lie has no liberty to worship God, 
"according to his conscience, unless this consli- 
" tulion Head sees fit, in theh great clemency, to 
" indulge liis Majesty with liberty, &c. For the 
" truth of this assertion, I appeal to the C. L. B. 
"p. 109, where the Church of England profea- 
"Bors came courtesj'ing and bowing to, and 
" confedemting with, this Constitution ; to the 
"discovering tbeir great weakness and folly, 
" when the word of GJod, and tlio religious con- 
"slitution of the nation is on their aide." But he 
is not content with exhiliiting the bearing of this 
" ConatitutioD Flan " on the King of England. 
For "if Jefius Christ was to come peiBonally into 
"Connecticut, with all his disciples, he could 
"not gather and settle a church, unless he would 
"crouch, and come down to this Coostitution 
" plan ; 'or that, in its clemency, would allow 
"Jesus Clirist, and his disciples, liiwrty of con- 
"science. If my reader will put on patience, 
"and read with meekness, I trust you will find 
"this figure made out, from the Constitution 
" Plan, comparing one part vrith another, to take 
" the true intent of it; for it is plain, I think, 
"to any person that does not abut his eyes 



" against the light ; that tliis plan challenges th« 
"sole right of making religious societies and the 
"government of conscience. Yea, I think that 
" It assumes the prerogative that belongs to the 
"Son of God alone. And how will that pass in 
" the court of Heaven, judge ye, for see C. L. 
"B. page 130. Nor shall any person neglect 
"the public worship of God, in some lawful 
"congregation, and form tlicmselves into separate 
"companies, in private houacs. on penalty of ten 
" ahillinga for every such offence, each perara 
"shall be guilty of. Here, reader, you may aee 
" a Hat contradiction, in those that hold to this 
" plan, and yet pretend to hold lil^erty of con- 
" science; when, aa the case may be and has 
"been, there is no gap for one breath of gospel 
" liberty. For if we exercise our gifts and graces 
" in the lawful assemblies, we arc had up, W>d 
" carried to prison, for making disturbance on 
" the Sabbath." 

The Anti-christian character of Connecticut 
legislation is exhibited in a somewhat pointed 
way, "Cliristsaith as in Joftn 4. 21 to 24. But 
"the hour comcth and now is, when the true 
" worshippers shall worship the Father in Spirit 
"and in truth, for the Father seckcth such to 
"worship him, Ood is a 8|)irit, and they that 
" worship him rauat worship him in apirit and in 
"truth. Thus saith the Son of God; but the 
"ulan virtually saith ; ' Not so Lord — we do not 
"tike your opinion— it tends to strike up all onr 
"good regular churches that we in our wisdom 
"have made and established by law, for yon 
" give liherty of conscience, and allow every one 
" to judge for himself, which worship is spirit- 
"ual, and which is not, and that opens a door for 
" sejiaration from our churches that we have 
"made, and so crumlile us to pieces. Also, to 
" despise tlie good ministers that we have made 
" for the people, and opens a gap for tiiem that 
"thinks they are converted, and gifted, and 
"called of Ood to improve their gifts, to set 
"themselves upas public teachers; and such sa 
" Allowance teuds to make Dividons and Suh- 
" divisions, and there will l>e no end if tliia 
"liberty of conscience is granted. Therefore, 
"Lord, it shall not bo so— we do not like your 
" apirilual scheme of worship— it tends to wild 
"disorder and enthudaam. Ton say we elia'nt 
"worship in this mountain, nor yet in JerusalNn 
" —but we say we will — and draw the lines pre- 
" ciseiy, for every ecclesiaatical body — and the 
' ' committee that the county court appoints, ^lall 
"fix the very spot for worship, and all people 
" within the compass of tJioec lines, ehdl worship 
" in that very spot, spiritual or not— a converted 
" minister or not converted for a teacher — and 
"we have decreed in our wisdom (let Clirist say 
" what he will in the Scriptures about spirituu 
" worship) dist if any penon n<^lect the paUie 
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"worehip irhera we fixed the spot, nnd meet in 
" priv&to houses, be shall incur the iienalt; nf tea 
" shillings, and be conimiltcd to priiion till |)aid." 

Again he preseDta tlie contrast " The Bcrip- 
"tUTtaiaUb, Zath.4. 6-i. Not by might nor by 
** power, but by my 8piri(, eaith the Lord of 
" Hosts — his church shall ha built But this Re- 
"ligionsPlan saith (in its own nature) not so 
*' Lord — for our churches will crumble to pieces, 
"if they are not upheld by the civil power : tbe 
" anl poorer made then, and tbcy must uphold 
" ttem," 

Ag^tt " the Scriptures show that it is the liivc 
"of God, true love to him in the heart, that 
" htys the foundation, and engages a person t<i 
"keep Odd's commands. 1 Joint, 6, 2, 3, 3 Cor. 
" 5, 14. But this plan saitb, ' No, not so^tbere 
"would be no regard paid to Ood's couunonds, 
"if it was not for our religiiius constitution." 
" Agun Qod forbids that men should be forced 
" to fear him by tlte precepb/of men, Itaiah 29, 
"S3. But this plan sail h, that there %vould be 
"no fear of Clod in the land if it was not for 
"our religious laws, and wise plan, that our 
"dril rolera have estebliuhed." Mind, read- 
er, Jesus Christ, in the poTver of his word and 
qiirit is alt out of tUo question with this religious 

Yet farther, "Jesus Christ challenges the whole 
"right of Conscience, that a man's judgment 
" and his whole all be wholly subjected to him 
"alone. Bom. 14, 4, " Who art thou that judg- 
•' est another man's Servant? Tu his own master 
"he standeth or falleth." But this Plan saith, 
" Not so. Lord — if we have not the Government 
"of Coiradence, our good Order, good Ministers 
"and Churches will ul be dasbod to pieces — the 
*' Indulgence we, in our Clemency, have already 
*' granted has given us a dreadful Shock — and if 
"we resign up Conscience to your Government it 
" will be all up with us as to our BeligiAn and 
"good Order. Now the Language that this 
"Flan hath, in its own nature, is shocking ; but 
"it further saith, in all the ecclesiastical Laws, 
" That let Christ and Consdenco say what they 
" will, we will be obeyed, or the Penalties we 
"have annexed to Disobedience shall be put into 
"Execution, &c." 

Frothingham cites the case of Ganterbuiy 
Church, where the Society "with their money 
"quallficaUona," defeated the desire of the 
Church, and settled a minister to their own lik- 
ing. Heaay% "I ask in Hbekneaa, who shall 
" answer at the bar of God, for all the abomin- 
"able Opprenrion and Peisemtion done to this 
' ' Church for fifteen years t<^ether, notwithstand- 
"ing all their voting: not only pushing them 
"out pf the meedng-house, that was built for 
' * them, ib that Frindple and Profe»ion to wor- 
" ahip God in, and roliUug them of Maw proper^ 



" in it but additional thereto, atrainlng away their 
"suttstance, Horaes and Oxen, stripping them 
"out of tlieir Teams, in the niidGtof Busineea; 
" seizing Cows, Slieep, and poor people's meat 
"oat of their Tubs, nod other utensils, exceed- 
'' ingly wanted in their familieit And what i> 
"still Iwyond, seizing and imprisoning tlie Bodies 
"of this l!lock of Christ, nhilst their poor 
" Families arc left to shift as thuy can." 

Ilesupjiosesancw Gmrch, sucli a one as might 
be formed at Ciintcrbury, after the old Church 
had seceded, with perha|« not a single holy man 
in it, or one walking hy the Gosi>cl rule, and yet 
sustained by thcjuajor part of the Society, choos- 
ing a man for minister, contrarj- to the niinda of 
the first or old Church, and voting away their 
e°tntes to supiwrt him. In this case money would 
bo " the sole cause of stripping this first formed 
"Church of all licr sacred rights and privileges," 
for it ' ' falls below the title of being lawful, and 
"becomes unlawful, when they have not altered 
" neither in Principle or Practice, and are not 
"only obliged to have their Estates lialied away, 
"to support a Slan and Worship which they 
"know to be contrary to Qod's Word — but which 
"is more shocking, to Iw compelled to attend 
" that Worsliip themselves, or suffer tlie Penalty 
"for their Nnn- attendance. Now if this is not 
"to commit a Rape ujwn Christ's chaste Spouse 
" which he has bought with his precious Blood, 
"Ikuow not what is. Surely the Lord Jesus 
" will, ere long, revenge such Injury done to his 
"dear Bride, m dreadful things in Itighteous- 
" ncss, and meet such his enemies in Robes drest 
"in Vengeance." In 1767, when Frothingham 
was preparing to publish his £<y, &c., the Sep- 
arates in Connecticut far outunmbered the Bap- 
tists, the latter claiming but eight or twelve 
Churches, and most of them feeble. But tlievoice 
of remonstrance was utt«red by one of them, in 
chorus with Frothingham. Joseph Brown, (pro- 
bably of Montvillc, where a feeble congregation 
was gathered in 1760} pubtisfied at New Iiundon 
in 1767, a I^ter to the Ii\fattt Baptuen of North 
Faruh in Nea London, at the close of which he 
inserts the following plea: 

"Now suffer me to say something respecting 
" the unrcasonablenesa of compelling the people 
" of our persuasion to hear or support the minis- 
" tcr of another. Can a peraon who has been 
" redeemed, l>e so ungrateful as to hire a minister 
" to preach up a doctrine which in his heart he 
" believes to be directly contrary to the institution 
" of his redeemer ! How if one of you should 
" happen to )>e in company with a num)>cr of Ro- 
" man Catholicks, who sliould tell you that if yoa 
" would not hire a minister to preach up transub- 
" Flantiation, and the worshiping of images to 
" your children and to an unlearned people, they 
"would cut off your bead; would you do itt 
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" Cut ytm any better nibinit to bire % miniiter to 
"preach up & doctrine which 7011 in jnur heart 
"belicTO directly contrary t« the institutioii o( 
' ' Christ I I do not doubt bat that many of yon, 
" and do not know but tbat all of yon know 
"what it is to experience redeeming tore: and 
"if ao, how can you take a person of another 
" persoaaion, and put him in gaol for a trifling 
"mm, destroy hia estate and ruin Ilia family (as 
" yon mgnify tlic law will bear you ont) and 
' ' when he is careful U) support the religion which 
"heinhiB consciencs loolcs upon to be right, 
" who honestly tells you it ie wronging liis con- 
" Bciencc to pay to your minister, and that he 
"may not do it though be Buffer ? Mat. 18, 83. 
" Should yon not have had eompattlon on thy 
■'fdloTB MTTant, even at IhadpUyon theef How 
" doth it aeem to a {veopla of another persuasion, 
"to have you Bay, hire rae a minister to preacli 
" np my doctrines to myself and my children 
" and to all the people. Wltat. hire a minister 
"to preach up a doctrine directly agaioat oui 
" opinions I Hay we not as well do it ounolTes, 
"and that would be lying to us, and. knowing- 
"ly contndictiug our Saviour. Do you grudge 
" to support your own minister, so far as lie is 
" faithful in what yon say ia your Saviour'a re- 
"ligion? Mat. 10, 8. Predy ya have reeeietd, 
"freely gite. What if a number of children, 
" on the reqneat of a father, should say one to 
"another, do you do it; and do you do it; 
' ' and I wish brother yon would do it 1 Is it not 
"shame — Are we sharers in redemption, and do 
" we grudge to support religion ! Nor let us seek 
" for the ^th of the gospeL If wo can't tliink 
" alike, let us not be cruel one to another, but 
" remember the words of our Saviour, Mat. 18, 
" 3S, and 25, 40. Iiuuttwch a* ye hate don* it 
" unto one of the leatt <^ thete my In-ethroTt, ye 
" have dime it unto me. — And for a conclusion — 
" If any, or all of you, are offoided at Uieso 
" things I intreat yon to forbear. 1 come let 
■' us strive to pattern after our Saviour, honeatly 
" meaning to enlighten eadi other; He, when he 
"was reviled, buQet«d, qjiton, being nailed to 
"the cross, and mocked, cned, 'PATHER. 
"'FOBGZVB.'" 

Along with Frothingham, Israel HoUy of Snf- 
fleld, alao a Separatist, may be classed as abjur- 
ing the policy and jorisdiction of the State 
establishment. About the year 17B6, he pub- 
Usbed a small treatise in defense of the prinaptes 
of the Separates, which he entitled A Word on 
Zim't BeKoHf. In this he quotes freely from 
Dr. Watta, and from A Seaaonable Plea for 
Liberty of Conedeneg, pnt)liafaed • few yeftra 
before. He emphatically denica the right of the 
StatetoimpoeeafaiUiorformof wonUp. After 
argning the question at length, he condi^es thu: 
"Therefore let no man, orden of man. Civil or 



"Ecclesiastical Rulers, majority, or any whoever 
" pretend they have a right to cnjoyn upon m« 
" what I ehall believe and practice in matten of 
"Reli^on, and I bound to subject to their In- 
''junctions, unless they can convince me, that, in 
' case there should happen to be a mijitakQ, thai 
''they will suffer'the consequence, and notl; 
' ' that they wilt bear the wrath of Qod, and suffer 
''damnation, in my room and stead. Bat if 
' they can't do this, don't let them pretend to a 
'right to determine for me whftt religion I shall 
'have. For if I must stand or fall for myself 
' then, pray let me judge, and act^ and chooae 
' (in matteia of Religion) for myself now. Te&, 
'when I view these things in the Light of the 
'Day of Judgment approaching. I am ready U> 
'cry out, Hands offJ Hands oRH Let none pre- 
■'tend a Right to my subjection in mattere of 
"Religion, but my Judge only; or, if any do 
"require it, Qod strengthen mo to icfoae to grant 
"it" (p. 14, 13.) 

The man wlio conid write in this strain, ww 
not a man to be silenced by authority. His na- 
merons pamphlets on a diversity of subjects ana 
unusDoUy racy, and Hopkinsian extravagance of 
doctrine, and religious intolerance appear to him 
almost equally odious. We shall soon bear from 
him again. 

In Bragg*B Church SUeytlino re.pnbliBhecl 
at New London in the year 1708, we have, 
along with a vigorous defence of strict New 
Testament Congregationalism, a vindication of 
the independence of the Church in relation to the 
State^not inappropriate to the times. The 
writer saya — "The Charter of this house exempts 
"all its inhabitants from the doctrines of men in 
'matters of futh; man can no more make a creed 
for this house, than he may prescril>c laws to the 
' sun, moon and stois, neither is he able. They 
'who cannot devise a new sort of flics or worms, 
'are very unfit to make a new Qospel." 

"The charter of this house exempts all ita in- 
'babitanta from man's commands in the wonhip 
' of Ood. Han can no more prescribe how Ood 
■shall be worshipped, under the new testament 
' than he could under the old. He alone who is 
' in the bosom of the Father hath declared thii. 
'To worship God according to the will and 
' pleasure of men, ia, in a aensc to attempt to de- 
' throne him : for it b not only to place num'a 
' will on a level with Ood's, but above it ; All 
'sQchwoiship is wicked as wdlasvain, andbor- 
' dets upon idolatry itselt " 

"The Charter of this house exempts all ita in- 
'habitants from man's injunctions and sevoi- 
' ties in matters of discipline. No prince ta»j 
'bring his atar-chamber nor the court of inqnid- 
'tion mto this house, which is a house of christ' 
'ian liberty, notof Byyptiaa bond^e. Roine's 
' crael taak-maatan, who many degrees haveout- 
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" done those of Egypt, hkve no room nor power 
"in this house; the rattling of chairs, and noise 
" of vhips no way agree with the still and 
" Bweet voice of Mount Ziim. 

It might be supposed that during tlio Rcto- 
lutionarj period the complaint of religious 
intolerance would no longer be heard. The 
cause in which the enthusiasm and energies of 
the people were enlisted, was iprofessedl; that 
of religious as well as civil liberty. Chauncy 
of Boston, in his controrersj with Chandler, 
bad professed himself opposed to all ecclesias- 
tical establishments, and yet even he, before 
the culmination of the strugfrte, ascribed our 
defeats in part at least to the neglect of giving 
an adequate (civil) support to the ministry. It 
is not strange that men of less sagacity should 
have been unconscious of their inconsistenc; 
In denying to others the liberty which, at the 
risk of their lives, they were vindicating for 
themselves. 

That the adherents of the Episcopal Church 
should have been silent was only what might 
have been anticipated. We may abate very 
largely &om the party asperities and harsh 
treatment, to which Peters, in- his vtraeimis his- 
tory, claims that they were subjected, and yet 
allow them to sustain such social and civil re- 
lations to the community around them as to 
make a |>caceable submission and a studious 

Siuet their wisest policy. From them — where 
IB patriotic cause was triumphant — nothing 
would be heard, and where it was overborne, 
they emlted in turn, and had everything their 
own way. 

The Baptists were still very few in number, 
or rather they were very largely embraced— in 
an undeveloped state—in the Separate Churches. 
These latter Churches had increased in number, 
till, in Connecticut alone, they numbered from 
twentj-five to thirty. So far as the patriotic 
cause was concerned, they were not less zealous 
than the fiiends of the standing order. Israel 
Holly of Suffield, already mentioned as the au- 
thor of A Plea, <£e., — the Pastor there of a 
Separate Church— had preached and printed a 
Sermon on the occasion of the destruction of 
the Tea in Boston Harbor. He had moreover 
taken a very prominent part in the theological 
discusaions of the day. With Bcckwitb of 
Lyme, he had discussed lay-ordination — a fun- 
damental principle with the Separates — in 
successive pamphlets ; with Bartholomew of 
Harwinter he had disputed in opposition to 
the half-way Covenant, taking up and defend- 
ing the position of Edwards. From the new 
Divinity of Bopkinsianiam he turned away 
with di^nat, and signalized his aversion by a 
large pamphlet entitled Old Divinity Pre/er- 
oHe to Modern Noveltiet. After Frothingham, 
Hur. Mao. Vol. it. 2 



no one spoke out more plainly or boldly agunst 
the ecclesiastical intolerance of the Colony; 
and to his lot it fell to defend a Memorial 
which in the very midst of the War (1778) was 
addressed in the name of tiie Separate Churches 
to the Legislature of Connecticut. 

This task was performed in An Apptal 
to tht Impartial. The Censured 3Iemorial 
"made Public, that it may speak for itself To 
"which is added a few Brief Remarks upon a 
" late Act of the General Assembly of the State 
" of Connecticut, entitled an Act for Exempting 
" these Persons in this State Commonly styled 
" Separates, from Taxes for the Support of the 
"Established Ministry, &c." 

This 12nio pamphlet of twenty-four pages 
was prepared in the fall of 1777, and appeared 
from the press earlv the neit year. It contains 
the " Memorial," with Holly's Remarks upon it. 
He prefaces the document by an address to the 
Candid and Impartial Leader, in the course of 
which he takes occasion to say that by the laws 
designed to uphold, maintain and defend " what 
" is generally called the Ecclesisstical Consti- 
"tution of Connecticut," "honest and Consci- 
" entious Dissenters from the Constitution have 
" been compelled to maintain the worship they 
" dissented from, for more than one seven years 
" after another since my observation, in the 
" town where I live, and mach longer in thb 
" and many other towns in the State, which is 
" so evident that none pretend to deny it, and 
" till of late, none pretended to justity it." 

As to the Law to exempt the Separates, Ac, 
be admits that some wearied out by oppression 
bad taken advantage of it, and had been Con- 
stituted distinct Ecclesiastical Societies by 
themselves, with certain provisions and limita- 
tions " that it was truly mean to accept of." 
This however was no proper toleration for in- 
dividuals dissenting, while there were " Dissen- 
" ting Churches and Congregations in this 
"State, which have been long oppressed on this 
" wise, and yet cannot in point of Conscience 
"petition to the General Assembly to be made 
"an Ecclesiastical Society with the privileges 
"of the Constitution in order to get nd of this 
"burden; because they look upon the Consti- 
"tution to be wrong in its own nature, and the 
" laws oppressive by which it ismaintoincd and 
" upheld, and therefore wrong for them to in- 
" corporate with it. We look upon the Eccle- 
" siastical Constitution of Connecticut to be 

"pound of Church and State. Such a blending 
"of Civil and Ecclesiastical Society together 
"that we have not the least warrant for, that 
" we can find in the New Testament, under 
" which dispensation we live." 
"There has been many memorials" — he pro- 
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CMdi — " for more than thlr^ |eara put cent to 
" the General Auembly of thu State to hare 
" these laws repeated by which boDeat Diasen- 
" tera ha»e bewi oppreased, or Bome offidal pro- 
" Titian made some other way, that we might 
" lure just relleT, but aU t» vain. Eowerer, we 
" thought it a good time now, in such a da; as 
"this, when ul are earnest]; contending for 
"what they call their Rights and PriTileges, 
" for UB, under thia oppresaion, to make one 
"trial more. . . . And accordingly eleven 
" of the Diaaeniing Cburchea of the Congrega- 
" tional profeaaion in this State, met by delega- 
"tion at Middletown, May 18th 1777, and 



" bly, t&en sitting in Hartford. Bat we have 
" been informed that the Assembly would not 
"Buffer it to be read through in their presence, 
" and stopt the reader in the midst, and that 
"some of the Aasembly said that they thonght 
" that all who signed it ought to be sent for, to 
"answer for it before the Anembly. And it 
" has been represented in different parts of the 
" State to be something of a very criminal na- 
" ture that wo sent to the Assembly. ... So 
" that upon the whole, and for weighty reasona, 
" it is thought prober to have it published, that 
" it may apeak for itself." 

For his own part Holly freely owns that he 
was one that signed the Memorial, and did not 
then see, nor has he seen aince, any occauon to 
be ashamed of it. 

Be then gives the Memorial, "word for word," 
inaertinR, "for explanation," " a few original 
" notea." 



" To the Honorable General Assembly of the 
" State of Connecticut, now sitting at Hartford 
" in said State. We your Honors* Memorial' 
** ist^ beg leave to show to your Honors, that 
'< CD the I8th day of this instant May, a num- 
"ber of Congregational Churches, and their 
" adherents, by delegation, met at Middletown, 
" then and there unanimously agreed to present 
" to your Honors this Memorial, by Eliakim 
"Marahall, Agent for said Churches, which 
"humbly aheweth; That your Hemorialbta, 
" with a number of others, have for many years 
"past suffered greatly by means of oppressive 
"laws, and now in force in this State, respect- 
"ing ecclesiastical matters. And for relief in 
" these distressing and oppiessive circnmstan- 
" ces, many Petitions have neretofore been pre- 
" sented to this Honorable Assembly, some of 
"which have been rejected, and others remain 
" unheard : And we are still suffering* and 
" liable to suffer by this oppression. 
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"We pray your Honoon, that those Uii» 
may be taken out of the way, by which thia 
wicked oppression is carried on and the op- 
' pressors flatter themselves that ttiej do no 
wrong, because they have law for what they 
' do, or in one word, we pray that the liberty 
' which the Bible grants may take place 
' through this State, tbat all may be allowed 
'to chooae their own religion, and having 
' chosen it, may be allowed to support it in the 
' way and manner that they think is most agree- 
' able to the Gospel ; and then let none be al- 
' lowed to compel them to support other peo- 

Sle's religion. And to move your Hononia 
ereto we shall suggest a few Gonaiderati<Hia 
' briefly, by way of motive. 

" 1, We believe the thing is just and eqoit- 
' able that we plead for. We snppoae we have 
< an unalienable Aght by the two grand Cbait- 
' ersj of law and scripture, to chooae our le- 
'tigion. This being granted, it most be 
' tyranny and oppression m tliose who compel 
' us to support an; other. 

"a. God has now a controversy with us: i» 
' correcting and punishing our whole land by 
■ means of tyranny and oppression, under the 
' colour and pretense of law, whidi doubtless 
'is a large call to us all, in every station, tore- 
' form, and break off all onr ovm opnrearion. 
' But when oppression is carried on ny law, 
' in any State, it then bccomea an incorporate 
' evil, which is very heinous in the sight of 
'God, and threatens the ruin of the State, 
'* nnreformed. 

" 8. Our fathers fied from oppreaaion, and 
" came over into this country for the sake of 
" enjoying liberty in religious mattera; and it 
"looks very hard, indeed, that we, who are 
"well-known to adhere to their principlea, are 
" now the sufferers by this oppression, while 
" other denominations [are] exempted. 
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"4. We apprehend it would tend mnch 
" promote peace and harmony in the State, ii 



natters, ai 
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"In the present day, when we are bo much 
"weakened by Tories and Nentera, and have 
" anch a formidable enemy to encounter, Altho' 
"we know not of one Tory among all our 
"Chnrches or adherents, and it is well-known 
" that those of our denomination hayo exerted 
"themBelTCa in the cauae of Liberty, in the 



"consider whether it is not discouraging 
"your Hemorialists, when they are held under 
"oppression themselves. For a fact it certainly 
" is, that some of our brethren who have been, 
" the two summers past, in the defence of their 
"oonutry against foreign tyramiy and oppres- 
" non, have been, the winter pest, hardly sa- 
"(aolted by this domeatic tyranny and oppres- 
"aion at home,* Collectors have threatened 
"them severely to commit them to gaol if they 
"wonld not tnm out estate to pay a rate to 
"support a worship that they stood in no con- 
" nection with, nor received any benefit by. 

" S. The tories aay, and have told some of 
"tis, that our mlera are not true Mends to ]ib- 
"erty and the just rights of mankind, notwith- 
** standing all their pretences; but would act 
** the part of tyrants themselves, if in their 
"power; and, for proof thereof, they refer na 
"to this as an instance, viz., Their oppressing 
"the Beparates, when they are honest dissent- 
"ot, and in reAiung to break off their oppres- 
"nve yoke, even now when there is such a 
** geneial outcry against oppression.t 

"6. Wo think it looks very mean on the dde 
**af theoppreasoTs, as acting below the spirit 
"of Christianity, or even common humanity, 
"fi>r one congr^ation or worshiping assembly, 
"to borrow tbe civil sword and go and rob an- 
" other worshiping assembly to defray their re- 
** liffions charges ; and we think the legislators 
"of the State have no right in such eases to 
" lend the civil sword to them. 

" 7, If this Honorable Aaaembly turns a dea* 
** ear to our request, and will grant us no re 
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'lief, we apprehend th^ will nnavoidsbly &11 
"under the severe repnmand of the inspired 
"Apostle, where he says, wherein thou judg- 
" est another thou condemnest thyself, for thon 
" that judgest dost the seme things. Judge 
" and condemn tyranny in the Court of Great 
"Britain, and uphold and maintain it in the 
"Court of Connecticut.* 
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"8. We think that the le^Iative bodj of 
" this Stat« ought to Bee to it that this oppres- 
" gion IB immediately atopt, in order to make 
" good some public declarations wliich have 

. " been made in this State in the behalf thereof, 
''by men ot public character. It is well-known 
"that it has been declared in the public newa- 
" papers in this State, that there is not the low~ 
"wt degree of persecution or oppression exer- 
*' cised by the Jaws of the State, in matters re- 
"lating to religion, but that all aects have and 
"enjoy full and free liberty in that reapoct. 

' "Now, if it he deemed an honor and credit to 
"tBis State to have it publiahod to the world, 
" that there is not the loweit degree of oppres- 
"aion exercised by the laws thereof, in matters 
"relating to religion, but that, in this respect, 
"ail have their full liberty and freedom : For 

. " Gwf » lake, Ut it be a trutk, then, for Ihe^utare. 
" Also, by late publications. Proclamations for 
"FastB, an^ for our encouragement to engage 
"in the defence of the State, we had grounds 
" to expect an equal share therein, with the rest 
"of our folio w-Bubjects. 

" But, to conclude, by this Memorial, we 
"mean to assert our rights in a point wherein 
"we have been abridged thereof, and put in a 
"peremptory claim thereto, praying that this 
"Honorable Assemblywill see that justice is 
" done in the affair : Which if we are denied 
"of or answered with silence, as Memorials of 
"this nature often have been, by the Oeneral 
"Assembly of this State, we determine, by the 
" leave of Providenee, to lay our giievances be- 
" fore the Honorable Continental* Congress, and

The Memorial was also signe<i by several be- 
longing to Churches " exempted, with some 
"limitations, from tlic oppressions above com- 
" plained of," and their names appear in con- 
nection with the original signers, but with ■ 
note stating tlicir position.* These were Na- 
thaniel Collins and Nathaniel Chapin of En- 
field, Eliplialet Wright of Killingly, and Aaron 
CleDTeland of Canterbury, The original sigo- 
ers were John Park and John Avery of Pres- 
ton, Israel Holly of Suffield, Eben. Frothing- 
ham and John Johnson of Middlotown, Paul 
Avery of Qroton, Nathan Avery of Stoningtou, 
Daniel Miner and Richard Ransom of Lyme, 
Robert Campbell of New Milford, James Bacon 
of Torrington, John Dudley and Beigam 
Beach, of Wallingford. 

After giving the Memorial, Holly spreads hia 
own views before the public. He says, " It ap- 
" pearB to me to be more agreeable to the Qos- 
" pel plan and dispensation, for civil nileis lo 
" tolerate and protect all conscientious profes- 
" Bors of religion, and establish none. ♦ • • 
" When all sects are protected, and none estsb- 
"tished by the laws of the State, none will be 
"oppressed. And if, in this universal liberty, 
" adequate to the Glospel diepensation, some 
"one sect or another should happen to be bo 
"unfortunate as to choose a religion that hu 
"not virtue enough in it to maintain its own 
" worship, and so it sinks and comes to nothing, 
" we need not bo concerned about that, for the 
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Mnuhle dniv of cMI goremmenl b> lolerale lad protect 
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opinion, le all tbey have to dc thercwltb, or wordg to the 
aame Import : meaning to let proleason of religion. In 
Ibeir Bccieelsttlcpl character, act ander another head, ena 
CbrleT. But nedia not know bnt we might be mialaken ; 
therefore, U we could get no relief here, we boaeatly En- 
tended to bave the mscier proved oat, and ao we ex- 
pieasad It."

The exempting lair which Holly com- 
plains of as inadequate, required those atteud- 
IDg Separate vorBliip to prodnce a certificate 
to that effect from the Church, in proof of their 
constant and uniform attendance, and their 
contributing, in proper proportion, to its sup- 
port. This certificate w»a to be lodged annu- 
ally with the Cleric of the Ecclesiastical Society 
of the place, and attested by the officers of 
the Chnrch. This requirement is prononnced 
tronblesome, perplexing and insufficient. It 
wu of no service to " scnttered brethren." It 
did not miet the case of infant Churches tm- 
able to cnutAin a regular miniBtrf,>or of be- 
Kared Churches depnred of their minister. It 
gave to the body ot the Church, who were re- 
qiured to act, no discretion as to whether a cer- 
tificate should be given to one Justly entitled 
to it, but only to testify whether he was quali- 
fied iccording to the Act. On the whole, the 
lav is pronounced " a miserable, narrow grant 
"of&ecdom," if indeed it is a grant of freedom 
at all. Kany are not reached by it, and those 
whom it does reach, only find the form of their 



opimsuon altered. 

Holly cloHCfl his remarks by a comparison of 
iniig principles with those held by the Separ- 
atee or strict Congregationalists. He finds 
them to be identical, and therefore he claims 
the rights for Church members which Whig 
principles allow. 

The Memorial drawn up the Separates, and 
printed and defended by Holly, produced no 
unmediate change in Connecticut legislation, 
hnt it can scarcelj have been without effect 
nnon popular opinion. After the close of the 
Wv, a revision of the Laws (1784) was made, in 
which we discern certain concessions made to 
the claims of dissenters. " The legal eatablish- 
"ment of the Congregational Churches assent- 
"iugto the SaybrooK Platform was omitted, 
"and liberty granted to all persons to worship 
"according to their own conscience or inclin- 
"ation, and in such Societies as they should 
" chooee to join or form ; such Societies being, 
"' to all intents and puipoHes,' legal corpor- 

The change was welcomed by many, and to 
EpiMopalians rapeciBlly,t it seemed an almost 
perfect relie£ liieir circumstances were such 
that they were willing to be taxed for the sup- 
port of their own worship, and this was all 
that the Law now reqnired. But in a modified 
form, the relations of State and Church still 



continued. Any one might choose the Society 
with which he wonld unite in worship, but 
some choice must make, and pay bis tax fbr 
the support of the one he joined. Unless his ' 
preference for some other was declared, it wa« 
of conrse assumed that he was an adherent of 
the Congregational Parish within which he re- 
sided. The law still required that the several 
Towns, in which there was but one Ecclesiasti- 
cal Society, should grant a tax for the minis- 
ter's support " to be levied on their several in- 
" habitants according to their respective lists," 
while the minister aggrieved for the scantiness 
of his allowance, might have redress by appli- 
cation to the General Assembly. No Society 
left vacant by the death or dismission of a 
minister, was allowed to derive any pecuniaiT 
advantage from it, but was still to pay SQCb 
sum as the General Court shonid appoint, to be 
disposed of and improved by the County Court, 
for the use of the Ministry in the Town or 
Society,* 

Thus while certain modifications were made 
affecting; minor matters, the obnoxious principle 
upon which all else depended was retained. 
Dissenters without, as well as within, the State, 
had anticipated, as a sequel of the War for 
Independence, a more perfect enjoyment of re- 
ligious liberty. In this, according to President 
Manning,! they were doomed to disappointment. 
" Last week,"— so he writes under date of 
"Providence, Sept, 17, 1784— "I attended the 
" Association at Elder Hinds', Hiddleborough. 
" Had an agreeable meeting, but find the Con- 
" ^egationalists at Cambridge, Brookfield, 
"Wbod*toeh tn Coniteetieut, with some other 
''places, have made diefresson the Baptists this 
" last Summer. Some went to jail ; from others 
"they took their stock, land, etc This do«« 
"not look much like liberty. The Association 
"recommended the paying not the least atten- 
" tion to their Ecclesiastical Laws, and resolved 
" that they were determined to maintwn their 
'■ claims of equal liberty, Ac, and would rec- 
" oromend to the Churches to support the suffeiv 
"en. I am surprised that they are not ashamed 
" to bold up their heads, in thu enlightened »g^ 
"in such a shameful cauce." 

Hitherto the several elements of dissent trnia 
the established order had been divided by sep- 
arate interests. Patriotic SeparatistB, like 
Holly, could not sympathize with Episcopaliant 
like Peters. Bnt after the close of the Revo- 
lutionary War, the old antagonisms which had 
kept them apart, and nullified their political 
influence, began to disappear, white the nnm- 
1)er of the dissatisfied and aggrieved rapidly 
increased. 
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The rise of Methodism within the bounds of 
Oonnecticnt intniducea a new element of op- 
position to the union of Church and BtAte. 
' Wherever we meet with a Methodist itinerant 
bishop or preacher, we are sure to hear words 
About equal]; severe against religious intoler- 
ance and the boud^^ of sin. Connecticut was 
not a very inviting field, even to such daring 
and resolute Epirita as those of Jesse Lee, 
Bishop Asbury, Oeorge Roberts and Billy Hib- 
bard ; and if their words were sometimes not 
merelj severely just, but somewhat rasping, it 
is by no means surprising. In 1794, Asbury 
presched in a schoolhouse at Ellington, and 
felt, we are told, "great dejection of spirit at 
"the iron walla of prejudice which eiisted." 
The reflections excited in his mind found ex- 
pression through hu pen. 

" Out of the fifteen United States, thirtaen 
e free, but two are fettered with eccleeiasti- 
"col chains, taxed to support ministers who 
" are chosen by a small Committee, and settled 
for life. My simple prophecy is that this must 
come to an end with the present century. The 
Rhode Islanders began in time, and are free. 
Hail, Bona of Liberty ! Who first began the 
war ! Was it not Connecticut and Musachu- 
eetts 1 and priests ore now saddled upon them I 
O what a happy people would these be if they 
were not thus pneat-riddcn 1 I heard a most 
severe letter from a citizen of Vermont to the 
Clergy and Christians of Connecticut, striking 
at the foundation and principle of the hierar- 
" oh;. It was the expression of the Vermonters 
" to continue free from ecclesiastical fetters, to 
follow the Bible, and sive equal liberty to all 
denominations of proleaaing Christians." 
If we may judge irom the evidence afforded 
by bis Autobiography, Billy Hibbard was not 
more reserved than Bishop Asbury in his utter- 
ances, and sometimes he must have relieved 
his burdened mind in the use of quite racy 
lauKuage. He found the newly converted 
Uetnodjsts the reverse of liberal in supporting 
their new faith. Under the sting of sucn provo- 
cation, he once exclaimed: "Kow I am con- 
" vinced that the people of Connecticut ore 
"a stin^, deceitful people; your wisest men 
" have given you this character ; they knew that 
"you would never support public institutions 
" unless you were compelled to do it Therefore 
"they have made laws to force you to support 
"the Qospel, and to build meeting-houses and 
" school-houses j "but you are so stingy that you 
"would not do it unless by compulsion. • • 
" You have heard of some that hod their last 
" and only cow sold at vendue, to raise money to 
" pay the minister's tax. You say this is hard 
"and cruel; but the law demands it. And what 
"of all this? It is but a human law. The law 



" of Ood demands that you should be libraal ; 
" and, while he is prospering you, and giving 
" you the means to contribute, if you do not do 
"it, you will be damned eternally, and that 
" will be woree for you than to have your cow 
" sold to pay the mmieter'a tax." 

"From this time," he adds, "I began to 
" preach more especially against stinginess. 
" I must think the Legulatora of New England 
"judge of the people as men and as wise men 
"generally judge. But it is only a reflection 
" upon the religious character of this people, 
" to suppose that, with their great profession of 
" religion, they would not support the Gospel, 
"bat by the compulsive power of taxation. 
"The exercise of liberal principles is super- 
"ceded when coercive measures ore used to 
"support the ministry. Toleration is not a re- 
" ligious principle, but a usurpation of power 
"that is blasphemous in its nature, u the 
"Qovemor and several Doctors of Divini^ 
" were to present a Bill to the Legislature, enti- 
" tied an Act to grant liberty to the Almighty 
"to receive the worship of the Methodists and 
"Quakers, every one would startle and coll it 
" blasphemy; but toleration implies this. Thus 
"our forefathers at Boston, would not suffer 
" the Almighty to receive the worship of the 
" Quakers in Boston : but it is certain the Al- 
" mighty could not receive their worship in 
"Boston after they were hanged. Each mdi- 
" vidual stands accountable to Qod for himsell 
" The Legislature cannot answer for me or any 
" one else. Therefore, laws respecting religious 
"worship are unrighteous, any farther than 
"they secure the liberties of reli^oup people." 

If such thoughts found expression once, they 
must hare found it from the li^ of such an 
itinerant, more than a hundred times. Wher- 
ever he went, he would sow his views broad- 
cast. "In order," he says, "to discharge my 
" duty in the ministry, I must preach against 
"erroneous principles of this OoTemmenL" It 
does not prejudice our estimate of bis sincer- 
ity wbrat he frankly confeaaes, " It is said in 
" these parts, that many of those who join the 
"Methodists, do so only to get clear of paying 
"taxee, and I fear this is but too true," 

It is true that Hibbard was not ordained till 
1802, although he hod been preaching for ser- 
eral years previous ; and he was not the fltat of 
his denomination to give utterance to views 
like these, so offensive to many of the good 
people of Connecticut. Oeorge Roberts was, 
in some respects, a bolder and more outspoken 
opponent of the Established Order. A native 
of Maryland, and, for some months, an itiner- 
ant in that region, he was transferred, in 1790, 
to Connecticut ; and, from 1798 to t79S, was 
Presiding Elder of Districts including, aoccea- 
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of the State.

Stri eturei on a Sermrm delivered by Xr. Natlum 
WiUiamt, A. M., m ToUaiid, on the PiMie Fatt, 
■April 17, 1798 ; uith Some ObtanxUiom on Dr. 
Aattingtatit Letter, aiaieteA to laid Sermon. 
In thu pamphlet he dtspl&yH no small degree 
«{ theological Tirulence, denjdDg that the 
Cbiuchcfl or minietera of the EstabliBhed Order 
were Chorchee or ministers of Christ. The fact 
that they irere " State eatabliahmentB, and a 
" CliaTch established hj law " showed that they 
were "not a Church of Christ, but of anti- 
"Christ;" were "no better than a Society of 
" wicked, designing men," " enemies to the true 
** interest^ of religion." He denies "that the 
"ciril law has anything to do in the establiah- 
-"ment of religion or the aapport of ministers. 
''Whatever the motives of yoor predeceasors 
"might have been in framing the present plan 
" of Ntablishment, the thing itself is wrong, be- 
^ cause we have neither precept nor example for 
"it; Christ never taugnt it to hia disciples, 
" but, to the reverse, he declares, My kingdom 
"m Hot of thit Aecrld." 

Addrrasijig the author of the Sermon be 
fiewB, he Bays, " Your establishment, being a 
'' State eetabliBfament, imposes ministers 
"some of the people, under certain circ 
"5taDce8,even without their consent; and their 
"liberties are wrested from them ; the majority 
'' of your people have not ministers imposed 
"upon them, nor their liberties wrested out of 
** their hands. Bot will you hence infer that 
" the minor part have no liberties, and ought 
"not to have a choice in matters of religion, 
" in a free country?" 

Referring to the imprisonment of a Baptist, 
a resident of Tolland, for refusing to pay the 
minister's rate, he asks, " What was the meon- 
" ing of that sheep's bleating in Tolland gaol 
"last year? 1 suppose you can tell." Reply- 
ing to the charge of intruding, he says, " 1 do 
" not believe the Holy Qhost ever intended the 
" earth, or any part of it, should be set off in 
"parisbcs,meaiuredbf so many miles in length 
" and breadth, fbr miniaters to attend, and keep 
** oat all othera hut their own. And if you can 
" find precept or example for it in Scripture, I 
** will thank yon to show it to me, either by 
*'word or letter." 

Avowing his otter opposition to the policy 
of the SUte, he says, "These wild Methodisto 
" most he fools to the last degree, to think of 
*' overtoming the well-known standing order. 
" • • • Had we appeared here in former 
" days, we might have been treated as kindly 
" as the Quakere and witches were." He con- 
oiden the intolerance of Connecticut greater 
than that of England. " If report saith true, 



" there is not one amongst five hundred, that is 
" or can be tithed to pay the priests in Old 
"England, as it is only the tenth of grain 
" taken from landed property. The parsonage 
" houses and lands are in common ; not mads 
" by £300 for every new priest What house- 
" holder will go free in your parish lines t The 
' tenth of gram will not do here. Are not all 
''male members, over a given ago, taxed be- 
''cause the; cannot be titned, to ouild houses 
'and pay priests in Connecticut and Hass&- 
' chusetta ? If I err in any of these matten, 
' you will pardon my ignorance and set ms 
' right : — I am but ' a stronger,' " 

Other " strangers " were to follow Roberts — 
building upon his foundation — but not all of 
them Methodists. In 17S4, we find Bathbun, 
a Shaker in Kew London jail, where he had 
been lodged for attempting to disseminate his 
peculiar views; and, jud^g from his own 
pamphlet, it was not, by any means, in his 
case, an inappropriate place for profitable 
meditation. 

But, in 1791 , a Baptist minister, from Virginia, 
arrived, with his &milj, at New London, He 
was one who said, many years later, that all ha 
wished, as an inscription on bis gravestone, 
was, " who labored to promote piety and vin- 
"dicate the civil and religious rights of all 
" men." His name was John Leland — a name 
destined to a considerable degree of notoriety 
for the next quarter of a century. Scarcely 
had he set foot on Connecticut soil, before h« 
gave an earnest of his purpose in the publica> 
Bon, at New London, of a pamphlet entitled. 
The Sighti of Cimtdenee Inalienable, and, there- 
fore, EtliffUmt Opinioni net CognixabU hy Laa ; 
or. The JUgh-jlying Churehman Stript of Hit 
Legal Hobe, Aj^eart a Taho. This was the 
signal with which he opened the campaign. 
From this date the qneabon was a simple one 
-Establishment or no Establishment."* 
The publications of the day took up the mat- 
r. Rev. David Perry (Harwinton, 1774-1784) 
wrote his Short View taid Dtftnua of tk« Seden.

by Ezra Oriswold, in B letter making an octavo 

Sunphlet of twenty-seven pages. The next year, 
ev, Isaac Lewi^ m his Election Sermon, took 
for his theme. The PolitiaU Adtantaget of QoA- 
lineu. In this he felt it his duty to stand in 
behalf of the State Establishment in as moder- 
ate a tone as the case would bear. Qe said : 
" It is not however our wish that anything 
"similar to the religious establishments of Eu- 
"rope, should be introduced into our country. 
" We hope never to see our magistrate employed

" Rood. If every individual be left to choose

" port of public instruction and the religii 

"observation of the Sabbath cannot in a _ 

"proper sense iniHuge on liberty of Conscience.' 

Substantially the same ground was taken by 
the Clergy generally wlio published theb views 
on the subject One of the most plausible as 
well as elaborate arguments on the Conscrva' 
tive side was by Simon Backus, (North Hadi- 
Bon, 1790—18010 and was issued in 1804. In 
the same year, Evan Johns, Pastor of a Church 
in Berlin, in a Sermon preached on the Thanks- 
giving day of the preceding year, adopted the 
same style of reasoning. He said : (p. 10.) 
"As for the rights of conscience, among you, 
" they cannot, with truth, be said to be viola- 
" ted. Is not every one at full liberty, in tl 
" manner which he prefers, to worship Qod ? 
" Tou have no exclusive establishments of re- 
" ligion. You have no religious Articles, drawn 
" Dp in scholastic language, imposed on you by 
." human authority. The maeiBtrate does not 
" sentence you to everlasting lUmnation, if you 
. " refbse to subscribe to his religious Creed. Ton 
" are not subjected to civil disabilities for non- 
" conformity to a modt of worship. Any pe- 
"culiarityof religious opinion does not lower 
" ytni in the estimation of a majority of your 
" fellow citizens, provided your manners be in- 
" offensive, and your morals pure." — 

And again: (p. 13.) "That the rights of cos- 
"acience are not infringed by any law of this 
"State has, already, appeared. But here, let 
"me advert to a prmciple that no one will be 
" hardy enough to controvert It it a diUy tTi- 
"eumient on the Civil Legitlatw* to employ all 
"means appairetUly adapted to entura puiiieorder 
" and private Meurify. On this immovable 
" fodnaation standi your school laws. And 
"those persons, to whose care the wel&re of 
"tlie State is committed have a right 
" sider our plans of worship in the same point 
"of view, Schoolt where lessons of mor^ity 
" are given without which the community can- 
" not prosper. What is man, come to mature 
"years, but a grown up child! The hackneyed 
" arguments employed against the institutions 
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"of our forefathers, if it proves anything^ 
"proves too much ; that is, it proves nottiinK. 
" It would aunihilkte all the provision made 
" for the education of our children, conaign us 
" to a state of general barbarism, and, soon, 
"make us bow the neck, ingloriously to th& 
" yoke of despotism. A state of ignorance and' 
" licentiousness would, in a very short time con- 
" vert the plausible, iawning demagogue into 
" an oppressive and cruel tyrant Hence, the. 
"friends of our religious iuatitutions are the. 
'■ most powerful supporters of liberty ; and the 
" persons who would abolish the laws in 
" question, whether they know it or not, are the 
"enemies of their country; and, were they to- 
"prevail, would prove the pioneers of despot- 
"■'■■" Shall we not, therefore, most cordially 
with what the Proclamation rccom- 
, by praising Qod for the moral and, 
social constitutions wisely adopted by our 
venerable forefatheis- and that theirinfluence 
contjnues to operate m a valuable degree ?" 
With a very lew exceptions, the Clergy gener- 
ally adopted these views. They are very dis- 
tinctly reflected in quite a number of the most 
noted productions of the Federal oratora of the 
time — the Fourth of July and other Addressee 
of such men as Theodore D wight, Simeon Bald- 
win, Professor Billiman, President Dwight, and. 
others. Even a literary occasion like that of 
the College Commencement, was available ta 
students of strong political feelings like Warren. 
Dutton, whose Poem was designed to administer 
a sharp rebuke to Abraham Bishop. Among all 
the Orations of the time. Prof. Bitliman's while 
sufQciently rhetorical, is not the least argument- 
ative. In his Oration at Hartford, July 6th, 
1803, he remarks : " Our fathers were no ttheo- 
"retical philosophers . . . Knowing that 
" religion makes men better fathers, busbanda, 
" rulers and citizens, they felt and acknowledged 
"the obligation to provide for its permanenfc 
"support Indeed, no mind, which haa not 
" been corrupted by philosophism, could posai- 
"bly consider the maintenance of public wor- 
"ahip by law a tyranny. We find it enacted 
" among our earliest taws, that every man shall 
" attend public worship on the Sabbath, and 
"keep foi the use of bis family, a Statute-book 
" ana a Bible. However sneering folly or mia- 
"taken liberality may have ridiculed these 
" primitive habits, it is certain that to the preT* 
" alcnce of such ideas and practices we most 
"impute our present happy state of Society." 
He closes by sounding the note of alarm SB 
follows : 

"The dreadfbl moral deluge which has 
" swept away the happiness of other nations, ia 
"even now roaring around your walls. It la 
" youiB to decide whether you will yield to it» 
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"ftiry, and be precioitated into that ocean 
" whose shores are orenched in blood, and 
" whose billows are covered with the wrecks of 
" mined nations. ChooBO then ' tkit day' 
" whether yoD will snbetitDte tbe miserable 
"chimeras of modem philosophy in place of 
" the rtal WsMinga and ttibttantial happiiuit 
"which you have deriTcd from your Andmt 
" In»titvtiont.'" 

Unquestionably at this date the overwhelm- 
ing preponderance of the political power of 
the State was in sympathy with these views. 
Bat the part^ which stood opposed to them 
was adTsncing bath in spirit and strength. 
The number of Baptist Churches hud increased 
with great rapidity, and had swallowed "" 
many of the Beparatists. It is true they vt 
not ap to the Aill stAudard of ecclesiastical . _ 

r^lnlity. In 1798, Btephen Smith Nelson 
Hartford, was tbe only liberally educated 
Baptist minister in the Btate. For a long time, 
the public journals refused to give them the op- 
portunity to be heard in theircolumns. Green's 
Oatttt«, at New London, was the only one that 
extended to them the privilege ; and David 
Bolles, a lawyer and at length a Judge, of 
Windham county, was perhaps their foremost 
champion, defending them in pamphlets of his 
own, issued at the Expense or himself or his 

^ Bat their increasii){| numbers gave them 
litical influence and importance, and the 
publicans of tbe Jeffersonian School, who 
been iiitherto in a hopeless minority in 
State, were ready and anxious to secnre their 
alliance, the moment it could serve tiieir turn. 
That moment was now at hand. Foremost 
among the Mendsof Mr. Jefferson in the State, 
was a man by the name of Abraham Bishop, 
son of that Samuel Bishop who had been im- 
prisoned for refusing to pay his rate. He was 
a citizen of New Haven, a graduate of Yale 
College in the Class of 1778, a lawyer by pro- 
fession, and had held some civil offices of^ no 
great importance. His character was regarded 
by many as by no means stainless. He was 



he had already transferred to his own father. 
Iminnations against him, leas specific but 
scarcely less significant, come before us in the 
pamphlets of the day.* But he had some in- 
valuable qualifications, forthe part he was to 
take. He had a remarkable degree of what 
was then denominated impudence, that was 
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proof against public opinion, and that nothing 
whatever coula put to the blush. Bold, tbU- 
rcliont, and, not a few would have added, un- 
BcrupulouB, he bantered and provoked, where 
he failed to refute. He told Noah Webster, 
who had Bishop in his eye in bringing cut hia 
SodforaFoeVt Bach, that as he (Webster) was 
apt to ^ve advice, he would leave him with a. 
word of advice, which was : " to persecute to 
" conviction and sentence of death, the man 
" or men who ever told him that he had talents- 
" as a writer." He might be called the Amer- 
ican Cobbett. 

Such was the man who emerged into notice 
at a juncture when hia talents were most avul- 
able. It was a stormy time. The politick! 
heavens were darkened by the war of Pamph- 
lets. There were ConneetvmUntit, with nia. 
busy and vigorous pen ; Sermons, diverse in 
Btvle, but kindred in tone, including exposuret- 
of infidelity and atheism in the same pageawith 
those of political radicalism ; Judge David 
Daggett's humorouBly satirical Fourth of July 
Oration, (179S) showing that " Sunbeama may 
"be extracted from cucumbers, but the proceaa 
"is tedious;" Orations by Isaac Lewis, Beq}»- 
min Silliman, Noah Wet^ter, and others, with 
similar scope, though in a different vein ; and, 
among many more, not.the least significant, the 
Orations of Abraham Bishop himself— one de^ 
livered at the College Commencement in New 
Haven (1800) after his appointment by the Bo- 
' ity he was to address nad been formally set. 
.de;and his Wallingford Oration, delivered 
the eleventh of March, IBOl, at the general. 
Thanksgiving of Connecticut Republi(»nfl for 
the election of Hr. Jefferson, 

These latter productions were at least ra^ 
and vigorous. They rang with the tone of tri- 
umphant confidence; and indicated a man, who. 
if defeated, would never know or confess ib 
Be carried the war directly into the camp of his. 
enemies. In his New Haven Commencement 
Oration, he confessed that he had no taste oE 
ipint to discuss "the inexhaustible treasures of 
'Hebrew, Greek and Arabic," but he boldly 
struck at "The Extent and Power of Political 
DeluBion," giving the Political pulpit the ben- 
efit of his remorseless thrusta. "How much. 
think you," he asks, " haa religion been ben- 
" cfited by sermons, intended to show that Sa- 
" tan and Cain were Jacobins t How much by 
sermons in which every deistical argument 
has been presents! with its greatest force as. 
being apartof the Republican Creed) lathis, 
men of God, followmg the precept, ' feed 
' my sheep, feed my lambs !' The people, in- 
" stead of bieing alarmed lest religion should. 
"suffer under a new administration, ought to> 
be infinitely solicitous to wrett the protection 
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"of it fiom thoH who are xaiog it as a State 
""engine. The kingdom of heaven now Bofier- 
"eth political Tiolence. Think you that the 
" Bishop of Epheaus, if now with us, would 
-" have left the care of bouIb to ascertain the 
" number of votes which his favorite could get 
" for a seat in Congress 1 Would Paul of Tar- 
■" BUB tiave preached to an anxious, Ibtening au- 
" dience on the propriety of sending EnvojB ! 
^ I ask these questions seriouslj, because on this 
"subject, the people think seriously, and t>e- 
" cause delusion oera is playing a most cruel 

" Have you not read that the head of the 
"Church will sustain his own cause, and that 
'" this cause will never be perfected, till wars 
** and rumors of wars shall cease from under the 
" whole heaven ! The Captain of Salvation is 
"" not so weak as to need an Army and Navy, 
" and a mqority in Congress to support his 
" cause. The system of enmity, ^ride, vice and 
"abandonment, which characterize all modem 
^ Governments, are hostile to religion. The 
" Baviour would be ill received in levees, in 
"fields of battle, or on board hostile ships. He 
■" takes no delight in the flowing robes and maa- 
" querade dress of the Lords Spiritual. The 
" morals of Courts and Camps never rise up be- 
** fore His throne as sweet incense. Courts and 
■" Camps have in all modem ages been the hot- 
^'beds ofimmorality, the nurseries of infidelity, 
"That religion which you so highly value, is 
"Buffering a gradual, certain and pamitil eiter- 
" mination, by the very means which you affect 
*' to support it. While every nerve is stretched 
"to obtain wealth and greatness, that cause, 
"which begun in poverty and thrives best in 
"the shades and retirements of life, must mourn. 
"Oar great political arrangements are like so 
"many armaments against religion; yet the 
-" men who oppose them are denounced as athe- 
"" ists, and no proof of their atheism is required 
" but their opposition to Federal measures." 

He finds himself quite in bis element in ex- 
posing " the delusions which have attended 

past elections." "Formerly," he Baya, "the 
"pwple of this Country had sense enough to 
"ori^nate and organize Government, and by 
"their intelligence and enersies to keep it in 
" operation ; now by force of Federal opiatei 
"they have just sense enough to choose the 
"wisest and greatest men: but as soonaatlie 
** choice is over they sink into a torpid state 
" and thus remain for two years, till the trum] 
" of a new election wakes them to new life ant 
" energy ; but even then they have been so long 
" dormant that sometimes the crew of a ship 
"must be murdered; this murder must be 
" re^tered in Bermona for the edification of po- 
""Ufacal Mints; the men must continue (»>M,n(^ 



dead, till the election is closed — miracles mult 
be wrought at the bottom^of meal tuba — the 
Indian tribes miut be all in motion to in- 
vade the fronticTB — mighty ships with mighty 
men in them must be traversing the ocean on 
mighty, portentious and unaccountable er- 
rands-— the whole political stage must be 
veiled in darkness and mystery — clouds, tem- 
pests and coruscations must mark the sky; 
and in the midst of all scenery, Satan with lus 
infernal host most be advancing to take hit 
long lease of the earth, and to make Princes 
and Nobles of those infernal oppoaers of re- 
ligion and good government, whom all friends 
of order are callBd on to keep out of place. 
All this, in modem days, is necessary to waken 
the people to a recollection that the men 
whom they chose lastare the finestcandidates 
for another election. But mark how ineffectual 
are all these causes to produce the wished ef- 
fect, till joining the wonder-working host, 
" the Clei^, (and as Cowper to aid his verse, m> 
" I my prose, ' with awe profound repeat the 
" ' sacred name,' the clei^,} heralda of the 
"Prince of Peace; ambassadors of him, who 
" disclaimed for himself and ids followers the 
" honors of men ; the Clergy, preachers of the 
" word of life, deign for some days to waive 
"their sacerdotal functions, to descend from 
"theirhigh seats madevenerable by the respect 
" of the people forreligion, and as theyadvonce 
" to join and infiuence the throng, you may 
" hear a shout from every quarter, ' The CmracH 
" ' IB IS DAKQEK 1' " Btuug by the language fre- 
quently employed by Federalists like Lewis, 
Dag^tt and Webster, in their Fourth of July 
orations, Bishop cannot avoid giving them a 
blow in passing. He says, (y. 43) : 

" The Fourth of July occasion, which you im- 
" agined yourselves to have earned, have been 
"wrested from you and th^ have been per- 
" vert(^ into days for chastising the enemies of 
" administration by the odious characten of 
" illuminatiBta, disorgaoizers and atheiata ; but 
" as our native tribeSj when they are torturing 
" a prisoner, suffer him in the interval of hia 
" torments to sit and smoke, or eat with them, 
" so have these Federal gentlemen, after a pub- 
" lie wounding of you in every part, suffered 
" you to dine with them, to toast men whom 
" you regard as despoilere of your rights, and 
" to join them in copious libations to prind- 
" pies and measures which you hold in abhoi^ 
" rence ; and the penalty for your neglecting or 
" ref\iHing to do and suffer the whole measure 
" of torment has been to hold yon up as a hiss- 
" ing and by-word — as Jacobins, anarchists and 
"fit companions for infernal spirits." 

In the Appendix, he gives extracts from Jtf- 
fanonU Note* on Virginia, in which the latter 
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wys: "it is «Tor alone which needs the snp- 
^ port of GoTeniment. Truth can stand by it- 
"eeiL Subject opiuion to coercion ; whom will 
" Ton make jour inquisitors ) . . . What 
" baa been the effect of coerdon ? To make 
"one half the world fools, and the other half 
" ^pociitea," 

Unquestionably this " Commencement" Ora- 
tion was meant to be, and did service aa, an 
electioneering- documenL But the Wallineiord 
Oration which followed it, a few months later, 
was one of the boldest, perhaps some would 
uy, uudest things, ever published in the Btate. 
In the prehce (p. t.) be asks : " If we have 
"Bopenta in our country, shall we call them 
" doves t Shall onr weeds be called flowerB, 
" and our barberry bushes be nursed and cnlti- 
"vated, lest the world should know that there 
"b Kmethin^ in New England which will 
** blist oar gram? Shall the canker-worm and 
" hodan^y be held sacred because they are 
"found in Connecticut 1 * * • * Church 
"ud Stale cannot be better served than by 
"ketping them distinct, and by placing them 
"wheTB they ought to be, above, instead of be- 
" Death, the control of men who care no more 
"for either than what they can tuiu to their 
"personal benefit," 

As he advances in bia Oration, he takes up in 
a direct manner, the religious question which 
was becoming the political question of the 
day. "Church and State," he says, (p. 13,) 
"still twine together. Moses and Aaron find 
"it profitable to walk hand in hand. The 
"clergyman preaches politics; the civilian 
" prates of orthodoxy ; and if any man refuses 
"to join the coalition, they endeavor to host 
"him down to the tune of ' TAe Church i* in 
"'lioii^,'" The convenience of succeeding in 
" lift ^ bowing to these earthly potentates, has 
" induced multitudes to join them ; and hence 
"vbcn a foreigner inquired of one of our citi- 
"zens, what was the most characteristic trait of 
"New England, the frank answer was this; 
" iM ors taught hypoeriiyfrvm <ntr cradUt : and 
"tach an answer will be always true, till Hoses 
" ind Aaron shall be contented to labor separ- 
"ately in their vocations. The character of 
" those who join this coalition from motives of 
"convenience, may be well imagined. They 
"are hypocrites, and having no righteousness 
" of their own, they affect to trade on the old 
"slock, and are always esclaiming about the 
** piety of oni forefathers ; but I have never 



snded, so ss to be exclusively 

"elumed by his heirs. Those who live in the 
"midst of this deceitful union, will feel the 
" force of these remarks ; those who do not, can 
" but very imperfecUy conceive what a barrier 



" it forms to the introduction of any truth 
" which can diminish the powet, wealth or in- 
" fallibility of the fraternity, 

" But when these pretended friends of TO- 
" ligion lead iufldel lives; when they carry re- 
"ligion to market and offer it in eschan^ for 
"iDiuriesand honors; when they place it fa- 
"miliarly and constantly in the columns of 
"newspapers, manifettlj/ oimntcUd nith Jm- 
"tumefring purpotei ; and when they offer it 
" up as a morning and evening sacrifice on the 
" altar of pergonal pride or political partj — 
•' these men are placing a fire-brand to every 
" Heeting-bouse, and applying a torch to every 
" Bible, They are domg worse ; by their hy- 
"pocrisy, thev are attacking religion in the 
" heart and liie, betraying it, and cnicifjing ita 
"author." 

Ab to Church and Stat«, he says {p. 41), they 
" always contaminate each other, as far as their 
" union extends. The clerical politician is an 
"useless preacher; the political Christian is a 
"dangerous statesman." 

Further on (p. 45) he remarks, " The riding 
" of HeeUng-AoiMM is an equestrian feat, which 
"might have amused, under the ancient order 
"of things, but will be very ha7JirdDns to the 
"rider, when religion shall consist in the wor- 
"ship of God, and Government be devoted to 
"the interests of man, and when -piadom and 
" knowledge shall be the stsbility of our times." 

He says, of the Election Bermons, with 
special reference to that of Dr. A. Backus, 
and with a general regard to such as that by 
Isaac Lewis, that he nad read, with concern 
and disgust, sermons " in which there is a 
" little of Governor, a little of Council, a little 
"of Congress, much of puffing, much of poli- 
"dcs, and a very little of religion — a strange 
"compost, like a carrot pie, having so little of 
" the ingredients of the vegetable that the- 
" cook must christen it" 

Hr. Bishop addresses himself to theCler^, 
and says, "Preach the Gospel, and let Robm- 
"son andBaruel alone. • • * Tou imputo 
"infidelity to Democrats, but you are the moo 
"who cause infidelity to abound. Tou do not 
"preach the Gospel. Tou talk, pray, preach, 
"and publish politics. All the sermons for 
"two years past, umed ostensibly at Demo- 
"cratic infidels and infidel philosophy, were, 
" in fact, aimed at Mr. Jefferson. These things 
" give occasion to the enemy to blaspheme, and 
"say, Where is your Ood) Tou charge this 
"state of things to Democrats; whereas no 
" class of men wish more ardently for a 
"change. Strike at the true cause of all 
"thu — torn your daggers to the pride of 
"your own hearts, to your love of the worid 
" — cease to lord it over God's heritages-send 
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"no more vain oblfttionB to the PaUadiun* and 
"the Connecticut Gourant." In denouncing 
the Clergy ^he says, " ' Depart, ye workers of in- 
" ' iquity,' will be their sentence, and this will 
"not b« reversed, even though they should 
"add, 'When Thy name and Thy canse were 
"'sinking, we wrote Seriou* CoTttideratUmi" 
[Mcribed to Rev. Dr. Linn, of N. T.] " and 
" Vaka of Warning" [ascribed to Bev. Dr. J. 
U. Mason], " and issued pamphlets, and even 
"established Missionary Societies and Pal- 
"ladiutni to defend it." (p. 43.) 

He must have beenwell assured of thcsympa- 
thy of his hearers, to indulge in the use of such 
langu^e as this (p. 68) : " Suffer me to remark 
" to yott that there is more hypocrisy in New 
"England than in any equat portion of the 
" globe. Profes^ons coming from men who are 
"known to have no religion and sincerity will 
"bring more in market here than elsewhere. 
"Hence, as money always finds its level where 
" most is offered for it, so hypocrisv has found 
"ita level here. That calm spint which is 
" always croaking amidst the ruins of truth 
"and freedom to the tune of lUadj/ habitt, has 
"taken up its abode here. The world, the 
"flesh, and the Devil have their fanns as dis- 
"tinctly bounded out in Connecticut ai 
" other State of the Union ; and we shall M 
" unable to sustain ourselves any longer by 
" boasting of our superior light and virtue." 

While the larger portion of his remarks is 
more historical than statistical or argumenta- 
tive, and directed more to popular prejudice 
than to calm reason, now and then a statement 
is made which defines hia perception of the 
violation of religious liberty by the laws of the 
State Take for instance the following : 

"The Trinitarian doctrine is established by 
" law, and the denial of it is placed in the 
•■ tank of felonies, {p. 183 StMuU booh.) Though 
" we have ceased to transport from town to 
"tovro, Quakers, New Lights and Baptists; 
"yet the dissenters from our prevailing de- 
" nomination are, even at this moment, pray- 
"ing for therepeal of those laws (certificate act) 
"which abridged the rights of conscience. 
" By virtue of steady habits, obsequiousness 
" to the Clergy is accepted in lieu of respect for 
" relimon." 

In 1803, Bishop brought out his Proof* of a 
Contpiraey agaimit CHrittianity and the Ootem- 
mmi of the United States, exhibited in tevfral 
titat of the Union of Church and State in Nme 
England. The very title showed that it was 
an offset to Robinson's Proeft of Contpiraey^ 



published not long before, with a view to ex- 
pose the projects of a radical infidelity abroad 
and at home. Indctatigable in his efforts, he 
spared no pains to turn the tide of public 
opinion in his favor. There were several oc- 
nces which, at this juncture, favored the 
of Abraham Bbhop. His father, Samoel 
Bishop, although almost an octogenarian, waa 
ipointed by JeflersoD as Collector of the port 
. .' New Haven ; and it was evident to all that 
the reward bestowed upon the infirm father 
was meant for the son, and was designed to 
support him against the opposition which he 
met in public opinion. The various denomi- 
nations who were restive under the legal main- 
tenance extended to the standing order, could 
not but recognize in him a chsjnpion. John 
Leland, a leader among the Baptists, waa a 
zealous Virginia Benubiican; and the alliance 
between Baptists and Anti-FederBlista was al- 
ready foreshadowed. 

It was doubtless hastened by the disposal 
which it was at first proposed to make of the 
proceeds from the sale of western lands, or 
New Connecticut. These were devoted (Octo- 
ber, nflS) as a perpetual flind, to the use and 
benefit of the several Ecclesiastical Bocietiea, 
Ac, of all denominations within the State. 
They were to be applied to the support of 
ministers, or where two-thirds of the puish 
were opiwad to this arrange ment, they mi^t 
be devoted to common school purposes, by 
public vote. Such ■ measure, desijjned to 
avoid collision vrith public opinion m New 
London County, where the Baptists wer« in 
places predominant, only exasperated the 

i body throughout the State, especially 

when the lands had been sold and the law 
was to go into effect They gathered very 
generally at the next meeting of the Oeneru 
issembly. at Hartford, strong not only in num- 
bers, but m purpose. They had gone through 
one conflict for freedom, they said, and they 
were now ready, if necessary, to take up arma 
for another. They were prepared, they de- 
clared, to thed their hliiod} To such an aa- 
semblage, John Leland, standing on the East 
steps of the old Court-house, addressed hia 
memorable discourse : A Blow at the Root. We 
may be sure that the vast crowd that beard 
him, did not disperse with any very gentle feel- 
ings toward the obnoxious legislation that 
threatened to give a permanent endowment to 
the State Churches. That legislation could 
not, and it did not, stand ; and its opponents, 
exulting over its repeal, might claim that to 
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themselves was due in part at least, the benefi- 
cent result which has flowed to Connecticut 
'fit>m her magnificent endowment for Common 
Schools. 

To follow up the publicationa of the time in 
^rhich the question of the Standing Order was 
cliscusscd, would be <juite impracticable ; but 
same important histoncal statemcntH are con- 
tained m one, entitled, Facti are StublK>m 
Thinfi, or. Nine Plain QuMtum4 (o the People 
4>f Connedicut, teith a hrief reply to each. Bj 
Simon Holdfast. (Hartford, 1803, 800 p p. 21.) 
It was written bj a fast friend of the Standing 
Order, and from this we learn that; "In May, 
" IBOO, a meeting of the leading Democrats ot 
" this State was holden, and the; established 
" themselves into what they termed a Republi- 
" c&n Society. This has been continued ever 
"since. . . The Genera! meeting ia holden 
" at Hartford and New Haven, in May and Octo- 
"ber, during the Sossiona of the Legislature. 
" Del^ates hold special Conventions before 
" each Freeman's meeting. . . . Such a Convcn- 
" tion was holden at Killingworth, in August 
"last, (18021) Hence originated what was call- 
" ed the Baptist Petition which was circulated 
*' through the State and obtained several thou- 
"sknd signers," many of whom doubtless 
" honestly sought the public good. After the 
" Petition had been sufficiently circulated, it 
*' was thought proper to ask of the General As- 
" Bcmbly, in May last, to assign it fbr trial 
" particular dayj perhaps hoping that request 
•'would be denied- — ^it was, however, granted ■ 
" and Ur. Edwards and Mr. Granger, it wai 
" said, were to advocate it These gentlemen 
" however, did not appear ; and, of course, ni 
" trial was had. The Assembly, still willing 
''to examine its merits, referred it toaCommit- 
" tee of eighteen members from the two Houses, 
" to enquire and report. By thia Committee, 
" several of whom were suffered to be its advo- 
" cates, it was thoroughly canvassed, and every 
"gentleman professed himself entirely satisScd 
" that there was no ground of complaint which 
"this Lemalaturo could remove, except John T. 
*' Peters, Esq., who declared that nothing short 
" of an entire repeal of the laws for the support 
"of religion would accord with his ideas. A 
"Report was accordingly made; accepted by 
"both Houses without division ; and has since 
*'beai published. From that time, this subject 
"has slept, and probably the high duties of 
"the Postmaster General have precluded any 
" further attention to it, trom^r. Granger," (pjp. 
19,30.) 

But the result here declared was not Bnal. 
la variona parts of the State, the friends of re- 
ligious liberty were busy, and acting indcpend- 
CDtly of Hr. Gideon Granger, and Mr. Pier- 



pont Edwards. With the latter, especially, 
many of them could have tittle ground of eym- 
pathy. Like his nephew and former playmate, 
Aaron Burr, he had become an apostate from 
his father's faith, and counted religion no more 
than a pawn on the political chess-board. It is 
told as a humorous, but well-known, fact, that 
while his brother, the younger Jonathan Ed- 
wards, was settled as Pastor of what is now the 
North Church of New Haven, a tinker called 
upon Pierpont, at his house, in the hope of se- 
curing a job. The lawyer replied that he bad 
no work for him himself, but that his brother, 
who lived a Utile distance off, might very pos- 
sibly employ him, for be had a certain anair 
known by the name of the Saybrook Platform, 
that needed tinkering badly. 

Indeed, a very different man from Pierpont 
Edwards was John Sterry, who became, in the 
year 1800, the first Pastor of the Baptist Church 
at Norwich. The son of an Englishman, he 
bom at Providence, Rhode Island, and 
studied for a time at Brown University. At 
the age of twenty-four, he removed to Norwich, 
where he established himself as a printer, book- 
seller, paper-maker, author, and publisher. Em- 
inent OS a mathematician, he puuliahed several 
school-books. He assisted Daboll in,prepariag 
his Almanacs. He invented the art of marble- 
ing paper, and an improved method of bleach- 
ing cotton. The Collection of IHvine 8ong», 
.once extensively used in the Baptist Churches, 
was compiled by him. 

In 1801, he issued an American edition of 
Abraham Booth's Eaay on tA« Kingdom of 
Christ — a treatise which bore almost as severe- 
ly upon the Ecclesiastical Constitution of Con- 
necticut, as upon the English Church Estab- 
lishment. Not content with this, he initiated 
an enterprise in 1804, which delivered the Bap- 
tists from their dependence for a public bearing 
upon Green's New London Qazettt. In con- 
nection with a partner, by tlie name of Porter, 
he edited and published The True Bepubliean, 
a sheet which has been characterized as " very 
" spirited, popular and useful." He ran up, as 
a matter of course, the "Republican" flag, and 
contended zealously for Religious Liberty and a 
New State Constitution. Among the agencies 
destined to work out thia result, John Sterry 
and his True Bqniblkan must by no means be 
overlooked. 

In 180B, there was reprinted at Windham, 
" by J. Byrne, for R. Huntington," from the 
London Edition, a 12mo volume of over three 
hundred pages, entitled, A Jletiiew of EeeleH- 
attieal EttaMiskmerUi in Europe, It was by the 
Rev. William Graham, Newcastle; and was now 
in its " Second Edition, with Alterations and 
" Amendments." Mr. Huntington waa & drug- 
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gist in Windham, ft friend to toleration, who 
threw open hia house to tTBvelUn^ preachers of 
every name, Methodist or Ghriatiui, prorided 
only they did not belonr to the " Standing Or- 
" der." In the village library, he met this work, 
which by some means bad strayed across the 
ocean and thus came under hie ^e. It was a 
new commendation of it, that a Scotch dissen- 
ter wrote it, and that his hostility to all eetab- 
lishments could be played off agauiBt the Con- 
gregational predelictioii for the Pariah System 
m Connecticut Aasifted by sympathizing 
friends, be procured the reprmt of tLe work ; 
uid the edition was bound by the joint labors 
of himself and his son. 

A more efiectiTe Plea against a Connecticnt 
"Establishment," could not readily hare been 
penned by Bowies, Leland or St«rry. With 
some excess ot rhetoric. It strikes telling blows. 
The author says : (p. 10.) 

" When any Government, therefore, ffr&nta a 
" precluding patronage to any pBTticular part 
" of that body, appointing subscriptions to its 
" Creed the legal oondiiion of enjoymg the com- 
"mon rights of citizens and subjects; neither 
" is the Church, according to the fall import of 
" the term, established— nor does Government 
" itself act up to its original ends. It suspends 
" the duties it owes to society, protection, pat* 
"ronaKe and encouraf^emeiit, on conditions 
" which are forei^ to civil socielr. A pardc- 
"ular part alone is protected and patronized; 
" and other subject^— other Christians, equally 
" deserving of civil society, are robbed of their 
" property to enrich it. — Such an establishment 
"constitutes its objects a schUmatical body. It 
" puts it in their power by law, to erect a sep- 
" arate interest from their brethren, and to 



" to insult, to persecute, and to kDl their fellow 
" Christians of other denominations, and of 
" other Churches, belonging to the same Catho- 
" lie body. It patronizea &em in proudly ar- 
"rogating to themselves, after the accustomed 
" manner of all who are actuated by a schismat- 
"ical spirit the high-sounding appellation of 
"—the Cfmrch:' 

Hia confidence that Christianity would sqb- 
tain itself without leaning on the Secular 
arm, is set forth in glowing Imes. (p. 20S.) 

" No 1 Christianity can never be on a level 
" with any^ false religion. Her own intrinsic 
*' worth raises her infinitely above all — even the 
I'most specious and the best guarded system of 
('imposture. The Bighett himself, has always 
" guarded her rich treasures, and ever will pre. 
" serve her sacred foundations. Legions of 
" devils, pouring from the gates of liell, cannot 
"prevail against her. (Jraft, aided by cracltj, 



" cannot move her from her foundation, nor di»- 
"turb a single stone from her superstructures 
" Her vreaposs, it is true, are not carnal, but 
" spiritual ; but they are always, and in everf 
"conflict, greatly, triumphant No daring foe 
" could ever pluck the laurel from her brow ; or 
" snatch the palm from her hand. Her greattst 
" enemies cannot endure the eSutgence of her 
" shield ; nor cease from trembling at the shak- 
" ing of her apear. She beholds them flying 
" her approaches with precipitat« steps ; and, st 
" a safe distance collecting their scattered re- 
"mains. These her frienda always find, either 
" deeply entrenched in the howling desert of 
" ignorance and error, behind a strong breast- 
" work of political arrangements and penal sta- 
"tutee ; or breaking away into the fortress of | 
" prejudice, which, with unavailing pains they 
" tabor to render impregiiable by all the con- 
"temptible arte of sophistry, and by all the 
"mock artillery of profane wit and sarcastic 

On the same side appeared, in 1810, a Sermon, 
by Henry Qrew, Pastor of the Baptiat Church i 
in Hartford, with the title of CMttian XogaUy ' 
and " designed to illustrate the authority of 
Coisar and Jesus Christ." In his prefatory note, 
he says, " There are some who mock ourccm- | 
" scientious scruples, and say_ we only use them j 
" to cover a perverse oppodtiou to ulntary in- | 
" stitutiona. We regret that such persoDi- I 
"oblige us to remind them that they ecno the i 
" veiy charge of the Beast, who, claiming infil- ] 
"libility, attributed the worst of motives to , 
" them who would not receive his mark in their I 
"foreheads." Be adds, among other things, , 
that "If the sentiments advanced cannot be 
" supported by the unerring word of truth, the 
" writer acknowledges himself bound to rfr ' 
" nounce them ; and he will pay a respectful 
" attention to any arguments which may be of- i 
"fered from that source." Some sentences of I 
this discourse are auite pointed in their appli^ | 
cation to the case in hand. "A coalition tie- j 
" tween the true visible Gospel Chureh and the 
"State, is absolutely incompatible. There | 
" have been, and still are, bodies of men denotn- i 
" in&ted the Church, in connection with a State , 
" or Kingdom ; but they are not Churches of 
"Christ They are creatures of State policy. 
" They are bodies without souls." He speaks of 
"the amadng absurdity of the declaration that 
"the Church of Christ will wnk, if the Sttto 
"does not uphold her." He pronounces it "the 
" hue and cry of men of this world, that the; 
"may, under the cloak of religion, more effec- 
" tually advance their selflsh designs. It is the 
"howl of the Prince of Darkness, in order to 
"get the Church of Christ into his embraces. 
" and stifle her to death," One of his infer- 
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mcM is, " that no dvil authority, no Parlik- 
"ment, Legidatiire, or political body under 
"hetTeTi,IiBTe any authority to enact any re' 
"ligioQB lawB, to appoint any day or hour for 
" reugionB worebip, or to dictate, in any man- 
"ner, nepecting ourreli^ous faith |ud prac- 
"tice." In sudt an aeeertioD, the author did 
not go beyond the Btaiidard ol Baptist opinion 
in the State. Not a few would have emplo^fed 
em stronger language, if it bad been possible 
to command it. 

But the conserratiTe friends of " the Btand- 
"ing Order" were not disposed to yield with- 
out a straggle. Chauncey Lee of Colebroke 
(1800~lSa8) had, as early as 1800, proToked 
Abc^sm Bishop by denoinin sting Satan the 
"Arch Jacobin." In 1818, he preached the 



Election Sermon on Tht Qmemmmt of Ood 
ike Tnu Sottree and Standard of 
GoHnwwnt. In this he sounded ai 
ilura in the bearing of the legislators of the 
Slate, declaring (p. 48) that at " no time has 
"our Sonreignty as a State been more endan- 
"geied, nor appeared more interesting to our 
"own and country's happiness." 

An abler man than Lee came forward with 
Ids plea in the following year. 

In 1814, Dr. Lyman Beecber, in a Sermon at 
the installation of Rer. John Keys, at Wooloot. 
Connecticut, remarked that the original law of 
Connecticnt for the support of the Qoapel, 
"irbile the inhabitants of the Statewere allot 
"oneway," was entirely efficacious, and "se- 
"enced to the people of the State, at least, four 
"tunes the amount of instruction, which has 
"erer been known to be the result of merely 
"tolnntary associations for the sap|K)Tt of the 
" Gospel," In a note appended to uus, he adds, 
"It has been sud that the 'Gospel will support 
" ' hieU; and that ciTil laws have nothing to do 
"'with the sapportof the Gospel' It it be 
"meant that the Gospel will exist in the world 
" though we should neglect to support it in Con- 
" necticut, it is true ; but if the meaning be 
" that God will continue to us a ftuthfiil mmia- 
" try, and bestow his blessing upon it, though 
"we should withhold the means for its compe- 
"tent support, it is not true. . . , And with 
"respect to the manner in which religious in- 
"straetion shall be provided, no plan has erer 
"yet been adopted so effectual as LegiHlatWe 
"jirorinons, which shut out individual discre- 
" tion, and require every man to pay for the 
" support of the Gospel, according^ to his prop- 
" erfrf. The experiment has been fiurly made, on 
" OUT right hand and on our left, of what may 
"be expected from voluntary associations and 
" contnbutionB for the support of divine ingti- 
'■ tntions. . . . Even in this State, since the 
"letter of the law has become practicable and 



" common, the amoant of religious insLruutios 
"provided b^ themselves, by that portion of 
" the population who have reserved to their own 
" discretion what they will give, has dwindled" 

nearly one-fourth, according to his estimate. 

Further on, he says, " the vital principle of our 
"system, that every one shall pay according to 
" ma jiroperty, somewhere, for the support of 
"religious instruction, as a public civil beneflL, 
" and for the preservation of morals and good 
"order in the State^ is gone. Eveir man who 
" chooses V> do it, withdraws, now, by a little 
"management, his whole tax from the support 
" of the Qoapel ; and the result is lamentftbly 
" manifest in the multiplicatioii of feeble Soa- 
" eties and waste places?'* 

The Clergy did not atand alone in their de- 
fence of the Parish Bystem. The great body of 
the Federalists stood by them to tne end. The 
respectable, the dignified, the influential, lo- 
garded the attempt to secure a new Constitu- 
tion, abolishing the Unlonof Church and State, 
with high disdain. The story is still current, 
that when the Petition of the Baptists for reli- 
gious liberty was presented Oliver Ellsworth, 
afterwards Chief Justice of this Stat«, was 
Chairman of the Joint Committee of the two 
Houses before whom it was laid. As he receiv- 
ed the PetitioD,he immediately threw it under 
the table, and ^putting his foot upon it, said^ 
" there is where it belongs." 

Such a proceeding was more esasperating- 
than politic or just It provoked the opposi- 
tion. The two Baptist Assodations of th& 
State, at each Annual Meeting, appointed a 
Committee to lay before the Genera) Assembly 
their claims and complunts. Every year the 
inevitable subject came up. About the year 
1815, Judge David Bolles secured a hearing 
before the two Houses, in behalf of the C<Hn- 
plainants, and explained his views. There waa 
some, though but dight, rdazation of political 
prejudice. The Haruord Convention had mel^ 
and had, whether justly or unjustly, incniTed no 
little odium, which reverted to the Federal party. 
Up to this time, the Episcopalians, who abbwred 
the "War, had been ranged in oppomtion to the 
RqiublicnuB. In principle also, uiey could not 
conmitently join the Baptists in opposition to all 
Church Establishment. Thdr record was 
against them. The fault which they had to find 
with the EcdesiBBtical le^lation of Cormecticat 
was, that the Congregational, rather than Bpiaeo- 
pal Church, was provided with legal mamten- 
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ance. la 1749, 7'A« Bngluhman directed in 
the C/miee of hit Rdigion, was reprinted in 
tills coantiy at the iniUnce of J. Wetmore, 
wbose prefatorj addrew Tindicated the aathority 
of the magististe in matters of religion ; and ap- 
pealed for MDC^on of thU position to New Eng- 
land Hiitory, the Saybrook Platform, and Con- 
necticut legislation. Repeated indications were 
friTen bj men who eyropathized with him, that 
Uiej wen by no means unfriendly to a religious 
establishment, per »e. It is scarcely strange there- 
fore tbat we hear little of the Episcopaliaos 
while this conflict of parties was going forward 
in Connecticat. Lojcitly did they stand by the 
old Federal Party even, while— thougti especially 
fizempted from taxation for Congregational min- 
- isters — they bad yet some reason for complaint. 
They conld not be readily drawn into the Anti- 
Churcb-aud-State- Alliance. Baptists and Jeffer- 
sonians were not the class with which they chose 
to consort "When certain polilicnl managers, 
"in 1816, were makinga combination of sccta- 
"rian influeiicee to effect the overthrow of the 
" old Federalist party in Connecticut, and espec- 
"ially of what bad been 'the Standing Order,' 
" they approached the lato Judge Johnson of 
" Btratfoni, (son of Ihe Revolutionary States- 
"man, and grandson of the Church of England 
"Hiflsionary, and himself a graduate of Yale) 
*' with the proposal to make bim Governor of the 
"State, if he would give his inflnence to their 
" scheme, and their proposal was promptly re- 
"iacted." {Nm Sngiander 1866, p. 829.) 

But it aeemed no more than right, by the rules 
of political ethics, that this loyal section of the 
Federal Party should Lave its reward. Perhaps 
they might feel that they were entitled to demand 
it. The issne showed that the continued supre- 
macy of the party in the Btate depended on their 
adherence. They did therefore virtually pot 
forth their clums to recognition. The Ph<Enis 
Bank of Hartford desired a Charter of Incorpor- 
ation; and was prepared to payalibcral&ontu for 
it. To secure the cooperation of diverse political 
elements, the Bill for it was so drawn as to offer 
to Tale College Medical School a liijera! sum ; 
to the Congregational mini3ti7of the State, a cer- 
tain amount] and to Episcopalians, a sum which 
was designated as the Bishop's fund, the interest 
of which was to be devoted to his support. 

The Episcopal leodcTB insisted on the passing 
of this Bill. They were conscious of their 
strength, and they nteant to use it. Nor, in this 
new era, were they altogether eicmpt from the 
contagion of Republican or radical opinion. 
Borne, at least, among Uiem heartily delated the 
Baybrook Platform and all the sulaequent legis- 
lation by which it was maintained. Savcral 
years before the period which we have reached, a 
pamphlet, without author's name or place of pub- 



lication, was ieened, undoubtedly if not by an in- 
dignant Gpiscopaliao, at least by one who under- 
rtood how to reach their feelings, which revels 
the under-current of which the Federalists shoald 
have taken warning. It is entitled, An Appeal 
to the Candid upon the pretent ttate of Bdigion 
a7\d PoUfici in Connecticut, (12mo pp. 28.) 
In this there is an adroit array of facts and insin- 
nationa, well calculated to alienate Episcopaliaas 
from the Federal alliance. The WTiter states, for 
instance, that ' ' the present worthy Episcopal da- 
"gyman* in that town (New Uaren) has eduoa- 
"ted three sons at Yale, and they have been 
"obliged to past the door of the Church eveiy 
" Sunday, and go to the meeting in College," 
(p. 4.) He hadabeady stated thatnot long after 
an Episcopal Church was founded at New Haven, 
the sons of the then Episcopal clergyman (Mr. 
Punderaon) were fined during the whole time of 
their residence in College, for attending divine 
service with their father. The writer could not 
have been aware that Rev. Dr. Samnel Johnson 
wrote a letter to Prendent Clap, protesting 
agunstthis regulation; or he would donbtlew 
have mentioned it. He proceeds however to ar- 
ray his charges against the College and ita man- 
agers. "President Dwight," he aeserlB, "is 
" making great strides after universal control in 
"Connecticut, New England and the United 
"States, over religious opinions and polititx," 
(p. fll.) "The oppressive (State) laws," be con- 
tinues, " which art, war, violence and stratagem 
"have obtained, are unrepealed, from the infln- 
" enceof the Edwardian and Calviuistic party." 
" Hen have been dragged to prison," he says, 
" and their property sold at public auction, to 
' maintain systems of Faith and Discipline, which 
^'tliey neither believeWfollow." "In no pe- 
" riod since the planting of Connecticut, did big- 
otry usurp more over others than at this time, 
in every County, town, parish and neighbor- 
hood ; and chiefly from the doings of the Col- 
leee, and opinions circulated from thence. 
" The President is attempting to direct all the 
"public affairs, civil, ecclesiastical, literary, 
' military and political . , Dr. 8til« was a 
bigot, active, obstinate and persevering ; bat 
Dr. Dwighfs little finger will be greater tiian 
Dr. Stiles's loins. Dr. Btilea chastised with 
" the whips of sermons and letters upon politics; 
"butDr. Dwight will scourge vrith the Scorpion 
"of Calriaism and Edwardianism, the Scorpion 
"of Polemic divinity, party politics, poetry, sat- 
"irical writings, the triumph of Infideli^, and 
" tie prejudices circulated by young men and 
" yonng divines taught by him . . . At this 
"time, Connecticut is more completely under 
' theadministration of aPope than Italy; is more 
''an ecclesiastical domain." 
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The tone of such an App«J indicstee a de- 
ffree of feeling which wonld spue no effort to 
alienate the Episcopalians from the Federal 
party, and bring them over to the side of their 
opponents. TheBilibeforetheAaaembly, drawn 
in Buch a way as to secure a civil recognition of 
the Episcopal Church, was to test the question 
lio-vr mnch the Federalists were willing to con- 
cede to rettun their old allies and give a longer 
lemse to " the Standing Order." 

It WBB vigoronslj assailed and warmly de- 
fended. Every Methodist, every Baptist, every 
<toine-onter from the " Standing Order," was in 
sworn oppositian to it. With Episcopal help, 
the onited Federalists might pass it ; but it was 
a bitter pill to swallow. Not that they repudi- 
ated its provisions on ^e same grounds with 
the other party, but that the^ felt that a 
"ffiihop's fiind and civil recognitiou of Episco- 
pacy were a high price to pay for what they 
w«R like to get. But the ^temative was be- 
li»e them. It was distinctly and even eloooently 
jireaented. If the alliance was continued— this 
was the practical meaning of the language — 
the allies must have their price, Nathan 
Smith, a lawyer of New Haven and a shrewd

is said to have made the 



cloring speech "in the Assembly in favor of the 
Bill. His proration was thnllingly eloquent. 
He gave warning of the consequences, revolu- 
tionary, perhaps, and disastrous, which would 
follow the rejection of the Bill. As he closed, 
tbere was a deep silence ; and if the question 
lud then been put, the Bill might, perhaps, 
liave passed. But, during that suspense of feel- 
ing which followed the speech, as if at the 
close of a sermon, when the audience could not 
be released without some appropriate closing 
exercise, a shrill voice was heard calling out 
"Mr. Speaker 1 Mr. Speaker! shall we smg?" 
The ridiculousness of the proposal produced 
an instant revalwon of feeling ; and me whole 
AsMmbly, that but just now was thrilled with 
fear and apprehension, broke forth in a burst 
laughter. The fate of the Bill was sealed. The 
£pucopaIians were thenceforth alienated from 
the Federalists. The Republicans were rein- 
forced with, perhaps, somewhat strange but 
Tery decidedly respectable allies ; and, in 1816, 
Jonathan Ingersoll of New Haven, Senior 
"Warden of Trinity Church, was elected, of 
course by the aid of Republican votes, Lien- 
tenant-govemor of the State, " the firat Dis- 
'•senter from the Standing Order who was ever 
"elected to that office in Connecticut." 

In the same year, an Act was passed, de^ 
signed — if we may draw inferences from tht 
general scope of it— to secure the endorsement 
of the principle of a Church and State Union, 
by the different dissenting denominations. II 
Hist. Mao. Vol. IT. 8. 



held out a bribe to each, in the form of an ap- 
propriation from the amount of money paid 
over to the State by the General Oovermnent, 
for the excess of its expenditures during the 
War. 

This " Appropriation Act for the Support of 
" Literature and Religion " was not without 
effect in hastening the crisis. It is adverted to 



entitled The lititia of (JonneetUnd, and is 
characterised as " terms known to be thrown 
out," " by the ruling denomination," " merely to 
paufy, to delude and gain time," The amount 
-some $200,000 which was paid to the State 
by the Oeneral Government—was to be appro- 
priated to the several denominations, somewhat 
u proportion to their numbers. The writer of 
the pamphlet predicts its rejection by them. 
"The effect," he says, "of this State stratagem 
" has been lost upon that very numerous and 
"flourishing class of the communiW — the 
"Methodists. • • They have, withj|a noble 
"indignation worthy of their profesB)on,Bpumed 
" from them the poisoned cup, and escaped the 
"snare set to entrap them." 

He proceeds to say ; " This perverrion of dvil 
"rerenue to a religious establishment, makes 
" Government a pander to the Chureh, and 
" contradicts every prindpte of legislation in a 
"fiwe State. . . Our It^lators have, cbnse- 
" quently, gone beyond the vrarrant of thdr 
" commission ; they have transcended thdr 
" powers ; they have violated their trust. They 
" should be recalled — their credentials cancelled 
" — and themselves dismissed." 

So, doubtless, thought man* who did not 
posseaa the virtue to resist the bribe. The 
Chairman of the Committee to distribute to the 
Baptists their portion of the fiiud,* was op- 
posed, in principle, to the Appropriation Act, 
and declined to fulfil his appointment. But 
some of his brethren were not so firm in oppo- 
sition. They demanded their share, and threat- 
ened to invoke the power of the law to secure 
it. In these circumstances, the Committee wa« 
compelled to act, and the money wm dis- 
tributed. But more was lost than gained by 
the measure. It disgusted many who would 
not forego its benefits, and helped forward the 
event which it was designed to postpone if not 
to obviate. Popular sentiment revolted alike 
against the commingling of matters civil and 
ecclesiastical, bt ' " 
funds to reliffioi 

Sle of the union oi L;tiure& ana Btate was mora 
istinctly exposed, and the reprobation of it by 
the people was mora emphatically assured. 
AU that followed was umply the necessary 
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reault.anda luaUerof detail. In 1818, Govern- 
or Wolcott appointed the Rector of Trinity 
Church, New Haven, to preitch the annu^ 
election Sermon, the firat time in Connecticut 
history that the service waa performed bj a 
dissenter from the eccleaiMtica) establishment. 
In that year, the new Constitution.t with no 
trace of the parish system in it, went into 
effect. There were not a few who were ready 
to exult that persistent, consctentious effort in 
the catue of entire religious liberty, was at 
last crowned with success. One Baptist cler^- 
man, at least, was a member of the Convention 
that formed the Constitution. Another, then 
in his prime, and still surviving at the age of 
ninety-three years, felt that a burden was 
thrown from his shonldera. Year after year, he 
had been appointed by the Baptist Association, 
on their Committee, to present their cause be- 
fore the Legislature ; but when the Bill for a 
new Constitution passed the House, he stepped 
back, and, turning to the Chairman of^ the 
Committee to whom the matter was referred, 
■imply said, " I withdraw my Petition." For 
just one half-century, Connecticnt has stood 
forth free from all restiictions on religious lib- 
erty. What was once "the Standing Order" 
are foremoet to applaud her emancipation ; 
and, however the State may have dwmer- 
ated from the sterling virtues of her colonial 
founders, two coitunes of experience have ex- 
ploded liie errors of their early policy.

ample powers and privileges of legislation and 
jiovemment, and the enjoyment of all liber- 
ties and immunities of free and natural subjects. 
The Government and Company are empowered 
to ordain and establisiii alt maimer of whole- 
some and rcB80na))lc lats-s for regulating all 
the affairs of the Colony ; and, after a number 
of particulars, there is this general Clause res- 
pecting Religion : " And for the directing, 
" ruling, and disposing sU other matters and 
"things whereby our said people, inhabitants 
"there, may be so religiously, peaceably, and 
" civilly governed as their good life and 
" orderly conversation may win and invite ths 
" natives of the country to the knowledge and 
"obedience of the only true God and Saviour 
" of mankind, which, ia our royal intention and 
" the adventurere' fifee profbseion, is the only 
" and principal end of this Plantation." Thu 
declaration of King Charles, in the Charter, 
most probably bath reference to something con- 
tained in the Petition on which it waa granted. 
The original settlement of the New England 
Colonies was much owing to religious xeaT; for 
though several attempts had been made to set- 
tle tus land, and great sums spent for that 
purpose, yet all proved abortive till religion 
was the rrand inducement, ^d oppressioB 
drove mulBtudes from their naffve soil. It i» 

Erobable, that if the same liberty of conscience 
ad always been enjoyed in England that there 
is at present, — if corruption and arbitrair 
power had not usuiped the rights of mankind, 
this country would still have remained a 
wilderaeaa. If peace and purity, truth and 
liberty could have been enjoyed at borne, tbo 
arduous undertaking of settling this cotintiy 
would have wanted men of great abilities and 
noble fortunes, who, for the sake of their con- 
sciences, cheerfully engoscd and went through 
the amazine horrors, dangers, and inconve- 
niences of this then dreary wilderness. And 
as the first planters came almost wholly upon 
religions views, so we have no reason to think 
but that they were sincerely desirous of the 
convereion of the heathen natives, and, indeed, 
from the history of those times, we are assured 
of the great zeal they discovered in this matter, 
and of the pains that were taken to spread the 
knowledge of the Gospel among tliem, that 
they might with truth declare that tlie advance- 
ment of the Bedecmer's cause and interest wa» 
the great and principal end of the Plantation. 

The same zcul and engagedness for religion ap- 
pear in the Grants of the Gfatml Coart for the 
making of Towns and Societies, and in the Peti- 
tions ])repared for that pur])ose ; but, though we 
have most undoubted cause to honor the fathers 
of New England, and in particular of this Colony, 
as men of great inte^ty, strict probity, and 
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dncGTc pietj, yet we miiat own there was a mix- 
tare of sapers^tion in their reli^ouB sent i men ts; 
and though tliej fled their native land that the; 
might be free from retigiiiUB oppresaion and enjoy 
aworahip agreeable to their conecicnccH, yet we 
must lament they understood the nature and ex- 
tent of religious lil)erty no better than by their 
laws and oppression of other sects, they seemed to 
do; we muet.jndeed, impute this inagreatmea- 
fore to the times in which Ihey lived, and not tu 
the general principles they professed or the na- 
tore of that Church policy they embraced. The 
general principles they professed were truly Pro- 
testant — that the only rule of religion is the Holy 
ScriptnreB, the Hied, suificicnt and inrariable 
canon, incapable of addition or diminution ; and 
(lut every one must see to it, thftt his&ithbere- 
aolved into thia foundation, aa the reaaon of it; 
ud on this principle they tVamed their platform 
af?titliand Worship.as in their view mo«t ^(re«- 
■ble b> the Bcrlpturea. The Faith the^r professed 
lrH,iBgenersl, the same aa that contained in the 
doetrisal Articles of the Church of England, 
ud, ifterwarda, in the AuanAly't CaUehUnu and 
CoaJnocni. The ecclesiastical polity they adop- 
ted wu what is called the CongrtgatitrMtl wty. 
Ha{m]r, if while they supported and maintain- 
ed taor own sentiments and worship, they had 
|iutcd ■ reAaonaUe and equitable toleration to 
penonaof different jpersuBBiona; but, though this 
wuBot granted at nnt, yettheprinciplesof lib- 
«c^ adopted in the general profeatdon of these 
Chor^ested to it. Here the Bcnpture was en- 
joycd^d holden to be the only sufflctent rule; the 
rtndy of it was encouraged ; the Chnrchee were 
■0 emutiitiited that the members enjoyed peca- 
Uar privileKca, and entectally that of choosing 
their own Ministers, in which all shared who 
mra obliged to contribute to their support. 
Thii natuntUy leads to exercise the right of pri- 
Tile judgment in matters of religion oDraelTes, 
ind to see that the some should he allowed oth- 
ers ; nor is there any of our Christian liberties 
more to be attended and guarded than thia of 
choosing oar own teachers. Thus the princi- 
^es profeeeed, uid the nature of ecclesiastical 
policy originally adopted, had a friendly at 
on religious liberty, and by degrees have 
idhed whatever might be esteemed injurious and 
oppressive of those who diment froxa the Bstub- 
lished Churches, as we shall find by revie " 
the ecvileaiastical Laws of this Colony. 

The Lavrs of this Colony have been sundry 
times revised and published by order of the 
General Assembly, narticulnrly in or about the 
years 1672, 1703, and 1750. A view of the reti- 
^ous and eccle^iiaHtical Liiws as they are fiiund 
in these several Editions, with the variation! 
made from time to time, will give some propci 
knowledge, not only of the present state of re- 



ligious liberty, but of tlie progress ofittrom the 
tint settlement of the Colimy to this day. 

The Laws I shall mention relate to, or maybe 
ranked under the following titles or heads of. 
Idolatry — Witchcraft — Blasphemy — I>eiHm — 
Heresy — Profane 8 wen ring— Church Stale— Pul>- 
lie Worship— Babbftt" ' " " -- ■ 
and their Support. 

There are some of these which might be 
omitted, as having but little concern in the 
present inquiry; and yet as in one view they 
may be reduced to the head of religion, I shall 
just touch upon them, nor will it be altogether 
useless to the design of these extracts, as there- 
by we may have a more full view of the present 
Bubject, as it hath been treated of in the Laws 
of tnis Colony.' 

I. Of Idoi^tht. 
"If any man or woman, after legal conviction, 
"shall have or worship any other Qod bnt the 
" Lord Ood, he shall be put to death." 

XL 0» WrpoHCHA^T. 

" If any man or woman be a witch, that, ie, 
" hath or consulteth with a funilar spirit, the; 
" shall be put to death." 

These Iawb against idolatry and witch craft 
are found in the same words in the first and 
second Editions, bnt are entirely omitted in tiw 
third. 

IIL Ov Bi^BTHEirr. 

"If any person irithin this ColcHiy shall blas- 
" pheme the name of God the Father, Son, or 
"UoLT Ghost, with direct, preeumptous, and 
" high-handed blasphemy ; or shall curse in 
"like manner, sach persons shall be pot to 
" death." 

This is found in all the Editions of the Laws,

" If any person within this Colony, having 
" been educated in or having made a profession 

"of the Christian religionj shall liy ■writing, 
" printing, teaching or advised speaking, deny 
" the Being of a Qod, or any one of the Persons 
" in the Holy Trinity to be God ; or nhall ftsBert 
"and maintain there are more Gods than one ; 
" or shall deny the Christian religion to be 
"true, or the Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
" New Testament to be ot divine authority, and 
"be thereof convicted," &c., such persons to be 
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incapable of any office, ecclesisatical, ciril, or 
military. 

This Act is not found in the flrat or second, 
but onlj in the third. Edition of tbe Laws, aadis 
still in force.*

"Thig Court beio^ senBible of the danger 
"peraons are in of being poisoned in their juog- 
"menta snd principles bj heretics, whether 
" Quakers, Ranters, Adamites, or the like, do 
"see cause to order that no persona in this 
" Colony shall give any unnecessary entertain- 
"ment unto any Quaker, Ranter, Adamite, oi 
" other notorious heretic, upon penalty of five 
"pounds for ever such peraon'e, entertainment, 
"to be paid by him tnst shall so entcrtun 
"them; and five pounds per week shall be 
" paid by each Town that shall suffer their enter- 
" tainment aforeaaid." 

The Govemof and Asaistants are also em- 
powered by this Act to commit such heretics to 
prison or send them out of the Colony : No 
person allowed any unnecessary discourse with 
them; and their books forbidden to all except 
Hi^lBtratea and Ministers. 

Tbeae Laws are the some in the first and, 
second Editions, but in the Acts of the Oeneral 
Ajsembly in the year 1706, as far as they respect 
QHoibnv, they are repealed ; otherwise I find not 
mlt tbey were in force till the third Edition of 
1750, in which they are wholly omitted.!

" Be it enacted, Ac, That if any person wil

Vm. Of Public Woebhip. 
" It is bIbo ordered by this Court, that there 
" shall be no ministry, or church administration 
" entertained or attended by the inhabitants of 
"any Plantation in this Colony, ^stinct and sep- 
" arate from and in opposition to, that which u 
" openly and publicly observed and dispeiued 
" by the approved Minister of the place, except 
" it be by approbation of this Court and neighbor 
" Churches. Penalty, five pounds. 

This Law is found in the Srst and aecond E>^- 
tiotts, but before the third Edition, several Lawi 
intervened, relative to this matter. 

The Churchee originally approved were those 
of the ConaireKational persuasion, with an al- 
lowance of those who were Prwbyterially ii- 
clined in their persuasion and profeation in 
church-ways or assembliea, without disturbaaoe. 
Care was taken, that the ministry of the word 
should be established in every Town and Plant- 
ation ; and wherever it was established and ap- 
proved, every person was obliged to attend res- 
pectively on the Lord's day and such otberdsp 
as were appointed by authority, upon certain 
penalties to be inflicted bj the Magistrate ; aid 
all contomptuous behavior toward the word 
preached or the dispensor of it, was sererelf 
punished. 

No public asaembliea for religion were allow- 
ed but with flxprCH consent of the Oenersl 
Court ; nor do I find anything which looks like 
an Act of Toleration, till the year 1708, being the 
seventh year of Queen Anne, when the Oenersl 
Assembly passed the following " Act for th* 
" ease of such as soberly dissent from the way 
of Worship and Ministry established by the 
Laws of this Oovermnent." 
" It is enacted and ordained by the Qovemor, 
Council, and liepresentatives in the Oenertl 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, for the ease of such as soberly disseat 
from the way of Worship and Ministry estsb- 
lished by the ancient Laws of this Colony, and 
still continuing, that if any such persons shall, 
at the County Court of that County they belong 
" to, qualify themselves according to an Act 
" made in the first year of the late King Wil- 
" liam and Queen Hary, granting liberty of 
" worshipping Cod in a way separate from thst 
" which IS by Law established, they shsl! ecjoj 
" the same lil)erty and privilege within thisCol- 
" ony, witliiiut any let, hindrance, or molestation 
" whatsoever." • 

In the same Act it is provided, that this allow- 
ance or toleration shall make no alterations in

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respect of miniaterial support : the only priyilege 
it gives to pCTBOnB who <)nalify themselves aa 
above is public allowance of worshipping Ood in 
A way agreeal>lc to their eonsciences, though dif- 
ferent from the eetHlilished and approved ; and 
hence in subaeqnent Laws, such aHsemblics for 
worship are SMd to be " ft1lowe<]." 

The Mme year, the General Assembly paased . 
the following Act, entitled " An Act in Appi 
*' b«tion of the Afrreement of the Reverend Eldi 
" and Heasengen of all the Churches in tt 
•' Gorenunent, made wid concluded at Hayhrook, 
"1708. 

" Th« Beterand MinitUrt and Beltgatei from 
" tke Eldmt mid Muiengert of the Chvrthet in 
** tki* QoMTnmtnt, met at Baybrook, Srptembfr 
** tke ninth, 1708, hanng pntented to thin Anem- 
" Ujr a OfmfMtion of FaMt, Head* of Agreement 
" and Beffulatian in the admiiietratitm of 
"■ OkurA Ditipline, a» unanvnmttly agreed and 
" eoiumittd to ^ the Elders and Meteengera of all 
"* tit Chtrehea tn thi* 0<nemm«nt, 

" ThiB Assembly do declare their great appro- 
"btUioo of such agreement, and do ordain that 
"all the Churches within thia Government, that 
** sre or shall be thus united in doctrine, 
" ship and discipline, be, and for the ftituie shall 
*' be, owned and acknowledged eetabliBhed by 
"Law. 

" Provided always, that nothing herein ahall 
"be intended or construed to hinder or pre- 
" vent any Society or Church that is or shall be 
" allowed by the Laws of this Government, who 
'*aoberly differ or dissent from the united 
"ChorcheB hereby established, from exercising 
" worship and discipline in their own way, ac- 
** ocnding to their consciences ." 

I find nothing worthy of notice, that proper- 
ly comes nnder this head, till the year 1742, 
wh(9i the Ouieral Court paused an Act entitled 
''An Act for regulating abuses and correcting 
"disoirderB in ecclesiaatical afTairB." I shall 
recite the Preamble of this Act, though lengthy, 
and give an abridgment of the matters contain- 
ed in It.

' aeter or authority vbattoetnr to prmrh or ttaeh, 

* hate taken upon thempubliely to teaeh and ex- 
' hort the people in mattert of religion, both a* 
' to doctrine and praetiee ; which practice) hate a 
' tendmiey to mate dititiim* and contention among 
' the people in this Colony and to dettroy theeede- 
' eiaetical eonnlitutitm by the Lavg of thin Gorem- 
' meat, and, liteieine. to hinder the growth and in- 
' create of vital pirty and godline»* in thete Church- 
' e>; and, aiw, to introduce nnqnalijied persons into 
' the minittry ; and more rtpeeially where one A»- 
' todatxon doth intermeddle with the affairt that, 
' by the Platform and Agreement aboretaid, made 
' mt Saybrook aforetaid. are properly within the 
'province and jvriadietion cf another Antoda- 
' Hon, at to the lieeniing of pertont to preach and 
' ordaining miaittert." 

" Therefore he it enacted" <fte. By this Act 
any ordained Minister or licensed jierson to 
preach who should enter into any parish not im- 
mediately nndcr his charge, and there preach 
and exhort the people, is secluded the benefit of 
the Law for support of the ministry, except such 
ordained Ministers or licensed person shall be 
expressly invited and desired so to enter into 
such other parish and there to preach and exhort 
the people, either by the settlea Minister and ma- 
jor part of the Church ; or, in case there be no 
settled Minister, by the Church or Society with- 
in such parish. And if any Association of Min- 
ist«Ts shonld assume the prerogative of another, 
by way of license, decision, Or counsel, such As- 
sociation also to be excluded the beneiSt of law 
for supporting Ministers. 

By tne same Act it is ordained, that persons 
who are not settled Ministers, who shall public- 
ly preach and exhort without the consent of the 
settled Minister, etc., to be botmd to their good 

id peaceable behavior, and, in particular, not 

' oS^d in the like kind. 

And foreigners, whether of an ecclesiastical 
character or not, presuming to preach, teach, or 
publicly exhort, without consent of the settled 
Ministers, etc., to be sent as vagrants from one 
Constable to another out of the bounds of the 
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i the bounds of tlie Colony, rt'tiirn lifcain Hnd 
brronx- f{tiilt3' of the wtme nfiVni'e. then tiuch of- 
fender til l>c liound to his good l>eliavior and 
not to otfend agnin in like manner. 

This luuy Justly beesteenied a Tory nevere Law: 
it was niadfi when rcli|poUH heat iind controver- 
sy ran hi|fh ; but. however imprudent and dis- 
orderly atiiae public and authorized preachen 
and otheni, lay eihorters, were, Beveral things 
in this Act cannot l*e justified : it doth not sp- 
pear that it wa-i long in fi>rce. and is omitted in 
the follon-ing new Edition of the Laws, A.D.. 
1750, or if anything remains of it in that Edi- 
tion it ia found in an Act entitled " An Act for 
" the due observation and keeping the Babbath or 
" Lord's day ; and for preventing and punishing 
" disorders and profaneness on the same." In 
this Act there is the following paragraph : " That 
" whatsoever persons shall, on the Lord's day, 
" under any pretence, assemble themselves to- 
" gether in any of the public meeting-liouses, 
" provided in any Town, parish or soeiety for 
" the public worsliip of Clod, without the leave 
" or allowance of the Minister and Congregation 
" for whose use it was provided, and ]>e thereof 
" convicted as aforesaid, every such person shall 
" incur the penalty of ten shillings for every 
" Boch offence."* This paragraph may appear 
reasonable and whs designed to prevent public 
disorder, and is still in force. But that which 
follows, in the next paragraph of the same Act, 
hath been esteemed contrary to Christian liber- 
ty : " Nor shall any neglect the jiublic worship 
''of Ood in some lawful Congregation, and form 
" themselves into separate companies in private 
" houses, on penalty of ton shillings for every 
"such offence each person shall be guilty of." 
The injustice and iniquity ot imposing upon the 
rights of conscience, do not seem to be fully un- 
derstood when thin Law passed. By another pa- 
ragraph of it, every person who shall be unne- 
cessarily absent from the public worship of Qod, 
on the Lord's day, in some congregation by Law 
allowed, is liable to a fine of three shillings 
and by this to assemble elsewhere in a privat< 
house exposes to the penalty of ten shillings. 
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However, this severity ne\-er hindered such Be)>- 
aratc companie)) from meeting either in privatc 
hoiDWH, or from providing other convenient 
plaees ; nor does it ai>)>ear tliat this Law was ev- 
er made much use of againMt them : such com- 
panies were, for a uumlier of years, tolerated not- 
withstanding the IjAW, there being no prosecu- 
tion of it ; and thus the matt«r continued till 
the year 1770, when the aforesaid paragraph was 
repealed, and universal lil>erty of worship estal>- 
lished in the following Act, entitled " An act in 
"addition U> a Law of this Colony, entitled ' An 
" ' Act for the due oliscrration and Iceeping the 
'■ ' Bablwth or Lord's day, and for preventing 
" 'and punishing disorders and profaneness on 
" ' the same.' 

" Be it enacted bj the Governor, Coaocil, and 
"Representatives, in General Court assembled, 
"and by the autliority of tiie same: Tliat no 
" person in this Colony, profcaiiing theCbriatian 
" Protestant religion, who soberly and cooacien- 
" tiously dissent from the worsliip and ministry 
" established or approved by the Laws of this 
" Colony, and attend public worship by tbem- 
" selves, shall incur any of the penalties in part 
" mentioned for not attending the worship and 
"ministry so established on the Lord's day, or 
" on account of their meeting together by them- 
" selves, on said day, for the public worship of 
" God, in a way agreeable to their consciences ; 
" any thing in said Act to the contrary notwitlt- 
" standing." 

aince this Act of Assembly there is no Law in 
force in this Colony for hindering any Protest- 
ants of whatsoever denomination from forming 
into whatsoever relisious Societies they please, 
for worshipping God in a way agreeable to Uieir 
consciences, without any application to the 
civil ma^trate ; and by it, in this respect, on 
eaual, universal Protestant toleration is granted 
while still the approved and eBtahlinhed 
Churches continue to enjoj the same privili^es 
as they did before. 

IX. Of the Sabbath, or Lord's Day. 
The laws of this Colony respecting the obser- 
vation of the Sabl»th, ra^uire that all persons 
carefully apply themselves to the duties of re- 
ligion, publicly and privately^ ; particularly 
that they attend public worship in such as- 
serablj and manner as ore agreeable to their 
conscience, in which regard every Protestant is 
at liberty to choose for himself, without lieing 
subject to any penalty or restriction whatsoever ; 
and forbid all manner of tabor. busincsB or 
work, on land or water ; also all kind of games, 
sports, plays, or recreations ; likewise all trave- 
ling or driving of carria^ and cattle ; meeting 
together in coni[>anies m the streets or else- 
where in the evening l)ef<irc or after, and all 
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rude, profane, nnd unlawful behavior in word 
or action, and whatsoever may disturb any as- 
semlilj of people who are mt-t for public wor- 
ship. These LawB have been numerous ; but as 
-at present there seems nothing in them that 
bears hard npon reti^ous lil>crty, I content my- 
self frith the abore summary of them. 

X. Op Hikibtbrb axd thbir Sufpobt. 
The Laws of this Colony have bIwbtb support' 
«d nn approved and established ministry, and 
made proviraon in what manner this support 
«hall be obtained. These Laws have admitted, 
from time to time, of circumstantial variations, 
but for substance have l>een the same from the 
b^iniiiiis;. It will, then, be altogether unnecessa- 
ry to recite any of the ancient LawH of this Col- 
ony : it will be sufficient to give a summary of 
the Laws now in fon;e respecting this matter, 
wid particularly of an " Act or Law of the Col- 
" any mtitled 'An Act for the settlement.support 
" ' and oicouragement of Hinisters ; and for the 
" ' well ordering of estates given for the support 
"' of the ndnirtry." ' 

By this Law it is enacted tfcat ttie inhabitants 
<rf any Town, or Society, or parish, constituted 
bj this Assembly, who are or shall be present 
■t any Town oi* Society meeting, legally warned, 
«haU have power, by the major vote of those so 
met, to caH and settle a Minister or Ministers 
among them, and to provide for his or their 
mpport and maintenance.* 

That the Minister or Ministers which have 
been or shall be so called and settled, shall be 
the Minister or Hinaat«n of such Town or Soci- 
ety. 

And an agreements whidi have been or ^all 
be made by the major part of the inhabitants of 
aiiT Town or Society, qualified and met asafore- 
nid with such Himster or Ministers, rejecting 
Ills or their settlement and maintenance, shall 
be Innding and obligatory on all the inhabit- 
ants of such Town or Society ho agreeing, and 
oa their BOCceMors, according to the true in- 
tents and purposes thereot 

Here it may be observed, that it hath always 
been a prinripic in thia Colony, that a people 
should choose thdr own Mlnirter : and as, wh<m 
■fhe Colony was first settled, liere were no Dis- 
senters fiY>m the common and approved method 
-of worship and discipline, it was taken for 
grwnted, that all who were tauf^t in worf or 
ooctrine were bound in equity to give fiir the 
snpport of the Gospel according to their sever- 
al sDilities, by the Bsme rule as they contributed 
to other necessary expenses. 
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And as for many years there was no other 
approved or allowed worship but that of the 
Congregational and Presbyterian, none were 
eicuaed from paying to the established worship 
and ministry ; and though in the seventh year 
of Queen Anne, there was on Act of Toleration 
for sober, qualified Disaentets, yet this did not 
excuse from paying toward the support of the 
established Churches, nor doth it appear that 
any such Dissenters asked this favor or privilege 
till the year 1737, when it was granted the pro- 
fessors of the Church of England by the follow- 
ing Act of the General Assembly, entitled " At 
"a General Assembly held at Hartford, May 
' the eleventh, 1727, 'An Act providing how the 
'' ' taxes levied on the professors of the Church of 
" ' England for the support of the Gospel shall be 
'" disposedof, and for exempting said profeaaora 
'"from paying any taxes for the buiming meet- 
' ' ing-housesior the present established Church- 
" ' es of this Qovenunent.' 

" l^Mm the prayer 1^ Mom* Ward, ^ Pbirfldd, 
" CAwrcA-MOTifoB and th« rat of (A« Chvreh-var- 
"dtn*, Vettrymea, and &retAr«n, repretantinf 
" themideet unrfn- Migation by the HoaonMa 
" SoeUty and BMop of London, to pay to tA« 
" tupporl of the EOaMUhed ChurtAe* ; prayixy 
" thi» A—embly 6y tome Act or ol/ierviee, to free 
" them from paying to dittenting Mini»ter», and 
"from building dittenting meeting -Tunteei ; and 
'' eompiaimng that money hath lately been taken 
'from them by dittrett, praying that laid money 
' might be returned unto them. 
"Said Ward appeared,and by hit Attorney dedair 
*edtethi*Auembly,thathethouldnotiitttttonthe 
'■r^vm of the money prayedfor. Atterted it to 
' have bten alieaye uteemtd an hardthip by thoit 
^oftheprofettionettabliihedbythie OoteriMtatt, 
'' tobe eomptlltd to eantribttte to the tttpportufthe 
^ Church of England where that itthe Churdie*- 
" tablithed by Laie : and thereupon urged that no 
" tueh thing thould be impoud upon any dieeen- 
' ting from the Churehei here approved and et- 
" tahhthed by theLaie<^thi*Go<aerttment: further 
" urginy that there might be tome proeition made 
" by the Law for the obliging their parithionerl 
"to pay to the tupport of their Minittere." 

" Be it therefore enacted by the Governor, 
' Council, and Representatives in General Court 
' assembled, and by the authority of the aaine, 
' that nil persons who are of the church of Eng- 
' land.and those who are of the Churches estab- 
' lished by the Laws of this Government that 
■' live in the bounds of any pariah allowed bj 
■' this Assembly, shall be taied by the palish- 
''ioners of the said parish by the same rule, 
" and in the same proportion for the support of 
"the ministry in each parish; butif it so happen 
' that there be a Society of the Church of tW- 
" land where there is a person in ordere, accord- 
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"ingtotheCanong of the Church of England, 
" Bettled and abiding amongst them, and per- 
" foTming di.Tine service so near to any person 
" that hath declared himself of the Cliurch of 
" England, that he can convenient]; and doth 
"attend the public worahip there, tlion the Ool- 
" lectors having first indifierentl; levied the tax 
" as abovesfud, shall deliver the taxes collected 
" of Buch perons declaring themselves and at- 
" tending, as aforesaid, unto the Minister of the 
" Church of England living near unto such per- 
" sons ; which Minister shiHl have full power to 
" receive and recover the same, in order to his 
" support in the place asdgned him. 

"But if BUch proportion of taxes be not 
" sufficient in an; Bociety of the Church of Eug- 
" land, to support the incumbent there, then such 
"society may levr and collect of them who pro- 
" fen and attend, as aforesaid, greater taxes at 
" their own discretion, for the support of their 
« Minister, 

"And the parishionera of the Chnrch of 
" England attending as aforeaaid, are here- 
" by excused &om paying any taxes for the 
" buildiiu; meeting-houses for the prcaent 
■* established Churches of this Oovemmont." 

At a General Assembly held at Hartford, 
on the righth of Ma^, I7S9, the following Act was 
made, in favor of those who ore commonly 
called Quakers : 

" An Act in addition to, and for the alteration 
** of, an Act made in the 7th year of the reign of 
"Queen Anne, entitled 'Jn^e</(?r eA« eate of 
*' ' futA at tabsrly diuentfrom the any qfaorihip 
'"and minutry eitablUhed by Ch^ Laioi of thu 
" ' Ooternment.' Whereat it it prosidtd «n la''' 
" Aet, that nothing therein thall be oomtrued 
''the «reu»ing any pereon/rom paying any eueh 
" JRnitter or Town dve$, at nere tlun, or afUr- 
" wardf thotild he, due from them. 

" It is now resolved and enacted by the Got- 
"emor, Ac., that where there are such Dissent- 
"ws as are commonly called Quakers, who do 
" attend the wonhip of God in such way as is 
" allowed by said Act within this Colony, or are 
" to situated by the borders thereof as that they 
"may and do attend the service out of the lim- 
"its of this Goventment, in any such meeting 
" aa aforesaid, and shall produce a certiflcat« 
"from SQch Society of thwrhavingjoinedthem- 
" aelvea to them and that they do belong nnto 
" their Society, that he or they shall be excused 
" from contiibDtlag to the support of the estab- 
" lished ministry and IVom contributing or 
" paying any tax for the building any meeting- 
"nooae or houses, in the Society or parish 
" wherwi they dwell" 

The same year, at a General Assembly holden 
at New Haren, in October, the same fovor wm 
granted the people called Baptiata, by the fol- 



lowing Act: — "An Act concerning the people 
" called Baptists. 

" Upon the Memorial of the people eaUed Bap- 
"ti»t*, praying that they mag be diacharffed from 
" the paijment of rate* and taxe* for the lupport 
" qf the Goipd minMtry in thit Qonemment, and 
" bvitdinff meeting-hovMe. 

"It is Resolved, &c., that for the fiiture the 
"same privilege and exemption from the 
" charges aforesaid, as was granted by this As- 
" sembly, in May last, unto the people called 
" Quakers, is hereby granted unto them, under 
" the like regulations, any Law, usage, or custom 
"to the contrary notwithstanding." 

These are the only exemptions from paying 
for the support of the established Churches, un- 
less on particular application, the General A»- 
sembly is pleased, as tliey sometimes have been, 
to grant special exemptions to some persons ex- 
pressed by name; all others, by virtue of the 
general establish ment,are obliged to pay for the 
support of the Presbyterian, Congregational and 
Consociated Churches, which may seem to bear 
hard upon some number, I know not how great, 
of people commonly called Separate*, who, 
though professing themselves Oonffregatianal in. 
principle, ^et ibr some reasons that to them ap- 
pear sufficient, have separated from the stand- 
ing Churches and formed themselves, in sever- 
al towns and parishes, int« distinct Churehe* 
and worshipping assemblies. 

It is thought by some that there is still want- 
ing a general Law, whereby all may be exempt- 
ed from paying to the support of the eatablished 
Churches, who conscientiously dissent from their 
doctrine, discipline, or mode of worship : yet, 
as the matter is now circumstanced, I mlieva 
but few Towns or Societies insist on collecting 



may apply to the Assembly for relief, where 
they may hope to be heard with indulgence- 
and have any reasonable favor granted them. 

Since these Laws of exemption were made^ 
the peraons »o fVe«d from ecclesiastical dues 
are not admitted to act in such aSairs, in Town 
or Society meetings, as avpeara from an Act en- 
titled, " An Act for forming, ordering, anA 
" regulating Bocietiiea or paruhea," in which, 
among other things, it is enacted that no 
person " wko is or shall be, by the Laws of thi» 
'■ Government, freed or exempted from the pay- 
" ment of those taxes granted by any Town or 
" Society for the support of the wor«h!|i and, 
" ministry of the Presbyterian, Congregational, 
" or Consociated Churches of this Govem- 
" ment, and for the building and maintaining 
" meeting-houses for such worehip, on account 
"or by reason of hia dissenting from the 
" way of worship and miniatry foresaid, bft

Haae appear diaatisfied with this Law, ex- 
cept Mme few professors of the Church of Eng- 
land, who represent it as an hardship that the; 
are taxed without liberty of voting, though the 
tax be for their own benefit, and the regulation 
of it made upon their desire. I can't thmk an; 
of the established Churches would be averae to 
an alteration, bat would choose to be altogether 
diaconnected ; and that they might be enabled 
to do their own business, without any concern 
with one another. If I am rightly informed, this 
was proposed in the Qeneral Assembly some 
time ^t ; but was laid aside upon the desire of 
the £piacopatians, who did not think it 
woold be best for them, in thur present circum- 

Btancca. By the Law made in their favor and on 

thdr desire, whatever tax is collected mnst be 
paid their own Uinisters; aud if this be not 
anffldent, they may tax themseWea. Besides, 
as the laws now stand, their Miniatera seem to 
think they are entitled to the rates of people 
who live perhaps at forty milea distance, if they 
visit and preach to them once or twice a year, 
and baptize their children ; aud aa may be 
feared aometimea begnile them with promises 
of discharging their rates if they become 
Chorchmen. These things have occasioned 
tronUe and law-snits in some places, which 
might be prevented by an alteration of the 
Imw. 

There is nothing farther needs to be added on 
this head, except Uat I do not And that there ia 
aaj spec^ office, power, or privilege of a 
dnlor temporal nature grant«d to Ministers 
hit that of being exemptedfram taxes for them- 
selves and estates lying in their own Town and 
parish, which I take to be extended to all 
Miniatera who are allowed by law, and not pe- 
culiar to those of the establiriied Churches. 
On the other hand, I do not|flnd that by any Law, 
Miniatera are disqualified to hold civil, offices; 
and yet such is the general perauaaion, both of 
IGni^tera and people, that Hinisters should 
mind their own boaliiess, that then have been 
but few instancea of Hinisters, dnring thrir 
miniatry, acting in any civil office or capacity, 
except merely that of freemen of the Company 
nnce the fiiat Mttlemeiit of the cotmtry : and 
when Hinisters have been chosen to some other 
weighty tmat, into which they appeared to be 
called In Providence, they have usually resign- 
ed their ministry, aa not consiatent with civil 
employments: the only thing they are anthoriz- 
ed to do I7 the Laws of the Col<«y in common 



with the civil magistrate, is to join persons in 
marriage in their own Town and parish ; and 
even this was not allowed them at first, but as- 
signed altogether to the Magistrate as his proper 
work. As to marriage-licenses, there iano such 
thing allowed by Law ; but it is required that 
the intentions of marriage shall always be pub- 
lished in due form, before any Magistrate or 
Minister join pentons in mamBge. As to the 
spiritual discipline of the Gospel, Ministers and 
Churches, of every denomination, are allowed 
freely to follow their own way ; but their deter- 
minations do not affect any in their civil interest, 
offices and character, by force of any Law, nor 
otherwise than as Church censures may, in tbo 
reason and nature of the thing, have an in- 
Snence in fixing a man's character, and may 
consequentially aSect him in regard to his tem- 
poral interests, while yet he is put under no' 
legal disability of any kind by such censures. 
But though there be no Law enforcing ecclesti- 
cal censures with any civil penalties or for- 
feitures, yet such hath been and still is the gen- 
eral regard to the public profession of religion 
and virtue, that if it be known that any persons 
are scandalously guilty of breaking the rules oT 
either, such persons, without some visiblerefor- 
mation and amendment, stand but little chance 
for those offices, which are in the gift of the 
people, by election, or are filled up bj appoint- 
ment of the General Assembly. 

And as to those mattera which are cognizaUff 
by the 'Spiritual Courts in fn^Iond, Minister* 
have no concern in this Colony. Whatever re- 
lates to marriage, divorce, inceat, scandal, 
matters testamentary, &c., is altogether deter- 
mined in the common Courtaof Law, or such 
other Courts aa the General Assembly have or- 
dained, aa Is the cose in matters testamentary, 
for which a peculiar Court, called the Court of' 
PrahaU, is appointed. As the civil ma^strate 
meddles not with matters of djsciplme, so 
neither are Ministers allowed to meddle with 
civil and temporal matters. These seem too 
mnch blended in the Ecclesiastical Courts in 
England, but are here perfectly distinct. There' 
the Spiritual Courtis supreme and uncontrolled, 
in matters of discipline, and In finally and ab< 
solntely determininir on cases of excommunica- 
tion, sovereignly directing who shall be re- 
ceived to, or cast out from, the Christian fellow- 
ship, as well aa authorized In those matters 
aforesMd which are purely temporal ; but here, 
as Churches are lefl at flee liberty to exercise- 
their own spiritual discipline, so nFectnal pro- 
vision is made for the determination of those 
other cases which come within the jnri»dic1ioir 
of the Magistrate.

ledge of the present stftteof religioiiA libertj" id 
this Colonj, and the progrew this liberty hath 
made, from the original settlement unto the 
present day. The design of our fiLthers, in the 
first settlement of this country, was noble ; and 
the; went througli am»7Jng diffieuhies in the 
accomplisbment of it. The grand indncement 
was religion and li)>ert; of worshipping Qod 
in a way agreeable to their consciences; and 
though they were not fully acquainted with the 
just extent of religious freedom, yet they adopt- 
ed such prinCiplea and such an ecclesiastical 
polity aa naturally led on to it. They were im- 
moTably fixed in the only sufficient rule by which 
the whole of religion is to be determined, that 
is the Boly Scriptures ; that Christ Jesus is the 
only Lawgiver and King in his Church ; and 
that no man, no bodv of men, upon earth have 
any authority to make Laws or prescribe things 
in religion to bind the conscience ; and that er- 
«i7 man should be careful to know the mind of 
Christ, that hi» faith might rest on a divine 
foundation ; and, flnally, this is the grand, the 
■only principle on which the unity, the purity, 
and peace of the Christian Church can subsUt : 
snd if, Dotwitlistanding theee principles, liberty 
in matters of religion hath l>een under any em- 
barrassments, as most certainly it hath, this pro- 
ceeded not from the nature of these principles, 
or of our ecclesiastical polity, which beaji a 
friendly aspect on public, civil, and reli^c"- 
freedom, but fh>m the spirit of those tim_., 
which hath greatly altered. It is certain that^ 
for a considerable time, there was too much of 
» coercive uniformity in the LawsoftheColony; 
but this^ by degrees, disappears, and an eanal, 
universal, Protestant liberty is establishea in 
its room. 

On the whole, by this view of our eccleuasd- 
«al and religious laws, we find how the cause 
■of liberty hath joined ground In this Colony. 
Those Laws which were inconslHteut with free- 
'dom of thought and liberty of conscience are 
«ither wholly repealed ana set aside, or sc 
modeled that none can be oppresBod by them. 
We have, indeed, a Stlifumt Sttablukmaa ; but 
it is of such a kind, and with such universal 
toleration that the consciences of other sects 
cannot be afibcted or wounded by it, while 
every one ia at perfect liberty to worship Qod 
io such way OS is most agreeable to his own 
mind. Whatever oppressive measures have 
been heretofore adopted, we recollect with re- 
gret and disapprobation. We rejoice that these 
have ceased, and that there is such freedom of 
religious inquiry and worship that no man 
need be in bondage. We desire not the aid 
of other sects to m^ntain our Churches ; and, 
while we stand fast to the Constitution we 
Jiave chosen, and think it, in doctrine and dis- 



cipline, most agreeable to the Scripture, the 
unerring standard of faith and worship, we 
would not oppress others nor be oppressed 
ourselves, but exercise good- will and charity to 
our brethren of other denominations, with fer- 
vent prayers that peace and holiness, liberty, 
truth, and purity may be established more and 
more, among those that name the nune of 
Christ, and be DniTeroally diffiised among 
mankind.

That upon his being raised from the dead, he 
declared that all power in Heaven and in Earth 
wa« ^ven unto him ; and the first grand Com- 
miaaion he gave his Ministers, in order to ad- 
vance his Spiritual Kingdom over the Race of 
Men, u in Matt xxviii, 18, SO, and epitomized 
in Mark ivi, 15, That this Commission, in the 
very entrance, moat eipreasly gives them an i^

grayer, diligent searching after the mind of 
hrist in Scripture, serious examination and 
consideration ot inward ends, motives and qnali- 
Bcations, and outward circumstances, as also 
conferences with the most pious and judicious ; 
they are to get what light they can in this af- 
itair. And when it appears to their humble and 
nqniring minds, that Christ requires them, they 
are to make a fresh and entire surrender of their 
consciences, whole souls, and bodies, and all 
their powers, to him, and to no other, to deny 
themselves, take up their cross and follow him, 
thro' all kinds and degrees of soSerings and op- 
positions, not accounting their lives dear to 
them, so that they may finish their course with 
joy, and the tniniatn they have received of the 
Lord Jesus, to testify the Gospel of the grace of 
God, AcU sfs, 21, 24.

lat theae Erangelists, as well as the Apos- 
tlaa^ in the Ti^^rous and faithful ezecntion of 
their Commiaaion in the primitive times, raised 
the rage of the world of Devils and men agaiost 
them, not only the people, priests and magis- 
trates among the Heathen, but also the people, 
priests, mien of synagoguee, and Hagistratee 
tmvnf tbe Jews, who were then the covenant 
and nnble people, Hinistera and Church of God; 
yea, among those of them who were the most 
rigid and strict ofaaerrers of his Laws ; and oc- 
«arioiied great contentions and confHisions in the 
world. That Wicklif^ Walden, Hubs, Jerom, 
of Prague, Luther, Zwinglius, Calvin, Farell, 
Wlthart, Junius and other Evangelista, (for they 
were such in faet, though not In name,) who 
preached the Oob^I, and promoted the Refor- 
mation and Revival of Religion among the 
Christian Churches in their day, thereby raised 
the like rage and occasioned the like conten- 
tkns and confusions. That if such Eraugelists 
ahontd be now raised up by Qod, and go forth 
and proaper among the Christian Churches, not 
only in France, Bpain, Italy and other Roman 
Cathdic countiiee, but also in Russia, Sweden, 
Denmark, and many other Protestant countries ; 
tbon^ they shonld preach up only the pure 
Oaq>eI and Power of Oadlinesi, the like not, 
contantion and confiuion would arise and £]■ 
low; and the more. faithful, active and cour- 
ageons these Evangelists ibonld be in discharg- 
ing Christ's Commission, or the more earnestly 
they profeesed this parity and power, the greater 
wonld the ra^ contention and confusion be, 
until this punty and power prevail upon the 
greater number; and therefore this rage, con- 
tention and confusion is no more an argument 
Against such sort of Ministeis in the present day, 
than at the RefiirmattoQ, or in the primitive 

That persons eng^^ng in such an extraordi- 
nary difficult office had need to be both extra- 
ordinarily (jualifled and spirited thereto. I 
«hou Id mention their qualincation and spirit; 
bnt I have now no time. 

That as the Divine Spirit gradually withdrew 
from the primitive Churches, as earthly digni- 
ties, pomp, weidth and power were offered to 
their stated Hinistera and engaged their atten- 
tion and pnrsnit ; their Hinisters were by such 



I prevailed upon to stay at home, 
and live an easier life, rather than expose them- 
selves to the difficulties, oppositions, hazards 
and disquietudes of continual traveling and 
preaching. That such a spirit therefore grsdn- 
ally declined in them till it, in a manner, died 
quite away; and the order itself therewith drop- 
ped of course among them. That all this made 
way for the nusing of one Pastor above divers 
others, by the name of Bishop ; of one Bishop 
above divers othem, by the name of Archbishop; 
of one Archbishop above divera others, by th« 
name of Patriarch ; and at length a Pope aa 
claiming to be universal Head of all. That for 
the support of these, the Christian world was 
artifcially divided into parishes, bishoprics, 
archbishoprics, patriarchates; and all religious 
powers, offices and orders entirely swallowed up 
among them. 

That this artiffcial scheme, contrived to feed 
and gratify the pride and avarice of worldly- 
minded Ministers, to subject the people under 
them, blind their eyes and inslsve their consci- 
ences, is utterly inconsistent with the order, of- 
fice, and design of the Evangelists or itinerating 
^eacher; who, if they had continued in the 
Christian world and had been allowed the lib- 
erty of preaching the pure ordinances and truth* 
of CbrisL they would have been a most likely 
means of keepingtha eyes of the people open, 
preserving them from religious slavery, prevent- 
mg the anti-Christian power Irom growing tow 
great a height, continuing both the doctrinM 
and the worship of the Christian Churchnpur« 
and of saving tnem from that amazing depth oi 
error and apostacy they under the stated minis- 
try fell into. For one Evangelist of great 
knowled^ and ability, lull of sanctity and In- 
flamed with Eeal, by traveling about and preach- 
ing the pure truths of Christ, would have been a 
likely means of enlightening and enlivening 
scores of thousands, yea whole countries, as 
some of the Reformers were; whereas by being 
a stated Minister, his light and influence would 
be confined to his single little parish of it, may be 
sixty families, aud he himself bound down be-

"niat it is no wonder, therefore, that when ths 
Most High has raised up, and spirited these 
piona mra in their several ages to go forth and 
preach the pure truths of Christ, enlighten the 
regions round about them, awaken them to the 
power of godliness, and recover them from their 
great apostacy ; tbehoetsof devils andof wicked 
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men their children and inHtruments, yes, the 

rigider, as well as looser sort of the stated min- 
istry, were enraged aeainat them, have covered 
them with the most vile reproaches, inflicted the 
most inhuman torments on them, worried multi- 
tudes to death, broiled them in glowinK flres, 
and done their utmost to destroy them alias fast 

However, that aa chiefly hj the preaching of 
such men an these, Christianity was at lirst pro- 
moted, and since revived at the Reformation ; 
and the same Order still continnes, and is in its 
very nature the most adapted for CKtensive in- 
fluence; sol am persuaded, with divers great 
BJid learned men, that if the Son of God intends 
U> advance his kingdom in the world before the 
conflagration, eitlier by sending it among the 
Heathens, Mahometans and Jews, or by reviv- 
ing it among professing 'Chriatians, he will re- 
vive this Order in its ancient vigor; he will raise 

Sand animate great numbers of Evangelists 
it shall, like flying angels, with surprising 
Eeal and swiftness, c^ry and preach his ever- 
lasting Gospel in eveir country and to every 
human creature under Heaven. Rev. ziv, 8, 7. 
That mighty enmities and oppoaitions will every- 
where arise against them ; they will have prin- 
cipalities and powers, and the mlete of the 
darkness ot this world, and spiritual wicked- 
neaaes in high places, both In Heathen, Mahom- 
etan and Christian countries, to wrestle with ; 
and all the powers both of earth and hell will 
combine to crush them ; yet with the Apostle, 
none of these thines will move them, neither will 
they count their lives dear to themselves, so as 
they may finish their course with joy, and the 
miniatry (itinerant as his) they receive of the 
Lord Jesus, to testify the Qospel of the grace of 
God; and thro' all kinds of most bitter suffer- 
ings, theyshall persevere and prosper, many will 
obtain the glorious crown of martyrdom for 
Christ; but their sufferings will more illustrt- 
oosiy display the mighty power and grace of 
God, and increase the nnmoer of their converts 
as in ancient times, until the kingdom and do- 
minion, and the greatness of the kingdom under 
the whole heaven shall be given to the people 
of the saints of the Most High, whose kingdom 
is an everlasting kingdom, sad all dominions 
shall serve and obey him. Dnn. vii. 

That as the highest ^lory Christ receives 
among all his followers, will be from that vast 
palm-bearing multitude who come out of great 
tribulation and wash their robes, and make them 
white in the blood of the Lamb, Rev, vii., I 
can't tell how to think, that he will have none 
of this glory fW)m that vast tract of America in 

Sneral, or of New England in particulHr, or 
at in the end of days it shall be said tlmt there 
were never but two Quakers who died for re- 



ligien here ; but that America as well aa Asia, 
Africa and Europe, will Ixt made to yield to the 
great Redeemer a glorious company of trium- 
phant martyrs, to brighten and adom his crown 
m the day of his appearance; and 'that New 
England will be made to yield him in this re- 
spect a diatiuguished gloi^. That 'tia therefore 
our greatest interest and wisdom, most seriously 
to look out, expect, and prepare for sufferingfi; 
and if we are &ithful to him to the death, be 
will not only give us a crown of life, but also 
place us with himself on his own throne, and 
make ua partakers with him in hia own gloiy. 
That as to the Connecticut Laws — I sbouidbe 
even astonished, as well as grieved, if t had not 
read and seen somuehofthe same spirit, in other 
parts of the world. It is the very spirit of hu- 
man nature in Ita present depravation. Even a 
righteous Abel, yea, a most holy, harmless and 
spotless Jesus, must be hated, abused, and de- 
stroyed, because they were so. I mourn fbrthe 
makers of thtm, for the temporal hurt they di> 
to others, fbr preserving their consciences up- 
right before the Lord ; out much more for the 
wounds they give their hearts, for their entrench- 
ing on what I am sure are the prerogHtivet of 
the great Redeemer ; and for the great dishonor 
they bring on our country, our profession, oar 
religion, and our God. As I sojourned in Eng- 
land near seven years, I know how grievous tb^ 
will be to our friends, and offensive, if not en- 
raging, to our enemies. Such liberties are there 
in England for private schools and academies, 
that not only the Independent and Presbyterian, 
but even some of the CnuTch of England pulpits, 
are supplied from them; yea, there are at 
this day, too, considerable Bishops there who 
were not brought up at any University or Col- 
lege, but at a private dissenting Academy ; nor 
is there any restraint on itinerant preachers. In 
one of your Laws, I also observe an High Commis- 
sion Court set up, with such an nnlimited power 
as there is none so great in England; and yonr 
Ofiremor is invested with greater power than 
King George himself. But I hope the late ex- 
cellent printed letter will help to open their 
eyes. 

Lastly, that as to your particular case depend- 
ing: Not knowing the precise words you 
dropped, I am not able to form a particular 
judgment. I can only venture to nay in general, 
that the known sins of Magistrates and Minis- 
ters, Bs well as people, ought to be bewwled, es- 
pecially on days of universal humiliation ap- 
pointed by the Magistrates ; hut then they are 
to be mentioned with great humility and de* 
cency. That with respect to these patriarchsl 
Laws, t cannot see but they might be lamented 
as very grievous to many pious Ministers and 
people, as bereaving of those liberties Christ baa 
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most ileiirly purchased and kindly given ns; 
but with the Bnppoaitioti that the Magistrates, 
bring fallible men, acted in the uprightaesa of 
their hearts, and with r view to the glotj of 
Ood and the good of the people.

Those who baak under the warm snn of a na- 
tional eatabliabment, affect to think that the 
cause of liberty is sufficiently guarded, and her 
bleeaings ftbondantly eitende^ when, after the 
pnblicteacben of the national Creed are secured 
in the powcMion of afflnent livlnge, a partial 
toleration is granted to Diiaeuten. Bnt a tol- 
eration incumbered with limitations and Ib- 
fringements on the rights of conscience, i* an 
insint to human nature and to him who made 
it. It is built upon absurdity and iojustice. It 
■nppoaes that all men have not an equal right 
to tiunk for themselves, and to worahip their 
common Creator and Eiedeemer. accormng to 
the light of their own underetandinga and the- 
dictates of their own oonsciencea: t^t if some 
men worship Qod at all, they must buy thetr 
liberty to do so, at the expense of many things, 
' the possession of which their approved loyal- 
, , their elevated stations, their consummate 
learning, and their political abilities give them 
thejustest title in social life: and that, as the 
limitations of toleration are arbitrary end fluc- 
tuating, the rights of conscience must depend 
wholly on the caprice of Government. 
Though Legislatureahave as good a right to de- 
prive the deserving subject of the whole as of 
any part of his natura! and religious rights, yet 
these gentlemen profess the most jjerfect acqui- 
escence in that state of things. Guided by early 
prejudices and hitshedto silence by rich emolu- 
meuts, they feel no check, when they subscribe 
a Calvinistic Creed in an Arminian sense, and 
when thev address the Supreme Being by forms 
which, without a blush, they pronounce unin- 
telligible and absurd ! At the same time, they 
are panegyrists on the Constitution, so favor- 
able to liberty and the rights of conscience : 
and they even sffect to wonder that any should 
complain, wlien they must see every day the 
rights of conscience redeemed at wliatevcr cxor- 
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titant and fluctnnting price administradoa ia 
pleased to set upon them. 

The infatuatioQ hath seized even Duseaten 
themeelTca. Many of these, comparinz the de- 

See of liberty they now enjoy with Uie hard- 
ips their anceatora endured, are diapoeed to 
■nbmit tamely to every abridgement of religious 
liberty, which a moderate adminiatration may 
judge proper. They seem to think that occa- 
donal conformity to rites, which their conscien- 
ces condemn, is no considerable hardship, as 
long as a constant violation of the rights of 
conscience is not made indispeniible to theii 
-filline certain lucratire or honorary stations ; 
and that all wishes that the rights of mankind 
were set on more advaDtageous ground are fa- 
natical and absurd. Hen of such easy prind- 
plM, keep one another from blushing at their 
absurdity, and from remorse St their impiety. 
Such principles are unworthy of any above the 
rank of slaves and sycophants. As long as a 
fiiTorite denomination ei^oyi alone all those 
privileges which ongbt to be enjoyed In com- 
mon by all deserving sabjects, and conscientious 
Dissenten are either robbed of their dvtl rights 
or are oUiged to redeem them at the price of 
daring to folate rights inilnitely more precious, 
who, without blushing, can reckon it unreason- 
able to wish that that liberty and right were more 
dlBiiei vety extended and more firmly eatablishedt 
It ii plain from these and similar facta, that 
national Churches have ever been at war, not 
«it)j with the rights of mankind, Imt even with 
the spirit of Christianity itself. Justice and 
Hercy are the foundations of her throne; equity 
•nd nghteousness are the pUlarB of her empire. 
National eetablishmenta, therefore, are not that 
ftill and impartial patronage of Christiutity, 
which she. by the blessings she pours down on 
society, ever and exclurfvel^ deserves, and which 



every Legislature in the Christian world 

The proof of this assertion is intended in this 
work. That it may be more fiitl and satisfac- 
tory, the queetion concerning the justice and 
Sropriety of nataonal establishments must be 
istinctl J stated ; and the signification of the 
terms which are to be used must be clearly as- 
certained.

of establishing the Church with the fiill and 
ade<]uate profession of Christianity, in her, does 
not m a great measure overthnsw both ? 

There U nothing more contrary to reason u 
well as revelation, than to suppose that the 
Church of Christ is confined to any one sect or 
description of christians. She is catholic. She 
comprehends, within her extensive pale, all so- 
deties, whose soundness in the faith, and whose 
conscientious subjection to the institutions of 
Cluist, entitle them to the honour of being just- 
ly reckoned parts of that sacred body. 

When any Oovemment, therefore, gnnls s 
precluding patronaf^ to any particular part of 
that body, appointing subscription to its creed 
the l^al aonditioM of enjoying the commrai 
rights of citizens and subjects ; ndther is the 
Church, according to the full import of the 
term, established — nor does Oovemment itself 
act up to its original ends. It suspends the du- 
ties it owes to society, protection, patronage and 
encouragement, oD conditions which are foreign 
to dvil society. A particular sect alone is pro- 
tected and patronized ; and other subject*— 
other Ghristiaiis, equally deserving of civil bo- 
eiety, are robbed of their property to enrich IL 
Such an establishment constitutes its objects a 
Bchismatlcal body. It puts it in their power tf 
law, to erect a separate Interest from their breth- 
ren, and to pursue desgns, foreign, yea,' often 
opposite to our common Christianity. It so- 
thorizes them to insult, to persecute, and to kill 
their fellow-Christians of other denominations 
and of other churches, belonging to the same 
Catholic body. It patroniies them in proudly 
arogating to themselvea, after the accustomed 
manner of all who are actuated by a schismati- 
cal spirit, the higb-aounding appellation of— 
Tnn CnnBCH. 

IV. The state of the inquiry, therefore, is — 
" Whothar the state of civil society, the marked 
"character of Christ's kingdom, the law of 
" equity, and the righta of conscience, admit 
" that any Le^lature should incorporate any 
" distinct description of Christians ; should dig- 
" nifv it with the pompous title of Ths CHnncn ; 
" and should ally it to the political Constitn- 
" tion, in such a de^^ree of intimacy, that com- 
" munion with that incorporated sect, in all the 
-'offices of religion, shall be as indispensably 
"necessary to entitle any subject to the legal

In fewer words, the question is — " Whether 
'CouMDKiov with the Nationai. Churcs 
'OUGHT to be a RuLB OF Law, in the politi- 
' cal Constitution, for conferring civil reaardi, 
' and inflicting oinl puniihmmU !" 
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We, woatd hftve sunk into oblivion, bat Tor tiie 
pUce it hu in the Historj of Civil Righto, oa 
thU of one of the earliest &nd boldest hat 
tore of the Liberty of Speech and Writing, 
whom precedence must be given oTsr the fi 
«iu Mr. Erakine, in the enunciation of the d_ 
nniTenallT accepted doctrines of the Law of 
Libel. All who hare read hia defence of the 
Printer, JoHir Petkb ZEnoBO, before Chief- 
Jnitice DeLancej and the Supreme Court of 
New Turk, in 1788. will perhaps desire to 
know something more of this learned and 
fearless Advocate. 

The fallowing pa^es perhaps contain all the 
facts of his private history and profeasional and 
poUtical career, which it is now possible to re- 
eover. They will probably excite regret that so 
little can now be known of a man whose patri- 
otism and public spirit were as pre-eminent in 
the Province of Pennsylvania, as the legal at- 
tainmento which mark him, in all respects, as 
the first of our Colonial Lawyers. 

Ahdbbw Hauiltos was a Scotchman, bom 
in the year 1676. Although bia parentage cannot 
be ascertained, he was doubtless of gentle blood ; 
and his education most have been very good. 
Of bis earif history, nothing is known. The 
&mily tradition is that be had been obliged to 
fl^ from his native country in consequence cf 
killing a person of some importance in a duel 
It is more likely that he maj^ been involved in 
some of the political difficulties during the reign 
of King William. At all events, he thought 
proper, for some time after his arrival in Am- 
erica, to conceal his name, taking that of TreM. 
Whatever the cause might have been, all dan-

get to himself was passed in the reign of Queen 
Anne ; and his admission to Qray's hat and call 
to the English Bar forbid the idea of his emi- 
gration under a charge of felony or any dia- 
gPttceful crime. 

His first residence in the Colonies seems to 
have been the Eastern shore of Vireinia— after- 
wards in Kent-county Magland. He is said 
to have had charge of an Estate ; and to have 
kept a Classical School. He married after- 
wds a lady of some fortune, Mrs. Anne 
(Brown) widow of Joeeph Preeson, connected 
with some of the first families in Maryland. 
In the year 1718, he was esUblished in Chester- 
town, as a la^er.with a handsome practice and 
great reputation for abUity. In that year he 
was first retained by the agents of WiUiam Penn 
in a suit against Berkeley Codd, Esq., of Su^ 
sex-county, Delaware, who had disputed some 
of his Rights under the Grant of the Duke of 
York. It may bo remarked aa a curious fact 
that Andrew Hamilton, son of the subject of 
this sketch, manied a grand-daughter of Mr 
Codd— the daughter and heiress of William 
Till, a gentleman of some consequence in the 
Colony— obtaining with her among other pro- 
perty the Woadiandt Estate, near Philadelphia 
afterwards so highly improved by his son. Wil- 
liam Hamilton. 

is supposed that the legal studies of Aji- 
....... Hamilten, commenced in Great Britain 

must have been completed in Maryland, where 
there were, among the officials of the Oovem- 
ment, several men of considerable legal attain- 
ments, and, amon^t the gentry of the Bast- 
em Shore, some highly educated men. What- 
ever opportunities these afforded, it is cer- 
tain they were made the most of; and at 
the ^e of thirty-six, Andrew Hamilton had 
already attained meat reputation and a lu- 
crative practice. But the position of a Col- 
onial lawyer seems in those timea to have de- 
pended on the favor or license of the local au- 
thorities; and a call to the English Bar, as a 
member of the Temple of Oray's Inn, was al- 
ways prized as giving a rank and independence 
before the Colonial Judges, well worth the ex- 
pense and time of a voyage to England. So

Ur. HftnLilton tbougbt ; and with this object be 
BAUedforEnglsDiliD the year 1712. Tbe Re- 
cords of Grfty'e Inn show that he was sdmitted 
a member of that learned Sodety on the twenty- 
seventh of January, 1713, where he is deflignated 
aa Mr. Andrea t/amillon of Maryland ; and on 
the tenth of February of the same year, he was, 
per favor, called to the Bar, which means, with- 
out Iceeping tbe usual Tenne, though not, it is 
to be inferred, without proof of character and 
learning in the Law. 

He Boon after returned to America and re- 
moved to Philadelphia. Here bia abilities 
gained him the first position at the Bar and 
a large practice. When appointed a member 
of the Provincial Council of Pennsylvania, he 
accepted on condition that his attendance 
^ould not interiere with his practice; and he 
appears rarely if ever to have taken his seat in 
that body. He had previously been appointed, 
in 1717, Attomuy-general of the Province, which 
office he resigned in 1726, before his second 
visit to England, which was of considerable 
length. 

Afterhis return on the Sflhof June, 1727, he re- 
ceived &om Governor Gordon, the lucrative post 
of Prothonotary, made vacant by the death of 
Mr. Ashton, in considerationnot only of his legal 
qualifications, but also of " the considerable 
■■vice he had done to the ProprictotB in ' 
" Province and country." 

In April, 1728, we find he was Recorder of 
the City of Philadelphia ; and, in November, 
1787, he was appointed by Governor Thomas, 
Judge of Vice-admiralty, which office it ie sup- 
posed he held until his death, his judicial func- 
tions not appearing to interfere with his prac- 
tice in other Courts. 

In the year 1737, he was elected a member of 
the House of Assembly from Bucks-county; and 
he was returned to the same scat for twelve suc- 
cessive years. He immediately took a leading 
part in public affiiirs ; was Chairman of the must 
important Committees, the author of most uf 
the Addresses of the Governor, to the Proprie- 
tors, and to the English Government ; and the 
draughtsman of the Acts of Assembly. 

In October, 172B, he was elected Speaker ; and 
with the eiccuption of the year 1733, he filled 
the chair uninterruptedly till his final retire- 
ment in 1739. On one occasion, at least, he re- 
ceived the unanimous vote of the members. 
Every mark of their confidence seems to have 
been bestowed. He was appointed a' Trustee 
of the Loan Office, and entrusted with the 
building and disbursements for the State 
House — sacred to us, and to all Americans, 



as the Hall of Indkfbnkbdcb. It appeaiv 
that although Heaars. Lawrence and Graeme 
were of the Committee, that the designs were 
furnished and entirely carried out by Mr. Ham- 
ilton. This appears to have been to the public 
satisfaction ; and although the exterior cannot 
boast of much architectural grandeur, * tbe in- 
terior, especially the entrance halt and stair- 
case, have been much praised by good judges. 
The other apartments might be, if their ongi- 
nal panelings and decorations had not been 
many years ago barbarously removed^nnluckily 
before Colonel Trumbull's picture of the Sign- 
ers of tbe Declaration was sketched — Of we 
might have a representation of the Hall as it 
was in July, I77S. The tradition is, that it was 
richly carved and in the finest style. An at- 
tempt was made to restore it, about forty years 
^{o, and some little fragments of ornamental' 
work were found in the cellars of the building, 
which may be seen over the smaller doors, but 
give little idea of the pristine appearance of 
this liallowed apartment — the dignity of which 
is departed, and the proper associations nearly 
effaced. 

The respect and confidraice of his collogues 
were not purchased by any unworthy comjili- 
ances. While, at all times, advocating every in- 
herited and chartered Right, and promoting 
every measure of public utility, he never was 
ranked in the toi-diMnt popular anti -proprieta- 
ry party ; and his constant opposition to Sir 
William Keith was justified by the develop- 
ments of the character and objects iif that mer- 
cenary and factious man. gucli was the verdict 
of public opinion in Pennsylvania. 

On taking leave of the Assembly of Pennsyl- 
vania, in theyear 173f>, when, owing to his grow- 
ing infirmities, he diH^lared his inteution of de- 
clining all furUier public service, he said :—* 
" GKKtn.KttRK : 

"As the Service of the Country should bo the 
"only Motive to induce any man to take upon 
■' him the Country's Trust, which noneought to 
" assume who find themselves incapable of giv- 
'ing such a constant Attendance as the Nature 
■' of so great Trust requires : and as you are Wit- 
'nesscs of the frequent Indispositions of Body 1 
' have so long laboured under, particularly dur- 
" ing the winter Season (the usual Time of doing 
" Business here) and being apprehensive that, by 
" Reason of my Age and Infirmities, which daily 
" increase, I may be unable to discharge the Duty

" there do others, will appear to yon safficioDt to 
"juftify the Determination I am come to, of de- 
"ulining the farther Serrice of the Province in 
" a Representative Capacity. 

'' As to m J Conduct, it is not for rae to con- 
"demn or commend it : Those who have sat 
"Icrefrom time to time during my Standing, 
" ud particularly these several Gentlemen pres- 
" enl, who were Members when 1 flrat came into 
"the House (whom I now eee with Pleasure) 
'' hive the Right to judge of my Behaviour, and 
" ud will censure or approve of it as it has de- 
"aerved. But, whatever that may have been, I 
"know my own Intentiona, and that I ever had 
'■ U Heart the Preservation of Liberty, the Love 
"of which, as it first drew me to, so it con- 
"(tontlj prevailed upon me to reside in, this 

"Preiince, tho' to the manifest Prejudice of my 

" But (waiving all Remarks of a private Na- 
" cure, which R^ections of this kind might na- 
"tnnlly, and justly lead me into) I would 
"beg Leave to observe to you, That it is not to 
" th« Fertility of our Boil,and theCommodious- 
"De•ofou^RiTe^s, that we ought chiefly to at- 
"trihntethe great Progress this Province has 
" mide, within so small a Compass of Years, in 
"Improvements, Wealth, Trade, and Naviga- 
"tion,ind the estraordinarj Increase of People, 
''who hsve been drawn hither from almost 
" ereij Ceuntry in Europa ; a Progress which 
" DiQch more antient Settlements on the Main 
"^ Anerim cannot at present boast of, No, it 
"i" principally and almost wholly owing to the 
"Eiceliency of our Constitution, under which 
"we enjoy a greater Share both of civil and re- 
"HgioM Liberty than any of our Neighbours. 
^ ' It is our great Happiness that instead of tri- 
"aaial Assemblies, a Privilege which several 
" other Colonies have long endeavoured to ob- 
" tun, but in vain, oura are annual ; and for 
" that HeasoD, as well as others, less liable to 
" be practised upon, or cormpted, either with 
'■ Honey or Presents. We sit upon our own Ad- 
"jonmmentSiWhen we please, and as long as we 
" think necessary, and are not to be sent a Pack- 
" log, in the Middle of a Debate, and disabled 
" from representing our just Grievances to our 
" Gndous Sovereign, if there should be Occa- 
" Bon, which has often been the hard fate of 
" AMemblies in other Places. 

" We have 'no Officers but what are necessa- 
"ry; none but what earn their Salaries, and 
" those generally are either elected by the Pco- 
"ple, or appointed by their Representatives. 

" Other Provinces swarm with unnecessary 
"Oficera, nominated by the Qoveinora, who 



" often make it a main Part of their Care 
" to support those Officers, (notwithstandino 
"theirOpprB8siona.)Atall events. I hope it will 
" over be the Wisdom of our Assemblies to 
" create no great Offices or Officers, nor indeed 
" any Officer at all, but what is really necessary 
" for the Service of the Country, and to be sure 
" to let the People, or their ItepreBeutativea, 

" have at least, a Share in their Nomination or 
■' Appointment. This will always be a good Se- 

' cuntj against the mischievous Influence of 

' Men holding Places at the Pleasure of the 

' Governor. 

" Our foreign Trade and Shipping are free 
" from all Imposts, eicept the small Duties 
" payable to His Majesty by the Statute Laws 
" of Grtnt Britain. The Taies which we pay 
" for canTing on the Publick Service is incon- 
" siderable ; for the sole Power of raising and 
" disposing of the Publick Money for the Bup- 
" port of Goverament is lodged in the Assem- 
" bly, who appoint their own Treasurer and to 
" them alone he is accountable. Other inoi- 
" d^tal Taxes are assessed, collected and ap- 
" plied by Persons annually chosen by the Peo- 
" pie themselves. Such is our happy State as to 
" Civil Rights. 

" Nor are we lesa happy in the enjoyment 
" of a perfect Freedom as to Religion. By 
" many Years Experience, we fin<r that an 
" Equality among religious Societies, without- 
" distinguishing any one Sect with greater. 
" Privileges than another, is the most effectual 
" Method to discourage Hypocrisy, promote the- 
" Practice of the moral Virtues, and prevent 
" the Plagues and Mischieft that always attend 
'' rcli^ouB Squabbling. 

" This is our Constitution, and this Constitn- 
'tion was framed by the Wisdom of Mr. 
' Peanj the first Proprietor and Founder of the 
'Province, whose Charter of Privileges to the 
' Inhabitants of Pamm/hania will ever i«main 
' a Monument of his Benevolence to Mankind- 
' and reflect more lasting Honour on his De- 
'scendants than the largest Possessions. In- 
' the Framing of this Government, he reserved 
' no Powers to himself or his Heirs to oppress 
' the People ; no Authority but what is neces- 
' saij for our Protection, and to hinder us from 
' falling into Anarchy ; and therefore, (suppos- 
' ingwe could persuade ourselves that all our 
' Obligations toour great Law-giver,and his hon- 
'ourable Descendants, were entirely cancelled, 
' yet) our own Interests should oblige us care- 
' fully to support the Govemmenton its present 
' Foundation, as the only Means to secure to 
' ourselves and our Posterity the enjoyment 
of those Privileges, and the Blessings flowing 
' from such a Constitution, under which we 
cannot fail of being happy, if the Fault be not 
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" Tet I IiHTQ olMerved, that in former Aseem- 
" bliei there h&re been Hen who have acted in 
">ncb a Manner tus if tliej atterl; disregarded 
" all those ineatiniable Pririlegee, and (whether 
" from prirate Pique mnd personal Dislike, or 
" thro' SQatake, I will not detennine) bate gone 
"graat Lengths In risking our Happiness, in 
" Qie Prosecation of snch Heasuret aa did not 
" at all sqnare with the Proftssions tbej freqnent- 
"ly made of their Love to our GoTemroeDt. 

" When I reflect on the several Strnffgies which 
"many of db, now present, have haa with those 
" Men, in order to rescue the Constitution out 
" of their Hands, which, thro' their Mistakes 
" (if they were AUstakea) was often brought an 
"the Bnnk of Destrnction ; I cannot help cau- 
" tioning you, in the most earnest Manner, 
" ufunst all personal Animosity in publick 
" (^nsoltations, as a Bock, which, if nut 
" avoided, the Constitution irill at some Tims 
" or other infallibly split upon. 

" Bnt there is no Room for Applications of 
" that Kind at present. It is witn Delight I 
"we this Sesdon of Assembly end in a Ibnner 
" Tery difibrent from what was expected in the 
" Beginning of the Tear. The pnndpal Busi- 
"ness has been carried on with so good an 
"Agreement among the Members of the House, 
" and so little Difference in Sentiments between 
"our OoTemor and the People, that it cannot 
" bnt yield a sensible Pleasure to all who wish 
" well to this ProTince. 

" Ah this. Gentlemen, is likely to be the last 
"lime I may trouble ^ouwith anything in this 
" Place, I hope you will the more easily pardon 
"the Liberties I hare taken ; and that you will 
" &rther permit me here to acknowledge my 
"ObUgations to that County, which has so of- 
" ten elected me for one of their Representa- 
" tires: and at the same time to BBsure you. 
" that I shall always retain a gratefbl Seaae of 
"the great Confidence so lone reposed in me, 
" and the Honour so frequently conferred upon 
" me by many successire Assembliee, in calling 
" me to tiie Choir of this honourable House." 

Got«mporaneoiisly with hia occupancy of his 
seat in the Prntityltania Assembly, as its Speak- 
er, Andrew Hamilton filled, for one or more 
years, the same place in the Three Lower 
l^untiee — now the State of Delaware. This 
has been only ascertained fit>m the published 
Laws of Delaware, printed by Franklin, in 
1741. Some of the most elaborate and im- 
portant of these Statutes hare the signature 
of Andrew Hamilton, as Speaker; but these are 
without date or year of tne Kinjg's reign, but 
being executed under the administration of 
Goremor Gordon, must date before the year 
1787, when he was superceded by Governor 
liiomHS. Among these Acts are those for reg- 



ulating Elections ; for securing the adminis- 
tration of Estates ; for the conlrmation of Ti- 
tles to land and for eatabluhing Courts of Law 
and Equity ; and these were all, without doubt, 
drafled by Mr. Hamilton ; and have been cited 
as evidence of his great ability, by eminent law- 

The Records of Delaware, however, of that 
period, hare not been preserved at the public 
offices i and the search for the name of An- 
drew Hamilton in their l^sladve and judicial 
proceedingB, has been entirely fruitless. 

The following letter from the Speaker of the 
Hooae of Assembly of the Three Lower Coun- 
ties ^vea evidence of his having been employed 
in similar servicee at a much earlier date : 
"Sir, 

"The Representatives of this Government in 
"Assembly met, being truly sensible of the 
" Services you have this Session done, have 
" commanded me to return you their hearty 
"Thanks for the same — which in their Names 
" A my own I most sincerely do — and at the 
" same Time lay hold of the Opportunity to 
" aubacribe with Pleasure,

"These," 

Of hiBjirofeasional attunments and ability, 
only traditional and fragmentary evidences re- 
main to this day, except his celebrated argu- 
ment in the Zenker Oaae, which has procured 
for him a place m the History of Liberty and 
has been colled by Gouvemeur Morris the 
" Day Star of the Rerolution," as it unquestion- 
ably awakened the public mind throughout 
the Colonies to a conception of the most aacred 
rights aa Citizens and as sutgects of a Free 
Country. 

The speech, which was repeatedly printed in 
England as well aa America, may be commend- 
ed more for the bold enunciation of principle 
than for the accumulation of learned citations 
and for its argument from precedents i but it 
uses its sutborittea with masterly sloll, and 
deals cnishiuK blows to the Prosecution and 
the Court. U jusUy establishes its author's 
fame as the first lawyer of his time in the 
British Provinces; and we have besides the 
abounding evidence of his high consideration 
by hia professional Brethren in the nnghboring 
Provinces, where his opinions were constantly 
sought for. 

He waa in the employ of the Proprietuy 
family, from his removal to Philadelpliia till 
his death ; and in the difflcnities with Lord 
Baltimore he was particularly useful. At every 
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step Ukni in this tedious controTeray, he seems 
to have been consulted ; and served in various 
CommisuoDs to meet the Maryland Authorities 
ia Naming the Terms of Agreement, in 1733, 
apoD which the Case waa brought before the 
Priyy Council by Mr. Murray, afterwards the 
celebrated LnrdManefield-; and in preparing the 
materials of the Brief upon which it was flnal- 
U mbmitted, after his death, to the Court of 
Chancery, Mr. Hamilton not only exerted the 
most untiring industry, but exhibited marked 
Klnlity ; and the gratitude of his employee was 
shown by their more than ordinary remuner- 
atioQ for his serricea. The Estate of Bulk 
HiU, forming part of the present City of Fbil- 
adclphia, and comprising the whole apace fi«m 
FmMftreet to Ooatea otreiit, and from Twelfth- 
etTNtto Ninateenth-Btrtet, was carved out of 
the mtuor of Springettsbury, and granted by 
the idvice of James Logan to the great lawyer. 
Onthia, he erected a spacious and stetely man- 
DOD in which he died. Here, his son. Governor 
Bsinihon, long exercised a generoas hospital- 
ity; ind here, too, John Adams resided during 
Au Tice-presidency. It was burned about sixty 
7euitga;but the walls, still standing, were re- 
■tored on a sadly debased shape, forming part 
of a floor-cloth manu&ctery, and since convert- 
ed to other usea. There is a poorly engraved 
new of it in the Univertal Maganne, December, 
1T87, with its out^houses, giving a higher idea 
of itt magnitude than of its architectural 
beaatr. 

Anjiew Hamilton also acquired a noble 
nUte in Lancaster-county. The town plot of 
ibe City of Lancaster was laid out on this prop- 
erty, ia IT28 ; and the ground rente reserved, 
lidded, for a long time, an income to his de- 
nndanta, till popular policy was roused against 
IbCUndof tenure; and, although the appeal of 
ijw Tenants to an Incorrapt and unterrified Judi- 
lury wis in vain, the family were induced to cede 
their established righte on liberal terms of com- 
pnniBe. The parts of the Bush Hill Estate 
wld have enriched several members of the fam- 
ily, who still retain a considerable portion of 
't Besides these estates, they had lands in 
Nsw Jersey; and the valuable dty property 
bDimded by Chestnut and Third-streets and the 
Oock Creek, where a mansion, described in 
Watson's AnaaU qf Philadidphia, as CUrke's 
Qieat houM, was dfie birth-place of GoTemor 
Hamilton. It was afterward sold to and in- 
lulnted by Israel Pemberton, the leading meni- 
^ of the Prienda' Meeting at the time of the 
Kerolntion ; and, under the Administration of 
^eral Washington, it was occupied by Ales- 
»'wiw Hamilton, aa the Treasury Department of 
ue United States. 

Andrew Hamilton's visit to Sngland, between 



the years 1724 and 1736, was probably connect' 
ed with the great Penn and Baltimore case ; but 
no trace can, it is believed, now be found of his 
appearance as a Barrister at the English Court, 
tho' this is not impassible. The opportunity 
was however eiven for an acquaintance with 
Mr. Murray and the other great Lawyers of the 
day ; and was no doubt the occasion referred to, 
in his defense of Zenger, when he " saw the 
"practice of very great Courts."* Sir Philip 
Yorke, afterward the great Lord Hardwicke, 
was then the leader of the English Bar; and 
Mr. Hamilton might have been present at the 
famous trial of Lord Chancellor Macclesfield. 

In America, we find traces of his employment 
in the Conrts of several Colonies ; and his opin- 
ion was often sought for by different Provin- 
cial Governors, in matters of political or pecn- 
niary importance. At home faeimihBblyhada 
part in every important case. His great success 
excited envy and stimulated calumny. Tho 
party leaden he opposed and frustrated, tho 
rival lawyers whose ignorance and incompetence 
he exposed, the unfortunate litigants whom ha 
disappointed, all were his enemies, or at least, 
ready to listen to his detractors. There exist in 
print some most abusive attacks upon him, the 
scurrilityof which is alone fatel to their credit — 
which contain no definite charges ; and which ore 
contradicted by all we know of him. The chief 
accusation was a grasping spirit and dishon- 
esty in his practice. The latter charge is im- 
possible, for he had the respect of all the best 
men of the Colony. As a contradiction to tho 
latter, we may involve his noble disinterested- 
ness in the case of Zen^r, when " he ofFer'd to 
" go to New York without fee or reward un- 
"der the weight of many years & great infirmi' 
" ties of body," to advocate the great canse of 
Civil Liberty. With a professional reputation 
already established, a fortune already acquired, 
he appeared before a Court which had slready 

firejndged his case and a provincial jury very 
ikely t« be intimidated by the frowns of au- 
thority, to aBsert the great Right of Freedom of 
the Press, without which most other Rights 
would be valueless. 

Preceding, by fifty years, the great English 
lawyer who finally established this prinuple 
of Liberty, he bad used the same course of ar- 
gument and we may justly claim for him the 
larger share of honor — an honor also to be given 
to the honest jury. In those days there was no 
small courage required to oppose the authorities 
in a King's Colony, where so mnch depended on 
royal favor. 

Andrew Hamilton died at Bush Hill, in the Bum- 
mer of 1741, and was buried in the family grave- 
yard on the Estate ; but on its sale, his remains, 
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with those of hie children, were remored to a 
■paciooB mauaoleunt in Christ Church-yard, 
which was closed on the last of his oame in 
1848. 

His children were James Hamilton, who, by 
two appointments, and for many yean, was 
Lieutenant-governor of Pennsylvania— a gentle- 
man of great dignity and private worth ; dis- 
tinguished for liberality and independence ; the 
only native Governor before the llevolution ; and 
probably the most esteemed by his countrjrmen, 
as well as the Proprietary family. He was one 
of the early patrons of^ Benjamin West, by 
whom there is a very fine fblMengtli portrut 
now in the posaesaion of his collateral descend- 
knt, Mr. HaAiilton Beckett, who married a 
daughter of Lord-chancellor Lyndhunt and 
resides in England. He patronized and en- 
counwed all public enterpriser ; and was the 
President of the American Philosophical Socie- 
ty before its union with the Society for the Dif- 
fhsion of Useful Knowledge, under the auspices 
of Dr. Franklin. James Hamilton died in the 
year 1782. His brother, Andrew Hamilton, mar- 
ried a daughter of William Felt, Esq. ; and their 
son, William, was distinguished as probably the 
earliest collector of Pictures and cultivator of 
ornamental gardening. In his day, there was no 
country seat eqnal to the Woodland*, for trees 
and shrubbery and plants imported from every 
reg iop ; for Pictures, many of them selected by 
^^^t; and other objects of taste. In the Ceme- 
tery, to which it is now converted, there are few 
remains of its picturesque beauties; and the 
eloomy appropriation makes a sad contrast to 
ue hospitalities and gaieties of which it was 
the scene, within the recollection of the writer. 

' William Hamilton, the younger, like his uncle, 
the Governor, never married. His brother, 
Andrew, married to Miss Abigail Franks, 

■ daughter of David Franks of Now York, had 
a numerous family, who had descendants ; but 
there are none of the name now living. A fourth 
Andrew Hamilton in succession, lived in Eng- 
land \ and bis daughter married a Captain Pa- 
lairct, of the British Army, whose children have 
in their possesion, the gold box iii which the 
freedom of the City of New York was present- 
ed to their ancestor, " for his learned and gen- 
" erous defense of the Rights of Mankind and 
" the Liberty of the Press." 

The only daugliter of Andrew Hamilton, the 
elder, was married to William Allen, who filled 
the office of Provincial Chief-justice with great 
reapectability. He probably owed his profcs- 
eional education tn his wife's accomplished 
&ther, and his official promotion to the in- 
fluence of Hr. Hamilton. He was a man of 
great wealth ; and his children had the most 
prominent places in our provincial society. 



One of bis daughters married John Penn, son 
of Richard, the last Propriet»ry Qovemor of 
Pennsylvania, who built and resided at Lans- 
downe, one of the finest seats on the river 
Schuylkill. He died at Philadelphia, and ii 
buried at Christ Church. He had no children; 
and bis widow went to England, soon after the 
Revolution. The sons of Chief-justice Allen were 
all sin)poscd to take the part of England, in 
the War of Independence ; and some of them 
were seriously implicated. Those who sunriTed 
the War abandoned their native country, and 
left, I believe, no sons ; and the name of Allen, 
as that of Hamilton, is now extinct. The Bor- 
ough ot AUentown, in Northampton (now Le- 
high) County, takes its name from them, as it 
was the centra of tbeir immense family pooaes- 
sions. It is believed there is nothing left of this 

Ct estate to the descendants, in the female 
, still among ne. 

The foregoing ore all the &cts that can 
now be collected of the first Andrew Ham- 
ilton. After the space of four generations, 
traditions of character are rarely preserved ; but 
there is happily in existence, an obituary notice, 
attributed to Dr, Franklin, printed, at all events, 
inhispaper, which, if it errs on the side of eulo- 
gy, can hardly be without a substantial bams of 
truth. Such a character would else be only 
satire in disguise. 

The Obituary referred to appeared in the J^nn- 
syltanin Qazette, of August, 1751, as follows : 

" On the Fourth instant, died Andrrw Hah- 
" n.TOK. Bsi]., and was next day interred at 
"Bush Hill, his Country Seat. His Corpse was 
"attended to the grave by a great number of 
" his friends, deeply affected with their own 
"but more with their Country's loss. He lived 
"not without enemies; for, as he was himself 
"open and honest, he took pains tonnmask the 
" hypocrite, and boldly censured the knave, 
" without regard to station or profession. Snch, 
" therefore, may exult in his death. He steadi- 
" ly maintained the Cause of liberty; and the 
" laws madr during the time he was Speaker of 
" the Assembly, which was many years, will be 
" a lasting monument of his affection to the 
" people, and of his Concern for the welfare of 
" this Province. He was no friend to povrer, as 
" he had observed an ill-use had been frcquent- 
"iy made of it in the Colonies; and therefore 
" was seldom on good terms with the Oover- 
"noTS. This prejudice, however, did not al- 
"ways determine his conduct towards them, 
"for, when he saw they meant well, he vras 
"for supporting them honourably, and was in- 
" detatigable in endeavouring to remove the 
"prejudices of others. He was long at the top 
"of his profession here; and had he been as 
"griping as he was knowing, he might have 
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" left » much greater fortune to hia femil j than 
"be has done. Bnt he spent much more time 
"in heuing and reconciling differences in p 
"Ttte, ^to the loss of hia fees,) than he did 
" pleading causes at the bar. He was just 
"when he ut as Judge, and though he was 
" stem and severe in his manner, he was com- 
"jMuiooateia his nature, and verjslowto pun- 
"uh. He nasa tender husband and a fond par- 
"eat. But these are virtues which fools and 
" hnaves have sometimes, in common with the 
'* irUe and honest. Hi^ free manner of treating 
"religious subjects gave offence to many, who, 
"if a man may judge from their actions, were 
"not themselves much in earnest. He feared 
" God, loved mercj, and didjustice. If hecould 
"could not eobscribe to the Creed of any par- 
"dcdUr Church, it was not for want of consid- 
"eriog Ihcm all, for he had read much on re- 
"lipoas subjects. He went through a tedious 
"ttdness with uncommon cheerfulness, con- 
"sUkj and courage. Nothing of affected bra- 
"Td^or ostentation appeared ; bnt such a com- 
''pnure and tranquility of mind as results from 
"ibe reflection of a life spent agreeably to the 
"l)ffitof man's judgment.* He preserved his 
"nnderstnnding and his regard for hia friends 
"lotbelast moment. What was given as a rule 
"i^ipoet, upon another occasion, ma; be just- 
"ly applied to him upon this. 



Finding himself unable to do justice to the 
prareasioaal and public services of this great 
liwjer and statesman, Andrew Hamilton, the 
writer applied to his friend the^ learned Judge 
Cidnilader, as of all our Jurisconsults, Uie 
°oe most familiar with the judical history of the 
pTDTince, tuid at the same time, best able to esti-

mate at their true value the protbasional abilit; 
and attainments as well as tne public services 
of this almost forgotten patriot and statesmui; 
and he is permitted to extract from Judge Cad- 
walader's answer the following paces, ni those 
preceding, Judge Cadwalader had given some 
memoranda for the private and family history of 
Hr. Hamilton, to which the composition of the 
above imperfect biographical sketch is partly 
indebted. 

Judge Cadwalader writes : " After the above 
" hasty outline of the little biographical know- 
" ledge of Mr. Hamilton which I possess, I pro- 
■' ceed to answer directly your inquiry what is 
" my opinion of him as a lawyer. 

"This opinion is formed solely upon consider- 
"ation of his argument in Zenger's case. This 
" trial, we are told, "made a great noise in the 
" world." [i7 State TriaU, 675 (n),] That 
" which principally made it remarkable was the 
" argument of Hr. Hamilton and its effect The 
"novelty, in htsday, of some of his propositions 
" and of the reasoning by which he supported 
" them, explains the ill-natured contemporane- 
" oua criticisms of hia argument in certain publi- 
" cations inserted in the State Triah. The authors 
"of great reformations are always thnscensured 
" by the short-sighted of their own day. These 
" criticisms were written before the impression 
" of hia views had been stamped, as it has subee- 
"qnently been, upon the institutions of a nation. 
" Reform, through legialation, may be effected 
"with little diffaculty as compared with admin- 
" istrativc reformation of jurisprudence without 
"legislative aid. The Advocate who can effect the 
" latter, especially where political considerations 
" are involved, must be a mental giant. One 
" great excellence of the sj^tem of trial by jury 
" IS, that it affords the means of gradually pro- 
" ducing such formations without revolution- 
" ary perils. Propositions in this argument, 
" which ■ were, strictly speaking, untenable 
" as points of Anglo-American Colonial law, 
" prevailed, nevertheless, at that day, with the 
"jury. These propositions have been since en- 
" grafted permanently upon the political juris- 
prudence of this Continent. If that speech to 
thi- jurors who acquitted Zenger had never 
been ottered, or had not been reported, the fra- 
mera of the Constitutions of the several Btatei 
might not have been prepared for the adoption 
" of provisions like that of the Seventh Section 
"of the Declaration of Rights in Pennsylvania. 
This provision is ' that the printing presses 
' shall be free to every person who undertakes 
' ' to examine the proceedings of the Legislature, 
' or any branch of Govemmeut ; and no Law 
' shall ever be made to restrain the right 
'thereof The free communication of thoughta 
' and opinions Is one of the invaluable rights 
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" ' of m&n ; and every citizen may freely speak, 
" ' write, and print on any subject, being respoD' 
" ' Bible for the abuse of that liberty. In prose- 
" ' cutions for the publication of papers investi- 
" ' gating the afllcial conduct of officers or 
" 'men in public capacity, or where the 
'" matter published !■ proper for public inform V 
" ' tion, the truth thereof may be given in eri- 
" 'dence; and in all indictments for libels, the jury 
" * shall have a right to determine the law and 
" ' the facts, under the direction of the Uourt, 
" ' ae in other cases.' I thus quote the Consli- 
" tulion partly in order to introduce a remark 
" upon the well-known British Act of Porlia- 
"ment, of the year 1792, which is the same iu 
" effect as the last sentence of the Constitutional 
" prorision. This British Statute was pasted in 
" conaeqnence of the effisct upon public opinion 
" produced in Bngjand t^ the Hwediea, in two 
" prerioos cases, of a celebrated English barris' 
"tet, afterwards Lord Chancellor. In one of the 
" cases, this English lawyer had set himself in 
" oppontion to the Court, and to its ruling of 
" uie law as previously laid down in books of 
" Reporta, quite as earnestly as Hr, Hamilton ~ 
" Zmger's case, and no less pugnadously. 

"l6. Hamilton argued three propositioi 
" One, that the jury have, in prosecations 1 
" libels, the same right as in other criminal pro- 
" secntlons, to determine the law as well as the 
"Ikcta under the direction of the Court, has al- 
"ready been mentaoned. Another was, that as 
" the allcf[ed libel concerned the official conduct 
" of peraons acting in public capacitiM, the pnb- 
" lication was justiflaole if the statements ' 
" tme. The otiier was that whether they ' 
" true or blse, the limits of fur discussion of 
" sul^ects of general public iaterest had not been 
"exweded. But the last im>porition, though 
" aisued, was not stated by him. It was blended 
" with the other ; and he rested the caae profea- 
" saonally on the question of tniUt or blaehood. 
" Whether tbis was a defect in his argument 
" ebonld be decided with acautioos reference to 
" its date. The two propodtions which he stated 
"were, in his day, thought innovations. To 
" have stated the third proposition distinctively 
" might then have been an imprudence, It might 
"bavebeen thought demagoguism, and havem- 
" jnred the case of his client. The lights of after 
"bom wisdom have been since cast upon this 
" part of the subject. Its distinct developement 
" was not a duty of the Advocate unless neces- 
" eary to the success of tbe defence. His imme- 
" diate function was not that of the Statesman oi 
" political philosopher. 

" I do not think that the ailment was im- 
" proved by the references near its close to oc- 
" currencee of Roman history. Bnttheseare spots 
" of the sun. I have stated every question which 



" a fanlt-flnding critic of the present day could 
" suggest in order to <jualify the praise due to 
" this argument As a simple forensic effort it ii 
" not surpassed by anything of the kind which 
" is in prmt, as having been uttered by Webster, 
" Erskine, or Pinckney. Theremarkof Hr.Ham- 
" ilton, (J7 Stats TriaU, 703} that he had ' seen 
" ■ the practice in very great Courts' might suk- 
" gest the notion that he had schooled himself 
"upon the observation of some great English 
"models of bis day, perhaps one of the Yorkes, 

" But it is not merely a great forensic effort 
" It displays accuracy of scientific learning, and 
" tbe result of severe self-discipline as a lawyer. 
" The speech ia a sufBcient biography of him as 
" a student of legal science. Ilia method of re- 
" feiring to autbaritiea testa tbe depth of his re- 
" search and the c l e a m ess of hie judgment not 
"leas than the copiousness of his inteilectoal de- 
" velopment Ordinary lawyers work fh)m au- 
" thontiea as their only source of profesMonal 
"knowledge. They thus work, as it wea«,fh>m 
" below upwards. But great lawyers look upon 
"the same precedents from above downward, 
" using them aa the testa, or as examples, of mtts 
"or prinmples deduced from independent and 
" higner sources of thought Of this class wss 
" Hr. Hamilton. His learning must have been 
" profound. But he made no parade of it He 
" stated his propositions in such a form as t» 
" dispense with citations from books ; and yet 
"sncn citatioDBwere obviously at hiscommand; 
" and he seems to have stated no propositioa 
" which he had not previously subjected, in the- 
" coarse of private study, to the standard of a 
" rigid comparison vritb precedents. It is obvi- 
"ouB that he had educated himself in general 
" public law, and was familiar enough with ita 
*' principles to incorporate them with bia argil' 
" ment without pausing to state tbem. If ihMt- 
" sighted men of his own day thought him a 
" demagogne, which I do not believe, tboae of 
" greater forecast mnst have recognised the 
" traits of a statesmanlike lawyer, whoae work» 
" would produce their memorials to be apprecia- 
" ted in a fliture generation, 

" I have thus given my opinion of him as a 
" lawyer. Ton ast also my opinion of him as a 
" legislator. He was, I think, of the clan of 
" lawyers wbo usually make the most judicious 
" lefrislators. But I tm not able to form any 
"opinion of his actual caphcity in this respect. 
" I do not know what Laws he may have written, 
" or assisted in writing ; and have not aufficieoi 
" means at hand of ot^ning the knowledge. I 
"am, however, under the impression that, in 
" Pennsylvania, the legislation of his era was 
" much less important than that of anterior and 
" subsequent periods. 
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" All that I have written is the reanlt of inves- 

'' tigttions made some years ago, which are, in 

" part, forgotten, and which I regret that I have 

■' not, at this time, leisure particularly to renew,

To this may be added the recollectioUB of the 
writer of the above Memoir, that there were 
' fotmd at the Woodlands, when that familj-Beat 
was broken up, many boxes and trunks full of 
le^ papen, met tiding Brie& and OpiuionB 
nuicing great learning and labor, ana indi- 
catioK extensive practice throughout the Mid- 
dle (^lonies. Huch that w>fl mteresting and 
nlnaUe might have been reacned ; bnt the wii- 
KriruKt that time too young to estimate thdr 
worth, and tfat? w we left to the ordinary fate 
efwonn-eaten family papers. Among the books 
*Ucb had been innented by lu. William 
Himlton, were ■ few with the name of his 
grud-father in variona departments of litera- 
ture, tome of them with annotations in English 
ud lAtin, indicatiTe of deep and curious learn- 
ing. The law books had probably passed into 
the poueaaion o£ Chief-jnstdce Allen, who mar- 
ried Andrew Hamilton's daughter, some of 
whose sons were also members of the legal 
pniffMion. There was not much teaming of 
my kind unong the later representatives of the 
Hantiltou name. 

It haa not been thought neceuary to quote at 
Imgth the groat Argximtiat in the Case and 
Tntl of John Peter 2!enger, which is to be 
found in the Britith State Triah and in sereral 

Cl^eta printed at the time, in England and 
rica — the rarest of which is that, in folio, 
from th e pres s of Zenger himself— New York, 
KDCCXXXVI. The peroration, embodying the 
DoUest sentiments, and exhibiting some of his 
peculiar powers as an Advocate, is worthy of 
Wing reproduced at this time, and is as follows : 
'■But why do I go to heathen Some to bring 
" instances of the love of Liberty ? The best 
" blood in Britain has been sbed in the cause 
" of Liberty ; and the freedom we enjoy at this 
" day, may be said to be, in a great measure, 
"owing to the glorious stand the famous Samp- 
"Jm and other of our countrymen, made against 
" the arbitrary demands and illegal impositions, 
"of Oie times in which they tired ; who rath- 
"tr tbao give up the rights of ^tflithmett, and 
"submit to pay an illegal tax of no more, 
" I think, than three Mltrngg, resolved to un- 
"dergo, and for the libertyof their country, did 
" undei^ the greatest extremities, in that artiit- 
" rtry and terrible Court of Star Chamber, to 
"Those arbitrary proceedings, (it being com- 
"poKd of the prucipd men of the Realm, and 



^' calculated to support arbitrary government) 
'' no bounds or limits could be set, nor could 
" any other hand remove the evil but a Parlia- 
" ment. Power may justly be compared to a 
" great river, which while kept within its due 
"bounds, is both Iwautiful and useful \ but when 
"it overflows its banks, it is then too impetn- 
" ous to be stemmed ; it.l>ears down all tiefore 
'' it, and brings destruction and desolation 
' wherever it comes. If then this is the na- 
'ture of Power, let us at least do our duty, 
' and like wise men, (who value freedom) use- 
■' our utmost care to support Liberty, — the only 
' bulwark against lawless power, which in all 
' agee has sacrificed to its wild lust and boond- 
' less ambition, the blood of the best men tiliat 
' ever lived. 



" — Tint when our naighbow'i htmmu onjlre, tea 
" ought to take eare of our ottn. For tho' blessed 
" be Qod, I live in a Oovcmment where Liber- 
" tv is well understood, and freely eiyoyed ; jet 
"experience has shown us all (I'm sure it has 
" me) that a bad precedent in one Oovemment, 
" is soon set up for an authority in another ; and 
'' therefore 1 cannot but think it mine and every 
"honeet man's duty, that, while we pay all du« 
"obedience to men in authority, we ought at the- 
" same time to be upon our guard against pow- 
" er wherever we apprehend that it may affect 
" ouTHelyes or onr fellow-subjects, 

" I am truly veij unequal to such an under- 
' taking on many accounts. And you see I la- 
" bour under the weight of many years and 
" am t>oine down with great infirmities of 
' body ; yet old and weak as I am, I 
" should think it my duty if required, to go- 
" to the utmost part of the land, where my eer- 
"vice could iMoiany use in assisting to quench 
' the flame of prosecutions upon Informations,. 
' set on foot by the Govemm^it, to deprive a 
"people of the right of remonstrating (and 
"complaining too) of the arbitrary men in 
" power. Men who injure and oppress the peo- 
" pie under their administration, provoke them 
" to cry out and complain ; and then make that 
" very complaint the foundation for new oppres- 
"sions and prosecutions. I wish I could say there 
" were no instances of this kind. But to con- 
'• elude ; the question twfore the Court and you, 
" Qentleroen of the Jury, is not of small nor 
" private concern ; it is not the case of a poor 
" printer, nor of New Torh alone which you are 
" trying. No I it may in its consequence affect 
"every freeman that lives under a British Gov- 
"emment on the main of America. It is thfr 
" best cause. It is the cause of Liberty, and I 
" make no doubt,bnt your upright conduct, this 
" day, will not only entiUe you to the lore and 
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esteem of your fellow-citlzenA ; but ever^ man 
who prefers Freedom to & life of Blaverr, will 
bless and honour jou, u men who have baf- 
fied the attempt of tyranny ; and by on im- 

Eartiol and uncornipt verdict, have laid a no- 
te foundation for securing to ourselvea, our 
posterity, and our neighbours, that, to which 
natureand the laws pf our country hare given 
us a right — the Liberty both of exposing and 
opposing arbitrary power (in tho»e partsof the 
world,at lea8t)by speaking and writingTruth," 
At the close of this remarkable speech, there 
was considerable sharp discussion between " Hr. 
" Attorney," the Judges of the Court, and Mr. 
Hamilton, the latter of whom maintained his 
position with that manly dignity by whicli he 
WBS ever characterized. 

The Jury then retired ; but aCt«r a short ab- 
sence, returned. When asked for their verdict, 
the Foreman, Thomas Hunt — whoae name de- 
serves to be remembered— said " Not Oitilty" 

As soon as the verdict was announced, the 
people, who crowded the Hall where the Court 
was held and were fully aware of the magni- 
tude of the question at stake, and strongly sym- 
iiathi led with Zengcr, gave ''three Huzzas in 
"the Hall," doubtless to the great chagrin of 
the Judges who had confidently anticipated a 
'different result. 

To this pamphlet are appended the proceed- 
ings of the Corporation of the City of New York, 
conferring the Freedom of the Corporation. The 
Orant, winch was voted on the sixteenth of Sep- 
tember, 1785, by the Moyor, Deputy Mayor, He-

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN.

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Franklin, In hii latter years, I hare to state 
that I can say but very little, and that little 
only the crude reminiscence of a thoughtless 
Bchool-boy of eleven or twelve years of age, 
whose opportunities of seeing the Doctor oc- 
curred from the fact of my residing near his 
house and being intimate with, and the play- 
mates o^ his two youngest grandsons. 

It ia seventy-four years since the Doctor's 
death, and few persona now remember the lo- 
cation of his house, and none of the present 
generation could have aecn it, as every veatiKe 
of the building has been long since entirely ob- 
literated, in the march of improvement. 

The Doctor's manaion-house waa in the cen- 
tre of a lot of ground, midway between Third 
and Fourth-atreets, about one hundred feet 
wide, and extending from Market to Chestnut- 
atreets. A court, or alley, ten feet wide, called 
" Franklin Court," extended from Market-street 
to the rear of the house, which waa bnilt with 
the front towards Cheatnut-street ; but, some- 
time after it was erected, it waa discovered that 
the title to the front of the lot, on Chestnut- 
street, waa defective ; and the Doctor, rather 
than engage in a litigation, or pay an exor- 
bitant price demanded by the claimant of the 
lot, abandoned it, and used the Market-atreet 
avenue. This fact I heard Mr. B. F. Bache, 
his grandson, relate to Mr. Volney the traveller, 
who enquired why the Doctor had built his 
house fronting the South, to which he had no 
outlet. 

The mansion-house was a plun brick build- 
ing, three stories high, about forty feet front, 
and thirty feet deep, with an entry through the 
centre. There waa a lai^ parlor on the East 
side of the entry, and two rooms on the West 
aide, with a door between them. The kitchen 
was in the basement, with an ice-house under 
it. The Doctor's office or study, waa the North- 
west room, on the first floor ; and there was a 
coal grate, in which he burned Virginia or Eng- 
liah coal. Below this grate, on the hearth, there 
was a small iron plate or trapdoor, about five 
or six inches square, with a hinge and a small 
ring to raise it by. When this door or valve 
was rused, a current of air, from the cellar, 
rushed up through the grate to re-kindle the 
fire. 

The Doctor's bed-chamber was the South- 
west room, on the second floor. There were two 
cords, like bell-pulls, at the head of his bed ; 

e was a bell-pull ; and the other, when pulled, 

sed an iron bolt, about on inch sqnare, and 

le or ten inches long, which dropped through 

pies, at the top of the door, when shut ; and 

until this bolt was raised the door could not be 
opened. 

The house v 



) built before the ReToIution ; 
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but after the War, he made an. sdditioa to the 
Bast end, about eighteen feet wide and tbir^ 
feet long ; the lower room of this addition, was 
a luge reception room, in which the Pliiioaopb- 
ical Society met, for several years. The sec- 
ond floor was his library ; and third floor lodg- 
ing rooms. Hia fton-in-law, Colonel' Richard 
Bache, and family, reiided in the same hoiiBe 
with the Doctor. 

The doors of the chambers, and nearly all the 
doors about the house, were lined or edged with 
green baize, to prevent noise when ehutting ; 
and several of them had springs behind them 
to close them. 

On the Saatb wde of the house there was a 
grass lot, about one hnndmd feat aqnaie, con- 
taining a few floe plane trees, and siirroiinded 
on three sides by a brick wall. From the South 
wall to Chestnut-street, there were afterwards a 
tan-yard and cnrrier's-shop. On the North side 
of the hoase there was an open lot of tha same 
size, extending to the Printing-offlce, which was 
two stories high, built oa each ude, and over 
the court or carriage-way opening on Harket- 

This office he had built, after his retam to 
Trance, for hi* grandson, Benjamin Franklin 
Bache, witii whom I served my apprenticeship. 
The Western room, onthe lower floor, was a type- 
foundry : the oppcmitB room, on the Elast Bide 
of the Ooort, was a book-biidery. The print- 
ing-office was on the second floor, and was for- 
niiuied with every variety of large founts of 
type, from nonpareil to the largest sixes then 
used for poeting-lnlli. The Doctor brought 
them from Paris, when he returned, in 1785. 

After the Doctor's deAth, in April, ITBO, there 
were a great many articles ttiat had belonged 
to him, stored in the loft, over the O^; 
amongst others, a beautifU and valuable Orra- 
ry— which I believe was lent to the Philosophi- 
cal Society — a great variety of electrical appa- 
ratus, and a Bman-dMir, in which I have often 
seen him carried by two men, to and from the 
State House, where he was President of the Su- 
preme Esecutive Council of Pennsylvania. Thb 
Bedan-chur was sent the to Pennsylvania Hos}>i- 
tal, where it remained a great many years, in 
the garret ; but on enquiry abont it, lately, I 
ascertained that it had been broken up and 
burned. 

Daring the latter yean of the Doctor's life, 
he was afflicted with the gout and stone. For 
the latter, hie friends wished him to submit to an 
operation ; but he said that at his age it was not 
worth while to undergo the pain. Although he 
Buffered much from liis afflictions, he was re- 
markably patient and mild. When able to be 
out of bed, he passed nearly all his time 
in hie office, reading and writing, and in 



conversation with his friends ; and, when the 
boys were planng and very noisy, in the lot 
front of tiiB office, he would open the window 
and call to them : " Boys, Boys, can't you play 
" without making so much noise. I am read- 
" ing, and it disturbs me very much," 1 have i 
heard the servants in his family say that he | 
never used a hasty or angry word to any one. 

On one occasion, when his servant was absent, 
he called me into his offlce, to carry a letter to 
the Post-office. Whilst waiting for it, there wu 
a candle burning on the table, with which he 
had been melting sealing-wax. He told me to 
put it out and set it away. I took up the can- 
dlestjokand blew the candle out, wbm he said: 
" Stop, my boy, I will show yon the right wsj 
" to pat out a candle. Light it again." At- 
oordin^^, I lighted the canSe ; and the Doctor 
Kited It out ofthe candlestick, turning the blu- 
ing Old down, until the tallow had (Morly 
extinguished It, when he quickly turned it up, 
aud blew it out, " Now," aaid he, " it can b» 
" lighted again very readily ; and the grease will 
" netnm down the candle." 

The Doctor was remarkable for always hsT- 
ing some kind word of advice or encourage- 
ment, for those around him. You may recollect 
the anecdote, which has been published, of his 
conversation with the man, who was blacking 
his shoes : " John," sud the Doctor, " I v« 
"onea as poor a man as yon; but I was indnsbi- 
"ous ana. saved my earnings, until now I have 
" enough to enable me to live in comfort in my 
"old age," " Ah," but Doctor, replied Johii, 
"if every one was as saving and as rich aayoDi 
" who would black your shoes." .

Dub Stn: 

The Adjutant General has directions to fbr- 
wird what may be necessary with regard to the 
hind-book.

Deab Sib: 

I had antidpated two of your ideas. The 
call upon your Governor for me thousand ef- 
fbctives and the mode of calling out militia 
generally. As to the first, is a mere soporific, to

If they should not be able to act on this broad 
scale, they will become individual pirates; and 
the modem Carthage will end as the old one 
has done. I am sorry for the people, who are 
Individually as respectable as those of other na- 
tions. It IS her government which is so cor- 
rupt, and which has destroyed the nation. It 
was certainly the most corrupt and unprinci- 
pled government on Earth. I should be glad 
to see their Farmers, and Hechanlcs come here.

but as far as I have noticed them, I am not over 
oimBdent in tiie means proposed for either. Ex- 
perience, however, of what will not do, will lead 
them to vriiat wiU, and with their good inten- 
tioDS, all will come ririit Accept the aesonoce 
of my great esteem ana reject.

I am highly gratifled with the oxplidi frank- 
noB of your reply, and with the general tenor of 
your vfaservatione ; how far we are to impute our 
prtaeot degraded dtuation to intrigue, or unfair 
manuement, I cannot pretoid to say ; but I am 
yet of the opinion, which I formed at Washing- 
ton in the Winter of 1808-9 ; and which t then 
on ill occanons expressed without reserve, and 
on lomc occauons, with more freedom tlian was 
acceptable; viz ; that a strict and rigid adherence 
to the embargo was the only safe, sure, and eSec- 
tnal course that we could contemplate, short of 
actual War. Many of nor Gaatem Republicans 
at home were frightened, and by their communi- 
cations to our members of Congress produced 
flnt, doubts, and ultimately, such a general panic, 
M dJMDaged all our measures i how far that panic 
was supported by any individual at Washington, 
I possess not the means of knoning, but since 



that unfortunate period we have been /alltnf 
hath to take better DTonod, as certain militatj 
men have done in Europe, until we have no 
ground to form upon, but I am satisfled thit 
most of those men who, in or out of Congress, 
were induced from fear or other conaiderationa, 
to abandon our strung position, were and are, 
honest and true at bottom, and will I presume 
act better in future. In all a«ROciations or socie- 
ties where the members agree in sentiment on 
great leading principlca, it can never be expected 
that they will agree in all the details that re- 
late to their system, there will be some dif- 
ference in opinions among the most honest and 
beat informal, and some will act from motives 
that are aellish, and some, perhapa, from those of 
a more criniiaal nature, but we must take sAde^ 
for better or for worse, and endeavor to maketlie 
best we can of it,' but I think we ought to i>e ten- 
der and as cliaritable as circumstances will ptf- 
mit, and to make all reasonable allowanced for 
the common weaknesses and frailties of onraw- 
ciates.

Although I liad the honor to become penraal- 
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ly known to jou, severftl years ago, I caimot per- 
BUade mfHelf to iiddress jon in a maniier more 
fomiUar than that bere adopted, leat you ghoatd 
Boppose me indifferent about the distiactioo, 
which eTeo republicans rcco^ize, between great 
talents and serrices on one ude and humble ef- 
forts to be aaeful on the other. Indeed in writing 
to you at all at the present time, and espednlly

Not without shame. She req>ccted you, nr, for 
your talents and for your efforts for macufac- 
tures and internal improvements, but she saidr 
" Hr.

To be dis- 
Unguished by a vote of thanks from the Congress 
of the Columbian Republic, and to obtain tbe ap- 
plause of the Supreme Chief of Mexico, its Libera- 
tor, and the friend of liberty and homani^, are 
to me very grateful occurrencee, and call for my 
wannest acknowledgements. 

In this eventful ase, whmi more great men have 
uipeared within half a Century, than in any ten 
Coitnrles preceding, at the head of nations, it is 
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your hi^ fortune to stand in the same elevated 
rank with Washington. Napoleon and Bolivar. 
The name of the flrst will live in the admiration 
of all posterity, for noble self denial, fordiwnter 
Tittae, the model of all men placed in emi- 
nent power, who shall appreciate durable gloi^ 
founded in the freedom and happinesa of their 
country, compared with the fleeting gratiflcadons 
of a t^npomry and vain ambition, or tbe snbjec- 
■ )n and ignorance of their conntrymen. 

In your memorable oddroes of the ST'th of Sep- 
tember, 1831, in the City of Mexico, I thoughtl 
perceived the evidence ol a great and gencrooa 
mind, and that, like jour excellent contemporary, 
Bolivar, you had reeolved that the new world 
should [tcord iilegihU] the example of these great 
men, equally illustriuus, and the more illustrious 
from being contrasted with the old vrorld. 

The station to which good fortune, your own 
genius, and the hopes of the Mexican nation have 
elevated you, is arduous; bnt it requires only vir- 
tuous constancy to sustainit. The path is glorious, 
but ilB difficnlties must disappear where tbesunl i» 
generous and the views of the patriot are direct- 
ed to secure and perpetuate the happineas of the- 
people. No government can endure, no glory 
can be permanent, where the benignity of th* 
Creator is disregarded by holding men in bondaee 
and ignorance. Tlie brightest glory and the 
beet security of mlers, is the happiness of the- 
people. 

Qoremotente which loee sight of these first du- 
ties may rentun awhile, as Spain and Portugal 
have remained for two Centuries, the rulers exi^ 
ing without love, or respect, or security, livutg in 
fear and feared, dying detested, and only remem- 
bered to be execrated. 

Hen who are not so fortunate as to gain that 
eminence of confidence by which they may con- 
secrate tfaor renown in establishing the freedom 
and happiness of their Country are the most ttt 
be envied of mankind : the example of the good 
and the warnings of bad rulers are before Uiem 
and he must l>e insensible to true glory, who 
will not diooee between the tienefactors and the 
oppmsors of mankind, or who cannot enjoy th^ 
purest of all human delights which is derived 
&om conferring happiness on millions. 

I pray you, most excellent Sir, to excuse tbe 
zeal that ui^^ these ardent sentiments, and pe- 
tnit a man, whom you hare been pleased to say 
yon esteem, tbe op[>ortnnity thus to show you 
that he is not indifferent at unworthy of your re- 

The flrst steps in all great undertakings, and in 
the founding of nations, above all othera, are the 
moat important, and are attended with greatest 
nqwwdblUly. The nation at the head of which 
you are plai.-ed, requires only to be made Iii4>p7i 
what is flrst propoaed ought therefore to be pi^- 
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fomidlj nwditsUd and so adapted as to secnre 
the objecb d«sred ; for after inititntlons are onoe 
Uid so nunf intereeta are created br them, that 
eren for obnoiu improTcment the obttadea will 
become almoat inaupenble. 

Another primary care at the fonadera of nations 
isthat of education. Tbeknowledge of lettera, Brts 
■ltd scieucea, is eseutial in the prtHent age beyond 
lU otbers, and it is by tbis knowledge alone that 
Tiitnecanbe undeistood or appreciated, lan'saiid 
uthoiiticfl apprehended and respected, and pnb- 
Uc secarity and happiness assured wilhont vio- 
laice and witbont cruelty. The moat intelligent 
people will always be the happiest : tliej will be 
tbe least liable to evil dispositions; and they will 
be tS. once the most respectable and powerful. 

Rulera pass away, but nations are perpetual. 
Yon pcsKea the richest country in the am verse, and 
yonrfinuices are not in prosperity. Intimate with 
hnl afhirs, I shall take the liberty of presenting 
inawptrate memorial some ideas on the subject, 
■Denting your immediate regard, along with some 

othcn, md should be happy to promote them by 

CTOT means within my capacilf. 

Tie interests of all the nations of America are 
in th^ nature common, llie natioosof the Old 
World are jealous of the New ; but the New is 
dotined to regenerate the Old; and the powers of 
Eonpe antidpate and fear it : their efforts vrill 
be dinicted to retard the prt^rress of freedom in 
America, to distract and divide them, and thw 
afeeble and reduce them by contention. It is 
in the power of the nations of the New World 
not only to avoid these evils, but to hold the na- 
ticiu of Europe on their own good behaviour. 
Peace is the true iwlicy of every nation ; but not 
uUos ihould be unprepared for War. until Da- 
licm nniversally agree to abandon it ; but it will 
be St all times in the power of the American na- 
tion to avert hostility and to compel the nations of 
Europe to be pacific towards America, by making 
aooitintoD American cause, and by making any 
injory or wrons done to one of the American Na- 
tiom a wrong done to the whole, and employing 
DM arnu but other means to assure justice. The 
tabitnal state of sodety is a perpetual succession 
of eichaDges, and refinement in civilized society 
bis tnade the power of Commerce paramount to 
ill otben in modem times. The New World 
bold* the keys of universal Commerce — the pro- 
ducts of the mines of the New World are those 
keys — and whenever any nation of the Old World 
•grieves any nation of the New, the suspenrion 
«the export of the precious metals would Inflict 
a loore gtierous punuhment than could be effect- 
ed by any military or naval force. 

CoDcnrrent with this general and common in- 
lereat of the nations of the New World, there is 
•oother great and fundamental regulation which is 
tailed (or, rb well for the good of your own conn- 
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try and the other States of America aa for the 
benefit of universal commerce and bones^ among 
men. It is the peculiar interest of America that 
the purity of the coins of the world should be 
maintained, because they are the standards and 
measures of value: they are the keys that unlock 
the wealth of the world; and those who hold 
those keys are, above all others, bound to use 
every precaution ogiunst the false keys, or debased 
tliat paper be not brought to supercede 
)us metals. For these ends, the new States 



as Gnutemala have a common interest and ougl^ 
to have a common compact and rule ; their coins of 
gold and silver, whatever may be their denomina- 
tion, should be of equal purity and e<]ual weighty 
in the corresponding pieces. There is no motive 
for changing the denomination of Dollar, but all 
should concur in their proportional parts to the 
decimal ratio; and the principle of Decimala 
should extend to weights and measures of every 
kind. By these means you would save the Uexi- 
can people from all the frauds to which other na- 
tions are exposed, by discordant systems of coins, 
weights and measures ; and they must follow in a 
reasonable time and order, which, whoever has 
the honor of Biat putting them in force would for 
that alone, merit immortality. 

On these subjects, the ancient Philosopher and 
Naval Officer of Spain, Ciiear, has made an effort 
to produce the system in Spain ; and the Minister 
of the Colombian Republic, Don Manuel Torres, 
who is, perhaps, on these subjects, the ablest man 
living, contemplates introducing the system when 
he returns home, as he is expected to do, to 
take charge of the fiscal departmentof that Re- 
public. 

I have treapatced perhaps, more than I o^ht 
on your attention, but my views are directea to 
your true honor and glory — and may you obtun 
It by true wisdom ; and in the establishment of 
that most glorious of all the monuments of hu- 
man renown, the happiness, liberty and prosperi- 
ty of the Mexican people, accomplish this, and 
no earthly felicity can be greater than your'a, nor 
heaven hereafter.

I hare received yoor favonr of the lOth tnst It 
would afford me great pleasure to give you any 
information tliat might coutiibnte to vindicate the 
dioracter of the statesman and philosopher in 
whom as an American I feel a pride, and to whom 
I was personally attached, having while I served 
irith him in Congress enjoyed as much of Itis so- 
dety as was compatible witii the difference of oar 
ogee. Tour letter is the first intimatJon I iiave 
had that his character would require support or 
illuBtratioa, having considered it as sealed bj tiie 
ooofldence that his country had so often moni- 
feeted in his talents and integrity, and by the gen- 
eral applaose of Europe. When I left France, I 
datenmned to give up politioal pursuits, and to 
devote what remained of my life to those which 
without being quite naeleas to society, would 
leave m« the tranquility suited to my age, and not 
all forth those irascible poMions that, is difficult 
for me much engaged in politic* totally to sup- 

I have not therefore extended my inquiries into 
tlie politice of the d^y beyond what I find in the 
InMlifimetr and the papers of this State, and 
have not aeoi that to which you allude, so that I 
know not on what points Dr. Franklin has beui 
'"led, or of courae how to reply to your in- 
. All I c«a My therefore is, that there was, 



during hu mission in France, a small party In 
Congieas to whom be was not perfectly agreeable, 
and, as I then believed ratber on the score of lit- 
tle differences that had originated in our corps di- 
plomatic in Sarope (several of whom had re- 
turned and had seats in Congress) than for any 
public cause, for I never heard any assigned, bat 
that his age unfitted him for the activity necessary 
to his station, and that it was proper, on that ac- 
count, to give him a coadjutor, whidi it was of- 
ten pressed upon me to be, and as often publicly 
declined from a conviction of the perfect compe- 
tence of the Minister to the performance of any 
duty required by his situation.

The char- 
acter of the CongrcnH of that day will, I thintc, be 
fully vindicated oy the difficultieB they surmount- 
ed and the firnmese by which thw cstabliriied 
their independence wiUiont the sm^lest sacrifioe, 
either to their enemy or their ally, of the right* 
of thdr constituentB. 

He papers of the office for Foreign Afhiri hav- 
ing been handed over to my sncceesor, I have 
none that can be of use on this occasion, but the 
mass of my.public lettera and my private ootros- 
pondence ; and tlieee having been boxed up for 
more than 90 years, I cannot immediately refer 
to them, and the rather as I am just setting out 
for New York. Should I have leisure on my n- 
tarn from Washington, in the couree of the win- 
ter, to examine them, if I find anytbing that may 
in any way be useful to you I will take pleasure 
in transmitting it to you. 

Be BO obliging as to send to your oorreapondent 
at New York the volumes that are already, and 
such as may be, published, (bound and lettered) 
with directions to let me know (p' steamboat) of 
th^ arrival, that I may send for them, as 1 am 
impatient to run them over.

I have been prevented by indispoution from 

flier thanking you for the letter to Col. Gray, — 
• • * — for your opinion on Balance of Ex- 
change with England— the political efFecIs — th« 
polity of supporting the Mexican patriots — and 
lastly, your objections to Gstalilisbing the Bank of 
the United States. I read, at all times, your ophi- 
ions on pnblick measures or political (economy' 
with gratification and benefit. 

Tour opinions on balance of exchange have 
long appeared to me aelf-evident I am not able 
' ' comprehend how they can be qoeetioned ; yet 

trying to enforce them at the Bank I have not 
been snccesaful. I muat believe that aelf-lnterest 
(unknowingly) influentxs ^e jud^ent of a few. 
*i r^ards the policy of giving aid and support 
— the Mexican Patriots, the feelings of good men 
would soon dedde, bnt the beneficial efl^cts have 
not made the same impression on me that th^ 
appear to have made on you — first, on the ground 
of interest, an open generous support of them 
would ' probably bring on na a war with the 
LmrniiAXKa ; fn which we would expend more '■ 
dollars than the present generation would repay 
us. The succeeding generation (as your own ex- 
perience, I believe, has told you) would not be 
alive to the extent of the frikhdckp. There is 
to lay mind another objection — if we are to be- 
lieve the accounts from that quarter, party spirit, 
party feelingH in the Kingdom of Mexico are 
nearer a balance than in othmr parts of Spanish 
America ; whatever l>enevolent feelings may urge, 
policy, I suspect, can give no weight to the male. 

Your excdlent paper has left me no stranger to 
yonr dislike to anything in the fmm of a Natitot- 
al Bank. I have, more than onoB, been dednms 
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of reaaoning nitb you on thnt subject. A* » 
Senator, I was one of tbe opponenta to s NMion- 
tl Bank. 

Tod know enough of my character to know [ 
un DO half-waj man. Tbo acen's I have wit- 
Dessedfor some years post— tbc iniq::itf of moaey- 
changera, comjielled me to turn my mind to aome 
relief for the uninformed, the well inlentioned 
part of society. I liad not depth of nndcratand- 
ing to find it anywhere but in the estnblishment 
of a moneyed inetitntioD that vould give an 
equal value to the circulating moDey or paper of 
the country, that would eqnaliie exchange be- 
tween the diffcrBnt Statefl, that would re«me the 
innocent and helpless from being a prey to the 
usurer, and would compel such infaniy as the 
/orti/ bank* * to hide their heads. 

Allow me, as a small elucidation, to state what 
I experienced. When the specie payment of my 
firstinetalnicntto thcBank of the United States 
became due, I applied to a person by name Harks, 
to procure fUOOO. He replied, " I am at present 
" engaged. Sir, to furnish a China ship with spe- 
" de." I resorted to a broker — be ondertook to 
get the specie from New York — to shorten my 
narratlDD, I had to pay eleyen per cent for a bUl 
DD New York — seveo and a half for turning the 
bill ioto specie — then brokerage, land carriage aod 
insurance. So that my firat payment to the Bank 
stood me in nineteen per cent, and this occa- 
sioned by such a system as the establtshmeDt of 
J/brty Banlct. 

1 fear I have tired you. I will close with good 
wishes for your welfare.

Nine hundred 
pcJiooIh have been founded for the education of 
the working people, meeting every day, without 
the aid and against the will of the priests. It 
is probable that France in twenty or thirty years 
will bethe best informed nation in Europe. The 
quantity of books that are sold is another proof.

IV.— ROBERT EVELYN, EXPLORER OP 
THE DELAWARE.

HoBATio Oatbs Jokbs, Eeq. 

Ht dear Sir ;— As my classmate at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and because of your in- 
terest in antiquaiian research, and activity as an 
officer of the Historical Society ot PenDsylvania, 
I address to you this communication relative to 
an early explorer of the Delaware, of whom I 
find no record in Proud, Hazard, or any of tho 
standard histories. 

Before Calvert and his Colony mailed for thfr 
Chesapeake, Captain Thomaa Young of Lon^ 
lion, a gentleman of influence, received a special 
Commission from the King, dated the twenty- 
third of September, 1688, and published in Rt- 
ver'b Fadira, authorizing him to fit out ships, 
appoint suitable officers, and explore all tem- 
tones in America, with the understanding that 
his movements were not to be impeded by any, 
who had received Patents for portions of the 
country. 

Among the ofilcers appointed were Robert 
EvELTN, as Lieutenant, a nephew of Young, 
and a cousin of John Evelyn, uie celebrated au- 
thor of 8yli>a ; Alexander Baker of Bt. Holbom'ft 
Parish, Middlesex, released from prison, where 
he had been confined as a recusant, to become 
cosmographer of the Expedition, because " skil- 
" ful in mines and tryiuK of metals ;" and also % 
person by the name of Bcott, commissioned a» 
Surgeon. 
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In July, 1684, with two ships, YounR reached 
Juneatown, Vii^nla ; &nd, in a few dajs, con- 
Btnicted a shallop for small streams ; and, soon 
after, sailed up the Delaware, and established a 
Post at Sriaimidc. which, in Speed's Map, is 
not far from the month of the Bchuylkill. Ear- 
ly in 1685, Lieutenant Evelyn was sent to Eng- 
land on Rpecial bnsines", while Yoang contin- 
ued to Bcekfor anavigablc inland route from the 
Atlantic to tbe Boutb Bes. In Bept«inbpr of 
this year, our historian tells us, George Holmes 
and others seiied Fort Nassau, near the site of 
Oloocestsr, on the New Jor«py side of the Dela- 
ware; were taken prisoners by the Dutch ; and 
carried to Manhattan, whence th^ wtfe car- 
ried to Jamestown, in the vessel of Captain Dc 
Tries. 

After Captain Young had passed eighteen 
months in search of the Sontli Sea passage, 
snppoBed to be somewhere about the fortieth 
mrallel of North Latitude, be returned to Eng- 
England and requested the King to gire him 
and bis associates the right to such inland 
CBuntries as they might discover. In 16ST, 
the GoTemor and Council of Virginia 
chose Robert Evelyn, Surveyor of the Cmony 
in tbe place of Gabriel Hawley; but tbe sp- 
pointment does not seem to have been coo- 
[Inned. In 1641, Evelyn was again in England, 
and stated in a publication, that he had, with 
fifteen men, traded near the Schuylkill. The 
next year, he came back to America and was ap- 
pointed bj the Province of Maryland " to take 
" ohorse and command, of all or any of the Eng- 
" tish m or near abont Piseattaway, and to levy, 
" fa'ain and muster tbein." 

Piseattaway was tbe locality where Father 
White bad labored with tiie Indians, one hun- 
dred and twenty miles from Saint Hsjy, per- 
haps Palmer's Isle, described in a pamphlet of 
that day, as " containing 800 acres half mead, 
" half wood, in tt a rock fbrty feet high like 
" a tower, fit to be built on fbr a trading 
" bouse for all the Indians of the Chesa;peake 
"Gnlf and lieth a mile fVaoi each shore in 5us- 
" qoehannock'e river north." 

ffir Edward Plowden, whose wifb was Isabel, 
daughter of Peter Mariner, of Wanstead, Hamp- 
shire, England, treated her bo cruelly, that twen- 
ty-five years after marriage, she was obliged 
to leave her husband's rooil' Boon after, ttiis 
Amily unpleasantness, Plowdeii arrived In Tlr- 
ffinia; and, in 1642, viiaUd Xriwmui, near the 
Schuylkill, "the fort given over by Captain 
" Toong and Master Evelyn." On the twenty- 
third of Hay, the sloops R«U and St. Martin 
were sent from Htahatton to Fort Nassau, with 
orders to the Commiseory of the post to go 
Aboard, and enter the Schuylkill and approach 
tbe place were the English had taken possejsion.

v.— THE BAPTISTS IN PENNSYLVANIA 
BEING A SKETCH OP THE PENNE- 
PEK OR LOWER DUBLIN BAPTIST 
CHURCH.

I.-8KBTCH or TBE CHUSCB. 

The religious Freedom which William Penn, 
the Founder of Pennsylvania, proclaimed as one 
of the organic Laws of his Colony, attracted, 
at the very outset, from Great Britain and also 
from Uie Continent — chiefly from Germany- 
persons of every religious faith. Tbey were M- 
BUri»d, from the well-known character of that 
disinterested philanthropist, who had been im- 
prisoned for his adhesion to the doctrines of tht 
Quakers, that they would find in bis Colony 

Srotection ftom all peiBeeution. Hence, we 
nd Quakers and Church-men, Baptists and 
Presbyterians, and Roman Catholics, and even 
the strange ascetic Pietists of Gcnnony, among 
the earliest settlers of Pennsylvania, and all liv- 
ing together in harmony. 

This same plan had bocn tested nearly half ■ 
century before, by Roger Williams, in his Colo- 
ny of Rhode Island, under far more disadvanta- 
geous circumstances, and where he had advocated 
the grand drictrine of "soul-liberty," at a time 
when such a principle was rt^rded as one of 
the worst forms of neresy, and the maintenance 
of which was one cause of his expulsion by ths 
authorities of Massachusetts. 

Both Williams and Peon had lieen sorely per- 
secuted for conscience sake; and both were, then- 
fore, tbe better able to appremate tbe import- 
ance of allowing every oue to think and act as 
he thought right in matters relating to religiau* 
concerns. Penn, at the banning of bis l^sla- 
tion in Pennsylvania, had passed by the As- 
sembly, the " Great Law," the first Section of 
which bad reeard to religious matters; and, 
among other tniiiss, provided that no peisoD 
tbea, or tbereafter living in tbe Province, shall 
" at any time be compelled to frequent oi 



tain any religiouB worship, place, or ministry, 
"wbatever,contTary tobis or nermind, butsbsll 
" freely and fully enjoy his or her Christian lib- 
" erty m that respect, without any inteiruptiaii 
"or reflection; and, if any person shall shuM 
"or deride any other for his or her different per- 
" suasion and practice, in matter of religiOD, 
"such shall be looked upon as a disturber oi the 
" peace, and be punished accordingly."* 
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It is creditable to both of these noble men 
— liTing at the time they did — ^when religloas 
penecatioii Beemed to be the Terj essence of or- 
Uiodox; in moat Chorches, that although en- 
DuMed, in the oi^anization of their Colonies, 
with Tirt powere, they incorporated in their 
Cbart«ra the doctrineof Religious Freedom, and 
aerer permitted any of their felloV-colonists to 
lafiei for their reli{rious tenets. 

Hub principle, for wliich Wiliiama, in Mew 
Engltnd, and Penn, in Great Britain and Penn- 
^iTUiit, contended so nobty, has at iast become 
minnal in this country, and one of its features 
ii incoiporated in the Constitution of the 
Uniled States. 

Let the names of these men, who were once 
deqnKd 18 heretics and fanatics, be written in 
lettera of gold, for ttaeir noble advocacy of a 
ioctrine wliich is now ao dear to every citizen

atvbm there is any accoont was the Bev. 

Hmhim Dnngan, who settled at a place called 

Cold Spring, between Bristol and Trenton, in 

BneJB Ooonty. The Rev. Morgan Edwards 
Kjf,* ■■ Of this venerable father I can leam 
"no more than that he came from Bhode 
"Uudabout the year 1084 ; that he and his fa- 
"milyaettled at Cold Spring, where he gathered 
"iChnreb, of which nothing remains [in J770] 
" bat a grave-yard and the names of the families 
"which belonged toit, viz, the Ijun^ont, Oard- 
"wri, Wood*, Doj/U, &c; that he died in 
"1(88, and was bnried in said grave-yard." 

Ihis unall Church disbanded in tbe year 1702 ; 
ud its members either moved to other places 
or b««me connected with the Church whose 
biitaryis now to be sketched. 

fit Louer DvbUn, or Pmnepek, Baptist Church 
—the Srst permanent Church of that faith in 
I'oinsjlvania, is situate in what was formerly 
Hie Township of Lower Dublin, now forming 
p»rt of the Twenty-third Ward of the City of 
Philadelphia, about eleven miles North-weet- 
mffdly from Independence Hall. At first it 
WM called the Bamn^tka,^ Petmepele, or Pen- 
W** Church, from a small stream of water 
bearing that name, which runs near tbe Meeting- 
hoMe ; and it was so designated in the Jfin- 
*ttofl}»tPM3ad^Ma BaptUt Attoeiatvm, until 
tie yew 17B4. 

This Church may be i^jarded as the mother 
Oiaith of tbe Baptists in Pennsylvania, New 
feiKy, New York, Delaware and Maryland, as 
iti early Pastors were accustomed to preach 
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the Qospel in all of these Colonies; and hence 
its early history is of more than ordinary inter- 
est. l^eRecords have becucareftiUypreeerved, 
and are contained in a large folio Tolume, 
which is still used for the purpose of keeping 
the Minutes of the Church-meetings. The Re- 
cords state that " By tbe good Providence of 
" God, there came certain persons out of Rad- 
" norshire in Wales, over into this Province of 
" Pennsilvania. and settled in the Township of 
" Dublin, in tbe County of Philadelphia, via: 
" John Satlon, George Batten and Jane, his 
" wife, Bamud Jmtei, and BttraK Eatton, who 
" had ali been Baptized upon Confession 
"of Faith and Received into the Common- 
''ion of the Church of Christ meeting in 
"the Parishes of Llandewi and Nantmd, in 
"Radnomhire, Henry Qregoiy being Chief pas- 
"tor. Also i/oftn Baitr who had been Baptue«t 
" and a member of a congregation of Baptized 
"believere in Kilkenny, in Ireland, Christopher 
" Blackwell, paator, was by the providence of 
" God settled in the Townuiip aforesjid. 

"In tbe year 1687 there came one Samiul 
" Vaut out of England, and settled near the 
" aforesaid Township and went under the De- 
" nominalion of a Baptist and was so taken to 
"be." 

These parties were settled in Lower Dublin, a» 
early as 1687. The previous year, Eliaa Reach, 
a son of the fftmous London divine, the Rev. 
Benjamin Keacb, an eminent author among the 
English Baptists, came to America. Be was a 
gay, wild, thoughtless young man ; and was con- 
verted in a most extraordinary manner. 

Morgan Edwards gives the following account 
of Mr, Keach; "On his landing he dressed in 
" black, and wore a band in order to pass for a 
" Minister. The project succeeded to his wishes, 
" and many people resorted to hear the yomiK 
''London divine. He performed well enouf^ 
"till he had advanced pretty far in the sermon. 
" Then, stopping short, he looked like aman aa- 
" tonishcd. The audience concluded he had 
"b(vti BcJ zed with a sudden disorder; but, oit< 
"asking what the matter wns, received from his 
" a confession of the imposture with tears in hia 
"eyes, and much trembling. Great Washisdis- 
" tress, though it ended happily ; fur from thi» 
" time he dated his converaioD. He heard there 
" was a Baptist Minister at Cold Spring, in 
"Bucks County, to whon he repaired to seek 
" counsel and comlort, and by him was bap- 
" tized."* 

Mr. Keach at once devoted himself to pnach- 
iugtjie Gospel; and, in 1687, visited the region 
of Pennepek, and preached as opportunity of- 
fered. His labors were greatly bleased ; and on 
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the twcnty-fitBt of Kovember, 1687, lie bsptited 
Ibur [KTSODS, A-iz : JoKph Ashton and Jane 
Ashton, hia wife, William FSsher, aod John 
■Watts, These, »> far as is knowD, were the 
first persons ever baptized in Loner Dublin 
Township. 

In the mouth of January, 1G8{, the following 
persona organized tliemselvcs into the Pcnnepek 
Baptist Church, viz: Rov. Elias Eeach, John 
Eaton, Qeorge Eston and Jane, liis wife, Barah 
Eaton, Samuel Jonos, John Baker, Samuel 
Vans, Joseph Asliton and Jane, his wife, Wil- 
liam Fisher, and John Wafts. 

The church book gives the foUontng account 
of ite constitution : 

"Bometime after, about the ll** month, 
*' [Jaiiuarff, IGS}], by the advice of Elias 
"Keach and with the aforesaid Baptized per- 
"sons consent, a daj was set apart to seek God 
"by foetii^ and prayer. In order to form our- 
" seWcs into a Charch state. Whereupon Elias 
"Eeach was accepted and rcceired for our Pas- 
"tor and we sat down in communion at the 
" Lord's tabic. Also at the aame time Bamuel 
" Vaus WHS chosen and by Elias Eeacli with 
" laying on of hands, ordained to be a Dea- 

Such was the founding of what may proper- 
ly be i«^arded as the Brat Baptist Church in 
PennsyWania. There was no pomp or ceremo- 
ny; tliere were no white-robed priests; no let- 
ters permisaory ftom Archbislinp or other prelate. 
There was only the plain apostolic giring of 
themselvea to each other and the Lord, And 
the little band of disciples, thus organlzott an a 
Christian Cliuicli, has continued to prosper and 
increase, and for a period of one hundre<l and 
eighty-one. years lias maintained an active and 
risible existence. 

Mr. Kfftch, with that earnest real whii~h char- 
acterized most of the early Baptist Ministers, 
travelled cxiensively and preached at the Falls 
of the Delaware, (Trenton). Philadelphia, Clies- 
ter, Burlington, Middletown, Oohansey, Salem 
and other places, baptizing such as gave evi- 
dence of trne piety. These, with lucli other 
Baptists aa he found among the new emigrants, 
joined the Pennepck Church, so that, at one 
time, fill the Baptists of Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, were regarded as general members of this 
Church. 

For the convenience of the brefliren residing 
in the places named, the Cliurcli appointed 
"General Meetings," so that o])i>ortuiiity was 
offered for closer acquaintance, communiim, and 
fellowship. In K«ard to this practice, the He- 
cords slate, aa follows: "But howevtr when 
" Elias Keach was with ua, we commonly acted 
" as a particular Church, and at the general 
" meetings all the Brethren from all parts of the 



" Provinces, were desired genetallv to come to- 
"gether to hear the word &c and to commu- 
"nicate at the Lord's Table. These general 
" meetings were appointed twice in the year; 
" once in the spring, about the 3d month, 
"[May], and one time in the fall, about the 
"8th month. [Oetober]. In the Spring at Ss- 
"lem and in the fail at Dublin or Burlington. 
" But it is to be noted that in these times of he- 
" ginning, we had not o|)portunity to be formed 
" into particular Chdrchcs, for want of persons 
" fitly qualified to oversee a Church or to cany 
" on the work of the ministry." 

It would seem that at these General Meetings, 
even when held out of Pennsylvania, ordinsfj 
Church business was transacted, for, at Salem, 
New Jersey, in Hay, 1688, Joseph Ashton was 
chosen a Deacon of the Clinrch at Penncpdi, 
and was ordained there, by Elias Eeach, with 
laying on of hands. 

Mr. Edwards remarks, "They were all one 
" Church and Pennepek the centre of union. 
" where as many aa conld, met to celebrate the 
" memorials of Clitist'H death ; and for the sake 
" of distant membera, they administered the ot- 
" dinance quarterly at Burlington, Cohansey, 
"Salem end Philadelphia; which quarterlj 
" meetings have since transformed into tlirtc 
"yearly moetingB and an A»iociatioo."* 

As the nmnber of baptized believers increased 
in places at a distance from Pennepek, it wu 
considered best to form separate Churches ; aad, 
hence, in New Jersey, the lollowing were consti- 
tuted, viz: Middletown. in the Winter of 168S: 
PiBcataqua, in the Spring of 16BS ; and Cohui- 
sey.ln the Spring of 1690; while, in the City of 
Philadelphia, mi attempt was made by the fen 
Biptists there, Ui fhrm a Church until the secoDd 
Sunday in Decemlicr, In 189B, when four per- 
sons who had been baptized, in 1697, by John 
Watts, and Ore others — among them the famoii' 
John Hdtme. Esq. — who had been baptir.ed in 
Great Britain, met in a house on Birbadof M, 
at the Nortli-west comer of Second and Cbeat- 
nnt-Rtreets, and, in the words of Edwsrdt, 
" did coalesce into a Church for the commur- 
" ion of Saints, having Rev. John Watts to tlieif 
" assistance," 

It seems, however, from the Pennepek Churcii 
Book, that in the Spring of 1688, Elias Eeacb 
held several meetings and preached several ser- 
mons in Pbiladelpliia ; but as no mention i) 
made of his hanng I'sptized, it is reasonable 
to suppose that the first baptism was bv John 
Watts. ■ , I 

As Elias Eeach was at fiiat the only Baptisl 
Minister in Pennsylvania, tlic brethren at Pen- 
nepek were often left without any preacher, as 
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Kr. Keach waa conpelted to visit the aameron* 
bnmchee of the Church, in Pennsylrania uid 
Sew Jenej. In such cmereencies, the Church 
held meiitiiigs for prajer and exhortation, then, 
•a now, called "meetingB for conference." Orig- 
iniliDs BB they did in PenoBflv&nia with the 
Charcn at Pennepek, it may not be uninterest- 
ing to give the following account of their cnm- 
mencement, ai detailed in the Church Records, 
Tii: — "About the same time, that CTerj Brother 
" might have opportunit; to exercise what tiilts 
"God had l^een pleased to bestow upou them, 
"fur the edific.ition of one another, witii the ad- 
"rice and consent of our said pastor, we ap- 
"poioted meetings for Conference, to be held 
'^onthe fifth days of tlio week in which this or- 
"der WBSobeerred. ^<r(t. That at one meeting, 
<' iometimee one Brother and then another and 
'm round, used to make choice of some place 
"uf bo); scripture as they pleased, to bo con- 
''Enred upon the next time, which in the mean- 
■■■Ule WS8 left to considerstiOQ. Secondly, 
'Then tlie appointed time cama, the Brethren 
''tong aasemlMed, the usual custom obsorrcd 
''VIS, for one Brother and then anotlicr to be- 
"pn with prayer and then to deliver their 
"judgment on the text appointed and our Pns- 
" tor concluded. The Brethren wlio used moat 
''commonly and constantly toepeak at these meet- 
" ings were Samuel Jones and John Watte.^' 

These exercises hadtheeffect to bring forward 
Hch brethren as possessed gitta fur prayer and 
cxliDrtation, and to them the CbuFcli was accns- 
biDied to look for asustwiiie, vhen Mr. Kaach 
wuabsent, which, aa stued, was oft^ the case. 
On one occasion during his absence, the Church 
fonnally agreed that John Watts should admin- 
ister the ordinance of baptism, wbioh be ac- 
conlingty did ; but the candidate was not re- 
ceived iniD the Chnrcti, and soon aflier she be- 
came a Quaker. The aii ministration of. the 
Lord's Bupper was however left to Mr, Keacli, 
u his proper work. 

In the year 1G80, difiicultice. haviitg occurred 
about Laying on of bands in the reception of 
members after baptism. Predestination, and 
other matters, the pastorate of Mr. Eeach was 
brought to a close; and John Watts was chosen 
in his stead, l>eing assisted by Bainuel Jones, 
Evan Morgan and Thomas Wood, thus follow- 
ing, as will be olMerred, the custom which 
obtained in the apostolic times. 

It seemed to be a common event, in those days 
of primitive simplicity, I o have in the Pennepek 
Church, a number of gifted brethren on trial, so 
that tbe Church was seldom at a loss for a Piis- 
tor. Meetings in the week were also regularly 
keptnp; and these "gifted brethren" were ac- 
CDitomed to officiate on such occasions. 

Thus this little band of disciples continued 



to prosperj and, in the ^ear 1700, theirnumber, 
liaa increased to forty-sii. 

Among them, as iu Cli urchcs at the present day, 
were some troublesome and perverse spirits, tinc- 
tured with peculiar viewsabout Gospel truth. The 
chief one at Pennepek, was a certain WiUiatn 
Davie, who at first was a Quaker preacher, then 
a Eeithian, and finally a Baptist. He held Sa- 
betlian views, which he endeavored to inculcate; 
but the Church, after several ailuionitions, were 
compelled to exclude him. He afterwards be- 
came a Scvcntlt-day Baptist. To counteract the 
errors of Davis, and also other liercsies, and to 
instruct the children of the mcmljers in the true 
Faith, John Watta wiis requested by the Church 
to prepare a Catechism, " such u one as might 
"also be of use for a Confession of our faith." 
This he did, and it was published in the year 
1700. 

Tbe Church, at first, was wout to meet at tlie 
houses of different members ; but, about the year 
1707, a house of worship was erected on a lot 
near the Burial-ground, the gift of Samuel 
Jon£8, one of tbe early Pastors. In subse- 
quent years, ndditional land was presented to 
. the Church, and aome was bought, so that now 
I there is a fine glebe attaclied to the building, on 
' which sheds are erected for the Hccommodation 
of those driving to Church. There is also a 
grove of noble oak-tree^ affording delightful 
shi^de in Summer. The lUeeting-houae is situ- 
ated .in tlie enclosure devoted to the Burial- 
g):otuid ; and is separated from the grove by a 
public road- 

The first Meeting-house was twenty-flve feet 
square; but, in 1760, it was repaired, and, in 1770, 
there was a neat stone buUdjng erected, thirty- 
three feet by thirty, with pewa, galleries, and a 
stove, which latter accommodatiDn was not to 
be. found in alt the early Meeting-houses. The 
present ediSce was built in 180G, 

The Faith of this ancient Church has always 
l>cen that of tlie New Testament, as set forth in 
the " Philadelphia Confession," which wasadop- 
ted by thi; Association, in 1743, 

For soine yeais, tbe ancient rite of Conflrma- 
lion, or the Laying on of hands on newly bap. 
tiseduicniburs, on IwingrwCiivcd into the Cliurch, 
was practised ; but it was afterwards regarded 
as a matter of indifference, and huncc was dis- 
crintiniied. This question of "Laying on of 
"hands" occasioned shaq> disputes bctwei'n 
tlicm and n Welsh emigrant Cliurch, which 
came from Wales, in 1701, and settled near Pen- 
nepek. The Wc-lshmcu insisted on tbe rite os 
of great importance ; but finding they were op- 
posed, in 1708, the mt^or part of them purchased 
a tract of land in Newcastle-county, Delaware, 
whither they removed and settled — and named 
the place "Welsh Tract." The Church assumed 
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the nuns, and is still known aa " The Webh 
" Tract Baptist Church." 

Pennepek Church also had, for manj yean, 
Sulinff Elderi—vt S|>ecie9 of ofBcera which moet 
of the earl; Baptut Churches of FennsTlTa- 
nia, New Jerse;, and Delaware had among Uiem, 
as the earl; records show. 

The Minutes of the Church contain the follow- 
ing action on the subject of Ruling Elders : 

" 171S, June 19th. A proposal was made for 
"hftTJng Ruling Elders in j" Churchj left to 
"consideration till next Quarterly Meeting." 

" I72S. June ITth. At same time y* Church 
" called forth brother John Holme to take upon 
" him the office of a ruling elder, to which he 
"answered he thought himself notfitlyqualifled 
" for a place of charge and weight ;■ j* place 
"did require." 

" 1747. June 18. Bro. Vansandt was called 
" to the office of Ruling Slder bj prajer and 
" laying oa of hands," 

When this office was discontinued don not 
appear ; but it is certain that it was not used in 
1770. The latest mention of such is in a manu- 
script List of Hembem, for 1768, when William 
Harshall is named as the Ruling Elder. 

As a mother Church, numerous branches have 
sprung from Pennepek, and maintain, even to the 
present day, in their ecclesiasdcal relations, an 
active and prominent position. Among these 
were those of Middletown, Piscataqua, Co- 
h&nsey, Burliogton, and Balem, in New Jer- 
sey; add Philadelphia, Montgomery, South- 
ampton, Brandywinc, Frankford, and Hoimee- 
bnrg, in Pennsylvania. 

As is well-lmowQ, The Fhiladelphia Saptut 
Amoeiation originated under the auspices of 
this Church ; and to its Records we arc chiefly 
indebted for a knowledge of the date of the or- 
ganization of the Asbociatioa The "Yearly 
" Meetings," which were held with ttie different 
Churches, were chiefly for preaching — answering 
to the "protracted meetings" or "convoca- 
" tions" of the present day. They did not con- 
dst of Delegates or Messengers from particu- 
lar Churches, but all who had leisureand were 
90 Inclined gathered together and spent seTeral 
days in acta of religious worship. The brethren 
were thus made acquainted with each other; 
the spirit of piety was increased ; the ungodly 
were often converted ; and fraternal intercourse 
was ^eatly promoted. As the Churches in- 
crease in number, and also in membetship, 
various questions arose both as to matters of 
Futh and Discipline. It was of course desirable 
for all the Churches to have the same Rules and 
toact inunitv; and yet each Baptist Church be- 
ing independent of all others, it was apparent 
3 the Pastors and Brethren, that some general I 



could be freely and amicably discussed, and 
when) counsel and advice could tie given. 
Hence, it was proposed to auoeiate, once a year, 
for this purpose, by representatives from the sev- 
eral Churches. Thb annual meeting was there- 
fore designated by the name of an " Association;" 
but it bad no power or authority to bind the 
Churches composing it, and from the very first 
was regarded as on AdvUory Oouneil — and such 
is the character of alt the Baptist Associations 
in America, as well as in all other parts of the 
world. 

The Church Records of Pennepek contain 
the following items concerning toe fomation 
of the Philadeljitiia Association, which ace 
deemed of sufficient importance to form part 
of this sketch. 

1706. At our yearly meeting held at Phila- 
"delphiathe21, S2 and 38d days of Beptember, 
"it was aneed by our bretliren from Hiddletoo, 
" in East Jerwy and us, that there should be a 
"meeting held yearly for as many of ns as could 
" meet tliose with them at Middleton, with them 
" that could come there from other ports, to l>e 
" held on the third Lord's day in May." 

" 1707. Before our generall meeting held at 
"Philadelphia in the 7"^ month [Septanier} 
" 1707, it was concluded by the severoll congre- 
"gations of our Judgment, to make choyse of 
" some particular Brethren such as they thought 
"most capable in every congregation & tliuee 
" to meet at the yearly Meeting, to consult alMut 
'' such things aa were wanting in the Church 
'and set them in order, and those brethren met 
' at the said yearly meeting wliich t>egun the 
' 27^ of the 7" mouth, on the 7* day of tlie 
' week, agreed that the said meeting should 
' t>e continued till the tliird da^ of the week, 
' in the work of the publick ministry and by 
' whom the publick ministry of the word should 
' be carried on." 

The Chmchee thus uniting in an Association 
—the first formed in America — were the I^hm- 
pet, in Pennsylvania, the WeUh Traet, in Dela- 
ware, the Midiiatoaa, PUeataqaa and Cohantejf 
in New ieteej. 

From that day until the present time, the 
Pennepek, or Lower Dublin, Church has been a 
member of the Philadelphia Association, except 
during a period of fourteen years. After a con- 
nection of one hundred and twenty years, oi> 
the twenty-ninth of Octoljer, 1837, she withdrew 
from the Association, and for five years remained 
un associated ; but, in 1883, she formed oneofthe 
const ituents of The 'Central Union Association, " < 
which was organized in the First Baptist Church 
of Philadelphia, on the thirty-first of July, in I 
that year. On the fourth of October, 1841, she 
withdrew frtim that iiody and united ogun with. 



i«eting was necessary when such questional the Philadelphia AssodaUon, and is at the pres- 
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ent time, the only one of the original Churches 
connected with the Association. 

The increase in membership by baptism was 
it fint Tary gradnal. Prior to the year 1800, 
tli« highest unmber baptized in one jear,jndg- 
iiK from the records, wu sis. 

From 17B8 to 1804 — a period of sii years- 
there were no ba^tisniB, but the services of the 
suicttiuy were &ithful[ j kept np nnder the pas- 
tortl can of Br. Bamnel Jones. In the latter 
year, a glorions work of Krace manifested itself 
wd i reriTal commenced, continaing ontil the 
Tenerable man of God was removed from the 
Chnich militant to the Charch triumphant. In 
IS04, twenty-two were baptized ; in 180G, twes- 
tr-fiw; in IBM, Ud; in 1807, seventeen ; in 
im, twenty-five ; and in 1812, seventeen. This 



ckH lo the faithful and laborious pastorate 
cner hilT a century. 

Tlie vliole number baptized from 176S, when 
tiielimitcs be^ to give the numbers, to 1800, 
I peiod of thirty-eight years, was sixty-tbree ; 
ud the membersbip had increased txim fifty to 
KTeaty-five; while dtiring the next thirteen 
jan, the number baptized was one hundred 
ud twenty-eight, and the membership had in- 
oneed to one hundred and twenty-eight. The 
It^est nunber baptized m any one year was 
nmcty, in 1B60, during the pastorate of Rev. 
Richard Lewis; and the nest largest number 
ns seventy-eight, during the pastorate of Rev. 
Alfred Harris. The greatest number received 
during any one pastorate was one hundred and 
fifty-ffli, during the seven years' pastorate of the 
Rev. James SL Challisa. 

The total number baptized into the fellowship 
of this Cbnrch cannot be ascertained, but it 
miwt be over eleven hundred. Of these, seven- 
t*en were baptized by Eliai Keach; tweaiy- 
Mven by John Watts ; twenty-nine by Abel Mor- 
gu ; nmety-two by Jenkin Jones ; one hundred 
md thirty-eight by Dr. Samuei Jones ; twenty- 
eight by Jacob Gregg ; one hundred and twen- 
tj-eight by David J^es, Jr. ; one hundred and 
fiftj-sii by Jomea IS. Challiss ; one hundred and 
twelve by Richard Lewis ; and eighty-nine by 
Alfred Harris. 

The present Pastor (Rev. William E. Comwell) 
has baptized about seventy peiBons. 

It will thns be seen that tius ancient Church, 
daring the present century, has experienced an 
ilmott contiDuoas ezpenence of the Divine 

During her long existence aa a visible Church, 
the has bod but nineteen Pastors, and in her 
earlier histo^, she had two or three Uinisters 
at the same tune, who labored together in word 
and doctrine aa occasion offered. This arose 
from the fact that the " gifled bretbren " were

brought forward at the "Conference meetings." 
John WattB, Evan Morgan, Samuel Jones and 
Joseph Wood, were fonr brethren who»e " gifts" 
were thus exercised, and who were ordained 
to the work of the ministry, and in turn were 
the Pastorsjjf the Church. Eight of her Pas- 
tors were nalive-l>om Welshmen ; and, for many 
years, Pennepek was the point to which the 
Welsh emigrants were accustomed to direct 
their steps, on their arrival in America. 

Aa a Church, she has done much for the canse 
of BdneatioQ ; and one of her Pastors, the Rer. 
Samuel Jones, D.D., for many years kept a pri- 
vate school where young men were taught Theo- 
logy. The name of Pennepek, or Lower Dublin, 
was kna>ivn throughout the length and breadth 
of the land as the focus of Baptist influence. 
Twenty-two persons have lieeo sentfortii by this 
Church to preach the Oospei. The present mem- 
bership of the Church is over two bondred and 
fifty. There are now in Philadelphia, forty Bap- 
tist Churches, with about fourteen thousand 
members, and in the entire State of Pennsylvft- 
nia there ore fbur hundred and fifty Churches, 
with fifty thousand, four hundred, and uinety- 
seven communicant members. 



L — The founder and first Pastor was the Bet. 
Elias Ebach. He was bora in Southwaii, 
London, jn the year 1666; and was the son ^ 
the famous Benjamik Kbach, Pastor of the 
Baptist Church, in Hartdy-down. Of his early 
education we have no information, but it was 
no doubt libera), as his father was a learned 
man. Like manyyoung men of that day, Elias 
started ofi'to see the world; and, In 1G86, he ar- 
rived at Philadelphia, which had been found- 
ed four years. He was a wild, giddy fellow, 
and passed himself off for a Hinister, drewins 
in black and wearing a band. Morgan 'EA- 
wards, who relates the story, says that Qie pr»- 
ject succeeded ; and manjy people resorted to 
hear the young London Divine. In the middle 
of his sermon he suddenly stopped, as if at- 
tacked with illness ; and, upon inquiry by the 
audience, he burst into tears and confessed with 
trembling that ha was an imposter. From that 
hour he dated his conversion ; and learning that 
there was a Baptist Minister at Cold Spring, in 
.Bucks-county, named Thomas Dungan, he at 
once repaired to him for counsel and advice, 
and is due time was baptized by him. 

Thefollowing year, we find him at Pennepek; 
and, in January, 1688, he wasoneof the constit- 
uents of the Pennepek Church, becoming its 
Pastor, and continuing in that relation nntil 
1680, wlien the pastoral relation was dissolved. 
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He trsvelled extensively in Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania, preaching the Qospel, until 1693, when 
he returned to England, and was not only a 
popular, but a very useful. Minister. He became 
Pastor of a Church, which he was InBtrumeDtal 
in gathering, in Ayles-street, Qoodman's-flelds, 
London, in April, 1693 ; and bo BUCcessf^iS was 
he, that in February, 1694, he wrote to Rev, 
John Watts, thatin nine months he had baptized 
about one hundred and thirty persons. He re- 
mained the Pastor of that Church until the twen- 
ty-seventh of October,1699,wiien he died, after a 
brief illness, in the thirty-fourth year of his age. 
His funeral Hcrmon was preached by Rev. Na- 
thaniel Wyles, and is entitled, Deaw» Arreit, 
the fiaint't Releau. 

Mr. Eeach wrote and published several works. 
First : Pour Sermons preached prior to 1694, in 
Pinner's Hall. Second : A Confession of Faith, 
Church Covenant, Discipline, Ac. Third: Two 
Sermons on Tha Nature and ExeelUavy of ih« 
Oraee of Patience. 

While in Pennsylvania, Mr. Keach married 
Mary Moore, a daughter of the Hon. Nicholas 
Moore, who was Chmf-justice of Pennsylvania, 
and after whom the Manor of Moreland was 
named, he being the owner of that tract of land. 
They had an only daughter, Hannah, who mar- 
ried Revitt Harrison, of England, and had a son, 
John Elias Keach Harrison, who came to Amer- 
ica about tlte year 1734, and lived at Hatbor- 
ough, and was a member of the Baptist Church 
of Southampton, in Bucks-county, Pennsyl— 

The widow of Judge Moore subsequently be- 
came the wife of John Holme, Esq., then of 
Philadelphia, but afterwards of Salem, N. J. 

II. — Rbv. John Watts, the second Pastor, was 
bom on the third of November, 1661. at Lydd 
or Leeds, in the County of Kent, England, and 
caroc to America about the year 1686. He was 
baptized at Pennepek, on the twenty-flrst of No- 
vember, 1687, by Mr. Keach ; and was one of the 
first four converts at that place, and a constitu- 
ent of the Church. He early gave evidence 
of decided talents; and the sameyear the Church 
was organized, he was called to the ministry. 
His labors proved so acceptable, that when Mr. 
Keach reaigned, Mr. Watts was chosen Pastor. 
He was assisted in his duties by Messrs. Evan 
Morgan, Samuel Jones, and Joseph Wood— the 
latter brethren officiating when Mr. Watts was 
called to other places. 

Mr. Watts was a sound Divine, and a man of 
some learning. He wrote a book, called Davit 
Ditfiblfd, in reply to the heresies of a person 
named William Davis, who had been a member 
of Pennepek. This work was never printed. 
He also wrote a Catechism and Confession of 
Poith, which was printed in 1700. 



The pastorate of Mr. Watts continued from 
the tenth of December, 1690, to the twenty-sev- 
enth of August, 1702, when he died, in the for- 
ty-flrst year of his age. He was buried in the 
grave-yard in the rear of the Meeting-house; aud 
his tombstone has on it the following acrosticil 
inscription ;

in.— The Rev. Evam Moroan, the third Pa»- 
tor, was bom in Wales, and came to Amcri<:s 
at an early period. He was a Quaker, but left 
■with George Keith's partv, in 1691. . He was 
baptized, in lflB7, by Tbom'as Butter, a Keithiw 
Baptist Minister, at Southampton, Bucks-coan- 
ty ; and, the same year, renouncing his Quaker- 
ism, he was received into Pennepek. He was 
called to the ministry in 170S, and was or- 
dained, on the twenty-third of October, 170S,bT 
Rev. Thomas Killingworth and Rev. Thomas 
Orifflths. 

Hr. Morgan died on the sixteenth of Febru- 
ary, 1709, and was buried at Pennepek. He wis 
a smart, intelligent man. 

IV, — The Rev. Samoel Jokes, the fooTtli 
Pastor, was bom on the ninth of July, 1657, in 
the parish of Llanddwi, and County of Radnor, 
Wales, and came to America about 1680. He wis 
baptized, in Wales, in the year 1683, by Hcniv 
Gregory, of Radnorshire; and was a constitUvDt 
of the Pennepek Church. He was called to the 
ministry in 1697; and was ordained on the 
twenty-third of October, 1708, at the same time 
Evan Morgan was, with whom he had joint 
charge of the Chufch. 

Mr, Jones died on the third of February, 1782; 
and is buried at Pennepek. 

The ground on which the Meeting-house 
stands was given by him ; and he also gave 

the Church a number of valuable books. 

v.— The Rev. Joseph Wood, the fifth Pas- 

r, was bom in 1658, near Hull, in Yorkshire, 
England, and came to America about the year 
1Q64. He was baptized by Mr. Keach, at Bur- 
lington, New Jersey, on the twenty-fourth of 
June, 1601, and was ordained on the twenty-fifth 
of September, 1708, at which time he assisted 
Messrs. Morgan and Jones in the ministry, He 
died on the fifteenth of September, 1747, and 
was buried at Cold Spring, Bucks-county, 

VI.— The Rev, Abel Mokoan, the sixth Pas- 
tor, was bom in the year 1673, at Alltgoch, in 
the parish of Llanwcnog, Cardiganshire, Soolh 
Wales, and entered on the minictry in the year 
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1603. He commenced preaching at the age of 
nLnetecn ; and wb9 ordained at Blaencgwent, in 
Munmouthshire. Enoch Morgan, tlie third Pas- 
tor of the Welch Tract Church, was his younger 
brother^ and Benjamin Griffith, of Montgom- 
ery, was bis hklf brother. They were all de- 
accnded from Morgan Ap Kyddarch. 

He came to America in 1711, reaching Phila- 
delpiaoQ the fourteenth of February, and was 
called to the care of Pennepek Church, preach- 
ing alternately there and at Philadelphia, with 
(Treat acceptance. 

Id xldition to hia duties as a Miniatcr, he 
^Tf liimself to the work of an author ; and prc- 
psred, in the Welch language. A Ooncordance of 
Ikf Holy SfTiptUTfj. He did not. however, live to 
m it puhlialied ; but it was printed in 1780, 
and contains an Introduction by his brother. 
Enoch. Mr. Mor^n also prepared a Welsh 
Cmlatian of Fiiith. wliich was published. lie 
ditdonthe sixteenth of December, 1732, at the 
^uf forty-nine years. His remainaare interred 
i»i<t in tlie lot of tlic First Baptist Church of 
PJiibdelphia, in Mount Moriah Cemetery. 

TO. — The Rev. Jekkik Joneb, the seventh 
Piiior, waa bom about the year 1686, in the 
Pirish of Llandydoch, Pembrokeshire, Wales, 
lad came to America in 1710. He became Pastor 
nf the Penncpek Churcli, on the seventeenth of 
June 17M ; but resided in Philadelphia, andotli- 
tiated for the Church there, which was styled a 
branch of Pennepek. He had William Kinnera- 
ley IS one of his assistants, and also Joseph 
l^ood, who aided as well as he could, Mr. 
Kianersley was bom near Leominster, in Here- 
fbrdBhire, England, in 1660 ; and came to Amer- 
ica. OD the twelfth of September, 1T14. He was- 
nwer ordained. He diea on the thirteenth of 
Fsbruarj, 1734 ; and is buried at Pennepek. His 
SOD. Ebenbzek Kinnkhbley, was baptized at 
P«nnepek. and became a Minister ; but was more 
distinguished as a Professor in the College of 
Philadelphia, and for hia attainments as a phi- 
losopher, liaving made, in connection with Dr. 
Fnuiblin, many important discoveries in Elec- 
tricity. 

Mr. Jones continued to be Pastor until the 
third of May, 1746, when he was dismissed to be- 
corDC one of the constituents of the Philadel- 
phia Church, which was organized on the fif- 
teenth of May, 1740. He became their first 
Pastor after their separate organization, and 
■loDtiDUcd such until the siiteentli of July 1760. 
Wtm he died at the age of sixty years. His re- 
niaiognowrepoaein the Mount Moriah Cemetery. 
Ui: was a man of considerable abilities, and was 
lliechief cause of having the law of Pcnnaylvan- 
i> altered no as to enable dissenting Ministers to 
perfunn the marrii^ ceremony. He was, be- 



sides, a generous man, leaTiag to the Church a 
legacy towards buying b silver cup for the 
Lord's table; and having also, partly at his own 
coat, built a Parsonage^ouae. 

Vni.— TheRevJ'BrKRPETEiisoN Vahhorkk, 
the eighth Pastor, was bom on the twenty-fourth 
of August, 1719, at Middletown, Bucks-county, 
Pennsylvania ; and was bred a Lutheran. Hav- 
ing embraced the principles of the Baptists, 
he was baptized on theaiith of September, 1741 ; 
and haringbeen called to the ministry, he was 
ordained, on the eighteenth of June, 1747. He 
became Pastor, on the thirty-first of October, 
1747 ; and continued to labor with acceptance 
until the seventh of February, 1763, when he 
resgned ; and on the twenty-third of June, 
1764, he formed one of the constituent mem- 
bers of the Baptist Church at New Jtlills, 
now Pemberton, in Burlington -county, New 
Jersey ; and became its first Pastor. He contin- 
ued suchuntil the second of April, 1768. when he 
resigned, and returned to Lower Dublin, Penn- 
sylvania. On theseventhof ApKI, 1770, he was 
chosen Pastor of the Cape May-church, but re- 
signed in 1775. 

In the year 17S6, he became Pastor of Ihe Sa- 
lem Church, Salem-coimty, New Jersey ; and 
continued in the pastorate until the tenth 
of September, 178B, when he died in the eeven- 
ty-flrst year of hb age. 

IX. — The Bev. Sahukl Joneb, D.D., the ninth 
Pastor, was bom at Cefen y Oelli, Bettus Pariah, 
Glamorganshire, South Wales, on the four- 
teenth of January, 17Sfi, and was brought to 
America by his parents, in 1787. 

Hia fathk. Rev. Thomas Jones, was ordained, 
in 1740, as Pastor of the Church at Tulpehock- 
en, Pennsylvania. Samuel received a liberal 
education atthe College of Philadelphia; and ob- 
tained the Master's Degree, on the eighteenth of 
May, 1763. He at once gave himself to the work 
of the ministry ; and on the eighth of January, 
1763, he waa ordained atthe College Hal!, at the 
instance of the First Baptist Church of Phila- 
delphia, of which he was a member. Thesame 
year, he became Pastor of the united Churchee 
of Pennepek and Southampton ; but, in 1770, he 
resigned the core of the latter and devoted him- 
self entirely to Pennepek ; and continued to oc- 
cupy that position until his death — a period al- 
together of fifty-one years. 

Dr. Jones was deservedly honored and e»- 
teemed by all the Churches of our faith in the 
country. His learning gave him a prominent 
position : and his counsel waa sought, not only in 
the Association, but elsewhere. When Rhode 
Island College was |)rojected, he repaired to 
Newport and aided in the preparation of the 
Charter; and wbenDr. Maimuig died, the Pre^' 
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dene; of tbe College wu offered to him ; but he 
declined it, 'With the work of the ministry he 
connected that of a teacher of young men in 
Theology; and was equally distinguished in 
both capacities. His Academy was located on 
his farm, near the Chnrch ; tmd he sent forth 
many youne men who became distinguished 
proochera of the Gospel, 

Dr. Jones was the author of scTeral small 
works ; but, besides his Circular Letters, none 
were printed, except a Bermon, called Th« Dee- 
trvia of Ota Ootetumt, preached in 1783; A G«R' 
tnry Strmm, preached in October, 1807, before 
the Association; and a small handbill, on Lof- 
inff on qfhandt, which was replied to by Rev. 
David Jones, of the Great Valley Church, 

Dr, Jones was honored with degrees from sev- 
eral Colleges. In 176B, Rhode IslHid College 
conferred upon him the degree of Master ol 
Arts; and, in 1788, the Unireraity of Peniuvl- 
vania that of Doctor of Divinity. 

He died at Lower Dublin, on tbe scrventh of 
Pebmary, 1814, in the eightieth year of his age, 
and was buried in the rear of the Church. 

X. — Jacob Gbiqo, the tenth Pastor, was bom 
in England, and came to America in the early 

r. of the present century. When very young, 
professed relision, united with a Baptist 
Church In England, and commenced to preach. 
Boon after, he entered the Bristol Academy aad 
there prosecuted a limited course of study; and 
left to accept an appointment, as a Missionary 
to Sierra Leone, Atrica ; but soou afterwards 
resigned and settled in Americs, 

Be fliHt preached at Norfolk, Virginia, and 
at Portsmouth, and Upper Bridge. In a few 
years, he removed to Kentucky and became Pas- 
tor of a Church; but he soon left and went to 
Ohio. In 1808 or 1809, he returned to Virginia 
and opened a school in Richmond ; and 
preached cither in the vicinity of that city or 
for the First Church. 

In December, 1816, he became Pastor of the 
Lower Dublin Church, and continued such un- 
til theflrBtoffleptember,1817. Hethen, for about 
eighteen months, was Pastor of the new Mar- 
ket-street Church, in Philadelphia. Subsequent- 
ly, he returned to Virginia : and was employed 
either in teaching or preaching as an it- 
inerant. Ho died m Snseez-county, Virginia, 
after a few days' illness, in 1886. He possessed 
eztTBordinarypowersof mind, and a most tena- 
cious memory. As an evidence of the retcn- 
tivenesB of his memory, it is said that while on 
the ocean, ^ler leaving hb native land, he com- 
mitted to memoir the Old and New Testaments 
and the whole of Watts' Psalms. 

XI. — The Rev. Joshua F. Slack, the eleventh 
Pastor, bKame such, on the first of September, 



1817, and remained until October, 1831. Hewts 
a student at Dr. Staughton's Theological School, 
in Philadelphia. He died at Cincinnati, Ohio, 
on the nineteentii of August, 1822. Nothing of 
his early history is known. 

In the private Diary of Rev. David Jones, his 
-snecessor, there is the following reference to bis 
death, under date of the fiist of September, 1833; 
" This morning, after service, I announced to 
" the people tiio unwelcome intelligence of 
" the decease of Brother Joshua P. Slack, cpy 
" predecessor in the ministry here. It wss a 
"great stroke to them ^nerally, as they had not 
"heard anything of bis Hickness. He died at 
" Cincinnati, Ohio, on the nineteenth of Au- 
" gust" 

XIL— The Rev. David Jones, Jk., the twelfth 
Pastor, was bMH at Brachodnant, in the Par- 
ish of Llanbrynmair, Montgomeryshire, North 
Wales, April, 178G; and, in 1B08, came to Ame- 
rica. In early life, helost both parents, andwu 
placed under the care of annts, whose indul- 
gence had well nigh proved his ruin. He first 
settled on the Big Miami River, Ohio, being in 
the employ of a Mr. Hughes, who had brought 
him to America. Be was then aPsdo-baptist; 
but removing to Columbus, where there was a 
Baptist Church under the care of Rev. Willism 
Jones, he became an attendant there. Thinking 
thathe might becalled upon to defend his views, 
he studied Dr. Lewis's Bod]/ of Ditinity, in 
Welsh ; but was soou convinced that his sprink- 
ling was not Baptism ; and, ere long, he was bap- 
tized by the Pastor of the Columbia Churcb. 
Having exercised bis gifts, he was soon licensed 
by the Duck-creek Church ; and then he became 
Pastor of the Beaver-creek Church, and at tbe 
same time taught a small school. In 1810, he 
resigned his pastorate ; traveled eitensi'elj 
through several States; and, in October, attended 
the Philadelphia Association and visited Lower 
Dublin, the residence of Dr. Samuel Jones, under 
whom he studied Theology; and at the same time 
united with hia Church. He then supplied the 
Cburcb at Frankford ; and, is 1812, became its 
Pastor, and so continued until 1614. 

In January, 1814, he was called to the First 
Church, at Newark, New Jersey; and be re- 
mained there eight years. On the first of Jann- 
ary, 18S2, he became Pastor of the Lower Dub- 
tin Church, and sustained that position until his 
death, which took place on the ninth of April, 
1838, st the age of forty-eight years. 

Mr. Jones was the " David" in a small worit 
on Baptism, entitled LMtr* of David and John- 
"John" was the Rev. John L. Dags, D.D„ then 
of Philadelphia, but now of Bopkmsvilie, Een- 
tncky. 

Mr, Jones was much beloved wherever known. 
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Xm.— The Her. Jahkb Htusaiik Chajj-ms, 
tbe thirteenth Pastor, was bom in Philadelphia, 
' OD Uie foortb of January, 1700 ; was baptized in 
Silem, New Jcreey, on the nineteenth of Octo- 
ber, IBIT, bj Rev. Joseph Bheppard; and was 
lic^ced OD the twenty-fonrth of June, 1821, by 
the Salem Chorcb. 

Mr. ChalliHa was ordained by the Church at 
Upper Freehold, Monmouth «oanty, New Jersey, 
oa the serenth of December, 1822 ; but he had 
been preaching for that Church siace June of 
th«t year. He remained as Piwtor until March, 
1838, — a period of about sixteen years. 

M7. Cballiss became Pastor of Lower Dublin, 
onthethirty-flrst of March, 1838; and continued 
there nntU the first of April, 1845. He was eub- 
leqneatly Pastor at Moorestown, New Jereey, 
bomApril, 1845, to March, 1852 ; and at Cohan- 
Kj—<me of the constituent Churches of the Phil- 
tddphia Association^-from April, 18S2, to 
llltd^l860. 

He retired fiom pastoral daties; and after re- 
Bding for some yean at Bridgeton, New Jersey, 
h djed there on the fifteenth of April, 1868, 
ij«d rixty-nine years. 
XI V. — The Rot. Thohab Roberts, the four- 
(eath Pastor, was bom in Denbighshire, North 
Vtdca, OD the tenth of June, 1788 ; came to 
America ul October, 1803; and settled in the 
State of New Tork. He was baptized by Rev- 
John SteTens, on the ninth of March, 1806 ; and 
by inritation of Rev. Dr. David Jones, Pastor 
of the Qreat Valley Church, Mr. Roberts became 
co-pulor with him, and was there ordained, in 
IfilS, by R«T. Dr. Staughton and Rev, Heasrs. 
DiTid and Horatio 6. Jones. 

When the Mission to the Cherokee Indians 
wu founded, Hf. Roberts went out as a Hia- 
Bonaiy witli Rev. Evan Jones ; and upon his re- 
tain, he became Pastor at Lower Dublin, on the 
tiiird of August, 1845, and so continued until 
thefiratof April,1847. Although in the Minutes 
lie is B^led " a sapply," yet he was in effect 
their Pastor ; and was so returned on the Minutes 
of the Association. 

Mt. Roberts was also Pastor of the ancient 
Chnrch at Middletown, New Jersey. He pub- 
liahed a small treatise on Baptis&L 

He died at Hiddletown, on the twenty-fourth 
cf September, 1&8B, aged eighty-two years. 

XV.— The Rer.RiGHABO Lewis, M.D., the fif- 
teenth Pastor, was bom on the twenty-fifth of 
Joly, 1S17, at Llanidolea, North Wales, bat left 
ttatplace when very young. He was baptized in 
theyesr 1888, when sixteen years of age, by Rev. 
Cornelius Uorrel I, Pastor of the Baptist Chnrch 
stStalybridge. The following year he was called 
to exercise his gifts, and was licensed to preach ; 
And, at the same time, he became Principal of 



a flourishing Seminary. Meanwhile he prosecu- 
ted his studies under Mr. Morrell. 

In June, 1841, Mr. Lewis embarked for Amer- 
ica ; and, on his arrival, spent some time in New 
York, but eventually made Philadelphia bis 
abode. In 1842, he became Pastor of the Mount 
Tabor Church, in Philadelphia, where he re- 
mained until 1847. On the twenty-seventh of 
April, 1847, he commenced his pastorate at Lower 
Dublin, but resigned in 1853, andleft on the twen- 
ty-fifth of April, in that year. He then labored as 
Pastor of the Church at Holmeaburg, until 1860, 
when he resigned. 

Mr. Lewis afterwards studied medicine at the 
Pennsylvania, Jefierson, and Homeopathic Me- 
dical Colleges, and graduated at the latter as 
M D. He now reddes at Prankford and prac- 
ticea medicine. 

XVI— The Rev. Wojuiii Hutohinboh, the 
aixteeath Paator, was bom in the town of Drum- 
lample. County of Londonderry, Ireland, in 
1794; and came to Ammca in the year 191S. 

He was baptized at Oazenovio, New York, in 
1830, by Re^. John Peck, and was licensed, 
by the Cazenovia Church, in June, 1821. He 
entered Hamilton Institution, and graduated in 
1824, and was ordained that year at Cazenovia. 
He returned to Ireland, and preached to his 
countrymen under the Patronge of "The Lon- 
" don Baptist Irish Society." In 1837, he again 
came to America ; and, in 1828, became Pastor 
of the Church at Brandon, Vermont, where he 
labored for three years, '^^le at Brandon, he es- 
tablished j[%« Vermont Tdtgraph, a weekly reli- 
gioas newspaper, of which he became its first 
Editor. In 1881, he became Pastor of the Church 
at Amenia, Duchess- county. New York, and 
continued there until 1888, when he removed to 
Fayetteville, Onondaga-county, and officiated 
for about three years as Paator of the Church In 
that place. In 1836, he went to Oswego, and 
labored as Pastor of that Church, until the fif- 
teenth of December, 1852, when he was chosen 
Pastor of the Iiower Dublin Church, and re- 
mained such until December, 1806, when he re< 

XVII.— The Rev. ALraKO Hahhis, the sev- 
enteenth Pastor, was bom in 1830, at Bulch- 
mawr, Pembrokeshire, Sonth Wales ; and came 
to America in 1841. He was baptized by bis 
father at Remsen, Onddo-county, New Tork, in 
the Winter of 1842. He was licensed by the 
Remsen Church, of which his father was Pas- 
tor. He was educated at a Free Will Baptist 
Institution at Whitesboro', New York ; and was 
ordained at the Berean Baptist Church, in the 
town of Marcy, New York, for which Church 
he preached about six years. Mr. Harris was 
afterwords called to the charge of the Beaktey- 
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viUe and Upper Uount Bethel Churche« in 
PenIlaylvsnil^ and remained with them one 
year, when he became Pastor of the WilliBtown 
Church. After Bcrving that Church for two 
years, ho became Pastorof Lower Dublin, on the 
dxt«enth of March, 1837 ; and labored with 
much sncresB until Hurch, 18U0, wbea he re- 
signed, and took chai^ of the Church of Ho- 
boken, New Jersey. 

Hr. Harris has contributed numerous articles 
to the Welch Magaeina, and is able to preach 
in that langaage. 

XVin,— The Rev, Geobob Eriiptok, D. D., 
the eighteenth Pastor, was bom on the twenty- 
ninth of August, 1610, in the Parish of St. Tho- 
mas, South Carolina. 

He waa baptiised in February, 1888, and 
joined the Robertsrille Church, by which he 
was licensed, on the twenty-second of December, 
in that same year. 

In Januat;^, 1888, he entered Furman Theolog- 
ical Institution ; where he remained two yeats. 
In October, 1835, he entered the Freshman 
Class; of Uadison Univetsity, then called Ham- 
ilton Inatitution, and graduated there in the 
Arts, in August, 1839. In 1840, he was called as 
a supply by the Church at Smyrna, South Caro- 
lina, and while titers was ordained; and the 
fbllowing year he became Paator of the Roberts- 
Tills Church, where he remained nntit 1844, 
when lie was called to the Bpruce-street Church, 
Philadelphia. In 1853, he remored to New 
Brunswick, and becaiAe Paator of the Church 
at that place ; and continued there until 1857, 
wh«i he was called to the Pastorate of the 
Church at North-east, Duchess-county, New 
York. 

In 1882, the Honorary Degree of Master of 
Arts waa conferred upon Mr. Kempton, by the 
University at Lewisburg, Pennsylvania ; and in 
1857, he received the Degree of Doctor of Divin- 
ity from Madison University, at Hamilton, New 
York. In October, 1 860, he became Pastor of the 
Lower Dublin Church. 

Dr. Kempton has preached several sermons 
which have been printed. He retigned the 
chai^ of the Church in lB6fl ; and now resides 
at I&mmoutou, New Jersey. 

XIX.— The Rev, WiUiiAM E. Cornwkll, the 
nineteenth Pastor, was bom in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on the twenty-fourth of October, 
1880. He was baptized at Bridgeton, New Jer- 
sey, on the thirteenth of February, 13S8 ; and 
commenced lo study for the ministrr in the 
Spring of 1854;and on the twenty-eighth of July, 
1S69, be waa graduated at the Theological De- 
partment of the University at Lewisburg, Penn- 
sylvania. 

He was ordained on the twenty-^stb of Octo- 



ber, 1859, at Woodstown, New Jersey ; and wss 
subsequently Pastor of the Church at Canton, 
Salem-county, New Jersey. 

On the eighteenth of March, 1886, he com- 
menced his labors as Pastor of the Lower Dub- 
tin Church, and still continues to hold that boo- 
orable [Kisition. During bis pastorate he has 
baptized a targe number; and a Mission Chapel 
has been built and dedicated, at Pox Chase, a 
lew miles from the parent Church.

Conduct, and Conrage, encotmtering every ob- 
(tacle that want of money, men, arms, and am- 
mnnitioQ could throw in his way. AJi impu- 
tial world will say with you that he is the 
greatest man on earth. Hiraortunei are the els- 
ments on which he shines. They are thegronnd- 
work on which his picture shows to moat ad- 
vantage. He rises superior to them all, they 
serve as foils to his fortitude, and as stimulanti 
to bring into view those great qnalities which, 
in the serenity of his life, his great modesty 
keeps concealed. I could fill the side in hit 
pnuse, but anything I can say cannot equal hii 
merits or raise your Ideas of them. 

I lament, my dear Sir, the very small repre- 
sentation which America presents in Congress 
The members will soon be reduced to the num- 
ber of 3S — how unequal to the importance of 
its Ooimcils ! I am sorry to say that I thinlc 
they already savour of the Truth of an obserra- 
tion contrasted to that in Holy Writ, "that is

We make a blessed hand of recruiting here, 
of nine regiments we can bring scarce 2000 
men into the field. The havock which the 
sickness that pervaded the Southern States 
last year made amongst them, and that horrid 
expedition which was undertaken against Bt. 
Augustine, in the most inclement season, thinned 
the Army of some of our best men, and has 
discouraged others from enlisting. 



Every soldier has a little sphere of influence, 
within which he moves, and, as far as it ex- 
tends, he disseminates his prejudices, and paints 
his wrongsand his sufferings. His friendshave 
theirs, and thus a disgust to the service is pro- 
moted, and now almost universally difiused 
through this State, The impolicy of high 
bounties, given by our neighbours, has driven 
tis to the imitation of them. This has served 
no purpose but to depreciate our money, and 
raise the ideal of importance of these who are 
fit for soldiers. I thought long ago that patriot- 
ism in the ranks of our Army was mere cant, hut 
am now sorry to find that the absence of it, has 
not been supplied by its usual successor. Avar- 
ice. It is needless to say that tho depreciadou 
of money occasions this backwardness. It it 
a fact that we depreciate money by extmvagaiit 
bounties, and increase the evil by attempts to 
remedy it. The Mines of Potosl are not equal 
to our present mode of conducting the war, and 
the weakest minds amongst us be^n to reascm 
upon the possibility of our not making good 
our engagements. To the enormous Dounty 
given by the Continent, this State has added 10 
dollars, and 150 acres nf Land. We have been 
driven to it by the practice of other States. 
Those who first set the example have much to 
atone for. 

The Marlin and Bruin Hen of War came over 
Cape Fear Bar the other day, and burnt several 
outward bound vessels. We are totally de- 
fenceless here from the want of a few great 
guns and a small fort, and shall furnish a glori- 
ous harbor for the enemy, to refresh themselves 
and annoy the Southern States. Bo exchange a 
little conversation with Mr. Hamit [f] on this 
subject. He is a judicious man and a sensible 
agreeable companion. He has acquired a for- 
tune, and is somewhat conversant with trade. 
He will be useful to some of your Mercantile 
Committee. I beg your notice of him. Hehas 
a high opinion of our friend S. Adams, and my 
countrymen in general having been formerly ac- 
quainted in Boston. 

I hope this will find you quietly settled with 
your family at Philadelphia, and that Mrs. Mor- 
ris will not again have to expose herself and 
little ones to the fatigues of a flight. I sincerely 
felt for them the inconveniences which thef 
suffered, and your anxiety from the separation.

The KTeat Apoatle informs us that, " whatso- 
" ever Uiings were written aforetime, were writ- 
" ten for our learning,'' so that some account ii 
to be made of every part of Sacred History. 
Since I received the request of this respected 
Battalion to serve you on this publick occasion, 
nothing has occurred to my mind better adapted 
to onr condition, than the story of tbe Civil 
War which commenced among the Tribes of 
IsraeL Here we find men descended from oiu 
common Parent, men ponessing one land, men 
under the same laws and religion, yet at litt 
engaged in bloody Battles. Such is the pma- 
cions natnre of sin that Ood will suraly viat * 
dissolute People at laat, tho' he bears long with 
their manners. The Tribe of Benjamin had de- 
scended a decree beneath brutes in vileaos, 
their atrocious crimes cried to Heaven for veo- 
geance, and Providence ordere an event that 
■hoiUd begin the qnarrel. A Levite lodging in 
Qibcah received intolerable abuse by the death 
of his wife ; and the manner in which it wu 
pen>etTated exceeded a;iy crime before heard of 
m IsraeL Yet, as it respected only a few, ou 



blood; bnt when Ood in judgment designa ta 
visit a vicious People, the things that beloof; to 
their peace, are always hid from their eyes. The 
injured Levite being fnlly persuaded that evtrj 
mode in hia power to obtain jnstice would be 
impracticable, applies himself for justice to all 
the Tribes of Israel. They view themaelvia 
bound both by tbe laws of nature and revela- 
tion to interest themselves in the canae and fi- 
nally to prosecute every mode to brinr such 
flagitious offenders to condign pnnismnenL 
Therefore tiie whole Congregation, from Dan 
even to Beersheba, assembled at Hizpeh to con- 
sult on the important occasion ; and their con- 
sultation we nave in the words of the Text 
From this psrt of Sacred History, we may vo?

L That it has been the duty of People in 
ages past in order to obtain Justice, to take up 
arms even against such as were nesrly allied by 
blood and interest.

L I o show when it is the duty of a People 
Uli]^ and be deaf to the influence of natoml 
to ud take up anne aRsinst an Enemy, tho' 
aeirlj connected by blood and interest. 

I. Avign some reasons why such a People 
iloiild be united as one man in defenoe of Jus- 
tiee. 

3. Ajtd lastly, prore that a People thus en~ 
p^ed, ought to be final; and resolutely deter- 
nlDed nerer to deeert the cause 'till Justice ia 
obuined. 

Cnriosity,i>erhap9,m8y have brought some hith- 
trind others may hare more religious motives to 
iBifmble at this time ; but I must beg leave to 
let ];oa know that I judge it not meet to blend 
Stite affairs and religion together, for every- 
thing is beautiful in its seaaon, and things dis- 
tinct in natnre ought to be preserred bo in time. 
The way of Salvation, the things which are 
purely spiritual, the religious exercises of a yet 
gndoDS soul, tho' the most pleaung tliemes, are 
Dot the subjects demanding our present atten- 
(ioD. We are now united in defence of our 
liberty and Country, as men, resolved to main- 
tain onr canse against the nnright«ous claims of 
Great Britain, tho' she is nearly allied by blood 
and interest ; nor would we stand in a cause, if 
it Kas not clear both from reason and revela- 
tion. But as this is a point now little disputed, 
I would therefore, 

L Show when it is the duty of a people to 
be deaf to the influence of natural Ues and take 
up arms against an enemy, tho' nearly connected 
by blood and interest. 

1. It must be confessed that War of any kind 
is to be esteemed in itself a very great calamity. 
Every method should be prosecuted to prevent 
ii, and above all, a Civil War, if poaaible, ought 
to be avoided; but when great mjuries are re- 
ceiTCd, when repeated offences are given, then 
we are to become deaf to the Power of natural 
and appear in defence of Jus- 



tice. This was the case with the Tribes of 
Israel. A Levite's wife was murdered in the 
most savage manner. Tidings came to all Is- 
rael, of this great wickedness wrought in the 
land. No doubt but their conBciences were as 
binding on them to arm themselves on this oc- 
casion, as they can possibly be againet it in any 
among us. In the Mosaick law, there are some 
Cases of the natural connection wherein a father 
was deaf to the influence of an obstinate son ; 
therefore he was to bring his rebellious son be- 
fbre the Elders & witness against him that 
he would not obey his voice; he was both a 
glutton & a drunkard (DeuL xxi, 30, 21) A 
you know the Elders were to stone him to death. 
We see when the provocations are great, when 
the iiyurieB are intolerable, the love of Justice 
is to bear the sway aeainBt all connections. 

And now to attend to our own case. The ia- 
ioiies sustained by the arbitrary acta of the Par- 
liament of England, the provocations we have 
received by their hostile invasion of our land, 
are so very well known, that it is scarcely necea- 
sary to repeat them, especially as these have 
be^ principally considered in another Dis- 
course; * yet it may not be amiss to bring to 
mind a few particulars of our grievances. 

According to history, America Bt first was set- 
tled by persona wearied of oppression in Oreat 
Britain. They sought a retreat in the wilds of 
B heathen land, esteeming it better to live near 
Savages than Tyrants. The Kings of England 
being sometimes cloyed a little with the blood 
of Persecution, favoured these adventurers with 
Compacts or Charters. Here our forefathers 
thought themselves safe; but we see to our sor- 
row in our days, these solemn agreements are 
dispensed with at Pleasure, To enforce cruel, 
imjiTst, and unconstitutional acta, armies are sent 
against us to destroy at pleasure. Boston made 
no resistance to the admission of the Troops, 
not supposing thst Britain was capable of so 
much Barbarity as experience has taught them 
since. Many ere kept as prisoners in tnat City, 
and none can come out without being robbed. 
No regard is paid to private property. Ships 
are ceized, cattle and provisions are taken by 
violence. In short, mv countrymen, such ore 
the grievancea that no deah con bear it, if pos- 
sessed of spirit or virtue. 

When this is the case, we see our duty is to 
be deaf to oar former connections, and gird on 
our arms against an enemy so unjustly engaged

2. When a people have uacd over; reasonable 
.mesng to accomiuodate raBttera, and all attempts 
proTe aborlive, it is then their duty to be deaf 
to the ties of blood or other coimectione, and 
aeek tor justice in the onlj mode b; which it 
can be obtained. In this point we have for our 
example the conduct of the Tribes of Israel. 
Eren alter they were at the great expence of 
assembling the whole Congregation at Mizpeh, 
they sent men through all the Tribe of Benja- 
min, making the reasonable request to deliver 
up the s«na of Beliel which were in Gibeah, 
that they might be put to death ; but to no pur- 
pose, for " the children of Benjamin would not 
" hearken to the voice of their Brethren the 
" children of larael." When they had thus es- 
sayed to accommodate matters by requesting 
■the life of the guilty Murderers and were re- 
pulsed, then they esteemed all thi'ir abettors 
equally criminal, for their de'ending the villians 
made the cause their own. In this Point we 
have carefully copied after the example of Is- 
rael ; we have tried every mode of reconcilia- 
tion, & hitherto with the same success of 
Israel, for the Children of Britain will not hear- 
ken to the voice of their Bretliren, the Chil- 
dren of America, but call the injuries " pre- 
■" tended grievances." No doubt last Fall our 
Congress thought the measures consulted, if 
duly pursued, would be attended with ealutary 
effects, but, by experience, we are taught the re- 
verse, for our antagonistB resolve on every meas- 
ure to enforce their iniijuitous laws. What 
could be done now 1 Petition after Petition has 
been made in vain. We then resolved not to 
trade with them till our grievances are removed. 
They resolve that we shall trade wi.h none else, 
and carefully strive to prevent every State from 
trading with us in such articles as our present 
circumstances require. Now even when blood 
has been already shed, we still continue our 
suit for an honorable reconciliation, but we 
have no reason, f^om any former Conduct, to 
think that wo shall be heard. Is not our News 
constantly filled with fresh accounts of large re- 
inforcements getting ready to sail against us ? 
Tho' we may fight with our blood relations, the 
present case is such that we must be deaf to tlie 
influence of such connections and unite in the 
-common cause of our own defence, which brings 
us to the second thing proposed which was, 

II. To assign some reasons why such a People 
ebould be united as one man in defence of Justice. 

The reasons are many and very important. 

1. Unity is the great means of strength. The 
Scriptures inform us that a threefold cord is not 
easily broken. Josepbus thinks that Jerusa- 
lem conld never Ir^o ' lieen taken had not di- 



viuons taken place. Unity gives strength manj 
ways, not only from the considtration of num- 
bers, but when some desert or will not appear in 
the good cause, it tends to dishearten ulliets, 
& the business lulling on a few, it makes theii 
struggle very hard & attendi-d with innumw 
able disadvantages. la building the walls of 
Jerusalem'thc work went on rapi<]lv )H-C:iuseall 
were intent on their business. A^e are laupLt 
in Scripture thai a house divide<l againi-l ilt^-l/ 
cannot stand. This must he the case if dit^vii- 
sions were to take place among us. We slioolil 
soon fall victims to our enemies' rage. 

2. Unily always strikes Terror in our encmits, 
We have reason, good reason, to l>clieve tint 
matters wuuld never have been in Ibcir present 
8tal«, had it not liecn for the represi'iitulins 
given by some dissalislied iKrsons, that mimvaf 
us would join the Ministerial Army on their ti- 
rival J therefore all tlie blood which is or slmll 
he shed in the present l)isputc, lies at the 'loot 
of such impru<Jent or wicked irerxons. Weit 
Administration lully persuuded ihat we arc 
resolved to live ordiensonemiin, matters wniild 
l>e soon accommoUntcd; but still they hope to 
divide us & therefore persevere in thi-ir liarKi- 
rous Measures. They dreaded ourunity, & there- 
fore strove to divide the Colonies by pretcndiil 
lavours to any that would cumply with tlnii 
mi-asures; but ourCol"nieBarenot to be thitsdr- 
ceived. They had virtue enough to disregsrJ 
theiiyuriousproposal, resolving to live or die to- 
gether. Nor are we to suppose iheirSchemnsft 
at an end. Endeavours will Ik; made, no doolil, 
either by seeming favours or terrible threat* to 
divide us, but we hope that our Guil will citc 
us virtue enough to withstand all their devirvs. 

8. Another reason why we should lie united 
as one man is, we are all interested inthccaDKe. 
Every man ought to consider h niself so ciin- 
nected that his happiness stands or fal s ivitb 
the preneut Dispute. We are not fighting to 
gratify the pride or ambition of tyrannical Task- 
masters. No; every man is fighting for his a«D 
Lilierly & Pro|ierty ; and surely it is an un- 
gcneiDUB conduct for any to ])rosecute llieit 
worldly business, & perhajis i-eproacb the very 
men who are nobly defending their righia 
This, my Countrymen, I confess, is very provok- 
ing & yet 1 hope that patience may bo suffi- 
cient to bear it & pat a due ref^aid to th I 
Text which says, " Be not overcome with evil. 
" but overcome evil w.th good." If we con- 
sider tlie Cause in this point of view, we niu; 
be fully persuaded that unily will more aoil 
more prevail throughout all the C lonies. 

4. Another argument ti> unite u« as one nisn 
may be taken from tlie consequences of Dii>coril. 
Divide & destroy is a good muiLim in Sta'c 
policy. The Scripture informs us titat s iioan- 
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dirided asainEt itoelf cannot stand. We hare 
reason U> fear, if Diacord takes place, that after 
our beat opposition, the Colonies will finally in 
^rt be subdued. The marine Coasts wilt l>e 
oblidged to submit to the arbitrary measures of 
their enemies. GovemmeDts will )ui changed 
& modified agreeably to the tyrannical pleasure 
of Despota. It was a remark of one of 'the 
wisest kings that ever the world knew, that " a 
"pmdeat man foreseeth the evil & hideth 
"nisiself; bat the simple pass on and are pun- 
"iabed," The eviJ that is before ns, every pru- 
dent man must foisee; for were we to submit at 
pleasure, the Consequence wiU be to keep a 
stinding Army, not to defend us Imt tn ktep u- 
in Slavery, If we are overcome, the case will 
be the same. An army we shiill have, ready 
with violence to enforce any bar' 'sroua measure 
on pain of Death ; so that matters ere In such a 
Mndition i»ow that we have no other redn,-9S, 
but under Ood to unite as one man in defence 

of ill that b near & dear to ua as men bom 

bttmi who mean to die so. 

Some may flatter themselvea with hnpea of 
BJIder me&fiures, but such justly merit the ap- 
pellation of the simple that pass on and are 
punished. 8i>me there are among ua, who tell 
us that their conscience will not allow them to 
pay a Provincial Tax, which is levied only to 
support defensive War. What will tliey dowhen 
tbeir Tax shall be to support suldiera only to 
keep them in SI ivery ? " The simple puss on 
"tnd are punished." Let these now coi aider 
what they do & say before it is too late \ for 
if we coma under arbitrary government, no re- 
gard will be paid to conscience. We may be m> 
onhappy as to see these yet lamenting their oli- 
atioacy & folly when it is too late. Let us 
cow therefore, unite as one man in defence of 
ourselves, our liberties, & our properties. Let 
no religious distinction sway us. Let former 
injaries be forgotten, & let us appear as one 
maa in the glorious Cause of Libbrtv. 

nt The third & last particular was to prr.ve 
that a people thug enga ed, ought tq be firmly 
& resolutely determined never to desert the 
Cause 'till justice is oiitnined. 

1. No great deeds can Iwacromplished with 
ont a firm perseverance in nil proper means ; nor 
is an undertaking of great imporiaTce and 
which requires great resolution, on many ac- 
counts. There aremnny calamities attending it, 
and if we were not firmly and reecihitely deler- 
mined never to desert ttie Cause till justice is o'l- 
tained, we should be discouraged. When we go 
forth ID War, we should first consider the ciilnui- 
ilies attending it, that we may never tleeert the 
Cans*. 

One of the evils attending War is, loss of Es- 
tate, especially in such circumstances as the pres- 



ent. What great expense, in loss of time or oth- 
erwise, have many gentlemen already sustained f 
We must expect the expenses to !« great; our 
Taiea for a time must lie heavy; hut we still 
have this hope that time will diminish them — 
a hope which could not lie indulged in Slavery. 
We shall by & by repent, if we are not de- 
termined never to dcsei-t the Cause till justice is 
obtained. 

2. Another great calamity attending War is, 
the great alaiighier of men. The Prophet says, 
" every battle of the warrior is with cnfuged 
"noise and garments rolled in lilood." Tho' 
our cause is just, yet great slaughter may be 
made before a victory is obtained or the eonteat 
otherwise decided. This was the case with Is- 
rael in their ve y first b ttle, when twenty-lwo 
thousand were aUin. This was enough to cause 
them to return, were they not resolute in their 
dispute. But even the next Imttle waa with the 
loss of eighteen thousand ; yet they continued 
& gained n cr>mplele victory in their third en- 
gagement. This it is not more probable may 
l>e the CHse with us. We have indeed proved 
successful hitherto ; but we must rcmem1«rthat 
our antagoniats arc only preparing for War. We 
may expect much more i loody battles than any 
which have been fought, if matters are not Boon 
accommodated. If this should be the lase, 
men th^.t are firmly & resolutely engaged, are 
in a great measure iuvincibc. This was the 
case with the ancient Britons, They never 
could, by furce of arms, lie entirely c nquercd by 
the Saxon Kings. They fouud it necessary to 
rutnat to the more inacccesilile parts of the Is- 
land called Wales, esteeming It better there to 
live free, than to piiasess the best part of the Is- 
land, in Slavery, We are belter situated, for 
were we at last oblidged to retreat, our retreat 
would be an advantage. We should make a 
happy change in moving to the wilds of Ohio — 
a laud equal to any on the glol>e for fertility, & 
only wanting a b ave people to enjoy the bounty 
of creation. But at present «e hope to be able 
to retain our land, and tlierefore we should 
make a finn and resolute opposition, 

3. Firmnexs to perseve e in the good Cause 
wilt l>e an evideme that we fight from Princi- 
ple, but if we desert the Cause, it would argue 
that we were not men of conscience lut were ac- 
tualei' by passio s or other motives which were 
ba.t. Let us therefore never desert the Cause 
liut atand firm even unto Death. If tliis should 
Ite I he r-Bue, we die in a good cauae, & no good 
man can have any pleasure with the prospect of 
out living the lllierty of his country. 

4. Lastly, another argument why we should 
he detemiined never lo < eaert the Cause is, tho' 
we may meet with repulses, we know not how 
soon Qod may appear for us Ss give success to 
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our noble Struggle for that Liberty which is 
His own gift unto us. The tribes of Israel met 
with defeata, multitudes were aUin; but this 
might be to prevent them from ascribing victory 
to themgelvefl & to place their dependence on 
God. In their third engagement a flnal victory 
is obtained. By their example, we aee men 
ehonld be firmly & resolutely determined nerer 
to desert the good Cause, for God will give snc- 
cesa in His own time. We see also that in War 
it is right to take all advantages. Israel fixes 
some in ambush Sb used a stratagem to draw 
Benjamin from their town. This was effected, 
& when the B«Djamites knew it, their hearts 
fsinied with fear & amazement. They flee in 
great precipitation tovards the wilderness, but 
the battle oTertook them, and all fell save six 
hundred who fled to the rocks for refuge. 

L Seeing that we are come to the unhappy 
period that it is our Duty to take up arms 
against England, let us avoid all things (hat 
would prevent oneness of mind — lay aside big- 
otry in religion, fortcet former abuses, & strive 
as one man for the liberty of our Country. * *

1747. 

Many of our readers are awaro that some 
twenty jesra ago,during the time when Doctor 
John "G. Palfrey was Secretary of State, mesi- 
ures were taken to obtain from England, dulj 
certified copies of the Proceedings of the Coun- 
cil of MaRsachusetts, the original volumes lisv- 
ing been destroyed by fire, in 1747. Finding, 
however, that there is a blank in the Records, 
from February to December, 1747, it has seem- 
ed desirabla to point ont this deficiency and iti 
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ctnse and in part to remedy it from the news- 
papen of the day. 

The nine volumeB of tranMribed Records cov- 
er the period from the twenty-fifth of May, 
1S86, to the tnenty-niath of December, 1687. 
Tliec there is a bl&nk to the sizteeDtli of May, 
1693; and then the Record e are complete to the 
tveDty-seventh of February, 1746-7, Then 
conies a blank, hereafter explained; then the 
original Records for eight years; and then a 
Toluuie of transcribed Records, for the period 
from the thirtv-flrst of May, 1765, to the four- 
teeoth of ilay. 1774. 

The origins] Tolumps, eicept that portion cov- 
ering the administration of Androa, which may 
have disappeared at an early date, were destroy- 
ed in the firo wliich partly consumed the Old 
Slate House, in Boston, standing at the head of 
Btale-street. From thenewspapers of that date, 
we copy the tbllowint^ account of tliis disas- 
tmus Are, the alleged cause of the disappcar- 
ince of every old State- document which is not 
DOW forthcomin(t : 

"Yesterday morning between 6 & 7 o'clock 
"■e were exceedingly surpriaed by a most ter- 
''rible Fire 'which broke out at the Court House 
"in this Town, whereby that spaciousand beau- 
"tiful Building, except the bare outward Walls, 
"his entirely destroyed. As the Fire began in 
"tlie ndddle or second Story, the Records, 
"Books, PtiperB, Furniture, Pictures of the 
"Kings and Queens, &c., which were in the 
"ConnciiChamljer, the Chamber of the House 
"of Representatives, and the Apartments there- 
"of. in that Storv, were consumed; as were also 
"the Hooks and Papers in the Offices of the 
" npper Story ; Those in the Offices below were 
" mostly Hived. In the Cellars, which were 
"hired by several Persons, a great quantity of 
"WineaandotherLtquorewereioBt. The pub- 
"lick Damage sustain'd by this sad Disaster is 
"inexpressibly great and the Loss to some par- 
"ticular Persons, 't is aaid will amount to sev- 
"eral Thousand Pounda. The Vehemence of 
" the Fliimea occasinn'd such a great Heat a 
" set the Riiofs of some of the opposite Hoi 
'' on Fire notwithstanding they had been c 
" ered with Snow, and it was extinguished with 
"much DiSiculty. How the Fire was ooca- 
" sion'd, whether by Defects in the Chimney or

The account in the BogUm Svening Pott, fur 
the fourteenth of December, adds, " the fine

"Chamber were destroyed as were also the 
"Books, Papers and Records in both the Lob-

deposited in an OfBce upon the lower Floor, 

were most of them preserved," 

Tlie same paper prints the following Extract 
from the Jtmmal of the Hquk ofBepretentatwei- 
'* 13 Deeember A. D. 1747. 

" Upon a motion made and seconded, 

" Retohed, that the House now mnke particn- 
■' lar Enquiry how the late Fire in the Court 
" House was first discovered, and by what 
■' Means it was occasioned. After examining 
'' the Door-keeper and receiving a particular ac- 
" count of the Time and Circumstances of his 
" leaving the House, the Evening before, and 
" enquinng of those Gentlemen who early dis- 
" covered the Fire, 

■' netohed. That it appears to the Batisfac- 
"tion of this House, that the iafe Fire which 
"consumed the Court House, proceeded from 
"the Wood -work under the Hearth taking Fire, 
" and that the Fire first broke out in the Entry- 
" way between the Council Chamber and tha 
"Representatives' Room, and from thence went 
" up the Stair Case, and through the Roof, and 
" continued until the House was consumed." 

The Records copied at the State Paper Office 
in London were authentic duplicates sent to 
the Home OoTemment. In one case, however, 
in 1747. these documents are imperfect ; and 
the reason is given in the following note:

Know all Mbn bt trgsb PKBaBHT8, That 
I, Hesckiah Usiier, aoinetime of Boston in New 
Eoglanil. considering the mortality and frailty 
of ail Mankind in this world (and now 
apecial by reason of y* Heathen Enemy) Do i 
CBuae to revoke my Will that was owned befc_ _ 
Joshua Moody and John Russell &c. the 7th of 
July 1637, and declare this to be my last Will 
aud Tewtamcnt. 

First, I do acknowledge mv aelfe a great Sinner. 
for which God in his nghtenus Judgment hath 
In many ways afflicted me, (as thinking to give 
my selfe some diversion, I have followed i 

Pleasures that hath not been so helpful, but 
3th been more hurtful.) And do find and be 
lieve a honest calling to be brought up in, & 
diligent in it, is the bent to be att';nded, and to 
prevent many Sins, especially Idleness, which 
together with pride, may prove ruinous to thi 
poor Country.nnd though my ains are many (and 
to some sins I have given entertainment, which 
have for some tijne oven stopped the mouth of 
Prayer & Kindred Communion with God, — and 
caused him to withdraw; for as ourfatlinginto 
sin is gradual, and so our departing from Qod 
generally is. if God leave ua We shall bo given 
up to Ilypocricy and Impenitencj, unless there 
is anew Conversion and we return to God 
and Ood return to us,) I yet hope through the 
Grace of God bestowed on me, there ia a Repen- 
tance, and hope of Remission through the Suf- 
fering of my Lord & Saviour (as I hope) and 
Mediator, Jesus Christ, & of my acceptance into 



God'a Favor, and hopes of his mercy forever ei' 

tended to me. By writing of these few LinM 
it's that eveiy one ahould consider serionslj 
within himselfe. Do not I live in some knonn 
sin t pride, pleasure, Covetuousnesa, overreach- 
ing, that are hardly to be discerned & more dif- 
ficult to be rooted out. And it may be, tlus 
may be asan Arrow at ad venture,tbat may enter 
into the joint of the Harness, or els« no Likely- 
hood of any good to be done, and yet, however 
good words in Prayers, yet if the Boul is con- 
scious to itselfe that some beloved sin of plea^ ! 
ure or profit Is too much indulged in, theSoale i 
may prove an Achan to him or them that con- 
ceale it. For it's hypocricy to pray to God to 
repent of ain, and have general acknowledge- 
ments, and yet to retain their beloved sin orsibs. 
and will not part with them; aud therefore tlii) 
lobe a Warning to leave off our sins though plea- 
sant or profitable, as at the end it will be more 
bitter than sweet; whereas the labour for good, 
the Labour passes & the Good remains : and on 
the other hand he that hath much pleasure in 
hia sin, the. pleasure, that is gone, but the guilt 
and evil thereof remains. And as Davidsaith: 
" Mtin at his best estate is vanity," and Sulomon, 
that " Vanity of vanitys," and, "all is vanitj 
" and vexation of spirit." 

And when it shall please God to bring m; 
Change on me as for my body, I desire it niST 
be decently buried, and not much money Iw 
spent on my Funeral, for I have seen some tb'l 
have been so expensive at their Funerals, that 
the living have sutfercd for the burying of the 
deceased. And as to the dispose of my out- 
ward Estate. In the first place, I desire that 
all my due debts ahould be paid as soon as pos- 
sibly may be. And unto my dear wife, whom I 
may count very dear by her Love to what I had 
but not B. real Love to me, which should accoant- 
ed it more worth than any other outward En- 
joyment; and for her covetouaueas & overreach- 
ing & cunning Impression that has almost ruins- 
tea me by a gentle behavior, having only words 
but as sharp sworda to me, whose Cunning is 
like thoae to be as an Angel of Light to others 
but wanting Love and Charity for me, and like 
Sir Edm* to oppress the people and his hand 
not to be seen m it and done by his Conni'il- 
And therefore I do cut her off from the bene6t 
of al 1 my Estate. & do not bestow anything upon 
her but what the law doth allow. Because I 
look upon hor as deceivable in going over for 
England, gettingft grasping all her Estate to be 
in her hand, and of mine whatever was done 
for her by me to be ungratefiiH ; and her stav- 
ing away to be an implicit Divorce, and gives'l 
into the hands of women to usurp the power 
out of the hands of thwr Husband's, rather thsn 
in a way vf humility to soek their Haabud'* 
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good. If they cmn live comfnrtttblj abroad 
vitbout them thej reffard not the 1 roubles or 
T«niptatianB of their Husbaods Kt lionie. & so 
became Heperste; which is far worse than the 
Doctrine of Derils which forbid to niBrry. But 
•s to her Daughter Bridget if her mother had 
not been bo undermining & OTerrcRChing for 
her I should have been willing to hare done 
what I could tor her. And do give her the 
Tumbler with the Anns of a spread Eajjle with 
two heads, (but I think one head for a iHidy is 
eiongh) and the Table cloth of the best Daninsk 
& the napkins thereto. And this mj Will 1 
mtke to be a Warning to those women that 
biTe DO Love for their FIiiBbands, but to whst 
ibtyha?e; which one had iKtter had a Wife 
that had not been worth a groat, than to have 
one that hatli no love for him. And do desire 
Ihuse many papers that I have writ as to the 
ErtI of having aWife only in name, & to seek 
tlitiiiBelves in a nay of separation from their 
Hvbands & the duty of Wives to their Hus- 
\mAi &c : — that they & all my Letters sent to 
Kidam Bridget, may be perused by some wise 
understanding pious person, that where any- 
tfiiag hath been acted by :nyselfe thnt is not 
raorenieut, something miiy be added for ii sup* 
ply ; but let liim be onb that is for men to Rule 
ID their owne house: — (hat it mav be a matter 
(■f benefit to some that may fallow after me; 
tnr which cod I do propose that lie or thev 
oiight have £30 or £40 allowcil him or them 
for the compiling of the same. As to her that 
h reputed my Wife if she acknowledges any- 
itiiD<; wherein she hath done amiss, I freely 
forgive her ; I do not excuse myselfe altogether, 
hut my Lovfc to her & admiring of her pentele 
earringe &c, occasioned her & her complices to 
miirp that power over me whereby I have been 
cunningly overreached and abused several ways, 
4 therefore propose this for warning to others. 

Concerning the sum of £350 to be paid to her. 
I am in Bonds ; and she would have had a 
Letter of Attorney from my selfe and against 
my selfe ; her separating of her selfe & Estate I 
eouiit as the disatmulling & breaking of Alar- 
riage Covenant, — and so a Divorce. 

Concerning my relations, I could wish there 
had been a. real Love between us. But so for as 
I perceive, their own Interest hath been sought 
by them either principally or remotely: and 
though I may be faulty in some things yet to 
be an disregarded ai I have been, it hath been 
• trouble to me. 

Hy Brother Jonathan Ting who has been the 
most obliging of them, I do desire he may be 
my Executor, and have the advice of my uncle 
WyiljB. 

Though my estate is encumbered yet if it 
plttM the Lord to bless New England & cause 



them to flourish. I believe my Estate will be 
something considerable; & whether it will be 
attributed to Melancholy or distractedness that 
I make such a will, I must leave it — but could 
wish that all things had been better managed 
on all accounts. 

As to my brother L" sher, I allow him the ten 
pounds due for warehouse, and the twenty-five 
pounds difference as part of the one quarter of 
tlieStocklhat belonged to go to the Estate of my 
Honored Father, dceeased, I bestow upon bia 
wife and children. 

As to my Brother & Sister Bhrimpton, I give 
to them ten pounds apeice in acknowledgement 
of former kindnesses received. 

As to my Brother Ting & Sister Ting I do 
give unto them one hundred pounds to be at 
their dispose. 

Concerning the minerals. If it anything con- 
siderable should be, my will is, for the one half 
to be given to my Brother Ting & the children 
begotten of my Sister Ting, & the rest tor pub- 
lic charges ;— only somewhat to be paid into 
the han^ of llr. Dyer, for the relief of himself 
& uf someothers thnt laid out more than iscon- 
venient in Minerals, as myselfe at present do 
think 1 have done. 

To my Uncle WylJys to give him twenty 
pounds, and to my Aunt Wyllys ten ponnds, & 
if my Estate will uotreoch to what is proposed, 
tlicn to proportion it aecordingly. And as to 
Robert Usher, it' he should marry and it should 
please Ood to afford hira children, that then 
tile Fiinn at Konucowcos. or part of it, or some 
other Fannc might be for him to live on. and 
his children to Iw brought up with Learning ; 
but especially that of one of his sons, if he 
sltould have any, that may prove most docible, 
not having regard to elder or younger. But he 
that is most ingenious may be brought up to 
Jjenrning: & so, what is left after my cousin 
Robert s decease, if any scholar, he to be'lirought 
up ti> enjoy it. .\nd ibr the Land no woyes to 
l>c di^jHisi'd in ^a\e. but most ot the Revenue 
etil to bring up n schoilar that, if it please, he 
orthey may be an Instrument or Instrimuiits to 
do much good in the time of their being here 
in this world. Or ('Ise. to be dispiined on some 
poor man's Son that is very desirous to \ie a 
Scholar: but let him l>e ingenious & bashful, 
rathi-r than to be too confident & bold ; for that 
generally is not wanting to those that have large 
parts or think ihey have. Yon may bestow 
some gold rings on some Relations if you please, 
but OS to a real Cordial Friend they are (ike to 
a Phcenix, rarely to be met with. 

But if some should meet with this Will they 
would count it that it is not eonipot mmttit, lu 
one sense I will owne it ; for 1 know not what 
< to do for I have to many Belationa, that if I 
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should go to them for relief, (as the old Proverb 

is), I shoulil be well fitted. 

Sut to m^ dear RelatioDB & Friends that have 
anjr well wishes for what I have rather than for 
myseU', I wish wherein they have done well, 
thej ma; have the goad and the comfort 
thereof; & wherein they hare done amiag, that 
they may tmly repent & return to the liord, 
that he may bestow hie Grace & mercy upon 
them. Some may take delight in their child- 
ren when the^ go to Lectures to hear Sermons, 
though I believe to many that much good it 
hath done them; but on the other hand, have 
a care that they do not go thither more for 
pleasure than profit, which edifies not, and that 
children be imployed in some Imployment A 
Calling and so to betake themselves to it ; for 
hearing of Sermons, and attending Prayer, Pri- 
vate Meetings, or being brought up a Schollar, 
•r one tliat hath a general knowledge, will not 
maintain without some Imploy or calling; and 
it's to be feared that same that are ready to go 
to all Meetings, ^et if they neslect their particu- 
lar Duty & Culling at home, it may not issue in 
good to their Family. 

But all things ought to be done orderly with 
wisdom and prudence to Edification ; not to 
have men's abilities and persons in Admiration 
■o as to neglect those that duty does oblige to 
honor. And it's geueraity reported that men of 
parts have not thatLovo to the MinistiT as they 
should, but to make use of it so far aa it may be 
helpful to them. And others that are in the 
Mbistry do adhere to particular portys & do 
seek the favor and Company of those that ore 
most beneficial and delightful, especially the 
affectionate good Madams, thinking the best 
not good enough for them, — with something ol 
a neglect of those that formerly have been obli- 
^ng; & others that should be visited for God- 
liness sake, which rarely is to be found, together 
with neglect of Studies, & not with that gravity 
A meekness as ought to be. The which those 
that are not guilty, it hath no reflection on them. 
But those that are. let them reflect within them- 
selves. I wish there may be a narrow Search & 
what ia amiss may be amended. For to be 
truly religious, free from Covetousnesa A vain 
glory. & to be pious, meek, & humble, it is very 

To my Wife, if she comea over to New Eng- 
land before she heareth of my decease, with an 
intention in Loveto live with me, then I bMtow 
on her Three hundred pounds; the which is to 
be paid out of plate, Household Btufif, or the 
beat can be mode out of my estate. To Mre. 
Lake, I give to her twenty pounds. To her 
Daughter Cotton ten pounds. To her son at 
Mr. Shrimpton' five pounds. To old Mrs. Poole 
Ave pounda, whom 1 looke to be a friend to me 



A my wife; for thereat generally* are partial, 
leaning to Madame's side, which [II tear bj 
their Counsel A affection each to other, hue 
ciiused her to err from the Rule, whatever liigh 
Conceits they may have for their own wisdom 
A knowledge. 

It may be asked why I make such a Will ? 
The Reason, Because what I have said vhen 
alive, I believe it's forgot; But what now{I| 
write, it may be some may remember it, 4 [I] 
do wish itmay b« for their good. 

(To Hezekiah Browne I forgive his debt.) I 
hardly finding any footsteps for such a Will u 
this, nor neither know I where to meet with s 
wise, humble, & meek man, (the which I could 
wish there were many of them)tocommuDicatc 
my selfe to, unless it be one or two whose dc- 
ciisions will not permit; and so [I] expect bj 
some they will find fault, and coodemit, A nM 
also. But I shall then after my decease, htm 
no Eares to heare them, or to be troubled al 
what they may say. But on the other band, it 
may be an occasion to some that may lollon, 
not to flatter when Ihey are getting out of the 
world, but to leave some savings and prescrip- 
tions that may be of benefit'to ^ture ages ; ihtn 
I [shall] have attained the end of the writingof 
thisWiU.which in most thingsl could wishliisd 
occasion that it should ' a ' been otherwise, 

I wish to Relationa Frienda, A all people, 
that they might walk more circumspectly. Ic- 
ingly, holily, A humbly with God, that the Lord 
in mercy may return with a Blessing to tlieii 
Soul, Bodys. A Estates.^and to enjoy Commu- 
nion with Ood here, A to be made Vessels of hon- 
our fit for the Lord's use ; and when they fhsll 
have ended these few days here they maybepw- 
takers with eternal communion with God forever. 

Which is, as I hope, the humble request of 
my Lord with God for my selfe, A so d^ 
daring this to be my last Will until I see cacH 
to change it. I fear many that pray they doit 
OS a Task or Custom, A wlien that is done, tbej 
have done ; A do not mind whether they 
have a return or not ; but some when at tbeit 
house do too much Feast, something is neetft' 
sary to refresh. 

To Goodman Warner I forgive what moiny 
is due from him for Rent, A to Hr. Waliis I gire 
five pounds.

"The L'Ibi.eb or de Inbdlab are of s noble 
familj ; they bore topaz, on e, chief, sappire, 
three lions, rampant ol the first ; the; took their 
name from the Isle of Wight, where, and in 
Hants, tbej had large estates, flourishing in 
great credit «nd honor, the most memorabie of 
them was Jolin de Insula Vecta, summoned bj 
that name to the House of Lords in the reign of 
K. Edw. n. 

-The Lord Lisle was the son of Sir William 
L'lsle, of the Isle of Wight, Knight, who died 
during the treatj of the Isle of Wight, and left 
ihis. his son, a fair estate ; He was bred to the ' 
l*w ; chosen a member for Winchester, 15 and j 
1G Cha. Li and took the Corinant in 1843, be- I 
came a Colonel in the Army ; a commissioner I 
of the oeiT Great Seal, and an assistant to | 
Bndbhsw, the President of the High Court ot ' 
Ja»ticethat tried the King, sitting close to, and 
consttDlIf attending the President, during the 1 
whoJe time. He was chosen one of the Council : 
nf Slate in the ;ear 1646 and 1850; and the 
Parliment for his servicee, gave him the maalcr- | 
siiip of St. Cross, an ecclesiastical preferment, i 
worth eight hundred pounds per annum, and i 
fur his sake, a reverend Doctor was deprived. 
He was one ofthe Council of State in 16S3; and I 
though partial to a Commonweaith, accepted 
many places under the Cromwells, particularly 
that of Keeper of the Great El«al, which, i 
Wbitlock informs us, from his want of experi- 
ence, he was iU able to eiecute. He was Recor- 
dtr ofthe town of Southampton, called in 1654 
and 1650; he was also appointed a Governor 
for Bchools and Alms-houses : but what was 
mucfa to his disgrace, Oliver made him the tool 
of his severity — ho was President of bis high 
nigh Courts of justice,in which were condemned 
the unfortunate Colonel Gerard, Mr. Towel, ' 
Sir Henry Ilingsby, and Doctor Hewet. He 
sat in the restored Pariimcnt ; but finding the 
confusion must end in the restoration of royalty, 
he prudently retired to the Continent. The 
Parltment proscribed him and confiscated his 
eatatea. Hewa8,perhaps,asPre3identof the High 
Court of Justice, the most unpopular chamcter 
in the Kingdom, for it was debated in Parlia- 
ment to condemn every person who had ever sat 
in any High Court of Justice. Three Irish ruf- 
fians shot him dead as he was going to church, 
al Lansanne, in 1664 by procurement of some of 
the Royal family, probably the Given-mother. 
He has the character of a clouded, severe repub- 
lican." — NoBLK'fl Memoir) of tht ProtttetoraU 
mnue of CromatlL 378, 374. 

To the foregoing I have but to add, from 
Burke that the Lt«les were fonnerl; Barona of 



England, by the title of Lord Lisle, of the Isle 
of Wight, which title has been in obcyance 
since the reign of Edward IV. 

Of this family was the great Sir John Lisle, 
one of the first twelve Knights of the Garter, 
Lord High Admiral of England, t«mp. Ed. Ill, 
and asoldierintheHoly Wars, where he greatly 
distinguished himself. He was buried in Bt. 
George's Chapel, Windsor, and in Bt. George'a 
HalL nis arms are emblazoned. 

John Lisle, one of Cromwell's Lords, as be- 
fore mentioned, was of this family. He married 
in 1637, Alice, daughter and coheiress of Sir 
White Beckonshaw, of Moyles Court, Co. Hants, 
by Edith, his wife, daughter and coheiress of 
William Bond ; Lady Lisle was thus connec- 
ted with the families of Bond, Long, Whilmore, 
Churchill, and many others of distinction. 

The cruel fate of Lady Alicia Lisle has inves- 
ted the name with apainful interest. Prom the 
vivid pages of Macaulay's nittory and the mure 
miuute record in the ii/'e o/' (Ae Duke ef Moti^ 
mouth, by George Roberts, I have attempted to 
compile an account of this most iniquitous trial. 

Alter the failure of Monmouth's ill advised 
and futile attempt to win the kingdom, com- 
menced the task of discovering and punishing 
his followers. Judge Jeffreys, whose name has 
become a synomym for judicial tyranny and 
wanton cruelty, commenced his campaign in the 
West, where the '-Bloody Assize" began at 
Winchester. 

Two of the vanquished rebels, John Hicks, 
and Richard Nelthorpe, the former a Noncon- 
formist divine, and the latter a lawyer who had 
been outlawed for his share in the Rye House 
Plot, had sought refuge in the house of Lady 
Lisle She received them, and sheltered them, 
but, on the following morning, aparty of troops 
searched the house, and discovered them both. 
This cose was the first which was presented to 
Jcfireys ; and he determined to give, at the out- 
set, a'fearful warning to the guilty Dissenters. 

The bearing of the Judge was violent and 
overbearing ; the witnesses as we shall see were 
confused in their statements; and the jury brow- 
beaten and forced to give a verdict entirely op. 
posite to their sympathies and l)elief It was a 
matter of doubt whether Lady Lisle knew that 
her gnests had served under Monraoulh. Her 
own declaration was, that she believed Hicks to 
be in concealment, only for the oflence of preach- 
ing at conventicles; and there was no testimony 
to rebut this statement.* 
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AfraSn, the Jurylnqolml whether the priMocr 
coald be found t^oilty of concealing a penon 
-.t'ho had not been convicted of any offence, m 
Hicks had not been tried. The Jadf^, in defi- 
ance of law and equity, replied that it made no 
difierencc. On the other point, the Judge, 
equally contemming the rules of juitice and 
propriety, told the Jury that Nelthorpt had 
privately informed tiim of the whole conversa- 
tion bctweenHickaandhimself at supper, when 
it WAS asserted, Hicks informed his hoRtre°s of 
the true cause of his concealing himself. It 
was on the strenffth of this evidence that the 
charge of miiipvison of treason was to be sus- 
tained. Besides thus performing the task of a 
witness, Jeffreys crosB-eiamined the witnesses 
with the uiraost ferocitjt. 

He terrified one witness, who sought to pre- 
varicate in order to shield his mistress, by re- 
ligious admonitioiu. thus working on his belief 
as a Preeb;t«rian. Having silenced and bewil- 
dered all who bad atight to urge for the defence. 
he proceeded to charze the Jury in a tirade of 
abuse against the Whigs and Dissenters. The 
Jury, composed of the gentlemen of Hampshire. 
were not easily driven to deliver a verdict of 
QuiKy, They remained long in consultation, 
till the Judge, after waiting impatiently, sent 
them a message to the effect, that the ca^ie was 
BO clear, that he saw no reason even for leaving 
the box. Thus driven, the Jury returned to say 
that they held the proof insufficient. Again, 
they were sent out. after receiving the expostu- 
ladoDS of the Judge ; and at length, worn out, 
they reluctantly comjilied with his wishes by a 
verdict, the third one, of Guilty. 

"If I had been among you and she had been 
"my own mother, I should have found her 
" guilt;,'' said the impartial Judge ; whose sen- 
tence was that she should lie burned alive, that 
very afternoon. 

Cruel as Jeffreys was, he was even more ava- 
ricious ; and. in the hope of receiving a bribe, 
he threw out this hint. "Wo that are Judges 
'' shall stay in the towii an hour or two. You " 
addressing the Prisoner, "shall have pen, ink, 
"' and paper brought you ; and if in the mean, 
'' time, you employ that pen, ink and paper, and 
" this hour or two, well (you understand what I 
" mean), it may be you may hear farther from 
" us, in a deferring the execution." 

Borne of the Clergy of Winchester procured a 
respite of five days ; and during that time, great 
efforta were made at Court to obtain a pardon. 
Lord Feversham. being offered one thousand 
pounds, begged the life of Lady Lisle, only to 
hear from the King that he had premised Jef- 
freys not to pardon her. The Ladies St. John. and 
Abei^avenny, two Tory Peeresses, petitioned for 
a reprieve; but James declared be wonld not 



grant her one day. The utmost ftvorhewcinld 
show was to change her sentence from bamin;; 
to beheading. She was put to death on a KtP 
fold, in the market-place ot Winchester, on tb* 
second of September, 1683, being tben aged 
about seventy years. 
Her lost speech was as follows :^" Gestie-

'' near this place, and that my parents inMnK-

" be a very great and severe.judgment ; Ihfttlilii 
"in expectntionof thepanlonof alimysins-JcS 
" of acceptance with God the Father, by theio- 
"puted righteousness of Jesus Christ, helxirf 
"the end of the law for righteotisneps to frfi 
" one that believes. T thank God through lr«a 
" Christ, thfit I depart under the blood of sprint- 
'■ ling, which speaketh better things than thilof 
" Alrel : God having made the chastisement sa 
"ordinance to my soul. T did once ns Utile a- 
" pect to come to this place on this ocrasinns , 
" any person in this place or nation : Iherffm j 
"let all learn not to be high minded but fwr.Th*

There is notbing in the Preface, bj Mr. Wada- 
north, respecting the family o( Mra. Usher. But 
her character be gives in theM words: — "I never 
'heard to the contrary, bnt that aged Hand- 
maid of the Lord, Madam Bridget Usher, was, 
from her youth up, sober, virtuous and reli- 
gious. Ever unce I have known her (which 
haa been many yeara) she boi bad (and I think 
justly) tbe character of an holy, blameless, 
close walker with God," &c. 
In bis Sermon, Mr. Fozcroft dwells upon tbe 
character of " Anna the Prophetess, Ihe daugh- 
" ter, Phanuel, of the tribe oi Asher," to whom 
" our Anna," b compared. At |>age 18, he re- 
maiks: — "You need not (I presume) be tvtd 
"to solemn occasion, which determined my 
" thoughts at this time to such a subject : it b«- 
" ing known to ail, what repeated bn^svements 
" have lately befallen us, in tbe death of sever- 
" si excellent women of our communion." In 
anote to this, theAuthor says. "Particularly

IV.-A PLEA FOR AMERICAN HERALDRY. 
The question of the propriety of an Ameri- 
can system of heraldry, will probably bcanot- 
el one, to most of our renders. 80 liltli' \t 
known, in this country, of the true object! mi 
advantages of the use of heraldic symbols, thii 
few persons have formed any opinion of tin 
possible value of a well regulated system, Od 
the other hand, the existing use of conts-nf- 
j arms, has been so extended in our large diii^ 
and has been attended with such evident »W 
ses. that th3 whole subject seems to have becon» 

It must be conceded, however, that thiiii 
hardly a fair portion to take towards an insii- 
tution which has for centuries been re«pcrird 
in other countries, and even to-day is recognii- 
ed as a powertii! method of rewarding diiitin- 
guisbed merit. Not to quote the eiamplts of 
English Commanded and Civilians of tbe put 
generation, it can hardly be forgotten that one 
of the most valued rewards bestowed upon Iht 
great African Explorer, Captain Spcke, wm an 
augmentation to lii- inlierited coat-of-arnis. It 
wilt, therefore, hardly Iw reasonable toconclnile 
that a privilege so highly esteemed, is absurd; 
and the only question should be, as to its Adap- 
tation to tbe wants of a republican tonn of 
society. 

We do not meet this problem as being puirl; 
an abstract one. Wc have inherited Romtht 
Colonists of the country, a certain amount of 
prejudice and sentiments, which, though «wlt- 
ened by time and the alteration in our circnni- 
stanccs, have never l>een entirely obscured. Tbe 
prevailing element, as we all know, is English, 
giving that term the limitation of embracing 
the British nation, and our ideas mus! U 
brought mainly to an English standard for ri- 
amioation. In this particular instance, wecan 
hardly desire a better guide, than the opinion 
of educated Englishmen on the subject. 

Not to go too far back into the history ofh«- 
aldry, a few general facts may be stated, which 
will possess the greater interest, as they seem to 
be practically unknown or ignored in Iliii 
country. In the first place, it m,ustbesaid, that 
there is no such thing as a coat-of-arms be- 
longing to a name. Wliecever, or however ab 
tained, a coat-of-arms was the prouerty of nn 
individual, and descended by niea and well- 
known rules, to his heirs. It was, in the nature 
of any other piece of property, restricted toiti 
lawful possesion. In nrief^ it was a species ol 
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hoDor or dignitj, like a title of nobilitj, And wu 
uitricll; guarded in ita conditione. 

Undoabtedlj, at the present time, tbere is in 
Engliuid B great loxit; in practice, which ob- 
Koies the piniu rules of the Kience. At Her- 
lid's College, any one may etill procure, for a 
ntber lar^ fee, a Bpecial coat-of-armB. to be the 
property of himMlt and hie descendants. On 
Iheothcrhand, by assamingthr armsof anajne- 
ttke, this cost is saved, and the nppropriator 
miT eren pass himself off as a relative of tlie 
rightful owner. There is, however, a feeling 
there, that such a course is improper, and de- 
IKtioD irould bring the offender uuder some 
■ociil ban. 

Id this country, of late years, we have been 
gvillj, but nndonbtedly more through igno- 
tiuceihau design. It has been thought that a 
cott-of-arma, or a crest, was the natural decora- 
Qonof a carriage, a ring, or a sheet of note pa- 
per, ind accordingly audi a device has been as- 
nu&ed. In the Colonial tiroes, there was a cer< 
tiiiWgitimate use of these symbols, and certain 
fimilin have always continned to eoiploy them ; 
ito was, therefore, nothing novel or preten- 
liiiiiiJD the uee. and it has been constantly in- 
cnaiing. We have had no censor to inveati- 
gite these claims, and the few engravers or her- 
■ild piinters who hare been established here, 
biTc been but too happy to oblige their pat- 
noi with all the decorations that their art af- 
lorded The nsult U, that American coats-of- 
unM are a jeet abroad, and worse than that, 
tntny estimable peisonsare wrongly blamed for 
I lillj vanity to ape foreign customs, when, in 
fact, they thought they were exercising au un- 
disputed right. 

IVe shall hereafter ezplun our plan for a os- 
tein of American heraldry, but we desire first to 
call attention to the existing abuses. It cannot 
be too strongly urged tliat touseacoat-of-arms, 
i) to claim a descent from somepcreon who was 
duly authorized to use it under the rules and 
cmtoms of some foreign nation. Unless the 
pedigree can be proved, there, is no justiSablt 
pretext for the use. Personsat all familiar witl 
iteraldry, are often requested by their friends t^ 
indicate the coat uf-iirros belonging properly 
to the family of the Inquirer. Some heraldic 
Encyclopedia, like Burke's Armoury, is prodi 
ed, and the expert is asked which of a dozen 
costs borne by families of the name, l^elongs to 
the American tribe. If he be honest, he replies 
that none of them is to be selected, and il his 
friend wants to assume a coat-of-arms, he has 
the whole book from which to select. It is bet- 
ter, in fact, that an American Bmith, should 
choose the arms of an English Jones, than that 
fas should appropriate the property of any par- 
ticolar Smith in Bngland, In thia caae, he has 



abandoned all claim to a common ancestry with 
his English nameaake. and has simply picked 
up an empty gew-gaw, to please his vanity. 

That this is all wrong, will beconceded with- 
out discusmon. It is as absurd to adopt one 
form of symbolic houorn, as another, and we 
might as well assume for ourselves all the titles 
in the peerage, as to appropriate to ourselves 
the coats-of-arms of the peere. A very little re- 
solution on the part of the leaders of society, 
would soon lead to the suppression of the most 
glaring instances of abuse, and ridicule would 
overcome, what serious argument fails to reach. 
Any Historical Society, by concerted action, 
could nearly eradicate this scandalous blot, by 
collecting and publishing the authentic exam- 
ples, and leaving the others, under a more than 
suspicion of falsity. 

But it may be said, that all this work is su- 
perfluous, since the result to be gained is one of 
no interest to the community. It may be held 
that the case is like that of any pretender to a 
title, who inflicts his presence upon American 
society. However unpleasant or injurions, surh 
an imposture may be, there is no public duty to 
be fulfilled, by a prosecution to prove the fraud. 
Here, we must beg leave to dissent. The ad- 
vantages of theuseof heraldic insifrnia are very 
considerable, and it seems a confession of weak- 
ness, if we prohibit rather than regulate the 
practice. 

It has been found to be a most useful custom 
to have family names, inherited by auccessive 
generations. Especially is this the case with 
the English race, and we can hardly imagine a 
condition in society in which this practice does 
not obtain. Similarly the ties of kindred to 
the remotest degree are readily acknowledged, 



pursuit, has been strangely free from any taint 
of snobbery ; all branches of a family have been 
traced with equal care, and in the vast majority - 
of cases, the emigrant ancestor has been sedu- 
ousl; sought in the rsnks of the yeomen or me- 
chanics wno founded the nation. The constant 
emigration from the sea-board to the interior 
has caused an immense dispersion of femiliea, 
but the connection has rarely been suffered to 
be forgotton. With the improved means of 
communication has arisen a desire on the part 
of our Western cousins, to know more of 
their ancestry, and we may feel assured that the 
claims of blood were never more cheerfully ac- 
knowleged, than they are to-day. 

Now, we hold that in the system of heraldry, 
there ara great opportunities to assist in the pre- 
servation of the family connection. It is an al- 
phabet of signs, comparatively few in number, 
and eaailf Iramed, capable of infinite combiob- 
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tionB within A moderate compnM. There would 

be no difficult; in assigning il specitic coat-or- 
arma to erery family in tiie nation, bo fur as the 
resources of the hemldic system ore cimcemed. 
Certainly there would be a great convenience in 
such a symbol, which, as truly and biiedj as a 
surname, would at once proclaim the parentage 
of any individual. We have, indeed, the ftreBt 
advantage, arising from the circumstances of the 
settlement of the country, that we can arrange 
our citizens into families, or clans, with an au- 
thentic ancestry. Unlike our English friends, 
whose pedigrees must be of varying length, de- 
pendent upon the preservation ot various re- 
cords, we can identify oui Amurican progeni- 
tors, and trace each off-shoot from the main 
stem, to its remotest raniificalion. It would be 
impossible ti) imagine a state of nftairs more 
suitable to the wishes of a herald desirons of 
carrying into effect the principles of Ills science. 
In this view, heraldry is the hand-miiid uf ge- 
nealogy and may become a most efBcient assist- 
aut. 

Lastly, we deliberately sacrifice a great ben- 
efit, when we throw awny Iho opportunity to 
bring heraldry within the sphere of our daily 
life. In the science of ornament, as it appealH 
to our inherited English tastes. lieraLdry is a 
conspicuous component. In architecture, uf the 
Qothic school, it is almost a occessity ; and in 
the humbler forms of decoration in ordinary 
life, it fills a part which nothing else can. All 
that is necessary, is to free the subjuct from the 
ignorance and neglect which enshroud it. to 
give us the right to examine, cxprtnd, and, if 
necessary, modify the old heraldic laws, and 
we shall find it a solid addition to our possess- 

The essence of foreign heraldry, is eiclusivc- 
nesB, but only on the principle which for gene- 
rations prevailed, that all the best products of 
the intellect, were to be devoted to the interests 
of a ruling class. It was primarily intended as 
a lamily distinction; one which should separ- 
ate the different families of the gentry. We 
have only to give this idea its legitimate extcn- 
iion, and we may equally mark out all our fam- 
ilies of American citizens. Let all the descend- 
ants of any emigrant agree upon a coat-of arms, 
and it will become asmuch a family inheritance 
OS their surname is, and will be as useful a mode 
of denoting their descent 

On another occasiun, the writer lias published 
the reasons which seemed to render it proper 
that this question should be settled by Con- 
gressional action. It is quite evident that a 
certain revenue could be raised by a t x on ar- 
morial devices, when usedaa decorations. It is 
clear, iitiwever, that such a t ii would be an of- 
fidal Mnction of such use, uid therefore, that it 



ought not to be levied on thme fnlsaly assQmed 
coats-of-arms. It is not impossible, howeri'r, 
to indicate a course of action which would be 
consistent and dignified. 

One thing is evident; everywhere in our ci- 
ties the assumption of coat-armor ia daily grow- 
ing more frequent We c*n do more aVoid the 
imputation of lieing delinquents In this rrapert. 
than we can repel tne criticisms formerly justly 
made on our national peculiarities. It is use- 
less for our government to treat the mntterai 
Iwneath its notice, for the subject of the ens- 
tumcs of its representatives abroad, has been 
acted upon by Congress. It is certainly the vi- 
Eicht plan for our Oovernment to take, to pmhi. 
bit the use, or to insist upon proper regulatiani 
Either method is sensible and eusy, though vt 
profess a preference for the latter courae. 

There seems indeed to be one sensible and 
dignified course of action, which Congress can 
adopt, to which no exception can be taken 
abroad, and which involves no additional ms- 
chinery. for the collection of the tax. Thisii 
to put the use of armorial insignia on the Mine 
b»sis as trade-marks or copy Tights. Let it be 
enacted bricfiy. that as the use of certain deri- 
cca is common in civilized countries, to denote 
certain lacts, and such use is restricted by «t- 
tain well-known rulei, this government prohib- 
its the use of armorial devices except on the fol- 
lowing conditions; First, that by the pnyment 
of an annual license fee of ten dollars, any nne 
may be entitled to use such armorial bea'rtDEs 
as he may have registered at the United Stales 
District Court, in the district in which he Is 
taxed; and that any one making use of iny 
auch insignia, on any article, without licente, 
shall pay a fine of five hundred dollars, except 
where such insignia had been engraved or paint- 
ed on some article of the nature of a monn- 
uicnt or heir-loom, and no pervonal use wu 
made of the same. 

Secondly, that every one intending to obtaio 
such a license, should file In the District Court, 
a statement of the armorial insignia he wlshei 
to adopt, and should pay therefor the sum of 
Fifty -do liars. In case he wishes to ahow thst 
such armorial arms were his by inheritance, Ibe 
proo& should he cited in his statement, tid 
verified by the oath of the applicant, and tiicb 
statKments should always be accessible to the 
public, for inspection and publication. 

Thirdly, that every cost-of-arms thus licensed 
should be the exclusive property of the appli- 
cant and bis descendants, accordingto the rulo 
of English heraldry, and any infringement od 
hisexclusive right, should be properly punish- 
ed. 

Fourthly, that every such coat-of-armi, naed 
tmder the license, should have an indispenisble 
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portion of it, the dat« of the year in wliicb the 
applicHtion vvs filed, or the date at vhich, «h 
the applicant claimed, it was used b; some pa- 
ternal Knceator. The use of a falae date in the 
claim, should be punished by a heavy fine. 

In this WB.;, the OoTemment would simply 
take the poaitioD, thst admitting the feeling 
which would prompt a family to poMesB some 
pecaliar insignia for its ezclusiTe use, it would 
agree to defend the owner in his property, only 
insisting that the truth waa told, as to the mode 
of Rcqauing it. 

E-rerj one who has studied the sdence of 
h«T«ld:^, will agree thnt this proviso of the date, 
is petfectl; in •accordance with the rnlea, and 
entirelT feasible. The figures may be placed on 
a scroll beneath or beside the shield, or on any 
sottable portion of the field ; the only india- 
poiBable reqninte shonld be that they are plain- 
ly set forth. 

In &ct, this ^stem would be entirely in ac- 
owdance with our political institutions. Cer- 
tainly, we do not desire to prevent any man 
fi-otn distinguiBhing tumself, nor his children 
fi-om cherishing a proper ^ride in his acts. 
Voreover, any Bystem which will tend to 
■trengthen the family tie among kindred, wide' 
If scattered as families will become, throughout 
this immense country, must be a bond of union 
and an ud in preserving an identity of interest. 
To induce persona to adopt this system, and 
thus to make it a source of revenue, we have 
provicied that any man may take his earliest 
' <late at which it can be proved any of his pa- 
tem&l Anceetots used coats-of-armor. The fact 
of tb« use will remaia any way; and by re^s- 
tering it and recognizing it, we offer a sufficient 
inducement perhaps to have the fashion estab- 
lished. 

At »I1 erents, the point will beslmple. If any 
man baa a coat-of-anus painted on the panels 
of his coach, let him be told, at once, that ho 
Qj^Y continue to use it, but that the Government 
jj^gfgta that he ahall also add the date of the 
acquisition of the property. If he be honest ' 
jusT assertion that he values it only as an orn 
meut, or as a personal device, he will a^^ree 
let the date of 1868, stand as a part of it. 
it be **^ heir-loom, he will be glad to put the 
earlier date which will show the fact; and it 
can injure no one to have it known. The only 
inalcontent will be the man who has hoped 
that, iu the lack of all rules and authority, his 
assumed coat has been believed to be an inher- 
itance. 

Lastly,

battle in which he won hia promotion, and shall 
not be obliged to pay the registration fee. We 
should, doubtless, in this way, meet the want 
which has been so strongly felt, of some mode 
)v which a meritorious officereould be reward- 
ed. Crosses, ribbons, medals, and other deco- 
rations, have been but seldom employed by our 
Government ; but here, the use of snch a reward 
may he easily made a part of an important sys- 
tem. 

The whole plan, in Act, would allow of those 
gradations whioh would meet the reqnirements 
of every class. Government would have the 
merit, on the one hand, of suppressing that ridi- 
culous apeing of foreign heraldiy now prevalent, 
and wotild aubBtitute a mode, simple and repub- 
lican. To the man of wealth, it wonld oSeran 
inheritance to his children, founded on s truth ; 
to the man conscious of a distinguished ances- 
try, a reci^nition of the fact ; and to the man 
who had naked his life for his conntiy, an ac- 
knowled^ent of his serricea, the more to be 
prized, since it could always be borne without 
ostentation. 

If all these inducements should fail to render 
the nae of coat-of-annor popular, then surely it 
is time to prohibit it entirely. As it stan^ it 
is but a mockery ; and nothing but the breath 
oi authority can giveitlife. ^ it be declined, 
after being proffered on such honest and intelli- 
gible grounds as those we have named, let us 
have no more of it ; and let the law destroy it. 
We incline, however, to the belief that it 
nuld prove a financial success, slace it it, well 
lovn thst these insignia are of prime import- 
ance, in many forms of decoration. Let us have 
an honest and manly system of American her- 
aldry; and wo do not fear that the number of 
applicants will be too insignificant. 

Lastly, wewouldsay, that if Congress declin- 
ed to interfere, any one State might easily adopt 
the plan, substituting Btate coats, for National. 
Even without legislative enactment, much might 
be done under the authority of any Historical 
Bociety, bo far as setting the fashion of annex- 
ing a date to all inherited or assumed coat*.

The title of the present possessor of the 
Portledge estate is so clear and indisputable, 
that it waa hardly to be expected that it would 
ner be called in question. 

Some years aso, however, a family of the 
lame of Coffin, long settlod in America, and 
said to be descended from pervons who emigrat 
td thither about the period of the great Rebel- 
lioQ in England, set up their clum to a prefer- 
able right to the Portledge eetate, as lineal de- 
Kendants in the meUe line, &om former posaeas- 
ora of the name and property. Such, at least, 
appears to be the gist ot their pretensions, so 
lir aa they could be collected from verbal re- 
ports ; but as they never took any determinate 
ibrm, nor appeared to be based upon any specif- 
ic fnnndation, no steps by which the vijidity of 
the clum might be tested, could be taken ; and 
the present owner of the property, whose descent 
is in the female line, and his connections, ac- 
cordingly confined themselves to a general de- 
nial of any knowledge of grounds for the 
clum. At length these preteusionB have assum- 
eil a shape in which they can be subjected to ex- 
amiaation ; and, although the actual rcpresent- 
Uive of the Pine Coffin family never had reason 
to believe they could in any degree endanger 
hii fights, he and bis uncle, Sir Edward Pine 
Coffin (the now sole survivor of those named in 
4ie entut made by Hr. Bennett Coffin) gladly 
availed themselves of the opportunity of show- 



ing to the claimants, and to any whose opinions 
may be influencedby their confident but ground- 
less assertions, how slender is the foundation on 
which they rest, and how unequivocal is that 
which supports the title of the present poseeas- 

Bo far as the narrative of the Memoir is con- 
fined strictly to the proposed subject, as express- 
ed in the title, no remark will be made. This 
portion, commencing on page 6, is however 
preceded by some pages of introductory mat- 
ter, mostly irrelevant, in which ore contained 
the statements to which the following observa- 
tions apply. 

At the outset, it is set forth in the shape of a 
fact beyond dispute, although no where in the 
slightest degree proved, that the author's father 
waa descended from the ancestors of the Port- 
ledge family. The two ensuing pages are 
almost wholly occupied with details, appearinK 
to be copied from Prince's account of Sir Wil- 
liam Coffin, a younger son, who fiourished in 
the reign of Henry Vm., and whom, foim not 
having authentic documents to which he could 
refer, the author of the Jfmi«tr has apparently 
confounded with the elder brother, Richard 
Coffin, of Portledge, who was High Sheriff in 
the 3nd of Henry VIU. It was Sir WiUiam, 
who was Master of the Horse to Queen Anne 
Boleyn, in the 2Sth of Henry VIIL, and who 
was Knight of the Shire for Derby, four yean 
later. Dying without issue, in 1GS8, he left hia 
best horses, a cart and his hawks* to his Roykl 
master, and all his estates (situated in North 
Devon) to his eldest brother, Richard Coffin of 
Portledge. These facta are brought forward 
merely to show the inaccuracies of the author of 
the Memoir, in what regards the Portledge 
Coffins. It is, besides, not very obvious why the 
name of Sir William is thus prominently intro- 
duced. 

In the following pages are extracts or refer- 
ences to Hutching's IROory of Dorut, proving 
only that in 1646 lands in that County, belong- 
ing to two persons of the name of Coffin, were 
sequestered; and that Sir William Coffin, before 
mentioned, was of a family settled in Somerset. 
The more material part of the author's state- 
ment is contained iu the following extract, 
page Q, of the Memoir. 

" There are two versions of the reason of the 
" exile of this fine old family from its native 
" land. They were devoted Royalists, during 
'' the time and troubles of Charles I., and were 
" fated then and a century later, to lose all they 
" had, from siding with their Sovereign. On 
" the death of the first Charles and the escape 
"of the second, the. Coffins found themselvea 
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" proscribed and in a great meosDre deprived of 
" their estates. Colonel Coffin, then Oovemor of 
" Plymouth, prepared a vessel ; and when he 
"could no longer hold the citadel against the 
" Parliamentary forces, embarked with his fam- 
" ily for America, ttiriTed in s&fet;, and settled 
"in the township of Salisburj, near Newbury 
" Port, State of MaHaachusetts. The other Ter- 
"sioa of the exile of the Coffin family wns 
"thtts related to the compiler of this simple 
"ifemoir. After Charles IL made his escape to 
" France, the head of the family, lika many 
*' other Royalists, after a time took service with 
" Oliver Cromwell : and when his son succeeded 
*' to the Protectorship, 0«neral Monk had ar- 
"ranged to bring Charles II. back to England. 
" Colonel Tristram Coffin, of Brixton, near Kit- 
" ley, county Devon, being then Governor of Ply- 
" month, and expecting nothing but persecu- 
" tion fi^m Charles II., reaigoed the command 
" of the citadel, and embarked for America, 
" on his arrival in which country he settled with 
" his fcmily at Newbury Port. Colonel Coffin 
" left his only daughter in England, on tlia es- 
" tat« of Brixton, to preserve the property to 
" the family ; and she married a Mr. Pine, who 
"took the name of Coffin, and whoso descend- 
" ants hold the Portledge property to tliis day." 

This paragraph, perplexed and contradictory 
as it is, clearly seems intended to make it be be- 
lieved that Colonel Tristram Coffin of Briston, 
was, at the period in question, the bead or rep- 
resentative of the Portledge family, and more- 
over Governor of Plymouth ; but whether on 
the King's or Parliamentary side is uncertain, 
being opi^sitely stated in the two versions ; 
that being according to one unable to hold the 
citadel against the Parliamentary forces, or ac- 
cording to the other, afraid of persecution from 
Charlei II., he emigrated to America with his 
&mily, but neve nheTcss left hisonly daughter st 
Brixton, to preserve the property ; and that 
she marrying a Mr. Pine, who took the name of 
Coffin, they became the progenitors of the Pine 
Coffins, whose descendanta hold the Portledge 
property to this day. On this lame and con- 
flised representation appears to rest all the con- 
fident assertions made by the American Coffins 
as to their priority of birthright ; and very little 
remark will suffice to show how wholly inade- 
quate it is to sustain their pretensions. 

As Plymouth fell, at the very commencement 
of the Civil War, under the power of the Par- 
liament, and though long besieged or blockaded 
by the King's forces, was never afterwards re- 
duced to his obedience (see Clarendon, Volumes 
n., III., IV.) the first of the two versions given 
in the Mtmoirn so evidently at variance with 
tbe facta, as related in biatary, that it does not 
CkU for any further obaervation. 



Though the second version may be more cor- 
rect, it places Colonel Tristram Coffin simply in 
the position of on anti-royalist, and thus more 
naturally accounts for his fear of persecution, 
on the return of Charles II. ; but what then be- 
comes of his boasted loyalty 1 Both versioDS, 
however, are so queetiouable, tbat it may Ik 
suspected that they are merely introduced for 
the purpose of giving color to the fiction 
which forms the climax of the paragraph- 
Though it is endeavored to make Culon^ Iris- 
tram Coffin appear as the " head" or represent- 
ative of the Portledge family, no attempt i* 
made to trace his origin backward* to that fami- 
ly ; and. instead of giving him his proper patrO' 
nymic, as such, he is called Colonei Coffin of 
Brixton, an estate neither known nor believed 
to have been ever possessed as part of the Port- 
ledge property. But, passing over this incon- 
sistency, it is certain that he omdd not then, or 
at any other time, have been the possessor of 
Portledge, which, in his time and in the pre- 
ceding and following generations, was held and 
occupied by proprietors bearing the name of 
Richard or John. One of the former name, who 
died in 1699, at the age of seventy-seven, and 
must accordingly have been bom nearly twenty 
years before the commencement of the Civil 
War, in 1641, and nearly forty years before the 
Revolution, in 1880, was the "father of Dorothy 
Coffin, whose marriage with Edward Pine of 
Eastdown, in 1671, eventually brought the 
name and estate into the family of the prMenl 
possessor. The pretended '' hardship'' of the 
Portledge family is thus reduced to a mere fable: 
and the true descent of the present representa- 
tive of the namennd possessorof th* proper!; 

In 1671, Edward Pine (or Pyne, as it wsj 
then spelt) of Eastdown (which estate came 
into his family in the year 1296, by the mar- 
riage of Robert Pyne, of Ham, near Moorwin- 
towe, with Eleanor, daughter and heiress of 
Thomas Le Downe, of East Downe, and thenrc 
descended to him in on unbroken line of male 
iniieritance) married Dorothy, eldest daoghter 
of Richard Coffin, of Portledge. This Richard, 
contemporarj- of Colonel Tnstrom Coffin, wm 
twice married ; by his first marriage he had two 
daughters: by his second, two sous and two 
daughters. The youngest son dieil early id 
life, leaving no issue, and was buried at Al- 
wington, Devon. Richard, the eldest son, who 
succeeded his father, in 1699, also died withoat 
issue, bequeathing the estate by his will 1" 
Richard Bennett, the son of his own sister, Mrs. 
Bennett. He also provided by subsequent cod- 
icils, for different eventuabties, all of which 
took efiect, and ended in making John Pine, 
grandson of his halfsister Dorothy, before iii*i>~ 
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doned, heir of one moiety of the estate. Thi< 
RichMd Bennett, who succeeded under his 
mtde'Birill.iD 1766, took the name of Coffln bj 
Letof Parliament, and dying without issue, in 
ITW, bequeathed the other moietv of the estate 
to the sune .lobn Pine, on condition of his tak- 
ing the name of Coffin, which he also did by 
Act of Parliament, on the twenty-eighth of 
Ftbnuuy, 1707. From him the estate has de- 
Headed, partly by entail and psilly by simple 
inhentaace, to ,the present posaessor, the Rev. 
Jobn Thomas Pine Coffin, Rector of Alwington, 
Kho is grandson of the abore-named John 
Pioe. 

It it further stated in the paragraph referred 
U, that the Coffins, speaking of tbem eoU«eUc«- 
^, "were proscribed and in great msasure de- 
'priTcd of their estates." No authority is 
pren for this statement, nor is there the slisht- 
fltntson for consideringit true vith regard to 
tbe Ooffins of Portledge. whatever may hare 
luppned to others of the name, then spread 
tUDi^h the Western Counties ;. but the main 
•wiLons being refuted, it ia unneccasanr to 
aqoire more nearly into the accuracy of the

"tram Coffin. This may all be true; but he 
" has made a moat gross and important error 
"in stating that thePin* Coffin*, of Portledge,

hands, it of course becoines nccessarj to refute 
the errors which it contains, in a manner equal- 
ly public.

TsB Three OnroiNAi. CnuBCSES op Cau- 
flHiDGB.— For the first time in the long history 
^ce their founding, the pulpits of the three 
original Churches of Cambridge, all Congrega- 
tional Unitarian, are vacant simultaneously— 
The First Church of Cambridge, by the resigna- 
tion of Rev. William Newell, D. D.; the First 



Church of Arlin^on (which was the Second 
Church of Cambridge), by the resignation of 
Rev. Charles Christie Salter ; the First Church 

" Brighton, (wliich was the Third Church of 
Cambridge), bvthe resignation of Rev. Samuel 
Walton McDaniel. 

Tliese were the three original territorial Par- 

hes, or Precincts, as they were called, of Cam- 
bridge ; and for several years no other Church 

embodied in Cambndge. The next after 

e three was the Episcopal Church ; and the 
ne^tt the Church of the Cambridgeport Parish, 
also Congregational Unitarian, now ander the 
charge of Rev. Geoi^ WareBriggs, D, D. This 
latter reached, some twelve years unce. the half 

ntury of its organization. But the three 

iginal territorial Parishes run back nesrly five 

id nearly three haif-centuries, if we assume the 
datt^s when public religious worship oa the Sab- 
bath was begun. Sabbath worship, in the First 
Parish, began with Hooker, in 1613 ; in the 
Second Parish (now Arlington) in 1733— per- 
haps a little earlier ; in the Third Pariah (now 
Brighton) in 1730, and perhaps earlier, frag- 
ments of ancient recori^ extant referring to 
" public worship on y* South side of the river 
"in a deserted private house," long before any 
separate Parish organization was permitted tn 
" the Great and General Court," in that part of 
Cambridge. In 1607, the Second and Third 
Parishes were set off and incorporated as dis- 
tinct Towns (West Cambridge and Brighton). 

Of these three early Parishes, the pulpits of 
which are now vacant, we present thefbllowiiig 
complete list of Pastors: 

Or TRE FiBBT Paubh, then in tlie wildemces. 
Rev. Thomas Hooker, bom in Leiceaterehire, 
England, 1586, and Rev. Samuel Stone, bom in 
England, both of Emanuel College. Cambridge, 
were ordained Pastor and Teacher, ut 108S ; and 
in the third year of their minist^ removed to 
Hartford, Conn. 

Rev. Thomas Shepard, bom in Towceater, 
England, ISOS, also of Emanuel College, was 
ordained, 1636, and died, 1649, in the fourteenth 
year of his ministry. 

Bev. Jonathan Mitchell, bom in Yorkshire, 
England, 1624; came over in I63S ; graduated. 
Harvard University, 1847 ; ordained, 1650 ; and 
died, 1088, in the eighteenth year of hia minis- 
try. 

Rev, Unan Oakes, bom in England, 1631; 
came here a child ; graduatedflt Harvard Univer- 
sity, 1049 ; returned to England, where he was 
ordained and settled. The Cambridge Church 
sent a Messenger for him ; and be was installed 
here, 1671. He died in 1081, in the tenth year 
of his ministry ; the lost six years of which he 
was both Pastor of the Church and President of 
the UniTersity. 
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ReT. N4thaniel Gookin, bom &t Cambridge, 
1658; HarrBrd tlaiversit;, 1675 ; assisted Mr. 
Oakea in tbe miniBtrj during the presidenc; of 
tfae iatter; and was ordained bis Hucceasor, in 
1E82 ; and died in 1692, in his thirtj-fonrtb year, 
and in the tenth of his ministrj. 

Rev. William Brottte, born in Boston 1663 ; 
Hurard UniTereity, 1680; ordained Pastor 
IIM; and died, 1717, in the twenty-first jear of 
his ministry. 

R«T. Nathaniel Appleton, D. D., bom at Ips- 
wich, HuMCbtuettB, 1608 ; Harrard Univer- 
ntr, 1712; ordained, 1717 ; died 1764, in his 
ninety-fint year, and in the dxty-seventh of bis 

RcT. 'nmothy Billiard, bom, -Kensington, 
!inrHampahiTe,174S; Harvard Univenity, 1764 ; 
initalled colleagne with Dr. Appleton, 1788, 
hiriag bocn previouHly settled at Barnstable ; 
ai £ed, 1790, in his forty-fourth year, and 
in the seTenth of his ministry. 

BaT, Abiel HolmeB, D. D., bom, 176S; gradn-

BeT. William Newell, D. D., bom, Boston ;

1830 ; relinquished his charge, March, 
18W. in the thirty-eighth year of bis ministry. 

Of these eleven Pastocs of the First Church 
of Cambridge, three were educated at Emanuel 
Celine, England, seven at Harvard Uni verity, 
und one at Yale. The average ministry of each 
wu abiHit twenty years and six months. 

Optkb 8BCO[(i>PBErnJCT,or Parish, of Cam- 
bridge, usually called by the Indian name ol 
Menotomy, until incorporated, in 1807, as West 
Cambridge, Rev. Samuel Cook of Harvard Uni- 
versity, 1765; was ordained first Pastor, inl7S9. 
He died, 1788, aged seventy-five, in the forty- 
fourth year of hie ministry. 

Rev. Tbaddeus Fiske, D. D., of Harvard Uni 
versity, 1785; was ordiuned in 1786; and had e 
ninietry of forty years. He died at Charlea- 
town, on the twenty-first of November, 1855, 
his ninety-fourth year. 

Rev. FWleric Henry Hedge, D. D., was bom 
atCambridKO,on the twelfth of December, 1805. 
Havingstudiedin Germany, from 1818 to 1833, 
he graduated at Harvard University, 1835, and 
Cambridge Divinity Bchool, 1838. He was or- 
duncd at West Cambridge, on the twentieth of 
May, 1829 ; resigned his charge on the ninth of 
Huvh, 1835, in the sixth year of his ministry. 
He was subsequently settled at Bangor, at Prov- 
idence, and at Brookline. 
Rev. David Damon, of Harvard UniTersity, 



1811, wasinstalledin April,1835. He died on 
the twenty 'fifth of June, 1848, in liia fifly-siitlt 
year, and in the ninth year of his ministry over 
this Church. He was the first tenant in that 
bcautifii! Cemetery at West Csnibridge, which 
' 'a own discoarse and poem consecrated in his 

st public services in tnat place. 

Rev. William Ware, bom in Hingbam, on 
the third of August. 1797; Harvard College, 
1816 ; instatled here, in 1844, having been set- 
tled previously in New York and in Waltham. 
In 1645, he was compelled from ill health to 
relinquish preaching, and removed from West 
Cambridge in the second year of his ministiT 
here. He died at Cambridge, on the nineteenth 
of February, 1868. 

Rev. James Francis Brown, a graduate of the 
Cambridge Divinity School, 1848, was ordained 
on the nnt of November, 1648; and died at 
Springfield, on the fourteenth of June, 1864, 
a^d thirty-two years, in tha fifth year of hi» 
"inistry at West Cambridge. 

Rev. Samuel Abbot Smith, bom at Peter- 
borough, New Hampshire, on the eighteenth of 
April, 1829; Harvard UniverBity, 1849; and 
Cambridge Divinity School, 18S3 ; was ordain- 
ed on' the twenty-second of June, 1854; and 
died here on the twentieth of May, 1865, aged 
thirty-six, and in the eleventh year of his min- 

Rev. Charles Christie Salter, bom at Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire ; a graduBte of Harvard 
University, 1861, and of Cambridge Divinity 
School, 1865 ; was ordained here, on the seventh 
of June, 1806, and resigned his charge, January, 
1869, in the third year of his ministry. 

Of these eight Pastot^of the original Second 
Church of Cambridge, seven were graduates of 
Harvard University. The average ministry of 
each was fifteen years. 

Of THE Third pREcrNtT, or Parish, of Cam- 
bridge, usually called South Cambridge or Lit- 
tle Cambridge, until incorporated (in 1807) an 
a Town, Rev. John Foster, D. D., was ordamed 
first Pnstor, on the first of November, 1784. He 
was bom at Western (now Warren) Mass., on the 
nineteenib of April, 1763; and graduated at 
Dartminilh College in 1783. He resigned his 
charge on the thirty-first of October, ie27,iifter 
a ministry of just forty-three jeara ; and died, at 
Brighton, on the fifteenth of September, 1839. 
in his sixty -seventh year. 

Rev. Daniel Austin was bom in Boston ; and 
graduated at Dartmonth College in 1618, and at 
the Cambridge Divinity School, 1837. He waa 
ordained on tha fourth of Jime, 1888 ; resigned 
his charge on the twenty-sixth of November, 
1837, in the tenth year of his ministry, and re- 
sides now at Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 

Rev Abncr Dumont Jones was bom in 
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" tian Oonneiion" in New Englaad. He was in- 
stalled oa the thirteenth of February, 1639, 
having been previously settled at Hutibardston. 
Hass., and at Wilton, New Hampshire; and 
resigned his charKe,oii the thirty-first of October, 
1842, in the fourth year of his ministry. He wob 
subsequently settled at Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire, and resides now in Boston. 

Rev. Frederick AugustUB Whitney bom at 
Quincy, on the thirteenth of S(.'pteni1>er, 1813 ; 
graduated at Harvard Univeraity, 1883, and at 
the Cambridge Divinity School, 1838. He took 
-charge of the pulpit on the ninth of April, 
1843 ; and was ordained on thu twenty-fintt of 
February following. Ue resigned in 1858, ir 
the sixteenth year of his ministiy. 

Rev. Charles Noyes, bom at Petersham, grad- 
uated at Harvard University 185G, and at the 
Cambridge Divinity School, 1858. He was or- 
dained on the fourth of January, 1860; and re- 
sijcned, or the twenty.fifth of Octubor, 1803, in 
the fourth year of his ministry. He whh sub- 
sequently settled at Northfield, Masaachu-^i'tts; 
and has been recently invited to Kittle iit New 
Orleana, Louisiana. < 

Rev. Samuel Walton McDaniel, bom at Phil- 
adelphia, on the eighteenth of November, 1838 ; 
was installed on the thirtieth of August, 1866, 
having previously settled in Fennsylvimia and 
in Hassachusetts. He resigned his charge on 
the third of July, 1869, in flie third year of his 
ministry. 

Of these ail Pastors of the original Third 
■Church of Cambridge, two were gradoates of 
Harvard University utd two of Dartmouth Col- 
lege. The average ministry of each of the six 
was tbirtoen years and four montlis. P. A. W.

She iras bora 
on the twenty-fiftEi of August, 1790 ; and vat 
consequently in the eightieth year of her sge. 
Tlie deceased was the wife of the late Samuel 
Washington, a grand nephew of Genmil 
Wushington, who died ten years ago. She, 
too, was a Washington, though bearing t r»- ' 
mote relationship to her husband. ' 

They came to the West, from Virginia, about 
twenty years ago, stopping temporarily iS. 
Wheeling, and finally settling in Newport, K;., 
where they both remained until, eight yttn 
a^o, they came into the family of Dr. Macken- 
zie, in this city, and removed with him to hit 
residence in Delhi, when he left the city. 

She was, for many years, a prominent and de- 
voted member of the Methodist Episcopil 
Church. After their removal to Delhi, with- 
out a change of membership, she attended tbc 
Presbyterian Church; and was earnestly en- 
gaged in its work, until her failing health, 
about one year ago, admonished her that her 
labor on earth was rapidly drawing to a cloK 
She retained her physical vigor to an unosutl 
age ; and was distinguished for high characiir 
and one that was singularly wql balanced. 
The dignity which characterized the family, 
also manifested itself, in no small d^ree, in her; 
and a serene temper, with which she was blessed, 
was constantly speaking trom a placid face. 
The traces of the WaahinKton pbyaiognomt 
were quite discemable in tier, and came out 
with striking resemblance to Oeneral Wash- 
ington, after her death.

Many of our readers are aware that some 
twenty years ago.during the time when Ductor 
John Q. Palfrey was fccretary of Slate, met*- 
urea were taken to obtain from England, dulj 
certified copies of the Proceedings of the Coun- 
cil of Massachusetts, the original volumes bar- 
ing been destroved by fire, in 1747. Finding, 
however, that there is a blank in the Reconis, 
from February to December, 1747, it has seeni- 
ed desirable to point out this deficiency sod it*

The nine volumes of traDscri bed Records cot- 
er the period from the tventj-flfth of Uay, 
1886. to the twenty-ninth of December, 1687. 
Then there is a. blank to the aixteenth of Ma;, 
1SS3; and then the Records are complete to the 
iwtnty-seventh of February, 1746-7. Then 
comes a blank, hereafter explained; then the 
origiaal Records for eight years; and then a 
Tolume of transcribed Records, for the period 
from the thirty-first of May, 1766, to the four- 
teenth of May. 1774. 

The original volames, except that portion cot- 
aing the administration of Andros, which may 
hste disappeared at an early dale, were destroy- 
ed in the fire which pari:l; consumed the Old 
filite House, in Boston, standing at the head of 
ftile-fltreel. From thenewspapere of thatdate, 
■e copy the foUowinR account of this disas- 
tnus fire, the alleged cause of the disappear- 
UM of every old State-document which is not 
Hw forthcoming: 

"Yesterday morning between 6 & 7 o'clock 
'»e irere exceedingly surprised by a most ter- 
'rible Fire which broke out at the Court House 
"in this Town, whereby thnt spaciousand beau- 
"tilnl Building, except tbe bare outward Walls, 
^«u entiri-ly destroyed. As the Fire began in 
"the middle or second Story, the Records, 
"Books, Papers, Furniture, Pictures of the 
"Kings and Queens, Ac, which were in the 
"Cnnneil Chamber, the Chamber of the Jlouse 
"of Representatives, and the Apartments there- 
" of, in that Story, were consumed ; as were also 
~tlie Books and Papers in the Offices of the 
" npper Story : Tliose in the OfBcea below were 
"monly saved. In the Cellars, which were 
"hired bj' several Persons, a great quantity of 
" Winesand other Liquors ware lost. The pul>- 
" licit Damage sustain'd b; this sad Disaster is 
"ioexprcssibly great and the Loss to some par- 
"ticular Persons, 't is said will amount to sev- 
" er«l Thousand Pounds. The Vehemence of 
"the Flames occaaion'd such a great Heat i 
"(etthe Roofs of some of the opposite Houses 
"on Fire notwithstanding they had been co v- 
"ered with Snow, audit was extinguished with 
"much Difficulty. How the Fire was occa- 
" lion'd, whether by Defects in the Chimoey or 
"Hearth as some think, is uncertain." — Botton 
Wteldy Haiti tetter, Th\mAa.3,I>eeember 10, 1747. 

The account in the Botton, Ekening Pott, fnt 
the fourteenth of December, adds, " the fine 
"Pictures and other Furniture in the Council 
"Chamber were destroyed as were also the 
" Books, Papers and Records in both the Lob- 
"bies. and those in the Offices kept in the up- 



" deposited in an Office upon the lower Floor, 
" were roost of them preserved " 

The same paper pnnts the following Extract 
from the Journal of tkt House of Repruentativf 
" 12 December A. D. 1747. 
" Upon a motion made and seconded 
" Eetolced, that the House now make particu- 
lar Enquiry how the late Fire in the Court 
" House was first discovered, and by what 
" Means it was occasioned. After examining 
the Door-keeper and receiving a particular ac- 
count of the Time and Circumstances of his 
" leaving the House, the Evening before, and 
" enquiring of those Qentlemen who early dis- 
" covered the Fire, 

" Retohed, That it appears to the Satisfac- 
"tion of this House, that the late Fire whkh 
"consumed che Court House, proceeded from 
" the Wood-work under the Hearth taking Fire, 
" and that the Fire first broke out in the Entrj- 
" way between the Council Chamber and tha 
" ReprcsenUtivea' Room, and from thence went 
" up the Stair Case, and through the Roof, and 
" continued until the House was consumed." 

The Records copied at the State Paper Office 
in London were authentic duplicates sent to 
the Home Government In one case, however 
in 1747, these documents are imperfect ; and 
the reason is given in the following note :

Though my estate is encumbered yet if 
pleue ^a Lord to bless New England & cauee 



them to flourish, I believe my Estate will be 
somclhing considerable ; & whether it will be 
iittributi'd to Melancholy or distractedncss that 
I make such a will, I must leave it — but could 
wish that all things had been better managed 
on all accounts. 

As to my brother Usher, I allow him' the ten 
pounds due for warehouse, and the twenty-five 
pounds difference as part of the one quarter of 
the Stock that belonged to go to the Estate of my 
Honored Father, deceased, I bestow upon hu 
wife and children. 

As to my Brother & Sister Shrimpton, I giTe 
to them ten pnundaspeice in acknowledgement 
of former kindnesses received. 

As to my Brother Ting & Bister Ting I do 
c;ive unto them one hundred pounds to be at 
their dispose. 

Concerning the minerals, If it anything con- 
siderable should be. my will is, for the one half 
io be given to my Brother Ting & the children 
begotten of my Sister Ting, & the rest for pub- 
lie charges; — only somewhat to be paid into 
the hands of Mr. Dyer, for the relief of himself 
& of someiithcrs that laid out more than iscon- 
venient in Minerals, us myselfe at present do 
think I have done. 

To my Uncle Wyllye to give him twenty 
pounds, and to my Aunt Wyllys ten pounds, & 
if my Estate will not reach to what is proposed, 
then to proportion it accordingly. And aa to 
Robert Usher.if he should marry and it should 
please God to afford him children, that then 
the Farm at Nonacou-cos, or part of it, or some 
other Famie might be for hini to live on, and 
his children to lie brought up with Learning ; 
but especially that of one of his sons, if he 
should have any, that may prove most docible, 
not having regard to elder or younger. But he 
that is most ingenious may be brought up to 
Learning ; & so, what ia left after my cousin 
Robert's decease, if any scholar, he to be brought 
up to enjoy it. And for the Land no wayes to 
be disposed in Sale, but most of the Revenue 
etii to bring up a schollar that, if it please, he 
or they may be an Instrument or Instruments to 
do much good in the time of their t>cing here 
in this world. Or else, to l>e disposed on some 

§oor man's Bon that is very desirous to be a 
cholar; but let him be ingenious & bashful, 
rather than to be too confident & bold; for that 
generally is not wanting to those that have large 
parts or think ihey have. You may bestow 
some gold rings on some Relations if you please, 
but as to a real Cordial Friend they are like to 
a Phcenix, rarely to be met with. 

But if some should meet with this Will they 
would count it that it is not eompo» mentii. In 
one sense I will owne it ; for I know not what 
to do for I have so many Relations, that if I 
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should go to tbem for relief, (u the old FroTerb 
u), I Bliould be well fitted. 

But to mj dear Relations & Prieods that have 
any well wishes for what I have rather than for 
myself, I wish wherein they have done well, 
they may hare the good and the comfort 
thereof; & wherein they hare done amiss, that 
they may truly repent A return to the Lord, 
that ho may beatow his Grace & mercy upon 
them. Some may take delight in their child- 
ren when the^ go to Lectures to hear Bermons, 
though 1 believe to many that much good it 
hath done them; but on the other hand, have 
a care that they do nottgo thither more for 
pleasure than profit, whitAi edifies not, and that 
children be imployed in some Imployment & 
Calling and bo to betake themselves to it ; for 
hearing of Sermons, and attending Prayer, Pri- 
vate Meetings, or being brought up a Scbollar, 
•r one that hath a general knowledge, will not 
maintain without some Imploy or calling ; and 
it's to be feared that s*me that are ready to go 
to all Meetings, ^et if they neglect their particu- 
lar Duty & Calling at home, it may not issue in 
good to their Family. 

But all things ought to be done orderly with 
wisdom and prudence to Edification ; not to 
have men's abilities and persons in Admiration 
so as to neglect those that duty does oblige to 
honor. And it's generally reported that men of 
parts have not thatLove to the Ministry as they 
should, but to make use of it so far as it may be 
helpful to them. And others that are in the 
Ministry do adhere to particular partys & do 
seek the favor and Company of those that are 
most beneficial and delightful, especially the 
affectionate good Madams, thinking the best 
not good enough for them, — with something ol 
a neglect of those that fonnerl; have l>een obli- 

S'ng; & others that should be visited for God- 
less sake, which rarely is to be found, together 
with neglect of Studies, & not with that gravity 
& meeknesB as ought to be. The which those 
that are not guilty, it hath no reflection on them, 
But those that are, let them reflect within them- 
■elves. I wish there may be a narrow Search A, 
what is amiss may be amended. For to be 
truly religious, free IVom Covetousness & vain 
glory, & to bo pious, meek, & humble, it is very 
rare to find any. 

To my Wife, if she comes over to New Eng- 
land before she heareth of my decease, with an 
intention in Love to live with me, then I bestow 
on her Three hundred pounds; the which is to 
be paid out of plate, Household Stuff, or the 
best can be made out of my estate.

thisWil!,whlch in most things Icould wish Ihid 
occasion that it should ' a ' been otherwise. 

I wish to Relations Friends, A all people, ; 
that they might walk more circumspectly, Im- 
ingly, holily, & humbly with God, that the Lord | 
in mercy may return with a Blessing to tbeii 
Soul, Bodys, ft Estates,— and to enjoy Camma- 
nion with Qod here, & to be made Vessels of hen- 
our fit for the Lord's use ; and when thej »h»11 
have ended these few days here they may be par- 
taken vrith eternal communion withGodforertr. 

Which is, as I hope, the humble request of i 
my Lord with God for my selfe, ft bo dt [ 
daring this to be my last Will until I see mm 
to change it. I fear many that pray they dnit 
as a Task or Custom, & when that is done, tht;

have a return or not ; but some when at their 
house do too much Feast, something is nee* 
sary to refresh.

"The L'Iblxs ot de Irbulab ftre of a noble 
fusik ; thej bore topaz, on & chief, sappire, 
tiiree ILodb, rampant of the first ; they took meir 
state from the Isle of Wight, where, and in 
HuU. thej hod large estates, flourishing in . 
great credit and honor, the most memorable of 
ihcm wag John de Insula Vecta, sammoned b;

"The Lord Liale was the son of Sir William 
litk, of the Isle of Wight, Knight, who died 
duriog the treat; of the Isle of Wight, and left 
tbti, bis son, a fair estate ; He was bred to the 
Iw ; chosen a member for Winchester, 13 and 
ItCai. I.; and took the Corinant id 1648, be- 
nme & Colonel in the Arm; ; a commissioner 
ff the new Great Seal, and an assistant to 
Bndshaw, the President of the High Court ot 
Judtethat tried the King, sitting close to, and 
<»i«viUj attending the President, during the 
*i-'\t time. He was chosen one of the Council 
c'Sttte in the jear 1649 and ISSO; and the 
Piriiinent for his services, gave him the master- 
itipof 3t, Crosa, an ecclesiastical preferment, 
wrth eight hundred pounds per annum, and 
for his sake, a reverend Doctor was deprived. 
Hesasone of the Council of State in 1653; and 
though partial to a Commonwealth, accepted 
ouiT pl&ces under the Cromwells, particuinrlj 
'hM of Keeper of the Great Beal, which, 
Whitlock informs us, from his want of experi- 
Mw, he was ill able to eiecute. He was Recor- 
drr of the town of Southampton, called in I6S4 
■ad IflSG ; he was also appointed a Governor 
for Bchools and Alms-houses : but what was 
nirb to his disgrace, Oliver made him the tool 
^ his severity — he was President of his high 
Sigh Courts of juatice.in which were condemned 
the unfortunate Colonel Gerard, Mr, Towel, 
Sir Henry Ilingsb;, and Doctor Hewet. He 
■u iu the restored Parliment ; but finding the 
^ftmon must end in the restoration of royalty, 
*it prudently retired to the Continent The 
Pirliment proscribed him and confiscated bis 
Mtutes. I{ewas,perhapB,a8PresidentoftheHigb 
Court of Justice, the most unpupular character 
id thp Kingdom, for it was debated in Parlia- 
toent to condemn every person who had ever sat 
b any High Court of Justice. Three Irish ruf- 
Bw) shot bim dead as he was going to church, 
itLansanne, in 1844 by procurement of someof 
thf Royal family, probably the Given-mother. 
Hf hsi the character of a clouded, severe repub- 
lic-Mi,"— Soblb'b Memoin of tht ProeUetoraU 
BMMo/CramatU. 873, 374. I 

To the foregoing I have but to add, from 
Burke thai the Lisles were fonnerl; Barons of ' 



England, by the title of Lord Lisle, of the Isle 
of Wight, which title has been in obeyance 
since the reign of Edward IV. 

Of this family was the great Sir John Lisle, 
one of the first twelve Knights of the Garter, 
Lord High Admiral of England, temp, Ed. Ill, 
and a soldier in the Holy Wurs, where he greatly 
distinguished himself He was buried in St. 
George's Chapel, Windsor, and in St. George's 
Hall nis arms are emblazoned. 

John Lisle, one of Cromwell's Lords, as be- 
fore mentioned, waa of this family. He married 
in 1687, Alice, daughter and coheiress of Sir 
White Bcckonshaw.oJMoyles Court, Co. Hants, 
by Edith, his wife, daughter and coheiress of 
William Bond ; Lady Lisle was thus connec- 
ted with the families of Bond, Long, Whilmore, 
Churchill, and many others of distinction. 

The cruel fate of Lady Alicia Lisle has inves- 
ted the name with a painful interest. From the 
vivid pages of Macaulay's Sittoryand the more 
minute record in the L\feofthe Dvkt of Mim- 
motith, by George Roberts, I have attempted to 
compile an account of this most iniquitous trial. 

Alter the failure of Monmouth's ill-advised 
and futile attempt to win the kingdom, com- 
menced the task of discovering and punishing 
his followers. Judge Jcfireys, whose name haa 
become a synomym for judicial tyranny and 
wanton cruelty, commenced his campaign in the 
West, where the 'Bloody Assize" began at 
Winchester. 

Two of the vanquished rebels, John Hicks, 
and Richard Nclthorpe, the former a Noncon- 
formist divine, and the latter a lawyer who had 
been outlawed for his share in the Rye House 
Plot, had sought refuge in the house of Lady 
Lisle She received them, and sheltered them, 
but, on the following morning, aparty of troops 
searched the house, and discovered them both. 
This case was the first which was presented to 
Jeffreys ; and he determined to give, at the out- 
set, a fearful warning to the guilty Dissenters. 

The bearing of the Judge was violent and 
OTerbearing; the witnesses oswe shall see were 
confused in their statements ; and the jury brow- 
beaten and forced to give a verdict entirely op. 
posite to their sympathies and Iwlief It was a 
matter of doubt whether Lady Lisle knew that 
her guests had served under Monmouth. Her 
own declaration was, that she believed Hicks to 
be in concealment, only for the offence of preach- 
ing at conventicles ; and there was no testimony 
to rebut this statement.* 
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Af^in, the JnryinqniKd whether the prisoner 
could be found guilty of concealing a penon 
•*-ho had not been convicted of any offence, as 
Hicks had not been tried. The JodKc, in defi- 
ance of law and equity, replied that it made no 
difference. On the other point, the Judge, 
equally coDtemming the rules of ,iu«tice and 
propriety, told the Jury that Nelthorpn had 
privately informed liim of the whole converea- 
tion between Hicksand himself at supper, when 
it WAS asserted, Hicks informed his liostre'B of 
the truB cause of his cnncealinK himself It 
was on the strength of this evidence that the 
charge of miapriann oi treason was to be sus- 
tained, Besides thus performing the task of a 
witness, Jeffreys cross-examined the witneMee 
with the utmost ferocity. 

He terrified one witness, who sought to pre- 
varicate in order to shield his mistress, by re- 
ligious admonitioua, thus working on his belief 
aa a Presbyterian. Having silenced and bewil- 
dered all who had aughtto urge for the defence, 
he proceeded to charge the Jury iu a tirade of 
abuse asainat the Whigs and Dissenters. The 
Jury, composed of thegentlemenof Haminbire, 
weru not uasily driven to deliver a verdict of 
Ouilty. They remained long in consultation, 
till the Judge, after waiting impatiently, sent 
them a message to the effect, that the caiie was 
BO clear, that he saw no reason even for leaving 
the box. Thus driven, the Jury rstumed to aay 
that Ihey held the proof insufficient. Again, 
they were sent out, after receiving the expostu- 
lations of the Judge; and at length, worn out. 
they reluctantly complied with his wishes by b 
verdict, the third one, of Guilty. 

" If I had been among you and she had been 
" my own mother, I should have found her 
"guilty," said the impartial Judge; whose 
tence was that she should be burned alive, that 
very afternoon. 

Cruel as Jeffreys was, he was even more ava- 
ricious ; and. in the hope of receiving a bribe, 
he threw out this bint. " We that are Judges 
" shall stay in the town an hour or two. Tou " 
addressing the Prisoner, "shall have pen, ink, 
'" and paper brought you ; and if in the mean', 
'' time, you employ that pen, ink and paper, and 
" this hour or two, well ^ou understand what I 
" mean), it may be you may hear farther from 
" us, in a deferring the execution." 

Some of the Clergy of Winchester procured a 
respite of five days ; and during that time, great 
efforts were made at Court to obtain a pardon. 
Lord Feversham, being offered one thousand 

Sounds, begged the lite of Lady Lisle, only to 
ear from the King that he had premised Jef- 
freya not to pardon her. The Ladies St. John. and 
Abergavenny, twoTory Peeressea, petitioned for 
& reprieve; but James declared hewonid not 



grant her one day. The utmost favor hewonid 
show was to change her sentence from borainK,! 
to beheading. She waa put lo death nn atcif- 
fold, In the market-place ot Winchester, on tb« | 
second of Septemlier, 1885, being Ihen »gtd] 
about seventy years. 

Her last speech was as follows : — " Gektu- ' 
" MEN, Fribndb and Neiokhors, It niij be ; 
"expected that I should say something ttni; 
" death, snd in order thereunto I shall acqcunt 
"you, that my birth and education were bmk 
■' near this place, and that my parents intmt- , 
" ted me in the fear of God. and I now die i! ! 
"the Reformed Proteatantrelitrion; Ihatifna 
"Popery should return into this nation.ilwoDli 
"be avery great and severe judgment ^thiilli' 
" in expectation of the psrdon of all my 6ins.icd 
" of acceptance with God the Father, hy theiit- : 
" puted righteousness of Jesus Christ, he btiii); 
" the end of the law for righteousness to nfrt 
" one that believes. I thank God throupli JRci 
"Christ, that I depart under the blood of sprint 
'■ling, which speakcth better things tlisn ihiiof 
" Abel : God having made the chastiserofnl n 
" ordinance to my soul. I did once as litllfei- 
" pect to come to this place on this occasira* 
"anv person in this place or nation; tlie(rfw 
"let all learn not to be high minded but fear. IV 
" Lord is a sovereijin andwill take what "tt'* 
" sees beat to glorifle himself in and byhif [K^t 
" creatures ; and I do humbly desire to aubmii ; 
" to his will, praying to him, that I may pn?«» 
" my soul in patience. The crime that trs» M . 
" to my charge, was for entertaining a nono'ii- j 
" forming Minister and others in my honse; tlK | 
" said [niniater being sworn to have l>«niiitii* | 
"late Duke ofMonmouth's Army; but Ihavfbws :

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There is notliing in tbe Preface, by Mr. Wads- 
worth, respecting the family oi Mrs. Usher. Bat 
her character he gives in these words: — " I never 
"heard to tbe contrary, but that aged Hand- 
"maid of tbe Lord, Hadam Bridget Usfaer, was, 
"from her yonih up, sober, viriuoos and reli- 
" gioua. Ever since I have known her (which 
"has been many years) she has bad (and I think 
"justly) the duu-acter of an holy, blameless, 
"close walker with God," &c. 

In his Bermon, Hr. Foxcroft dwells npon the 
character of " Anna the Prophetess, the dsugb- 
" ter, Phaunel, of the tribe of Asher," to whom 
" onr Anns^ is compared. At page 18, he re- 
maiks: — "Yon need not (I presume) be told 
"to solemn occasion, which determined my 
" thoughts at this time to such a subject : it be- 
" ing luiown to all, what repeated Iwreavementa 
" have lately befallen us, in the death of sever- 
"al excellent women of our communion." In 
a note to this, the Author says, "Particularly 
"Mrs. Hartfaa Daaaet, who died suddenly, and 
" went to rest, on the Lord's day, March 17ih. — 
"And Dame Bridget Usher, who finished her 
"long pilgrimage on earth, May 2Gth." 

She married, secondly, Hezekiah Usher, Jr., 
and dying on the twenty fifth of May, 1728, in 
in Boston, was carried to Quincy and nas inter- 
red in the same ^ve with her first husbsnd on 
the thirtieth of May, according to her desire. 
This was noted on the Boston Recorda 

By her first husband, she had a daughter, 
Bridget, who married Rev. Thomas Cotton, and 
was living in London, in Hudson-square, near 
Shoreditch, anno 1697, and who had then a 
child aged five years. 



AiTODBT 26, 1663. Mine Islands were laid 
out to Hezekiah Usher, Led on by reports that 
theie were mines at this place formerly worked 
by the Indians, Mr. Baden, an ingenious miner 
and assayer, was employed to seek them. Lead 
ore was found, but not in quantities sufficient 
to pay for working. 

In 1685, Mr. Usher was hunting for mines in 
Deerfieldj and ou the fifteenth of May, 1686, 
Mason, the pmprietor of New Hampshire, " far- 
med out to Hezekiah Usher and his Heirs all 
the mines, (as described in the chapter of third 
of November, 18th, James I,) and minerals with- 
in the limits of New Hampshire, for the teimof 
one thousand years, liberty of use of wood and 
coals and water courses for smelting &c reserv- 
ing to himself one fourth of the royal ores [i. e, 
gold and silver and one seventeenth of all the 
baser metals. If not entered upon and improv- 
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1 haTC in my possesaion a Writ, iseaed by the 
Inferiour Court of ConimoD Pleas, on tlie twen- 
tieth of March, 1866-7 aEHinst Hczckiah Uaher, 
Uerchant,— at the suit otJefTrey Herman, a Ger- 
man miner, in an action of Covenant broken, for 
that whereas, the Defendant, by a certain writ- 
ing of articles, covenant or agreement, under his 
band aDdsea1,dated the tweuty-fourtb day of Sep- 
tember, last post, and now in Conrt produced, 
made between the Defendant for himself and 
Company ; viz Comet Henry Woods and Jamet 
Smedley of Concord, and Joseph Curtis of Sud- 
bury, on the one part, and the said plaintiffand 
one Augustin Lieightenaigcr, Qcrman,and by oc- 
cupation a miner, on the other part, for himself 
ana partner in a minrall lying and being at a 
place called Fair-hayen within the limits of the 
town of Concord in the County of Middlesex. 
The said Defendant hired and engaged said 
plaintiff and said Lieightenazger to work as 
miners six full months from the date of said writ- 
ing in a Minrall at said Fair-haven or some other 
Huirall in New England, in case said Minrall 
should not prove according to expectation. 
And the said defendant for himself and part- 
ners did covenant with and engage to the said 
Germans topay or cause truly to be paid to each 
of them twenty shillings in good money each 
week till the term of six months as above is ex- 
pired. And the said defendant Usher for him- 
self and partuerH did also covenant and promise 
to and with the said plaintiff and aaid Leizh- 
tonazgerthathc wouldprovide and fumiBh them 
with all nccesaaries for caiTying on the work of 
the said Miuerall or Mineralls, as Labourers, 
smith work, picks, spades £c, Andby saidivrit- 
ing said defendant, plaintiffand Leightenazger 
mutuly conrenanted and agreed, and did bind 
themselves each to the other in sundry obliga- 
tions in the articicsin said writing, expressed 
(as by said writing, amongBt other things there- 
in contained it more plainly appears.) And the 
said plaintiffinfuct saith, although heaerredon 
sud work and businesit of said mineral, and 
performed and was always ready to preform 
what on his part ought Co be performed, accord- 
ing to said writing and agreement, yet said de- 
fendant not minding his covenant and agree- 
ment made with said plaintiff, hath not paid to 
said plaintiff twenry shillings per week for six 
months last past, amounting to tweuty-four 
pounds, or did said defendant provide or fur- 
nish labourers, smith-work, picks, spades &c. as 
by agreement he covenanted and promised to do. 
Non-payment and prtiformance is to the plaintiff's 
damage forty pounds. 
John Winchcombe, under sheriff, attached the 



body of Usher and by direction of Mr. Bslph 
LindFTj the Plaintiff's Attorney took bis an 
bond, for sixty ponnds. 



IV.-A PLEA FOB AMERICAN HERALDRY, 
The question of the pronrietj of an Ameri- 
can Hyst«m of heraldry, will probably be a dot- 
el one, to most of our readers. So little ii 
known, in this country, of the true objects ami 
advantages of the use of heraldic symbols, tbtl 
few peTw>ns have formed any opinion of liii 
possible value of a well regulated system. Ot ' 
the other hand, the existing use of coili-of- 
orms, has been so extended in our large citii^ 
and has been attended with such evident ibo- 
ses. that th; whole subject seems to have beconw 

It must be conceded, however, that ttiltii 
hardly a fair position to take towards so iiieti- 
tution wbicb has for centuries been respedid 
in other countries, and even to-day is recoenii- 
ed as a powertul method of rewarding distiii- 
guished merit. Not to quote the example of 
English Commanders and Civilians of tlieptit 
generation, it can hardly be forgotten thataw 
of the most valued rewards bestowed upon ilit 
great African Explorer. Captain Speke, was u 
augmentation to ni>i inherited coat-of-ann!, 11 
will, therefore, hardly be reasonable to conclude 
that a privilege so highly esteemed, is absurd; 
and the only question should be, as to iUtdap- 
tation to the wants of a republican torm of 
society. 

We do not meet this problem as being pnnlj 
nn abstract one. We have inherited from Ibe ■ 
Colonists of the country, a certain amount of 
pr^udice and sentiments, which, though veat- 
ened by time and the alteration in oar ciroitn- 
stances, have ncTer been entirely obscured. Tb( 
prevuling element, as we all know, is Engliib. 
giving that term the limitation of emhrtcis; 
the British nation, and our ideas must > 
brought mainly to an English standard for a- 
amination. In this particular instance, •xeca 
hardly desire a better guide, than the opinio' 
of educated Englishmen on the subject. 

Not to go too far back into the history of hw- 
aldry, a few general facta may be stated, which 
will possess toe greater interest, as they seem l° 
be practically unknown or ignored in Ibis 
country. In the first place, it must be said, ihil 
there is no such thing as a coatrof-arma be- 
longing to a name. Whenever, or however ob- 
tained, a coat-of-arms was the property nfM 
individual, and descended by fixed and well- 
known rules, to bis heirs. It was, in the nulore 
of any other piece of property, restricted lo it* 
lawful possessors. In orief, it was a speciH of 
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tionoror dignttv, like n title of nobllit; , &nd was 
ustrictljgu&raed in iu coDditioue. 

Undoubiedl;, at the present time, there is in 
Engluid a ffreat laxity in practice, which ob- 
Knm tbe plkin rnles of the Hcience. At Her- 
ild'9 College, anjr one ma; still procure, for a 
Mher large fee, a special coat-of-anns, to be the 
properlT of himselt and hu deHCendanta. On 
theather band, b; assuming thii armsofaname- 
Btke, this cost is saved, and the appropriator 
miT ereu pass himself off bb a rel&tiTO of the 
rightful owner. There is, bonever, a feeling 
tkere, that such a course is improper, and de- 
tection would bring the ofTcnder under some 
todal ban. 

In this country, of late years, we have been 
gniltj, but UDdoubtedly more through igno- 
iiDce tban design. It has been thought that a 
coat-of-armB, or a crest, was the natural decora- 
don of a carrin^e, a ring, or a sheet of note pa- 
per, and accordingly such a device has been as- 
Kined. In the Colonial times, there was a cer- 
tuit legitimate useof these symbols, and certain 
liiiiilies have always continued to employ them ; 
ilifre was, therefore, nothing noTel or preten- 
tiem in the use. and it has been constantly in- 
cruung. We have had no censor to investi- 
ptt these claims, and the few engrarers or her- 
tli painters who have been established here, 
biTe been but too happy to oblige their pat- 
nns with all the decorations that their art af- 
folded The result is, that American coats-of- 
itma are a jest abroad, and worse than that, 
ninj estimable persons are wrongly blamed for 
tiillj vanity to ape foreign customs, when, in 
/ic[, tbey thought they were exercising an un- 
di£putt.-d right. 

We sliall hereafter explain our plan for a sys- 
tem of American heraldry, but we desire first to 
«ll attention to the exieting abuses. It cannot 
!« loo strongly urged that to use a coat-of-anns, 
iito claim a descent from some person who was 
dulj authorized to use it- under the rules and 
cmtoms of some foreign nation. Unless the 
pedigree can be proved, there is no justifiable 
pretext for the use. Personsatall familiarwith 
heraldry, are often requested by their friends to 
iiHlicate the coat of-nrms belonging properly 
W the family of the inquirer. Some heraldic 
EncyclopediB, like Burke's Armoury, is produc 
ed. Bad the expert is asked which of a dozen 
ooita borne by tamilies of the name, belongs to 
the American tribe. If he be honest, he replies 
that none of them is to be selected, and if his 
friend wants to assume a coat-ofarms, he hns 
the whole book from which to select. It is bet- 
ter, in fact, that an American Smith, should 
choose the arms of an English Jones, than that 
be should appropnate the property of any par. 
ticnlar Smith in England. In this case, he uai 



abandoned all clum to a common ancestry with 
his Engluh namesake, and has umply picked 

i an empty gew-gaw, to please his vanity. 

That this is alt wrong, will be conceded withi 
out discussion. It is as absurd to adopt one 
form of symbolic honors, as another, and we 
might as well assume for ourselves all the titles 
in the peerage, as to appropriate to ourselvea 
the coats-of-arms of the peers. A very little re- 
solution on the pari; of the leaders of society, 
would soon lead to the suppression of the most 
glaring instances of abuse, and ridicule would 
overcome, what serious argument fails to reach. 
Any historical Society, by concerted action, 
could nearly eradicate this scandalons blot, by 
collecting and publishing the auibentic exam- 
ples, and leaving the others, under a more than 
suspicion of falsity. 

But it may be said, that all this work is su- 
perfluous, since the result to be gained is one of 
no interest to the community. It may be held 
that the case, is like that of any pretender to a 
title, who inflicts his presence upon American 
society. However unpleasant or injurious, such 
an imposture may be, there is no public duty to 
be fulfilled, by a prosecution to prove the traud. 
Here, we must beg leave to dissent. The ad- 
vantages of the use of heraldic insijniia are very 
considerable, and it seems a confession of weak- 
ness, if we prohibit rather than regulate the 

It has been found to be a most useful custom 
to have family names, inherited by successive 
generations. Especially is this the case with 
the English race, and we can hardly imagine a 
condition in society in which this practice does 
not obtain. Similarly the ties of kindred to 
the remotest degree are readily acknowledged, 
and our people have shown a remarkable titBt« 
for the study of genealogy. This taste nod 
pursuit, has been strangely free from any taint 
of snobbery ; all branches of a family have been 
traced with equal care, and in the vast majority 
of cases, the emigrant ancestor has been sedu- 
ouBly_ sought in the ranks of the yeomen or me- 
chanics who founded the nation. The constant 
emigmtioD from the sea-board to the interior 
has caused an immense dispersion of families, 
but the connection has rarely been suffered to 
be forgotton. With the improved means of 
communication has ariBen a desire on the part 
of our Western cousins, to know more of 
their ancestry, and we may feel assured that the 
claims of blood were never more cheerfully ac- 
knowleged, than they are to-day. 

Now, we hold that in the system of heraldry, 
thereare great opportunities to saaistin the pre- 
servation of the family connection. It is an al- 
phabet of ugns, comparatively few in number, 
and easily learned, capable of infinite combio*- 
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tioDB within & moderate compnes. Tiiere would 
be no difficulty in assigning a specific coat-of- 
anus to every family in the nation, so far as the 
resources of the heraldic system ore concerned. 
Certainly there would be a great ccinyenience in 
such B symbol, which, as truly and briefly as a 
Bumame, would at once proclaim the parentage 
of any individual. We have, indeed, the great 
advantage, arising from the circumstances of the 
■ettlement of the country, that we can arrange 
our citizens into families, or clans, with an au- 
thentic ancestry. Unlike our English friends, 
whose pedigrees must be of varying len^h. de- 
pendent upon the preservation of vanous re- 
cords, we can identify out American progeni- 
tora, and trace each off-shout from the main 
stem, to its remotest ramification. It would be 
impossible to imagine a state of nftairs more 
suitable to the wishes of a herald desirous of 
oairying into effect the priociptesof hisscience. 
In this view, heraldry is the hand-maid of ge- 
nealogy and may become a most efficient Msist- 

Lastly, we deliberately sacrifice a great ben- 
efit, when we throw away the opportanity to 
bring heraldry within the sphere of our dwly 
life. In the science of ornament, as it appeals 
to our inherited English tastes, heraldry is a 
conapicuoUB component. In architecture, of the 
Gothic school, it is almost a necessity ; and in 
the humbler forms of decoration in ordinary 
life, it fills a part which nothing else can. All 
that is necessary, is to free the subject from the 
ignorance and neglect which enshroud it. to 
give us the right to examine, expand, and, if 
necessary, modify the old heraldic laws, and 
we shall And it a solid addition to our possess- 

Tho essence of foreign heraldry, is exclusive- 
nees, but only on the principle which for gene- 
rations prevailed, that all the bt'st products of 
the intellect, were to be devoted to the interests 
of a ruling class. It was primarily intended as 
a family distinction; one which should separ- 
ate the different families of the gentry. We 
haveonly to give this idea its legitimate exten- 
sion, and we may equally murk out all our fam- 
ilies of Americiiii citiwDS. Let all the descend- 
ants of any emigrant agree upon a coat-of arms, 
and it will become as much a fitmily inheritance 
as their surname Is, and will be as useful a mode 
of denoting their decent. 

On another occasion, the writer has published 
the reasons which seemed to render it proper 
that this question should be settled by Con- 
gressional action. It is guUe evident that a 
certain revenue could be raised by a t x on ar- 
morial devices, when used as decorations. It is 
clear, however, that such a tix would l>e an of- 
ficial HUiction of such use, and therefore, that it 



ought not to be levied on these falsely ssgamed 
coats-of-nrms. It is not imposaible, however, 
to indicate a course of action which would be 
consistent and dignified. 

One thing is evident; everywhere in our ci- 
ties the a.isurapCion of coat-armor is daily grow- 
i ing more frequent. We can no more avoid tl« 
' imputation of lieing delinquents in this respect, 
than we can repel the criticisms formerly .jnttl; 
made on our national peculiarities. It is nse- 
less for our government to treat the matter u 
beneath its notice, for the subject of the em- 
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sest plan for our Oovemment to take, to prohi- 
bit the use, or to insist npon proper regulations. 
Either method is sensible and easy, Ihougb vt 
profess a preference for the latter coarse. 

There seems indeed to be one sensible sod 
dignified course of action, which Congress m 
adopt, to which no exception can be takn 
abroad, and which involves no additional mi- 
chinery. for the collection of the tax. Thitii 
to put the use of armorial insignia on the Mimi 
basis as trade-marks or copy-rights. Let it bt 
enacted briefiy, that as the use of certain deii- 
ces is common in civilired countries, to denott 
certain tacts, and such use is restricted by ett- 
tain well-known rules, this government prohib- 
its the use of armorial devices except on thefol- 
lowing conditions; First, that by the payment 
of an annual license fee of ten dollars, siiy our 
may be entitled to use such armorial bcaringi 
as he may have registered at the United 3t»tn 
District Court, in the district in which he ii 
taxed; and that any one making use of idv 
such insignia, on any article, without licenw. 
shall pay a fine of Ave hundred dollars, except 
where such insignia had been engraved or paint- 
ed on some article of the nature of a monn- 
nient or heir-loom, and no personal use *>s 
made of the same. 

Secondly, that every one intending to obtsio 
such a license, should file in the District Court, 
a statement of the armorial insignia he wishes 
to adopt, and should pay therefor the snm o( 
Fifty-aollars. In ca.ic he wishes to show that 
such armorial arms were his by inheritance, the 
proofs should be cited in his statement, and 
verified by the onth of the applicant, and si'cb 
statements should always be accessible to tbe 
public, for inspection and publication. 

Thirdly, that every coat ol'-arms thus licensed 
should be the exclusive property of the appli- 
cant and his desci^ndants. accordingto the ruin 
of English heraldry, and any infringement on 
hisexclusive right, should be properly punish- 
ed. 

Fourthly, that every such coat-of-arma, used 
under the license, should have & ' " 
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portiaii of it, the Ante of the year in which the 
ipplication WHS filed, or the d&te at nhich, as 
Ibe applicant cUimed, it was used by some pa- 
ttmal BQcestor. The use of a false date in the 
cliim, Bbonld be punished by a heavy fine. 

In this way, the Govemment would simply 
tika tbe posiuon, that admitting the feeling 
vliicli would prompt a family to possess some 
pKulisr insignia for its exclusive use, it would 
igree lo defend the owner in his property, only 
muitiDgthat the truth was told, ae to the mode 
^ scqauing it. 

Every one who has studied the science of 
betsldry , will agree that this proviso of the date, 
H perfectly in accordance with the rules, and 
mtinlj feanble. Tbe figures may be placed on 
■ tcroU beneath or beside the shield, or on any 
HJtible portion of the field; the only indis- 
wnnble requisite should be that they are plain- 
Ii Kt forth. 

la feet, this system would be entirely in ac- 
cariince with onr political institotiona, Cer- 

uial;, we do not desire to prevent any man 
tm distinguishing himself, nor his children 
bm cherishing a proper pride in his acts. 
Moreover, any system which will tend to 
HieD|(then the family tie among kindred, wide- 
1; scattered as families will become, throughout 
ihia immense country, must be a bond of union 
ind sn aid in preserving an identity of interest. 

To induce persons to adopt this system, an d 
tlmg to make it a source of revenue^ we have 
provided that any man may take his earliest 
<Ute at which it can be proved any of his pa- 
temil ancestors nsed coats-of-armor. The fact 
of the use will remain any way; and by regis- 
toiog it and recognizing it, we offer a sufficient 
iikdncement perhaps to have the fashion estab- 
lisbed. 

At alleventB, the point will besimple. If any 
nio has a coatnif-arms painted on the panels 
gf his coach, let him be told, at once, that he 
niji continue to use it. but that the Government 
musts that he shall also add the date of the 
uqniution of the property. If he be honest in 
bu sssertion that he values it only as an orna- 
ment, or as a pvraonal device, he will agree to 
In the date of 1868, stand as » part of it. If 
it be an heir-loom, be will be glad to put the 
eulier date which will show the fact; and it 
cu injure no one to have it known. The only 
mslcontent will be the man who has hoped 
that, in the lack of all rules and authority, his 
■Mamed coat has been believed to lie an inher- 
itance. 

LssUy, we would propose, that any Officer of 
the Army or Navy, who has been promotedj for 
special gallantry in the field or for great ability 

in the discharge of his duties, shall have the 

light to snbatitute for the date, the name of the 
Bur. Vae. Vm.. IV. 9 



battle in which he won his promotion, and shall 
not be obliged to pay the registration fee. TVe 
should, doubtless, in this way, meet the want 
which has been bo strongly felt, of some mode 
by which a meritorious officer could be reward- 
ed. Crosses, ribbons, medals, and other deco- 
rations, have been but seldom employed by our 
Government ; but here, the use of such a reward 
may he easily made a part of an important aji- 

The whole plan, in fact, would allow of thoM 
gradations which would meet the requirements 
of every class. Government would have tho 
merit, on the one hand, of suppreasing that ridi- 
culous apeing of foreign heraldry now prevalent, 
and would substitnte a mode, simple and repub- 
lican. To the man of wealth, it would ofier an 
inheritance to his children, founded on a truth ■ 
to the man conscious of a distinguished ances- 
try, a recognition of the fact ; and to the man 
who had risked his life for his country, an ac- 
knowled^ent of his services, the more to be 
prized, since it could always be borne without 
ostentation. 

If all these inducements should fail to render 
the use of coat-of-armor popular, then surely it 
is time to prohibit it entirely. As it stands, it 
is but a mockery ; and nothing but the breath 
oi authority can give it life. If it be declined, 
after being proffered on such honest and intelli- 
gible grounds as those we have named, let ut 
have no more of it ; and let the law deatrov it. 

We incline, however, to the belief that it 
would prove a financial success, sioce it is well 
known that these insignia are of prime import- 
ance, in many forms of decoration. LetushaTS 
an honest and manly system of American her- 
aldry; and we do not fear that the number of 
applicants will be too insignificant. 

Lastly, we would say, that if Cengress declin- 
ed to interfere, anyone State might easily adopt 
the plan, substituting State coats, forNationa). 
Even without legislative enactment, much might 
be done under the authority of any Historical 
Society, so far as setting the fashion of annex- 
ing a date to all inherited or assumed coats.

JT., purporting to be written by him, 
for the purpose of^diatribution amongst bis re- 
Itlives and friends, having been sent with hia 
campliments to Mr. Pine Coffin of Portledge, 
(the present head of the family of that name) 
it is considered due to the author to state that 
tbese Itemarkt on the Memoir would not have 
been made public, had proper notice been taken 
t; Captain Coffin of the Bub)oined letters, in 
which Mr. Pine Coffin pointed out the erro- 
neous stateraentB made by him relatire to the 
funily of Pine Coffin, and to those who preced- 
ed them aa the poasesaors of the Portledge prop- 
erty. Copies of these Letters are given at the 
end of these Btmark*. 

The title of the present possessor of the 
Portledge estate is so clear and indisj)Utabte, 
that it was hardly to be expected that it would 
ever be called in question. 

Borne years ago, however, a family of the 
isme of Coffin, long settled in America, and 
uid to be descended from persons who emigrat- 
ed thither about the period of the great Rebel- 
lion in England, set up their claim to a prefer- 
able right to the Portledge estate, as lineal de- 
Kendants in the male line, from fonner poBseas- 
ort of the name and property. Such, at least, 
appears to be the gist or their pretensions, so 
«r as they could be collected from verbal re- 
porta ; but as they never took any determinate 
form, nor appeared to be based upon any specif- 
ic foundation, no steps by which the validity of 
Ihe claim might be tested, could be taken ; and 
the present owner of the property, whose descent 
is in the female line, and his connections, ac- 
cordingly confined themselves to a general de- 
nial of any knowledge of grounds for the 
claim. At length these pretensions have aasum- 
fd a 5hape in wliich they can be subjected to ex- 
amination : and, although the actual represent- 
ative of the Piue Coffin family never had reason 
to believe they could in any degree endanger 
his rights, he and bis uncle, Sir Edward Fme 
Coffin (the now sole survivor of those named in 
the entail made by Mr. Bennett ColEn) gladly 
availed themselves of the opportunity of show- 



ing to the claimants, and to any whose opinions 
may be influenced by their confident but ground- 
less assertions, how slender is the foundation on 
which they rest, and how unequivocal is that 
which supports the title of the present possess- 
So far as the narrative of the Memoir is con- 
fined strictly to tbe proposed subject, as express- 
ed in the title, no remark will bo made. Thii 
portion, commencing on pa^e 6, is however 
preceded by some pages of introductory mat- 
ter, mostly irrelevant, in which are contained 
the statements to which the following observa- 
tions apply. 

At the outset, it is set forth in the shape of a 
fact beyond dispute, although no where in the 
slightest degree proved, that the author's father 
was descended from the ancestors of the Port- 
ledge family. The two ensuing pages are 
almost wholly occupied with details, appearing 
to be copied from Prince's account of Sir Wil- 
liam Coffin, a younger son, who flourished in 
the reign of Henry VIII., and whom, from not 
having authentic documents to which he conld 
refer, the author of the Memoir has apparently 
confounded with the elder brother, Richard 
Coffin, of Portledge, who was High Sheriff in 
the Sad of Henry VIII. It was Sir wmiam, 
who was Master of the Horse to Queen Anne 
Boleyn, in the dfitb of Henry YIH., and who 
was Enight of the Shire for Derby, four yean 
later. Dying without issue, in 158B, he left hii 
best horses, a cart and his hawks'* to his Royal 
master, and all his estates (situated in North 
Devon) to his eldest brother, Bichard Coffin of 
Portledge. These facts are brought ' forward 
merely to show the inaccuracies of the author of 
the Manioir, in what regards the Portledge 
Coffins. It is, besides, not very obvious why me 
name of Sir William is thus prominently intro- 

In the following pages are extracts or refer- 
ences to Hutching's Bittory of Doriet, proving 
only that in IMG lands in that County, belong- 
ing to two persons of the name of Coffin, were 
sequestered; and that Sir William Coffin, befor* 
mentioned, was of a family settled in Somerset. 
The more material part of the author's state- 
ment is contained in the following extract, 
page G, of the Memoir. 

" There arc two versions of the reason of tha 
"exile uf this tine old family from ita native 
" laud. They were deVoted Royalist*, during 
'• the time and troubles of Charles I,, and were 
" fated then and a century later, to lose all they 
"had, from siding with their Sovereign. On 
'• the death of the first Charles and the escape 
" of the second, the Coffins found tbemaelvea 
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" proBCribed and in a great tnessnre depriTed of 
" their eatatea. Colon^ Coffin, tbea GoTemor of 
" Pljnnouth, prepared a vesael ; and when he 
"could no longer hold the citadel against the 
"ParHamentarj forces, embarked trith his fam- 
" ilj for America, arriTed in safety, and settled 
"in the township of Salisbury, near Newbury 
" Port, State of MaHaachuaettB. The other ver- 
"non of the exile of the Coffin family w;is 
<* thus related to the compiler of this simple 
"Memoir. After Charles II. made his escape to 
"France, the head of the family, liki many 
" other Royalists, after a time took serrice with 
" Oliver Cromwell ; and when his son succeeded 
'' to the Protectorship, General Monk had ac- 
" ranged to bring Charles IF. back to England. 
" Colonel Tristram Coffin, of Brixton, near Kit- 
" lay, county Devon, being then Governor of Ply- 
" mouth, and expecting nothing but persecu- 
" tion from Charles II., resigned the command 
" of the citadel, and embarked for America, 
" on hia arrival in which country he settled with 
" his family at Newbury Port. Coloael Coffin 
"left hia only daughter in England, on the es- 
" tate of Brixton, to preserve the property to 
" the family ; and she married a Mr. Puie, who 
" took the name of Coffin, and whose descend- 
" ants hold the Portledge property to this day." 

This paragraph, per^oxed and contradictory 
as it is, clearly seems intended to make it be be- 
lieved that Colonel Tristram Coffin of Brixton, 
was, at the period in question, the head or rep- 
resentative of the Portledge family, and more- 
over Governor of Plymouth ; but whether on 
the Cng'a or Parliamentary side is uncertain, 
being oppositely stated in the two versions; 
that being according to one unable to hold the 
citadel against the Parliamentary forces, or ac- 
cording to the other, afraid of persecution from 
Charles II., he emigrated to America with his 
family, but nevertlieless left bis only daughter at 
Brixton, to preserve the property ; and that 
she marrying a Mr. Pino, who took the nainc of 
Coffin, they Became the progenitors of the Pino 
Coffins, whose descendant* hold the Portledge 
property to this day. On this lame and con- 
nised representation appears to rest all the con- 
fident assertions made by the American Coffins 
as to their priority of birthright ; and very little 
remark will suffice to show now wholly inade- 
quate it is to sustain their pretensions. 

As Plymouth fell, at the very commencemeut 
of the CSvil War, under the power of the Par- 
liament, and though long besieged or blockaded 
by the King's forces, was never afterwards re- 
duced to his obedience (see Clarendon, Volumes 
IL, III., rV.) the first of the two versions given 
in the Memoir ia so evidently at variance with 
the facts, as related in history, that it does not 
call for any further observation. 



Though the second version may be more cor- 
rect, it places Colonel Tristram Coffin simply in 
the position of an anti-royalist, and thus more 
naturally accounts for his fear of peisecution, 
on the retiim of Charles II. ; but what then In- 
comes of his boasted loyalty f Both vernoia, 
however, are so questionable, that it may ba 
suspected that they are merely introduced for 
the purpose of giving color to the fiction 
which forme the climax of the paiaRn|dL 
Though it is endeavored to make Colonel Tiis- 
tram Coffin appear as the '* head" or repreMul- 
ative ot the Portled^ family, no attempt ii 
made to trace his orium haekaardt to that limi- 
ly ; and. instead of giving him his proper pstro- 
nymic, aa such, he is called Colonel CoSd of 
BrixUm, an estate neither known nor beliered 
to have been ever possessed as part of the Port- 
ledge property. But, paSaing over this iDCa> 
aistency. it is certain that he emiid not then, or 
at any other time, have been the possessor of 
Portledge, which, in his time and in the [tft- 
ceding and following generations, was held icd 
occupied by proprietors bearing the name nf 
Richard or John. One of the former name, wbft 
died in 1699, at the age of seventy-seven, and 
must accordingly have been bom nearly twecti 
years before tlie commencement of the Ciiil 
War, in 1641, and nearly fortv years before tht 
Revolution, in 1660, was the 'father of Dorolh; 
Coffin, whose marriage with Edward Pine M 
Eastdown, in 1671, eventually brought the 
name and estate into the family of the present 
possessor. The pretended "hardship" of the 
Portledge family is thus reduced toamereftble: 
and the true descent of the present repre«nl»- 
tivc of the name and possessor of the propertf 
is as follows : 

In 1671, Edward Pine (or Pyne, as it iru 
then spelt) of Eastdown (which eatate cunt 
into hia family in the year 1296, by the mil- 
riage of Robert Pyne,of Ham, near Moorwin- 
towe, with Eleanor, daughter and heiress rf 
Thomns Le Downe, of East Downc, and theoM 
descended to him in an unbroken line of niil( 
inheritance) married Dorothy, eldest daugbtw 
of Richard Coffio, of Portledge. Thia Riihud. 
contemporary of Colonel Tristram Coffip. "U 
twice married ; by his first marriage he had two 
daughters : by hia second, two aims and tvd 
daughters. The youngest son died earlj la 
life, leaving no issue, and was buried at Al- 
wington, Devon. Richard, the eldest son, wbo 
succeeded hia father, in 1699, also died nithont 
issue, beqneatbing the estate by hia will to 
Richard Bennett, the sou of his owndster.Mn. 
Bennett. He also provided, by subsequent cod- 
icils, for different eventualities, all of which 
took efiiect, and ended in making John PiDe> 
grandson of his half uater Dorothy, before hmd- 
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lioned, heir of one moiety of the estate. This 
Bichkrd Bennett, who lucceeded under his 
uncle's will, in 1766, took the name of Coffin by 
AcCof Parliament, and djiug without issne, in 
i79fi, bequeathed the other moietv of the estate 
la the same John Pine, on condition of hia tak- 
ing the nauie of CotBn, which he also did b; 
Act of Parliament, on the twenty-eighth of 
febreary, 1T9T. From him the estate has de- 
scended, partly by entail and partly b; simple 
inheritance, to the present poeaeasor, the Ber. 
JohnThomasPine Coffin, Rector of Alwington, 
who is grandson of the abore-named John 
Kae. 

It is tUrth«r stated in the paragraph referred 
la, that the Cofflna, speaking of them edUctivt- 
If, " wen proscribed and in great measure de- 
■•priTed of their estates." Ko authority is 
giTOi for this Btatement. nor ia there the slight- 
ot reason for considering it true with regard to 
tbe Coffins of Portledge, whatever may have 
luppened to others of the name, then spread 
(branch the Western Counties ; but the main 
uwrCions being refuted, it is unnecessa^ to 
cnqaire more nearly into the acGoncy of the 
dttiils. 



Ott the fly leaf of the copy of the Memoir 
Kut to Hr.

•f Portledge (of whom I am now the head) 
who have had an undisputed jwasession for 
very many centuries. 

"I have written to Capt. Coffin pointing out 
some of these errors, but as I have received 
no reply. I doubt if I waa in possession of hia 
" proper address, therefore I have determined 
"to address myself to him, through vou, as I 
do not intend to lot the error remain uncon- 
tradicted by the head of the Portledge Coffin 
family, as distinguished from Others of that 
name.

theerrors tvhich it contains, in a manner equal- 
ly public.

X.— FLOTSAM. 
The Three Orioinal CaimcaKs of Cah- 
BRIDOE. — For the first time in the long history 
ilince their founding, the pulpits of the three 
original Churches of Cambridge, all Congrega- 
tional Unitarian, are vacant simultaneously — 
The First Church of Cambridge, by the resigna- 
tion of Rev. William Newetl, D. D.; the First 



Church of Arlington (which was the Second 
Church of Cambridge), by the resignation of 
Rev. Charles Christie Salter ; the First Cbuidi 
of Brighton, (which was the Third Church of 
Cambndge). by the resignation of Rev. Samoel 
Walton McDaniel, 

These were the three original territorial Pu- 
islies, or Precincts, as they were called, of Caa- 
bridge ; and for several years no other Chnreb 
was embodied in Cambndge. The next after 
these three was the Episcopal Church ; end tht 
next the Church of the Csmbridgeport pariah, 
also Congregational Unitarian, now under Uh 
charge of Rev. George Ware Briggs, D. D, Thii 
latter reached, some twelve years since, the half 
century of its organization. But the three 
original territorial Parishes run back nearly Eft 
and nearly three half-centuries, if we assume tbe 
dates when public religious worship on the Sib- 
bstli was begun. Sabbath worship, in the Fint 
Parish, began with Hooker, in 1688; in Utt 
Second Parish (now Arlington) in 1733— pti- 
haps a little earlier ; in the Third Parish (no* 
Bnghton) in 1730, and perhaps earlier, frag' 
mente of ancient records extant referrine to 
" public worship on y* South side of the nnt 
" in a deserted private house," long before H| 
separate Parish organization was permitted If 
" the Great and General Court," in that part if 
Cambridge, In 1807, the Second and Thud 
Parishes were set off and incorporated as di^ 
tinct Towns (West Cambridge and Brighton). 

Of these three early Parishes, the pulpiti if 
which are now vacant, we present thefoUowiig 
complete list of Pastors; 

Op the Pibst Parish, then in the wildeniMi, 
Rev. Thomas Hooker, born in Leicesteishin^ 
England, 1598, and Rev. Samuel Stone, bora in 
England, both of Emanuel College, Cambridge, 
were ordained Pastor and Teacher, m 1688;ud 
in the third year of their ministi^ removed to 
Hartford, Conn. 

Rev, Thomas Shepard, bom in Towcester, 
England, 1605, also of Emanuel College, W" 
ordained, 1680, and died, 1040, in the foorteCDt^ 
year of hia ministry. 

Rev. Jonathan Mitchell, bom in Yorksbiie. 
England, 1634 ; came over in I63S ; graduated. 
Harvard University, 1647 ; ordained, ISaO ; and 
died, 1668, in the eighteenth year of his miai»- 
try. 

Rev. Urian Oakes, bom in England, 1381; 
came here a child ; graduated at Harvard Univer- 
sity, 1640 ; returned to England, where he WM 
ordained and settled. The Cambridge Churcb 
sent a Messenger for him ; and he was inst»llrf 
here, 1671. He died in 1681, in the tenth je» 
of his ministry ; the last six years of which M 
was both Pastor of the Churcb and President of 
the University. 
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Bev. N&thaniel Ooukin. 110111 at Cambridgei 
1558; Harvard University, 1675 ; aaaiBted Mr. 
Oakes in the miniBtrj during the presidencj' of 
the latter ; and was ordained his Bucceseor, in 
1682 ; and died in 1692, in his thirty-fonrth jeaj-, 
and in the tenth of his ministry. 

Rev. William Brattle, bom in Boston 1662 ; 
Harrard Univeraity, 1680 ; ordained Pastor 
IH6 ; and died, 1717, in the twenty-first year of 
his ministry. 

Rev. Nathaniel Appleton, D. D., bom at Ips- 
wich, HaBsachosetts, 1693 ; Horrard TJniver- 
oty, 1712; ordwned, 1717 ; died 1784, in his 
lunety-first year, and in the Biity-seventh of his 
ninittry. 

Rev. 'Hmothy Hilliard, bom, Kensington, 
KewHampehire,1746; Harvard Dmvenlty, 1784 ; 
ioitalled colteagne with Dr. Appleton, 1783, 
hivine been previously settled at Bametable ; 
ind died, 17B0, in his forty-fourth year, and 
ii the Bbventh of his niinigtty. 

Rev. Abiel Holmes, D. D., bom, 176S ; gradu- 
■Ud at Tale College, 1783 ; installed, 17SS ; 
left, 1829, in the thirty-eighth year of bis 
niinlitry ; and died at Cambridge, Sunday 
monimg, the fourth of June. 18S7, aged seven- 
tj-two. 

Rev. William Newell, D. D,, bom, Boston ; 
gndoated at Harvard University, 1B24, and 
Cambridge Divinity School, IBSQ; ordained. 
May 16, 1880 ; relinquished his charge, March, 
1868. in the thirty-eighth year of his ministry. 

Of these eleven Pastors of the First Church 
of Cambridge, three were educated at Emanuel 
College, England, seven at Harvard University, 
ud one at Yale. The average ministry of each 
vu about twenty years and six months. 

OWTBx Second Pbkckict, or Parish, of Cam- 
tiridge, usually called by the Indian name of 
Venotomy, until incorporated, in 1807, as West 
Cambridge, Rev. Samuel Cook of Harvard Uni- 
rendty, 1785 ; was ordained first Pastor, in 173B. 
He died, 1788, aged eeventy-flve, in the forty- 
fourth year of hia ministry. 

Rev. ThaddeuB Fiske, D. D., of Harvard Pnl- 
Tenity, 1785 ; was ordained in 1788 ; and had a 
ministry of forty years. He died at Charles- 
town, on the twenty-first of November, 1886, ' 
his oinety-fomlh year. 

Rev. rt*deric Henry Hedge, D. D., was born 
itCambridge, on the twelfth of December, 1805. 
BiTingstudiedinGermany.from 1818 to 1828, 
he graduated at Harvard University, 1826, and 
Cambridge Divinity School, 1888. He was or- 
duned at West Cambridge, on the twentieth of 
Miy. 1829; resigned his charge on the ninth of 
Hatch, 1835, in the sixth year of his mini , 
He was subseqaently settled nt Bangor, at Prov- 
idence, and at Brookline. 
Rev. David Damon, of Harvard Univtrsity, 



1811,'WHsi]i8tanedin Apri!,1685. Re died oil 
the twenty-fifth of June, 1843, in Lis fifly-sixtb 
year, and in the ninth year of his ministry over 
this Church. He was the first tenunt in that 
beautiful Cemetery at West Cambridge, whicb 
his own discourse and poem consecrated in bis 
last public services in that place. 

Rev. William Ware, bom in Uingham, on 
the third of August, 1T9T; Haiverd College, 
1816 { installed here, in 1844, having been set- 
tled previously in New York and in Waltbam. 
In 1846, he was compelled from ill health to- 
relinquish preaching, and removed from Weet 
Cambddge in the second year of his miniatiy 
here. He died at Cambridge, on the nineteentb 
ofFebruary, lSfi2. 

Rev. James Francis Brown, a graduate of tfa» 
Cambridge Divinity School, 1848, wasordained 
tbe first of November, 1848; and died at 
__ ingfleld, on the fourteenth of June, 1854, 
aged thjrty-two years, in the flfUi year of hi» 
ministry at West Csmbridge. 

Rev. Samuel Abbot Smith, bom at Peter- 
borough, New Hampshire, on the eighteenth of 
April, 1829; Harvard University, 184&; Juid 
Cambridge Divinity School, 1853 ; waa ordain- 
ed on the twenty-second of June, 18G4; and 
died here on the twentieth of May, 1865, aged 
thirty-aix, and in the-eleventh year of his min- 

Bev. Charles Christie Salter, bom at Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire ; a graduate of Harvard 
University, 1861, and of Cambridge Divinity 
School, 1865; was ordained here, on the seventh 
of Jtme, 1866, and resigned hia charge, January, 
1869, in the third year of his ministry. 

Of these eight Pastors of the original Second 
Church of Cambridge, seven were graduates of 
Harvard University. The average ministry of 
each was fifteen years. 

Og TUB Third PaaciNCT, or Parish, of Cam- 
bridge, usually called South Cambridge or Lit- 
tle Cambridge, until incorporated (in 1S07) as- 
a Town, Rev. John Foster, D. D., was ordained 
first Pnstor, on the first of N;ovembcr, 1784. Ho 
was bom at Western (now Wanen) Mass., on tha 
nineteenth of April, 1763 ; and graduated at 
Dartmouth College in 1788. He resigned his 
charge uu the thirty-first of October, 1827,afler 
a ministry of just forty-three years ; and died, at 
Brighton, on the fifteenth of September, 1829. 
in his sixty-seventh year. 

Rev. Daniel Austin was bom in Boston ; and 
graduated at Dartmouth College in 1813, and at 
the Cambridge Divinity School, 1S27. He wa» 
ordained on the fourth of June, 1828 ; resigned 
his charge on the twenty-sixth of November, 
I 1837, in the tenth year of his ministry, and re- 
I udeanow nt Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 
I Rev Abner Dumont Jones woa bora in 
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" tian ConnexioD" in New England. He 
stalled on the thirteenth of Februairj, 1889, 
JlaTiag been preTiously settled at HubbarcUton, 
Mass., and at Wilton, New Hampshire; and 
resigned his chBrge,on the thirty-firat of October, 
1842, in the fourthyear of hia ministry. He wsa 
aubeequently settled at Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire, and resides now in Boston. 

Hev. Frtderick Augustus Whitney born at 
<laincy, on the thirteenth of Beptcmber, 1813 ; 
nuduated at HaiTord L'nivcrsitv, 1838, und at 
the Cambridge Divinity Scliool, 18BS. He took 
charge of tlie puipit on the ninth of April, 
1848 ; and was ordained on tlie twenty-first of 
February following. He resigned in 1858, in 
the sixteenth year of his ministry. 

Rev. Charles Noyea, born at Petersham, grad- 
uated at Harvard University 18S6, and at the 
Cambridge Divinity School, 1859. He was or- 
diuned on the fourth of January, 1860; nnd re- 
fligned, on the twent;r-fifth of October, 1863, in 
the fourth year of hia ministry. He won »ub- 
seqaently settled at Nortbfield, Massachii'i'tts; 
And has been recently invited to settle at New 
Orleans, Louisiana. 

Rev. Samuel Walton HcDoniel, bom at Phil- 
adelphia, on the eighteenth of November, 1888; 
was installed on the thirtieth of August, 1866, 
having previously settled in Pennsylvania and 
in Massochnaetts. Ha resigned his charge on 
ths third of July. 1860, in the third year of his 
ministry. 

Of these six Pastora of the original Third 
Church of Cambridge, two were graduates of 
Harvard University and two of Dartmouth Col- 
lege. The average ministry of each of the six 
■was tfairtsen years and fonr months. F. A. W.

Mrs. Catliarino T. Washington, the nearesi 
relative to the Father of his Country, died on 
Saturday, at the residence of her son-ialaH, 
Dr. J, M. Mackenzie, m Delhi. She ivse bam 
on the twenty-fifth of August, 1790; and wis 
consequently in the eightieth year of her ige. 
The deceased was the wife of the late Samuel 
Washington, a grand nephew of Qeneni 
Washington, who died ten years ago. She, 
too, WBs a Washington, though bearing s re- 
mote relationship to her husband. 

They came to the West, from Virginia, aboul 
twenty^ years ago, stopping temporarily «I 
Wheeling, and finally settling in Newport, E;., 
where they both remained until, eight yein 
a^o, tliey came into the family of Dr. Mackea- 
zie, in this city, and removed with him te ^ 
residence in Delhi, when he left the city. 

She was, for many years, a prominent and de- 
voted member of the Methodist Episcoptl 
Church. After their removal to Delhi, with- 
ont a change of membership, she attended tlw 
Presbyterian Church ; and was earnestly m- 
gaged in its work, until her failing health, 
about one year ago, admonished her that hn 
lalior on earth was rapidly drawing to a clesa. 
She retained her physical vigor to an onnsusl 
age ; and was distmguished for high charade 
and one that was singularly well balanced. 
The dignity which characterized the family, 
also manifested itself, in no small degree, in her; 
and a serene temper, with which she was blessed, 
waa constantly speaking from a placid face. 
The traces of the Washington phrBiognomy j 
were quite discemable in her, and came out ! 
with striking resemblance to General Wash- ; 
ington, after her death. Though her etrengtb ; 
heSbeenrapidlyfailingof late, ane was serious- . 
ly sick only about six, weeks. Her last words i 
were those of affection for her family, and un- 
failing trust in the Savior. ! 

She leaves two children who survive her. 
Captwn Thornton J., and John F. Washington, 
both well-known citizens of this country. — Cin- 
einnati OiuetU.

We all 
know that it is opportunitj whiah make* men 
ERhL lliBj, whose good or evil fortune baa 
rnuJe tbem aotoia on the great stage, are thoae 
al(Hie who hare tba opportnnitj to gain a nation- 
al lepotation ; yet oWrration proTea that the 
tslenta, which make men eminent, and the vinuea 
ind the Tioee, which render them poputororodioas, 
maj be as distinctly displayed, tliough not as oon- 
fpieaonal^, within the narrower circle. The \>n- 
nle soldier may display all the bravery which 
giTea bigh ebaraoter to the officer. Tlie subaltern 
may exhibit in his sphere the resolution and good 
onduet which make the hero. The village pat- 
riot of oor revolution mar have evinoed, equally 
with Lhoee who filled the highest stations, ardent 
lore of conntry, unyielding determinstion to main- 
laiQ ita rigbis, and wisdom and talent to devise 
the measarea neceeeaiy for the poblic sooutity. 

To preserve the memory of those disttnguished 
citiieos, who have made themselves oonspicaoDa 
on tbe narrow Seld of our State Hiitory, and who 
have manifested ber« tbe talents and the virtues 
which woald have made them, had they been aC' 
tors on a diSerent stage, eminent among the great 
sod tbe good of a great nation, should be one of 
the cherished ot^ts of oar sooie^.

porM^ea, Belknap fs perhaps as fall and minnta 
In bis detail*, aa the maaa of reodera would gener- 
ally deaire. Bntwbenwe come down to tbe events 
which preceded and aoBstttu ted the Revolutbn, we 
find bis history more brief and general, rather the 
history of the nation than tho hietory of New 
Ham^hlre. 

We find there the events which wen of na- 
tional importance, and tbe names which national 
hiatory is bound to preaorve ; but we look in vain 
for the series of minor events, by whieb tbe move- - 
manta of tbe RavolutMn were here auslnined ; fbr 
iy aooonnt of the sicrifioes, the bardehipe and 
aafleringe, by which her poor and scanty popula- 
tion were enabled to auatain their proportion of 
the burdens to be borne in tbe common cause ; or 
for the name*, or the hietoryof the men, by wfaoea 
talents and ability, by wlwae steady patriotism, 
and firm datermi nation, the caase here was car- 
ried through. This blank should be supplied. A 
remnant of tbe materials which onoe existed re 
mains, but time is rapidly drawing the dark veil 
of forgetfufneea over the men of that day, and tbe 
-'enee in which they acted. 

Even at th is late bour, 1 cannot doubt there mnj 
be recovered a tbounnd incidents in the history of 
tbe active men of that great event ia this State, 
'hicb wuuld long continue to be read with inter- 
eat and pleosuro. To their sfibrls, we are cbieQy 
indebtea, under Providence, for the wiso laws and 
free institutiona under whloh it ia our. good fortune 
to live. 

I propose to oconn* the hoar allotted to me at 
this time, by recalling to yoar reoollectiona the 
eventa of the Revolutiun ia New Hampshire, a 
change comprised in a period of little more than a 
year. To disouse the causes of the Revolution is 
not allowed me- To allude even briefly to tba 
eauaes which made the people of tiie Colonies re- 
publicans in principle, while all n^rded their 
with the mother country as their pride 



great struggle, between that nation and her '^rasp- 
ins neighbur, ibr the ascendency on this continsnt ; 
ana from the union of tbe raw levies of the Prov- 
ince*, and the trained veteraos ot the old country, 
and Irom the fnlse and unsound opinions carried 
back by her military men to England, in relation 
to the character, oplniooa and resources of tbe 
colonists, might fill d volume. 

The details of the measures, adopted by the 
ministries of tbe English King, to Gx upon this 
continent a system of taxation by which they 
should be compelled to contribute a proportion of 
tbe bnrdens incurred for the common benefit of 
the whole empire ; the aiguments and views, by 
which their claim of right was reaiated, and the 
movements by which each step of the home guv- 
emmeot was related and dofisBted , and Iba iinai- 
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Ue mMM, ultimatcl; Ksorted to, to mforco nb- 
minioD hero, ftnd the eSecti prodaoed throughout 
the continent, can be mcral; teferred to. 

Tbrj were mensuif* which hiul little pnetieal 
lelatiuD to New Uunipehiie, and irlth few excep- 
tiona, thej produced little effect in this Prorince, 
except that thej united the people ol' tbe PioTioee, 
in tbi coDiinoi) Kutiment of tha pooplo of the 
other Uoloniea ; tbat the claim, mkde bjr tbe Biit- 
lih Pbi'II anient, of a right to bind the coianitta bj 
their Slatulee in all casee wbnteTer, and conee- 
quently to impoae t«iea upon Lhem at tbeir pleo- 
■ure, was unfounded in reason, incontiitent with 
tbe principle! of tho Gnglinh Conatitution, ir- 
reconcilable with the rigbt* and libertiee wbich 
tbey cbiuied na EogliibmeD, and wbioh, tbaj 
contended, thej had neither abandoned, nor loct 
b; their mnoral to thia country ; and that their 
duty to themselTet and tbeir poatarit; required 
that aueh a claim should be loeiated to tbe lott, at 
whatever hanrd. 

How far the common opinion of the eoloniila 
eltewhere bad extended itetJf to thia t^rorince. ia 
etinced bj tbe meoaiirea ndopted at Portimouth, 
to compel the distributor of atampB to reaigu hi* 
office in ITOS-C, b; the re-ahinment of the tea in 
1774, bj the appointment in that year of commit- 
tees of correapundence ; first by tbe towng, and 
finallv bv the Awembly of the ProTince : by the 
assembling of the conventiona of July 21, 1774, 
and of January, lT7a, and the election of dele- 
gates by those contentions, to attend tbe General 
CangrcM of Deputlea from all the Coloniaa, to be 
fa oldon in September, 1774, and May, 1775, and 
the resolutions paned in the public meetingi ol 
tbe towns, cipressire of tbeir sentioienta. 

Though the union of sentiment among the colo- 
nists wEia not loet in New Hampabire, to aee the 
expression of GuTemor Wentwortli, yet there is 
Tory aatisfacloty evidence that, owing to rarioua 
oircitmstancee, public feeling wua much less warm- 
ly excited in Now Uatnpabire, than in the Colonies 
generally ; the inQuenoe of the GoTemor, a nan 
of popular und agreeable manoers, and who hnd 
carefully BToidod all measures which were oalca- 
latod to render him pDiaoually odious, and of the 
Council, and most of tha public officers, whs de- 
lived their nppointments from the crown, was 
relatively much greater tlian in the other Colonies. 
The population, except towards the tea. was very 
scanty and much scattered, ths roads bad, and the 
menna of communication slow and imperfect, and 
tbe measures of the ministry bora, but very re- 
motely and incidentally, upon them. 

In Masschusetts, mea^ureehad beenesrly taken, 
in anticipation of tha last roeort, to provide addi- 
tional suppliee of arms and military stores, and 
thtir activity in thia icapect, in the season of 1774, 
attracted the notice of tbe ministry, nnd in Octo- 
ber an Order in Council prohibited the exportation 



Uitary stom from Qreat Britain to ths Colo- 
In December, 1774, hul Revere, sr ei- 
I from the committee of oonespocideDc* at 
on, arrivtd at Fortemouth, and delivered hil 
dispatch to Mr. Samuel Cutts, a merchEnt and 
member of the committee of correapondeaee fix 
that town. Tbe letter hebroagfat contained, uii 
suppaatid, BD account of the Ordeia iaCaDaci1,pio- 
bibiting the exportation of arms, and of the pranpt 
and resolute measures, talcsn by the pea|ile of 
Rhode Island a day or two before, to secure the 
guns in the fort at Newport, and informatioa tiat 
a ship and troops would be sent at once by Gtixtt- 
nor Gags, to take posasasion of the fort at tha 
entrance of Piscataqua Harbor, and to remm 
tbe artillery and storM. 

A meetine of the oommitte* waa convened, s^ 
rangements instantly made, «pr«Bea sent tattit 
neighboring towns, and about noon ef the not 
day, before any saspicione were aDtortained of 
their intentions by the Provincial Govertinieiit, 
the drum waa beaten in tbe streets, and about (so 
huudrsd volunteers assembled, and pioceeded in 
two gondolas to Newcastle ; they were then join- 
ed by perhaps an equal number of the peflpliof 
tbat town, and upon the refusal of the captain oT 
tbe fort to nurrender, at once eated ths willi, 
took and disarmed the garrison of five meo, snd 
removed about one hundred barrels of gunpoirder 
from the magazine to £ieter. 

On the next day, the people from tho neighbor 
ing tovrna arrived, and after parading bsfors tli« 
State House, where the Uovemnr and his Coancil 
were del ibem tins, and demanding of the Gotenor 
aa answer whether ships or troops were sipeclel, 



that none had been sent for ; they 
t, and removed all the small i 
I, which were sent to Durham. This pnrtj 
WBs cbieBy from Durham and the nelghbotii>| 
towns. Un the next day, a laigc oompauy fnim 
Exeter and its ticiuity arrived ; the work had btea 
dune, they passed resolutions approving of the pf}- 
ceedioge, and returued. 

These ocourrencea are memorable becanaatbej 
are the occasions on wbioh olene actual focea wii 
resorted to against the royal antbority. l^ensmcs 
of tha men who, at that early day of tbe cofiiro- 
Tsrsy, dared to commit treason ngainet a powerfiil 
(^vomment, who dared to assail a rnyol fortrett. 
however feeblr defended, and strike tha stsndsrd 
of royalty, ouaht to be known and remembweJ. 
Those of Samuel Cutta, of John UngdiHi, oi 
Thomas Pickering and Samuel Drown, thou of 
Geowe Frost and John Sullivan and John AdsBi, 
the Panon of DurliAm, of Folsom and Bartlctt 
and Nat. Peobody, have come down to ua. Be- 
yond a queetion.many others might be collecri

Tbie daritif; nraaun) was the result of do ddib> 
eration and carernl prepanitioii for a Mrkxia atni^ 
g)e, ind afibrds ]itUe eridence that the pnblio 
mlad wiB prepHTsd for open rciwtance. It was 
tbe rBect of ladden aicitnarnt, the effort of tbe 
moment nwrelj, and it prdduoed do effect bejoad 
the iminediatA occaaicn. Tlie neentment of the 
GoTemOT and hia Cooncil wai exhausted by the 
iwniog of a proclaraatioD and the removal of the 
meat active of the partj from their offioM under 
the crown. 

Wbcn the alarm waa spread throagboat New 
England that thefinC bloud liad been shed, and 
the regular troops, aen I to overawe the culoniata. 
Bed bclore the eiciled people, and were hemmed 
in, and hjoekaded by tbousands of volunteers from 
Hnencbusetta, and Coonectiuut, and New Hamp- 
tbire, and Khoda Island, tbe leaders of the papu- 
lar mDvemenl in MeMacbusetts were not ill-pro- 
jand for tbe stninle. They had a convention 
elected bj the people, -which had nnumed, and 
WBB Bteedilj exercising the l^alative power, id 
mtny respects. A Committee of Snfetj supplied 
tbe place of the Executive. Arms, militarj stores 
end proviaton« had been oollected in magntiDee. 
The destroction of one of thcee nt Concord was 
tbe object of the movement which commenced the 
war. UeneiKl Officers had been appointed, and 
the macliinery of civil government, and of a mil- 
ttsrj lor<%, had been organised, to such a degree 
that tlie wbole jovemmont was, in a tew days, in 
complete and e^ctive operation. 

In New Hampshiro, no arrsnf^smonla had been 
made in anticipation of tbe stroggle. The coD' 
ventioas had confined tbomBelves to the election of 
dflleg^tn to tbe CoDgreas at Philadelphia, the 
railing of the funds necessary to defray their cx- 
peasci, and the posting of reaolutions. 

No arms or muaitions had been provided, except 
those taken from tbe fort ; no provisions b^d been 
collected. No officers had been appoiated, civil or 
military, and not even a show of popular orgaui- 
■Dtion existed in the Colony, except the town com- 
mittees of correapoudence, and a committee ap- 
pointed by the taat convention, wbo were author 
lied to call a new convention. The government ol 
tbe Province, of tbe oonnties and of the towns, 
was all in its oaa^ regular action, as in a time of 
profonnd qaiet. The towD officers wen evevj 
wber* chi^y in tbe hande of tbe people. 

A tingle step alone had been taken towards 
measuM of preparation. The committee appoint- 
ed by the last ounvnition, at tlie instance of the 
I. .. .... -. ^ j^y wlioin tbe abodows 



of the coming evoDtB were now dearly Been, had 
inued their notices to nil the towns in the Proviooo, 
in the early part of April, to elect delegates to 
attend a convention, to he holden at Exeter, on 
the ITth of May, to serve for fix months. 

When tbe volunteers started, fur tho relief of 
tbe people of Massachusetts, from the towns in 
tbis Colony, on the alarm oF the Lexington fight, 
they were all upon a level ; no man among them 
exercised, or claimed to exercise, the leeat nuthor- 
ity, civil or military. And the first officera, ap- 
pointed among the people of New Uamphtiiret 
derived their authority from the election at theii 
"iighbors, on their mnrch towards Boston. 

^unediately on the receipt of tbe news, ex- 
preeBea were dispatched by the committee of tbe 
Inst convention, which co'nsisted of John tVent- 
worth, Nathaniel Folsom, Meeheck Wenre, Joeieb 
Bai-tlett, Christopher Toppan, Ebeneier Thompson, 
and William Whipple, to the sefeml towns, noti- 
fying them forthwith to elect deputies, to attend s 
convention to bo held at Exeter, on the 2lBt, for 
the purpose of consulting together, and adopting 
such meaaores as Che emergency required. 

Tbis convention met, and though the call was 

idden and unexpected, and the notice very short, 
.it no less than sixty-eight delegates appeared 
Irom thirty-four towns. &ime of thceo could not 
have been preeent onthefirstdav. Of their nameB, 
the record fnmiehes a complete lift. Among 
them are many of those whose naniee most fre- 
q^uently occur, as the active mca of the Remlu 
tionary time. Bmckett, Pickering and Whipple of 
Portsmouth, March and Weeks of Qreenknd, 
Boardman of Strntham, Moulton and Toppan of 
Hampton, Bartlett of Kington, Wcnre of flamp- 
ton Falls, Worthen of Kensington, Foisom.Cilman, 
Giddings, and Poor of Exeter, Butler and Cilley 
of Nottinghaji, Thompson of Durham, Evans and 
WaldruQ of Dover, Wentwortb and Rollings of 
Sameraworth, Plummer and McDnffio of itochee- 
tar, and on subeequent days. Blood of Temple, 
Webeterof Plymouth, Thoroton of Londonderi^, 
Dudley of Raymond, ^Valker tbe elder of Con- 
cord, CIngeett of Litchfield, Ilobart of Hollis, 
Kelly of UaSstown, and many other less fa- 
miliar names of men who without doubt were 
as earnest, sincere and active patriots as tbe 
others. It is little to the honor <if our conntrj 
and its historical insUtutiona, that while tM 
names of all who were even enspected of luke- 
warmness, or of loyalty, have been preaorved, 
we know so little of many of tbe men wbo must 
hava wieldod no little influence in their cirelsa, 
and without whose aid the cause might bnve Ian- 
guishad in the Provinoo. 

Jobn Wentwortb of Somerworth, a diatont rel- 
ative of the governor, then Chief Justice of the 
Ciinrt of Common Pleas for the coanly nf Sint- 
ford, and fijr acveral yous tbelipeaker of tho A*- 
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Mmblies, who had been the Preaident of tbe con- 
ventions for tbe election or Delegate* to the Uea- 
erol Congrom and cbainDnn of tlie committee of 
correspondence, nno elected President. Sbene- 
(or Thompaon uF Durliain mm tbe Sasretsty. 

Tbe firet TOte of the Convention indicntn very 
•tronglj the stuta of feeling nmong the memben. 
It WHS a vote, that all the tranmctions of tbe Con- 
vention be kept Bccret, and thnt mch member 
pledge hie honor nnd fiiitb striotlj lo obaorvi the 
eamc, and among the minutea ia tbe form of ao 
oath foe the lame purpoee ; but it doM not appear 
tbat iinj oath WD B taken. 

A unnnimona vote wnspasHd tbat Col. Nathan- 
iel Fo)*oni be doeired to take the chief oommand 
of the tronpi who have gone or ma; go from tbia 
(pTernment to oMtmt our guffering brethren in the 
Province of MnHnchuKttd Bav, who are now op- 
posiog the hofltilo vinience ot the regular troopa 
there, and to order fur the troop* that maj be 
under hii command, from time to time, airneeee- 
■ory luppliee, and to tiantmit to ue the earlieet 
accounts ti.ereof, and nbat mnj be thougiit further 
neceatatj fur the aupport of the common cause. 

This Srst step appeors to hare been baaty, ill- 
considered and premature, and, we ma; well snp- 
poae, must have been prened with nndae urgency 
by the friends of Col. Foleom, before any ploni of 
action had been adopted or matured, and wncn del- 
^ates bad alBembied from only about twenty 
towQp. ' And it is not improbnble tbat it was 
owing to this hasty action, that Folsom ultimately 
Ciilcd to obtain a high^poeition io the RcTolution- 
arr Army. 

The next measure, and one uinch more timely 
and tui table, was the appointment af Joaiah 
Sattlett aDdTbeophiliistiilmKn,as a committee to 
ptooeed to tbe place of aitLngof theMavachusetta 
Congreea, to consult with them, what quota of 
men it will be neceeaary fur tbe Province to pro- 
vide, and what meosoree should be adopted, and 
iiiak« a report to tbe Convention ae aoon as night 
be. 

Tbe Convention then adjourned to tbe next Taea- 
day, April 25th. 

On tbe 22A of April, tbe Hasnehusetta Ctnn- 
mitlee of fjafety wrote to the Chairman of the 
Provincial Congreea, im account of the battle of 
tbe 19tli, rcqutating that New Hampahire aliould 
afford ttaain all the anistance in their power, and

British force, and inform them tbat aDer nIoid 
deliberation, they have resolved that it ii tbeii 
du^ lo oatablish an army for tbe mainleoannof 
tbeir inalienable rigbta, ond the defence of tbe 
Colonies, and tbat 30,000 men be raiaed furthia 
purpoee in the New fingland Colonies, of nhick 
I3 600 shall be at once raised by ftlaaaachuuua ; 
to assure tbem of tbeir confidence io the Colaoyof 
New llompehire, as equally involved with theoi, 
and reqneat their concurrence and aaistance. On 
the eame da* , Andrew M'Clarr wrote to the Con- 
venUon that about 2000 volanleers firom New 
Ilampahire were in the vicinity of Boelon, wiiboui 
field officers, or proper rq^ulationa. Thsas laCtsn 
were probably written after the arriva! of tba 
committee, wrtlett and Uilmaa, and after it ma 
known to the Conmiittee ef ijafety of Uaaeacbu- 
setts tbat the New Uarapahire Convention bad 
adjourned to the 25th. fur we find that oo tiic 
24th, that committee eeain wrote to the St* 
Hampshire Convention, that they bod given ordNi 
for enlisting such troops as were then in tbe kt- 
vice of the Colony, as many deeired tbat aooe- 
thing should be <bne to bold tbem togetbar till 
the resolve of tbe New Hampshire Conmsa shMU 
be known ; when they were ready and deeiicoi, 
tbev should be discharged from them, and |dsrad 
nnilersacb command aa the Congreseebould dim!. 

On the 25th of April, tbe Conven^oa again 
met at Eioter, their numbeia being now iocreutd 
to mora than a hundred. Tbe President ni 
absent. A letter from him asenred tbe ConTen- 
tion that bis health rendered it impossible for bio 
to attend, but that be was heartily eofcaged in lb> 
oauee with them ; and MMhcck Weare was cbowi 
Pieeident pro tempore. 

Unthenmeday, Jamea Sullivan wrote to Dr. 
Warren of the Muaachnsetta Committee, inliiRm' 
ing him, that tbeie seemed snne oppoeitioa to ibe 
assistance expected from this quarter. As Ibdt 
first bnsincM, the Convention took nndar coosid- 
eratlon tbe letter of tbe MswanhttsrtU Congn*. 
and after debating and oonaldering thereon, ratal 
that tbe Convention tbink it not eEpedieot,at tbit 
time, to lake under eonsideratiati and dBtermiM 
the whole salgsot matter, there being aot a gao- 
eral re|«eeentatioa of this Province. 

I have endeavored to traoe sooiething of tbi 
opposition, wblcb Mr. Sullivan appfebended lo 
tbe measure of aasistanoe to UasMt^QBetts. Then 
wae no man of iidoenee In tba GoDfention whm 
previous hiatory or subseqiMat eoadoot jorti^ sbj 
sospieion of lukewarmnesa or tisaidi^, and tba 
inaativi^, dfsoovend bj their vote, ia pnbably to

On that 
day, the Convention met, and the President being 
alwent, Matbew Thornton was elected President 
pro tempore. Several letters from tbe MoesachR- 
setts Congreaa were read, the oommittee nppoint- 
ed to visit thnt Congress, reported the e^f^t of 
their mission, which is not stated, nnd received the 
thenks of the Convention for their sorticee. It 
icnded by the Convention, not ta dis- 
coumge the inhabitants of the Prorince from en- 
liitii^ in tbe Hasnicbupetts service foi' the prceent 
emergency. And Nuthaniel Folsom, Jolm Uid- 
dings and Josiflh Bartlett were appointed a com- 
mittee to correepand with tbe Congress of Mbbsd- 
chueetts nnd Committee of Safety there, and to 
gain tbe enrlieat intelligence Telativo to mattcn 
that concern the public enfety, :.nd nirticiilarly of 
the TCBolutions of Coftnecticut and Rhode Island, 
and the Southern Ciovemmects, relative to rnislng 
forces, and they then adjourned. 

During tbe previous winter, writs had been 
ined for tbe election of a neiA- AMiembly. Tbeir 
meeting had been prorogued to the 4th of M 



.id by Dr. Belknnp that Got. Wentworth 
had very sanguine hopes or the good effect of Lord 
North's ooneuJntory proposition, as it was called. 
This wtxs, in substance, that, if the Colonies would 
tax tbemBclves to tbe satisfaction of the ministry, 
thoy should not be tated by Pnrliamcnt. 

In bis speech, theUovernor entreated the As- 
sembly, as the only lonl sod constitutional repre- 
sentntivea of the people, to direct their counsels to 
such messu res es might tend to secure tbeirpoace 
and safety, and lead to a reetoration of tlie public 
tmnquility, and en afiectionate reeoncilintion with 
the mother country. The osual formal busioces of 
. tbe seasion was traneacted in the customnry man- 
Tbey chose John Wentworth speaker. He 
bad been the speaker of tbe Assembly since ITTI, 
but who had also been the president of the three 
eonTentions of the popular delegates, two for th« 
choice of delegates to the Oeneral Congress, and 
the other the hurried Conrentien of April 21st, 
wbicb had closed its seteion only two davs before. 
This choice, anpalntnble as it must haTe been, waa 
approved bj the Uovernor. Wearo, then Jud^ 
of the Superior Court, was aptointed clerk, 
tboogh he Iiad been a Member ana president pro 
tcm. of tbe lost oonveMion, nnd Thoaipa>n. who 
was derk of the last oonvention, was cletk pro 
tem. in Judge Weare's absence. A committee waa 
appointed to answer the Governor's speech, eon- 
swting of the Speaker, Wentworth, Dr. John tiid- 
dings, wtio bad been tbe Treaauirr of all tbe con- 
WyBeoan Chgget ol Litcbfleld, a meot- 
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berortholast convention, who bid, nine yrtM 
before, administeced an oath to the Stamp Dis- 
tributor not to serre in tlint office, John Lang- 
don, who had been a leader in the attack of Furt 
William and Marj, and a delogate lo the Genciml 
CongreM.and Jo«iab Bartlctt, who had ju«t 
tamed from n Tiait to the MunachuBetta Congn 
oa one of a committee of the late convention, 
committee wis goon api>ointod to applj to ' 
QoTCTDor for a BboiC adjuurnment. Tho UoTertior 
■dvi«ed their proceeding. But the House urged 
that it trna DeccMarj for their private intereat, but 
eepecinlly for the intereat of the Provinc 
peculiarlv alarming criaie, ua thej call it, that the 
llouBs ihould be adjourned, ia order that thej 
might have, in the mean tiaie, an opportiinitj of 
Full; cunauUing their cooatitnenta respecting the 
weightj mattcra to be considered at tbnt eoMion. 
Tbo Governor yielded lo the wiahen of the Asaem- 
bij, and ndjourued them to the 12th of June- 
fifteen out of the thirtj'Sii members of tliie Aa- 
aamblj'. were members of Che convention to beheld 
on the 17th, elvvoQ othere are believed to be de- 
cided ivhigs, making more than two thirds opposed 
to the Rojal Uoveraincnt. Perhaps there were 
others. During the time which elapsed until the 
meeting of the new convention on the ITth of 
Mnv, a period of most intenso activitj in Masoa- 
chutetts, New llnrnpahire did nothing. Her volun- 
teers ware still at Boston, hut tbej were indebted 
for their Drgnniialion nnd their support, to the 
Committee of Ijafety of MnestLcbuMtUi. Compnnj 
officers were choeen by the members of their com- 
panics, and that choice constituted their only com- 
luiEsion. Under the advice of the Committee of 
Safety of Mnewchusetts, the men were induced to 
enlict under theee officers, nnd at meetings of tho 
officers, £cld and staff oflleers wete elected. How 
these meetings wore called or managed, it is not 
ensy to say, us we bare little left but the rotults. 
fjtai'k and ^'yman and M'Clnry were in command 
of one regiment. Reed, Giluinn and Uale were 
field opcere of another. Uow little influence irooi 
abroad was exerted over those troops, eithet officora 
or men, is to be ttxn in the fact that while Stark's 
ri^imont bad fourteen companies, Beed'e com- 
prised but four. 

Of the measures taken to unite public opiQion 
in New Ilompchire, of the correspondence which 
wo cannot but suppose to bavc been constantly 

Kaing on that Buliject, there is very little to be 
irned, and it is very difficult even to conjecture 
what was in reality paasiog. Nearly a month of 
tho most eniious and exciting times which had 
ever been known to the people of this country, had 
passed away, before tho delegates of the people 
had assembled in the conventioo wsmed by the 
eommlttce of the former convention. Many o* 
those delegates had, without doubt, be«ii elected 
, after the blow was struck »t LesiDgton, tad at a 



moment when any who were diepoMd to antid- 
pate and shudder at consequences, were little in- 
clined to preaa (bemselvei into a berviee fall of 
anxiety and responsibility, and, in tbe eyei of 
most persons, attended by much danger. They 
were putting life and fortune at tha hanrd, where 
to ue who judge after the event, and with Eu 
more light than they could have bad, the chsDcel 
were greatlv against them. What prospect of 
succen had the poor and scanty population of Iho 
Gilouiee Bxaioit the immense power and resouKM 
of Britain ? It would seem they must liave heoi 
crushed ultnost without an eSort. But there were 
circumstances strmgly in their favor. That Hitj 
were poor, while it implied a want of rosourcei K 
carry on active and extensive operations, was itself 
a great means of passive resistance. Great mili- 
tary operations are oi' courn dir*ct«d against Uk» 
prominent points where wealth and means sn 
most concentrated. A poor country, such ssouti 
then was, presented few such points, and thon 
relatively unimportant. The love of liberty is erer 
strongest among the hardy cultivatoieof themouu- 
tains, while in the rich plains, and in gteat cities, 
the liiTe of property becomes the governing motlre. 
and country and liberty have, in all egai and 
every where, been sacrificed to its prcservatloD- 
Within our own memory, the richest plains of 
Europe h ive been swept ovsr by an enemy almott 
unopposed, and the greatest of ner oitiea hare eiu^ 
rendeied one after another to the very shsdoTr of 
approaching armies, long before the sound of the 
cannon could be heard. 

The sperscnessof tbe population waaa security. 
The wide forests, interposing thetoeelvea between 
tho scattered settlomentii, were harriers against the 
progress of large armies. -To tliem, raadi aod 
supplies are indispetisable, and though the militia 
of the country, moving without boftgage or srtil- 
lery, may traverse tbe forest, yot the moTemenls 
of armies aro oil hut impractlcablo where roadi 
ate to be made thiough the woods, befbro Ifas^ 
con move, and almost every article whicu their 
wants may require, is to bo tranaported with Uien. 

Nor ought we to forgot the diSereucs between 
the best of the regular forces of tbe mother coun- 
try, and tbe armed people of tbe Colonies, in the 
enthusiasm which drew the last to the defeoce of 
their homes and their families in the eerlv stsgcs 
of tbe contest, and the determination with which 
even the private soldier was disposed to rcdst what 
hs considered OS oppression aimed at himself and 
his friend*. Tbe conviction was forced QpooeftiJ 

I, that there was no intermediate pcuat between 
absolute freedom from ^British tHxatioo, and ud- 
" ionnl submission. Uad the GovemneDt 
the water pointed out to tbe people hen 
any precise limits to wbiah their antboritj ibouM 
be carried ; had they been williojt ta ukmiwlidge 
any jiriDciplt irbich would opente m » rwtrieiioii 
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Dpm the powen of I^liunBnt, and a protection 
U Um peiqile ben, except tbe will and pleMure of 
Um GoTenmeDt, it la biehlj pnibobla tbKt the 
BeroIuticD migbt never mto occurred. It whs 
oA uDwilliDgntn to contribute »jiut ihare of tbe 
public burdens, but a. deternii nation not to submit 
ta mon than a joet chare, which led to resiatance. 
The enoneoua eatimnte formed bj the people, 
ttM Puliament and the annj of England, in reia- 
tiw to tbe cboraoter, Twirer and reeouroea of the 
Coloaiff, and as to toa extent of thr spirit of re- 
EiitiiDce, openited powerfullj in ftvor of our an- 
MSlon. It was the faahion to disnirnge the colo- 
Birti, and the idle boast of Cot. Gre;, that with 
ODer^iaent of Britiib troops be would under- 
tiks to march from one end of the continent to 
tli« other, was probably expreeelfe of the Rneral 
Kntiment of the people and of ths armies of Oreat 

What might have been the mult, if England 
bud brought all her energies to bear at once upon 
tbii conntrj, it is now iiuposaible to aaj. But we 
cu lei clearl; bow different might have been tJio 
cniiMt of eT«nta, if the contemptuous feeling, to 
which I bare alluded, had not existed. .Eight 
bandred man wen doepatcbed todestroj tbe stores 
of the colonisla at Concord, eentout into the midst 
oi u armed and excited people, twsntj times 
their numbers. Had eight tbousand been sent in- 
itcad, bow different might faave been tlie effect. 

On the 17th of Maj 1775, tbe Provincial Con- 
grm met. Among its members we find some of 
themoet able men of our State: Josiah Bartlett, 
William Whipple and Matthew Thornton, whose 
umn are destined for immortalitj on tbe Deolara- 
lioD ol Indenendeace ; Sauuel Cutts, who had been

■t that r^oe ; Nathaniel Folsom and Nicbolns 
(JihaiQ, Knoch Poor, Mesheclc Weare, Paine 
ffineate, Joseph Cillej, Thomas Bartlett, John 
Uct^rj, John Dudley, Timothy Walker, Jr., 
Abit! Foster, Ebeneier Smith, Qeorge Frost, 
Ebenoer Tbompaon, John McDuffie, Israel Morej, 
ud Jobn Wheelock, Thess arc namM familiar to 
u ill, tod the men were among the most leading 
ux) Bctire minda of that time. Others len distin- 
iniriwd in after life are neoeesarilv leas known to 
ths commnnity, bnt were beyona question firm 
fiimit of thdr country.

[atriot was time. The men who, at each a time, 
■tapped finword and expoaed themaehes to minis- 
ttnil Tsngiaiiee in the event of a iailure, were 
nt to ba dmbled.

put in operation; and all these to be done very 
much at once, by a body of men, for the moat 
pott, without experience in public busineas, amidst 
the alarms of unexpected war, and amidst the ooa- 
teete and rivalries of men, roised at a single step 
from comparative obscurity tu unlocked for eleva- 
tion, and against the efforts of the men, not num- 
erous indeed, but of much influence in their cir- 
cles, who felt themselves cast down and d«raded 
bv the Revolution, and who were losing, by tba 
ehsnge, their official, and, to a great extent, tbeic 

The most urgent of tba claims upon the'atleii>- 
tion of the Congrees, was the raising and.organii- 
ing their qoobi of troops for the army at Beaton.

Folsom and Thompson, to whom were addaq, on 
tbe 24th of May, lAonj and Moulton, and on the 
5th of Jnlv, Weare. 

This body we* thr EsecQtive Department of the 
new Itevolutionary Uuvemment. It was steadily 
kept up and maintained, during the wiiolc of the 
Barolutiooary war. It was eteoted fur no particu- 
lar time, and waa oompoiod of no particulur num' 
ber, and its power* were very indetiniteand uncer 
tain, lu oonatitaetttB waia obanged, whenever it 
tnited the Congrces or the LegiaUture to change 
tbem, and it omatituted a permanent committee, 
to whom qaeations and casse and dutin of all 
kinds, civil and military, executive and judicial, 
aawall as legislative, ware referred; aometiutet 
for their opinion and report, but more frequently, 
tor their action i and io tbe latter cssea, the com- 
mittee made auoh determination and diapoeition 
'Of the matter* referred to tbem, as tliey judged 
bast, wittxMt further reference to the Congreaa, 
and iritbcMt any report or oomuunioation of tbeir 
doinga, unloa llxae were s^ially dit«oted. 

Tb^ oentinned in satawo during the race 
tbt Conpas*. and they bad instructions relative .to 
tlitif dutis* daring sooh naim, whioh wore of the 
boajaat obwHtM. Tb«y wan to take aitdw their 
'Vnaijrmtioa all nHittcia in vbicli tlte welfare ol

1. They were to aoe to it that wbateter plan* 
have been determined on by the CoDgrav to ba 
immediately carried into eiecntion, which ban 
not been intruated to the mansgament of otben, 
should be eieouted, by saeb pereon* and in *aeli 
w»sts the oommittee should judge bast, 

2. If any exigency ebouM arise, not pmviiM 
fur by Che Coogrsaa, and rsquiring immediaU it- 
tentioD, as the marobing of troops to repel invs- 
sion, or directing the motions of the militia for tbe 
lame purpo*s,—?or scour io^ military stores, or im- 
portant posts, or for defeating any attempt of tbs 
enemy to secure such advaotagaa, and in otbar 
oases of like character, they were to take imme- 
diately tbe most prudent and eBoctoal metbodi to 
acoompiish those objeots. 

3. They wera to require the aid of tbe Com- 
mittee of Supplies for the neceaaary atoMe, pn- 
proviaioti*, to., for tbeir purposea. 

At tbe same time, a Committee of Supplise wu 
elected, consisting of Col. N. (lilman, ijamiul 
Cutta. Ichabod Kawlioge, Timothy Walker, Jr., 
Dr. John Giddinp, Thomas SpsrhBwk,aDd Col. 
John Hale. The last of these had be«ai deapatcb- 
ad, on the eecond day of the seaaion, t* Albanj 
for the purpoae of purchasing firearma, an object 
deemed then, and now clearly seen, to have beao 
of the Boat pnaaing argency, but in which be 
had DO Buceess. 

This committee, like the other, was a body Id 
whom very varioua matters were referred byth* 
Congreaa, and ihair geneml insttuctiatu were, to 
fumwb to the Qommiasaiy such military stUKa 
and proviaiona ee the Committee of Safety should 
think oecasnrj ; and they and each of them wcra 
authorised to take upeucbat«re«,OD tbebithofthe 
Colony, on tbe beet terma they oould, and of tb* 
persooa of whom they oould be beet prooarcd. 
They were autbciiied to barrow £1U,000, as thaj 
find the same to ba neceaary, to answer the te- 
quiremenU of the Committee of Safety. And tbs 
Convention, for themselves and their constitusnis, 
plighted their faith, and their estates, to the cum- 
niittee, aa their bondsmm to all intents and pur- 
poses, for tbe payment of whatever sum tbay 
might hire or borrow in consequence of this vots. 
The povrenof this committee were originally de- 
signed to be of verr difierent kind ftom thoae of 
the Committee of Safety. Itsmemben were nsoit- 
ly men of a le** leading oharaoter (bantboasof 
the otl4r oonunittee, and tboae of them wbo aetas 
at tlii* diatance to have had moat enargetie and 
decided cbaraeteta, ware vary earl^ diawn off to

regiment. This was the first effective st«p to- 
ward the organiiation of a military fbroe under 
■■■e Buthoritj of the Congress. 

On the 2dth, Thursday, Moses Emerson, Esq., 
ires elected Commiiaary for the army, and ontbe 
fullawing day a vote waa paasad to raiae a com- 
pany of aiity men, for the defence of the north 
weatem frontier. 

After an a^joamment of a few days, and prob- 
abl; aftsr the return af Hobart and Poor lirom 
Cambridge, upon tbe reoommendation of the Com- 
mittee of Safety, to whom the subject bad bera 
referred, it itaa voted, on the 3lat of May, that 
the two thousa'>d men be divided into three regi- 
ments, and each rwiment Into tan sompanies, at 
nearly equai as conid conveniently be done. 

Tbe motive of this vole seems to have been that 
Stark's military repatation had led a considerable 
majority of the New Hampshire volunteers to pre- 
fer to join his r^ment; that in oonaeqaenee be 
had at least four supernumerary compaaiM, and 
the oompaoies in his regiment were better fitted 
than those in the r^ment which had elected CtA, 
Jamea Reed for its oommander. Stark, owning no 
authority above himaelf, waa determined not to 
suffer any of his men to be withdrawn from his 
beosme apparent 

Jm the mustering of the troops into tba service 
New Hampshire, and Beed, agreeably to the 
directiona of the Congress, conveyed to him bj 
ilobart and Pour, repaired to Eieler and applied 
the Congress to remedy tbe difficolty. 
He was met by a petition, a^oed by twelve per- 
u, alleging that he had shown himself inimitad 
the liberty of his oonntiy, and praying that he 
might not be commiaaioDod in the army. Who 
were the parties to thia petition I have not learned, 
but tbe Congress seem to have regarded it as de- 
Mrving little attention ; the record merely says, 
that no pereon appearing to support the petition it 
was dlamined. And on the first of June, Beed 
was appointed Colonel, Israel GilaMi, Lieut. CtA- 
onel, and Nathan Hale, Major, of a Rwimsnt, 
md orders were directed to be uaned to ten per- 
wna b) enliat each * oompanjof sixly-two •ohflm 
including noD-«ommissianod officers, to oonstituta 
this raiment, and on the next day he was onlared 
hy General Folsora tii repair to the western port of 
the Province, and to colleot tba men he had enliit- 
ed BS volunteers for the defence of Anenoa, in 
the sarvioe of the PruriDoe, and to mareh all of 
ihem who were sffeotive and abla-bodlad men, and 
well equipped, to Cambridge, and then pat himself 
and t&esa under tbe eoouBond of GMonl Ward 
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tilt fnrthar arden. He roaohed CnmbTidge on tbe 
12tb, and found tbe seT«raI comfaoMB otbiB eorpa 
at Medfbrd. Tho oaptaioB of hit regiment w«ra 
Spauldinff, Wallter, Croibj, Hindi, Whiloomb, 
l^wn, Hutcbins, Mnnn, Jiloref and I'humai. 
Wbitcomb and ThoDiaa he took from Stark'i regi- 
tnant, for the two oominnies tbat were ani^ned to 
him, aod tbej were Boon aaaigned tg a ttatioa on 
Cbnrleilawn Neok. 

On the 31it of M«j the CongraM wrote to Col- 
onel Stark, statins tfaat m eome difficuttiea had 
ariaen in settling t£e raiment nnder his oommand, 
tber thought propof that he ahonld immediatelj, 
witDOot Ion of time, rspnir to Eieter to rceeiTe 
their orden and giio ft more particular account of 
the state of the troope under bi« care, nnd thej 
wrote on the nme dnj to OeDeral Ward, lusgeil 
ing the neccMitj thnt he should appear Eefor. 
them, and requesting kate of absence for him for 



upon this summoni, though itia rendered probabli 
that he did from thi fact that, on the tbinl daj of 
June, it was feted that Stark should be Colonel, 
Isaac Wjiiian,Lieut. Colonel, and Andrew M'Cla^, 
UsjoT of the fliat Tcgtment, and that ten compaaiee 
of aiitj-two men each, of the rwimcnt then at 
Medford, should be the first or oldeet regiment. 
At a time subsequent to this, the captain* were— 
1. Oeoige Reed; 2. Daniel Moore; 3. Gordon 
Huchings; 4. Eliaha Woodbury ; 5. Thomas Ho- 
Laoghl^ ; 6. John Hall, T. Etemuel Richards ; 8.

On the same daj a vote waa puwd relatiTe to 
the eompeniatkm of tbe Brigadier Qeoernl. Fol- 
soni , allowing faim the same oom^pensatioo aa was 
allowed to DffioeTS of that grade in Massacbasetts, 
disoonneoting him from any particular regiment, 
but giring bin equal antnoritj of all the New 
llampthire troops. A few days after, thia vote 
was reooosidcred, and his paj i«duced to that af a 
Colonel, with sueh allowauota as the Congress 
should afterwards make him. 

These mOTOmeuta apparentlj bad their origin 
ifi tbe feeling of riialrj CMtween Stark and Folsom, 
both of whom had been captains in tbe French 
war, and iStark resented the appointment of Foleom 
to ft oommand over him. Ha felt it to be uDJuat 
that an officer who had remained inBctira at borne, 
should be wefermd to himself, who had Tolun- 
tewed at tbe first alarm, and for some time past 
Iwd euroiaad the princi[Bl oommnnd. Folsom's 
influeneeirith tbe Congress was superior to thAt 
of Stark, and on tbvEKh of June, the^ mtod that 
hiaooDuniSBienaboald be that of Major General, 
Md ahonld be dated Haj 24tb. 

An oath of fidalitjr was presoribed to ba taken 
by ofBoars and men, and on the Oth, tbe Oongrea 
was M^zsed to the 2Tth, and on tbe 17th oeeur. 



red the battle ol Bunker Hill, and ona cannot bat 
obeerre tho increasthg boldness of the meamraof 
tbe Congreee ia consequence. The Rojal aathi»> 
)lj, before but a shadow, now entirslj cmeed. 

When tbe Congress again nwtmhied, two ptj- 
mnster* were appointed. Joseph Welsh andSamod 
Bobart, Esq. who were instructed to proceed to the 
srmT and pay one month's wnges to the oScensod 
soldiers; to receive of each captain a complete 
muster roll of hi* company under oath, and return 
the same to the Congress, or Committee of Safelj ; 
to take a receipt for all tbe money paid ; to {mt 
no officer or soldier who has not taken the osclii 
and beenmusteredas an able-bodied, effectiTo mas; 
and that they pay no more than tan companies in 
a regiment, of sixty-six men in a company, includ- 
ing officers. 

The last direction of tbe Congress pretty elraily 
shows that eome of the officers had not submitted 
to the'TOtea of tbe Congress in relatiou to the or- 
gauizatioo of their forces, nor lost the paltry am- 
bition of comojnnding a larger body of men tii«n 
others were permitted to retain. 

The method, then adopted in the mustering and 
payment of tbe troo^, was continued througbout 
(he war, and to it we are indebted for a more per- 
fect list of tbe officers and men of the Revolutloct- 
ary Army from this State, as is said b; those wba 
should know, than is to ba found in any otber 
State- We are justly proud of these records, bat 
the blueh of sbame most mantle the cheek of rr- 
ery friend of our State, when he reBecte that tbtsi 
and all tbe otber inraluable reeords of the Stale 
it the haiard of accident, and that we msybr 
doomed at any hour ' to hear that a little asbes 
alone are all that is left of then. 

Amons tlie meosurca which were iDdispcnsible 
for the uoTemokeot of an Army, was a code of 
military law. The jealousy of tbe people of Eoi;- 
land, which liad made the mutiny act annnal, baa 
of course prcTcntcd the existence of any eonimoa 
law founded on common consent arkd immc<nDr>*I 
nsajte, and it now became necessary to adopt a 
code to supply this waot, and on the 29thof Jact 
it was Toted that— 

Whereas it is neoeasary that tbe officers sad 
soldiers, raised and to be raised in this Colony for 
the preservation and defence of this and the ather 
Oulooiea in America, should be fully aoquaiatcd 
with their duty, and that the Articles, Bulcsand 
ns be made as plain as possible; ssd 
having great confidence in tbe hjnor and pnUif 
virtue of* the inbabitante of this Colony that tbsy 
will readily otwy the officers chosen and appointM 
by this CongreM, and willobeerfullydo Ihetrdct^, 
when known, withont any snch severe articles and 
orael puniAments, except in capital cases, as are 
usually practissd in stsndingwmles, and will sub- 
mit to aU snch rales and regnlatioos at are iaoiidsd 

reason, bonot and Ttrtus. I' 
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Kwolved, that tbe following Rales, Artidei and 
R^uliitioiu rorour Baid rarcea bs and hereby 
earaNtlv recommended to be Btrictl; adliered to 
bj ■]! offioera and aoldien, and otben concerned, 
M tbej r^ard tbeir own honor and the public 
good. 

These rnlei and r^ulatioiu were the same 
tboM adapted b; Massachosetls. 

Tbif recommendation, for Bach it was in fon 
wu in fact IsgisUtioa, since these regulntioni 
trere to furnish the rales on which the authoritj 
of the officers, the discipline and sabordination of 
tbe men, and the lives and liberties of both, in 
CMM of trial bj courta- martial, were to depend ; 
biit the furm iOostrates the unwillingnem of the 
Coogress, h jet, to adopt tbe forms uf legielatire 
aDtboritj. 

Immediatelj a(Ur tbe battle of Banker Hill, in 
whirb the New Hampehire troops, under Stark and 
Reed, were actively engaged, the regiment com- 
manded by Poor was hurried forward, and Qeneral 
Fulsam went to Medford to take the command of 
Ihe N. H. troops ; nnd Irom his lettereto the Com- 
Bittee of Sofetj, it is verj apparent that the fur- 
nier riTalrv between him andStnrk Qfcaio a])p«aTcd. 
Fulsam called o> Stark fora return of hie regiment. 
Stark repeatedij and ab«oluteIy refused to obey 
Ihe order; aad Fihioin mode a representation of 
hii conduct to (he Committee of Safety, with a 
vieiT to his removal. Stark had threatened to (uk^ 
kit pack and go borne ; bat a few days after, euch 
submiaaion was made by Stark aa to induce Ful- 
nm, on the 25th of Jane, to request that his rep- 
rmentatioQ might be overlooked. 

To whatagency this reconciliation is attributable 
[ have been anable to discover, Tbe circumBtnnce 
which seems most likely to have produced this 
effect, was the appointment of Waahingtoo, on 
the 15th, to tbe chief command, and the resolution 
adopted by the Congrees at Philadelphia on the 
IGtb, to appoint two Major Generals and eight 
Brigadier Uenerala for the army, with a f^nenl 
staff, who would of course soon auperoede tlioae 
deriving their authority from a single Colony, 
On the 17th Ward and Lee were elected Major 
Generals, and tiates Adjutant Geosral, and on the 
22d, eight Brigadiers were chosen, of whom Sulli- 
van was the 7th. 

Washington and Lee arrived at Cambridge on 
tbe 6tst of July, and Folsom was then still at 
Cambridge. He probably returned home on Sul- 
linn's arrival, not long after. 

Od tbe 3l)tb of May, it had been voted that one 
oompftny of tangeia should be raised for the pro- 
lectien of the Northwestern Frontier, and Colonel 
Moody Bedel was appointed to tbe command, with 
tbe rank of captain ; and on the 5th of July, it 
was deurminea to raise two additional compaaies, 
and Captain John Parker and Captain Jamea Os- 
good were placed in command of them. Bodel 



commanded tbe whole, and his rank was upon bia 
application raised, at asubsequenttime. and laaao 
More; was appointed paymaster of the corps. 

While the Congreas were making provision for 
the army near Boston and for the defence of tbe 
frontier towards Canada, they found it necessarT 
to provide for the secaritr of Portsmouth, whioti 
was supposed by the people there to be not only 
exposed, but to be an important object of attack. 
Un (he fllst of May, a party of voluntaeia took 
possession of the battery on Jerry's point, near th« 
entrance of the harbor, and temovM all the csut* 
non to the town ; a servtae forwbioh ibey reoeivod 
the thanks of tbe CongreM. On the nest day, 
msasurea wera taken for the erection of a battMj 
for tbe defence of Portamouth, nnder the diraetioQ 
of the eomraittee of the town, and of Captain 
Ezekiei Worthen of Kensington, n member of tbe 
Congress, who was aDpointed Engineer, though 1 
cannot discover that be had any qoaliScationa for 
that office esce^t such as belong to every j ad iciooa 
man and ingenious mechanic. 

Karly in June, a oompanj of ^Artillery waa di- 
rected to be raised at Portamouth, and Captain 
Titue Salter was appointed to the command of it. 
It WM mustered by Colonel Ilobart, early in Sep- 
tember, and Samael Gutte was appointed to pro- 
vide fur them. In the meantime a small detach- 
ment from Poor's regiment was detained for the 
security of theaea-cooet towns. On tbe 18th of 
October, an attack was made upon Falmouth, now 
Portland, by a British fleet, and the town burned. 
The commander at the time announced that he had 
orders to hum all the towns from Hali&x to Bos- 
ton. The people of Portsmouth were exceedingly 
alarmed, and in a short time no less than 28 com- 

Kaiea of militia were collected there, and tbe 
ngreea at onoe voted that all who had marehed 
upon the occasion, should be paid, and applied to 
Qeneral Washington to send QoneTsl Sullivan to 
their assiatnnce. Sullivan came at once, but tbe 
alarm passed away, and after a short time he ra- 
tumed to his command near Boston. The Con- 
gress passed a vote of thanks both to WasbinKtoa 
and Sullivan for the promptness with which tbeir 
application bad been'mat. 

This jianie led to a vote of the Congress, on the 
2d of Auvember, that the Colony would maintain 
fortresBfls for the defence of Portsmouth,. and that 
2V0 artillery and 300 in&ntry should be enlisted 
for (wo months, for the defence oftiie town. Joshna 
Wingato waa appointed Colonei, John Bnmbam 
Lieut. Colonel, and James Hackett, Major, Cap- 
tain Pierce Long, Barmckmaster, Major Ueone 
Gains, Quartermaster, Captain Salter and Captain 
Eliphalet Daniels to command the artillery; and 
on tbe 10th of November, it was voted that for tbe 
defence and security of Portsmouth, 800 men 
should t« raised, to be divided int> 8 companies, 
and to be under the command of the same fieU 
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Bye, and Henry Elkiu of Uftmpton, Major Peter 
Coffin of Eietar, and Captaim Jncob Webatsr of 
KiDg^ton, MoMi Baker of Caodia, and David 



tba Cotncaittee of Safety tbat Ueneral 
WaabingtoD had written to tbem for 31 oompnoiea 
todefend the tinea near Boaton, in coDKqnence of 
the detenniaatiun of tbe Connecticut troops to 
n home, at the expiration of tbeir tertn of 
d on the neat day, he again wrote 
a veiy earnest Utter, urging the enlistment and 
inatant despatch of these oompaniee, without field 
officers, to terre till the 15th of January: and on 
the 2d of Decemlur, the Committee iMued ardor* 
to Uaptaios Daiid Place, Henry Etkine, Daniel 
Runnels. John Waldnn, Alpbeni Cbeeley, David 
Copp, Moaa* Baker. Mark Wiegin, Joseph Pai^ 
tODi, Me«a Yeaton, Elijah Denbo, Jaoob Wobeter, 
Nathaniel Odiume, Peter Coffin, ijtefben Clnrk 
and Greenleaf Clark, to enlist companies, and for- 
warded Uank orders to Colonel Hobart, Timothy 
Walker and others* under which orders were is- 
sued. At tbe same time, permission was giTen to 
all persons then in the service ut the Colony, to 
enlist in tbe Berrioe of tbe Continent, as tbe whole 
of the Colonies ware then designated. It was 
probably a fortunate circumstance that the recent 
alarm at Portsmouth had collected in arms n eoo- 
•iderable body of men who could be induced to ei- 
abange their services from that pi aceto Cambridge. 

"With tbe close of tbe year, tlie time of enlist- 
mentol tbovolunteeransac Boston drew to anend, 
and the army wa« tbec t«-organiied under the-aa- 
thority of the Continental Congress. 

At the seasion of the Provincial CoDgrtM in 
August, the subject of tbe militia was taken up, 
ana officers, under the authority of the Colony, 
were appointed to each regiment, and the neceeaa- 
ry measuiea adopted for completing tbe entire or- 
ganization, and for their aystematic exercise and 
improvemeDt. Folsom was appointed to tbe ehiof 
eemmand. Four regicnenta it Minute-men were 
constituted, coiaprising about one fourth of the 
whole militia, who were requited to- bold theui- 
■elvcfl in nadineea to march at a moment's warn- 
ing, and who were aul^eet to a drill once in each 
fortnight. 

The meoMuee to whioh I have thus alloded, form 
the prominent acis of tiiia Bevolutionory Congrew 
in reference to Military affitirs. 

After the LT^niiation of tbeir military force, 
the moat preiaing call upon the attention and care 
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of the Provincial Congreea (not •eoondary in im- 
portanoe and not leas urgent in time, berause the 
means of maintaining armies are as indiapensablB 
as the persons wfao constitute them.) was the pro- 
viding the arms and nmnition* of war of ever^ 
kind, the clothing and shelter, the fiiod and medi- 
cine reqnired for tbeir troops, the oi^anintiin ef 
a Department by which these necessariaa skonld 
be, at dl times, procured, seeured and preserved 
at tbe points where they are needed, and tbe crea- 
tion of tiie peeuoiarv means by which atone u- 
miee are rendered effective, and on which in tbe 
end their operations depend for succen. 

At a *ery early day, teeolutions were poacd for 
tbe encouragement of manufacturca, and particn- 
Urly the maonfacture of laltpetre, an article of 
indisponsable necessity, and for which and lot 
gunpowder the people nere were previoaaly depo- 
dent upoD the foreign market alone ; and meoeoM 
were taken to pat in a serviceable state the ffiM 
which had been removed from the fort, and to 
provide the eoldiera with blankets, throu;^ tbe 
agency of the selectmen of the towns from ithicb 
they enlisted. 

The Committee of Safety and the Committee of 
Snppliei, to which I bove before alluded, wereit- 
lied upon es the active agenciee by which mmM 
were to be provided for the military as well b» iQ 
the other movements of the new goTomment. 

On the 23d of May, Nieholse Uirman was aj- 
pointed Treasurer and Receiver Osneral of tbe 
Cukmy, ao office which he continaed to hold till 
the close of the war, and in which be prcMrved a 
degree of accutnoy and method which entitle bim 
to a place in onr recollections, second only to Uor- 
ris, in this department. 

On the nme dav. n vote was iMned providing 
for raising a tax of'^SDOO pounds, in the sHmemso- 
ner as the Province taxes had been usually niind, 
and to be paid lo the Receiver General by the fiivt 
of November ; and on the 8tb of June, tlie con- 
Btablea and oollectors of taxes were required by 
vote to pay the Province tor, which then remainra 
unpaid, to Colonel Oilman, the Treasurer for ths 
Colony, and he waa authorised to give r«ceipts Ibr 
the nme. 

On the 9tb of June, it was determined to issDe 
a paper currency, founded on the public &itb of 
the Cobay, to the amount of £10,000, lawfiil 
money, and to be paid with 6 per cent, inteieat, 
by a tax on polls and esIatM, in tbe years ITT&-T, 
ke. It woB provided that the notes should be stmek 
from eopper-plate«, engravod under the direction of 
Congreta, and signed by the Receiver Geneial, 
and should be of tbe denominatioos of 40, 20, and 
6 shillings and of one shilling, and Geo^ Frost 
and Bbeneier Thompson were appointed tie com- 
mittae to procure the plates, to ses tiie money 
struck off and signed and delivered to tbe Beceivet 
General. 
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On Um first of Jalj, Samael Sharburiie, Pierce 
LoBg, Kicholai Uilmmn and Ebeneier Tbomfeon 
were appointed to bring in a inSt for th* further 
ooiiBBion of tb« paper oamncj, and on tba 4tb, 
Butlett, Hard and Wenre were added to tbe oom- 
mittee, and on the neit da;, ft luTther iaitie vbb 
ordered of £10,000 to bo paid by a tai in 1776-7 
-8 and 9, to be printed witli trpeB, under the care 
of U. Vreareand P. Long, £8000 to bo on interest, 
and of denomination* from 5 to 60 ebillinga, and 
£2000 to bo without interaet, from &d to 3j. Upon 
ndemptioD, thej were directed to be bumed. 

It was at this time voted thnt anj penoa wbo 
maj be detected in counterfeiting or paning anj 
eooDterfait of tbe Treasurer's notei, shall, on con- 
fiction before thia or anj conrention, he deemed 
to etiemj to bis ooantrj and punished at the dis- 
cntion of tmcb convention. 

On the 2d of September, £4000 was directed to 
ba nimd bj lax, instead of the £3000 voted in 
Maj, to be appntioiied occordingto the Isist pro- 
punion act, and to be paid to theReooiver Qsnoral 
Dfthe ftnt of Febniarv neit ; and tba Treasurer 
wta directed to iaeue his warrants to tbe selectmen 
ftrasssMing the tax, and, if there were no select- 
meo in any town, the towns were required to re- 
ceive the warrants, and choose those officers. 

The Comraittee of Safety were directed to ad- 
vise the Treasurer in framing warrants foe assess- 
ing and oollecting the taxes. 

An excise bad long been collected from the tav- 
enisn in the Province, and thnj were now recom- 
tnended by tbe Convention ta pay their excise, for 
tbe enrreot year, to the aelectmen, who were to 
pay tho nme to tbe Receiver General. 

At tbe adjourned sBstion, Oct. 31, Whipple. 
Walker, Fletcber, M'Gr^or and Dudley were 
appointed a committee to see whnt further sums 
or money should be emitted, and on the D02C day, 
on their report, the Congress voted to issue the 
snm of £20,000, to be printed under tbe direction 
of M. Weare and Josiah Moulton, nnd to be sign- 
Sil by Samuel Hubart and tbe Treasurer. 

At the close of their session, the Congress ter- 
minated the finauoial operations of the year by s 
very significant rtcommendaiion to tbe town 
selectmen, eommitteee, and other oSoers, to 
ceedas usaal in regard to taxes; They trui 
^Bd people will cheerfully pay, and if any, 
leal to the cause of tbe oountry, should refuse, wo 
tniBC, that all the friends of their country will 
eBectuai I J strengthen tbe hands of the selectmen, 
constablM and collectors. There Is no appearance 
that, at the time thia Congress was snmmoned, the 
idea of aeanming civil gorernmeat existed in the 
mind of any one in New Hampshire. La Masea- 
ehnwtts, wnere the public mind was much more 
fully pnpared for tbe probable results of a war, 
tbe evideDoe is to my mind very perfect, that the 
1— j._.. . ... .^ j^^y thougnt the time bad 



not arrived when independence vras to he openly 
spoicen of, bad very clearly foreesen and were pio- 
pared for tbe oonseouences of successful reaislaocs. 

The New Ilaraiwhire Provincial Cungreas ms 
called by a committee, appointed by a convention 
— a publis meeting volunliirily assembled — un- ' 
known to the law, and having an authority pre- 
cisely equal, in a legal view, (o that of the oau- 
cuses of our time. Tbe objects in terms, for 
which it was called, I have not found, but the 
very nncertaintv and indistinctness of their author- 
ity was their broadest oomminion. They were 
tbe representatives of tbe people, appointed and 
assembled to consult together in relation to the 
Mmmon good, and to adopt such measnres as 
ihould tend l« the security of the rights and priv- 
ileges of tbe people. 

During several weeks of their aeeaion, the Con- 
jresB adopted no action bearing upon niattera of a 
civil character, except such as the urgency of tbe 
time forced upon them, in connexion with tbe 



leading men, though t 



:ir attention. 

They established a poet offioe at Portsmouth, of 
which Samuel Penhallow was Postmaster, and not 
long afterward anotlier at £ieter, of which Deooon 
Samuel Brooks was Poetmaster. 

Un the third day of their session, upon tbe re- 
port of a committee consisting of the Bev. Mr. 
Wingato, Bev. Mr. Fietober, and Mr. Samuel 
Sherburne, appointed on tbe preceding dnv — 

1. It was voted, unanunously, that tLe frood 
and wboieaiime laws of this Province be faithfully 
supported, and that all persons assist the Justices 
thereot in tbe due execution of their office. 

2. That in theee times ot general distress, it be 
rooommended to the inhabitnnla of this Province 
that they encourage alt religious worship, and that 
tbey by all means disconntenanco all manner of 
vice, and espouially tho profanation of tbeSebbatb, 
which is and has been a growing evil, and that all 
officeie exert themselves for the above purpose. 3. 
4, 5 That agriculture and manufactures be en- 

6. That, whereas mnny persons, through inad- 
vertency, wilful malice, or immoderate beat, have ' 
tlirown out many spprobrious expressions respect- 
ing the several Confrressee, and the methods of se- 
curity they have thought proper to adopt, and 
thereby have made themselves obnoxious to the 
inhabitants of this Province, it is therefore recom- 
mended that tbe oommitl«ee of the several towns 
have a watohful eye over such persons ; and they 
shall be the proper persons only to take cognizance 
thereof, and that their result b* final, and that 
proper complaint being made to either of the com> 
mittoe, they make tbe most speedy and critical en- 
quiry thereof In order to prevent riots and moha, 
and that they discountenance the some. 

In February proceeding, Uovemoi VTentworth 
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bad Inued his vriti of election for a new Aawm- 
blj and the mcmben had been cbosea, but their 
meetin;; had betn d«fetred till tbe 4th of May, a 
fortni^t, as it proved, aflBrtheGghC at Lexington. 
PrevioaB b> tbe election of the memben, there had 
been a disciiBsion in the New UamMhire Gazette 
in relation to tbe repTeacntatton of^the ProTinco, 
and Gorenior Wentworth, partly it would eeem 
with a vfew to eitebce tbe complaint that the ooun- 
tj of Cimfton had no repreientation, and partlj to 
Btrenethen tbe number of hia fnenda in the Aa- 
aomblj, had iraued bis writs to tbe towniof Orford, 
Plymouth and Ljme, where he Buppo«ed the influ- 
ence of hia frienda vroa lilcely to aecure the return 
of peiaona of lojaliat feeling*; and three new 
meniben took their ceata from those towni. From 
PlTaouth, John Fenton wne returned, an EcgtlGh 
faalf-paj officer, resident at Portsmouth, and a fa- 
Tonte of tbe (ioTemor, who bad appointed him a 
Colonel of Militia in the regiment which included 
Plymouth, Clerk of the Courts of Common Pleas 
and Quarter Mssioni, and Judge of the Court of 
Probate for the couutj of Graflun, thongh he atill 
resided and kept bis office at Portsmouth. In- 
■truotione for hie conduct, as member ol the As- 
eemblv, were roted by the town, which wereprob- 
ablj arawn bj himself or hy one of his friends at 
Porlemouth, which, though thej uaed the common 
language of tbe whigs, were so phrased as to have 
a stronglj royalist Iwaring. 

The Mdl or Fonton outrun bis discretion. Un 
tta 2Ctti 1^ April, be wrote a letter,* addressed to 
the people of Grafton county, in which be called 
upon tham to attend to their farming, and not to 
think of coming down country to Dght, and in- 
formed them that a body of Indiana was ready to 
bll on their families, if'^tbeyleft their homee. The 
eircalar was brought to the notice of the Conven- 



._ inform them upon the subjectof bis Utter. Ho 
wrote to them, declaring that he bad no iofarma- 
tion to warrant hia statements reanectjag tba In- 
diana, and the Conrention referred bis letter to the 
committees of Partsnioath, Rye and Gnenlaod. 

Tbe Aasemhly bad been adjourned to the I2th 
of Jane, for tbe purpose of oonsuUing their con- 
■tituents, and <»■ tlie Grat, the Coogresi took up 
the subject, and voted that, whereas, 11. £. Um 
GoTemor of thia Colony, in calling a General ^ 
semhly to meet at Portsmouth, in Febmary lut, 
required three new towns that bad Derer Net 
members before, to elect persona to repreicnt thai 
in nid Aaaambly, and as said Aseenibly are to ut 
by adjournment on tbe 12th inat., thia ODii|pw 
are oT opinion that tbe Governor anumingtberigbt 
of sending to sucb towns as be thinks fit, witbost 
concarrence of tbe other branchea of the liv^ 
ture, ia un const itntional aud subTersive oftben^ti 
and privileges of the good people of this Colooj; 
and the eetnblisbing such a precedent may lean 
room for some future Governor to occasjon amy 
partial representation of the people, )fj ssndiag to 
small towna and omitting large onee, with laaf 
other evils. Therefore doTesohe farther. Uiat it 
is the opinion of this tkingrsas that tbe prasnM 
called and elected as aforesaid, ought not to be il- 
lowed a teat in tbe HouM (^ Repreeentativci of 
this Colony. 

On the loth, of June tbe Cangresa adjoorwd 
over to tbe 27th, 4nd on the 12th, the AiwiablT 
met, tkad voted that the new membere retumM 
from Plymouth, Orford and Lyme were not satitM 
to seata ; and the Governor alter receiving a eiiil 
answer to hie speech, and recommending to their 
serious consideration Ld. North's concilialoiv 
proposition, adjourned the Aawmbly to July Utb. 
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^M vote of tbe CoomM, which I ban rceilad, 
uid tbe »Dswer to the U:>yenioi'i speech, to irhich 
] can oalj rafer, afford much matter for reflectio~ 
u LDdicaticig (he Btateof feeling at tbe momeDt 
to their ralationi nith GDeland. 

FentoD, npon hii eipulaioD, ezpremed hiniMlf 
Kith nch &«odaiii aa to arouw the indiKnation of 
the people. Be eecaped and took ihelter at the 
GoTeniDr'i bouM. The mob followed and demand- 
ed him, and brou|;ht a iiiece of caooou to thedoor, 
ii|ua which the oflenaer vbb delirered op, and 
KDt to Exeter. At the meetioe of the Congren, 
it «M voted tfaat be waB not a mend of hie codd- 
bj ; that he ihuuld be imprisoned, and anerwsrd, 
tbatbeahoiildbeaeiitundn'agaard to (Jam bridge, 
dere he wse allowed to cacape, and Dorn after 
w»rd« returned. 

The inoidntt to vbicb I bave allnded U of no 
iDtrinsto importsnM, and tbe individual ii not 
worth remembering. The dTcomBtancea are re- 
called menly from their effect on tbe Uoi^mot. 
He rewDted aa an inault the attack upon bia bonae, 
aad letind to tbe fort at Neweaatle. 

Tha Aaaemblj again met in July, but alter ex- 
chaagiDf; meaaagee nitb tbe tiovemor, at the fort, 
tlx; were adjourned to tbe 28th of September, but 
nner met again. Tbe Qorenior left tbe Province 
•od niled for Boaton, Au^ort 24th, and the laat 
«t which he attempted in the ezecution of bia 
•See, wae in September, when he came to the 
Sboala and iatued a proclamation a^io adjourning 
the Anembly to the neat April. 

Tbe power and influence of tbe R^al gOTera- 
ment entirely oeaaed oo tbe 13th of June, when 
the Governor left Poetamouth, and tbe t«ia«, which 
Wintworth and bit Council bad cast from their 
btoda, were slowly and with gnat hedtation gath- 
ered up by the PrOTincial CongreM. 

Upon tba meeting of the Congreea, meaaurea 
wore immediately adapted for the remoral of the 
pablie records from Portsmoutb to £xeler, 
place of greater aeourity. A committee was ap- 
pointed to remore then, and the ofiiceTi were in- 
Tiled to remoTe to Bieter and take charge of tbem 
there. 

Od the 30tfa of June, it

From this time until tbe retnblishment of the 
new gOTOrnment in January ITTC, no courts were 
holden, and jAe touj« wert nien/, excepting that 
tbe CongrcM at all its seniona took cognizance of 
oSencea of a political or quasi-politicol cast, either 
directly or by committecB, or W a reference to tbe 
Committee of Safety of the towns. 

The Secretary, Theodore Atkimon.wbowaa also 
the ColaDial Chief Juitice, and a man uf whom, 
I am led to belierc, it ia but juatice to say that he 
was a very reepectable and eicellent man and an 
acurate and sound lawyer, suffered the committee 
of tbe Congress quietl.y to take tbe records of the 
Colony, making no reeiBlance, but taking no part, 
except that of a apectalor. And tbe Trensurer, 
Ueorge Jeffrey, hb quietly paid over the balance in 
bis bands of tlio Colony funds, amounting to £1516, 
i4, dS, and receiTod the thanks of tbe Conrention, 

On the 5th of July, the Convention ventured 
on a recommendation looking more like an act of 
leeialation.in civil matters than an^ they bad yet 
adopted. This was a recommendation to the town 
of Monadnock, No. 5, now Marlborough, toobouM 
tovrn officers, leloctmen conitobles Sx., and the 
appointment of a committee to coll tlie first meet' 
ing. It was on the next day the recommendation 
was psBsed to which I have before referred, relnt- 
iuK to tbe counlerreiting of tbe new pnper cutrentry.

The Congren, ta'king into conaideration the re- 
port of the Committee on the New Hampshire 
instmctioM, Keeolved, that it be recommended to 
the Provincial Convention of New Hampshire, to 
call a full and frve representation of tbe people, 
and that the Representatives, if they tbink it neo- 
eesary, establish such a form of government as in 
their judgment will beet produce the hanpiness, 
and most effectually secure peace and good order 
in the Province, during the present dispute between 
Great Britain and tbe Culunies. 

Extract from the Minutes,

By order of Congress, 

John Hancock, Prti't. 
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While then proMcdinp at Philadelphia w«n 
Btill □DknowD, tofl UonveDtioD, vhowtann or ■□- 
tlioritj iTOnld expire oa the 16th, prooMded to 
dUcuH the sobj«ct of the new goTemment. Od 
the 4th, thej adtpted tho followiDg votM : 

That the Del^atee oi RepreeantatiToa to be 
chosen to represent this Colon; in future, shell be 
ehoFen bj tlie roioee or Totee of the eleoton, and 
not bj ths value of their eetate. 

Thnt eTBi; eieotor for RepreaenlatiTe* in this 
ColotiT be iK>neeeed of a freehold or real eetate of 
the Tolue ef tnentj pounds lawful moDey, in mob 
town or place where the election shall be. 

That eTcrj person so elected shall be worth 
three hundred pounds lawful money, in real eetate 
in thii Colonj, the election to be adjudged of bj 
the selectmen and the moderator of Ue meeting, 
Mving an appeal to the Congreea or Hooie ofRep- 
ieBehta[:Tee. 

That ererv towo, parish or precinct in this Col- 
SDT, contaiDing one hundred Vreebolders as afore- 
said, mnj sentfone Delegate or RoproeentatiTe to 
the Congreea or ticneral Aisemblj, and that ererj 
Moh town &£., having a ereeter number oF free- 
holders, may send, a member for every hnndred 
■uch freeholders. 

That precepte be sent to every town, pariah c 
precinct in tliis Colony, directing them to elect 
member and send to the Cungress to be bolden 
at £ieter, if such town, perish or precinct con- 
tain an hundred such freeholders, and if not, then 
to couple with one or more other towns or parishes, 
until they make up that nomber of such free' 
holders. 

These TOtes do not appear to have been after- 
wards acted upoB, nor the leading idea of them, 
which «ne a property qualification of the electors. 
Nothing appears to show by wbom the reeolutions 
were introduced or pupported, nor by wfaomop- 
pceed. The fact of their introduction, their adop- 
tion ood Bubeequent abandonment, eervee to show 
tiiat the element of that division into partiei 
which has everywhere existed where the peepli 
have anr weight, was beginning to discover iteelf 
liere. One par^ deeming tlie government safer 
in the hands ofmen who have property at stake 
depending upon its due administration ; the other 
distrusting the haldeis of property, a« a dan, and 
believing that the body of the people have more to 
fear from the nelfisbncM and eiulusiveneas of the 
wealthy than the wealthy cnn ever hare 
fear from the people, though tbe rich and the poor 
have nn entirely equal voice in the government. 

We may form Eome idea of tbe men by whom 
these different views were entertained, from the 
fact that, on the 9th of November, a laigeoommit- 
tee was appointed to frame aad bring in a plan for 
the future representation of the Colony. Before 
they had made any report—on the 13th of Novem- 
ber—a veto was paiwd entirely re-organizing the 



committee, omitting several of ila membtn, and 
substitutiuK other*. The cominitteeat firatctn- 
swtcd of Meebeok Weare, Wjseman Cligj^t, 
~ Downing, Jonathan Martin, John Dadlej, 
Caleb Page. Timothy Walker Jr., Samuil iihiey, 
Ebeneier Tbompeon, Benjamin liilea, Ebtneter 
Smith, Israel Hor^, James Knowlea, Abel Web- 
When reo^aniaed, Weare, Downing. Cli);gett, 
Martin, Page, Ashley and Webster were omitted, 
and Matthew Thornton, Bamncl Bobart, Niebolii 
Folsom, Cragin, Prentice and Oilman, wereiab- 
stituted; Thompson, Whipple, Giles, Walker, 
Morey, Knowlea and Smith remaininf; as at fint. 
On the 14th tbe new committee reported:

And 
they reported a plan for the repreeentatian of tbe 
Colony, allowing In the whole eightv nine re^ 
sentatives, of which Rockingham had 3S ; StraGbcd, 
13; llillsborongh, IT ; Cheshire^ 15; Gn(kD,G. 
Among the cares of the Convention had been tk 
actual enumeration of the people, which had ben 
done to a great extent, and it may lairly bepe- 
snmed that In the distribution of the tepreeeoU- 
tivea, tbe oommittee had acted equitably, nrnn tbe 
principle adopted by them. All 1(^1 mhaDitioU 
was a deecription sufficiently broad. It ii voy 
apparent that, if the proferty qualification Iw 
been adopted, the preponderance of the older and 
more wealthy towns in the Eastern part of tbe 
PravtDce would have been much greater. 

Precepte were ordered to be issued by tbe PrtB- 
dent of the Congress to the towns which were boI 
elaned, and to a designated town of each claM, to 
elect persons to represent them in a CongitHto 
bo held Dec. 21. Ths members, when met a 
Congress, to sit aa often and as long as they iboold 
judge requJHto, and to he empow^ed to prosectil* 

lie good, for one year ; and in case of a rectm- 
mendation by the Continental Congresa to utaiat 
government, to rewlva themselves into a 1Id<»* 
of Representatives for one year. 

Tbe report of the committee wsa accepted, "^ 
the resolutions they reported were passed, toi<^ 
the 16th, the Congress adjourned ; their Lut tct 
being to order the recording on tbeir mieiitM " 
the resolution of the General Congren, inrelstioo 
to the assumption of Government. 

Thus cloeed the labors of what may be deup>*^ 
ed aa the Provincial Ckragrns of the RevoimiM' 
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Tbe obKiige of public opinion, commNiDed long be- 
fiin, had become bo gooeral that the publia mind 
decidedly favored nn independent eovrmment, to 
eontiuae while the contest ihould be uneettled 
with tbe mother ooantrj. Tbe iiiilitar7, and step 
bj it«p all the ciril power of the Colony, had hi- ' 
tin into tbvir bandi, and tbej had laid the foun- 
datioD for a ciril govetument, to be erected bj 
their BucccMon, on tbe rninR of the Culoninl na- 
mtniitrfttion, which had follen without a «tru^Ie 
or a blow, and mitnj of whose active 



jltkiDBOtr aod Jafiraj and Watdron and 
nan lod Pbillipe and others, to the force of publio 
opinion, which thcj bad in Tain attempted to 
gaidaor to cootrol. 

Looking over the erentd of that period, we are 
itrDCk with tbe remark, how little of outrage, ol 
pereonal wrong, of injoelice and tjrannj, ia to be 
traced, daring a period when the puaioDH of men 
were excited, when thelnwihadceued to be beard, 
KQd nothing bat tbe force of public opinion was 
left to reelrain the commission of crimes. Ingtan- 
ccf of outrage may indeed be found ; it would be 
wonderful if it were otherwise. Men whose bo- 
tians were imprudently disclosed', or whose con- 
duct waa unguarded, were mobbed and ill-treated, in 
foma few cnsea ; yet I recollect no instance where 
life waa taken or lerjoua bodily injury inflicted, 
and Tery few where buildings or property were 
drstroyed. 

The resolutions of this CoDTontion, which placed 
all qawttuDS' relating to obnoxious penonB exclu- 
sivelj under the eontnil of tbe Committees of Safe- 
ty of tbe towns, who were genernlly among tbe 
most considerate and discreet as well as influential 
persona, (expressive, as it probably was, of the 
comitton feeling and sentiment of the community,) 
probably tendrt with great force in favor of tlie 
ncurity of those who bad tbo misfortuDS, fh)m 
difference of opinion, to be eipcsod to popular in- 
dignation. 

On tbe 21st, of December, the second Provin- 
cial CongrtCB met.

would not willingly offend, willliaten with pati 
at least, if not witb pleasure, to details which, 
but fur their importance, might bo doemed tedious. 
The war of Independence threw upon tbe Fathers 
of the Bevolution the double tuk of expelling a 
foreign foe from their sboTea, and, at the nma 
time, of creating or adopting for theniMlvea, at 
home, forma of c»vil government. How bravely, 
how persererlnglj, bow glarionslj, tbe war of tbe 
ReTofntioD waa poshed forward, through trials and 
diecooragementa, all but insurmountable, to its 
deaifad termination oi acknowledged iodepeudence, 
is known to the wide world of oivilised man. But 
a yet more glorious, becann more rare and more 
difficult task, was that imposed upon them when 
called upon to tear down an old government and 
build up a new one in its place. Here waa the 
labor, tnis' tbe achiavment, the crowning glorr of 
the American Revolution, that it established fm- 
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dom on the basia of eonatitational n^ta. hiit- 

Kudenoe, without free institutions, would hars 
sn but a doubtful bleating. TheSpaniab Amn- 
ican colonies have, in our <by, tbrowti off tbe vokt 
of the mother (X)uQtrj,and eatabliobed their indt- 
pendenoe ; bnt it ii a grave doubt in many refltet- 
■— —:—'- whether, on tbe whole, they have pjit- 



revolution, and tyrant to tyrant, wbile tbe pea]d« 
have remained ignorant and unhappy', divided lod 
opprstfaed ; and all for want of wbat our blboa 
so largely displayed, tbe capacity for aelf-goiera- 
mcnt, and tba steady ezerciee ■rf' that capadtr 
through the known forms of an eatabliabed eonrti- 
tutioD. In 18414, uonatitutionsBprangup, ailont 
Europe, like mushrooms, in a single nignti lod 
perietied aa soon. France haa formed oonatitutioH 
without number, ainoe ours was first establi^ud; 
each pronounced perfect, at the time of ita adop- 
tion, and each, in its turn, abro^cated and aanulled, 
■wept oat of aiaht, aa unworthy of further ntdnr- 
anoe. Not so in this country. Tbe Uonstiiutin 
of the United SUtea, eatabliabed in 1769, bat de- 
dei^oae no change whatever, in any of ita prorj. 
siona, for the last finv-nine yaara. Oar Stati 
oooititations, untoucned by the rude hand ot vio- 
lence, have been chansed, when changed at all, 
slowly and cautiously, in the spiritof consemtin 
wisdom, intent to remove defects and supply d<6- 
cienciea, but jealous of inoofatioD, and caiaful to 
preaerve wbat of good is already poesessed ud 

The era of the Revolution waa also tbe ua of 
written conttltutiont. All States, even tbe mat 
despotic, have their constitutions ; but they srs 
not suoh in our sense of the word. Tbe Engliib 
have a oonatitution ; and for many important par- 
posee, it is not a bad one. It ciinsiste of certain 
acknowledged principles, uaagea and Inetitutloot, 
long established among tbem, out taking, in Ibeir 
eipreaaion , for the moat part, no precise fonn (f 
written words. An act of Parliament may altar, 
abn^te, or annul the most sacred of thcaa aaff» 
or institutions, and is, for all practical purpcati, 
what it is often calltd by the lawyers, omnipoCenl. 
But witb ns, tbere is a law above tbe Iaw;i 
written rule of action, adopted, in the firat inatauM, 
by the people themselves, in tbeir primary anem- 
bliea, to ba afterwarda altered only by their on 
act, superior to and binding on tbe ordinary Itgs- 
lative and judicioi authoritiee of the State, tbii 
is our American idea of a constitution; and itii 
among the many good thiop of which New UaiDp- 
ehira may be proud, that she was tbofirat SiCsl«Jii 
tbe Union to establish a written constitutioa. Tbii 
honor bos indeed been claimed for another Stalt. 
" Virginia," says Mr. Jefferson, " waa not opIj 
the firat of the States, but, I believe I may nj, 
tbe firat of tbe oatioiw of (be eartb, wbioh taaw 
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bl«d it* wiM men pMceablj togetber, to fbrm » 
fundamental constitution, to commit it to writing, 
iD<t place it among iUarcfaJTea, where every one 
ilmild be free to appcol to its teit." Arefereuce 
to dntea ahowB, Kt once, the incorrectnen of thii 
Btotement. The Etet Yiiginift oooetitution bears 
tlM date of June tweinh, 1776 ; that of New 
Uunptbire went into opeistion more than fire 
moolti (arlier, January Hrth, 1776. Tba conrti- 
InlionBDr tbe otber States were all formed at a 
liter period, so thnt New Dampehire bna the merit 
of having fiAt wt the exam^e to the other Stutes 
of a written conatitotioo. The form of this first 
coDitilulion n not without intercet, aa exhibiting 
tlw rude ootlitie of what became afterward* 
mueh more perfect atructuTe. 

TLe laat act of roja! authority ezerciaed in New 
Huurahire was n Proclamation, issued bj Gotbtd- 
or VTentwortb, at the Isle* of Shoals, in Septem- 
ber, 1TT5. A Provincial CoDgrees had been con- 
leaed, at Exeter, in May of that jear : and its 
racommeDdstiona, powerleee in tbemaelTaa, were 
regarded aa law, bj tbe sons of liberty io New 
IlomjAhire. But though public opinion lupplii ' 
for a time, the place of regular government, itn 
■Don felt that some universally acknowledged a 
tlioriLy, at all time* neceBearr, was more than ever 
nin timeof vrar andreTulutiOD. The Convention 
therefore inatmcted its delegates in Congress ■' to 
obtain the advice and direction of the Congress, 
with respect to a method for administering justice 
and r^alating our civil police." When this ap- 
plication came before Congress, that body -' rec- 
onmended to tbe Provincul Convention of New 
Himpebire to call a full and free representation ol 
tbe people, to establiih such a form of govem- 
ffleut as will beat support tbe happinea* of the 
paipla, and roost eSeciualty secure peace and good 
order in the Province, during the continuance of 
l!w present dispute between Great Britain and the 
Coloiiies ;" for this, you will obeerre, was b ' 
the Deelamtiun of Independence. John Sulli 
than a delegate in Congress from thisStale, is sup- 
pcsed, by i^bn Adams, the earliest and most stren- 
ooos advocate of Independence in that body, to 
have first suggeatad to ois cooatituenta this appli- 
cation to Congress for advice.

n ; protesting and declaring that we never 
sought to throw off our dependence upon Great 
Britain, but felt ourselves happy under her proteo- 
tion, while we could enjoy our oonslitutionalrighti 
and pnvil^ee ; and that we shall rejoice, if sucfa 
a reconciliation between us and our parent State 
can b« effected, aa will bt approved by tbe Con- 
tinental Congress, in whose prudence and wisdom 
we confide." Even thie profeasion of good will 
towarda the parent country did not eatiify all tha 
members. Twelve* of tiie delates entered their 
protaat against adopCinK the new form of govern* 
ment, ■■ because," as they say, *■ it appears to ua 
too much lite setting np an iudepontlencv of tbe 
mother country," and '■ because the Colonies of 
New York and Virginia, which aro much larger 
and more opulent, and, we presume, much wiser, 
bare not attempted anything of thia kind ; nor, aa 
we can learn, ever desired it." It was indeed a 
new and decisive meesute, a step in advance of any 
yet taken, and sanctioned by the example of no 
other Colony. But thepeoplooTNew ilampshire, 
r forward in theanertionof their rights, would 
be deterred by tbe beaitaix^ or delay of others. 
Tbe roan who were tbe first in America to seiae a 
royal fort and carry off its stores, aa Sullivan, 
Langdon and their anociatea had done, a year be- 
fore this, at Fortsnouth, were not likely to shrink 
from any duty, however hazardous, which the ax> 
igenelea of the times required. 

By this oonBtitution, tbe powers of the govern- 
ment were vested in a House of Bepreseatative* 
and a Council ; the latter to consist of twelve 
members: both branches to be choesn annually ; 
the Reprentatives by the towns, and the Council- 
lon by tbe counties, in such manner as tbe Legis- 
lature should order. No act or resolve iras to be 
valid unless poaaed by both branobes of tha L^ia- 
lature; and all eraDts and money bills wen^to 
originata in the House. All civil offioers exMpt 
Clerks of Courts, County Treasurers, and Record 
ers of Deeds, were to be appointed, and tbeir terma 
of office fixed, In the L^islature ; as were also all 
military and militia offioran, except that the ohoic* 
of oompany oBeen in tbe militia was left to the 
respeotive oompaniea. Aa might have bean es- 
pected, from the novel^ of the nndertaking, tbe 
urgency of the times, and tbe inexperience <>f its 
authors, this Giat oonatitation was, in many re- 
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It etcalad no Judiciar; deparmeat ; tboagh it took 
tor sranted the eiiatenM of courts, bj teariiiK to 
the^udgn the RppuiotmeDl of tbeir owd derki. 
It implied indc«d the eiistenM of manj powen 
Rod egenciea trhich It did cot exprwilj name or 
create. Without such implicfttion, the guTerniuent 
could not have be«D adminiBtarad for a Biogle da;. 
' The great defeat, howeTer, of tbi« conatitutiou 
waa its waat of ft diitinct Executivi Dtpartinent. 
It provided fbc the appointmeDt of no Governor, 
or chief uecattTe magiatnte, all power being 
caoeeotrtted in the two Housea. While thoee 
were in seeiioa, thej were at ODce law-makenaud 
executon of the law. Un their adjoummeot. tbii 
latter power waa oonferredoD a Comiiiit{«eof Safs- 
tj, wbich couist«d of the PreekleDt of the Coud- 
cil and a Dunber of other pctMns, Taijjnc, al 
diflerent limea, from hk to aiiteen. The powvr of 
tbi* ooaiiiuUe« «rna, fbr all pnctiotl purpoaca, un- 
limited 1 their coumiaBion Mine not unlike thatef 
the Booian Dictutor, to we " that the public aua- 
tain no damage," — "Ntqwd dtirijnentt Sctpubli" 
capiat," Thej bad to ooatend, at once, witb fi 
elgn and domMtie foes ; and tfaeir reoordi ihow 
that, while thev net the one boldlj, tbB^ looked 
■harplj after the other. Urden to eolUt aolilisrs 
and luppl; pTOTbioDB are intermiagled with order*, 
not leea atriogent, to waleb the dinActed and 
•eite aod impriaoo tbe toriee. One of the latlei 
tcdd uB, attaj ;ean aft«r, tbat New flampahire 
nerer had a more energetic goremroent, nor, aahe 
waa willing to admit, a more boncat eiecDtive 
tbaD the Committee of Safetj; though thej 
■ometimea, aa he thought, a little butj In their 
dealing with thoae who, like bimeelf, (elt tender 
in tbeir conicienceB towarda the Siog ! W* have 
Bean:hed in vain for an account, 
rarj record, of the debate* in this CoDveatioD. It 
wn* lee* a time tor elaborate diacuBtion, than for 
prompt dec iaion and vleorou* execution.

Constitution," wbich it had formed, to he not t* 
tbe Beveral town* in tbe State for tbe action of Uw 
people en It. This initrument oontained a abort 
beclaretjon of Bights, ard a form of goverantaDt 
in some rapect* superior to tbe ConatitutkK cf 
1T76| thougu in othen it was Isss to be coamend- 
Tbe CouQcil wsa to be cboeen, as bebie, bv 
wuntia, iu certain defined proportiooe ; sod 
tbe number of CouncIUot* was to be incnwed 
lb tbe inoreasB of regulation id tbe aerenl 
unties. The Heua* of Repreeentativas waa toba 
cboean bj the towns ; each tnwu having a buadttd 
familie* to cbooee one member, and so in propa> 
larger number. The amall towns wera 
to be classed fur tbe purpose of choosing membo*. 
A propertj qualilicBtion and a religious t«Bt ap- 
pear, for the nnt time, in thia C-onetitution. It 
provides that >>A11 the male inhabilaDt* of thi 
estate, of lawful *^, pajinz taxea and nofeau^ 
the t^CesBant religion, shall be deemed Icigsl vot- 
en, !n cboosittg Couneillora or Bepieeenla^i*." 
To be eligible jbr the place of GounoiUor or R^ 
Tsssntative, a pereon must have, in additkia la 
tbe abova qunlifications, an ealKteaf tbreobaDdnd 
pounds, one half, at least, to be real estate. Whik 
it thus confined the right of snffraM and of oSce 
to Piotcetants, it provided tbat Um L^iiUuue 
should '• make no law to infrings tbe ri^t of con- 
science, or anj other of tbe natural, inalisnitil* 
rights of man." The right to vote or to be rotsd 
for, wna not therefore, ia their opinion, a natnnJ 
or inalienable right. Thia Conatitutioa, like dM 
first, made no proviaiou for a Governor, or chi«r 
eieouCive mngiatrate, and like that, left almost un- 
limited power in the L^ialature. It recogiuHJ 
the exitlebce of courts, but did not establish toj 
Judiciarj Department. For these and other lea- 
sona, but not prubftblv for its religioaa intoleianca, 
or its propertj quaUficatioM, it was r^jeetol bf 
the people.

Tba 
CoDttitution, dow formed, the tbira in the wriea, 
<ni favorably diBtionii^ed from tb« prciadii^, 
ij tbt (epaiation which it eetabliahed between tbe 
tbree great departments of govern nMnit, tbe Legii- 
latire, tbe EiecDtive, and the Jadiciary, making 
each, to ■ certain extent, independent of the other 
two, aod, at the aanie time, a check on their pro- 
CKdingt. It wu pracceded b^ an ample Bill of 
Righta, the ame, in moat of ita articlaa, aa tbe 
WMiaonr preaent CooBtilution. 'Tbe Lraielatore 
wti to coDiiit of a Senala and IIodm of Repre- 
watativaa, cboeen annaally, to meet on tba firat 
Wtdneadaj of June. The' Senate was to oonaiet 
of tweive member*, cboeen in not Ina than five, 
nor more than ten diatricls ; tba diatrleta to be 
fHned according to tbe proportion of the public 
tun paid in each ; property, and not popu'atioD, 
being the baais on wbioh the Senate voted. No 
leraQD nrald vole for Senator* wbo had nut a free- 
bold Mtate, in bt* own right, of the value of one 
hnadml paonda, or other a«tate to tbe amount.

such objection, by tbree-Ibnrthe of the members of 
both lioaecs. Tneappointment of nearly allStRte 



crfGoera waa to be made bv the Governor, with the 
advice ot the Council. No person was eligible to 
tbe ofBce of Qovomor for more than three out ot 
every seven yean, " to prevent" savi the Constitu- 
tion, " an undue influence in thia State, which tbe 
first magistrate thereof may acquire by the long 
poaaeasion of the important powers and trusta of 
that offiee ; aa alao to stimulate othen to quail fj 
themselves for the service of the public, in the 
higbeat stations. " One might almoat suspect, 
from this latter clause, that certein worthy aspir- 
anla for the chief magistracy, long reprecaea by 
the coDBtnnt re-election of Preaident Weare,* 
thoneht themeeUee, by this time, well nigh "quali- 
fied Kx tbe service of tba public, in the higheet 
stations '. ' ' Tbe Council waa to consist of five per- 
sons, to be oboaen annually from tbe people at 
large, by joint bdlot of the two Uouaas ; tbe 
qualification of Councillors being the same aa that 



correct any violations of the Constitution, aa well 
to make such altenitions therein, as from ez- 
irience may b* found necnear^." 
It will be seen, even from this imperfect analy- 
I, — imperfect, because I would not tax your pa- 
tience too severely by going more into detail, — that 
the Constitution now proposed, oontained, for tbe 
first time, in this State, a form of government ful- 
ly developed, and similar, in most o? ila provisions, 
to that under which we now live. Tbe moat strik- 
log difference waa that respecting tba choice of 
tb* Booao of Repreaentativee, whidi, tbougb mote 
correct in principle than the mode aince adopted, 
was complicated in ita details, and interferred ma- 
terially with tbe eatebliabed system of town repre- 
sentation. On the subject of religion, the Bill of 
RighU gave the Legislature power " te authorise, 
from time te time, Wwna, pariabee, and other bod- 
ies corporate, or religious societies, within thia 
State, to make adequate provision, at their own 
eipeoae, for the support ot Protestant teachers of 
piety, religion and morality ;" giving to such bod- 
ise *■ the eicluuve tight of electing their own 
public teaehen ;" and providing that " no pemon 
of one particular religious sect or denomination 
■ball be compelled to contribute to the support of 
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the teacher orUacbmof Bnoth«r p«reuaiioii,Bect, 
or denomination." It will be OMorvcd that thia 
GiDSlitutioD required a religiou* qualification in 
the candidate fur office, and a property qualiGca- 
lion in both the elocton and tho elected. Propei- 
tj WD* made the basil of ropreEcntation in the 



choice of GuTernur and ol' Senatun. Partlj fur 
thc«e reaaons, but more, probnbly, rrom the mode 
in nUicb tlie House of lupreaentatives wat eon- 
■titul«d, the prraent Constitution, like tlie one be- 
fore DrupOBed, wbr rejected by the people- 
Not diacourngcd bj tbi« ill eucceii of their la- 
bor*, Ihe Convention proceeded, od itt ro-Meem- 
bliog, to make tucii altei-atioDB in the rejected 
Constitution as might render it acceptablt to their 
conBtituente; and on the tliirdTueeaajor Auguat, 
]TtJ2, aubmitted it again to the popular reviaion. 
Atoung the alteratlooa now propoaea, waa one pro- 
Tlding thnt every male intiabitant of tlie State, 
twenty-one jeare of age, and pajing a poll tax, 
should have n right to Tota fur UoTemor, benator*, 
RapreeentntivcB iind other State officers. Tlie 
Seoattjra were to hnve a freehold estate of tvo 
hundred pound*; the Kepreaentalivei, propartj to 
the Tdlue of une hundred pounds, half freehuld. 
But the principal altentljon made waa ia the baais 
of repieeentatioB in tho House. Iiwtead of the 
former mode, it waa now provided that overj 
town, poriab, or plaoe entitled to town privileges, 
having one hundred and filtj ratable polls, should 
be entitled to elect one member, l-uur hundred 
and Gftj polls entitled tho town to two member*, 
and ao in proportion, making three hundred the 
mear increasing ratio lor every additional liepro- 
aentative. The freehold qiialilication for the Gov- 
ernor wni reduced from one thousand to five hun- 
dred pounds; and the disqualification, as to his 
being elected not more than three years in seven, 
wtis removed. The ConititutLon, thus amended, 
waa again submitted to the ^ple, and the Con- 
vention adjourned to meet again on tho loat Tues- 
day of December, IT82. it met at that time, and 
continued to hold eesaroiiB, bj successive adjourn- 
meiita, till October thirty-first, 1763, when the 
Constitution, oa finally approved by the people, 
was declared adopted by the Cooventioo. Among 
the altemtioni made, in the last revision, waa a 
return tu the litle ol President, instead of Qovor- 
noT, as the name of the chief executive magis- 
trate. This officer was, at the fame time, stripped 
of much of the power at first conferr«d on him by 
the Convention. He was to preaids in the Senate, 
with a right to vote In all catea, and with a cart- 
ing vote m case of a tie. But his veto wo* taken 
from him. This Conttitntion went into operation 
on the fint Wednesday of Jane, 178-1,; the old 
one having bcmi in (oree about eight ycm and a

another Convention was culled. This CoDraatko.

The report of this committee was acted 
on Ely tho Cuoventioa, and seventy-two sjoaod- 
ments were sent out to the people.

Ai some of the ainsndmenti adopted were iDCOS- 
eistent with parts of the CoDttitatira retained, it 
was necessary to eubmit the matter anin to llw 
peuple for their action on it. On the mh of Sip- 
lemoer, the Convention again met, and in two 
davs completed ita labors ; the poopis havii^ ttti- 
Se3 thoir prooeedings by the requiaila majority oF 
two thirds of those voting on the amuKUneots pio.

The Legislature was oot, without a 
TOlo of two thirds oi the niemlwrs uf both ilousea, 
la ioiolva the State In debt boyond the sum of one 
hundred tbou^nd dollars, except iu case of war or 
ininimtitioD ; and towns were pruhibitad from lend 
ing monej, giviox ^^ credit of their nnuiea to or 
owniagstaekslnaayeorpomtion. No lotteries were 
to be autSortied or allowed in the State. On the

The Council was abolished ; aod 
the ajipointmaiits, mndehy the Qorernor, were to 
be with tbe ndricoand coDsentor the Senate. The 
Seeretary of State and the Stale Treasurer were to 
bechosen by the people of the Stale, the Cunntj 
Treasurers and Eteicisten of Deeda by the countieat 
Under the head of (he Judiciary Power, it wM 
prorided that there ehould be chosen, in each hiwn, 
not lees than two nor more than three Trial Justi- 
ce*, who should haTs excluaiTe original jurisdictioa

Attorney General and Road Couimissioner were to 
becboeen hy the people of the Stata, and ti> hold 
their offices fur six vears ; County Judees, Jndgea 
of Probate.

I'ha Constitntion, thus altered ar.d amended, 
as laid before the people for their decision on it. 
This decision wm, on every point, advene to tbt 
propoaed amendments, not one of wtiieh obtained 
9ven a majority of the votes cast, mooh less tba 
:wo thirds requirwl fur its adoption ; au that thja 
thorough revision, as it we* called, of the old Coo- 
Btitution, deemed so important by many In tbe 
Convention, was totally rejected by tbe people, 
Tbe Qont meeting of the Convention, to reoelva thU 
unfavorable responaa, was coincident with tha 
ttdmendou-i Nu:lli Kiat storm which swept o*«r 
New England in April 1831. known along he 
oooet for its many ebipwrecks, and aapecially for 
the deatruction of the lighthjusein Baeloa barboi. 
As the Member* oame in, wet and shivaring fron 
tbestorm,sh»tn of their glory and bumbled by 
the dis:ipprobatian of their ODnstituenla, we, 
wbo. as It happened, were of the numter, ooaU 
emerging bi- reminded of Mlltm's Alien ansalv, 
not Eat trom tbe pool, at tbe oall of th«r lewd- 
er, BBtoniabiDd ana abaihtd at this stnoge and

damp And dripping from Uieatorm, which roared 
and thundered round tbcM nanile walla ; and 
downcattand diipirited, from thi«inaat iigDal and 
unexpected unHnimitv of popular conilemnation on 
their duingt. It wbi ainuFing indeed, as well •» 
iaitmotive, to compara the confident nntieipatioDii, 
the earflMt debntea, and tbe careful pnuutioni 
of the (Jonventiun, in ita earlier itiigM, ni if lire 
and death depended on ita ilightcfl monmenti, 
with (111* moat ■> lame and impotent coneluai on" 
of ita TQuntad labora. It wna my fortune- good 
or bad — to belong to tbia Conrention : and sur- 
prifed more than di«coiiTaged at the result. Dot 
aurpritvd that parta were rejeeted, but that the 
whole waa diacarded in a man, I thought it be- 
came ua, like the ConTention of ITtJl, to te* iae, 
onoe more, the whole of oor amendment*; and, 
eorrecting what waa wrong in the Grat attempt, 
and retaining much which waa good. lo appeal to 
'■ the aober aecond tboughta of the pouple, for the 
reTcnn1,on aome pointaat laaat, of thrir former 
tiaatj deciaion. But the general feeling waa all 
tbe other way. Discouraged lij ita previoua ijl 
■ucccff, the ConTCntloD sent out, for a aecoad tri- 
al, oidj three of ita farmer amendmenia ; the fiiat 
diapenaiug with tha religiuua tent ; the aecond, 
abolishing thapropertv qualiGcntion, and the third. 
woTidlns ■ Qcw mode fur making future amend- 
menta. Svon of these, the wcondonl; was adopt- 
ed by the [wople : so that ihe onlj change which, 
on the Diatumt coneideration, the people of New 
Hampahira, after ad experience of nearly aixlj 
years, eaw St to make in the Constitution, wna 
the abolition of this property qunliGcatiun for 
o&oo — a provision whioti had nerer been much re- 
garded in practice, and, of late, not at nil. That 
aome «f the changes proposed by the Conrcntion 
Mid rejected by the people, were improTcmants or 
the old Constitution, there can Iw little quostion 
otiiets, ot a mero doubtful character, were yet not 
noworthy of a trial ; but there were aome othera, 
particularly that proTlding a ratio of representa- 
tion in the House, so decidedly bnd, that one can 
-hardly imagine them tjlerabie under any circam- 
sUnoBS. 

The large number of membera in tbe Bouea, 
eompwed with the small number in the Senate, 
three hundred to twelta. was, in the first instance, 
one of tbo chief reasons for calling the C^nTSn- 
tloo. The obfioui remedy for this acknowledged 
evil would baTB bsra to fix on the proper number 
of B^maantatiTse, and then to <LTide the Slate 
Into •■ Mtany districts as there mere aMmbeia of 



tbe House to be cboesn.* This had alrsady tiMn 
done in the analogous casse ni' Senatora and CoaD' 
cillors ; and if aduptod in the choice of Bepraen- 
ts tires, the repoblicnn theory of equal nanben 
having equal right in the choice of mien and b 
the enactment of the laws, would IiaTe beta car- 
ried into ptacticnl opentian, in every departnwnt 
of tbe government. This however would bive de- 
prived tbe iniall towns of tbe diaprunortioBala 
representation which tbey then enjoyed. Wbea 
the basis of representatiiHit *»* Clod in 1T^> 
there were so few targe towns that the system «u 
casentinlly a representation of number*, Ibough 
nominally one of towns. Eight years later, £« 
inequality, though considerable, was still not very 
glaring. But between that period and I&50, the 
-niroduction of manufactures and the mecbasic 
irta, tbe growth of commerce, and the gsneml in- 
Tcata of wealth had drawn the people mon into 
naaeea ; and, if the liouae was now to be redunl, 
t was clear that the number from tlie small towoi 
must be greatly leesened, or the large places could 
not have their equal share in the repreeeatation.

majority in th 
lUtion of the small towns ; and theresalt of tbe 
lole waa that the beaiaof representation sdopltd 
hv tbe Convention, put it ia tho power oToo* 
ttirdof tbeoualiSed voUra in tbe State to elect t 
majority of the Representatives ; leaving ths otba 
thirda in a minority. This was too evidmllj 
unjust to TMsive the atDCtiun ot the people. Thai 
were concuring cauaea of diaguat^ with tbe pn 
ceediugs of tbe Convention; but this wsaiacb- 
rious and undeniable, that we cannot wooder >t 
the unpopularity attached, from tbe moment of iti 
adoption, to tbe Convention itself, or Uiat tbe peo- 
ple should have rejected the amendoMnta pnpoaid 
tu them, in a mass, Itowever good some of Ibta 
might he.

The name of Sullivan ia dis- 
tinguished in our annala, aa having on □• a triple 
daim to respect. Fatlter, aoa and grandson buva 
held, in auccesaion, aurae of the highest uffiea in 
the State ; and the latter is still among ua, tu add 
fresh honon, in his own person, to the name which 
he BO worthily bears. This is an instance of hered- 
itary aathonty— an arialooracy, if you chooae so 
to call it, to whieb, rapnblioBD aa we ara. we do 
not object ; power, influence, office, transmitted 
from generation to generation, not by tbe accident 
ol biilb, hut by the sooceaeioi) of nwrit. 

Joeiah Bardett, a member of the eeoond Con- 
ventiou, had aomothing of tba aama felicity, in 
leaving behind him aons who inherited aoma por- 
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til Congrm, Chief Jimtioe of tbe Superior Cuurt, 
and Prcaid«Dt of .theStato. TbcioiM, Lbti, Jo«i«h, 
kod E*xa, were all tuen of note, and held places or 
honor in the public service. A son of the lattar 
Utelj ktoDed K rc|iutkble liie, bj an untimclj and 
lamentable deaUi. 

Among the menbera of more than one of these 
WDTeatioM, another name, which, fur three gen- 
eratiuna, has been cunapieuouj in tbe birtory of 
New Hampshire, is that of Atberlon, Jushua 
Athertun, though op|>oerd to the Revolution, so lar 
outlived the nnpopuluTitj* of his ear.j course as 
to hold, besides hie sent in twocoQventlont, the of- 
fice, foe manj fearB, of Attornej Ueneral of the 
IState. His son, diaries (J. Athertun, beaidee his 
services in the State Legislature and In the Con- 
TeDtion of ItJ50, had bnen a member of both 
Houses of Thirtj-fourth CoogreM, and is now again 
in tbe Senate of tbe United States. f 

Tbe Uverniores are another instance of a suc- 
cenion of able men in the same familT' iJamuel, 
Arthur and Edward were all distinguished in the 
]iublic aervice. Samuel was cigtit jmts Chief Jua- 
tice, and twiix elected to tbo Senate of the United 
States. Edward was a Judge of the Superior 
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Coort and nmuber of CoogrcM. Arthur knifc oc- 
cupied hie lather's place oo tb« Bench ; Bad *n 
also, several 7ea.rs, a member of OoogrtM. Ut 
ins among us, a worthj Mmpteoftli* 
bred in too turmoil of the BevulatioD- 
arj period, retaining, in bis old age, moeb of ibt 
viiacitj of hi* earlier daja, and full of interiatlng 
rcmioisoencca of the past. 

Benjamin Fierce, who was a member of tb* 
Convention ol 1791, had been an officer la tbi 
Armj of ths Revolution, and woe aflerwardi G;>t- 
emor of the State. lU sent two sons to the Oca- 
Tentiao uf ISdO ; and has ainee given to the Unios 
a President uf the United States. It would bt 
easj la mention ether raeotbera of these C'Dotei' 
lions, who have heqaeathed worthj sun* la ttw 

Kbiicservice. But tbeaenujauScelosbowlbat, 
waver democralic in our principleai wa bare u) 
jeataosj of haraditarr power, providad it be woa 
tij ItenMitafj worth. 

lo tbe Convention of 1776, there was booos 
wboao presence iosnired more conUenaeandt*' 
^lect than that of Ueahaeh ft'eare. Thnn^ ddI 
a young man when tbe Revolution began, neittei 
tlie usual timi<li(y of age, nor the offios which b* 
held under the royal guvemiacnt, prevralid Im 
taking early a decided part with faia eouatijiaai 
in the arduoua and, as it then acoDcd, doubUil 
■truggla. lie wee, during the whole war, Pna- 
dent of tbe Council, Prtsident ol tbe ComnitM 
of Safety and Chiet ifuMice of the Slate ; a om- 
bioalion, in his own person, of I^iatatiie, Eue- 
utive and Judlcul offioea, wiiieh, to aay tliat be 
did not abuse them, either for bis own emolumeal 
or to the injury of others, is to pronounce on b'm 
an eulogium which few. Id the same situatHo, 
would have deserved. It is a pleasing proof Ibti 
the services of the Revolotionaiy FaUen are nit 
fiirsuth n bv their dceceudanu, that tbe Legiilaton 
In 1852 ordered theereution, at the poblkciFCDN, 
of a monument ovet tbe reuiaina of tha £i*t Prw- 
idcnt and Chief Justice uf the State. 

Uatthew I'huraton, aoulher member of tba M 
Conretition, has eouured for himself a meourial 
mure lasting than granite, monvmentuM are fenr 
nnu, by iniicribing bis name among tbo imnwrttb 
on til* rull of the Declaration of Itide^Midrwt- 
Ua was'ilfterwarda one of the Judges of the Sayc- 
rinr Cuurt; and I may relate, in tbi* coDoeiigD, 
an anecdote, which I have never aeen in priDl.

ed States, aikd removed ftom office in 18(14, on tbe 
charge of high crimes and mindemeanoi*; not 
without the fttenuous opposition of Uhoae who 
could not aeo in insanity a crime, nor in mental 
alienation a fai^ mudemeanor. 

Another member of the Convention of 1779, 
waa Johii Langdon. He and John Itjlor Gilman, 
wbo were together In tbe lucecedinz Convention, 
were, for man^ years, at the bead of tlie two great 
ptditical portH* in this fjtate. Without the ad- 
vantages of a palish education, men of strong 
sense rather than of g«iiui, they both pa w ea c d, 
in an eminent degree, the qiinliliea which inspire 
confdence and secure tbe long-continued possea- 
sion of the public ftvor. Uflman was Oorertiar 
of the State fbr fourteen years. With no great 
brillianey of mind or much general information, 
be had a ready apprehension, a sound judgment, 
grnt ErmnesB of purpose, and steadiness of pur- 
— ■* '- what he regarded as tbe public good. Hs 
I one of three, the Ctiief among the mighty, 
(^ tbe Oilmana ; his brother), Nathaniel, who waa 
for ruany <feara IVeasurer, and Nicholas, wIjo was 
a member of the Convention which formed tbe 
Constitution of the United States, and twice Smi- 
ntor in Congress. T!ie Eieter inSuence, which 
vros substanUally Uie Oihnau jnflueuoe, long gov- 
erned the State. 

John lAugdou waa two years President, six 
yenra Uoremor, and twelve years Senator in Coo- 
gnies. He had a itntive jcraee and amenity of 
manners, a dignified yet affable deportment, which 

En him great influence, where be was personal! j 
ovm. " Governor Ungdon," aaid Daniel Weh- 
iter to ne, just before his death, " wa«, for a man 
"who bad originally nosdvantages of education, 
" thomoatpetfectttntlemaDl eversaw." Uitdig- 
nity of demeanor had in it no hanghtirteni of mBD- 
ner ; hie condescension no coaneness of feeling. 
Polite and courteous to all, he never lost in tntnS- 
iarity the respect uf hia associatea, nor wounded 
their aelf-eateen by any assumption of sunerioriU. 
Woodbury langdon, who was thought by many 
an abler man than the Governor, used to say of 
him : " My brother John takes off his hat to every 
" negro in the street : nnd he would pat a dog on 
>> tbe head, rather than tnruwstonee at him, when 
" he bnrk>." WoodburyLiingdon.on diecontrar;, 
was rather apt to throw stones, which bit now and 
(benratlieT nard,and sometimes broogbt hack oth- 
erBasbnrdoDhim. Toma,OovemoT^Bgdoasaid, 
in his old age ; '■ Use (tentle words, Mr. Plumer, in 
" your intercooraa Hitb nan. They cost nothing, 
'■ and they go a gveet way." This waa, in ftut, 
the secret of much of bis succesa in life ; kindness 
of manner, combined with firmneas of porpose. 
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A Torj dil&rent tDnn, nt not inrarior in attire 
powen of mind, wnp John DudW, a. member of 
tbaCoiiTfDtinne of 1776 and 1779, and Tor thir- 
Uen ^niii t> Judgeof theSai^erior Court. Inwild 
tell, tf tbere nu time for it, •onto curioaB aneo- 
dotn of this illiterntc, bat itrong minded and ap- 
right Judge. " Gratlemen of the jur?," ha would 
aaj, " TOQ and I know but little law, tbat if, law-

Fickeriog, Peabodj and Atharion were m

But there wero i 
joungBT men in tbat naaamblj, William Pia\ 
and Jeremiah Smtti>, of whon I have not now tl 
to apeak, but who ougbt BOt whullj to be omitted 
in a reriew of thia kind. Lawrers bj profe«lon, 
hard workers and willing to work, read; alike with 
the tunene and the pen, tbe^ brought their 
their induitrr and tccir abilitiea, oil thia occa 
cpnapicuoualy into aatioo. Sluitb, who wai, at 
that time, ft member of Gonmm, did not attend 
the winter aeaaiona of the Convention. Plomer 
contipued through the whole, and ahared largolj 
in ita labon.

resented, by the turiex, as a Tirtunl transfer of our 
allegiance from the British to the French crown. 
Uur liberties, th(|T said, are to be sacriGced to the 
despotio power of our ancient enemy, and our re- 
ligion to the wiles of Itomish priests and the ridi- 
cule of Franch philosophers. Ciitholics, on the 
one had, and the disciples of Voltaire, on the otiier, 
infidel and Jesuit, a host more to be dreadrd than 
an armr with banners, will invade the land, and 
the religion of the fathen will full before the acta 
and the arniB of this unbslieving and misbelieving 
band. It was to quint thoee honest fears, nnd to 
silenca this unreasonable c^mor, that the clauBs 
roqulring all voters to be Protestants, afterwards 
altered so as to conSne it to certain oSce holders 
merely, was probably first introduced. It was 
brood enough, in its tertnB, to exclude infidels, as 
well OS Uatliolics ; though it has generally baen 
considered as apj)licable to the latter only. It is 
not known that It has ever been applied to exclude 
any person elected to office in this State ; but it is 
known that persons have hold office in this Stat«, 
to whom, in the full latitude of its eipreesion, it 
might have been applied. It was therefore, from 
the first, nnd is, l!Ule more than a dead letter in the 
Conalitution of the Stite. 

Though the article respecting the support of r«- 
ligiouH teachers, remains the same as it was in the 
Constitution of 17H3, the practice under it hoa 
greatly changed. At that time, the minister tax, as 
it was called, was, in most if not in all our towns, 
raised, like the school tax. by a Kenetal assessmeni 
on all the inhabitants. In other words, it was 
taken for j^nted that every man belonged to the 
Congregational society of the place where he lived ; 
and he was taxed, by the selectmen, for the sup- 
port of its pastor, unless he proved tliat he belong- 
ed to some other poceunsion, sector denuminaticn. 
The number of such sects was then smill compar- 
ed with the preaent. The Quakers were a known 
and acknowledired sect. There were Baptists in 
many parts of ttio State, and some Uoirorsalists; 
but the Mctbodista had as yet no societies in New 
Hampshire, and many subdivisions of the larger 
donoiuinntions were then iinknowo among us. But 
as the people becams more divided in their relig- 
ious opinions, difficulties on this subject occurred, 
in many of the towns ; suits were instituted in 
the courts of l«w ; aod much controrersj nnd no 
little ill will were enjrendored, till what is called 
the Tuleration Act of ItJlQ romaved the grounds 
of complaint by providing for the organization of 
religious societies, with p'lwer to assess their own 
members only, nnd authorizing ntl persons to witL- 
dmw from such sicipties, on giving notice of their 
iotentiun nnd paying the assessments due on them 
it the time of such notica. From this period, relig- 
ous teachers bare depeuded for their support, in 
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tbta State, on ths TolaDtftry oontribation ot their 
beiren. na tbo tax, eren wbeo it MumM tbat 
Arm, oma its mliditj eotirel; to the oodm 
the part J {Mjing it. 

Id oth«r fortt of the Conititation, praofi of the 
ehanjce or public opinion are not leas obeerrable. 
The CunatituUon of 1776 pnirided for no Chief Si- 
Mutlve maKiBtrate : that of 1779 wai, in thia ra- 
epect, eqoallj defectlTo ; that of 17(^3 prorided fur 
a Prcaident of the State, indeed, bat g*-n him lit- 
tle independent ponrer. It nae not tiBl 1792 tbat 
tb« Biecutira waa reallT made aco^otdionte bmneb 
of the Koterament. The Cooetitution of 1851) 
would, if ndoptod, have deprircd bim of much of 
hi* patronage, but etill lei^ bim the independenoa 
of bia veto pover. There had been from the be- 
nnoinf agreat jealouijof the ECzeeutive. Under 
tne Colonial «;itsm, the Uovernor, appointed bj 
Ibe King, waa anned with inch eitenBiTe prerog- 






, oven on a man of their own choice, eitber 
the name or the authoritv of tbia high megiBtrata. 
The Tela power, which tiom its apoarent^ anti- 
republioD character, was, at first, denied, and, in 
tlie end, with difficulty granted, aeemi, on the 
whole, to have eatabhahed it«If firmly in the 
publio favor, from afeeling, no doubt, tbat, thojgh 
the eipreaeion of the public will through tt:e two

With Tcapect to the appointments to olBeca of 
triiat and emolument, the Conntitution of 1776 
left them ver; eenenillj with theLegielatnre; that 



but little change in this respect; while tbat of 
1850 referred them almost whollj to the popular 
election, Again, with respect to propertj (jualifi- 
oationa, the earlier conatitutiona required, in cer- 
taia oasee, auch qualifioatioa in the voter*, and a 
bigberone in the candidates fOToffice. Theamount 
of property thna required waa reduced in the auc- 
ceaelve constitutions, and in that nf 1850 no auch 
qualification wtu required. TheSeoate too, in the 
lajtt ooDStitution, wna placed on the baala of num- 
bera: and not, aa befufe, on that of propertv. We 
apt, in all these amendments, the gradaal advance 
of the damocmtic principle of the goternment of 
tha peopla— of the whole people and nothing but 
tbo penple; not birtb. nor landed estate, nor local 
aasociationa, but men, numbera, population alone. 
The doctrine of the Constitution ia that " all 
"goremment of right originates from the people," 
who are the first source and final depoeitorjr of all 
legitimate power in the State. Yet the people ael 
oalj through oertain known forms and ratabliehed 



agencies. Thej can makolawsoolj through Umt 
repmeutativea. Those representatives can |mn 
•ucb laws aalj aa are ooosiateDt with tbe 0;aiti- 
tation ; because thare is another power, tha Judi- 
ciary, which, if thej tranacend their rightful as- 
'b'^i^'ty, pronounces their acts void. ¥et tlia pav- 
er of the people rises ultimately above oil thcN 
limitations. If the Judges are obooiloas, tbey 
can be removed, on impeachment, or bj additsa « 
the two Ilouses to tbe (Joremor. If the Gavera- 
or or the two Housee do not give effect to tbe pub- 
lic will, new ones may be chosen in their places. 
If the Constitution itself ia found inadequate Ic 
the purpuoea of its institution, it can be altered, 
amended or annulled ; ao that tlie people, *rter 
all, are the true sovoreigna, yet not so soverdgD 
but that they are habitually limited in the ««• 
ciae of their power, by reetrninta, self-imposed in- 
deed , but auch aa cannot, at onre, even bj then, 
be removed. It is thia combination of liberty tnd 
rrstroint, of unlimited power with a limited uM 
of that power, which constitutes at once tbo hsp- 
piueas and tbe salaty of our free yet r^nlated 
STstem of gove^ment. To it we are largely ia- 
ocbted fyr the order, the safely and the geoeni 



ith a cold climate and a barren aoil, tbe peo- 
ple of New Hampshire enjoy aa large a ^areof 
the choiceat bleaainga of Heaven na falls to the lot 
of the mass of men id any country whatever nsj 
be the aim over their beads or the aoil under tlieu 
leet. That much of this felicity ia due, under tbo 
good PrUTidence of Ond, to the wise form of our 
government, cannot be donhted. Nor ia leai du* 
to the general moderation and a.)briety of oot chat- 
Bcter OS a people. While we are as thorouEhlj 
democratic, In lur habits and opinioaa and in our 
general train of thought ami action, a* the peoplB 
of any State in the Union, tlio conservative eV 
mont of our chamctor is not lees strongly develop- 
ed. For nearly sixty years the people of Ne* 
Hampshire declined, though regularly invited 
thereto every seventh year, even to call a Couvea- 
tion to revise their Constitution ; and when st 
length one waa convened, and the proposed amend- 
ments laid before them, they refused, with an 
unanimity which surprised all pMtioa, to ehnnga 
the fundamental law under which they had so 
long and so happily lived ; choosing rather to retain 
the good which they posMsmd than to attempt tlie 
better, which wee offered indeed, but which miglit 
fail them in the trial. If to some of ua their 
in this respect, seemed over-cautious, yet 
all will agree that it ivas neither rash nor pcsump- 
tuoaa. It showed that no blind impulse of paaaioD, 
no love of change for the snke of Change, bod 
aeiied on tbe pablio mind, and that here, at least, 
men may be free without being fickle ; strong in 
the conacioDsneaa of power, ana yet eantious ia its 
use. Thia alubllity of temper, thia indtspoBitiw 
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leTolutiw, fur the permanence <tf our free iiutitu- 

If tbe ConTeatioa or 1850 baa produced 
oUm boDoScwl efieet, it ti niDe eMnpeoMtioa, 
kul, for iU labon, that ii hu ■atia6ed all na« 
ible men that the old Coottitution nDDot, on 
wbole. bo a bad one, lince thia grare EiaiemblT of 
tbr win men of (he State could produce nuthmg, 
ia ita place, whioh the people were willine to ac- 
cept uanimprofement. If, at tfaecluaeof tMpree- 
mt (tplennial term, another CoDvention ■bould he 
tailed, we mav, witboot offsooa, wivh fur tbem, if 
not mora wiMom, at loMt more Bueceoi, in their 
DDdertakiufi^. If, mi tlie coatrarj, it abould be 
pa*t|wDed for another niit; jeare, our (n^nduhild' 
Kn will then bare little reaaoo to oomplaio of tbe 
ConMitotion tTaaauitted to them bj tbe patriot* 
of the Bentlutian ; and tbej will perhap* be readj 
lorgpcat, after na, the prayer that nutbing wone 
or more defactiTe may, at an; future dnj, lake its 
place. Eito prrpttua waa tbe pmjar of the patri- 
Diie monk, Fra Paolo,* for hia native Veoioe. Vain, 
in that eaae, waa tbe aipiration of the patriotic 
hnrt. The Republic of Tenlce ia bbtted Irom 
tlu map of Europe : 

Yet in the face of tbeoa mutationa of time, of 
time, the avenger, the deatrojer, the renonttor, 
*c will pray, and we truat not in tain, that the 
nnioQ between New Hampihire and her preeent 
)iapP7 form of republican gorcmment may be 
perpetunl; that, not bigoted in error, she may 
cUnm wbera change would be beneUoial ; yet, 
■taidiiBt in truth, retain Bnn1y the good which she 
bu tried and not found wanting ; that tbe intelli- 
eonce, the enterpriie and tbe public spirit of her 
h«rfy eoDB may neiar fail, in tbia original neat of 
bn power ; and that tbe mny continue to send 
Ewh.aeghe haa already aent, samplee, neither few 
irartkiDbtful, of her tajenta and her virtues, nen 
*ho, while they diitinjuiahthemielTee, may reflect 
cradit an tbe State of their nativity in every region 
oT DOT wide extended country ; and that she may

Number 
One waa aaeigned \o FhileniHi Dane of Ipawicb, 
and one hundrod and nineteen othen, belonztng 
to the towns of [pawich, Rowlej, Newbar^, lla- 
Terhiil, ijaliabary, Ameebury, Metboen, Hampton, 
Greenland aod'Eflrwick, 'The oommittee were 
Philemon Dane and John Oainee of Ifawich, aod 
Colonel Joaeph Gerrieb of Newburf. It waa re- 
ported aa BUTTejed in Februatj, 17m, aod the re- 
port accepted. 

The first meeting of tbe Proprietora was held at 
Newburj-Falla, when John tloljBon, Esqaire, ol 
Rowlej. waa choeen clerk, who, with tbe follow- 
ing gentlemen, were elected to that office till the 
Propiietora cBBged to act as a body, namrij : Col- 
onel Joseph CoflSn of Newborj, Colonell'riBtram 
Jordan of Saco, Dsacon Thomaa Bcsdbory and the 
IIoQarabie John Woodman of Buxton. Buxton ii 
bounded wcaterlj hj Saco river, which divides it 
from tbs town of Hollia ; aasterlj and northsrlj 
by the towns of Shoo, Scarborough, Qorham and 
Standiah. A settlement in this township was 
commenced in 1748 or 1749, by Deacon Amos 
Cliase from Newbury, lute of Soco, Joseph Simp- 
son, Nathan Whitney, nnd MeSHra. Gage and Bry- 
ant. Thay erected fur themselves log boasee and 
a tog meeting-houae. They alt left and sold out 
to others. It appears by their rocorda that tbe Pro- 
prietors were exceedingly duiroua to comply with 
all the conditions of their ^nt, by repeatedly 
oflfering land and money to induce individuala to 
settle on their landa. But ao lar from having sixty 
families and a learned Orthodox minister settled 
in the town at the end of aevon years or in 1740, 
neither had been complied with', and they were 
near losing their grant, for Eliot Vaughan and 
others had applied, ny petition, to the Legislature 
for the same tract. At a le^al meeting in 1742, 
it waa voted, "that Joseph Gerrish and John 
Greenleaf, Esquires, be a committee to repreaent 
the Proprietors at the next silting of the great and 
General Court or Assembly of bis Majeatiea Prov- 
ince ol Mosaachusiitts Bay in New Kngknd, aad 
then and there offer reoaona in behalf of said Pro- 



prloton why tbe pnyer of tbe petition of Biot 
Vanghan and othscs nlaUng to a toworiiip eoUad 
Number One, on Saoo river, ahoald not ba giaat- 
ed."

a permaneot settlement and oconply with tbe otbsr 
oonditioos of tbe grant. 

In the fall of the year 1750, tbe Brat pennaaent 
setilement waa commenced, and WillnuD &a- 
rock, John Elden, Samuel Mernll, Tuisotby Hasel- 
tine, Job Roberta, John Wilson, Joseph and Josfcos 
Woodman and John Noson, with thsir fiuailia, 
moved into tbe town. Mr. Hanoook wasfnm 
Londonderry, Ireland ; be first went to I^l^ts■ 
mouth. New Uampebire, thenoe to Buibm. Be 
settled on the right of the road leading from tlis 
Congregational meeting-bouse to Salmon Falls. 
He was a Tcepeotable man, diad in the meridiaD of 
life, and has left desceodaqts in the town. B« 
took tbe first newspaper that came into tbe tiwn, 
which was printed in Portsmouth, New Hamp- 
shire. Samuel Merrill was from Saliebuty, UsMa- 
ohusetts, of a respectable &mily, was frequently a 
selectman of tbe town and a Lieutenant at tli« 
battle of Bunker's Hill, in tbe oompeny command- 
ed by Jeremiah Hill, Esquire, the late collector of 
the Port of Biddefbrd and Saco. Bs settled wUhta 
a quarter of a mile of tbe Salmon FaLs, on tbe 
rood leading to Saoo, wbiofa was tb«i and long n^ 
ter known as the "eight rod road." Bis ds- 
acendanta are numerous in the town. He died is 
1822, aged 93 yeara. 

Timothy Hszeltlne was frran Bradford, Ms^- 
ohueetta, and settled witbio a few rods of the 
meeting-house. As dancon of the oharch dram its 
first organization in 17G3 Ull his death, he was 
desirous to have it believed Utat he hod loors 
spiritual disoemment than his miniater : and in 
thie be resembled many who have held that good 
office.

They were both leading mai 
among the first settlers, and both lived to old nn. 
John Wilson continued but a abort time in tos 
town, and little Is known of him but that besel-

Ent Httlen esUbluhed thsmBeWeB id the lower

ket, *nd becauN it placed them in the TiciDitj> and 
DDder the protectioD of the fort, aitaated on the 
lirer, in tbe town of Hollir, two railee below tbe 
SdmiHi Falls, for uanj jean oonnnaiided bj Cap- 
tain Tboma* Bradbury ; and becaaae the conrej- 
■Qce and ttaTel for many yean by water wa» much 
tuier than by land, aa good roodi at that time 
w«n Dot made in a day or year.

eitimiH Dflbfi town. Uebcoca Woodman, dau)[li- 
tar of Captain Joeeph Woodman, was the first 
eliild bnm in the town in the year 1751. 
married Lieutenant Hows AtkioioD. 

From tbe year 1750 to 1761, the aettlsrs 
gnMially supplied with preaching at tbe ei 
a[ the Propiwlon. The Keverend Joehua 
Mntiaoed with them two years as their religions 
baeber. After him a Mr. Thompson, and early 
in 1761, tbe late Dr. Coffin commenced preaching 
tatbe aettlen, and was ordained March Bizteenth, 
1T63. Tbe only dernymen present on this oco^ 
lioD were MeesK. Little and Uemmenwny of 
Wdle. and Mornll and Fairfield of Biddeford and 
Saeo, Uthen were invited, but ware prevenl 
from attending by the unusual deptbotsnovr 
the ground. Tboea who did attend traTolled 
■Mw-ihoes. Heaara. Little and Ilemmenway, w 
thtir delegates and ottwr gentlemen, in attempting 
to tniel in the direoteat eaunw from Kennebunk, 
thiouB^ what is now Lyman and Uollis, to the 
Block KooMt at Union Falls, paawd so far to the 
Mt of tbe direct course as to prevent their reach- 
ing tiaeo river the fiivt day. They remained one 
night in the woods and sufierod considerable in- 
conTeuienee from want of food and the inclemency 
of the wMitber. On thia occasion Mr. Littli 
bfothsr-in-law of tbe pastor elect, preached. !,_.

Tbe Reverend Levi Lotuik was ordained bis

There are organliad societies of Baptitta 
nd Methodists in the town. A Freewill or general 
Baptist Society wbo worship at Moderation, in tb» 
north west part of tbe town, ia respectable for 
numben. property and character. Klder Builey 
is their present reepeotable teacher. Tbe fir^ 
schoolmoster employed by the settlera was the late 
Reverend Silas Moody of Kennebunk Port, who 
commenced his school in the winter of 17t)l-2. 
Those who received the benefit of iiis instruction 
have uniformly borne the highest teHtlmony to bis 
sbility and fidelity as a teacber, and considered it 
sufficient praiie to bestow on the moat eminent 
ot his BucCGSBorB, that he came neit to " Parson 
Moody." In after life, as a clergyman, hia purity 
of character and integrity of intention have rarely 
been eurpaased among bia brethren in tho minis- 
try. 

The inhabitants of Buxton, although a frontier 
town during French or aeven yenra war fiom 
1T54 to 1761, were never molested by the Indiana, 



re only once alarmed by the discovery of 
two Indbna orossitig the path r"" '""' 






garrison, which was annexed to the house of Cap- 
S\in Joseph Woodmaa, What number oi Indians 
were in the neighborhood at thia time or what was 
their design or object has never been known. This 
alarm, an woe natural, brought all the inhabitants 
to tlie garrisim, who were aided and aBsisted on 
the occasion by the coolneas and decision of Lieut- 
teaant Samuel Merrill. In the war of Indepen- 
dence the people of this town were all zealous 
whlgs or high eani of liberty, and supplied the 
Con cineiital army with more aoldiera than any 
other town of its population in the Commonwealth 
of MJiBBaabueetta, aa hna frequently been stated by 
a gentlonuia who was either in the Legialature of 
Moasaubuaetts or the Congress of the Conledero- 
tion during that war. There were throe Captains 
and two eubaltern officorn on the ContinenCiil es- 
tablishment from this tovrn, beside a number of 
militia officers who were occaaionally cnlled into 
service. The first Iowa meeting was held on tbe 
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twent^fourtli inj of May, 1773, when Jobn 
UopkiDMn WHS cboBeu moderator; Jobn NaH)i], 
town clerk ; Samuol Merrill, Jobo Kimball, and 
Jufan Smith, selectmen, aod John Eimball, town 
treaiurer. Deacon Naaon wm annuaHj re-elected 
town clerk till tbe year 17iM), wben bo remuTcd ' 
Limioglon. Hia cotempurariea uniformlT apo 
bigblj of him far hie integrity, reapMtable aDJli- 
tiea and unaallied chciitian character.

«ub Bnuibury, Esquire, tbeii repreeentatlTe. He 
woe elected a delegate to tbeGoaTentJon in 171111,

Nov TsKst Pbihtrd.* 
Sir. Pratidait and Uenllemen of the Socirly : 

A topic of hiatoTj, and of tha hiBtorj of our 
om StetB, Bcemi tli« appropriate (ubject for ta 
iddreM on this occnilon. New Uainpibire ba* a 
limited Icrritorr ; her popnlatiun Iim been and 
'u boontiderable ; ber wealth and oonaeqiience 
■mODg tbs ieait of the States. A mere apecii on 
tiie map of oar grent countrj. the eTenta of her 
hiator; are hardlj of lufficieDt iraportance to at- 
tmct the attentioD of the writer or the reader of 
geoBisl hiitorj. To hb, who ocoupj the same 
Hntf, And who, in recalling the eveota of the pnst, 
■re rerifing tha recoUectiona of our predeoenore, 
*nd perhape of our aacettore, the hiator^ otbq of 
thia liUle Stata ia not without lt« intanat. We all 
know that it ii opportanity which makci men 
great. Tbej, whose good or eril fortane faaa 
msde them sctots on the great atage, are thoae 
alone who have the opportunitj to gain a nation- 
al reputation ; jet oWrvatloo proves that the 
talenta, which make men eminent, and the virtuee 
(nd the licee, which render them porularorodioua, 
ma; be aa dintinctl; displayed, though not as oon- 
ipicuouslj, within the narrower circle. The pri- 
Tat« autdier mny ditpla; all the braver; which 
givES high character to tha oBlcer. The Hubaltem 
may exhibit in his sphere the resolutioD and good 
cmduct which make the hero. The village pat- 
riot of our reroiutioD mav have evinced, equally 
with tboae who filled the highest stations, ardent 
love of ooDntrj, unyielding itetermiiiatioa to 
tain ita rights, and wisdom and talent to devise 
tha meaaQtea uocenary for the pablio security. 

To preaerre the memory of those distinguished 
cttitena, who have made themselvee coaspicaous 
oa the narrow field of our State History, and who 
have manifested hero the talents and the virtuee 
which would havemade thom, bad they been ac- 
tors on a different stage, eminent among the great 
and the ^ood of a great nation, should be one of 
the chetuhed objecta of our society. 

We boast for the early history of our State, a 
writer of such general accuracy, good judgment 
and good taste, that the history of oor New Hamp- 
shire is almoat a classic. For the early periods of 
the Pmrinee, little is left to be desired. Until 
the events related become of re 
were the familiar news of yeaterday 
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ponmes, Belknap is perhaps as full and minats 
In his details, ns the mess of readers would gener- 
ally desire. But when we come down to the events 
which preceded and constitotod the Revolution, we 
End hie history more brief and general, rather the 
history of the nation than the history of New 
Hampshire. 

We find there the events which wen of na- 
tional importance, and the namea which national 
history is bound to preserve : but we look in rain 
for the series of minor eventa, by which the move- 
ments of the Revolution were here austniued ; fiw 
ly Bcoonnt of the aacrificee, the Itardabips and 
imriogs, by trhich her poornnd scanty popola- 
sn were enabled to snatain their proportion of 
the burdens to be borne in the eommoQ cause; or 
tor the oamas, or the history of the men, by whooa 
talents and ability, by whose steady patriotism, 
ind firm daterminatioa, the cause here was car- 



iSf but time is rapidly drawing tha dork veil 
of forgetfulnees over the men of (hat day, and tha 
"enea in which thev acted. 

Even at this btte hour, I cnnnot doubt there may 
be recovered a tboutend incidents in the history of 
the active men of tbnt gr«at event ia this Stats, 
which Would long continue to be read with inter- 
eat and pleasure, l^} their efforts, we are chiefly 
indebted, under Providence, for the wise laws and 
free institutions under which it is our good fortune 

I propose to occupy the hour allotted to me at 
this time, by recalling to your reoollections the 
eventa of the Revolution in New Hampshire, a 
oliange comprised in a period of little more than a 
year. To discuss the cause* of the Revolution is 
not allowed me. To allude even briefly to the 
causes which mode the people of the Colonies re- 
publicans in principle, wnile all r^arded their 
connection witb the mother oouatry as Iheir pride 
and security ; to tbe changes of public opinion in 
the Uoloniee and in England, prodaced by the 
^;ieat sCroggle, between that nation and her grasp- 
ing neighbor, for the asceodencj on this continent ; 
and from the union of the raw levies of tlie Prov- 
inces, and the trained veterans ot the old conntry, 
and irom tbe false and unsound opinions carried 
bock by her military men to EoKland, in relation 
to the character, opinions ana resources of the 
colonists, might fill a volume. 

The details of the measoTea, adopted by tha 
ministriee of tbe English King, to fix upon this 
continent a system d taxation by which they 
should be compelled to contribute a proportion of 
the hnrdens incnrred for tbe common benefit of 
tbe whole empire ; the argumenta and views, by 
which their claim of right was reeisted, and the 
movements by which each step of the home guv- 
omnMot wae resisted and defeated , and the Gjroi- 
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bl« mraiK, uUimatelf reurted to, to mfonM ub- 
iDiasion hers, and tbe effect! prodnced tfarougfaont 

the continent, can be mcmlj rereired to. 

TIi^ ware measorM wbicb bad little i»acticsl 
relation to New Hiininliire, and with few ezcep- 
tioDB, thej produced little effect in this Pcovince, 
except that they united the people ol' tbe PrOTiDce, 
in tbe comiuoD eentiment of the people of the 
other Colonies ; that the claim, made by the Biit- 
iab Parliament, of a right to bind the coloutata bj 
their Statute* in all cases whateTer, and conse- 
qnentlj to impoee ta: 
sure, w&a unfoanded 
tbe principles of the English Constitution, ir- 
reconcilable with the rights and liberties which 
tbej claimed as Euglisbmen, and whicb, they 
contended, the; bad neither abandoned, nor lost 
by their remoral (o this country ; and that tbeir 
duty to tbemselTCB and their posterity required 
that such a claim should be resisted to tbe last, at 
wbatOTer hazard. 

How far the common opinion of tbe eolanieta 
elsewhere had extended itMlf to this ProTiDC«. is 
erinced by the meneurcs adopted at Portsmouth, 
to compel tbe distributor of stampa to resign his 
office in 1705-6, by the ro-shipmeiit of the tea in 
1 774, by the appointment in tlmt year of commit- 
tees of correspondence ; first by the towns, and 
finally hv the Aieeiubly of the Province -. hv the 
assembling of the conTcntions of July 21, 1774, 
and of January, 1775, and the electiuo of dele- 

SLea by those conTcntluns, to attend the General 
ngresi of Deputies from all the Colonies, to be 
holdon in September, 1774, and May, 1775, and 
the resolutions psMcd in the public meetings of 
the towns, eipressire of their sentioienti. 

Though the union of sentiment among the colo- 
ntata was not lost in New Hampshire, to use the 
eiprcasion of Uorcrnor Wentwortli, yet there is 
very Baticfactory evidence that, owing to various 
ciroumatancea, public feeling was much less warm- 
ly excited in New Ilampabire, than in the ColoDies 
generally ; the infiuence of the Governor, a nan 
of papular and ogreeahle manners, and wbo had 
carefully avoided all measures which were calca- 
latod to render him personallT odious, and of the 
Uouncil, and most of ths publio officers, wha de- 
rived their appointments from the crown, was 
relatively much greater than in the otiier Coloaiea. 
The population, except towards the lea, was very 
scanty and much scattered, tbe ronds bad, and tbe 
means of communication slonr and imperfect, and 
tbe measures of the ministry bore, but very ro- 
motely and incidentally, upon them. 

In MaisschuBctts, measures had been atrly taken, 
in anticipation of the lost reeOrt, to provide addi- 
tional supplies of arms and military stores, and 
tbeir activity in this T«spect, in the seiaon of 1774, 
attracted the notice of tho ministry, and in Octo- 
ber nn Order ia Cuuoeil ju^ihibJted the exportation 



of military stores from Great Britun to Ibe Colo- 
nies. In December, 1774, Paul Bevere, sr ei- 
pnMi from tbo oommittee of coirespondetice si 
Boston, arrivfd at Portsmouth, and dcliiered hii 
dispatch to Mr. Samusl Cutts, a merchant tnd 
member of the committee of correspondence fut 
that town, The letter be brought contained, t» a 
supposed, an accoantof tbeOroen in Council, pro- 
hibiting the exportation of arms, and of the prompt 
and resolute measures, taken by the people of 
Rhode Island a day or two before, to seeare tba 
gans in the fort at Newport, and iDformatian tlat 
a ship and troops would be sent at once by Qoret- 
nor Gage, to lake poMeeaion of the fort at tbe 
entixnce of Piecataqua Harbor, and to reman 
the artillery and stores. 

A meetiofj of the oommittee was eonveMd,a^ 
Tsngemcnts instantly made, eipresaee sent to tbe 
neighboring towns, and about noon rf ths not 
day, befoni any suspicions were ontorlaincd of 
their intentions by the Provincial Govemmeiit, 
the drum was beaten in the streets, and about two 
bundred volunteers assembled, and proceeded la 
two gondolas to Newcastle ; they were there joiit- 
ed by perhaps an equal numlier of the people of 
that town, and upon the refusnl of the cnptain of 
the fort to nuriender, at once scaled the wolti, 
took nod disarmed tbe garrison of five men, and 
removed about one hundred barrels of guopavikT 
from the magazine to £xeter. 

On the next day, the people from tbe Deighbor- 
ing towns arrived, and aner pntadintc bafor* tba 
State House, whore the UoveinBr and hi« Council 
were deliberatinK, and demanding of tbe Goreruor 
an answer whe£er ships or troops were eipecMd, 
or bad t)een sent for, and receiving from bita tbe 
answer that ho knew of no forces coming, sad 
that none bnd been sent for ; they again visiuJ 
the fort, and remuved all the small arms and ligU 
cannon, whiuh were sent to Durham. This psrty 
was chiefly from Durham and tbe neighboriDg 
towns. Un tbe next day, a largo company froQ 
Exeter and its vicinity arrived ; tbe work had bsea 
done, they passed resolutions approving of Ui* p(0- 
ceedings, and returned. 

These occurrences are memorable becaose Ibcy 
are the oocosions on which alone actual foroe wu 
resorted to against the royal authority. Thensmet 
of the men who, at that early day of the contro- 
versy, dared to commit treason against a poweifdl 
f^vornmsnt, who dared to assail a royal fortme, 
however fcBbly defeoded, and strike tbe stacdtrd 
of royalty, ought lo be known and remeaibeted. 
Tbwe of Samuel Cutts, of John Ungdon, o> 
Thomas Pickering and Samuel Drown, those ol 
Geowe Prcet and John Sullivan and John Adsisi, 
the Parson of Durham, of Folsom and fiarllctl 
and Nat. Feabody, have oomo down to us. Be- 
yond a quDStion, many others might be collectM 
hy a little effjrt iu Ibe Esstem part of the Slate, 
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bat & lew dbort jnn will eflhce all the tncM 
which time hm yet nMred. It it thuught worth; 
to be remenibeiM or many, that thej were scton 
in the deitructiao of tlie tea at Bocton i ii it lent 
honOTsble tliat a maD was ooe of tbe captora of 
tlie rojal fbrt at Nvwcastle? 

This daring mtMuro woe the result of no delib- 
emtioD and caraful prafaration for a aerioaa etrug- 
gle, and affbnlA little evidence that the public 
mind WBfl prepared for open rcBJitance. It was 
the effect or audden eicitement, the effort of tbe 
moment merelj, nnd it produced no effect berond 
tbe immediate occaaion. Tito rceentment of the 
Uovemor and hia Cooncil was eihaunted bj the 
iasuing of a prodtkmatiun and the removal of the 
most active of tbe partj from their oScaa under 
th* crown. 

When tbe atarm wdb tprcad throngboot New 
England that the first blood had been abed, and 
the regular troops, eent to OTerawe the coloniata, 
Bed before the excited people, and were hemmed 
in, and blockaded bj thouaande of volunteer* from 
MaaBacbusetta, and Coonecticut, and New Hamp- 
ebire, and Kbode Island, the leadera of the popu- 
lar movemwit in Maaaachuaetta were not ill-pre- 
pared 531 the Btragele. They bad a convention 
elected by the people, which had imumed, and 
waa ateedify exercising the legialntive power, in 
many reapects. A Committee of Safety supplied 
tbe plaoe of tbe £zacutiTO. Arms, military atorea 
and proviaioas bad been collected in magaiioes. 
Tbe deatruction of one of theee nt Concord waa 
the object of tbe morement which commenced the 
war. Cieneial Officera bad been appointed, and 
tbe machinery of civil governmeot, and of a mil- 
itarj force, Iwd been oiganiied, to puch a degree 
timt tbe wbola governiuent waa, in a lew daya, in 
complete and eflectire opemtion. 

In New Ilampahiro, no amngemenla bad been 
made in anticipation of the stru^le. The con- 
ventione bod confined tbemaelvea to tbe election of 
delwatea to the Congresa at Philadelphia, the 
iBiemg of the funda noccnary to defray their ei- 
peneca, and the paning of reeotutions. 

No arms or munitions had been provided, except 
thoae takoD from the fort; no proviaiona bad been 
oollocted. No (rfficere bad been appointed, civil or 
military, and not even a show of popalar organi- 
EitioD existed in the Colony, except the town com- 
mttteea of correspondence, acd

of the coming event* were now clearly seen, bad 
issued their noticea to all the towns in the Province, 
the early part of April, to elect delegatea to 
attend n oonTention, to be holden at Exeter, on 
the ITtb of May, to oerve for six months. 

When tbe volunteers started, fur the relief of 
tho people of Massachasctte, from tbe towns in 
this Colony, on the nlorni of tho Lexington Sgfat, 
tbay were all upon a level ; no man among tueoi 
exercised, or olnimed to oxerciK, the least author- 
ity, ciiit or military. And the firat officers, ap- 
pointed among tbe people of New Uamprhire, 
derived their authority from the election ul tbeir 
~ irhbora, on their march towards Boatun. 

Immediately on the receipt of the news, ex- 
prceses were dispatched by the committee of the 
last convention, which conaiated of John Weiit- 
'orth, Nathaniel Folaotn, Meebecic Wenre, Josiah 
Bartlett, C'hriatopber Toppan, Ebenexer Thompson, 
and WiliJam Whipple, to the several towns, noti- 
fying them forthwith to elect deputies, to attend a 
convention to bo held at Exeter, on the 21i<t, for 
the purpoae of conanlting together, and adopting 
such measures 9M the emergency required. 

This convention met, and though the coll waa 
sudden and unexpected, and the notice very abort, 
yet no less than aiity-eigbt delezatn appeared 
from thirty-four towna. Some of these could not 
have been present on tbe first day. Of (beir names, 
tbe record furnishes a complete lift. Among 
them are many of- those whose naoies most fre- 
q^uently occur, as the active non of the Revolu 
tionary time. Brackett, Pickering and Whipple of 
Portsmouth, March and Weeks of Greenhind. 
Boardman of Stmtham, Moiilton and Toppan of 
Haoipton, Bnrtlett of Kingston, Wcare of Hamp- 
ton Falla, Worthen ofKenaington, Fulsom, (lilman, 
Uiddings, and Poor of Exeter, Butler and Cilley 
of Nottinghaji, Thompson of Durhain, Evans and 
Waldrun ofDover, Wentworth nnd Rollinga of 
tjomersworth, Plummer and McDuffio of Kocbes- 
ter, and on eubsequent days. Blood of Temple, 
Webster of Plymouth, Thornton of Londonderry, 
Dudley of Raymond, Walker the elder of Con- 
cord, ClDggctt of Litchfield, Uobart of IloUie, 
Kelly of Oofistown, and many other less fa- 
miliar namcB of men who without doubt were 
as earnest, sincere and active patriots aa tbe 
others. It is little to the honor of our country 
and ita historical institutions, that whils tho 
names of all who were even suspected of luke- 
warmneas, or of loyalty, have been preserved, 
we know so little of many of the men who must 
have wielded no little infiuence in tlieir circles, 
and without whose aid tlie cause might have lait- 
guishsd in the Provinco. 

John Wentworth of Somerworth, a distant rel- 
ative of the governor, then Chief Justice of the 
Conrt of Cnmmnn Pleas for the eounlr nf Straf- 
ford, and (tt several yeura tbetSpeakor of tbe As- 
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•wmblieii, vho bud been the Preiident of the eon- 
Tentioos for the election of Dalegatea to tbe Uen- 
enl CongrMR and cbninnnn of tlie cotDniittee ol 
correpponderce, wne elected President. Ebeno- 
Eor 'I'hompBun of Diirlmm wn( tbe Secrotaiy. 

T(ie Gret vote of the (JonTention indicates very 
■tronglj the state of feeling flmanE tbe meoiben 
It WM n vote, thtit all the tmnmctioDi of the Oon- 
vention be kept eecret, and thnt each tnembei 
pledge hie bonoi and fuitb etrictlj lo obeerre the 
■ame, and among the minutes !■ the tonu of an 
oatb fur tho Miue purpose ; but it doai not appear 
that Luij oath wnB taken, 

A uDflnimoue vote wai pnsMd that Col, Nathan- 
iel Foltom be deairetl to take tbe chief oommand 
of the troop* who have goae or ma; go from this 

KTemment tn anist our Buffering brethren in tbe 
ovince uf Mnaeachueetl* Bar, who are noir 0]v 
posing the hoatilo violence ol the regular troops 
there, and to order for tbe troopa that may be 
under bia command, from time to time, all necee- 
snrj Buppliee, and to trantmit to ue tbe earlie«t 
Bcoounts thereof, and what may bethoaght further 
Decetoary fur tbe support of the common cauee. 

This hrst step nppeera lo have been bastv, 111- 
eonaidercd aad premature, and, we may well aup- 

C, must have been lotned with unmie urgency 
he frieudt of Col. Folsom, before any plana of 
action had been adopted or matured, and wben del- 
ogatea bad anembled from only about twentj 
town*. And it ia aat improbable that it was 
OwioE to this baitv action, that Fuleom ultimately 
foiled to obtain a nigh poeitiun in the ReTOlutioo- 
ary Army, 

Tbci next meaiure, and one much more timely 
and suitable, wai tbe appointment af Joiiab 
Bartlett aed Theophilua Uilman, ns a committee to 
proceed to the plaoa of sitting t>f the MovacbuMttc 
CongrcBB, to consult with tbcm, what quota of 
m«i it will be neeeesary for the Frovince lo pro- 
Tida, and what meaaures should be adopted, and 
make a report lo the Convention aa soon ai might 
be. 

The Convention then ndjoamed to the next Taea- 
day, April 2fith. 

On the 23d of April, the MaNuhuietta Ccoa- 
mittee of Safety wrote to the Lbainnan of the 
Provincial Congrcai, an account of tb« battle uf 
tbe 19th, requealing that New Hampshire ahould 
kBbn) them all the aewstance in their power, and 
deatrioe that tboaa who should coma to their aid, 
*hoo)d M BDpplied with nrovisions and military 
atorea. On tbe 23d, James Bullivan wntdespalched 
as a delegate to the Colony of New Uampanlre, to 
deliver a letter to the Provincial Congreaa, in 
wbiob they allude to their Provinoa being declared 
in a state of rebellion, and the otber Province* 
marked out for puDitbment, and briefl; state the 
eommencemeut of hoslilitiee, tba beleagcrment of 
. BortoD, and tbe feaia of tbe oM to bt iMdv of tbt 



British force, and inform tbem that after eolnnn 
deliberation, they have resolved that it ii ttieir 
dutT to eftablish an army for tbe maiulotuuinar 
their inalienable rights, ami the defence of (he 
Colonies, and tbat 30.000 men be raiaed for thi'i 
purpose in the New England Colonies, of nhicli 
13 QOO shall be at once raiaed by Maeoachasetii; 
to assure them of their confidence in the ColoDjof 
New Uampahire, as equally involvad with then, 
and request their conourraace and aasistaace. On 
tbe same dnv, Andraw M'clarr *rroi« to tbe Cob> 
veution that about 2000 Tolanteers frwo Ne* 
Uampshira were in the vicinity of Boston, without 
Held officers, or proper regulations. Tbsse letteit 
were probably written after. tbe arrival of tiw 
committee, Ihirtlett and Uilmas, andafteritma 
known to the Committee of i^fetj of MaMschu- 
setts that the New Hampehire CoaventtDa bad 
adjourned to the 26th. For we find tliat od tlio 
24th, that committee amin wrote to the N<w 
Hampshire ConventitHi, toet thsy had given orders 
for enliating such troops as were then in tho H^ 
vice of tbe Colony, as many desired Uiat maa- 
thing should ba done to hold them together till 
tbe resolve of the New Hampshire Congress *Uiiikl 
be known ; when they were ready and disiroui, 
they should be discharged from tbenyand placed 
under such command as tbe ('ongrese ahould direct. 

On tbe 25th of April, the ConveutJon agtin 
metal Exetor, their Dumbsrs being nowineresstd 
to more than a hundred. Tbe President was 
absent. A letter from him assured the CoDves- 
tion that his health rendered it impossible for biia 
to attend, but that b* waa heartily engaged in the 
cause with them ; and Meeheck Weara was choNo 
President pro tempore. 

On the same day, Jamea Sullivan wrote to Dr. 
Warren of the Massnchusstta Committee, infijnn- 
iug him, that there seemed snme opposition to Iba 
aseistanoe expected fh)m this quarter. Ai tbeir 
first bneiDess, the Convention took under eavH' 
erntion the letter of the Massachusetts CongK"' 
and aftar debating and oonsidering thereon, fotel 
that the Convention think it itol expedicDt, st this 
time, to take under oooaideration and' dstenaiDC 
the whole aubjact matter, thate being aotagao- 
eral repreaentatioD of this Province. 

I have endeavored to trace •omethiog of th* 
opposition, which Hr. Sallivan Rmvehaidtd lo 
tha measure of assislMioe to HasaaohMstls. Tbm 
was no man of Infloeawe to tbe CooteDtioo whost 
previoae history or an bseqneDt condiMtjastiQr anj 
suspicion of lukewarmnesa or Umidity, and Ih* 
inactivity, disoovered by thnr vota, ia probaU; to 
bs traced to two eauaes ; tbe most efiMtivs of 
which was tba went of pmparatloa d tbe pablic 
mind in the Colony, mt Um pcaitioa in wbieb 
they were ntwxpartadly pkoed ; tbe other was lbs 
&ct, that, whib tbe OMmntioa of tbs 17tb Itaf 
nlM toaet ibr aix moUms and to adtftMh 
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BcataTtB u tbould be thought eipedient, the 
pment UonTcstion wki calUd mere); to eatiBuU 
upon tfae emergeacj.

of provisions, to be stored against emergencies 
to engnge ne many men as tircj think fit, to 
be equint and ready to marcliatanioinent's warn- 
ing, ana ndjourned to the 2d of Maj. On that 
daj, the Convention met, nnd the President buinfi; 
absent, Mathew Thornton was elected Proiident 
pro tempore. Several letters from the Hassachn' 
setts Congress wcra read, the committee appoint' 
ed to visit thut Congrcta, reported the eBect of 
their minion, whicli is not stated, and received tho- 
thanke of the Convention tor tlieir services. It 
was recommended by the Convention, not to dis- 
courage the inhabitants of the Province From en- 
listing in tiie MaHachuwtti service fur the present 
emergCDCj. And NutlmDiel Fotsom, Jubn Gid-' 
dings and Joeinh fiartlctt were appointed a com- 
mittee to correspond with the Congress of Msssa- 
cbusetti nnd Committee of Safety there, and tt> 
gain the enrliest intelligence relative to matters 
that concern the piiblie snfetj, .'.nd particularly of 
the resolutions of Connecticut and K bode jBiand, 
and the Southern Governments, relative to raising 
forces, and they then adjourned. 

During the previous winter, writs had been 
issued for the clectbn of a new Assembly. Tlieir 
meeting had been prorogued to tho 4lh of May^ 
and two diiye adct the adjournment of the Con' 
venticm at Exeter, iheAeeemblv met at Portsmouth. 
It ia aaid by Dr. Belknnp tliat Gov. Wentworth 
had very BiDzuine liopes of the good effect of Lord 
North's conciliatory proposition, as it was called. 
This was, in substance, that, if the Colonies would 
tax themselves to tlie satisfaction of the ministry, 
they should nut be taxed by Parliament. 

It) his speech, the Governor entreated the As- 
sembly, aa tho only legal end conatitutianol repre' 
sentativee of the people, to direct their counsels to- 
such measures as might tend to secure their peace 
and safety, and lead to a restoration of the publio 
tranquility, and an aiectionate reconciliation with 
the mother country. The usual formal business of 
the session vrns transacted in the cusComnrj man- 
ner.

This choice,' unwktUriife as it must have been, was 
approved by the Governor. Wewror then Judge 
of the Superior Court, was apppointed clerk, 
though he* had be^ a member am! preeident pro 
tem. of the last oonvention, and ThuDi[>san, who 
wa* clerk of tlie last oonvention, was clerk pro 
Ivmiriii Judge Wearo's abeenee. A committee was 
appointed to anawer the Govamor's speech, con- 
stating of the Speaker, Wentworth, Dr. John Gid- 
dingp,who had been the Treasurer of all the oon- 
I vnitlons, Wjaaman Clagget ol Litohfield, a mem- 
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bcT of tbc last conTeotion, who had, nine jnira

Her volun- 
teers were atill at Jlbston, but the; were indebted 
for their organization and their support, to the 
Committee or Sofeti; ol' Maeeachusetts.

It would seem the; mast tiave boen 
crushed almost without an effort. Bat there wot 
circumstances strongl; in their tayar. Thit th^ 
were poor, while it implied a want of resoutte* to 
carry on active and extensive operations, was itaclT 
a great means of passive reaistance. Great nili- 
tar; operations are of courts direcl«d ugainet tbost 
prominent points where wealth and means sn 
moit concentrated. A poor country, such u aura 
then was, presented few such points, and than 
relatively unimportant. The love of liberty iseici 
strongest among the bard; cultivators of the moun- 
tains, while in the rich plains, and in great cilJN, 
the love of property becomes the govemiog motire. 
and country and liberty have, in all ago* aad 
evcTT whbre, been mcrihced t4i its preeervstiiin. 
Withitt OUT own memory, the richest f laina of 
Europe hivB been swept over by oiieneny ilmost 
unopposed, and the greatest of her cities Inreior- 
rendered one after another to the very shado* of 
approacbioK armies, long before the sound of tbe 
cannon could bo heard.

It wne 
DQt umrillingDiBi to contribute ajuit ihare of the 
public bardena, but a deteTminntiOT) not to lubmit 
to more thftD e, juat share, which led to reBiatance. 

The errooeous eitiinat« rormad bj the jwople, 
the Parliameat and the army of En^and, in rela- 
tion to the character, power and mourcee of tba 
UiloDlti, and as to toe eitent of the spirit of r»- 
■jatunce, operated powerfullj in favor of our an- 
eetton. It wm the fuahion to diepntnge the colo- 
niili, and the idle boaatofCol. Grej, thnt with 
oae regiment of Britiah troopa he would under- 
take to march from one end of the continent to 
Ihgotber, waa probablj rxpreasi to of the general 
wntiment of the people and of the armies of {ireat 
Britain. 

What might have been the reeult, il England 
had brought all her energiei to bear at once upon 
tbii couDtrj, it is now impotsible to saj. But we 
can He* clearlj how different might have been tho 
c«Qt«e of evenli, if tho contemptuous feeling, to 
ahirh I have alluded, had not eiiated. Eigbt 
hundred men were despatched todeetroj theitorea 
of the eolonieU at Concord, sent out Into the midit 
ot on armed and excited people, twenty times 
their nuiubers. Bad eight tliousand been sent in- 
Bteid, bow different might have boen the effect. 

On tho ITth of May 1775, the ProTinoia! Con- 
gruB met. Among ilB membets we End some of 
themoat able men of uur State: Josiab Bartlett, 
William Whipple and Matthew Thornton, whose 
nunea are doBtiiied for immortality on tba Dcclnra- 
tion of Independence ; Samuel Cotta, who had been 
the moBt active member of the commiftee o[ cor- 
iBspondence of Portsmouth, and of the Province 
Bt that [Aace ; Nathaniel Foleom and Nicholns 
(jilman, Enoch Poor, Meaheok Weare, Paine 
Wingate, JoKph Cilley, Thomas Bartlett, John 
MeCTary. John Dudley, Timothy Walker. Jr., 
Abiel Fuster, Ebeoezor Smith, George Froat, 
IbeDnerTfaoinpHon, John HuDuffie, Israel Morey, 
and John Wheelock. These ars names familiar to 
OS all, and the men ware among the moflt leading 
aad actiTB miods of that time. Others lew dittin- 
guiibed Id after life are necenarilv lea known to 
the community, but were beyond question firm 
frienda of their country. No cool or lukewarm 
patriot waa there. The men who, atsaoh a tine, 
stepped forward and eipoaed thsmietves to minis- 
terial Tengeancv in the event of a failure, were 
Dot to b« doubted.

Matthew Thornton waa elected President, and 
Ebene^er Thompson, Secretary : and in his ab- 
secce Siimael Cutta was chosen Secretary pro lem. 

If we consider the occasion of the meeting of 
this Uonvention, and the various duties which the 
poaition of the Colony threw upoa them, we shall 
be better able to estimate tba difficulties and em* 
bnrraaaments bv which they were surrounded, and 
tho labor* and anzietios they must have under- 
gone. 

An army was to be organised ; arms and muni- 
tions and Buppliea were to be furnished; an ad- 
minintrative department waa to be constructed, 
and the indirpentable element of war, pecuniary 
resourees, was to be Jbund or created, and finally a 
civil government waa to be devised, adopted and 
put m operation; and all these to be done very 
much at once, by a body of men, for the moat 
part, without experience in public business, amidst 
the alarms of unexpected war, and amtdet the cob- 
tests and rivalries of men, raised at a single step 
from comparative obacurity to unlocked for eleva- 
tion, and againit the efforts of tbe men, not num- 
erous indeed, but of much infiuenee in their cir- 
clet, whii feH themselves cast down and dezroded. 
by tbe Revolution, and who were losing, by tba^ 
enanze, their official, and, to a great extent,. theji 

Tbe most urgent of the cloimi upon the attea- 
tion of the Congress, waa the raising and organix- 
ing their quota of troops for the army at Boston.

On the leme aay, a Committee of Salety was 
elected, consisting of Thornton, Bartlett, Whipple, 
Felsom and Thompaon, to whom were added, r 
the 24th of May, Horey and Monlton, and on tl 
Stbof JuW. Woare. 

This booy was the Executive Depsrtment of the 
new Revolutionary Uuvemment. It was steadily 
kept up and maiatained, during the whole of the 
Bavolutionary war. It waa elected for no parti< 
lar time, and was compoaod of no particular nu 
btr, and ite powers were very indefinite and uncer- 
tain. Its constituents were changed, whenever it 
auited the Congreee or the Legislatun to change 
them, and It constituted a permanent committee, 
to whom queeliona and caaea and dutirn of nil 
kinds, civil and military, ezeentive and judicial, 
ai well as legiBlatiTe, were referred ; iometimM 
for their opinion and report, but more frequently, 
lor their acticm ; and in th^ latter caeaa, the com- 
mittee made such determination and disposition 
oi the matters referred to them, aa they judged 
be^ without further reference to the CoDgreaa, 
ana without any report or communication ol their 
doingi, onleis these were apectaily directed. 

They continued in aeasiOD during the reoeea of 
tliB Congreaa,and they had inatrnctioDS ralatiTB to 
their duties during such reoen, which wore of the 
broadaat chaiaclar. They weie to take under tbeir 
on^idi-ration all mattci* in which the welroi* of 



tha Province, or the aecority of their rights, mn 
concerned, and were enjoined, in the laagoags 
used by the Ifoman Senate upon the appoint- 
mant of a Dictator, to take the utmoat cw« that 
the public receive no damage, (ne qiud detrimaO 
capiat nipublica.) 

1. They were to eoe to it that wbatevsi [Jus 
have been determined on hy the CongreN to be 
immediately carried into execution, which han 
not been intrusted to the management of otben, 
should be executed, by such person* and in taeh 
waya aa the oommitles should judge beat, 

2. If any exigency should arise, not proriJtd 
fur by the Cungreas, and requiring immediatait. 
tention, aa the marahing of^ troops to repel Invi- 
sion, or directing the motions of the militia for tl» 
same purpose,— Tor securing military atores, or im- 
portant poata, or for defeating any attempt itf tba 
enemy to secure such advantages, and io otUi 
eassa of like character, they were to take iamw- 
diately the moat prudeut and eBbctoai method* lo 
acoomc^h tboee objects. 

3. They were to require the aid of the Com- 
mittee of Snppliee for tlie necessary stores, pio- 
pnivtsions, ix., for their purposes. 

At the earn* time, a Committee of Supplite m 
elected, consisting of Col. N. Gilman, jjamotl 
Cutta. Icbabud Kawlings, Hmothy Walker, Jr., 
Dr. John Giddingi, Thomas Sparbawk, and Ud. 
John Hale. The last of tlieae had been despatch- 
ed, on tha aecond day of the session, to Albaaj 
for the purpose ot purchasing fiiqarms, an object 
deemed then, and now clearly wen, to have ben 
of the meet preasiug urgency, but in which h« 

Thia committee, like the other, was a body to 
whom very varions matters were referred by th* 
CongrcM, and their general instructions wen, io 
furnish to the Commissary such militairy numi 
and provisions as the Cummittee of Safc^ should 
think necessary ; and they and each of tbem wen 
authorised to take upsnch atores, on the faith of ths 
Colony, on tha beet terms they oonld, and of the 
Misona of whom they eould be best proeond. 
They were authoriud lo borrow £1U,000, as tb*y 
find the same to be necesary, to answer the n- 
quirements of the Committee of Safety. And the 
Convention, for themselves and their constitamli, 
plighted their faith, aud their eatatcs, to the cum- 
mittee, as their bondsmen lo all intents and pn^ 
poses, for the payment of what«ver som Ihq 
might hire or borrow in consequence of this vol*. 
The powers vT this oommittee were oripnally de- 
signed to be of verr difierent kind from those <d 
the Committee of SaietT, Its membefs were mott- 
ly men of a leas leading obaiact«r than those of

Col. Natbaniel Folaom waa appointed to take 
tbe general oommand of tbe men raiwd and to be 
laiaed in tbia eOTemment, fbr thia aeaaon.

Tj Elkins of Hampton, Samuel Uilman of New 
Market, Philip Tilton of KiagatoQ, Bct^min Tit- 
comb of Dover, Jonathan Wentworth of Somata 
worth, Jeremiah Clough of Cunlerbury, Jamea 
Norria of Epping, 2accheu9 Gourb of Poplin, to 
eniiat eaoh one oompanj of iixtj-aii men, in this 
regiment. Tbie «rat the Eiat efiootive atep to- 
ward tbe orguniiation of a militarj fbroe under 
tbe authority of the Congreaa, 

On tbe26th, Thuraday, Hoeea Bmetson, Eiq., 
waa elected UommiaaarT for the armj, and on the 
folbwing day a Tote was paaeed to nise a com- 
pany of aijty men, for tbe defence of the north 
weatem frontier. 

After an adjournment of a few daya, and prob- 
ably after the retam of Uobart and Poor from 
Cambridge, upon the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee of Safety, to whom tbe subject bad been 
referred, it was roted, on the Slnt of May, that 
the Lwo thouaa'id men be divided into three r^i- 
menta, and each raiment Into ten companies, as 
nearly tqual oa oould convenientlf be done. 

TbemotiveufthiavataaeemB to have been tbat 
Stark|a military repotaliaa had lad a eoneidcnble 
majority of tbe New Hampshire *olunteera to pre- 
fer to join hia regiment; that in oonseqoonce he 
bad at leaat four eupeniumerary compaaie^, and 
tbe companies in hia regimeut were better fitted 
than thoae in the regiment which had elected Cot. 
James Reed kit ita commander. Stark, owning no 
authority above himself, was determined no? to 
■uDer any of hia men to be withdrawn from hia 
command. This faot of course became apparent 
upon tbemostering of the troops into the servwo 
of New Baapsbire, and Beed, agreeBbly to tbe 
directions of the Congress, conveyed to him by 
Uobart and Poor, repaired to Exeter and applied 
to the Congreea to remedy the diffiauity. 

He was met by a petition, signed by twelTe pn^ 
sons, alleging that be had shown himaelf ininie*! 
to the liberty of his country, and praying that he 
might not be comniiaioned in the army. Who 
were tbe parties to thU petition I bare not learned, 
hut the Codgren aeem to have r^;arded it as de- 
serving little attontioD ; the record merely says 
that no person appeeriug to aupport the petition it 
waa dismwsd. And on tbe firet of June, Reed 
waa appointed Colonel, Israel Gilraan, Ueot Col- 
onel, and Natbu Hale. Major, of n Kegiment 
and orders were directed to be iaMied to ton per- 
BOOS to enlist each a company of sixly-two sal(£en 
including non-oommissioned offiocrs, to oooatitute 
thia regiment, and on tbe next day be was otdsred 
by General Folsom to repair to the western part of 
the Province, and to collect ths men he bad enliat- 
sd as volunteers fbr tbe defenoe of America, in 
the ■BTvioe of the Province, and to march «1I of 
them who were eflbctive and able-bodied tsea and 
well eqnippsd, to Oimbridge, and then pat hilnsalf 
•od tbaM BDder tbe aoMMad of Gsosnl Wart 
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till furthn Olden. He reached CambtidM on the 
13th, and found the esTeral coropanies ofliu corps 
at Medford. The caplaiiia of biB regiment wart 
SpBnIdine, Walker, Croaby, Uinda, Whitcomb, 
Town, Hutchina, Mann, Motev and Thomae. 
Whitoonib and I'hotnas he took from Slark'a regi- 
meat, Tor the two companies that were auigned to 
him, and they were aoon aaaigned to a itation on 
Charleetown Neck. 

On the Jilet of Mar the Congreee wrote to Col 
ouel SCaik, etatinz tlut u some difficulties bad 
arisen in Mttling the regiment under his command, 
tber thoDght propar that he should immediatelj, 
without lorn at time, repair to Eteter to receive 
their orders and give a mors particolar a 
tha state of the troops under tii care, and they 
wrote on the same day to General Ward, r 
ing the Deceeelty that he ahoiilij appeal 
them, and requeating leare of abaience foir him far 
tbe piiTpose. It does not apnear f^m any record 
I have seen, whether Stnrk aid ordidoot attend 
upon this Bummons, though it is rendered probabli 
that he did from the fact that, on the third dny of 
Jane, it was rated that Stark should be Colonel, 
Isaac Wyman, Lieut. Colonel, and Andrew M'Ckry, 
Major of the first regiment, and that ten CDcnpaniFs 
of sixty-two men each, of the reRiment then at 
Modf[»d, abould be the fSnt or oldest regiment. 
At a time eubecqueut to thin, the captains were— 
1. George Reed; 2. Daniel Moore j 3. Gordon 
Hacbings ; 4. Elisha Woodbuiy ; 5. Thomas Mc- 
lAUghlm ; 6. John Uall, 7. Samuel Richards ; 8. 
Aaron Kinsman ; 9. Joshua Abbot, and 10 Uenrj 
Dearborn. 

On the same day a rote was passed relsitive to 
the eompensatioD of the Brigadier Ueneml. Foi- 
BOm, allowing him the same comj'easatioD as wiu 
idlowcd to officers of that grade in MassBchuBetta, 
disooDnectiDE him from any particular regimout. 
but glriog hioi equal authority of a!l the New 
Hampshire troops. A few days after, this Tote 
WBB recoaeidered, and his pay reduced to that of a 
Cdonet, witb sueh allowances na the Oongroaa 
should afterwards make bim. , 

These moromeuts apparently had their origin 
in the fseling of riratry between Stark and Foliom, 
biith of whom bad been captains in the French 
war, audStark resented the appointment of Folaom 
to a command over him. He felt it to be unjust 
that an officer who bod remained inactive at home, 
ahonld be preferred to himself, who had Tolun- 
teered at the first alarm, and for some time past 
bod exercised the principal command. Folsom's 
inBuence with the Oongress was superior to that 
of Stark, and on the 9t^ of June, the^roted that 
bis oommisiiien8hoi:ld be that of Major Gaoeral, 
and should be dated May 24th, 

An oath of fidelity was prescribed to b« taken 
by officers and men, and on the 9tb, tbe Congren 
vros adjoamed to th« 2Tth, and on the t7tb occur 



red the battle of Bunker Hill, and one cannot bat 
observa tbo increasing boldneaa of tbe measures of 
the Congren in CDniequence. The Royal author- 
ity. before but a shadow, now entirsly ceflscd. 

When the Congreaa again assembled, two pay- 
mnstots were appointed, Joseph Welsh and Samud 
Hubart, Esq. who were instructed to proeeed to tbe 
~~ ly and pay one month's wages to the officenaad 
iietB ; to receive of aach captain a complete 
tier roll of his company under oath, and ratuni 
tbe Htme to the CongreoE, or Committee of Safety ; 
to take a receipt for all tbe money paid ; (o pay 
or soldier wbo has not taken the oaths 
and beenmusterec'.as an able-bodied, effective man; 
and that they pay do more than ten companies in 
1 regiment, of sixty-aixDMn in a company, includ- 
ing ofBcen. 

ihe lost directum of the Congress pretty clcoriy 
)howB that eome of the c^cna had nut submitted 
to the votes of the Congress iu relatiou to the or- 

luiiatiun of their forces, nor lost tbe paltry an- 

tipn of cummanding a larger body of men thin 
others were permitted to retain. 

The method, then adopted in the mustering and 
payment of the troops, was continued throughout 
the war, and. to it we are indsbttd for a more por- 
I'ect list of the officen and men of the RcvalutiOD- 
ary Army froiR this State, as ia said by thoM wba 
should know, than is to be found m any other 
State. We are justly proud of these lectMds, but 
the blush of sbaioe must mantle the cheek of ev- 
ery friend of our State, when he reQecta that thtes 
and all the other invaluable records of the State 
t tbe hiiiard of accident, and that we may be 
doomed at any hour to hear that a little asbes 
alone are all that is lefl of thaai. 

Among tJie meoaurce which were indispeneabte 
for the Giireromeot of an Arniy,. was a code of 
miliiary law. The jealousy of the people of Eng- 
land, which had made the mutiny act annual, bad 
of oouieo prevented tbe eiisteDce of any oommon 
law founded on common consent and immemorial 
d it now became neeeBsory to adopt a 
code to supply this want, aod on the 29tb of Jons 
-'' was voted that— 

Whereas it la neceasary that the ofBeera and 

Idien, raited and to be laiaed in this Colony fix 
the preaervation and defence of this and the otber 
Colonies in America, should be fully acquaiBU4 
with their duty, and that tbe Articles, Rules aai 
Regulations be made as plaio as possible; and 
having great confidence io the honor and publio 
virtu* of the inhabitania of this Ciilony that they 
will readily obey the officers chosen and appoiotsd 
by this CongreM, and will cheerfully do tbeirduty, 
when known, without any such severe articles and 
cruel punisbmenta, except ia capital coses, as are 
usually practised in standing armies, and will sub- 
mit to all such roles and regulations as ore fbtiaded 
in reason, honor and rlrtue. It is, therefore—

ThcH roles and regulationa wero the nme u 
tbcM adopted by Maaachuaetta. 

This recommendation, for such it wom in form, 
wu ID fact I«};islatiaD, aiaee these r^nktioas 
were to funiiab the rules on which the authority 
oT the officers, the discipline and subordi nation of 
the men , end the iivea and liberties of both, ii 
caan of trial "hj courts-mAttial, were to depeod ; 
but the form ifiuEtratst tbe anwillingnea of the 
CoDEran,^ yet, to adopt the form uf legialatr~ 
authoritT- 

Immediately after tbebnttle of Bunker Hill, 
vhirb Ibe New Ilampehire troops, underStarkai 
Bced, were actively engaged, the reglmeot coi 
nnded by Poor was hurried forward, and Qenenil 
Fulaom went to Medford to take the command of 
the N. H. troapa ; and from his letters to the Com- 
taittee of Safety, it ia very apparent tliat the for- 
mer riTolrj between hiiu and Stark again appeared, 
Falsom called oa Stark fora return of hisregimcnt. 
Stark repeatedly and absolutely refused to obey 
tbe order; and FMsom made a reprcsantation '' 
his conduct to the Committee of Safety, with 
view to h1a remoT^. Stark badtbreatensd to tok* 
bti pack and go home ; but a few days after, saob 
submissioQ was made by Stark as to induce Fol- 
tom, oa the 25th ol June, to request that his rep- 
reeentatiun might be overlooked. 

Ti> what agency this reconciliation is attributable 
I bsTe been unable to discover. Tha circutuatance 
which aeems most likely to have produced this 
effect, was the appointment of Washington, on 
tbe 15tb, to the chief command, and the reeolution 
adopted by the ConjETesa at Philadelphia on the 
]6tti, to appoint two Major Gensmla and eight 
Bng^er (jener&la for the army, with a general 
staff, who would of course soon supercede those 
deriving their authority from a aingle Colony, 
On the 17th Ward and Lee were elected Major 
Qenerals, and Gatee Adjutant Qeneral, and on the 
22d, eight Brif^iers were ehoeen, of whom Sulli- 
van was the 7th. 

Wa^inzton and Lee arrived at Cambridge on 
tba Grst oT July, and Polsam woa then atitl at 
<^>mf>ridge- He probably returned home oa Sul- 
livan's arrival, not long after. 

On the 3Uth of May, it bad been voted that one 
eompany of tKngera should be raised for the pro- 
tectien of the Northwastem Frontier, and OoloncI 
Moody Bedel was appointed to tbe command, with 
the rank of captain ; and .on the 5th of July, it 
was determined to raise two additional companies, 
and Captain John Parker and Captain James Os- 
good were placed in oommand of them. Bedel 



commanded tbe whole, and his rank was upon his 
application ratssd, at a subaeqaent time, and Isaac 
Morey was appointod paymaster of the corps. 

While the Congress were making provision for 
the army near Boston and for the deisnce of the 
frontier towards Canada, they found it neceHaarr 
to provide for the securitr of Portsmouth, whicQ 
was supposed by the people there to be not only 
exposed, but to l>e an important object of attack. 
On the 31st of May, a party of vol no teen took 
possMsioD of tbe battery on Jerry's point, near the 
eatrance of tbe harbor, and removed otl the can- 
non to the town ; a service for which ibey received 
the thanks of the Congress. On the next day, 
measures were taken for tbe ereotioo of a battery 
for tbe defence of Portsmouth, under the direction 
of the committee of tbe town, and of Captain 
Ezekiel Worthen of Kensington, a member of the 
Congress, who was anpointM Engineer, though 1 
cannot discover that Le bad any quaUEcatJone for 
that office except such as belong to ereiy judiciaiu 
man and ingenjona mechanic. 

Rarly in June, a company of Artille^ was di- 
rected to 'be raised at Portsmouth, and Captain 
TFtus Solter was appointed to the command of it. 
It was mustered by Colonel Hobart, early in Sep* 
tember, and Samuel Cutts was appointed to pro- 
vide fiir them. In tbe meantime a small detach- 
ment from Poor's r^imsnt was detained for the 
security of the sea-coast towns. On tbe ISth of 
October, an attack was made upon Falmouth, now 
Portland, by a British fleet, and tbe town burned. 
The ownmander at the time announced that be had 
orders to -bum all the towns from Halifax to Bo*- 
(an. The people of Portsmouth were exceedingly 
alarmed, and in a short time no less than Stt-oom'- 
vaaiet of militia were collected there, and the 
Congress at once voted that nil who had marched 
upon the occasion, should Hb paid, and applied to 
General fVaahington to send Qeneral Suliivan to 
their assistance. Sullivan came at once, but tbe 
alarm passed away, and after a short lime be re- 
turned to hia oommand near Boston. Tbe Con- 
gress passed a vote of thanks both te WashinKton 
and Sullivan for the promptness with which tbeir 
"pplication had been'meL 

This panic led to a vote of the (ingress, on the 
Id of November, that the Colony would maintaiD 
fortresses for the defence of Portsmouth, and that 
200 artillery and 300 infantry should be enlisted 
for two months, for tl>e defence of the town. Joshua 
Wiegate was appointed Colonel, John Bumham 
Lio»t. Colonel, and James Hackett, Major, Gap- 
tain Pierce Long, Barrackmaster, Major (JeorM 
Gains, Quartermaster, Captain Salterand Captain 
Eliphalet Daniels to command the artillery : and 
on the 10th of November, it was voted that for the 
defence and security of Portsmouth, 800 men 
should be raised, ts be divided inte S companies, 
aod to be undec tha oommaiid of the same field 
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oficen. Ueior Stephen CUrk of Epplng, Cap- 
teiu Oftleb Hodgdon of Dotot, Joeepo ParBonB of 



EingahHi, Moms Baker of Caadia, and DtiTid 
Copp of Wakefield, oommanded the compeniea. 

On the 29th of NoTcmber, Geoeral SalHTan 
wrote to the Committee of Safetj that (jeneral 
Waahingtoii bad written to than foi* 31 oon^niea 
tod«fcQd the linea ncsr Boeton, in cooeequence of 
tiie determinatiun of the Connecticut troopa to 
retnm home, at the ezpintioii of their tetin of 
enlietmeut ; and on the next daj, he again wrote 
a veij earneat letter, urging the enlietinent (uhI 
initant despatch of theee companiea, without Geld 
offioen, to serve till the 15th of Januarj ; and on 
the 2d of Decfliaber, the Committee Ueued order* 
to Captaias Darid Placa, Henry Elkioi, Daniel 
Ranneli, John Waldron, Alphen* Cbeiley, Dnrid 
Copp, MoMi Baker. Mark Wisgin, JoMph Par- 
■ona, MoMi Yeaton, Elijah Denbo, Jacob VVebeter, 
.Nathaniel Udiorne, Peter Coffin, Stefhen Clnrk 
•od Greenleaf Clark, to enlist coinpaDiee, and foT' 
wuded blank ordsr* to Colonel Hobart, Timothy 
Walker and others* under which orders were.i«- 
■ued. At the aame time, ponniwion was given to 
all persona then in the service ot the Colony, to 
•nliat In the service of the Continent, an the whole 
of the Colonies were then desigDated. It was 
probably a fortanate cireumatance that the recent 
alarm at Portsmoatb hud colltctod in arms a eon- 
siderable body of men wboconld be Induced to ei- 
change their serTicea from that place to Cambridge. 

With the doee of the year, tlie time of eniiet- 
inent ot the volunteen near Boeton drew to an end, 
and the army was tbec re-orgoniied udder the au- 
thority of the Continental Con^rsM. 

At the seeiion of the Provincisi Congress in 
August, the subject of the militia was taken up, 
anaoffioere, under the authority of the Colony, 
were appointid to each regiment, and the necesea- 
rj measoree adopted for completing the entire or- 
eanintion, and for their syslematio exercise and 
unproTement. Folsom was appointed to the chief 
esmmund. Four regiments of Hinote-mou were 
OODStitutad, comprising about one fourth of tbe 
whole militia, who were required to hold them- 
wives in readioeea to march at a moment's warn- 
ing, and who were subject to a drill docb in each 
(brtaight. 

TtM meBBDTSe to which I have thus alluded , form 
the prominent act8 of this Revolutionary Congress 
in reference to Military eDhirs. 

After ik« cr^niution of their military fjrce, 
tbe moat pressing call upon the attention and oare 



of tbe Provbeial Congrtn (not ■eooodai; in im- 
portance and not lees BTgNt in time, bemiie the 
leanaof uaiotaiaii^aTuiieearen indiifieDsable 
■ tbe persons who oonatitute them.) iraa the pro- 
viding the arms and munitions of war of evei^ 
kind, the oblhing and shelter, the food and medi- 
cine required for tbeii troops, the orgoniiation of 
a Uepartmeot by whioh tbeM neceMoriea sboald 
be, at all tines, procured, saaurad and piiasTVid 
at the pointa where they ore needed, and tbe cnft- 
tkx) of (he peeaoiary meana by which alone ar- 
min Eire rendered eBective, and on which in the 
end their operations depend for suceees. 

At a very early day. reei>lutione were paMed for 
the enoouragement of manufacturea, and pe,rcicn- 
larly tho manufitcture of saltpetre, an article of 
indispoDsalil* neccaBitv, aad tor which and for 
gunpowder the people here were pravioualy depen- 
dent upon the foreign market alone ; and meaaons 
were taken to put in a servicsabl* state the guns 
which bad been removed from tbe fort, and to 
provide the Buldiere with blanket*, throagh tbe 
agency of the selectmen at the towns from whieh 
thev enlisted. 

The Committee of Safety and the Committee of 
Supplies, to whioh I have before alluded, were re- 
lied upon OS the active agencies by which meaH 
werv to be provided for the military aa well la all 
tbe other movements of the new guvonuneDt. 

On the 23d of May, Nicholas Uilman was ap- 
pointed Treasurer and Receiver General of the 
Colony, an office whicb be continued to bdd till 
the cloec of the war, and in which be preserved a 
d^ree of accuracy and method which entitle him 
to a place io our recollections, second only to Mor- 
~i, in Ibis department. 

Ud tbe same da^. a vot« was ponad providing 

for raising a tax of 3000 pounds, in the SHnemaD- 

08 the Province taxee had been uaoally raised. 



Htablea and oollectors oi taxes were reqaired by 
vote to pay tbe Province tax, which then remaiued 
unpaid, to Colonel Qilmnn, the Treasorer for tbe 
Colony, and be was anthoriied to give ree«ipti f<H 
tbe same. 

Ihn the 9th of June it was determined to lisaB 
a paper currency, founded on the public fititb of 
the Coloay, to tbe amouBt of £10,000, lawful 
money, and to be paid with G per cent, intemi, 
by a tax on polls and estatM, in the years 1776-7, 
to. It waa provided that the notes should be struak 
&om eoppw-plates, eogravod under the direction of 
CongreaB, and signed by tbe Receiver General, 
and should be of the denominationa of 40, 20, and 
6 shillings and of one shilling, and Ueorge Frost 
and Ebeoezer ThompaoD weje appointed the eoco- 
mitCee to procure tlie pbtos, to sea the money 
struck off and signed and delivered to the Re«etvec 
tieneial. 
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On tbe fint of Jalf , Snmusl Sbsrbaine, Fierc« 
Long, Kicbolu Gilmati and Ebeueier Thompeon 
wen appointod to bring id b draft For tb* further 
□miBEon of tbe psptr carreiic]', and on tbe 4th, 
Bartlett, Hard and Weare were added to the com- 
mittee, and oa'the next da;, a further iniie waa 
ordet«d of £10,000 to be paid bj a tax in 1776-7 
-8 and 9, to be printed with tjpee, under the care 
of M. Wtan and P. Long, £g600 to be on interest, 
and of denomination* troin 5 to 60 shillinga, and 
£2000 to be without interest, from 6d to 3j. Upon 
redsmptioa, thej won directed to be burned. 

It waa at thia time voted that anj person who 
maj be detected in oounterfeitiog or paaaing anj 
ooLinterfoit of the Treasurer's notee, shall, on con- 
tietion before this or anj coDTention, be deemed 
an enemy to bia eonntrj and punished at tbe dia- 
cretion of euoh cooTsntion. 

On the 2d of September, £4000 was directad to 
haistsedb; tax, lasteod of the £3000 voted in 
Maj, to be apportioned oeaardingto tbe last pro- 
poitioo act, and to be paid to the Kecoiver Genera! 



(or aBeesing the tax, and, if there were no select- 
men in any town, tbe towns were required tb re- 
ceive the warrants, and cbooee those officers. 

The Committee of Saletj were directed to ad- 
vise the Treaaurer in framing warrants for aafeeaa- 
ing and coQecting the taxes. 

An excise bad long Iieen collected from the tav- 
erafrs in the Province, and thnj were now reenm- 
mendtd by the Convention t« paj their eiciae, foi 
the oarrent jear, to the selectmen, who were tc 
pay the same to the Receiver Oener«l. 

At the adjoonied seetioa, Oct- 31, Whipple. 
Walker. Fletcher, M'Greg9r and Dudley wert 
appointed a committee to see what further sumi 
of money should be emitted, and on the next day. 
on tbeiir report, tlie Cooeres voted to issue th< 
sum nf £20,000, to be printed under the direction 
of Id. Weare and Josiab Moulton, and to bo eign- 
ed by Samuel Hubort and the Treasurer. 

At the cloee of their aeesion, tbe Congren ter- 
minated tbe financial operations of tbe year by a 
very significant rec«mmatdalion to the town 
selectmen, cnmmitteee, and other officers, to pro- 
ceed as usnal in regard to taxes; "^^^J t"'"' " 
good people will cheerfully pay, ftnd if^anj, i 
ical (0 the cause of the coontry, should refusi , 
truic, that all the frienda of their country will 
effectually strengthen the hands of tbe tclectmen, 
constables and collectors. There is no appearance 
that, at the tiihe this Congress was summoned, ths 
idea of aamming civil government existed in the 
mind of any one in New Hampahire. In Mossa- 
cbasett«, when the public mind was much more 
fully prepared for tbe probable results of a war, 
tbe evidence is to my mind very perfect, that the 
leading men, thoagh they tboagiil the time had 



not arrived when independence was to be openly 
spoken of, bad very clearly foreseen and were pre- 
pared for tbe conseqaenceaof auccesslul resistanes. 
The New Hampshire Provincial Congress vras 
called by a committee, appointed by a convention 
— a pnbila meeting voluntarily aseembled^un- 
known to the law, and liaving an authority pre- 
cisely equal, in a legal view, to that of the cau- 
cuses of ouF time. The objects in terms, for 
which it was called, I have not found, but the 
very uncertainty and iadistinctness of their author- 
ity was theit broadeat commission. Tbey were 
tbe repreaentativee of the people, appointed and 
ibled to consult together in relation to tbe 
ion good, and to adopt snob measores ai 
should tend to the security of the righto and priv- 
ileKse of the people. 

During several weeks of their sevion, the Ctai- 
gress adopted no action beariog npon matters of a 
civil character, eicept such as tbe urfrency of the 
time foreed upon tbem. in connexion with the 
military operations, which formed tbe principal 
object of their attention.

ing the several Congresses, and the methods of sa 
ourity they have thought proper lo adopt, and 
thereby have made themselves obnoxious to the 
inhabitants of this Province, it is therefore recom- 
mended that tbe committees of the several towns 
have a watchful eye over such persons ; and they 
shall be tbe proper persons only to take cognizance 
thereof, and that their result Im final, and that 
proper complaint being made to either of tbe com. 
mittee, tbey make the most speedy and critical en- 
quiry thereof in order to prevent riots and mobs, 
and that they discountenance the same. 
In February proceeding, Qovemor Wentworth 
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had kanvd hla nriti of eleotion foi a uaw Anem- 
blj and the members had b«en cboKn, bet tbeii 
mMtiiifi: had bean defeired till the 4tb of H117, a 
forCnighC, as it proved, afler the fight at Lexington. 
PreTioue to the election of the membera, there had 
been a diKUiiion in the New Uompahira Qaxatts 
in relation to the repreaentation of the Province, 
and UoTemor Wentworth, partly it would leem 
with a view to ailenoe the complaint that the coun- 
ty of Grafton had no repreeentation, and partly to 
atrenetben the number oF bin Tnends in the As- 
■embly, badissuedhis writsto the totrniof Orford, 
Plymouth and Lyme, trhere he eappoaed the influ- 
enoe of hie friends was likely to secure the return 
of peraoQS of loyalist feelings; and three new 
members took their seats from chose towns. From 
Plymouth, John Fenton wbs returned, an English 
half-pay officer, resident at Portsmouth, and a fa- 
Torite of tbe Governor, who had appointed him a 
Colonel of Militia in the regiment which included 
Plymouth, Clerk of the Courts of Common Pleas 
and Quarter sessions, and Judge of the Court of 
Probate for tbe county of Grafton, though be still 
resided and kept bis office at ForUmouth. In- 
struatioaa for bin conduct, as member ot the As- 
sembly, were toted by tbe town, which^ware prob- 
ably drawn by himself or by one of his friends at 
Porlemouth, which, though they used the oommon 
Janguaga of the whtge, were so phrased as to ha?e 
a strongly royalist bmring. 

The leal of Fenton outrun his disoretioD. On 
tba 2Cth of April, he wrote a letter,* addreaaed t« 
the people of Gi-afton county, in which he called 
upon them to attend to their farmioff, and not to 
think of comin|[ down country to nght, and in- 
formed them that a body of Indians was ready to

E. ths 
Qovemor of this Colony, in ealliog a General i»- 
sembly to meet at Portsmouth, in February last, 
required threa new towns that had nerer sot 
members before, to elect persons to repreeeut then 
in Mid Assembly, and as said Assembly are to nt 
by adjonmment on the 12tb inst., this Con^eM 
are of opinion that the Governor SMuming tbe rigbt 
of sending to such towns as he thinks Et, withont 
ooucurtence of the other branches of tbe U^sla- 
ture, isunoonstilntionalandsubTeraiTeoftben^li 
and privileges of the good people of this Colosj; 
sod the estublishing luch a prMcdent maylcara 
room .for sons future Uoremor tO ooossion a foy 
partial repreeentation of the people, by sending to 
small towns and omitting large onee, with nan^ 
other evils. Therefore do resolve further, thai it 
is the opinion of this Coo^rea that the pemwt 
called and elected as aforesaid, ought not to be il- 
lowed a seat in tbe Boon of BepresenlatiTCs of 
this Colony. 

On the loth, of June the Congress adjonriKd 
over to the 2Ttb, iind on the 12tb, tbe Awembly 
met, and voted that the new members returned 
from Plymouth, OrfordandLymewerenot eatitlad 
to aaats ; and the Uovemor after receiving a ciiil 
answer to bis ipeech,and reconmending to thur 
serious consideration Ld.

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The vole of tbe Connen, wbicb I Iikts reaitod, 
ud the uuwer to the CoTemor's speech, to which 
lean odIj nifar, afiurd much matter for reflection, 
H iodicatipg tiie state of feeling at the moment as 
to thtir relations with England. 

Fenton, upon his expulsion, eipre«ied himself 
with tuch freodoin as to arooae the indifi^ation of 
th« people. He escaped and took iheltef at tite 
GoTsmor'i bouse. Tbo mob followed and demanit- 
ed falm, and braiif;ht a tiiece of cannon to the door, 
Dpon which the ofiender was delivepod up, and 
KDt to Exeter. At the meeting of the Congress, 
it was voted that be was not a friend of bis coun- 
trj ; that ho should be imprisoned, and afterward, 
tut be ihonld be sent under a guard to Cambridge. 
There be woe allowed to escape, and never afte^ 
nnb retomed. 

The incident to which I have alladed is of no 
iDtrinsio importance, and the individual is not 
worth remembering. Tbo ciicamBtnncee are re- 
called mete); from their effect on tfae Governor. 
He resented as an insult the attack upon bis boose, 
sad retired to tfae fort at Newcastle. 

The Aisemblj again met in Jol;, bat after ez- 
cbsnginj; meaaogea with the Governor, at the fort, 
the; were a4Joumed to the 28tb of Septembsr, but 
DBver met again. The Oovtroor left the Province 
indMiiedfbr Boston, August 24tb, and the last 
set which hs attempted lo the execution of bis 
office, was in September, when be cnmo to the 
Shoals and issued a proclamation again adjourning 
the Anemblj to the ne»t April. 

The power and influence of the Bojtl govern- 
aent entirely ceased on the I3th of Jiins, when 
the Governor left Poatsmouth,aDd the reins, which 
Wentwertb and bis Cooncil had cast from their 
Iwids, were slowlj and with great hesitation gath- 
ered up hj the Provincial Congress. 

I'po fbe meeting of the Congress, meoaures 
were immediately adopted for the removal of the 
poblic records from Portamooth to Exeter, as a 
pUce of greater securitj. A committee was ap- 
pointed to remove them, ood the officem were in' 
riled to remove to Exeter and take chaise of theu 
there. 

Oa the SOth of Jane, it was recommended to 
thsCnnrt of Commoa Pleas, the Superior Court, 
tod Conrt of Quarter Sessions, lo sihourn those 
coorts, bj a proclamation, on the Grst day of their 
neil term, till the further order of the Congress. 
This maj be considered aa the and, subataatiallj. 
of the oonrta under the Rojal aothoritj. The 
reeommcndatioQ was as imperative as a statute, 
sad anj attempt to disregard it woold onl; have 
objected tbe Judges to personal indignitj and 
odium. Bat a majoritv of^the Judges were active 
and leading Whigs— Weare and flubbard in the 
Saperior (joort, and in the Courts of Common 
Pleas, March and l^ppan, in Uockingbam, Went- 
•otth, Frost, Baker and Plammer, in Strafford,

From tbia time until ths cstabliabment of the 
new government in January 1776, no eoorts were 
holdeo, and ifie latui taere ailgnl, excepting that 
tht Congress at all its seesions took cognizance of 
offences of a political orqoaav-politioal caat, either 
directly or bj committees, or by a reference to the 
Committee of Safety of the tnwns. 

The Secretary, Theodore Atkinson, who was also 
ths Colonial Chief Justice, and a man of whom, 
I am led to believe, it is bot juatice to say that he 
was a rory respectabls and ssceHenC man and an 
acurate and sound lawyer, suffered tbe committee 
of tbe Congress quietlj to take the recorda of tbe 
Colony, making no resistance, but Inking no part, 
except that of a spectator. And the Treasurer, ' 
George Jsffrcy, as quietly paid over the bolance ia 
bia bands of the Colon V funds , aneunting to £ 15 16, 
s4, fftt, and received the thanks of the Convention. 

On tht 5th of July, the Convention ventured 
on a recommendation looking more like an act of 
legiBlati,on in civil matteia than any tbey bod yet 
adopted. This was a recommendation to the town 
of Monadnock, No. 5, now Marlborough, tochooae 
town officers, selectmen oonstables &c., and th« 
appointment of a committee to call tbe first meet- 
ing. It nae on tbe next day the recommendation 
was passed to «vhicb I have twfora referred, relat- 
ing to tbe counlerleiting of the new pn per currency. 

On the third of November, a comouttee, consist- 
ing of Thornton, Weare, Thompson, Rogers, Dud- 
ley, Cloggett, and Giles, was appointed to drait a 
petitioB to the Congress of the ColoniM, praying 
their direction relative to some mode of civil gov- 
emmenL 

Instructions had been previously given to ths 
delegates lo GonEress to press tliis aubject upon 
the attention of that body, and upon the same day 
on which tbe faregcang committee was appointed, 
that Congress passed a resolution upon the subj^t, 
upon wbicb the action of the Provincial Congrass 
was based, as lollows : 

In Cengreti, Friday Nov. id, 1775. 

The Congress, taking into consideration tbe r*> 
port of the Committee on the New Hampshire 
inetmctiou, BeeoWod, that it be recommended to 
the Provincial Convention of New Hampshire, to 
call a full and free representation of the people, 
and that the llepresentatiTee, if they think it nec- 
essary, establish such a form of government oa in 
their judgment will beat prodooe the happinesa, 
and moat effectuallv secure peace and good order 
in the Province, during the present dispate between 
Great Britain and the Colonies.

That evei^ towD, pariab or precinct in tbia Col- 
ony, containing ona hundred Vreebolden at afore- 
aaid, may aena one Delegate or Beprcaantativa to 
tbe Cougreea or General ABaemblj, and tbat every 
inch town Ac., having a greater number of frea- 
holdera, may wnd a member for every hundred 
euch freeholders.

Among the cares of the Convention had been tla 
actual enumeration of the people, which had ben 
done to a greitt extent, and it may fairly bepn- 
snmed tbat in tbe distribution of the reprccmli' 
tives, tbe oommittee bad acted equitablj, ainntbt 
principle adopted by them. All legal inhabiKnt* 
was a description anfficientlj broad. It ii xn; 
apparent that, if tbe propm^ qualificatiiin bw 
been adopted, the preponderance of the old«rinl 
more wealthy towns in the Eaatera part of tti< 
Province would have been much gjeateT. 

Precepts were ordered to be inued by the Piw- 
dent of the Congress to the towns which irere boI 
claned, and to a designated town of each ctus< ^ 
elect peraoDB to represent them in a CongreMtu 
be held Dec. 21. Tbe members, when met in 
Congreaa. to sit as often and as long as tbej •boull

The report of the committee was accepto!, ud 
tbe resolatioBB they reported were passed, and an 
tbe 16th, the Congreaa adjourned ; tbeir last w> 
being to order the recording on their minDt«*<'f 
the resolution of theUeneral Congreaa, inralalica 
to tbe asaumption of Oovemment.

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Hm ebuge of pablia opinion, oomnimeed long be- 
fort, had becoLDi so geaernl tbat the public mind 
iea^Mj litTored an independent aoTernmnit, to 
RMthine while tb^ coolest (bmla b« nnsettled 
«itb tbe motfasr oanntrj. The milit&rj, and stop 
bj itcp all the ciTil power of tbe Coloov, had Ru- 
in into tbeit handf, and thej had laid tbe foon- 
ditJDD for a ciril gorernment, to be erected bv 
their tooetatoit, on the ruins of the Colonial ad- 
Bioiitration, which bad fallen witboat s, ntruegle 
or a blow, and many of whose active members 
wtn DOW either activeW engaged, like Weare and 
TbomtoB, Froet nnd Wentworth, aa leaden of the 
patriot lause, or thej were quietl; jreildiog, like 
Atkinnn and Jaffirey and Wudron aoA Peter Gil- 
Din and Phillip* amlotbera, to tbe force of public 
opiniDD, wbicb tbej bad in rain attempud to 
|nid« or to control. 

Looking orer the eventa of that period, vie are 
^ck witb the Tcmark, how little of oatrage, 0> 
pmonal wrong, of injusticv and tjranny , is to be 
Inced, during a period when the paaaions of men 
verteieitad, when the laws bad ceued to be bean), 
tai Dotbing bat the torce of public opiaion was 
left to Retrain the commlMion of crimee. Inetao- 
en of outrage may indeed be found ; it would be 
wonderful if it were otherwise. Men whose ao- 
tiona wert imprudently disclosed, or whose con- 
duct vaaungaarded, wereaobbedand ill-treated, in 
Mais few cases ; yet I recollect no instance where 
lirewu taken or lerious bodily injury inBicted, 
tnd tcry few whera buildings or property were 
liMlrojed. 

Tlie resolutionB of thiiCouTention, which placed 
>U qovtiona relating to obnosious peiaons eiclu- 
Kmj nnder the eontrol of the Committees of Safe- 
tjoftbs towns, who were generally among tbe 
nmt coniiderate and discreet as wall as influential

Bat we miss many namee of men who had been' 
oonapicnous in the former oonventions, Whipple, 
Fulsom, Bud Uilman, the Traaeurer, and Poor, 
Wingate and Bartlett of Kingston, Ciliev. Froat 
and McDuff^, Farrar. Webster and Fletcher, 
Hale and Uobart, and Sparhawk of Walpole, and 
othere. 

On tbe 2Sth of December, Matthew Thornton, 
Meaheck Weare, Bbeneier Thompeon, Wyeeman 
Ctaggett and Benjamin Gilea were appointed a 
committee to dralt a form of Conititutiun, and re- 
port as BO<Nn as may be. If an opinion may b* 
farmed from the proceedings of the preceding ees- 
lion, it was a compromise committee. They made 
a report on the 5tb of January, 1776, which wan 
adopted, witb some amendmente, and eHablished a 
temporary form of Government, to continue during 
the controversy with the mother country, to con- 
sist of a Council of twelve, five from Rockingham, 
two each from StraSiird, Hillsborouzh nnd Cheshire, 
and one from Grafton, to be elected by the Conven* 
ti(m in tbe first instanco, but afterwards bv tbe 
people for one year ; and an Aeecmbly. All pub- 
lie offioera to be appointed, for the current year, 
bv the Council and Anembly, except the cleru of 
the courts, and aflerwards elected by the people. 

The Council and Secretary were elected on th* 
etb. Weare and Bartlett, Whipple, Thomtun and 
Folsom, Wentworth, and Thompson, Ctaggett and 
Blanebard, Ashley, Giles, and Uurd, composed 
the Council, of which Weare was President, and 
Thompson, Secretary. P. White wa«cboeenSpeak- 
er, and Emery, Clerk. 

The two branches met in convention, and ap- 
pointed Judge* andSberi&s, and all the other civil 
officers to which the people bad been accustomed, 
nnd prohibited the exercse of any autbority, not 
derived from the Colony. The wheels of govern- 
ment at once begftn to move, and from that day we 
may eonuder theRevolution as acoomplished here.

Tbe war of Indepandence threw upon the Fatliera 
of the itevoluUon the double taak of expelling a 
foreign foe from their ahorea, and, at the eame 
time, of creating or adopting for themaalvea, at 
home, forma of civil government. Uow hiavelv, 
Low perseveriDgt;, hew glorioualj, tbe war of taa 
itevolutioo waa pushed forward, tbioiigli ttiale acd 
diHcouragemcnt&, all but iciaurraouD table, t« ita 
desired termination at ackuaw lodged independence, 
is known to tbe wide world of civUited man. But 
« yet more glerioua, becauaa more lare and more 
difficult taak, waa that impoeed upon them when 
called upon to toar down an old government and 
build up a new cue in ita place. Here waa the 
labor, tbis the achievment, the crowning glorv of 
the American Revolution, that it eatablished frae-

Kndeace, without free inatttutione, woald biTe 
so but a doubtful bleaiing. TheSpanieh Amw- 
ican colonies hsve, in our &j, thrown offUwTtiti 
of tbe mother countrj, and eslabliabed their \nit- 
pendence; but it ia a grave doubt in manj reflect- 
mg minds, whether, on the whole, tfaej han gun- 
cd by tbe change. Thev are iudependeDti bol 
they are not free. Revolution baa sucoeded to 
revolution, and tyrant lo tyrant, while the pMpb 
have remained ignorant and unhappy, divided and 
opnreeaed ; and all for want of what our htben 
■0 largely displayed, the capaeitf for aelr-gcnenh 
ment, and the steady Hercise of that capacity 
tbroagh the tnoarn forma of an eatabliahed omti- 
totion. In 1848, conBtituttanasprangnp. allont 
Europe, like musbrooma, ia a^iagle nignt; ud 
perished as soon. France baa farmed conitilutioM 
wltbout number, sinoe oura wna first eatabliihed; 
each pronounced perfect, at the time of ita idoti- 
tion, and each, in ita lurn, abrogated auduiDiiIltd, 
(wept cot of sight, as unworthy of further radu- 
anoe. Not ao m this oonntry. The ConatitiiiioB 
of the United Sbtea, established in 1789, hai n- 
dergone no change whatever, in any of itspnui- 
aiona, for the laat fiftv-nine jeara. Our Sliti 
constitutions, untoucned bjr tbe rude band oi ti»- 
Icuee, have been changed, when cbacgcdat all, 
alowly and cautiously, lU the spirit of eootemlin 
wisdom, intent to remove defects and auppljd^ 
cienciee, but jealous of innovation, aud cuiful la 
preeerve what of good ts already pooeBBtd ud 
enjoyed. 

The em of tbe Revolution waa also the encf 
written conBtitatione. All States, even tbsmM 
despotic, have their constitutions; but tbej u> 
not auch in our aense of the word. Tbe Englidi 
have a constitution ; and for many important pll^ 
puees, it is not a bad one. It conaiete of artiin 
acknowledEed principlea, usagea and institubiM, 
long tetabmhod among them,l)Ut taking, in tbor 
eipression, for the moat part, no prcciM foRD cf 
written words. An act of Parliament mav alter, 
abn^te, or annul tbe most sacred of thestfuEagii 
'itutions, and is, forall practical pnrpox*,

In the peun- 
that inatrument, it was declared that thje 
form of govennnent was "to continue dnriozthe 
reseut unhappy and unnatural contest with Great 
Iritain ; protesting and declaring that we never 
»]ghl to throw aS our depeiklence upon (iraat 
Britain, but felt ourselves bappy under her protec- 
tion, while we could enjoy our conalitutionarrightB 
and privileges ; and that we shall rejoice, if such 
a reoonoillation between ua and our parent State 
be effected, a* will be approred by the Con- 
tinental Congreaa, in whoee prudence and wiaduni 
we confide." £ven this piofeaHion of good will 
towards the parent country did not satis^ all the 
mambers. Twelve* of the delegatea entered tbeic 
protMt against adoptine the new form of govern- 
ment, ■■ beeanse," as tbey aay, " it appears to ue 
too much like setting up an indepcudencT of the 
mother country." and " becauae the Uulonieeof 
New York ana Virginia, wbkb are much hirger 
and more opulent, and, we praRome, much wiser, 
have not attempted anything of this kind ; nor, as 
wo can learn, ever desired it." It was indeed a 
new and decisive measure, a step in advance of any 
yet taken, and sanctioned bv the example of no 
otber Colony. But thepeopleof New Uampebire, 
ver forward in tbe assertion of their rights, wouM 
it be datarred by the beait.incy or delay of others, 
he man who were tbe Stat in America to seize a 
lyal fort and carry off its stores, as Sullivan, 
Langdon and their asaociatea bad done, a year b^ 
fore this, at Portamouth, ware not liicely to shrink 
from any duty, however haiardous, which tbe ex- 
igencies of the times required. 

By this constitution, the powers of the govern- 
ment were vested in a House of Represents tivea 
and a .Conncil ; the latter to coniitt of twelve 
metabers; both branches to be chosen annually; 
the- Reprentatives by the towns, and tira Conncil- 
lon by the countiee, in such manner as the Lt^is- 
latare should order. No act or reoolf e was to be 
valid unless passed by both branches of the Legie- 
lature; and alt grants and money bills were to 
originate in the Bouse. AH civil officera except 
Clerks of Coorto, County Treasurers, and Record

it igipliod indeea tbe cxManeo of mkoy pofren 
and ageuciea whicb )( did not sxpriMlj tutDi* or 
ctHite. Without BUOh im plica tioD, the goremnitiit 
oould not have bMO administ«rad for a UDgU day. 
The gnat defeftt, however, of tbia ooMtitutioo 
«M ita want of a diatinct EieoutiTa Dcmrbueiit. 
It pmvided for the appoiotmeDt of no UoTemor, 
or chief eseoutiTS mngittrate, all power beiog 
oonc«Dtrated in tbe two Houm*. While thoee 
vera in oessioii, the; were at once Iftw-maken and 
executora of the law. Ud their adjournment, thi* 
latter power wna conferred on a Committwof Safe- 
tT, which coDsietwd of the Pr«eideat of the Good- 
Cil and a' Dumber of other pereona, laijinf:, al 
diSereut umea, from ail to aizteeo. The power of 
thia committee waa, for all practical purpoaea, un- 
liinited: thair comininioit beiog not unlike that of 
the Roman Dictator, t« lee " that the public au»- 
taiu DO damage," — '-Nt^d detrimenli RajmbUia 
capiat." I'bej bad to coutend, al once, with for-

members of thb assembly. Waare waa appoint- 
ed Pieaident, and Thompaon, Secretary. The 
Joomals of this ConTention are not now to be 
found, and we know little of its prooeedinga I^TODi 
the final reeolla. June fifth, 1779, it ordcrad tba 
Conatitution,* whicb it bad formed, to be aant te 
tbe aeTcnl towna in the State for tbe action of tti* 
people on it. This iuatromwit contained a abort 
Declaration ol Righta, apd a form of goTcnunnt 
in some roepecia capaHor to tbe Coostitution of 
1770, though in other* it waa lee* to be oonunmi* 
' Tbe Council was to be choaen, a* befbte, bj 
lountiee, in certain defined proportiona ; sod 
the number of CoanciUora waa to be increuDl 
with the incraasa ol population in the aerinl 
counties. The Houae of HeprceenlatiTe* waa lobe 
chosen hy the kiwn*; each tnwn having a 4iuBdtad 
families to cbooae one member, and ao in propu- 
tion for a larger number. The nuall towns w«n 
to be classed for the purpoaeof choosing membna. 
A property qoatification and a religious test ip- 
pear, for tbe first time, in thia CocatitutiiKi. II 
proTides that " All the male inhabitants of tbe 
State, of lawful age, poyinK laxea and ptofsadiig 
the Protestant religion, ahall be deemed 1<^1 nit- 
ers, in ebooting CouncilloT* or ItepreaentetiTa." 
To be eligible for the place of Councillor u Rep- 
resentative, a person must have, in addition to 
the aboTt queli&stlona, an eatale of tbreo bundled 
pounda, one half, at least, to be real eatate. Wbils 
It thus confined tbe right of BoSiage and of ofiee 
to Prot«stanls, it provided that the Lsgidatun 
ahould '> make no law to infringe tbe ri^t of coo- 
seienoe, or any other of the natural, inaliensUs 
riglits of nian." The right to vote or to be voted 
for. waa not therefore, ia their opinion, a natunl 
or inalienable right. This Constitution, like tb* 
first, made no provision for a Ooremor, or cfaisf 
executive magistrate, and like that, loft almost ud- 
limiled pewst in the Legislature. It recognisad 
the eiiitctice of courts, but did not eatabliah any 
Judiciary Departrosnt. For these and other r*s- 
eons, but not probably for ita religiona intoleniDct, 
or its property qaalificationa, it waa njecled bv 
the people.

It ma proceeded bj an ample Bill of 
Rigbts, the Bune, in noct of ita article*, as the 
DM in OUT pretent Conttitutiou. Tbe Legislatnre 
m to CDuiEt of a Senate and Iloiiae of B«pro- 
Kntttin, cboaen annoallj, to meet on the firet 
WedneedBj of Jans. The Senate waii to consist 
of tvelTe memban, oboaen in not leee than five, 
DDi more than ten dietiida ; the dittriota to be 
fMmed aeoording to tba proportion of tbe public 
tua paid in eaoh ; propertj, and not popn'atioD, 
Iniig tba baaia on which tbe Senate voted. No 
penoc coald vote for Senatoia who bad not a fiee- 
Bold eatate, in hia own right, of the value of one 
hDDdred peunde, or other eatnte to the amount. 
So poioo wa« eligible to the Senate who wa* not 
«f tbe Proteatant religion, and coBae m ad, in hie 
Dwii r^bl, of an eelat* of tiie value of four bnn- 
irti pounda, olefti of debt. Tbt Honae waa to 
m>*iat of 6ftj membora, apportioned according to 
pvpulation mitioag the leverul oountiea, and elect- 
ed hi county ooDventioiu. The delegates to tbMs 
coDventiona were to be cboaen by tbe towns, ono 
fur (Tery Efty ratable polls, and the smaller towni 
to be cloMed for tbat purpose. No psraon could 
Im a detseate unless be were of tbe noteitant n- 
ligion and poweifd of an estate of two hundred 
pMindi value, dear of debt. Tbe oountiM ware 
tc be divided, according to their ratable polls, into 
u naar diatricla aa tbey were entitled to itepre- 
•nlatives ; and these latter wore to be chosen by 
tbe county oonventions, out of their own body, 
M>!li RepnaentBtive to be elected for tbedietrlct m 
which he resided. The chief executive power wa« 
lodod ill a Governor, who waa tu be choeen an- 
nually by tba legal voters through the Stele. Ko 
EnoD waa eligible to the i^oe of Governor, nn-

negatireoD tba Lesialature, no law being of foroe 
to which he ebould object, unlea* passed, after 
■ucb objeotion, by throe-tburthe of tbe members of 
both Ilousee. The appointment of nearly all State 
(rfBoers waa to be uiade by the Governor, with the 
advice of tbe Cpuncil. No person wee eligible to 
tbe idfioe of Governor for more than three out of 
every seven yean, " to prevent" aavi the Constitu- 
tion, •■ an undue influence in this State, which tba 
first magistrate thereof may acquire by tbe Iodk 
poaaenion of the important powers and trusts of' 
that office ; ns also to stimulate others to qualify 
themselves for the service of the public, in the 
highest statioDS." One might atmoet suspect, 
from tbia latter olnaae, that certain worthy asplr- 
nnle for tbe chief magistracy, long repressed by 
tbe constant re-election of President Weare,* 
ihougbt themselves, by this time, well nigh "quali- 
fied its the service of tbe public, in tite highest 
oa!" The Council waa to consist of five per- 
to be chosen annually from tbe people at 
large, by joint ballot of the two Houses ; the 
qualification of Counoilloia being the same aa that 
of SenatoTs.f At tbe expiration of evenr seven 
rears, another Convenlion wai to be Mlled •< to 
correct any violations of tbe Constitution, a* well 
as to make such alterations therein, as from ex- 
perience may be fuond necessary." 

It will be seen, even from this imperfect analj- 



tbe Constitution now proposed, contalaed, for the 
firat^me, in this State, a form of government ful- 
ly developed, and aiinilar, in moat of ita provisions, 
to that under which we now live.

Nat diecouraged bj thia ill auccee* of their la- 
bors, the ConventioD proceeded, on its re-anem- 
bling, to make lueh altentione in the rejected 
Constitution aa might render it acceptable to tbeir 
conBtituents; and on the third Tueeoaj of August, 
1TU2, aubmiltad it again to the popular rev ia ion. 
Among the altemtione now propoeed, woa one pro- 
Tiding thnt everj mnle inhabitant of the State, 
twenty-one ;eara of ago, and paying a poll tax, 
ahould have a right to vote for GoTcmor, Senator*, 
Bepreaentativca and other State officera. The 
Senator* were to have a freehold estate of two 



But the principal alteration 
of repreeentatiOD in the House. Insteod of the 
former mode, it was now provided that everj 
town, parish, or place entitled to town privilegea, 
baving one hundred and filty ratable polls, ahuuld 
be entitled to elect one member. Four hundred 
and fiftj poUa entitled the town to two membora, 
and M in proportion, making three hundred the 
mear incieaaing ratio for everj additional Repre- 
aentative. The freebkJd qiialilication for the Gov- 
emur wo* reduced from one thousand to five hun- 
dred pounds; and tbe diaqualification, as to hi* 
being elected not more than three jsara in seven, 
waa removed. The Constitution, thua amended, 
was oeiiin submitted to tbe people, and the Con- 
vention adjourned to meet again on tbo last Tues- 
day of December, 1782. It met at that time, and 
continued to hold aeasidns, by Bacc««ive adjoum- 
mente, till October thirtj-firat, 1783, when the 
UouBlituIion, aa finally approved bj the people, 
wna declared adopted b; the Convention. Among 
the alterations made, in the loat revision, vras a 
return to the title ol President, instead of Gover- 
nor, as the name of the chief eiecutive magie- 
t'flte.

At the expiration of tbe aevea yean after wbicb 
a revUion of the Conatitution vras to be oiidc, 
another Convention wascnlled, ThiiConventioi. 
the fourth in order of these aaaembliee, oiet it 
Concord, September seventh, 1791. Ami>ng iH 
moit distiDguiilied memben were John Pickering, 
Edward S. Livsmiore, Samuel Tenner, Cbrislopbtr 
Toppan, William Plumer, Nathaniel Rogen, Jo- 
seph Cilley, Abial Foster, Timathy Walker, Jolni 
Calfe, Nathaniel Peabody, Thome* Cugaoell, 
Joshua Atherton, Jetetniah Smith, Benjaoiia 
Pierce, William l^ge, Daniel Newcomb, hahmii 
Parker and Samuel Livermore. Livermore n 
chosen Preeident, and Calfe. Secretary, inns 
M«ion of ten days, the Convention adjoii:ac(J Id 
February eighth, 1792, having appointed a cos- 
mittee of ten. two from a oounlT, to report to tiic 
adjourned meeting such amendmenta oa it mi^l 
be eipedisnt to submit to tbe people lor tbnr 
adoption. The repOTt of this committee was tVti 
on by tbo Convention, and seventy-two amnid- 
menta were sent out to the people. Of thm, 
forty-six were adopted, and twenty-aix rejected. 
As some of the amendments adopted were Incra- 
■istcnt with parts of the ConEtitution retained.it 
was necessary to submit the matter again to tbe 
people for their action on it. On the Stb of Sep- 
tember, the Convention again met, and in tab 
davs completed ita labora ; tbe peopl* having rati- 
fied thoir proceedings by the requisite majuritjoT 
two thirds of those voting on the amendmenti ]»- 
posed. lu the Bill of Bights no changes nen 
made ; but in other parte ol the Constitution taaj 
alterations and additions were introduced. It ni 
provided, among other things, that, for tbe cboicB 
of Senators, the Legialature should divide lit 
State into twelve district*, having reference to Iba 
proportion ol taxes paid in each district : saA 
diatriota to be made as nearly equal as msyb* 
without dividing towna. Tbe tide of Pnaidiiit 
viae changed for that of Uovemor ; and whn then 
waa no choice of this officer by the people, tbe tm 
Huusea were to elect, by joint ballot, one out rf 
the two hizbest candidates. The Oovemoc'l veto 
might be overruled by two-tbirds, instead. « be' 
fore, of three fourth* of the votes of both Boom. 
The Judges were not to hold tbeir offiee* aRer tb^ 
had atttnined tbe age of sevantj. Tbe mm of 
the people was to be taken, at th* axpirstioa of 
averj seven jean, a* to calling a ConrratioD tore- 
vise the Conatitution. Tbe amendments pioMed 
by suoh Convention were to beoonio part* cu tbe 
Conatitution when approved by two thirds of ibe

Tba Oonatttution, thu* amended, went lata i»- 
eiation on tbe first Wednesday ol June, lT93i tu 
old one having been in force ju*t nine years. !■ 
proved so satlalaotarj to the people that, tbMi^ 
at eveiT aepteanbl tarm tbe queation of nriaM 
waAptopoimdad, it vtm not (ill 18» tbal aootbef 
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Conientlon, the fiftb Id the Mriw, wu called' 
Tliia Convention mrt at ttoncord 'in theaiith of 
Nuiembcr of that jc&r, and ctoeed it4 
ifter two luljouminenta, on the leTenteenth of 
April, 1851, or this Conrentiun, Fmnklin Pierce 
vu I'mideat, and Thomns J. Whipple. Secretarj, 
Thenitv jean, which bnd well nizh vlapeed be- 
tween th'a calling of tha last and tne meeting of 
tbe prrtent ConTention, bnd removed bj death all 
bat ore" of the membera of the furuier B»emt' 
and eren he did not lit* to tee the ciOM of 
prcMnt ConTentinn. With the generation which 
%uied the Cunetitution of 1702, had also passed 
i«Bj manj of tlie ideas and the inaiims to whieh 
it owed itfl birth ; to, at least, we should infer 
fmin the proceeedingii of the new Convention, 
which altered materinll; man; of the most impor- 
tant proTisions of the old Constitution. The sixth 
■rticfe uf the Bill of Kighla was sn amended as tc 
lathorite rrlirioua aocietiaa (instead of towns) to 
provide for the support of jiublia (omitting the 
viint ProteatMit) teachen or pietj, rstigiun, and 
moralitj. The religious test and the propertj 
qiialiHcation were, in all cawe, abolished, ~~ 
i1m> the property basis of representation 
Sennte. The Courts were aiithorited to trj the 
TulB. Its well as the law, in casu where the pat^ 
tics ahuald agree to such mode of trial. Puwer 
wan giren to th* Legislature, in all casea, to alter, 
siDcnd, or repeal nnj legiplntive act conferring 
cDrpnnite powers, whenever the public good mi^^ht 
require eucb alteration, nmenaoient, or repeal. 
All elections in the Lsfriflature were to be tiira 
na; and alt elections bv the people, bj a pliiral- 
ilr uF votea. The Legislature was not. withoat a 
vole of two thirds of the membera of both Uousea, 
to iottdve the State in debt beyond the aum of one 
hundred thoumnd dollars, except in cnse of war or 
Influrrectlon ; and towns were prjhibited from lend 
ing money, givinK the credit of their nnmea to or 
owning itocka in nnj corporation. No lotteries were 
to be autburiied or alliiwed in the tjtate. On the 
suhject of ropreeentation in the House, it wa« pro- 
vided that towns having one hundred und aevonty- 
Eve pulla should have one member ; thoas having 
Mvcn hundred and fin? polle, two members ; fi^ 
teen hundred and fifty polls, three members; 
twentj-livo hundred and GIty pulls, four monbers ; 
and so in pn^rtiun, making one thonaand ratable 
polls the mean incrpaaiMg nnmber for eacb addi- 
tional i«iiTeaentative nfter the third. Towna hav- 
ing leM tJisn one huQdr«d and seventy-five ratable 
polls ware tu be claMed, or might be ropreoented 
m tiniea proportioned to their numbers. The Uov- 
smor, Lieutaiuuit Governor, a new officer now first 
created, and tb« luembers of both Houses of the 



Legislature were to be elected biennially. Th« 
Senate was to coDsist of thirty members, chosen 
in flfteen districts, composed of equal numbeis of 
ratable polls. The Council was abotished ; and 
the appointmeiits, made by the Governor, were to 
be with the advice and consent of the Senate. The 
Secretary of State and the State I'reasurer were to 
be chosen by the people of the Stale, the Countf 
Treasurers and Eteg^'ateis of Deeds by the counties; 
Under the head of the Judiciary Power, it waa 
provided that there should be chosen, in each town, 
not less than two nor more than three Trial Jiirti- 
ccf, who should hnveeiclasifeorigioal jurisdictirai 
in ell civil cases where the amount in controveraj 
ahould not eieeed fifty dollars ; this sam to be eiH 
larged by the Legislature to one hundred dollar*, 
if they see Gt,and the jurisdiction confined tooasca 
where the title to realeetate is not involved ; either 
parly having, in all cases, the right to a trial hy 
jury ; suehjui; bi consist of not more than aix 
persona, llie Jiidgea of the Superior Court, tha 
Attorney General and Road Commissioner were lo - 
be chosen by the people of the State, and to bold 
their offices for six veara ; County Judges. Jndgea 
of Probate, Ri^istera of Probate, Sheriff and 
County Solicitors, by the counties, for four years ; 
and Police Magistralca and Trial Justices, ny tha 
towns, for two years. A Superintendent of Pub- 
lie loBtroction and a Comminioner of Agrioul- 
turewere to be ehoaan by the people of tba 
State, to hold their offices for two yeura. Futura 
amendments, if proposed by two successive Leg 
islatuns and aduptoa by two' thirds of the voterl 
through the State, present and voting on tha 
subject, were to become thereby and tbencaTortli 
parts of the Conititution ; such amenduenta 
not to be proposed oftener than once in atx 

1'he Constitution, thas nltersd and amended, 
M laid before the people for their decision oo it. 
This decision was, oa every point, adverse to tha 
proposed amendments, not one of which obtained 
I a majority of the votes cast, much leas tha 
thirds required for its adoption ; so that tbis 
thorough revision, as it was called, of tha old Con- 
stitution, deemed so important by many in tba 
Convention, was totally rejaoled by tha people. 
The final meeting of the Convention, to receive Ibli 
unfavorable response, was coincident with tha

In the ri . ._ 
dcpartmenta of thought and action, much ha* been 
done among us, which ought not to be forgotten ; 
much remains unrecorded, which should not ao 
perish. W* bare, a* yet, no historf *'^ ''■' ^^ 
in New Hampshire; none of Medicine; none of 
the Church ; none of our Agriculture, Commerce, 
or Mnnufkcture*. AH theae are aubject* of liberal 
enquiry, and may well engage the attention of 
men uf leisure and wealth. It is tbe busineai, 
may I not say, the duty, of our Society, to gather 
up the fragmentfl of our history while tbe^ are yet 
to be found among us, and Co preeorve With care, 
if we do not aurselvaa add to them, tbe material* 
for the future historian of New Hampshire. 

Of the more prominent members oi the Cunren- 
tiuus wboae proceediogb ws have thus tiriefly pMS- 
od in review, it would he in my power to giva you 
here some account, if I had not already oocn[ned 
too much of your time to ho^ for much mure of 
ycur attention. Duly the briefoat poasibla notices 
of a few of them will now be attempted. 1 have 
itioned John Sullivan* a* having probably sug- 
gested Iheoalling of the first Convention, though 
ho waa not a member of it. He was, about thi* 
time, appointed to a high command in the army 
of tbe Revolution, and waa subsequently Attorney 
Ueneral, President of tbe State, and District Judge 
of Now Hampshire. The name of Sullivan is dis- 
tingnisbeJ in our annals, aa having on a* a triple 
claim to reapect. fWther, son and gmndeon have 
held, io succeasion, soma of the highest offiow in 
the State: and the latter ia atill among tM, tu add 
fresh honors, in bis own person, to tbe name which 
he BD worthily bears. This is an instance of hered- 
itary authority— iui aristocraoy, if yon ohooee §o 
to eall it, to which, republican aa we ate, we do 
nut ubjent ; power, induenoe, office, tnnamittad 
from generation to generation, not by tbeaocidant 
ol birth, but by the sacoeaaiaa of merit. 

Joeiah Bartlett, a member of tbe taooDd Oi»- 
ventiou, had aomething of tbe same felicity, in

Pierce, who was ■ i

a President of tbe United States. It would b* 
easy to mention other membaia of these Conven- 
tions, who have bequeathed worthy iuns to the 
public service.

Matthew Thornton, another member of the Gut 
Convention, has secured, for himself a memurisl 
more lasting than granite, nurnvmenluTB are pert*- 
niut, by inscribing hi* name among the immcrtib 
on the roll of tbe Declaintion of Indepsodcnn.

John Pick- 
ering, aftarward* Chief Jostice, was counsel b a 
case before the Superior Court; when, io tbt 
midst uf an earnest argument, he perceived tbst 
Judge Thumlun, Instead of.listcning to bim, wo) 
engaged reading a book which he held in his band, 
and on which also be seemed intent ; while anoth- 
er of tbe Judges, with hie bead ledioed ce hi* 
afaoulderiind bis eyea cloeed, was nving evidsnca, 
quite aodlUer ttiAiogli tlx i"Vi <" habafp^ cb- 
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IMonaf thaeans acd Texationa of Court. . .. 
oiiretMXwblj provoked at this indifference of ths 
CoQTt lo bi* doqumve, tbe imnigrioned Bdv(x?atc 
turned bii back vhort upon th« litnch, and mid, 
with itrong nnphtnii, " Gentlemen of the Jury — 
Dj imfortDiiata client has no hiipe but in jonr at- 
tention, ainm tbe Court, in tfaeir WTsdam, will not 
condcMeod to hear him." T^is »«ntence, followed 
bj ■ dead panes in hw spooch, bronght Court nnd 
bu-nd apectnton nil to a eudden (tnnd. The 
JDij wer« vide atrafc* : the sleeping J a dge, start- 
ing (addeotj np, mbb«d hie eje*, Eind, looking 
vistrnllj roued for the eauM of thii unwanted in- 
lerroption tn bi« rinmben, returned bt« leat aa 
Mddnil;«Bbe bed Icit it, quite abaabed nt the- 
•vkwarl exhibition which be bad made of hitnwlf, 
■nd bat little wteertban when he ro«e. Tbomlon, 
e tianqnil and onnioved aaidet the Ecneral 
«ment. Mid Tcrj innocentlj, jost t«isinfr hia 
eyte from tbe book ; " When you have anything 
looSiff, Mr. Pickering, which is pertinent to the 
ctMon trial, tbe Court will be happy to bear you. 
In the meantime, I may as well resume my reed 
ing." Will it be regarded bm an apology for thia 
■ndcoMum. or ae an aggravation of the ofieDt«, 
that tbe book whkb tbe Judge wai so intently 
leading, waa the mductiie norcl of Tom Junea ; 
and that lost to all -aromid hhn, heiroa langhing 
btartily to fainiwlf at tbe conraa hum ore of Squire 
Western, while Pickering was grooving pathetic 
occr the aafTerlnga of hi* client? Aa to faw vuithy 
aaociate, let na not. oa a day like thia, judge him 
harahly. He was fat and heavy ; and tbe aweat 
wit pouring copiouatj down hltamplecheektMhe 
cat noddii^ in tbe fever beat of a Jul* tun, nresm- 
ing in through the window at hie back, in that dny 
of primitivtiiimplicity, witUmtabliDdoracurtaio. 
John Pickering vraa « mecuber of tbe Conren- 
tiona of 1779 and 1781, in both of whicb be took 
a prominent part.* Of tbe latler there w leaaui 
b> think that he wm tbe moat active and influen- 
tial meuiber. Thia I infer, amoi^ otiier rcMona, 
from a klter of Judge Smith to my fttber, in 
which he«iy« of Pickering that the Coiittitutiou 
of 1783 iraa ■■ a ^orite ehiJd of bia own bw^t- 
" ting." He waa equally canepicuoufi in tbe t^- 
Teatioo whicb, in 1788, ratified the Conatltution 
of tbe United State*. He wna a[^ntcd, in 1790, 
Chief Juatiee of tbe Superior Court, and probably 
thought to tbat bench morn law-learning than any 
Judge who had tat there beforo hits. Hit end 
bowcTer waa unfortunate, tie waa made Diitrict 
Judge of New Hampabire by tfaabington, in 
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1795. But the hypochondria which, at an earlier 
period, had Boinclimee rendered him unfit for bu- 
alnesR, was, at length, assmraled into mad n eta. 
He wna impeached MforeMie Senate of the Unit- 
ed Stntee, and removed fiom office in 11:104, on the 
charge of high Crimea and miadeiuesnon; not 
without the EtnnuouB opposition of thoae who 
could not aeo in insanity a crime, nor in mental 
alienatioQ a high misdemeauor. 

Another member of the Convention of 1779, 
was Jubii langdon. He and John Tsylor Gilman, 
who were together in the sacoceding Convention, 
were, for nmn^ years, at the he»d of tlw tiro great 
political parties in thia State. Without tbe ad- 
vanlagea of a polish educaticoi, men of atrong 
■erae rather than of genius, they both poesesed, 
in an eminent degree, the qualities which inspire 
conidence end aerure tbe long-continued poseea 
aion of the public fiivor. Oilman waa Oovemor 
of the State for fourteen yean. With no great 
brilliancy of mind or much general information, 
he had a ready apprebention, aaound judgment, 
great firmnaa of purpoae, and iteadinen of pur- 
auit in what he raided as the pnblie good. He 
too was one of three, the Ctiief among the mighty, 
of theOilmana; bia brother), Matbtiniel, who waa 
for many yeare Treanirer, and Nicholas, who was 
a moml>cr of tbe Convention which formed the 
Constitution of the United Slalea, and twice Sen- 
ator in <.V]nf||T«sa. The Exeter inBuence, which 
wm BubetaniiBlly tbe Oilman inSuenee, long gor- 
emed the State. 

John liiDgdon was two yeata Preaident, six 
yean Uovemor, and tweha years Senator in Con- 
grcee. He had n nntive p^ce and amenity of 
manners, a dignified yet afihble deportment, which 
gave him great influence, where be waa peraonally 
known. " Gnvomor Uingdon," said Daniel Web- 
ster to DS,iuit beforo liis danth, " was, for a man 
" w(io had originally noadcanlagea of education, 
" the moat perfect eentleman] ever saw." Hit dig- 
nity of demeanor had in it no baughtineea of man- 
ner ; his condescension no cosraeness of feeling. 
Polite and courteous to all, he never loat in fomiL 
iarity the respect uf bis ateociatei, noi wounded 
their self-esteem by aby assumption of auperiority. 
Woodbury langdon, who wsa thought by many 
an abler man than the Goremor, used to say of 
him ; " My brother John takes off his hat to every 
*■ negro in tbe street ; imd be would pat a <!log on 
" tbe bead, rather than throw stones at him, when 
"ho barks." WoodburylAjigdon, on the contrary, 
was rather apt to throw stones, which hit now and 
then rather hard, and aonetiDca brooght buk otb- 
ersashsrdonbim. To me. Governor Dingdon said, 
in his old tige : " Use gen^o worda, Mr. Plumer, in 
>' yonr intennurse nitb man. Thev coat nothing, 
" and they go a great way." Thia was, in fitct, 
tbe secret of much of hia eucccte in life ; kindneM 
of manner, combined wHh firmneaa of purpoae. 
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A Tot? different dikd, jet nut ioferior io natir* 
poMen of mind, wad Jonn Dudlsj, « member of 
tbeCuDTintbne of 1776 and 1779, And for tbir- 
teen veaiea Judgeof theiiuportorCourt. 1

Timothj Fnmr waa BDotber member of tb* 
Canrention nf 1779, who, tliouch like Dudlej not 
bred to the bar, filled aiitceeiiTelj, for laanj jm.n, 
K Mat on botb bencfies, wMi credit to hknaeU and 
beneBt to t!io public. 

Mitchell Sewellr tbeSecretvr oT the CnoTentian 
of ITBl, wo* a lawjtr, an oratnr and a paot ; k 
wit, a man ol letters, and a pjlilicisn. Ua wrote 
epigraiDs, ncro9ti<.'«, aod elegies on others ; but 
he > as fuand no one, alas '. to celebrate, in Teraa 
or in proeo, hii onn virtues and attainmBnta. IIi> 
email voUinie of poems in amonf; the raiitiee, if not 
the curioeittea of New llau]f«bke litrratuie. 

Piukeriog, E\»bodj and Atherton were men of 
tnalure nge tind high official standing, in the Con- 
venliiin of 1791 . and not without their full share 
of inSuenee in that bud;. But there were two 
jounger men in thai oseeablr, William Plumcr 
and jeremtah Smith, of whom I hare not now tin 
to apealc, but who ought not wholly to be omith 
in a review of tliia kind. Lawrer* b; profeeiiui 
hard workers and wiUingloworft, read; alike with 
the tongue and the pen, thoj brought " 
their industry and their abilities, on thi 
ooniipieuousi; into action. Smith, who 
that time, a member of Uongreea, did not attend 
the winter ecMions of the iVrnTention. Plumer 
continued throngfa the whol», aul shared htrgdj 
in its bbon. It would become others, bettei than 
me, to »j whether he did Dot do more than anj 
O'her member of that CouTention to give form and 
direction to its most important proMedings. On 
another occasion, and ia a diSerent form, J hope 
to dojustioe to hiswrviceain (hat bod;, aa w«lt t» 
to other portioQB of hi* paUie life. It i> sufficient 
here not to. have omit^ hie nitine ia this list of 
OUT worthies. I have said that the noted men ol 
onr generation aro often forgotten in the neit. 
Thia, ta the sons of ambition, w no verj oomfurta- 
ble reSectione. Let them, however. End oousola- 
tion in the thought that the eood the; maj do •■ 
not lost to the community. When able and patri- 
otic men have labored to the extent of their abili- 
ties, in the public levrice, the good done bv them 
remaius wbeo tbej themaolTeshaTe departed; and 



we, their sucoeMore, are tfae wiser and the better 
fur their labors, even though we ma; have lost, in 
the lapee of time, the veij names of our ead; 
benelxetun. The cooecioueneM ol having reDder. 
od such aervioe is the highest possible reward 
which an; public ma> can paeeese } and the rtpa- 
tation, great or small, wbieh, in so doii^, banui;

In that 
of 1779, all but Protestunts wore excluded imat 
seate in the Lcgisluture, And eron from vutinp lor 
meiabers of either House. This vras modified ia 
the CoTMtitution of 1783, so as to onfine the ei- 
(dusion to certnin offieo- holders,* leaving tbe right 
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to fohi without anj rcIigloQi quiliHcntion ; and 
(fail U tha provtiion in the Conitjtutian u it now 
ItiDdf- It ii worthy or remark that this eioluBJOD 
»r Catholics waa of nrj little practic»l importance 
tt Ibe time when it waa lint propoaed. In 1779, 
there were not, pTobably, twenty peraona in the 
Snta who would havs bren aflected by it. If it 
beuked, than, bow it tiHppened tb&tthia raltgioni 
teat, which has afnc« hseoan an object oi eo miioh 
goqnirr wnd remark, came firit to be adopted, we 
can ODlt Mji in the absence of an j precise or pcA- 
ilire inronnntioD, that it was no doubt owing, in 
part at least, to tha old Puritiinical dread ofFo- 

Sarj. Our fiitheia looked, as indeed mttn; of their 
ncBodants itill do, upon the Pope of Rome u 
iDti-L'hrist, and biB priests as tba miniatera of Sa- 
tan ; men alike to be fearad and abhorred. For a 
Chthalia to burn incense on the altars of Now 
Sngl&nd, seemed a profanation and n ncrilefi^ in 
the land of the Pilgrims.* When after the con- 
qawt of Cnnada, the British government gave 
niiD priTilegss and immu&itieB to their Catholic 
wbjects in that PrOTinoe, this net of justice, (it 
irouiil bsrdlj be called liberality,) eicited great 
eorspUint fn the Colonies, as if the Protestant 
religion were in danger from this toleration ol 
tbe Cstholics-t Thore wiu another event, hovr- 
ersr, which, dccarriog about a year before this 

CiiioD in the Constitution of 1779, may have 
tbe more immediate ocension of its intro<' 
(ions, and that won tha treaty of alliancci ^ 
Franco. This treaty, regarded with douht 
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apprehension by many true patriot* as bringing 
us in too cluse contact witb tbttt power, was rep- 
resented, by the tories, as a Tirtunl transfer of our 
allegiance from the British to the French crown. 
Our liberties, thi^ said, are to be sacrificed to t!ie 
despotic power of our ancient enemy, and our re- 
ligion to the wiles of Bomish priests and tho ridj* 
cule of French philosophers. Catholics, on the 
one had, and the disci plea of Voltaire, on the other, 
infidel and Jesuit, n boat more to be dreaded than 
an army with bannors, wilt invade the land, And 
tbe religion of the fathers will fall before the ooti 
and the arms of this unbelieving and misbelieving 
band. It was to quiet these honest fears, and to 
silence this unreasonable c!amor, that ths olanse 
requiring all voters to be Protestants, aRerwarda 
altered so as to confine it to certain office holden 
merely, was probably first introduced. It wail 
brood enough, in its terms, to exclude inSdels, as 
well ns Catholios ; though it hns generally been 
considered as applicable to the latter only. It is 
nut knoivn that it bos ever been applied to exoludo 
any person elseted to office in this ijtata : but it is 
known that peraona have held office in this State, 
to whom, in the full latitude of its expression, it 
might hare been applied. It was therefore, from 
the first, nnd is, little more than a dead letter in the 
Constitution of tha State. 

Though the article respecting the support of re- 
ligious teachers, remains the imme aa it was in the 
Conetitution of 1783, tho practice cnder it bas 
greatly chnnged. At that timo, the minister tax, as 
it was called, was, in moat if not in all our towns, 
raised, like the school tax, by a general assessment 
on all the inhabitants. In other words, it was 
taken for granted that every man belonged to the 
Congregational society of the pines where he lived ; 
and ho was taxed, by the selectmen, for the sup- 
port of its pastor, unless he proved that he belong- 
ed to some other persuasion, (lectDr denominstion. 
Thanumber of such sects was then smill compar- 
ed with tbe present. The Quakers were a kaown 
and acknowledged sect. There were Baptist* in 
many part* of tho State, and some Uni versa lists; 
but the Methodists had as yet no societies in New 
Hampshire, and many subdivisions of the larser 
denominations were then unknown among us. But 
as the people became more divided in their relig- 
ious opinions, difficulties on this subject nccurrod, 
in many of the towns ; suits were instituted in 
tho courts of Inw ; and much controversy and no 
little ill will were engendered, till what is callel 
tbe Toleratiun Act Of 1819 removed the grounds 
of complaint by providing for the organization uf 
religious societies, with piwer to assess their own 
members only, and authorizing all persons to with- 
draw from sueh Booietica, on giving notice of their 
intention and paying tho assessments due on them 
at the time of such notice. From this period, relig- 
ioits tmchqrB bavu depended <«ir tlieir support, in

In otber parts of the Conititution, proob of the 
ohuijte of public opinion are not less observable. 
The Canetitution of 17TG provided lor no Chief Ex- 
eootiTO mogiitrata : that of 1779 w<u, in thia ro- 
•peot, equnllj defectivo ; that of 171J3 provided for 
ft Prcaideot of the State, indeed, bat gaTe him lit- 
tle indcpendeat poirer. It vaa not tilll 1762 that 
th«-Eiecutive waaieallTmade aco^ordinale bmneb 
of the Kovemment. The Constitution of 1S5U 
would, if adopted, have dsprived him of much of 
bis patronage, but atill left him the independenoe 
of faia veto power. There had been from the be- 

S'nnin;E a great jealoiuv of the Eiecutive. Under 
e Colonial lyatem, toe Uoveraor, appointed hj 
the King, was armed with luoh eitmsive prerog- 
atives SB justly to eioite the apprehenMOui of tbe 
people ; and tney could not reaaily be brought to 
coDfer, ovOD on a muQ of their own choice, either 
the name or the anthorit^ of tbit high maKistrate. 
The veto power, which from ita npparentfj anti- 
republican cbaracter, was, at first, oenied, and, in 
tb« end, with difficulty granted, seems, on the 
whole, to have established itwlf firmly in the 
public fuTor, from afeeline, Dodoubt.that, thouf^h 
the eipresaiun of the cuhlic will through the two 
Houeea may. In general, be safely trusted thi 
is not unwise to have somewhere else, in rese 
power, not to be often used, but capable, on 
■ion, of crushing, for a time, the hoity or ii 
lar moTemont of the popujsr will. 

With reepcct to trie ajipointmenta to oBioce of 
trnst and emoluuent, the Constitution of 1776 
left them very generully with the L^istatare ; that 
of 17S3 gave tliem partly to the people, but more 
to the PresidenS and Cuunoii ; that of 1791 made 
but little change in this respect; while that of 
1350 referred them almost wholly to the popular 
election. Again, with respect to property (juatiG- 
oations. the earlier constitutions required, in cer- 
tain cases, Buch qualification in the voters, and a 
higberoQO in the candidates lor office. Theamount 
of property thus required wob reduced in the sue- 
ccmIvo constitutions, and in that nf 1850 no such 
qualification was required. TheSennte tm>, in the 
last conatitutiuD, was placed on the bjsii of num- 
ber* : and not, as befure, on that of prupcrtv. We 
•ee, in nil these ameadmants, the gradual adi'snce 
of the demoomtic principle of the government of 
tbe people— of the whole people and nothing but 
the people ; not birth, nor landed estate, nor local 
avociutions, but men, numbers, papulation alone. 
The doctrine of tbo Constitution is that '■ ull 
■■government of right originatoe from the people," 
who are the Grat source and Bnal da|)oaitory of all 
legitimntc power in the SCnle. Yet the people hcI 
only thiough certain known fornts and rstabliehed 



agencioe. They can make Uwi only through tbcit 
TepreseiitativeB. Those representativr- — - — 



such laws only as are conaiitent with Uie Cooiti- 
tution ; because there is another power, the Jadi- 
ciar^, which, if they transcend their rightful u- 
Ihonty, pronounces their acts void. Tet tlie pow- 
er of the people rises ultimately above all ttiew 
limitations. If the Judges are obnoiious, they 
can be removed, on impeachment, or bj addrtM al 
tbo two Houses to tbe Uovemor. If the Goticd- 
or or the two [louses do not give effect to the pgb- 
lie will. Dew ones may be chosen in their pluM. 
If the CoQBtitution itself is found inadequate to 
tbe parpusea of its institution, it cod be altered, 
amended or annuUed ; «o that ttie peopi*, aftd 
all, are tbe tme sovereigns, yet not so invenigu 
but that they are liabitualty limited in the Me^ 
ciee of their power, by restraints, seli-imposed in- 
deed, but suan as cannot, at on(«, even bj Ibem. 
be removed. It is this combination of liberty and 
rpstraint, of unlimited power with a limited on 
of that power, which constitutes at once the bip- 
piness and the enlety of our free jret rqplaud 
system of government. To it we are largelv in- 
debted for the order, the safety and the gsiwnl 
prosperity of our people. 

With a cold climate end a barren Kxl, the fee- 
pie of New Hampshire enjoy as large a ifa«t«of 
the choicest blesamgs of Heaven ns falls to ths lot 
of the mass of men m any country whatever mtj 
be the sun over their heads or tlie soil under tlieir 
feet. ' That much of this felicity is due, under tba 
good Providence of Qod, to the wise form of our 
government, cannot be doubted. Nor is leai dus 
to tbe general moderation and sobriety of oct ctnr- 
accer as a people. While we are aa tbotonghly 
democratic, in >ur habits and opinioai and in cnr 
general train of thought and action, a* tbs pcoDlt 
of anytitute in the Union, the coniemtivs «» 
mcut of our character is nut leae stronglv develop- 
ed. For nearly sixty years the people of New 
Hampshire declined, though regularly invited 
thereto every seventh year, even to call a Cuotid- 
tioD to revise their Constitution ; and wheu st 
length one was convened, and the propoMd ainsnd- 
ments laid hiefure them, thev refused, with sn 
unanimity which surprised all parties, to ctmuff 
the fun(&mental law under which tbey btdn 
long and so liappily lived ; chooring rather to nlsin 
the good which they possessed than to attempt th* 
better, which was offered indeed, but which migkt 
bil them in the trial. If to some of in tbaii 
course. In this respect, asemed oveiMxutiooa, yet 
all will agree that it was neither tnsh nor pmisip- 
tuoui. It showed that no blind impulse of psaiw, 
no love of change for tbe sake of cbaugs, bad 
seized on the pumic mind, and that here, at laari, 
men may he free without being fickle ,- itning In 
the conaaiousnees of power, a ntlyet cautious in lt> 
use. This stability of temper, this indispositiua

After him a Mr. Thompson, and early 
in 1761, the late Dr. Coffin commenced preaching 
taihe settlers, and was otdained March sixteenth, 
17G3. The only clergymen present on thie ocoa- 
•ion were llosars. Little and Uemmenway of 
Wells, and Morrill and Fairfield of Biddefurd and 
Su». Others were invited, but were prevsntsd 
fromsttendiiig by the unusunl depth of snow 
tbe ground. Those who did attend travelled 
mow shoes. Meesr*. Little and Ileminenwaj. with 
tbtirdeLsgateeandother gentlemen, in attempting 
to tnvel in the directeet course from. Kennebunk, 
through what is now Lyoinn and IloUis, to the 
Block Iloiue at Union Falls, passed so far to the 
left of tbs direct course as to prevent their reach- 
tug &ca river tbe fin>t day. Tbejr renuiined. one 
night in the woods and suSorod oonsiderabls in- 
coDvenience from want of food and tbe iDclemeDc; 
of the weather. On this occasion Mr. Little, a 
brother-in-law of the paetor elect, preaohed.

thy Haxelttne, Tbnmas Bradbury, Richard Cloy, 
Uumphtey AUiinson, Jacob Bradbury and iiamuol 
Leavitt. Tbe two Erst named were elected dc*> 
cons. Mr. Coffin was supported by the Pruprie< 
tors of the township, till tlie same was incorporat- 
ed as a town io 1772. He continued the religious 
teacher of tbis people from his first coming among 
tbem, mora than sixty years. He died June siith, 
11J2I, aged ei^hty-(our. He was a good scholar 
and loamed divine, and posaesed that simplicity 
yet dignity of manners and kindneas of heart 
which secured foi him the love and respect of alt 
who knew him. 

I'he Reverend Levi Loring was ordained his 
colleague in 1817, and succeeded bim in the mia- 
istr;. Tliere are orpuiiied societies of Baptista 
and Methodist! in the town. A Freewill or general 
Baptist Society who worship at Moderation, in the 
north wcet part of the town, ia reepectable for 
numbers, property and oiiaracter. Eader Builey 
is their present respectable teacher. The Srst 
schoolmaster employed by the settlers was tfao lata 
Reverend Silas Moody of Kennebunk Fort, who 
commenced hie school in the winter of 17C1-2. 
Those who received tho benefit oF his instruction 
have uniformly borne the highest testimony to bia 
ability and fidelity as a teacher, and coDsidered it 
sufficient praise to bestow on the most eminent 
ol his successors, that be came next to " Parson 
Moody." In after life, as a clergyman, hia purity 
of character and integrity of intention have lardy 
been surpasmd among bis brethren in the minis- 
try. 

The inhabitants of Buxton, althongb a frontier 
town during French or seven years war from 
1754 to 1761, were never mnleBted by tho Indisna, 
and were only once alarmed by the discovery or 
one or two Indians crossing tiie patb near the 
garrison, which was annoied to the house of Cap- 
tain Joseph Woodman. Wbatnumberot (ndian* 
were in tne neighbarhood at this time or what was 
their design or object has never been known. This 
alarm, od was natural, brought all the inhabitants 
to tlie garrison, whn were aided and assisted on 
the occasion by the oooloees and decision of Lieut- 
teaantfcmuei Merrill. In the war of Indepen- 
dence the people of this town wore all zealous 
Whigs or high sons of liberty, and supplied the 
Continental army with more eotdisrs than any 
other town of its population in the Commonwealtn 
of Massachusetts, as has frequently been stated by 
a gentlomnn who was either in the Legislature of 
Moasa^jhu setts or the Congress of the Confedera* 
tion. during that war. There were three Captains 
and two subaltern officers on the Continenbil es> 
tablishment from this town, beside a number of 
militia officers who were occasionnlly called into 
Borvice. The first tawn meeting, woa held on tho 
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twentv-foarth daj ot Mftj, 1773, vfaen John 
EopkiMon wRB ehoaen moderator ; John Naain, 
town clerk; Sanmel Merrill, John Kimball, and 
John Smith, Klectmen, and Joho Kimball, towii 
treaiurer. Deacon Nason wu annaallj t«-«tect«d 
town clerk till the jear IT SO, when ho remured to 
Limington. HIi cotempuraries uniforml.T apoke 
highly of him Ibr faia int^ri^, respeecabie abili- 
tiM and unaullied chriatieia oharacler. Id the 
jear 17B2, for the fiiat time, the town elected Ja- 
«ub Bradburj, Esquire, their reprewntatiie. He 
was elected a delate to theConTention in 17StJ, 
to aMent to and ratifj or reject the Federal Con' 
atitatioD. He gave that itutrument his full and 
faearlj conaent. A large majoritj of his conatit- 



ed their repreacntatire afterwards, and very 
formlj employed in town a&irt, although differ- 
ing politically from a large majority of the town, 
fie waa personally belov^ and respected. In the 
year 182f, a smalt part of the upper section of 
the town, with eight or ten families on the same, 
were annexed to the town of Standiah. Elicept 
thi^ alteration, the limite of the town remain the 
same as when first granted and aMigned.

WHEN in the course of Imninn events, it 
brconics neccssarj fur one ])eoplc to dis- 
Boive tlic political bnnds nliicli have con- 
nected tlicm nith nnotlicr, nnd ti) lutBume, 
among the iioit-ers of tlic earth, the iic|)aratc anil 
cqunl Rtfttinn to tvliich the Inwn of nature and 
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of nature's God entitle them, u decent respect 
to the opinionN of mankind requires tliat they 
should declurc tlie causes which impel them to 
the separation. 

We hold these truths to be iwlf-cvident — that 
all men arc created equal ; that they nrc endow- 
ed by their Creator with certain inaliennble 
rights; that among these are life, lil>erty, and 
the pursuit oi linppiocss. Tlint, to secure 
these rights, governments are instituted among 
men, deriving their just powers ftam the con- 
sent of the governed; that. n-lienerer nny form 
of government l>ecomea destructirir i>t these 
ends, it is the right of the people to niter or 
■ abolish it, and to institute a new govenniient, 
laying its foundation on such priIK'ipk'^'. iiiid 
organiung its powen in such timn, ns to them 
shall seem most likely to cITecttheir safi'ly ami 
happinesi). Prudence, indeed. will dictntethnt 
governments long established hIiouUI not Ix: 
changed for light and tmnaient rnnses;-and, 
accordingly, all experience hatli Hhotvn that . 
mankind are more disposed to sutTer, while 
evils are euffcrable, than tii light thcnwelvesby 
altolishing the forms to which they are aceus- 
tomed. But when a long train of abuses and 
usurpations, pursuing invariably the Hiunc ob- 
ject, evinces a desi^ to reduce them under ab- 
solute despotism, it is their right, it is their 
duty, to throw off sueh government, and to 
provide new guards for their future geeurity. 
Such has been tlie patient suficrance of these 
colonies ; and such is now the necessity which 
constrains them to iilter their f»ruicr syntcms of 
government. The histury of the present King 
of Great Britain is a history- of rejK'ated injur- 
ies and usurpations, all having in direct object 
tho establishment of an HlHohile tyranny over 
these states. To prove this, let facts liesiibmit- 
tvl to a candid world. 

He has refused liia usHcnt tiilawHtlie most 
wholesome and ni'Cetisikry for the public good. 

He hua forbidden his governors to )iass laivs 
of immediate and pr<-tuiing im|H>rtiiiiet'. unlcre 
suspended in Ihcir op-rations till hi» assent 
should l>e obtained ; iind, when so suspended, 
be liuH utterly neglected to attend to them. 

He has refused to pnsR other laws for the iic- 
CommiHlation of largo distriets of people, un- 
less those people would relinf)uish the ri>;lit of 
repn-senintion in the Legislntun- — a ri<;ht ines- 
timable tothem. and formidable to tjrnutsnnly. 

He has cjdled together legislative bodies I'lt 
places unusual, nneomfortable, and dii^tant from 
tho repository of their public records, for the 
sole purpi)se of fatiguing thcni into compliance 
with his mcasurcE. 

He has dissolved representative houses re- 

Eiutedly, for opposing, with manly firmness, 
is invasions on the rights of the i>eople. 



He has refused, for a long time aft«r such di^ 
solutions, to cause others to be elected ; where- 
by the legislative powets, incapable of sniuliil- 
ation, have returned to the people at Ini^ for 
their e.vercise : the state remaining, in tht- 
mean time, exiJOSeil to all the danger of inva- 
sion from without and cnnrulsions within. 

He hasendeavored to prevent the populatiou 
of these states; for that purpose obstnicCinp 
the laws for the naturaliiwtion of foreigners: 
refusing to ))'iss others to encourage their Dii- 
gration liithei. and raising the condition? ni' 
new appi'oprlations of laod». 

He bos obstructed the administration of , no- 
tice, by refusing his assent to laws for estnl'- 
lishing judiciary imwcrs.

pnny Mr Bourn. 

M' Marchant was formerly a member of Con- 
gress and I believe is not unknown by you 
He was a worthy mem)>cr of tliat body & 
liighlye»tci'mcd.isalimi patriot and a stauncli 
Irieiid to the federal govcrument. lu a word 
wherever he goes he carries along with htm liis 
own recommendation. The Providence Peti- 
tion agrees pretty nearly with ours in the peti- 
tioning pari. They have carried on a consider- 
able commerce by land with MasMichusetts and 
your Slate and therefore have retjnested that 
tliey might lie permitted still to cariy it on, an 
indulgence which from our situation would 
not be so beneficial to this town as to that, 
This and an enumeration of their services for- 
merly in the common cause of our country con- 
stitute the principal differences in tlie Petitions 
Their petition passed Ijefore wo were acquaint- 
ed with the plan they meant to puraue otiier- 
wise tliey would have been more alike.

A MEMOIR OP HENRY B. DAWSON, ES- 
QCIRE. 
Bt. John Ward Dkan. 
The readers of the Historical Magazine, wbo 
have partaken of the intellecbual banquet wiiieb 
Mr. Uavrson fur manj jbhib has apreod for them, 
hnve felt, no doubt, a curiosity to know aometbing 
further concerning bia parsonal and literary bii- 
torj, and a desire to trace the steps bj which be 
has attained bia preaent rank as nnliistorical writer. 
A memoir of one who has dune ao much to give 
oharacter to the Magazine, should have a place in 
ita pegei. It is not probable, buwcver, that Mr. 
Dawson, himself, would admit a sketch of his life 
Into a nnmber over which he has the editorial con- 
trol, and therefore I embraoe, with pleasure, the 
opportunity now afforded ine to ky belbre the 
patroDsof the Magazine a fewol the lending events 

Henry Barton Dawson is lh« soo of Abraham 
and MaiT (Barton) Dawson, and vras bom at Gos- 
berton in Lineoloebtre, about ten milea Soatb-waet 
of Boalon, Eiwland, on R-idayithe eighth of June, 
IB21. Uis tather, Abrahnin Dawson, was bom in 
July, 1795, atWisbeaefa. in tbe neighboring coon- 
ty of Cambridge, where his gnndfatber, a Lin- 
ooIdsI lire man, waa then residing, fii* paternal 
grandmother was a MJM (^ul/t ""O belonged to ft 
Frenoh Huguenotic family of that name Uiea liv- 
ioE on a &rm called Quybira, near Wiebeeob, 
which property they still oooupy.

Thrj bud 
children, of whom two only are now living. 

The subject of this notice, tbelreldctt child and 
only ton, receired bii fint ioetructiuns Irum a 
■ohonlinistreu, whn tau);ht him mora than all bis 
other teiichere, and made faim, at an oarl; age, 
Terj fiirvrard achular. He was next placed under 
the care of tlie Tillaeo schoolmaBter, a tmart, but 
tippling, taacher. At nine years of nf(e, ho at- 
tended lor a year the famouB school of Mr MoMf 
of Donnington, four and a half mileiiiiitatit, walk- 
ing to Bchoo) and returning daily. The laBtBchool 
be attended in bi» natire country mos kept by a 
pupil of Mr. Moaea, an ezcclJBnC man, by whom 
he waa carried through practical Biirroying, and 
from wbum he receirod other uaeful inatrucCion. 

When be was in hia thirteenth year, in the 
■piing of 1H34, hia parenU left England with thi ' 
familv, and came to tbe UoiEed SCatee, landing 
New Vork City June », 1834. The chief reoa 
which induced his father to emi^te was bis dif- 
■atiafuction with the goTBmmentin his native land. 
Soon alter his amval in thia country, Abraham 
DawBon removed to Manhattanville, eight milea 
from New York, and commenced the life of a gar- 
dener, whicb occupation be atiU imrauee at his 
pretmt residence in Ithaca, New York. Uenry 
attended the public ichoola in Wnt ITth street. 
New York, and at Manbattanvitle, until the spring 
of 1836, except during the aummer of 1835, when 
bewasatwor^. In March, 1836, ha lelt ichoul 
in order to asaiat his father, who waa then the 
Gardener at tbe Bloomln^ale Lunatic Asylum in 
the upper part of the city. Before he left, tlie 
Trusteoi of the Public School Society had tendered 
him a tcholarahip in college, but tbe limited moans 
of hie fattwr would not permit him to accept so 
deaiiable an offer. 

He continnod to work in the garden of the Asy- 
lum witb bia father until tbe fall of 1B37, when 
the family remoTed to Ithaca, in the same State, 
with the intention of aettling on a farm. Ilia fa- 
thw, bowevar, decided to reeomo his vocation as a 
gardener, in which omploT meat Henry assisted him 
a short time. He then became an apprentice to 
a wheelwright, Mr. Ira Bower, and, toon after, a 
cleric in the book selling and publiahrng house o( 
Meaen. Mack, Andrus & Woodruff, at Ithaca, 
In the winter of 1838-9, he left thia firm, to be- 
oonetha confidential clerk ofJudxeOerc, a wealthy 
old gentleman of that town, who contemplated ea- 
toblishing a large lumber yard in New York. To 
tint city he returned in April 1839, nt a salary of 
only one hundred and tweatyEve dollars a year. 

In thia buaineat he remained under aocceaaive 
smployers over five yeara, till May 1844, when ha 
was engaged by Mewra. Comatock & Co., No. 21 
Cortland street, extensive dsalera in pet«nt medi- 
cinee, as book-keeper. He alto performed the du- 



Im of cashier and c 
thia hrm in June 184G and became book-keeper for 
Messrs. Cumniing, Main & Co., druggittt, witb 
whom he remained one yoir. 

Vr'hile with Messn. Comstock t Co., he was 
forced into literaturo. IlarinK loaned some money, 
in 1S45, to the proprietor of The Cryslai FoutU, 
a weekly temperance and literary newspaper, he 
was obliged to take the printing office and paper 
in payment uf his claim. For more than a year, 
besidee attending to bis duties as book keeper for 
hih employers, he edited and published this paper, 
being obliged to dcvota his evenings to tbe latter 
empiuymont. Finding this double duty too burdcn- 
tjme owing partly to Mling health, he led Mmkis. 
Cuniming, Main A, Co. in I84T and devoted his 
whole time to his newspaper. He oontinued the 
publication several months longer, bat in Novem- 
ber 1847 was obliged to disoontinue it, with the 



and invest in tbe enterprise. 

Tbe paper was tbe organ of the Order of tbe 
Becbabitw. In conducting it Mr. Dawton's un- 
oompromiaing spirit led him into dUficultiea with 
tbe principalofScerv of the order, whom he made 
hit ensmiea by oppoaing such of their scbemci as 
he did not approve; and their boatility whs in- 
creased by the fact that be sometimse secured suf- 
ficient power among the private membeie lo pre- 
vent these achemsa trom suceeeding. 

After giving up his printing office and newspa- 
per, be accepted the agency of the International 
Art Union, and the following year tiiat of the 
American Art Uoion, remaining with the latter 
until it was clojcd by the Supreme Conrt. Sub- 
sequently be was connected aa an officer with tbe 
Wall street Ferry to Brooklyn, and succeeaively 
with three different Inauraace Companies iu New 
York. 

The failure of the last of these In 1856, left 
him without employment, and be accepted an offer 
by Mestrf. Johnson, Fry t Co., pobliahora, to 
write a work for them on the military and naval 
history of this country. Thia was his first bonk, 
although he had before become known by Tht 
Park and lis Vicinilr/, written fur and pnSlished 
in the Slanual of tbe Common Council of New 
York city for 1855 ; tht Life and Tima a/ Annt 
Hutchmson, written for the Baptitt Historical So- 
ciety, and The Retreats through Walchesler cmm- 
ty in 1776, written for the New York Historical 
Society. 

The Battles of the United Sates by Sea end 
Land, fur thia ia tbe title whicb he selected fur his 
work, waa publiahed, as a serial, in forty numbers, 
the initial number having been issued in tbe au- 
tumn of 1858. The plan of this work is peculiar. 
The events of each battle are given in detail, forii- 
fied by oopiousreferencei to Butboritiea, after which 
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the author introduces the prmcipnl doouiuonta re- 
lating tu the battle, and occtbgiuiiallT biograpliimi 
•ketchw of tho actors. EncouraKod bj the ditcided 
MicceSB which attendtd this work, be prepared to 
write a complete militarj hietorj of ihe United 
Sttites, but tbe war Btunped tho work, as it also 
did the proi;rciie of tha Life aad Times of Uarera- 
or Daniel D. Tampkinu, a book which he had un- 
derlakea at the request of the rnmiiy. 

While writing the Baltlei, he was led into a 
controversv, concerning the merita of Mujur Oco- 
eral Israel Pittnam, with Jle^rs. UriBWold sod 
Demingof Hottforij, Connecticut, in the i^mVy Pes/ 
of that citj. The letters on botheidoa were after- 
wucds collected in a sumptuous volume which has 
commanded prices as bi^xh as firtj dollars each. 

In 18G3. the first Toluma of hii edition of Tlie 
Faderaltst appeared, in this editioa the originnl 
text of the work was restored and the unauthorized 
mutilations were rejected. Prefixed was an histur- 
ical and biblio^taphicel introduction, containing a 
review of the pjlitical condition of the State of 
New If ork in the year \l6l, an account of the 
causes which led its authors to write the series of 
article* of which the work is composed, tha names 
of the writers of the several articles and a list of 
the different editiooi which Mr. Dawson bad found. 
This was the first of a projected series of histori- 
cal works upon the (A>n«titution of the Uoited 
Estates, to Lie completed in seven octavo volumes, 
namely. The Fiederalist, two folutaei ; The Anti- 
Faderaliil, two volumes, which were to consist of 
conCeaporary articlce written against the adoption 
of the Constitution ; and a Hittory of the Consli- 
lulion, an original work by himself, three volumes. 
It is to be regretted that bis other engagemeiitd 
have prevented him from completing an undertak- 
ing for which he ba* so manr qua lilcat ions. 

The publioation af The Federalist was ioimedi- 
atel; followed bv an attack on both the volume 
and ila editor, from the pen of Uon. John Ja^, a 
grandson of one of tho authors of the original 
work and now the United States Minister^ Aus- 
tria, and br another from the pen of the venerable 
James A,. Uamilton. a son of Aluinnder Hamilton, 
another of its autliurs. These articles were print- 
ed in the Aos York Eaening Post, and created 
mush excitement among the literati of H: " ' 
Mr. Dawson replied to each successivelj i 
ner which showed a readv command of fucu and 
satisfied hli friends if not ms opponeots. 
formed that the litonirj correspondence between 
Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Dawson has sinca baen re- 
sumed, and that thsir present relations are parieat- 
Ij friendly. 

The Kme jear that be published >' TIk Fxder- 
altst," his woiW aa The AssauU of Stonei/ Point by 
Gen. Anthony Wayne, appeared in an elegant fol- 
ume, illustrated bj maps and fue-siuiile*. The 
garm ot this work was apaporreiul, Aprill, 1SQ2, 



before Iba New York Historical Sooietj. It was 
also Bubeequeutly read before the New Janej nud 
Pennsylvania Historical LJocietice. In preparing 
it, be had the use nf the correspondence and otbac 
ftiiaily papers of Uen. Wayne himself. 

Id ISIH, he reprinted in a volume tbe correspon- 
dence before noticed between John Jay and hitn- 
solf nod James A. Hamilton and himself. This 
work made tbe first number of a projected series 
entitled Current Fictions tested by Uacurrcnt 
Fads. 

a 1365, he published The Diary of Dauid Uoie, 
a soldier of tbe Revolution, This work, lika all 
Mr. Dawson's publications, is annotated in an ex- 
haustive manner. It was followed, thesame year, 
by an edition of Drink's lUcoUecliont of the Jer- 
sey Prison Ship, which was originally published 
at Providence, it. I., in 1829 ; and was compiled 
from Mr. Dring's manuscripte by tbe kte Alliert 
Uortun Qreanc, well know in the literary world ai 
a belles-lettres scholar and poet. Mr. Dawson en- 
hanced tbe value of the work greatly by adding an 
elaborate ap|)endiz. 

A new edition of The Park and its ricini/ybas 
been printed, as No. I oT hit Gleanings ia the fiar- ■ 
vat Field of American History, but it has net yet 
been published, iiaveral of the Dracedinu works 
hod been issued as oumbsrs in this series, namely, 
the Diary oj Haw, as No. IV ; Pulnam Corres- 
pondence, as No. V ; and Sloney Point as No, XI 
Thisseries is els^otly printed, in uniform style, 
i-uyiil octavo, and the editions are all limited. 

Mr. Dawson was invited, in the spring of 18133, 
to taI(o the editorial charge of The Gazette, a 
Democratic newspaper, published weakly at Yonk- 
rs, N. Y., which invitation be accepted, entering 
,pon tbe duties of his uffioe with an ardor that 
gave a new aharacter to the publication. In con- 
ducting it, ba proved himself an able critic and a 
keen controversialist. His first number appeared 
May 6, 1855, and his lost March 31, I»S6.

Thtt eeriee of v(dutDea has 
been aold at one handred doUan fur the aat, the 
edition being verj imall, only twentj-fiTB copiee 
having been printed. 

A month or two afUr he had diaeciUed hit con- 
nection with Thi Gaztlte, be bought Tbb IIlstor- 
iCAi. Maoazihe, ot which he became the edilur and 
and piibliBher. The first number iuued b; him 
woe Ihnt tor July 1866. Ten Tolumei havinj been 
comploied with tbe eloee of that year, he began, 
in January I8CT,anew and enlarged eerie* ot the 
work, giving donble the number of pacea and 
making two voliimei in a year. U ie iieedle» to 
infbnn tbe reader of Uiia periodical how he baa 
done hie work in editing it, or to enumerate in 
these pagea the ntluable papen which he bu con- 
tributed to it. 

The Manual of (An AW Y<rfk Cainnum Covntit, 
which had gained a higti reputation under the ed- 
itoifibip ol tbe late David T, VntenCine, Eeq., tbe 
popular clerk of tba Common Council, paswd, in 
the year 18GS, into the editorial care of the new 
clerk, Joseph Shannon, i^., and his able deputy, 
F. J. Twomey, Eeq. The JWannoi thigyear began 
to be ieaued in an enlai^ed and improved form. 
Mr. Dnwaon woe invited to fumiih the hlBlorical 
material, which he did, adding Kme new feature* 
to the wo(k. Tbe Cbartcr waa collated by 
eritically, with tbe ancient parcbments, anJ 
fint printed accurately here. Mr. Dnweon nleo 
lumiehed an olaboraie paper on the Battle of Har- 
lem Heigbta and the death of Cul. Knowlton. 
1 understand that the State nuthoritiea of New 
■ Xork have recently employed bim to esnmhie an4 
report on the boundaries of that iitate on tbe linea 
of^New Joreey, Mamnchueett* and Connecticnt ; 
and, also, that tbe Vettry of Trinity Church, Hew 
York, haj iDsnilcsted its sense of hi* ability by in- 
viting him to become Uie hieturtan of that venera- 
ble and celebrated pariah.

Ths Autheoticity of the " Narrative" bein» 
thus vntahlished, it remains to ascertain who the 
Buthnr was 1 Unlbrtunaloty, the first part of >• Nar- 
" retive" is wanting ia the copj al hand, and as 
we have no Vitre Virorum Oftjrurorum, tliijpoiDl 
is loft to others to slucidaCe. In bis ballad annex- 
ad to his " NarratiTe," a correct cjpj of wbioli is 
subjoiQed, ho sajs, 

"To Cupttlo Dradforil 1 beloni, ot tht inilltry," 
Captain Bradford having been killed In the dis- 
astrous battleof the fourth NoTember,Biinn was tak- 
en prisoner bj the Indians; escaped Irom Muiimee- 
town to (ieorge Uirty, but hearing that the latter 
intended to send him back, lie contrived aj^in to 
escape, and after luucb suffering, arrived at Detroit, 
then iupoBSeesion of the English, April thirtieth, 
1702. Here " scalpaof men, women and children," 
with various plunder, were brought in by Indiaas, in 
exchange for which they received rewards of money, 
arms, ammunition and ardent apiritn. Bv some 
of these Indians, Bonn was reoogniisd, clnimsd 
and surrendered, but was afterwaids ransomed by 
one Thomas Smith, an Indian tiador in the neigh- 
borhood, for ISO dollara, which hs agreed tadia> 
charj^e by his labor. He worked for Smith two 
years, when a1)aot Christmas, being on^ged at 
raising a bam fur a farmer, about thirty mileg from 
Detroit, the men employed at the work bad a 
*' frolic" in the evening. ■ ' One of my country- 
" men," says Bonn, ■' drank a health to the King, 
" and damnation to Washington," in order to dem- 
onstrate his loysltj. Thereupon Bunn felt in«ilt- 
ed, and in retaliation, " drank a health to ^'ashing 
" ton and damnation to ths Kin;^." Not oontan 
with this domonstration of patriotism, he '■ damned 
'> the Ring and ail the Royal family, and all such 
" fellows as took their part," He was afterwards 
arrested fur High Treason, put In irons and thrown 
into priion. Altera conhnomentof tan weeks, he 
was arraigned, but it being sstabliehed that he had 
not taken the naCh of nllcgianoe, he was setilenccd 
to be banished. He was then s»nt to Niagara ; 
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aben bsrore the Uovertior ; labjected to m clow 
xftmiDntiun, ftod b; him ordered to Qaebac, then 
□ be put on board a, shEp of wnr ! Whilst in con- 
fneniitit, he wns vEeiled bj cnptaiii Darid Shanks 
of the QiiMD'a rengera, who proposed to Bunn to 
eoliit. After weighing the chenees of desertion, 
be agreed, and enlisted in the above corpii, June 
fourth, 17S4. He wni next cent one bunored and 
twentj milei " roondthe lahe." There he mads 
attempt to detert, but after HTemI daje jaumey 
was arrested, and put into a boat with other prie- 
onere, to be eomejed bock to the rn(inient. Dur- 
ing the Tojage, tl>e prisoners, with Bi 
rd to overpower the crew, but their deeign hniing 
been frustrated, thej wore taken to head-qu 
tere, more dead than ntive, and tmnsftrred 
Niagar* ; court mnrtieled nnd sentenced to recc 
.one thousand lasbes. In vain Bunn pleaded that 
bn was an Ameriran citixen : that hii enlistment 
VIM nut Toluntary. He was tiad up ; received 
five hundred Injheij and then sent to the hospi- 
tal, with a promise to receive the balance o( the 
puuishmrut nt a future dnj. Abont three moDthe 
after this, bis regiment was ordered to Toronto, to 
nhioh place Batin alio was sent, oaltbnugb hia 
■■ back was ao sore that hooould bare oulj a shirt 
" and blanket on his sbouldors," In about foul 
months after receiving the firet punishment, hi 
wat again conducted to the triangle, but to bii 
grent relief, the officer on dutj premnted bim a 
pardon from the Oorernor, and ordered him tc 
join bis regimeat, A few weeks after this, Captain 
bhsnks, of whom he Bpenks very hi);h1j, aent hiin 
oflf, with another soldier, a native of old Hartford, 
to clear land in the neighborhood. Having work- 
ed Bome time thej bot^ agreed to desert. They 
■tarted on the twenty -aeventh of April and auc- 
cesded, after encountering many bardshipe, in get- 
ting to the hood of lake Untarlo, thonce traveled 
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the Niagara river, where thej seized a boat 
engine to '' one Captain Powell," and arrived 
tho Gentssee rivsr on the sorenth of Mn;

Another of these docamencs is the fiillowin^, 
whii;h is in the handwriting of Colonel Allan.

THE CAPTURE OF PAULUS HOOK, IN 1779. 
Br Savuu. A. Greih, M. D., Boston. 

Accuracy in small things is of much importance, 
and particularly in the statement of historical facts. 
ir one is exact in trivial matters, he is usually »o 
in important ones. We are led to utter this truth, 
M simple that it would seem not to require utter- 
ance, by Eading great discrepance' among different 
writere in fixing the date of tEie aaaoult on tho 
British jpirrison at Paulus Hook, now Jersey City, 
in the tummer of 1770. 

Gordon, in bie Histery of the United Slatfs. 
third American edition, l4ew York, imi, ii. 448, 
siys that Major Leo " very early in th» morning 
"[July nineteenth] before day-light, oompletely 
"surprised tho post" of PauluB Hook,- giviagthe 
date in brackets. 

In tho Life and Correspondence of Jotqih Reed, 
Philadelphia, 1847, ii. 125, edited by his grand- 
son, SD allusion is made t« " Henry Lee's gallant 
" surprise of that post [Paulus Hook] on thenine- 
" teenth of July, thus described in a contcmpora- 
'■ ry letter, never before published, irom a Mary- 
"land officer," Then lollowa this letter, from 
Captain Levin HandT to George Handy : 

•"pAaAMUs,22d July, 1779. 

'■ Dear Geohqi : 

" Before this reaohw you, I doubt not but you 
" have heard of our buccbbb at Paulus Hook, where 
" the onemy had avery strong fort, within oneand 
" a quarter milea from New York. We aCnrled 
" from this place on WcdneBdayt last [at] halfpast 
" ten o'clock, taking our route bv a place coiled 
" tho New Bridge on Haokensac River, where my 
" two companies were joined by three huudred 
'' Virginians, and a company of dismounted Dra- 
" goons, commanded by liiptaio MclAne. We 
" took up our line of march about five o'clock in 
"thoevening from the Bridge, the nenreit route 
" with safety, to PowIbs, distant then about twen- 
" ty miles, with my detachment in front, the whole 
" under command of the gallant Major Lee. Tho 
" works were to bo carried by storm— the whole to 
" advance in three solid columns, one of which 1 
" bad the honour to command. The attack wm_ to 
><oommenceat halfpast twelve o'clock, but having 
" been greatly embartMed on our march, and hav- 
"ing a number of difficulties to sarmount. (we] 
"did not arrive at the point ofattaek till after fnur 
" o'clock in the morning, when, after a small fire 
"from them, we gained their works, and put 
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"about flftf of them to the bayonet, took one hun- 
'' dred and Sflj-heven prieonvra, eicluuTe of eeven 
" Mmmandiiig officers ; this was completed in lea* 
" thdn thirtj minatei, and a retisaC ordered, tui 
" we had ererj leaaon to auppoie, unlsu time- 
" ly. it would bo out iiff. Our Bituiition wai eo 
" difficult that we could not brinj* oB aaj norei . 



"paM Dy filcB, and several canals to furd up to 
" OUT breaat in water. We advanced with bnjo- 
" neti, pane open, cocks fallen, to prevent anj tira 
" rnmi OUT lido ; and beltove me, wben'l ateare 
■' ;ou, we did not fire a musket. 

" You will see a uiote particular aocount of it 
" in the papers than it is In my power to give jon 
" at preeenc. It ii thought to be the greatest en- 
" terprise erer undertaken in Auiericn. Our loss 
" is so incoa Bid arable that I do not mention it. 

This is the statement of an officer,* who ncoota- 
panied the expedition, and commanded one of the 
columns of attack. It hni the appearance of gen- 
eral accuracj, and in itself would seem to be suffi- 
cient authorttj for the critical. 

It will b* noticed that this letter it d^ted Juljr 
twenty-seooad ; that is, according to the statement 
made by the editor of Keed'e Life, three dftvs (if- 
ter the occurrence, and the date of the aJiaaoU 
here given is corroborated by the Nein AmerKan 
Cycl/ypitdia. In the article on Henry Lee, the 
Cydopadia says that be, "on July nineteenth, 
" 1779, at the head of a body of three hundred 
"men, surprised the liritith garrison as Paulue 
'* Hook, touk one hundred and sixty prisoners, and 
" eBbctcd bis retrent with the loesof only two men 
''killed and three wounded." 

Passing from such works to the school histories 
of the presoDt day. it is curious to note how their 
authors hare followed similar authority. In 
lossing's Printary Hiatory oj the United Slates, 
18G0, page 141), it is stated that "three nights 
" aCler the capture of Stony Point f July sixteenth, 
" 177'JJ Major Uenry Lee and a tew Americans 
" took from the British a lurt whore Jersey City, 
"oppoeite Now York, now stands." Wilfson, m 
bis Histori/ of the United States, 18G8, page 257, 
atys tbnt '' soon alter the taking of Stonv Puint, 
" Major Lee surprised a British gnrrison at Paulus 
" Hook," and the daC« in tlie Diargia is July nine- 
teenth. On page <J0 of Anderson's Giammar 
School History of the United Slates, 1868, is found 
this statement ; "only four days after, [the oap- 
" hire of Stony Point, on the niglit of the Gfteenth 
" of July] another brilliant exploit crowned tbi 
" effort* ot the patriots. TheBritisbpoat at Pao 
" lus Hook, in New Jersey, opposite the city of 
" New York, was surprised at nieht by Major Lee, 
" and one hundred and fifty of the garrison were 
" made ptisoners." Accardiog to Berard'e School 



History of the United Slates, 1863, page 154, the 
aaasutt on Paulus Hook was "shortly after the at-

Lea, dated West Point, August tenth, 1779, say* 
" the plan you propose for the attack of Pnutus 
" Hook, and fur making good the retrent of tbe 
"party, is well concerted, nnd such as would be 
" moHT likely to succesd, if the enterprise were to 
be carried iiitoeiecation." Sparks 's Washington, 
vi, 317. Here is the statement of the commander of 
tbe American Army, showing thai tho attack had 
not been made on the tenth nf August, though it was 
then under consideration. The question now recurs: 
When was itmode? InalettortoMnjiir General Lord 
Stirling, dated August twenty-first 1779, General 
Washington says that he h-is " been duly favored 
"with your letter of the 19th, written at nine 
■> o'clock in the morning, and that of the same 
" dato, of one o'clock inibc afternoon, containing 
" the agreeable infurmatjon ol Mnjor Lee's bavini; 
" SKCoaeded against PauluaHojk,"SparkB'B tVajA- 
injilon, vi, 32ti. Frt<m this it appcara that Lord 
Stirling had not learned nf the capture, at nine 
o'clock in the morning of the nineteenth, but that 
be knew it before one o'clock in the afternoon, 
and he must have beard of it a few houra after its 
oocurrence. On the twenty-third of .August, 
Washington writes to the President of Qongrets 
that he has " tbe honor to encloae to your Eieel- 
■' leney Itlaior Lee's report of the surprise and 
" capture of tbe garrison of Paulus Hojk," and 
adds in a postscript that " the report not having 
'> been received t^l this day, prevented a speedier 
■' transmission." Sparke's Washing/on, vi, 332. 
This testimony appears to be conclusive in fixing 
apon August nineteenth, ae the proper date. 

It is an interesting question how sucb a series 
of mistakes in different writers could have hap- 
pened. The fact of the miBtake is more evident 
than the cause. Gordon, who wrote shortly after 
the event, seems to have bsaa the first to &I1 into 
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thii error. It h certainlj a HinguUr coincidt 
thnt Captain Haadj sliould bavo inuls the s 
inifltiike. His letter, probablj bj &a ovenight, 
VTBi datwl Julj, instead of AuBiist. or posiiblj '' 
was incorrectlj copied Fur Mr. K«ed.

PORTRAITS, A»D BIBLIOGRAPHICAL REM- 

INJSCENCISJ,

1'he Question used to 1« sometimsB asked—" Itf 
• there a Portrait of Roger WilliaraB?" The in-" 

Suh'y at length became frequent, and amateurs iif 
)0 fine art line began to watch auction sales 
whenever old oil piintinn were adtertised to be 
sold^ The inquiry msy have oripfiated in Rhods 
lalaKd. The writer though not a Rhode Islander — 
some' thirty-five Teats aeo, wa* among tlie hiqui' 
'le, on one occasion, applied to an Intelli- 
ctioneeT in Providence, if he remelnberei] 
ever to have sold any dd paintings of portmitfi 
without namn, epparenClv of the period in which 
Koger WilllamB lived, lie replied that he did not 
thifik he had, but that he had sold many gune 
that belonged to King Philip, and furniture enough 
that came over in the Mayflower to freight a Gret 
class man of war ! Some relief was felt to thinl 
be had not sold bcomi of the desired portmit, 

About thia period, thai la, some thirty year* 
•ince, the writer w«s told by a gentleman in the 
same town ofProvidence — not by theauctionoet — 
that there did exist a portrait of Roger Williams, 
end that it was owned by a gentleman in Ifsw 
Yorki It may ns well be mentioned here, that the 
original inquiry waa suggested to the writer, aa hie 
noticing what purportcn Co be a portrait of Roger 
Williams, on the bills of the Roger Williame bank 
of Providence' This portrait turned out to be im- 
aginary as h« supposed it would, Hnd he rather ex* 
pectcd that the one dtscifvered in f(ew York might 
Drove to be somewhat of the same character. 
For a good many years previous to the period 
nder consMeration, the writer had been a con - 
idordble of a collector of Jmerican wirtraits; or, 
rather, of all portmita ifhlob wouhf In any way 
illustrate Americnn blBtory. In making such a 
coll^etion one could hardly fail of meeting occtf- 
ionnlly with familiar ftces over the same name'; 
showing that two or more indivhjuals must faavS 
looked BO mcch alike that a painting of one of 
them wae quite enough to perpetuate the coante- 
f certaid others. With a limited amoont 
of this bind of knowledge in his head, and astrong 
desire to poneas n poi-trait of one of the gre&tesC 

. , ever llteo, the writer was determined to 

hunt op the geaClmnan In ifew York said to b« 
po KWWe d of one of the daelred portraits. Hie 
name he learned was Daniel L. June*. With this 
clnOf and'a tolerable share of pnnevennce Kew 
York waa reached, and a search was instituted for 
the hsadquartera of Mr, Jonea. 

With Mme little difficulty, and " wearloeas of 
" lower eitremitiee," on the twenty-secoad of Oo> 
tober, 1844, the businees place of Mr. Jonea wa« 
Rnind. His occupation was apparently that of a 
phiinbaT' He ivM he came from W«l*e, and waa

When Mr. Jones's viiitor (the writer hereof, of 
course,) inquired respecting th« original painting, 
he (the inquirer) thousht be observed somewhnt 
of uneaiineM in Mr. Junee'E manner. However, 
this Bigbt bave tiocn a iinatl dmltnpon the imag- 
ination of the visitor, and Mr. Junes tna; not have 
betmjed anything of the kind. Meverthelesi 
toIemhJj prompt answer from Mr. Jonoa was, tl 
tlie painting was in his posBesaion. In answer 
the queftiun as to how it came into hia posfcasii , 
he said it was ones the property of the Duke of 
York 1 that it, with anutber about as old, wassald 
At an auction in Now York, at which, lieing prcs 
eot, he purchased both. On the back of one wui 
written the name of Oliver Cromwell, and on the 
Other, Kiigor Williamn. This seemed to be pei 
feclly BatisfacUirj to Mr. Jones, but nut entirelj 
eo to his visitor. The latter imagined that a por- 
trait verj •iniihir to the engraving exhibited in the 
periodical, was already in biscollGction of engraved 
heads. This threw a snmj of suspicion over his 
mind regarding the reati^ af the jrcoJ discaverv ; 
;et he endeavored that Mr. Jones shouid nut be 
aware of an; luspjcion. 

Haringmade apurchas* of a few of the numbers 
of Mr. Jonea's periodical containing (Aepurtntit, 
the visitor, in the politefct manner he couid put un, 
begged the privillcice of seeing the original paint- 
ing. Mr. Jones replied that it was in a very shat- 
tered condition ; that it was not then convenient 
for him tu go to the place where the painting was 
Btortd, but that be should see it at a future time. 
Visitor said lie wai obliged to leave the eitj in two 
ur three dnvs, and hoped to b« allowed to see it 
before leaving. Mr. ilonce said " cerlainlj," and 
Agreeably Co request, appointed the hour for visitor 
lu call. 

A[p:araiices now looked promising-, and the 
enziuus applicant felt almost sure of seeing a por- 
trait painted by an '■ Old Master," of Jo/Tirforfy; 
jet ha did nut teel quits so confidant of seeing a 
painting of Boper Williams ; bo he was promptly 
on tiiua at tbe place appointed ; but the other par- 
ty was not, ai d he waited with much patience the 
£rst l^air hour beyond Ibe time set. Ihe nest half 



hoar parsed, and no Mr. Jones. No one about the 

(lace seemed to know or care where Mr. Jones was. 
(eantime same contused ideas drilled around the 
brain of the party in waiting — as, what Duke of 
York it was that could have wanted portiaiia of 
such disturbers of royalty as those io question? 
Whether a Duke of York would have preeerred 
pictures of those men, unless pointed with a rope 
round their necks? and a variety of other equiUj 
interesting conjectures. iVith those and otlien 
similar, however, an hour was worried away, sod 
no Mr. Junes. Anotlier call, at a later hour, wu 
equally latiijac/ory. Mr. Jooes and his painting 
were nnully abandoned, and nothing has beea 
heard from either of thsm tbrongh all the twentj- 
sii years which have intervened. 

It now remains only to ny a few vrords on the 
snccees of Mr. Jonea's shallow boax. or rather, 
fraud. It Mems to have been hatoliad io bis braia 
in this way : In 1830, Mr- John F. Watwjn pub- 
lished the Annals of Philadelphia. In tbat woik 
he had a portrait of Dr. Franklin. This was in- 
disputably lAt portrait used by Mr. Jones. Wheth- 
er he had the same pinta from which Mr. Watson 
took his impressions, or wliether be had a copy 



than that. It was an egregionaly stu- 
pid one. lis could not have made a batter chalet 
bi ensure a speedy detection, unless be bad taksffl 
one of Geoi^ Washington himself. Had Mr. 
Jonsi taken a copy of soma old English, Frcncb, 
or Dutch portrait of which there were bundreda, 
if not tbouEands, within reach, be might bars 
stood a small chance of eluding detection for arfii- 
sonable length of time ; but ns it is, or as it wfi 
he seemed to have weapad detection, or rather es- 
caped beitig exposed, until after Mr. Jared Sparki 
bad published Mr. GammeH's" life of Rogsr Wil- 
liams, in bis American Biography, in 1815. 

The writer of this article, although he had at- 
isfactorily (to himself) exposed the fraud, and wsa 
not fur a moment deceived by it, did not deem it 
of sufficient importance to pulilish anything about 
it , presuming everybody might and ought to know 
Ben. Fraoklin as well as himselt- Neverthslees, a« 
oumerouB copies of Mr. Sparks 's volume have guns 
abroad, and are doubtleai being read bv a new gen- 
eration who have no means oF detecting tbis and 
similar outnges, be came to the conclusion thai 
an account of it should b« published in sar!<e per- 
manent work, that it may serve as a cautinn (o 
those interested in such matters, who do not wi>h 
to he deceived. 

Mr. Sparks, and doubtless those connected vita 
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him in the productiDn of his work, hnd no suipic- 
kin tliat the; were imposing apoa the public i jet 
ttinnimoBt a marvel, that mea irho from their 
bojbood. tDuat hnve txwn ns familiar nith tho fea- 
tures of Franklin as with those of their own fath' 
ers, ehauld httve copied the Welehmnn's hoal with- 
out n qiieetioD. It ie due iiowever to the memory 
of mjr old friend, Mr. Spirka, to atntothatiu

But the pnrties just mentioned were not the 
nnee taken in by the stupid boax of Mr. Ji 
Tho render maj see nn amusins euitopie on refet^ 
ring to Dr. David Benedict's Ilistorj of the Bup 
tista, published in a Tniiiable and atalel; Tuiume, 
in 1848. Soon aRer its publication, the writer 
saw that its publishers bad been taken in, io thi 
manner already described, but with this dilferenoe. 
these publishers had throirn Mr. Jones t'arinto th< 
back ground, in that they had produced, w> far si 
elnboratiou in ornament was concerned, a pictun 
worthy of the subject. A Ene largo steel engntT- 
inK, don« with an evident intention tbat its paCet- 
dUj should not be discovered: but it wns a fitil- 
ure. No one familiar with the face of Fmnklin, 
BSportmjed everywhere, oould belpseeins; througb 
tbe thin di^uise. The pulilieheif , on oeing in- 
funned respecting the origin of their engraving, 
did n(,t receive the information in a kindly spirit; 
tt the s&me time asserting their belief in its gen- 
aiaeness in positive terms, that their picture was 
A copy of a teal portrait of Roger Will in ids. Their 
ioformact left them in their intidelity, and tliey 
may have died in it, from anythint; that has since 
come to his knowledge to the contrary. 

Thars was another bo«i played off in the por- 
trait line, which, so far s« be knows, went unde- 
tected many years. This was perpetrated about 
the yemr 1772. and tbe subject was Ltolooel Benja- 
min Chatch — more extensively known now than 
when b« hunted Indians in the vicinity of Cape 
Cad and along the coast of Maine. Tbe Colonel 
lived Id Little Compton, after bis wnrlike services 
were over, and those services were fiist fading out 
of the memories of those cognizant of thorn, and 
nsw parformers of exploits and during adventures 
were occupying the minds of a new generation ; 
but the near friends of the Colonel felt that justice 
bad never been done bim by tbe cijuntry, and they 
Irisd to persuade him to write an account of his 
cstnpaigns. But the Colonel was no writer, and 
appears to have mode no note of the dates at the 
thrilling events and scenes which he had passed 
tbrougb. However, he had a son who, with the 
assistance of his father's strong memory, undertnok 
the task of oompiling the wished-for memoir. This 
he accomplished, and it wns printed in the year 
1716. In this work there is no indication that 
tbere ever was <t portrait mad« of tbe old warrior. 



From the time of this publication to tbe year 1772, 
nothing is discovered to show that there ever was 
a portrait ot the subject of tbe Memoir, lie bod 
now been dead above half a century. Sume of 
the good people of Newport, whose immediate 
anceeters were well scquuinted with Colonel Church , 
and had given protection tti his himily when they 
Bed to the Island from Kins Philip's marauding 
bands of savsger, began to think, probably, that 
it was matter of reproach to let ttie memory of 
such a man fade out entirely. The result of tt- 
dections of this natute, doubtless, caused a new 
edition of the ttemoin to be undertaken. The 
editor uf this edition was Mr. Kzrn Stiles, since so 
well known in the literary vArld, as D. D., LL. D. 
Ac,, Sx. Re was at that period undsr twenty-eight 
years of age ; and akhoogh his name does not ap- 
pear as editor, original papois in the writer's pos- 
session shriw such to bo the fact. Hence tbe edi- 
tion of 1772 has been called Dr. atiles's edition. 
With this edition appeared two portraits: one of 
Colonel Church, and the other of King Philip. 
The genuineness ol the former has been questioned 
of lute years, while that of the latter has been al- 
lowed to aland on it) awn merilt. That is to say, 
there has been little or no question about it ; for 
the reason that a pretty respectable looking Indian 
could have been made up from tbe costume of tbnt 
chief then said to have been owned by a family not 
far from Newport. Not so with the other ; for it 
has never been pretended that even the old regi- 
mentals of (be Colonel had been preesrved. Huw- 
ever, as has boen mentioned, the Memoira of 1772 
appeared with two portmits. It was known from 
authentic sources that the Colonel was a very fleshy 
and heavy man. This personal appaarance was 
also apparent from the portrait in question ; a cir- 
cumstance corroherativo oE its claim to genuine- 
I, had such claim ever been questioned. Indeed, 
ir sa the writer knows, such question was not 
raised fur lifty yean after its appearance in Dr. 
Stiles's edition of tbe Memoirs, if questioned by 
anybody, it never reached the ear of the writer- 
It appeara without any engraver's name, a rather 
oonrse otcbiog, yet portraying an honest and reso- 
lute countenance, well known to be characteristica 
of Colonel Church. His hair in front was cut 
short, and a large powderhum appears under his 
right arm. In fact, there is nothing to excite sus- 
picion that a portrait of another n < ' <

Thai matters stood about the end of a century 
aft«r the death uf tbe celebrated warrior. A very 
few years later, the writer, then quite a youn|C 
man, was acquainting himself with matters of 
this sort, especially with those of Philip's war.

just described, in tbe perusal oi which bis surprise 
was excited, that for above filly years no now edi- 
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tion of tha work had oppasred ; and ■■ to make 

" long •tory ihwt," be rwolvcd to become t, pub- 
liiher, w far at lewt ai to republish tbe Meiuuira 
uf Colonel Cliurcb. Arconlini^lj, he Cook a copy 
to ao eiigmver in Provliience, to bargain with lum 
to copy buth ptitttaita upon copper. The engrav- 
er, though he did not ODJeci to a job, objected to 
•ngravinj; aiich as he called them, — " horrid look- 
'' ing thinga," and proposed to make eonio mai* 
tuilaili pictures from drawings which he woul 
furnish. Finally, the new publisher, with soui 
niisgiTinga, put tbe matter into tbe engrarer' 
handt, and the result was a figure, which, hut for 
tbe Dame ." King Philip" under it, niigbt have 
been taken for a criisa between a Alesionn and 
Laplander, or any hybrid wbaterer ; and with thi 
illasiraliun — For he did not copy the Colonel — ap- 
peared tbe edition uf Colonel Church's Memoirs 
uf 1825. 

This first attempt at publication was very un' 
■atjifactory to the puhlisbor, and he auon reaolTcd 
to bring out another edition with the original por- 
troitf, according to hia Gral intention, in puiau- 
ance of thin resolution, another edition was issued 
tarlj [n 1827, with genuine copiet of the portraits 
of 17T2. Succeeding editions were issued until 
the copper-plate portraite were worn out andcsaa- 
«d to be used, about iHiiO. Buttbe writer's tnt«T- 
wi having ceased in the work in 1828, he did not 
•' keep the run" of it afW that year. In all the 
time of his intoreK in it, and manv yeara later, 
no parson, to bis knowledge, eTerraisMl a queation 
Bf to the reality of the portrait of Colonel Church, 
The jiublisher for a number of jean suppoeed it 
genuine, and though he inquired for tha ------' 



Einting, ae he had opportunity, no one oould en 
bten him, and the inquir* was generallr trcat- 
H as an idle one, and as beingmado by an individ- 
ual in iT.tbar imall busineii. 

In the meantime, whenaver the eye of tha pub- 
lisber accidentally fell on tbe portrait of Charlae 
Churchill, tbe pjet, it struck hi m very forcibly 
that tha poet must tiave bean Colonai uliureh, or 
Calonel Church the poet, bating the powdarhuni. 
On mentioning the singular fact to friends, their 
Visions became equally Btrannly affected ; and it 
[s balievad that soma one of them publisbed some 
thing reapectina the discovery. However this may 
have been, if the publiiher of the edition of the 
Msraoin of 1827 was hoaxed, he was the first to 
discover and acknowledge it, 

Otbar cases might ba mantionad, and eiamplaa 
given, but time and apace cannot be allowed, and 
allusion will be made only to one or two more. 
Some twenty-five years ago, parhaps mora, thara 
appeared a new edition of too life of tbe onoa 
noted Stephen Burrouehs, "written bj blmaelf." 
j[!h* original edition. It was Well known, bad no 
pprtrait of the old thief, and it it almost oertain 
(fiara nevar waa any, Ihii tni^ertunt tha pub- 



Bi 
did not go to tbe trouble and expanse of copjiu 
an old portrait, as he was fortonate caoafh lufiDd 
an old copper |i late— rather tbe worse fotwearitii 
true — of President James Monros.

He pnraued tbo study of Hebrew with great eagot' 
ness thruugli lifo. Ue wus settled in the ministrv 
atH.uoUiil, then Maasnchuaetts, (now Maine 
in 17'JG. lie was ever an earnest friend of ediK 
tion. Through hia influence an academy was < 
tabiisbed at Illuo Uiil, and he w>ui aucceni'ul 
obtaining from tho Legislature of MaasachuaetU 
half n tuwnahip uf Und na an enduvrment. Hi 
waa one of its trusteea and delivered the address at 
its dedication. 

During the whole of his ministry he was a 
ous. faithful and succeeaful laborer in the ae 
of hia moater. Ue austained the paatoral relation 
furty-one yeara, when, owing to the infirmities or 
age. he gne up hia charge. During the remain- 
ing ten yemra »f his lili} lie was qnite actively en- 
gaged in preaching, writing. Studying, painting 



(for he was an artist) and laboring on hie farm aa 
opportunity oBered and health permitted ; show- 
ing himself to the very Inal a pnidigy of induatry. 
He died September twenty-second, 1H4T, nearly 
seventy nine yeare of age Rev, Stephen Thora- 
ton, of Searsport, preached a sermo^i at hie funeral 
the following Sabbeth. vbich wns published. 

In perscnal appearance Mr, Fiaher, (aaya Rev. 
Dr. Pomcroy in Dr. Sprague's Antials) was some- 
what peculiar, being in stature rather below the 
medium height, dreesed in the antique etyle, with 
raiall clothes, knee buckles and shoes und long 
waisted, ancient coat ; hia head and neck thrown 
forward slightly, his head bald (see portmit in the 
fruntiapiece of bis Scripture Natural History,) and 
bis whole demeanor and appearance unmiatnkahly 
elericnl and grave. No man could Eoe him and 
have a doubt of his prolesBion, 

Ud was a man of stricteet order and panctuality. 
He uniformly rose at five o'clock each morning. 
HiB minutes were OS precious to him aa money ti> 
the milter. Ilo was never in s harry. Ench day 
was mapped out, and reading, philology, manual 
labor, prepamtion of sermons and parochial du- 
ties each had ita exact place. At tlie end 
of each sermon he noted the number or wordn 
which it contained, and could generally tell how 
much time it bud cost him. 



during the greater part if not the whole of his 
uiiniBtry, woa not over $300. He had, however, 
a lot of land given hiui aa the firat settled minis- 
ter of the town. These were his resourcea. Tet 
he brought up a. fu-mily of seven children, sent his 
daughters to boarding sobools. and gave one son 
(now Rev, Jotiuh Fiehcr of Suckaaunnj, New Jer- 
Bcy.) a liberal education, and annually gave 
away moiv money than many ministers whose 
mlariee ara two or three thousand dollars. All 
his expenses vei'e regulated with the most rigid 
eoononiy. Being in debt for bis education when 
he wiis settled, he contrived from his scanty mean* 
to siive enough to form a sinking fund, by which 
the debt was extinguished after many yeats. He 
gave syatematicttlly and regularly to various re- 
ligious and benevolent cause*. He needed no 
promptings of circulars, it wsi to him as neces- 
sary to hia spiritual lile to give aa to his pliysical 
to eaX. He invented a aliort band in which he 
wrote hie dis(-ourses, estimating that during his 
ministerial lile, he thus saved three yeara ti ids, 
and using only three-eighths of a foolscap sheet tu 
each aermun, saved aeventy dollars io oost of pa- 
per, during the same period. 

His bouse, barn, sheep cote, wood house and 
other outhouses were built from his planning and 
direction, and no email portion of them with hi* 
own hands. He made a machine in connectian 
with his mwdbonee to taw wood by wind, but ai 
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he could not make it fMd iUelf ftnd tbuB mtb 
Eime, which ma* hia object, lie gave it up. There 
wu no pBint on the inaide of hia hauM, knd aJI 
the Utchoa were uf wood and to nicely adjugted u 
nldom to foil of their object. 

Ele wu B good linguist, underatAading well lie- 
brew, Greek, Latin and French, nnd he gnve con- 
Bidenible Btteotion to Ruwitin, Amttic and other 
Ungnagee. He oompiled a Hebrcvr Lexicon, the 
tiiuat iDarrellouH achievement of hia life, aayt Doc- 
tor I'timeroT. It Btitl eilatB iq menufiCTipt, and 
(bould be depofitad in the archiroa of aome public 
institutioD as a monument of his untiring indua- 
Uy. This WM the more rema. kable, as from hia ro- 
moCe fiontiat residence, ho hud B,.-arcely an; ud- 
Tintage frum auj of the few pnhlio hbrarlca, at 
that period, and liia own library waa ao email that 
a man of ordinary strength oould probably have 
taken it (ill on hia ahoiildorB. Hia other literHry 
works which were printed, were his " Scripture 
Animals," tho engravinga done bj hinwelf with 
hiajack-knile; hia buok ol poema, Tht Youth's 
Prima', and a Bormon ur two. Sa much Ibi his 
pbilulogical and literary works. 

lie was aleo an artiat. The walUofbiB dwelling 
were ornamented with paintings, the work of hia 
cicn baud*, including an eicelleot likeoem of him- 
Kir, eieeuted by aittme before a loukiagKlaaa. It 
MpreiontB him as having a Hebrew liMe before 
him, with the Hebrew characlera nicely formed. 
Had hia genius aud his life been concentratad op- 
oa the pencil, he would undoubtedly have excelled. 
It ii not suppoaed he would hare aucceeded bo well 
da a poet, although eome of bis piecee ate good. 

Uia vacations while at college, which he apent 
mostly with bis mother at Dedhaui. and much of 
his leisure during that tima was spent in painting, 
drawing or making mathematical instruments ; 
and aoiODg other things be invented a clock and 
Mnstrucled it with his own hands, which he ai^r- 
WHrds insortad in hia own house and always uMd, 
foe half B oaiiturj. till big death. That clock 
■topped on the day of hia death ^almost for the 
fini time) and do one could make it go again.* 
During hia settlement he bad sli weeks vacation 
every accond year. Soma of these Tacntiona v>ere 
spent at Cambridge, in leaming the Kumian Ian- 
gunge; others ID travellinjf on loot in the back set- 
tlemenCa of Maine, as a Miaaiimary. Ue made hiti 
own pump. Hia daughters learned to braid straw 
in Dad ham, a beautiful industry which was (irst 
intruduced in 1T93, by MIm Bctoer Metcalf, af- 
terwards Mn. Baker. The Miaaea Flaher at first 
Bplit their straw with a pin, but their father soon 
inienled a machine for the purpoaa, much like

ing a heavy etone wall, with the aid of a macbina 
of his own invsotioo fur liftinz and placing the 
heavy boulders. Uisatudy table.by aalight opera- 
tion, could at any time be converted intj a work 
bench, with planiv and chisels and saws at hand, 
ail that he could in a moment poaa from bsudwork 
to handwork. 

Until the infirmillM of age began to press upon 
him he never owned a burse or an overooat, or 
woie flannela. Ilia journeys on exchanges and alL 
otbor journeys wore made on foot (unless his wile 
wa8 with him) in all seaaons and all weathers. 

He waa a truetee of the Bangor Theologioil 
Seminary, forty miles from bis Tiouee, antT hie 
frc|uont journeys thither were on foot. About 
18^5, at the age of Efly-eoren, he walked frum 
Blue Hill to Monson, MiiBBBchusetla, ta take part 
in an ordioation, in the month of November, on 
frozen ground, and walked back again to his home, 
without an overcoat. Whoever else, on any oc- 
casion where bis duty led him, might bo tardy. 
Father Fisher waa not. He neofr comptained of 
any hardship. He bad a moat eicellent wife, and 
the UDdoubted testimony is that he was neetr 
known to speak unkindly to her, lie said that be 
" little knew what (jod bad in store for him when 
" ho gave him bis wife." He waa a grave man, but 
an indulgent father. lie was transparent as the 
Bunlight, and teas what he Memed ta\>z. Hia 
piety was perhaps the moat remarkable trait of his . 
character. Ue was an Israelite indeed, in whom 
there waa no guile. 

The great mistake of hie life, if mistake it may 
be called, I should any was in not concentrating 
hie powers upon one thing ; in dl&usion there wa« 
loBf, but the condensed force of all his faoultiea on 
one tiling only beside bid preaching, would prob- 
ably have miule him one of the moat eminent men 
of his day and generation, as be certainly waa one 
of the most remarkable for fertility and variety of 
genius and ingenuity. 

Sucb piety and inSexible practical virtue bs 
were the very being of Sir. Fisher, are tbe salt 
which preserves the world. Ue was no doubt n 
happy man, nntwitbstanding the great triala of his 
atrai^htoned life. The priuciplea of the chriEtion 
religion and bis faith In (Jjd aupportad him ia 
choarl'ulnaas to the end.

He married Marj, daughter 
urNiiIhaniel BiMoe or Briscoe of Watertowo, "the 
rich tanner," who wrote nnd circulated a pata- 
phtet in which he strongly oppoMd tnintion fur 
the maintenanee of mioisters. He wm fined tea 

Eaiids for his " reproachful speeches and in pub- 
bing it." Afterwards he made an acknowlcdge- 
nient of his fault, and a portion of the Sne was 
temitteJ biro.

Mr. Broughton remoTed from WatcrtowD to 
Boston about JG5U, and was a me:cluint there. 
Uis residence was at l'«:itre haven, '-within the 
limitoofBoBton." lie botigbCin lUJl, of Nicho- 
las Shapleigh, of Kittcry, one half of a saw-mill, 
situated at Sturgeon's creek on the Piscntaqua 
tiver; also com and fulling mills of Rev. Henry 
Dunater, on Mistick river, which mills Mi-. 
Oroughton had built. He owned land near the 
town dock in Boston, purchased a farm of 300 
acres in L'barlejtown, of the Nowells, and was at 
one time owner of Noddle's Island, now East Bos- 
ton, Che latter tract being one thousand acres of 
upland and meadow. Sitnaier'i East Botlon, 
182, 1H3, 250, Ilia name is appended to a peti- 
tion from the merchants of Boston in regard to a 
reduction of the duty on uialt. Drake's Hutory 
»/ Boston, 3.S2, 33lj, 341 . lie seems to have been 
a person of eoino disCincCion in his day. Dr. 
itond states that he died in Boetnn. November 
Cu-einh. 17UU, aged eighty-saven. From the same 
authority we learn that fie bad children, besides 
the OLC who died in infancy — Eliiabetb. bom in 
Watertuwn, ]ti45-t>; Mary, in Boston, lij51,whu 
married Jacob Fuwie; Thoinae, 1G53 1 Nathaniel, 
lt'>54i 'I'honias, 1S5G; Hannah, 1658; Sarah, 
lOGO ; Patience, 1603. To these we add a daugh- 
ter ,\biguil. His Him Thomas, the gunsmith, died 
Dccemlwr fourth, 1702, at which time were living 
Gliiabeth, Mary, Nathaniel and Abigail. 

There was a Thomas Brougbtun whu embarked 
at Gmveeend in the ship America for Virginia, 
June twenty-third. 1(J35, at the age of nineteen. 
We have no evidence that this was the Boston 
merchant, except the assertion ot Mr. Savage in 
his Genealogical Dictionary, who docs not give his 
ButhoritT. 

We learn from Oldatlxon's Carolina, that Col- 
onel Thoutaa Brougbton was one of the Counsellum 
of that Colony and Collector of the Customs in 
1703, He wasal^rward Lieutenant tiuvernorof 
Che Province; succeeded to tlio command on the 
death of Uovernor Robert Johnson, May third, 
1735, and died in 1738, when ho was succeeded by 
Uovernor William Bull.

with Willinni Penn. In 1701, ha vraa appointed 
Secretary of tlie Province and Clerk of the Conn- 
cil. He was nftcrwarda President nf the Council 
and Chief Juatice. In hin religious BentimenCa ho 
a Quaker, lie died atSlanton, Pennsjivanin, 
October thirtj'firtt, 1751, in the eeventj-Beventh 
Tear of hlinge. 

In hia iTili, dated et Philadelphia. 1749, be mja : 
" In my library, which I have left to the city of 
" Pbiladclphin, for the fiicilltatiit^ and advance* 
" ment oi claMical learning, are abiivo one bun- 
" dred rolumca orauthura, in folio, all in Greek, 
" with mostly their vetniona ; all tbe Koman claa- 
" sicH. without exception ; all the old Ureek 
'* o>Rthematiciane, viz., Archimedes, Euclid, and 
" Ptolomv, both hia geo$;raph* and nlmngest, 
" which 1 had in Gre*k (with Theon'a Common-

" cd friend, Fabricioa, who publiahed fourteen 
'' volumef of hia Ureek Bibliolher/ue in 4 to., in 
" which, after he had finished hia account of 
" Piolemy. on niy inquiry of him at Hamburgh,

" for it in vain in England, be sent it to me out 
■' of bis own library, telling mo it was scarce, that 
' npjtlier prayer nor price eouI'J purchase it. Be- 
'■ tides, tliere are many uf the muat valuable I^tin 
'• authors, and a great numljcr of modem ninthc- 
'• maticinna, with all tlia three editions of Ncw- 
" ton. Dr. Halle;. Wallia, &.c. 1 hiircbuiltn 
" library room* and endowed it for eter with 
" £35 sterling per annum for a lihrariim ; he t> 
" advance £18 jearly to buy books. Tho room, 
" books, and salary I citnnut value at less than 
" £2000, nolely designed for tbe use of tho public, 
" in order to prevail on them (having such assisC- 
*■ ancc) to ac(]uRint themselves with literature." 

In 1792, it WHS joined to the " Library Com- 
pany of Philadelphia," and in accordiinco with 
the fiiunder's Will, the office of Hereditary Librar- 
ian ia he'd by his descendant, Llovd Peiirsall 
Smith, who haa held tho office front lti51 to tbe 
present time. The number of volumes now ex- 
ceeds ten thauHLQd.

llnving in roy poneaslon some original letters 
of former times, relating to early events iu our 
hietory, 1 have thought that their paruMil mighi 
give ne much pleasure to Momo of the rendeni of 
the llisToniCAL Maoazink as they have to me. I 
njw send you extracts from two written by the 
eeletrated Mrs. Deborah Logan, of Philadelphia, 
which contain intereeting aucedntee of men and 
things. You are at lit>erty to publiah iheia In the 
Magaxine, if you thinlc them of suHiiiient impiir- 
tanca. My Snt extract ia from one written to a 
friend in 1820 : 

"It vrns Inte tn Dr. Franklin's life when 1 
* knew bim. The first time [ ever snw him wns 
*■ going up to L'ougrees, up<m his return tu this 
" country during tlio Revolution. lie was Iht, 
'■ square built, and wore his own bair, thin and 
" S^? ■ '"'' ^^ looked healthy nnd vigorous. Ilia 
" head was rcmarkubly large in propiirtion to his 
" figure, nnd his cuuntcnance mild, firm nnd »■ 
" presaive. Ho was friendly and agreeable in 
" conversation, which he suited tu his eiimpnnr. 
" appearing to wish to benefit his btarcis, I 
■' could rendilj believe that be lieurd nothing of 
■' consequence himself but what ho turned to the 
" Bcouunt ht desired, nnd in hi] turn profiled by 
" the converBatiun nf others. 

" 1 bare no doubt but tbnt he had a consider- 
" able hand in writing the * Historical Review.' 
" There is a great deal of bis acumen in it. But 
■' it wne utterly unworthy of him, for piarty pur- 
'* poses, to violnte truth and candor, as is don; In 
" that work. It is founded on fulse views, sni) 
" does the grentest injustice to the memory of the 

'> Dr. Franklin once told my husband that the 
" celebrated Adam Smith, when writing hi» 
" 'Wealth of Nations,' was in the bnblt of bting- 
" ing chnptcr after chapter, as he composed it. to 
" himself. Dr. Price nnd others of the literati of 
" that day, with whom he was intimate ; patiently 
■' hearing their observations, and profiting by their 
" discussions and criticisms. Nny, that ho ho* 
" Kuelimes reveraad his positions and re-written 
■' whole chapters, after hearing what they bad to 
" remark on the subject l)efure them." 

Mrs. Logan was the wife of Dr. George 1*- 
gnn, grandnun of James Logan,* the friend of 

William Penn, whom he accompanied to Penn- 
sylvania in 1609. and was nfterwnrdsGhier Jus- 
tice and Governor of tlio Province. Dr. I^pn 
waa himself distinguished as a Mbolar and jjti- 
lanthropist, and was a Senator In tkmarea f'uni 
IKOl to IbOT. Ho died in 1821. His accom- 
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pliahed nidow waa bighlj endoired, wdbu bcaa- 
liiul vi'iter, tmide liirgo und vhIubIiIo cullec- 
liuM of higtoriml facts, woa n mem)>er of the 
Pennfylvanin Mistoricnl Society, and compiled 
trom tbe numerouB filcB of piipers left by Jauiea 
LogDD nod the Norris fumilv, liTe qiinrtu vuluiiic* 
of iiiTHluable niBtciinle ior the history iif I'enn- 
Bjlrania. Stte funijshed many of tlie iuteieet- 
iiig fucia whicb Mr. WaUon, employed in hU An- 
dhU of Philadalpbia and Penniijlvania. She 
died Febraary tecund, 1B39, in the feventy- 
cigbth year uf her ags. She wnv culled ''The 
If'einals Uiiitorian uf Pennsylvanta." "She woa 
tbe delight of tbeyoun^Biid tbc beloved of the 
aited." Several of her iettors in my hands indi- 
cute familiar acquaintance with persons, facts 
and incidents COD 11 ec ted with tbe early and later 
history of that Co mm on wealth, written in a 
clear and beautirul style, and with admimble 
cipreaeiun iu tbe Quaker idiom, to which sect 
hciMlf and the Lignn family belonged. Ab 
»he WB8 BO connected with tlim family, it can- 
nut be wondered at that she sbonld apeak so se- 
Terely of the Historical Review, whose sharp ar- 
towa were aimed ni the I'cnn proprietor*, tbe 
friends and patrons of the Logans. Franklin's 
cflbrlE and labors were in the interest of the 
people of the I'rovince, in oppovition to tbe sel 
fish and oppressive policy uf' the proprietors 
Mr. Smith of Fbiladulphiu, in a letter, March 
twenty-third, 182U, says ; '• Mnoh of Walsh' 
article on American Bingrapby, in bis new Bo- 
review, is from tbe p«n of Mr«. I.ognn about 
Ttiouijison, and is, 1 think, tbe best ['>Brt of the 

The following letter, referring to this subject, 
from Mrs, Logan, will give no idea of Iter stylo 

" My Kcapected ffiiend ; 1 received thy note of

" write, or copy, aume of my rero I lections rwpect 
" ing uiy lute valued Ifriond, Charles Tliompeon, I 
" may tell thee that when i have a little Iclsnre, I <

" and the more readily as there seems t<< bo a scar- 
" city of matorial, and no prominent person has as 
" yet ottered anything respecting him, or his emi-

The persons alluded to in the letter are Charles 
TboiupBon, the long and fnitliful Secretary to Con- 
gress ; John Dickinson, the author ol the famous 
" Farmer's Letters:" Governor John Kecd and 
General Thomas Mifflin. Charles ThomiMon wns 
cousin U> Mrs. Lognn. He died August F^ii.eentb, 
l(i24, in tbe ninety-fifth year of bis age. 

The Historical Review, referred to in the let- 
ters, was generally imputed to Franklin ; but hie 
grandson, llache, declared in Court IJiat it was ~ 
not B->. There is. however, reason to Iwlierc that 
be bud nn agency in its production, if lie was not 
its author. It was attributed to James Balph, an 
enrly companion of Fmnklin in Pbih)delphia, and 
who aecumpanicd him tu London on his first visit 
to that city. Ililph acquired aome rcputaticn in 
Lindun av an historical writer and poet. In the 
latter capacity he made himself sutticiently con- 
rpicuouB to be introduced intu the Dunciad. The 
work was entitled : " An Historical Review of tbe 
Constitution and Government of Pennsylvanin." 
It was written and published in London, in 1750, 
with an intention of enlightening the British pub- 
lie on the characterand condition of Pennsvlrauia, 
wb'W people bad been greatly uiiBreproscntcd 
and misgoverned by the Proprietors. It therefore 
reflected sevcrelv upon thoHe persons and their 
pioceedings, and the name of the writer was con- 
sequently concealed. It was republiahed by Wil- 
liam Duane, a relative of Dr. Franklin, in an 
octavo volume of four hundred and thirtv-one 
pogos. in ltl09, at Philadelphia. Tl>e editor of 
the volume, in in introductory note, «aje : " Tbe 
-' public prints [of London] abounded wi^h mis- 
" re|rrG8entation* of the colonists ; and two pam- 
" phlets on the same subject were published. 
>' Meanwhile Dr. Franklin pnhlished an nnony- 
" moos boiik, entitled An Hisloncnl Ricicie oj 
" Pennsylvania. ThisRcvicw attnicted much at- 
>' tentiun and made a very dcip impres^iun in fn- 
" vorof tbe Pennsylvanians, oKainst whom many 
■' prejudices had been excited. Much asperity 
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' followed against iti author, vha did not aben- 
' lutely diBttvow it." lie add*: " Attcmpta 
■ ' — c been made to deny the venerable patnr''

Ciarkaon, in his life uf William Penn, obaervea 
that ■' this book wae the productiiin of Franklin, 
*' though it war! attributea to one A.iiph, to prejn- 
" dit-e the people against the proprieturj faniiiy." 

These (e«titnoniea confirming the stuteiaent of 
Mrs. Lsgan, of itaelf conTiucing evidence, lenvca 
scarcely a doubt of the authorship of the cole- 
bmlod work to which wa have referred.

The writer uf the follDwing letter, Hon. Thomas 
Cuihing,*waebornat Boston, March Iwrntj' fourth, 
1725; was a BCholar at the iluaton I^atin School, 
under Master John fjovoll, contempurary with 
Cooper, Checkley and Royal Tyler ; and waa grad- 
uated at Harvard College in 1774. He wua a 
member of the ftliisaachuaetts Provincial Hqum of 
Kepreeontativea fourteen years, and itd Speaker 
eight yenra. He waa alio a member of both the 
Provincial and Continental Congresses; Cummia- 
sary Ganoml in 17T5; a member uf the Governor's 
Council from 1775 to 177S, and in 1777 was Judge 
of Probate lur Suffolk. Afierwsrdi he was Judge 
uf the Court uf Commun Pleas. 

For eight years he was Lieutenant Qovernor of 
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Masaachusetta, under (ioreniora Hancock and Botr- 
duin ; and, when Hancock raigned in iTb^, he 
became acting Uuvernor. Ho died, of lung fever, 
February tweuty-eighth, 17t*t<, aged aisly-three :

mored to this country, and on I'ebruarj twentj- 
Mtrenth, 1732, John thurman junior was born, in 
the city of New York. Of hia earW jeara but lit- 
tle informatkiti iaprcsen'od. A« ea'rlj as ITlJU.ho 
wna a merehant Id ble native citj, and bad on sale 
at hia warerooms a large aafortiuant of drv goods, 
clothing, millineT;, Imrdwnre, crockerv, pewter 
ware and fcroceriee. Theae he iupptira nut onlv 
to the ciCisMia of New York fiv money, but with 
tlieni carried on an extensive trade in the back 
wltleraenta, obtaining in exchange tbe Ian of dif- 
ferent animala and such otbcr arliclcs as could be 
a^ild in New Yurk or in En^rland. Uaving visited 
England in the latter partof tbe jear 175y or ear- 
ly in 17G0, he returned tbenoe reaching New York 
in August of tbe latter year, and buod after in- 
formed some ol his principal cuatouiera at Albany 
and other place*, by letter, that he was awaiting 
the arrival of " a very neat afsortment of goods," 
and hoped '> to have the pleasure to lerve" tbem 

At the breaking out of the Revolution lie was 
opfiond to the scbemea of taxatiun which Ureat 
Britain strove to impose upon the Amcriean culo- 
nie*, and ne will be aeen, by reFeren^^e to hia Ict- 
tera, Creelj exprewed that opposition. It seems, 
however, that when, under the act of June thir- 
tieth, 1775, paawd bj tbe Legialiitureof the State 
of New York, he was rcquirwl to take the oath .._ 
koowlcdginj the validity of tbe government of 
that tjtate, ho refused to comply with tbe demand, 
and was ^ubaequently, in consequence of Bucb re- 
fuml, removed within the enemy's lines. 

Referring to th is compulsory residence, one of 
Mr. Tburman's nephews wrote, in 1T39, as fol- 
lows : " It ia true Mr. T. some part of the War 
" resided within the British linen, tbo' this situa- 
" tiiin was not a voluntary choioe of his making 
" but the eSect of an abuse of power assumed by 
" a cumiiiitteB (previous to the eetnblishment of 
"our present SlnU (luvemment) who banished 
" him thither. Mr, T. has long tince been rein- 
" staled and is entitled to all the rights of eitizan- 
" ship." Mr Thurman himself gave hi} reaMns 
for bis conduct, in a letter to a friend- written April 
twenty Bfth, 1789, in these wonis: " No Law in 
" our State deprives me of recovering Interest on 
" uiy acbcf on aoco' of my being within thoee 



" Lines being wnt in for no oSenee but conceiving 
" the Oath tendered ma a flat eontradictiun in it- 
■' self.'' 

After the close of the war he reaumed business 
in New York city, but aiibsequently resigned it to 
his nephews and began to purchase and settle lands 
in the northern part of the State of New York. 
At Johnsburgh, in Warren county, he made his 
principal settlement about the year 17'JO, at which 
time that place was twenty miles remote from any 
other BettlemenC. His reeideuce at Johnsburgh 
was known as '-Elm Hill." He vras never mar- 
ried, although it may reosonably be inferred from 
his letters that be held the fair sei in no light es- 
timation, lie was gored by a bull, and died in 
coDseqnenm of tbe wounds thua received Septem- 
ber twenty-seventh, 1809, nged 77,and'lie« buried 
in a eiaallencloiHire at Weavertown, a village in 
the town of Johnsburgh :

Alexander Vattemiire — issued from n Normnn 
family of which tile bead, Jenn de Vattomare, 
Seigneur de Vaaoecy, has been ennobled hy L^ub 
XI — was born in Patia on the eighth of Novem- 
ber 1796, and died in tbe same city on the seventh 
of April 1804. Alter a much checkered child- 
hood, he found biiusalf at tbe age ot seventeen 
attached as a house-aurgeon to the hospital of Pity, 
under the auspices of Dr. Alibart. In 1314, he 
ordered to reconduct to Prussia thrsd hundred 
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ooDTalMcent prisonere.'t' eent back to tbeir own 
Guuntrj after tbe TbU of the Empire. He ocqait- 
ted himself of tbii niiBsion wiCb m mucb leal, 
tbat, OD hia arriraJ at Berlin, be was rewarded 
with the decomtioD of tbe order of the Iron Crott-, 
fnr the pnrCicularlj delicate cares uid ftttentiuDS 
Whiob he bad bad tor his sick. 

During -the reign of tbe Hundred Days, tbe 
Prunian UoverniueDt proposed to him tbat he 
should take Bsrvioe aa a surgeon in tbe PrDsaiai) 
nnnj ; but upon his refusal to do so, bo was re- 
tained BB a prisoner of war. Being in a foreign 
land and without rssourcea, he then bethvufcht 
himself of putting; to profitable use the remarkanle 
gift of Tocal illuaioQ wbich nature bad bestowed 
upon him, nnd which thus lor bad nefer serred 
him but for his own amusement. A fortuitous 
drcuOistanoc btsteoed this resolution. There was 
in Berlin a French emigrant familj niined bj the 
KevolutiuD, struggling with misen and want. 
To these unfortunate oountrymen of bis, tbe voung 
Alexander derotod tbe fruits of bis first 
tatioos; and, as he had no familjr of bii 
immediatelj adopted them and for alwnjs ai 
the; were his own kindrod. From tbat period 
druDatio caraer was an nnintemipted saocen 
of triumphs, and tiie name of Alexander became 
eztensim; known to tbe geneiBlion preceding our 
own. 

Unfbrtunalel; for bim and fur his family, to 
whom be should bare left a splendid inhoritance, 
the artist was nothing but the envelope, the chrjs- 
alis <if we thus could expre« ourselves) of tbe 
bibliophile and philaotbropist. Uowever, the shell 
was nut brulcen Liefore Alexander, bir and honeet 
in all tilings, had respoctablj secured the position 
of those who were his own, and it was then that 
Vattcmare appeared. Is this seoond incarnation 
preferable to tbe Erst? This is a question wbioh 
cannot be solved until mankind shall have them-

tist WHS dead, and so truly dead that tboae who 
bad formerly known and applauded him oould 
hardlf believe in thi« sadden metempa^cboeie.

During the first dA;fs of this novel and very dif- 
ficult career, the artist did not entirely forsake tbe

Uow it threw out vigorous shoots 
and produced happy results, that was owing to the 
energy, the courage and perseveranco which fona- 
ed the basis of Mr. Vattemare 's character. Draw- 
ing only upon bis own resources, sacrificing in tba 
pursuit of ihie undertaking the fortune so honur- 
ably and laboriously acquired, he wandered over 
the world sowing everywhere tbe fertile aeed and 
instilling in evei^ mind tbe robust oonvictioa 
which animated hia own soul. 

To exchange the duplicates on band in public 
an^ private libraries, and so enrinh oureelvea by 
ourown gifts; suob is the primitive idea, — the 
starting point uf tbe system. By degrees, as fiuC 

he could sift bis thoughts, Mr. Vattemare are 

all the development of which it woe susceptible. 

His flmt voyage* on tbe oontinent of ^rope bad 

tisGed him that his theoriee could easily be ma-, 
terialiied. lie had everywhere laid the founda- 
tions of pacific relatioDt destined to bring the na- 
tions together on oeatral ground, where all oould 
give eacti other the hmkl in spito of politics. He 
then tbuaght of introducing tbe New World into 
this cunfis^atioD of Intellects. Apoetl« of Fupu- 
larization in tbe largcet aoceptanoa of tbe word, 
be left bis native land,) leaving behind him, with- 
out hesitation but not without r^ret, all that 
tiabitually attaches and retains a man to his home 
and fireside. Uis voluntary minion to the United 
Slates was a long ovation. Tbe CongiMS of the 
Union, Slate Lsgislatares, Isamed sooietk*, oiti- 
lens of cities and residents of the country, all re- 
ceived the promoter of a grand, liberal and bu- 
maniiing idea with tbat kind of antbusiaam wbich 
one finds nowhere else but among a new people. 

It would be impossible here to relate all the 
kindneases and iellow-feelings wbicb smoothed 
Mr. Vattemare's path in America, all tbe booois 
which were s^utaneousiy rendered him. With- 
out proofs, this ti^ital would seem rather too by- 
perlwlical. But these proofs are not wanting; 
they are found among the acts of the great consti- 
tuted bodies of tbe United States ; among tbe bills 
of various Ifgi^turea, from Maine to Louisonia; 
in tbe reeolutiuns passed by popular asssmblies; 
in tbe unanimous votes i^ thanks of an entile 
people ; in short, in the three bandred ttKMUood 
volume* exchanged between France and the United 
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StatM, without speaking of the innnmenble ipM- 
itneni of workB of art &nd natuml hiatorj. 

Truly we mn; aaj the United Stfttea were re- 
TOoJed to the world hy'Mr. Vatlemnrc. Before liiB 
aucceBsful Toyngee, it was of oouree well known 
that on the otlier aide of tbe AtUntio lived a peo- 
ple, enpTcetic, aative, liberal in tbe beet nooept- 
ance of the word, marching with a deliberate end 
firm step towards progrefa ; but ij to what that 
pmple could or boa already produced in theinatCei 
of Kiencea and arta. tbe world at large waa igno- 
rant of or nearly bo. On tbie double and ?ery 
iDtereating point of view, Hr. Vnttemare hoe en- 
lighlened tbs whole wjrld. 

Nobody ia a. prophet in hia own land '■ If ever 
any man hae been able to apply to himeelf this 
diacounucing apophthegm, it le, without oontra- 
diGtion,Hr. Yattemare. During thirty- two years, 
he remained at the brcMh. oaking France to adopt 
officially hia idea : but always without success. 
CertaiolT, tbe eulogiee sod tbe official ooncur- 
rencea oi tbe ministerial departments, eten bono- 
rlSe distiDCtiona, have not been withheld ; but the 
moral fOKe and ooneeqitently the perpetuity w~ ~ 
mn offic^ recogoition alone could give to the 
tern, baa been utterly wanting, m this oh. 
in many otbern, France baa let herself be dis- 
tanced by the United Statee. 

Eibaosted hy labors of ererj kind and by supor- 
humao eSbrta, Hr. Tattemare died when be ""' 
only rvBCbed the last limits of mature age. 
winful iltneei, the reaalt of great fotiguea, which 
he had obstinately bmTed, OTermasteied bis in- 
domitable energy : a great intellect has been pr&- 
matorelT eztinguiahed. 

It wan in vain that, oHer the death of the 
fonmJer of tbe eystcm of lulematianBl Kicbange, 
bis eldest sun,' Mr, Bippolyte Vattemare, for 
eighteen years hia father's co-laborer, aaked from 
the gotemment and from lesmed aociotiea to ro- 
aome, and to prooeed in, tbe work so happily and 
energetically ondertaken. Nobody understood the 
rase, or rather, no one would understsod it. Mr. 
Tattemare found eTerywhere tbe doora closed 
him, and be baa seen, not without deep rwet 
work falling to tbe ground, which, from Glial 
apect, he would like to hare seen permanently es- 
tablished. NcTerthelees, let ub hope that this 
work may not fall into oUivioii ; and that preju- 
dice be not permitted to pierent that the uagnlB- 
cent results, realised bv a man abandonsd and left 
to his own wita, without official obaracter and 
without fortune, shall obtain a aollectife form. 

Aa ordinarily happens to invenlora, Mr. Vatte- 
mare did not enjoy the fruit of what be bad ore- 
fttad. But, whether sooner or later the system of 
International Ezcbange shall place itself on a solid 
baaia, tbe name of its founder shall forever remain 
ottached to tbe same.

The following biogmphical sketch of Or. Rob' 
JDBcin (roniieU mainijf of infurniatian derived frum 
members of his fmnily, and partiy from mj own 
loQjC and liiuiiliar penooal acquaintance vrith liim. 
Thomoa Bobinaon M. D, of Petersburg, Va. wni 
barn in Enniekillen. Irelaod, N<.veuiber 12, IT70. 
He wna graduftted with distinction at Irlnitv Col- 
lejce, Dublin, about the jear 1798.* While a 
student there be became intimntaly acquainted 
nitli Robert Emmet. Tbomna Muorc, the Poet, 
vas also n college-nnte, being in the clan ueit be- 
low Rubinson's. There two had the mutual entis- 
fiiction of meeting asiln, In nOerjenrs, at Nor- 
folk, Va. Bobinson being amemlierof the Asao- 
Eiation of United Irishmen, bccnilie obnoiioua to 
theBritieh GoTcmment uhd was forced to lenVe 
Irrland. HccameoTei in coiii[>any with Archi- 
bald Ilnmllton Kowan, Hnothcr refugee,! and they 
landed frum a leak; ship, at Philadelphia. The 
two lived t<^ether,for Mtne time after their Arrival, 
in a cottage, on tbebankof theClirietine.B branch 
of the Braodywioe, not far from Wilmington, 
Delaware. Young Robinsan in the first instance 
had to depend upon his pen fur the tneana of sub- 
aistoooe. He afterwdnla removed to Virginia, 
where he took up bis abude with the family of a 
Mr. W. Bonks, a lawyer, in Halifax County. 
Thence be went to Prldesvillo, in Amelia County, 
in 1801, where he taught a school til] lfl03. 

About this time be repaired to PbihidclphiD 
where he remained thirteen months, attending Di 
Benjamin Rush's Lectures on the Institutes end 
Practice of Medicine ; also hia prescrlDtionB in the 
PennaylyaDia Hospital, dnring the winter of ia03~4. 
Dr. BoblaeoD also attended the private practice of 
Dr. James Reynolds, an eminent physician, and. 
for some time during the aummer of 1804. 
while the yellow fever prevailed in Philadelphia^ 
bad charge of the Lazaretto there, and gave ;peat 
tatisfaction hy hia aucceafiful practice and humane 
oondact — as appears by the letter of the Board of 
Health and the cntifimte of Dr. Rush. 

Dr. Robinson, returning to Virginia, mnrried 




Annie," eldest daughter of William Murray, Es- 
quire, of Amelia Connty, who traced his lineage 
from (A< Murray. Duke of AthoL Mr. Murray, 
by his worth. uVhanity nnd hcHpitality, acquired 
among hianelghbora the aobriquetuf" The Duke." 
Socm ikfter his marriage, the Doctor took up hie 
leeJdenoe at t'armvillB, Prince Edvrard County, 
Va. not far from liiznrrc, the renl of the mother' 
of John RiiDdulph of Roanoke, Who became » 
frequent visitor at his house, being a eouain of 
"ra. Robinson. Mr. Randolph, in a letter dated 
Biiarre, July 20, 18G6, says : "Dr. Kuhinaon 
baa at kat brought hi* lady home. We dined 
with theU to-dny." The friendahip now formed 
between the Doctor and Mr. Randolph was perma- 
nent. When subaequently the Doctor removed to 
Pstersburg, Idr. liandi^lph, in bis ocoaaiQnal visits 
' that town, made the boctor'a houK his stop- 
rig place- In a letter dated at Georgetown D. 
. Feb'; 8, 1809, Mr. Randolph saya : " Greet 
the Dr in my name t tell him that I wna mui it 
concerned to «ee by the papers that he had lost the 



R. & tell her 1 hope my little 
friend, Will, ia well, although I am eorry to learn

About the yetir ISlff, Dr. R, removed to Peters- 
burg and paaaed the remainder of hia life there, in 
compliance with a promise made to Hrt. Murray. 
as a condition precedent to receiving her daughter's 
liand, that he would never take her beyond the 
timiUof Virginia. He kepthiapromiee faithfully, 
in Rpite of strong inducements held out to falm to 
remove to Philadelphia, where lie had acquired 
the friendship of the wealthy Stephen Girard. who 
uSercd to amst bim if he would QQdertako to e8- 
tnblisb btmaelf there. Dr. Robinsoti did nut tak« 
a degree at the Univemity of Petlni^lvnniii, in 
oonsequcnce of the requisite expense being greater 
than he could afibrd to incur. Dr. Rush, however, 
inaccrtiGcatedatcdHoT.SO, 1804, says: "Froili 
■' D' Bobinson'a talents, ^neral knowledge &■ at* 
'■ tainmenta in hia profesnon, the pablio are juati- 
"fied in elpecting from him eminence* uaefulnett 
" in the exercise of the different branches of 
"medicine." A diploma unsolioited, waaaubae- 
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anentW con(bn«d upon him b; JtSenoa CoUmc, 
t^i^elpfaik. TiMProftMonbiporMiiterisMedica 
in that ioatitutioa ma abo oBwvd him and do- 
uliued. 

TIm leuned knd able Enay on Irish masio 
prefixed to HcCreery's Irish Melodies, erroDeouel; 
attributed to Burk, author of b HistoTy of Vii^nf- 
WM writteo bj Dr. Rubinttoii. He otiDtribut«d 
H Norlbmi Journal or Medical 9cienc«, a valuable 
artiole on " The Circulatiua of tb« Blood." 
fcppeara to have oompoeed aa elaborate article 
Arlthmotio, whicb aoee not appear to haira been 
inbliBlwd. He did not perticipale in partf poli- 
ces, but on ono occosion prepared, in bebolf of the 
Virginia Agrioultural Society, an Addrev, r«non- 
fftrating B^iost tho U. !>. reatriotiTS tariff Jntira. 
It it a natter of regT«t that a mao of auoh emi- 
nent goniue and extenaire learning, ahould hare 
written «o littls. Ue appeared to be aingularlf 
devoid of ambition and iiidiSerent to fame. 

Dr. Robinson practiced medicine for upwards of 
IhircjjeaiB, in Petersburg, and hie practice wae 
Urge Hod lucrative { but he was too liberal and 
had too much Irish generoeitj to accumulate much. 
Indeed, a ooneiderable part of his piacttce wai 
baitowed gnituitoueljr upon the poor. In going 
bis dailj rounds, he wae fond ot prolonging bis 
ataj at bou««B where he found literary, apprecia- 
tive and congenial eocietv, tt added to his eqjoj' 
roent if a disli of hot and ftagnuit tea was eerveti 
up to liira. His humor nas ever reat]?! spontane- 
ous and exquitite — Inah bumor, and he found uia- 
terial for it everywhere. He would relate, with 
tbe imperturbable gmvit^ of a Turk, incidents tbe 
moat eitraordinaiy and incredible. For example 
he once owned a cot, which he trained to bun 
hare*, like a dog, and she possessed this singuhu* 
sdvantage, that «be could pursue tbem up trees. 
Ho was once skating on a lake, several milea wide, 
in Ireland. Spreading his cloak for a sail, he was 
wafled, in a tew minutee, acroee the lake, when 
the wind, Huddeal; shifting to tbe opposite point, 
be was, with equal mpiditj, wafted back to the 
ipot front which be bad started. When phrenglo- 
gjr woe much in vogue, the Doctor illustrated tbe 
truth of that acience, 60 called, Uy the fullowint; 
incident: He once had a bird, which wna a vetY 
Gneaingor; be punctured it's organ ol muaiowitn 
K needle, and tbe bird never sang anj mora. 

Tbe Dootoi ome had aremaikabledream, which 
he repeated to eome of his acquaintance, who 
deemed tt oonjpanble in interast to one of Soott's 



Dr. Kobiiwon, like Sir Walter, was c 
lond of dogs and osuallj had tw»— tbe one a grey- 
hound, the other a terrier — hj nam* Pepper. 
Tbwe two acciHopanieU him in hie dailj ridea 
•bout Psterebiirg, and looked npon thamtelvea a* 
ehartervd libertmee, making tbemaelvw qoitfl At 



borne In the hooaea which tbeir maatar visited- 
Be wae, when he first came over to America, ou' 
on the Delaware river in an open boat with hi* 
friend, Hamilton Rowan. The Doctor diverted 
himaelf bv tilting the boat over, first on the one 
side and toen on the other I Rowan, finding hisre- 
monstranoc ftaitleea, at length, in aoourdance witb 
a previous threat, npeat the boat. Tbe Doctor 
with a boavj overcoat and boots on, nriun fur the 
shore, tome balf a mile distant. But Just as be 
v>as about reaching the land, be recollected that 
hie little white dog had been left under the cap- 
Hied boat. Without touching the land be im- 
mediatel; swam bank to th« boat and turned it up, 
whan tba little dog leaped upon his shoulder, and 
thns tba two returned to tbe Vnd. 

The Doctor onc« owned an eccentric dog, who 
for bis amusement would in rainy weather, ga 
about tbe Ptreets, catching puppioe and small dugs 
and etioking their noses down in the mud. and 
wonld leave tbem in this unpleasant posture, witb 
their tails erect in tbe air. Pepper, his favorite 
terrier, was so noacious as to justify Sir Walter 
Scott's remark, that "he could believe anjtbJDg 
of a dog," Popper sver kept himeelf well in- 
formed as to tbe municipal regulationa of the 
town, as will appear from the following circum- 
stance ; During the summir, when the dog-lav

■ble mathematician, a great reader, he was com 
eant with the entire cirule of polite literate 
John Randolph, It is said, remarked of binii " 
'• is the only man I have ever eocounteied, that 1 
■' could not lathom." In petwin be was of a mas 
Hire, Herculean frame, but fineW proportioned and 
■ymmetricali His haul and bee noble— of the 
antique claaic kind ; his forehead eiuooth and 
beautifully rounded — phrenol<^ically perfect ; hie 
eye luminous and rastleiK. 

In hie habits, he was tempemtf, domestic, so- 
cial, hospitablei fond of dogs, tobacco, tea and 
tnusio. In this laat, the membtre of bis family 
were very proficient. The Doctor was ti mos' 
pert swimmer. 

H ii houee waa (or many years the hospitable and 
attraotire resort of artiste and literary and ecien- 
tlBcmen,who eqjoyed In hla convenatioti a rare 
oinnbination of humor, wit, fkntn, metaphysical 
eubtletv, eloqnenoe and irTWlBtibfe powcn oTrat- 
iueinauon.

NEW YOKK IN J776. 

On the second of Maj, 18SS, Deon Dudley, 
Enquire, of BiieCon, read a paper helbre the New 
England UiHturic Genealogical Society, in which 
liB f^ve extracts from tlie diary uf Dr. Isaac 
Bnn^, who served in the Revolutionary arinj. 
TbiB paper was printed in instalments, in Ute Bat- 
ton Daily Bee for February, 1856. IiVom it a 
few extmcle are here made, (giving Jntereating 
fiu:ls coQcerning New York while occupied by the 
American army in ITTO- 

Isasc Banes was the son of Benjamin and De- 
aire (DillingXam) Beiip', and wiis born at Har- 
wich, now Brewvter, in 1752. Ua was graduated 
at Harvard Collie in 1771, and studied inediuiDe. 
When the Revolutionary war broke out, he enter- 
ed the army as a lieutenant. In 1776 he march- 
ed with the Naw England troofa to New York, 
and afterwards to Vhginia, where he died unmar- 
ried, September twelltb, 17110, at the age of twen- 
ty ecven years: 

[April] 19, I speot inoet of the day in viewing 
the city, which is more extensive than I imaf^ned. 
It is nearly as populous as the town of Boston. 
Tbe publio edifices are more numerous, yet not in 
general so tuagnifioent a* those of Bi«toa. 

New York is between two rivers. In the town 
we found every street leading from tbe water al- 
most stopped with the breastworks built by Gen- 
eral Lee, on his arrival in this towD, to prevent 
tbe enemy from landing to set Gre ■ to tbe.towii.

On the southwest part of the town, which is a 
point between the two rivers, is a very strnng^ nnd 
costly fort, built hy the King's troope many veara 
Mnce, fur the protection of the city. Uuci'ide of 
the lt)rt, at the edge of the water, was a batterr 
erected at a vast expense to the King, of hewn 
stone, being about ten feet high, and having the 
inside filled up to form an inclined plane, sloping 
inwardly duwn to a wall one foot and a halfhigh. 
Over tbie tbe cannon were to play. But aa so 
Iowa wall would not be a sufficient cover fur the 
men. our people were busily employed in making 
a turf-H-all upon the stone wall, and when we ar- 
rived had almost finished as complete a battery iis 

Several other fortJGcation? were erected in thia 
town, which made it tolerably strong and safe 
aguinot any attacks of tbe enemy. Fniiu the 
above mettioned fort, a apaciuiis street running 
east-north -east in a straight line, reached with- 
out tbe town about one mile. In this, near the 
Hirt, is the equestrian etatute of King George the 
Third. Tbe design was an imitation of one of the 
Roman emperots on horse-huck. The man. George, 
is represented about one third larger than a natur- 
al man, and the horse is lar^r than life in ttie 
name proportion. Both are neatly constructed of 
lead, and gilded, heinn raised on a pedestal of 
white marble about fifteen feet high. The whole 
is surrounded by a finely designed iron fence, 
about ten feet high, the enuiueure Iwing oval and 
contiiininK one fourth of an acre of green. 

2(ltb. 1 visited the Water-works that are being 
made to convey water through the city, as that 
from the walls is very bad ana unwholesome: sn 
that the iababitante prefer to buy water, for malt- 
ing ooSbe, out ot carta employed in carrying it 
around the fiity. Theae works were begun alMUt 
a year ago, at the city's expense, to defray which 
they issued bills uf credit, that are current aa 
other money. A Datehman undertook the work, 
and has already performed the most difficult part 
of it, though not with that success which was ox- 

Etcted by the citiiens, as they say. But be says 
e has done aa well as he promised. The work 
already accomplished is to convey water from the 
side of a hill, nigh a pond, to the top of the hill, 
from which, being bibber than any part of tbe 
city, tbe water is to be oonveved about in pipes. 
The well is 40 feet in diameter and 30 feet down 
to the surface of tbe water. In this well is an 
engina which fbrcea tbe water almost to the (op, 
and from thence thron^h a wooden tube up to the 
top oF the bill, which m a distance of about five 
rode. At the lop of (he hill is a tiond oorering 
one . quarter of^ an acre, and being from 14 to 
11 feet deep. Thus fitr I could easily eamprabend 
the operatioD of the works ; bnt now the nyatery 
waa, DOW the macbine in the well was fint aetuat- 
«d and kept in motioD. Thia (aa L at leaslb dit- 
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eormd, with eurpru*,) wrb dune bj tbe miitot of 
boiling water. 1 found that, by means of n Uive 
eopper boiler, the (tenm or rapor of the water la 
convened Irom thenoe into a itrong copper tube of 
18 inithea diameter and 10 Teet long, wbich.Btandi 
in K perpendicular potition. Tlie luwer pnri or 
end ot'tbis tube Is light, but the upper end baa in 
itatooreable atopper which maj more iitiwarde 
or downwards with ns much ense as possible, and 
nt the ume time keep the air without from enter- 
ing into the tube. In order to keep it tight, 
Hnuthcr part of the works constantlv aupplies the 
top of the tube, abore the stopper .'with a small 
jet of water. The steam of the hot water (as 1 
take it) eotering Into tbe tube, rarifies the nlr 
therein to a great degree, when the stopper ie let 
louec and flies upward with rapidity to tbo upper 
end of the tube, and immediutelj is thrown back 
by the preeaure of the air from without. When 
it get* to the bottom, it is again driven iipwaida 
bj the ume cause as before, and repelled down- 
ward in like manner bj Ibe air, causing a constant 
motion. To this stopper a stout lever la fastened 
in the middle upon an axis. This lever is nioTed 
up and down by the stopper in the tube, and thus 
works the engine in tlie well, forcing the water 
np to the top of the hill.'

28th (Sunday). In the forenoon I attended 
public worahip'St the L'ongregational meeting; 
was very much disappointed with the preaching. 
Tbe panon had invited a chiiptain of the army to 
do hia work for bim, who perfurmed it miscrobly. 
Being tired of such nonsense sa I beard in the 
forenoon, 1 tried the Uhurch of England in the 
afternoon, But the antialaction 1 reoeiTCd from 
the aubetance of Pn excellent aermon was greatly 
abated by the pedantic behaiieur of the priest, 
the irreverent conduct bf the people and the fuol- 
iah parade of ceremonies. 1 am determined next 
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Sunday, (unle« I can find better entertainment), 
to attend wortbip with Ihe Dutch priest, whoa 1 
hoard last week, choosing rather to worship where 
I undentnnd nothing, than to bear and Bee sueb 
tolly. • • •-

In the rude fort heie put up, Ia Salle left a part 
of hia emigrants, who nearly all perished at the 
lianda of llie Indians. A few survivor* fell into 
the hand* of a Spatiinh furce sent ti> the spot soon 
after. 

Buckingham Smith, ia his iatereating Uoteecion 
it Documentce, publisht« a report of this Spanish 
expedition, tthieh rays. (p. 25): 

"On St. Mark** day we discovered Espirilu 
''Santu Bay, and the settle mont which the French 
" had there, which consisted uf s strung woodrn, 
"house, with iron spikes, and a board roof nailed. 
" and a chapel attached to it of Raw wood, and 
"other Gne wooden bousea plastered with mud. 
" with many loop hnles, on the bank of a very 
"rieep little river (riachuelo), which enters Sa- 
" pintu IJancoBay. Th» site is very level; the 
"Uiil very pleasing and fertile ; hison and Gsh in 
"abundance. * * Tl>e Erst Frenchojaa says that 
" friim where the settlement is that we saw, to the

country. The Spaniard make* the fort twelve and 
the French Proce* Vorbat eighteen ]eB<;iie« from 
the mouth, meaning evidently Posso Caballo, the 
point taken by b'lth ; but the Spanish direction 
^iven is embarrassing. ,S. VV.^N. G. is a funn 
that I have fuund in French and Spanish ; hut 
I am assured that the second is merely redun- 
diint, and it simply means in this case soath-woet. 
Now is La Vnca river the smallest entering the 
bay,aaJoutel Bays the Bivi^re aui ikeufs ws*T 
Wuuld it be called riacbnelo, a little river, or 
rivulotT The settlement wns two lenguei up thia 
little river, which could not be reRoiied by ahipe, 
B« the Belle could not get within sii lenguei of it. 

It may be that chan|ras have taken place on the 
coast, and that after all Ptumo Cavatlo is not the 
piaos where Im Salle entered, for the Spaniards 
sent two eii'.elitions by sea in 1087, bath of which 
saw the wrecks of Ia Salle's Btlle and Amiable 
(Bftrcin, Ensayo Cronologico, pp. 2611,284); but 
when Don Diouisio Perex Bnllunes was sent there, 
in 1718, to occupy the plsne, they found the chan- 
nel closed with a sand bank, an that his brignntina 
St. Jjesphaodbalandra-'OurLartyofOuBdilope" 
could not get in. (Burcia p. 342), Yet with ita 
island it ojrreepouds now with the earlier nccoant. 
Barcia, with accera to mnpe and documents might 
have solved all our diScultioe, but he tmnslnto* 
Joutel without explaining it or locating the settls- 
ment. Shame to thee, Barcia. 

But there ia some light. There la a mannseript 
History of Texas, and a fine work it is, by a Padre 
Morn, who died in Mexico in ITSi. Uf (his 1 
bare Seen two oopios ; one was in the band* of th« 
Crjnica. a Spanish newspaper in New York. I 
tried to pureuase it, but could not. It was, bow- 
ever, promised to a Franciscsn convent in Western 
New York, and would, 1 supposed, thus be access- 
ible : but it vaniihed. Tbe other copv w»« in the 
bands of Mr. 11. Stevens, and iaprohably nowin the 
hands of some American gentleman ; Ojala ! que 
dc mas ! A gentleman in Hew York baa a maou- 
•crint volume uf what may be considered Pieces 
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Juttifiealioa, a DocumanlaTy Sapplement to 
Morfi'a wi>rk. Morfi'* IlUtJrj or I'gzm i« cert&ia- 
]j one or the beit colonial ijiaCoriea I hsTo met, 
v«1] arranKed. tlioniu);b and aceuraCe. Ilealludce 
to LiSalle'* attempt, and at a later tMriod, April 
6, 1722, mentiima the lajing out oF a' new fort iin 
Espiritii Santo B»t, on the site of LnSalte'a. He 
remarks : *' On digging thej foaod relica of that 
" UDfortiinate eipeditiur, bucIi hi nails, gunlocks, 
" &c., the place where cannon wna taken out and 
>> pnwder tired. This Prciidio wat called Sunta 
" Maria de Loreto dela Italuadc! Espiritn Santo." 
Nuw the arif;inal position uf this uahia presidio, 
with its adjacent miaaiun, is well known. It wna 
on what in nuw called Misaion take, on &piritu 
Santa Bay, near the mouth of the Uundalnpe riv- 
er. Itarnon, the commander of the New i^taniah 
fort, woB indolent and severe. Tl>e Indians buod 
Toee on him and killed him, aa MitrQ relates. The 
iniuion waa then moved up the San Antonio, to 
the present BabiA. The original position of this 
Ilnhia miwion and ita remoVul are mentioned bj 
Yoakum, Uistorv of 'i'exaa, and others. Now Murii 
identifiea ita orifrinal position with L« Salle's fort. 
And thia point tallica belter with the account in 
Smith'* Coleccion, than the LaVnca river doe*.

was thoroughly acquainted with that part of thi 
Texan coast. With great kindncra, tliat fcentlo- 
tnan gave me information as to localities, and I ^- 
mit that it does not satisfy me. He writes : " Tra- 
" dition is unanimous in ptacins La Salle's mmp 
" or fortification on the east eide of the Lavacca 
"river, five miles from ita present mouth, whore 
'■ there are four or fire live oaks, aiTDrdinj; ample 
•• shade for a large mititarj company. In deop- 
■' eniox the Lavacoa bnj to IndJsnola, a part of 
" the frame of what ie aupposed to bo one of La 
''Salle's old ships was brought upbj the excnvat 
" of the dredge luat. found at tlio depth of iuur 
"five feet from the earth surlaceof the lake, ehow- 
" ins the rapid accretion of tbeac hajs." 

The Spanish description is to bim uttorlv i 
telligible. Blipiritu Santo Bay ia about twelve 
miles long from cast to weat and six to ten from 
north to south. I also laid before him JoDtel'i 
description of the site of the fort and the view 
from it. He wan perfectly &miliar with the site 
of tbe.old La Bahia Mission, but eould not bsKeve 
that Joutel could have described that site, lis 
eays: 

■■At the entrance of the San Antooio and 



*■ surveyed for me, nearly ova) in fonn. About 
" two mile* from the head of this island, the dia- 
" tance from tho Guadalupe river to Miasion Ba^ 
■• is about three hundred and fiflr yards. At this 
" place on Uinioo Bay are founa the relics of an 



> old Spanbh Mlaauxi, and onirenallj known aa 
'such bj tradition. At this point I had a house 

> and tenant and run a fence from the river to the- 
' bay at the old Miuicn. Prom thence b» thfr 
'juncture of the San Antonio and Guadatiipe 
' rivers is about eight miles. Mission Ba^ doee 
' not exceed two miles in diametar and is con- 
' nectod with Green lAko, lying nortb of it, about 
' three mitee in diameter, bj b OByon," 

He adds in a subsequent note ; ■' Parson Blaine, 

> an old Texan of inteltigenee, informs me that 

■ he lived many Tear* at and Dear Gl«en Lake. 
■That the Spanisli tsiasioa, which I have deecribed 

■ BB near the mouth of the Guadslupe river, iras 
' called La Bahia or Bay Missiun ; that H wee 
' moved to Goliad and wn* still called bj its orie- 

■ ioal name (LaBabia),but corrupted bj thevul- 

■ gar to Labadis." 

This locates J^ttj clearl;^ the rnssion Ia Bahia, 
founded in 1722, the presidio or fort cnnnceted 
with which MorB declares to have been on the eil* 
of La Salle's fort. In default of an; other evi- 
dence against it, this would seem to be sufficiently 
clear as a chain of title. But then the queetiun 
rises; Uow far does Joutel's descripiion acciird 
with this T Jontet's map does not aid us. If Bay 
de St. Louis is Matagorda bay, and ha landed at 
Uedar Bayou, his drscriptinn of it will nut apply 
to it now. On hii map it is marked A, and he 
say* : " Minth ol a little river, situate 28", T N- 
*■ Long. 277" W. wbsre tho Buth(»' first landed." 
If ws assume the first fort to have been made on 
Matagorda island, near Saluria, the channel bo- 
tween the island and the mainland correijfiondB to 
bis B. on Baye deSt. Lauib; but ot this he say* : 
" Mouth of aa arm of said river which enters St. 
" Louis Bay and (onns an islet, at the point of 
•> which, towards the entrance of the bay, tbe Ent 
■'settlement was mads." But his island is lem- 
raied from tbe mainland merelv by a bayou, boa 
Antonio and Efapiritu Santo Bays being ij^norcd. 
He fpeaks of four rivers entering the bay, Rivii're 
aux BoBufs bein); the sioBllest. C, would then 
be, I snppoM, the Uaroitos, his ■' Riviirc incon- 
■■nue;" U the Rivi^ aux Boeuf, now the Z^n- 
ca. with ita brsocb, tbe Mustanic : E. Rititre aux 
Cannes, the Carancabiuui, and P. his Riviire de 
la SabloDQifere. wilt be Selkirk's, unless this is Ihs 
Rivi&re aux (Jannea, and F. the Caney. This 
would be at tbe vpry end oF the bay, and on bis 
map the rirer raarkod F is just oppoaite tbe eo- 
tranee. But whatever diffioulW there may b« in 
identifying thee* rivets, supposing the bay to be 
Matagorda, it ia utllerly out of the quentioD b> 
reconcile tha map of St. Louie Bay in Joutel, with 
Espiritu Santo Bay. 

Appealing egaia to Mr. Hawea, with Joatel** 
description, to see whether it can apply to ths site 
of U Babia. he replies : '■ The Mieaion U Bnhn 
■' as known to Bireoa Bhir and the mtin Mei>- 
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■• can* BTODnd, ii oot od ft faill or any riie of two 
" feet nbove tba luiTDandiag Imd, nnd i* not M 
"eleraied that you can ae* an; plain. It is od 
" Miauun Bay, nbont two miles in directlina rnmi 
•■ the bead otBjae'e Bay, a braoob ot Sbd Antonio 
" Bay, wbicb lies Soatli of it, where thtre is no 
"gruTe of any kiod, but the margin of tbe buT is 
" clotheu with tnil Bea gma, iDterapertied wiUi 
" Buinll aab and willow* of not eicveding t«D 
" yenra growth, and ii inTJeible from tha fort, the 
" Tievr being intercepted by a fringe of timber on 
" each side of Guadalupe rivsr, ot fifty or a bun 
'■ dredyarde on either aide, mi thick that you can 
" ecarcely aeb a burae at the diatanes of twenty 
■'yard*; and no veaael drawing fire feet water 
'■ can approach within ten tnilM of it. It Iim 
*' directly on MiMiua Bay, about a qaarter of a 
" mile from the Guadalupe river on the weat. Tbe 
'■Innd between it and the river iaa law bottom, 
■• (ringed, aa aboTS stated, with large live oaka 
"and other treea, aume of which are probably 
"hre hundred or a thoutand vcara old, which with 
" a matted undergrowth would have abut out any 
'■ prairie view frum the south or weat. Un ttie 
"eaat. Miaeii-n Bay is about two miles wide, the 
"ualerly exlremitj being bounded by a prairie 
" bill of about filty faet hi^h, extending about ten 
" mile* froDi auuth t« north, from tbe low stand 
'' p.iint of the fort or minion, nutbing can be wen 
"uf prairice, weat, aouth or oaat, and only a prai- 
■■ ria bottom on the OM'th. 

Mr. Ilawaa ii a gentleman of ndvanced age, 
long familiar with Teiaa, and better acquainted 
with the conit than perhap* any other man living 
Hta kiudneog In giving me the full benelit of hia 
knowledge, deaarvta my hearty thanka, and 1 
turn Ibem in public, oa I hare in private. Fr 
hie intelligent deacription, it la evident that the 
Bahta miasion or fort duee not ananer Joutel' 
dcarriptiun, although it in evidently the ntiaaio 
alludcKl to hy Murfi and identified by him with La 
Sille'a. If LaSnlle'a purtv bad a. poat here, it 
must have been aRer Joutol left them. If the 
original Babia miaaion waa on the hill east of Ui 
Mun Bay, no tradition tella the faot. 

Mr. Uawea remark* that tlie aiCe on the I^vacca 
would far better oorreapond with Joutel • deacrip- 
tion : " Tbis location IE Immediately on the east' 
" ern bank of the Lavacca river, which ruaa neai^ 
" ly due north to a hill from which yon can aoe on 
" all aidm beautiful prairie*." But still thasita 
comioonly aasuraed i« not this hill, and tbe Lnvac 
ca trams acoeeaihle for veoaela uf the aiie of the 
Brlle, and no Spanish mission was ever founded 
here, as Horii saya one was Ibunded on tlie site of 
U ijalle'e fort. 

The eitmcta given and and a valuable pamphlet 
by Mr. Bawes on the I'eian Cuaat, will enable the 
student to paraue thii atudy. It certainly seema a 
point on wnich some e&brt aoald be mode to attain

Though Mr. Cheetor bad been favarBbly known 
aa a writer, fur tome jeara brfura the appearance 
of tbia book, it wa«, we believe, his first Tentnre 
as an antiquarj. So thorough and eibaueti*e of 
theaubject was it, that it [^aced him at once in 
tbe frunt mok of antiqiiariun authon. Uie siib- 
■oquont publications, though none uf them that 
we kniiw hare risen to the dignity of a Tuluiae, 
have suataioedand added to the reputation he then 
acquired. Ill them, he ban shown the same caa- 
tion and keenness of peception, the same freedum 
from prqudice, the mme ardor in Bolleeting taota 
and the aame Mtient industry in sifting them, 
that are so marked a feature of tbe book belbra na. 
Theee eliaracterlatice have enahlod him to dn good 
aeriica in tbe muse of hiatorioal truth, and to 
□lear away many of the fimgi which have lung 
didgona it. 

The biilor? of this bock ia told in ita preface. 
IradilSonall;- ft diaoradaiit of Uie Harlan Pioto- 
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Martyr, the mathor daring a protracted visit to 
Enelsnd devoted a emBidemble time to f^neatog- 

icnl researcbea in order to determine whether tliote 
ctniiaa nere founded in truth or not. Hia inrcati- 
gationg convinced htm that thej wore nut; and, 
though it is a difficult thing, at leiut to most men, 
togiveup flattering oplnioni that have wrought 
thBiUBelvce into one's life. Mr. UheBter did not 
faeeitate to relinquish, at otice, all olaiin to a dis- 
tinctioD which he had Ion); been tauf;ht to believe 
to be his — a claim which man; of his ODuntijmen 
etill fondlj cling to — a prouder boaat to them than 
the inoet liriLliunt pedigree of the old-world nobil- 
ity. 

But though hiareaearcbe« diuipnted this error, 
thev did not leteen hia interest in the man: fur as 
tlie reverence which he had felt for an ancestor 

KMed away, its place was supplied by a stronger 
llngnl'reApect fur the high intelJectoal quali- 
ties and attainments and the tteriing manly char- 
acter which his invwtigHtiuns brought to light and 
showed in bold relief. Ue was convinced that jua- 
tice had not been done Co the pn>to-mart^r. To 
repair the injustice and to portray the life and 
chamcler of John Rogers in tlieir true colura it the 
chief object of this bunk. It is here shown that 
to him •■ is the world indobled for the first auti.or- 
" iied English versiun of tho iiacred ticripturee — 
■' the baiiis of every subsequent one, even that niiw 
'* in uae :" and that from his pen are bu^h the firet 
£nglish Concoidanoe and the firat general eom- 
mentary on the Bible in the English language it 
is alio here shown that during the Marian persecu- 
tions, Che greatest reaponiihilitieauf the English 
Reformatiiin " were cast upon him, repeatedly and 
*>a1m'isc invariably, and wereauvcninM nobly and 
" unflinchingly." 

The wurk also cmhodiee the result of the author'* 
researches among manuscripts and printed bwks 
cunccrning the-descondants ot the martyr, whom 
he has succeeded in bringing down far enough to 
make it certain thaC Rev. Nathaniel Rogers of 
Ipswich, MaajachiiBBttn, through whnm Culonsl 
Uhnster was suppoxcd to be descended from the 
martyr, was not one of them, as hts pustprity havp 
cUimed for nearly or quite a century. The claim 
is here proved to be entirely groundlesa. 

The martyr's pedi|j;t«e is traced wiCh certainty 
to hia grandfather, who, there is good reason lor 
believing, was a deacendant in the liith generation 
from John Pili Roger, who married a daugliter of 
Uir tjimon Furneup, deeconded from the carls of 
Bush. The father of the martyr was John Ri^ 
crs, and his mother Margery Wyatt. They re- 
sided atDeritend,a hamlet now f^irming part of 
the city of Birmingham, where their hvmous Bon 
is supposed to have been burn about the year 1500. 

The tradition that Be*. Nathaniel Rogen of 
Ipgwidi was desoonded from the Protv-Hartyr has 
tor * lung time been accepted as true. But au«- 



ful inquirers, even before the appeamnce of this 
book, had arrived at the aonolustun that the tradi' 
tion waa improbable, is say the least. The story 
could nut be Found in print ur manuscript before 
176-1, when lluCohiniiun pTomulgatnl it in the first 
volume i.r bis HiUary of the Colony of Matsachif 
tells Bay. Nune of the earlier New England 
wrliors had intimated tbaC there waa a connection 
between the pastor of Ipswich church and the 
Marian martyr. This is the mora remarkable hs 
some uf them had given the parentage and relatives 
of th 8 former; among them Rev. William Hub- 
hard, his own son-in law, and Cotton Mather, 
whose pnnion fur collecting** Remarkablee" would 
have l^d him to seise on such a wursol a« this with 
avidity. The Comb-atune of hie sun, John, the 
fifth prssident of Harvard College, conlsine no ref- 
erence L) the martyr, though it is nartieular la 
state the descent from the worthies of Dedham in 
England and Ipswich in New fingland. As we 
have holure intimated, Che tradition is utterly de- 
molished by Uolonel Cheeter. 

Another ftmily in New England by the name of 
Rogers, who have been traced tar enoagh back to 
prove that they were nut fruin Rev. Nathaniel of 
Ipewiuh. aUuset upa claim to descent from the 
uiartyr, and produce a bible which they assert was 
carried liy him to tlie itaks; and they show the 
marks ot the flames as an evidence of Che truth of 
their story. The bible, however, has been proved 
to have been printed twelve years after tbe mai- 
tyrdiim, and the reinninder of the story is proba- 
bly quite as fabulous as thi", though such baa not 
bei^n demonstmcod to be the fact. 

Colonel l3hesCer has enriched the HUtorical and 
Genealagioal Regitter with many contributions, 
among which m<iy be mentioned arCiclce upoa the 
Washington.

Nor did they rest aatiafied with 
thia. Besides praying for hIa rcstoiation, tbey 
were active in placing him upon hia throne ; aou, 
it is almost rerlain, that without their aid, or at 
leaat if tliey had been aa persistent in opposing as 
Chcy were in aopporting him, he would never havs 
been restored. The cbaractcriatic return which 
their proQigate soverei^ made to them for their 
loyalty, WHS the Act of Uniformity, which drove 
mnltitudes of their most conscientious miniaters 
from their livings. Thia act la one that the friends 
of toleration must always condemn. But, though 
the individual suffering and the temporary check 
to religion and morality produced by this and tbe 
snpplementary laws, are to be deplored, yet it may 
well be doubted whether liberty of ooDSciente 
would have been advanoed by alluwinfc tbe ejected 
ministers, most of whom wst« tbe avowed enemies 
of toleiatioD, to reiaio their livings.
